to <ivcA}', Cmon frendea wrote itttto him, to piuv htm to 
cooi^ home tif{tLtikr. Dut hf SiaileJ Ctrrl atito RJiutitSf to 
Htudje thvre ft time undiT ApolloniiiA the Kcnne of Molon, 
whose schollcT n1iv> Cicero was, for he wn.^ a rery honoit nmn, 
and ftn €xcelleut eood JUthoritiai], It b reported that 
Ccfftr had am «xceuct]t naturaJJ gifl to «peakc well before 
thip |>eopI<'^ and bv^idev that rnrt' gift, he wnx exccHently ' 
wnU atudit-d. M) that doutJeiDc he wat» cou:ited the second Cawmi 
man for eloquence ie his time, and gn^e plaee to the fir*t, elyijuHiieft 
Incaunc he would be the tinit nsxd chicfost itnin orwwTc and 
autlioritiiTj htnng nut vet eonLeii to tht decree of rMrrfcclioii 
to fipookc weUt whicJi hi» nature coulde have pcnormcd in 
him, bicsusc he wns geven fnther to followi* witrrr* and to 
rnannifcjfc f^rcKit mattcrr, which in thende brought him to l>c 
[^rd of ijl Runif, Atid tliert'fori.' in a hijoke he wrote 
AgMUt that which Cit-^ro inoJe in th? pr&ise of Cato, he — 
pravcth the rwuJir* iwt to coTiijmrc tlie ^|j]e of a Koiddicr, 
with the elcjcjiicnoc of un excellent OrjLor, th^t hiktS followed 
it tie most \}ttxic of his life. When he was r4:tuitied ^^golue 
unto Home, he accu^etl I>>lAbel[A for hU ill behavior in the 
government of hid ]>mvinc(% and he had diverv citicn of 
Gufci? that ^ve in eviclence against him. Notwithstanding, 
DoJabclU At thc' Icii^b wa« ai&niif4vd. Cicflsr, to rciiuite 
the giitid li'ill ot' ihr Clnerinnjij whieh liu'V had shewed him in 
hu accuialion of UolabcIUu tootc thoir ctxtiac in hcmd, when 
they did aeeiiKe I^Jbli^» Antomiis beforr Marciw LucuUus, 
Prartor of Moccdan : and fotlo^'ed it oo hard n^nst him in 
their hehalfe, that AnlotiiuH waji driven U» upf)eHle liefore 
the 'IVibune« at Rome, allt^apn^t to colour nis appcale 
wiUutll, tliat he couldr have oo jtutice in Gra:ce fi^innt tTic 
Gn^rianiL Now Cnor immedititly waji mtwy m-ctm good 
willcs at Itoine, tluou^h hia eloquent*, in pK-iidiuK of Uicir 
canvtt: and tW people loved him marvel ously also, bicauw 
of the curtcouA moaner be hjid to »peake to every man, and to

UB& Uwm gently, being uion? ceremonious therein, th^n Wfu 
loiikorl for in orn* of fii* yeres. FurllH'njMirc, he ever krpf. tt 
ffTod bourde, nnd tared wtrll «l his Xahl^^ ojid was very libemll 
Utnidca ; tht whicli in ilcedc did advauiici^ him forwArJ. And 
brought him in c*timftcion with tlie people, HU *nt?mi«: 
ju<l^ng that thin fWvor of the comniciD prt^plc wt^uld .loonc 
<]uiulc*f when he coM no toi]g4*r hold out that chArt^ and 
expenco ; 4(jf}<-rcd \iua to nuitic on, tiU by litle und litic he 
wm prowrn In bo of greut strviigth and powi^r. Hut tn finr, 
when Uicy hod thu^ gevcn hini the bridcll to grow to this 
greHLiEeH, find tlmt they i-ijuld rtoL then pull him luM^ke, 
though in dcdc in aight it would tunic one day to the 
dratnirlion nf UmwhfiK' HUtrnnd comimin wnilth nf Rjimc: 
too lati- tbcy fuund, that there \a not na litti? a bcj^nnin^ 
of Hiiy Ihing, hut uiTitJiiiuiunce of tfrne will Aoon^ innke it 
strong, when through contempt there is no impediment to 
hinder Uie grvalnt-s. T}in%"up|wii, Ciirr-m liki- ri wifBr ship* 
muter- that rivxrttJi the ctiluineA of tliL> raa, was the fiTBt man I 
Uxut iiiistruHLiu^ hi» nijumer uf Jmdin^ in Uie cuimnoni 
vcialth, found out hi> craft and mAtfcc, which he cunningly | 
doknl under the hnbtt of tmlw^ui] curtenle and familliantie. 
And yvU uayd he, when I coiuidei' howe finely he eonibvth 
Ida ffiirc bu^i of henre, And how smooth it lycth^ ai\d that I 
see him icrat hi^ heat! wiUi one fiiigvr only : my miiidi^ givcK 
nic thru, lliat sudi a Kiridc of mun nhuuld nai have jo wicktd 
A thought in his head, an to overthrow the itate of the 
comoioi) wealth. But thix "voa long time after that. The 
firtt ^tieweand pnxjfe of tlic hne Ani\ giHtd will which the 
people did beare unto C«-"*ar. wua: wBcp he sued to be 
Tribune of the itauldiert (to wit, Coloiiell of a thowwind 
footemen) Rtitnding ngaiuKt i^iun Pompiiiua, nt what tintc 
he M-iA preferred snd (.'}iot»rn iH^furt hiui. Hill tin' vet-t^iul 
and moK uinnifi'^ proofs then tlic first, niut nt tlie dcAth of 
hi* aunt lulla, the wife (>f Mariiw the elder. Ki>r Iniug her 
uephcw, he made a nolemnc oration in the irmiket pULoe in 
coimueiidtttiun of hei^ and at her hoHall did boldly veiiLer to 
fihew foorth the iniaj>ra of Mariu^ : the which was the fir»t 
time that thev were 5eene after Xylites viclorie, bieanM- that 
MaiiuN and all hu c<:ufedcnttei had ]x-i:c prockimed truitorft

and «ncmi» to the ccmtnon wl^UUi. For when th?cv vorc

tfadr bwidcs. And thuTtttcd him, for that he hnd broitght us 
It ven- out of li^TI, tlif ren]Fml}r^itrt<.v irf AfariuH bunnr ngAiiir 
Into Koine, which had so long time bene obacured and 
hiirird. And wh4*rv it had bene an njindrnt ciiMnin of long 
time, that the Komoncs u&cd to mak<.' funt-ratJ ornttoiiji in 
prai*ieof olde Lajit-^ aiid rziHtroiii v/hta i\iey dyed, Imt not 
of youn^ women : Cic^iar woe thr tint that prnised his ownc 
wile with Atm^all ^imtTiin when sh** yiujt atmlv, iUc ^hit'h 
Also did irtcr«t3;c the t)iK>ptca jfood willts the niorx%ttocing)um 
of Ao kitide jwid ^cnlfe tiALurtr. Ailer the bunidl i»f Uii wiff, 
ho wAfi mftdc TrMsorer, under Antistim V«tus Pr«tor, whom 
he honored nvr Jiflcr: luf Umt whm liim hrlfc innie to be 
PnetoTt he made hu uonne to be chowji Trmsorer, After- 
TftrdeN wiiim he wus eoiuu out of tliut oflicc* he mojicd his 
thirdc wifo PompQJA, hniing a dau^tcr by his fint wife 
Com(^l)A, whkh w^l^ maried unto Pompcy the grcttt. Now 
for that he va» wry libi-ml In eicptncc*, hying (a* ioine 
thotj^ht) but 4 vuiie aitd tihort ^lone of the favor of the 
p<x>pIo : (wherr hi d<^de ho bought gwjd chc«pp the gn^atcut 
thingci^ that coiild^ be-) Some i^y-, that lieforc he bare taiy 
office tu the coiiiinoii tvealtli, liir weis groweii in df^lit, to the 
sunuuc of thirttTTie hundred tatcntv:?. Fiirthcntiorc, bicausc 
ht wiL* made owrsprr nf thr wnrkr, for Ih** high wiiy goiTig 
UJibo AppiuH, he di-ibuned a great nutnnic of hxs ownc money 
towardeH the ehargt?! of t)ie mme. And on the other aide, 
vben he wa8 made ^ICdihs, for that he did show the people 
the jkt^f.ime of thnv humirrd and Iwmtie cnple a? sword 
pln^^rHf and dtd bc«tdc>i excix^dc all other iri aunipttiotuneti in 
the sported and coinniuii feuAle^ wtiich he modi.' tu delight 
them withfldh (and did as it were drownc? all the nUtely 
aJievc* of othen id tlie like, tluit had gone before hitti) he vo 

Sleaied the people, and wan their love thenrilh, that they 
cTiaed daily to give liioi new o(1r-<?« for to rvc|L:itc hioi. At 
that time thrrv werv two fActi<int in Hornet to wit, the faetioti 
of Sylla, which wo.* rcry strong txnd of great power, and the 
otiier of ^Uriub, wbiuh Uueu aoj, under fooU and durtt not

fntomueh ju the tearri mnnr dowiM many of their chorkir 
for very jt)y, vhcn th<-y suivrc the imaccft of Mnrins imd they 
prtolled Cceur to the «kL««^ judging lUm the worthiest man 
of all the kinred of Mariui. The Seiifite bein^ oAAcmblcd 
thtrretifiporx, dtnluK Lurtatiujc ont* of the greatf'At authnritk 
at that time in Itomc-, rcac, and vehemently inxeved ojfoin&t 
Onur, and tjtuVt* thnt tbpfi whieh over «nce hath benp noted 
much : that Coaur did not now covertly i*o tc workc, hut hy 

Rlaine foree nuughL to alter the vtJitc- ttf the tvicimon veallh, 
cvi-rtbe]4¥«eii Cieuirut that time uu[wwcrtd him vo that tJie 
Senate wo* mtiAfu^- niercupon they that had him in est]- 
mocioD did grow in t>ottcr ihopc then before^ and pcrawaded 
hinip that haidiLy he nhuulde geve place Lu nu laau, and tluit 
tbroufih the gofxl will of the p^oplo, he should be better 
thjui idl they* and ctimc Ui be tJie chieft^t mt%x\ of the dtic.

At Uut tinw, tlic^ chicTc Buhoppc MctclluA dyed, ^xid two of 
tbc ootablext men of the dtie, imd of rrcAU^ authoHtic 
(lMimcu4, and Catulus) conUmded for aia roome: Cimot 
noiwiUut&ndmg their cootcntinn, vriiild gcvc neither of 
thrtn bothplitce^ but prvM-'tiU'd Uicii irlft- to thi^ protklr, ottd 
nvuli: Butc for it iti they did. The autc bting cqurj] bctwcxt 
plthpr cf tti^m, Cfltulits^ hirALiRf^ he wiw il ttihii of crre&tor 
cnlling find dignitjc ihtin the otbeTi tloohting the UDCcnaintic 
af thr clcrfjoa: inil untt* Caaar & |cu(mI ituuime of mouL-y^ 
to make him loavc of hia eutc. But C«roar acut tiini wurd 
i«giui^e> tbftt he would lend n grtvitcr Kuninir then thnt, 
to ni&inta.ine the aniv af^h\st bim^ Wiieii tbc day of 
thrli^Liuii cuuiL', Lis iiiut.lit:r brtii^iiij:^ hiui to the iluiv tif 
bifl hoiiii(% CrJCiAT w^iins, kiu<-d bcr, and vny d : Xfothtr^ 
this dar thou ihnlt ice thy ntmtiv chiefc Dixhoppc of RoinCt 
or bumhod from Rome- In fine, wh^^n the voycis of t3i^ 
people wtrc gathered together^ and the strife well debated ; 
OrsAT iranne tbc Ttctorief ami mnde the Senate and noble 
iBcn all oiFraycd of bim, for that thty tJiou^ht that thence- 
Ibrth be would make th^ people da ^hAt he thoii^hl f^ood, 
Tbeti Catuloj and l^*o fell Hotly out with Cic<^ro» and eon- 
drmnfsl hifTi, for tbflt he did not bi-nray Cieiur, whrn he 
knew that he wv of coiiiipimci« with C'Atiline^ aad hod 
oportuTiitie to have done it. For nhen Catiline waa Wnt 
and dctcnnincil, not oncJy to overthrow the state of the 
common uivlth, but ulUrly t;) destniy Uie Ktapiiv of Rome, 
be Kcofod out of the handed of justice for lacke of aiiflicieut 

Rroofc, liefore hi^ fiitl treiLvni nnd ilttcmiinnlioit wa^ L no wen. 
Tot withstanding be left LvntiiluB and Celh4.-^i]i* in the eitJe, 
cwmfoniond of hi» ccnepimde: unto whom, whether Ca*Mir 
did pe^p any i»ecret hdpe or comfort, it ii not well knowc^i. 
Yet thii is manifcAt* wxt when they were convinced in open 
Saute, Cieeio hvinf^ at that time Conaid, Mkinjc every moD* 
opinioa in the Senate, what puni^mcnt they should havCk 
and every onv <if tlieni till it oiine lo Cji-aitr, gnvp w-ntmee 
they should dye : C'Kitar then risinp: up to h]X^c, made nn 
oTOttEin (pennt^d and prrrnn^itntiii beforr) nnd mydt that it 
vrOit Dcithcf lawi^ull, nor yet their cuitome did heorc it, to 
put miui of mjcb nubtlitje tu deaHi (but in on rxtremitie) 
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lUUUS without kwcfull IndtUdncnt And coudemiifitifin. And tber^ 
CASAR fotv, Uiat if liiey were put in priaou iu some citic of Italic, 
where Cicero thoiipht best* untill that C'Rtilinc wen- ovcr- 
Uirowcn: the ScniLte ibcri misbt At their pleasure c^iri^ty 
take Aueb ord^r therein, as mi^ht best appo&re imto their 
vrianiomd. Tht» opinion wm thought more gcntlci and 
withalL WA* tittc»rpd with *iicli a passing gofnl grure imd 
dotgucnccT that not only tbcy which were to apeukc rtfliT 
hini ()i(i ftp|)n)ve it: but stiHi itl»o aji twd HpiiV^n to the 
contraric before, revoked their opinion and ^ituckc to Jiis, 
until it CAttie U» Cain mill ChLuIuh to Ji|it-iike. Iliey both 
'Citoeaontioa did nburpcLj/ invcy afpiinst him, hut Cato chiefly : who in his 
•gMZUtCafttr. Qi-Btion inadc Owftf »n»p(*ctrd to l>c of tht^ conyii riiric, n.nd 
stowtly Kpftke njirflmKt him^ :n«omucb Itiat the oltl'iident were 
put into Uie hiLudfiof the oflkcni to be put to dctttlu CwAar 
oommini:; out of the Senat**, « oonuyiny of younp men which 
eard«d Cicero for the naictit of his pmon, did wttc apon 
him with their irword«* drfLweii- But some say, tliat Curio 
cnvertti Ceeur with Jiia gownc, and tookc him out of their 
fa&ndet. And ricrrci <ir\U\ wluni tin- yoiinfc men lo<»k('d 
flpon bim, licckenod with liis houd thfU they should not kil 
hini, eitlier fvHr\t\)z fhi' f'^n^ of tbi' jH'Oph-. op t-U tbrtt h*" 
thought it too shftmefull and wicked a partcn But if that 
were t.nip, 1 nuirvpll why Ciitrn* did not pnt it into hU 
booke he wrote of his CoutfuJHliippe. But certAiniy they 
hkuned him af^erwani^ for tlwt he tooke not the oportunitie 
ofibrtd him ftRninrt Ca^ir, oneJy for ovcrmueb feflre of the 
^ p«^e, tlwt loved him vrrie dearcly. Tar sbcirtly aftrr, 
whita CttMT W4>ut into thi> Senate, to cleere him 8elfe of 
certainc urcsuinptionA and false aocUBat]on7« objected against 
him, una being bitterly taunted amonjt tbi-m, the Senate 
licv|rin^ bim lender Uieu they were wont; the people came 
about the couhroII hoiKte, And oil1(^d out niowd? for him, 
biddiOj^ them let him out. Cftto then fearing the in*urree- 
tion <3i tlic puore needi^ pi^rvons, which were they that put 
aU tbeir hope in CecsAr, And did also move tlie people to 
flbirrr^ did perswade the Senate to makr a franVe difitri- 
bncion of come unto them, for a monet}i.

Vet nil thr time he Wf^ cffieer, he 
nerer Jkiught any nltj*r/u-ion in t!if mmmnn wmlth. hut can- 
tranily he him selfe hiul a (jn-at roiifortunt ftU m hi* owne 
house, vliich was tJiia, There woa a voiing DCfblt' niau of Uie 
order of the PAtricJaiu, called l\ibliuiE CTodiut, who tftckcd 
neither wcttlth nor doijueDce, hut othtrwibea^ iti!K]li.-iit and 
impudent a penon, &« anv was ?l»e in U'>tii?, He beeamu in 
l<wr<! with Pompeia Uievirs wife, who miMikcd not withalh 
iiotwithstaniding *he whk so itniighUy lcx>ked to. and that 
Aurclia (Cit»ix>* mother)an honest (Jcil lie woman had such an 
rjv of her, thut those two lovers coulri not mtvte as they 
would, without grcnt pcrilland difHcultic The JlomnneHdoc 
Mr tn honor a gwhienne whielt they rail tli^ ^mvi ^1des«c, 
the Gncciana have bor whom tney call (ivno^eiju ta wit, 
llw gDctdf'Ru^ of wnrnpn. Hrr, thr Phrycinns il<ir elHirnn to 
be peculiar unto them, >^yinc ^ that r^he i;^ kin^ Mida» mc>ther. 
Howlietl Ihr RotiMiu?^ holt] opliiimi, lliat it i?* a lltn]ph4^ of 
wodde, matied unto p^d Faunufl. 11ie Gra*ctai», they say 
sIk^ that nhr was one of the mothers of thr gml tiftcchus, 
whom they dare nnt name.

Clodiiis then nnBwer<?d her, that ho tftried for Ab™ nne of 
IVraipciact wnium* So, Aureli«c« ni&idc knou^ing hint by 
hU voycv, ranriL- «tmighl: whure t)i« light«k and Ladl«« W4?re, 
and cried out, Ux/Lt there *fQn & man diaguiscd in womnns 
ftpparrll The women therewith were so Amo^ced, that 
Auretift caitEtcd them prcicntl)' to jcate of the eeremorucn nS 
the Hfterifkre, and tfi hide Iheir Mxiet thin^. and having 
ReeniT the gatca (ost locked, went immedmtly "p and downc 
the litiuiie with tontht- liglit U» iiecke out this man : wTia nl 
the loat wail found out in the ehombeT of l'om|K?iae« maid^, 
with whom he hidde him nelfe. Thus Clixliwh bein;; fouTid 
out, and knowen of the women : they thrust him nut of the 
diircv by the alumklrrs, Tlie .^anie night ttie wotneii tnldc 
their hu^liftrdo^ of thin ehaimce &« §oon^ a« they e^me home. 
The next nioniing, Ihcre rannc a great nimor tlirongh the 
citie, how Clodius hixd attempted » gn^t vlllanv, and tluLt 
be deftcn'cd, not only to be punihiied of tliem wfiom he had 
ftlftundred, but aW of the common wealth and the goddm.

'Iliifl nun- 
were bang cleam coutwie to Ihoir cmpeotAoion thrvt ht-iird 
it, the Kcu»cr Mkcd Cv«ar, why then hr h[id put Away bi« 
irif«: B«7JUJK» I will nul, uyd hi-. thiLt tny wtfo l>i< so much 
MMupccted, And Bomc sAy^ thftt Ca«ar §pakc Inidy ui he 
thougnt. But others thfnke> tliAt \\e did it To filiiise the 
CODUDOn pctiplf", who yvcTC vrry dcsirouit to sj\ve (^IckIuih, ^ 
dadhi* wju diK-b^ygni of Ulih ntiuMLliuti. hiotuM? the most 
pRTto of thL' lud^ f!^^^ <L confiuod jui'l^cment, for thi.* foojv 
thry »ti>xif one way of tbcdnungcr of the common |)i-0|ile if 
tbcy oomtcmnod him: tuid for the Ul cpdnion of thothcr indc 
of the Dobilitie, if they did ijiiit him. The gtmjninicnt of 
the pooviDce of Sp«yii« bein^ fidlpn unto CwtAr for that he 
WA* Pnrtcr : hi» rrc^itom CAmc and rncd oiil Apon him, and 
W4!rc iniportiirAtc of him to be fiuv^. Ca-mr lunnjf utijiblc 
to latttlie th«m, was compelled to pM.- unto CnuMia, who ww 
the riob««t iDfUi of aJ) Home, ana thnt (t»ode in nc^e of 
C«w« boldnc* and comp; to vithntiuid I'oaipcyn grcAtnc* 
fo the common wpultli. CnLwi.H tiec^Anie hi<t Mirvtte unto hi« 
grccdte^t creditors for tlic eummc of debt hunctrvd and 
thirlii* tjJpnt"!: whcrpumKin thrv itifTi^riHl Tivwir tn dppiirlr 
to the Ktivorumcnt <Tf liin province. In lini jomt'y it ia 
reported, th>il jttiviin;^ aver Ih^ niiHrntAincN iif tin* AI|V4, 
they enmc through a litlfl poorc vilJn^ thnt hud not miuiy 
huufrholdn, and yet |H)nrr mtageav 'Hiere, ht> frctidn tliat 
did acGoiupanie him, mticetl him merily, if there were any 
coDtc]>ding for office* id that towne, and whether tlieir were 
any rtriff then* itinor\gc%i the tiohU^ mrti for honor. Cnaar 
9petikiiig in f^wd eanie«t, Hun^ncied : I can not t«ll thftt 
faid he, but for my varti^. I had mth<T be ihp cliirftrt man 
here, then the isceond pcnon in Home, An other time alio 
when he i«as in Spa^ike, reading the hittofy of Alevandem 
nctc«, when he hod red it« be wait ftorow^U a ^ood while 
afU-r. and then Inimt oat tn wis-uuw. Hhi (tmd% traiw 
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that, mftrvel^ *hAt. should W t.h** c^iiw nf liU *inmw, H? 
auiiHWcrcd them, Doc yc not thmkc wyd h<*, thdt I havp 
l^-oad ^Ai>w ta Ik* hcavie, wben king AlejiuulcT bcrtng no 
older Ulan my ^dfo U novr, hod Ui old time vouuc £o muny 
nfttlcwi md contri(7« ; ath1 Ifiai 1 liithorLiuto Imve done 
Dothing worthy of my strife ? "I'htrcforc when he wa,i come 
inlci S|»rtjtir, ht- vaa vi-rv rarcfall uf bi>< buhiiii^, uml hjul iu 
ievr daycB joynod ton n^w ou«i^^ mor^ of foot^^ai^D, unto 
the olh^T tw<*nt/ whii^li he liiuJ Ix'ftn-tr, Tfu'ii irtJircbiug 
forward wiiiut Uie OiUu:>riJUiit uiid LubitimituiA, lie coei- 
qiicred jUJ. wid went fl» farnr ** Uil- ffuat !«fa Occttimin, 
eubduing nU the p^>lc which bcfotv knew not the Kon>iuTf% 
for tbcir Lorded Tncrc he tookc order for p^cifvinp of the 
wtrre, wjid did a* widely tak^ order for the i'&lrtl>liihinji of 
peace. For he did roconcilx' the cities toecthor, lUjd made 
them frrndr* on*- with mi m11i*t, hut fitpfiidly hi* twiirifird nil 
»iitc(i of Uw.and slrifo. hetwcil the dettern and ercditoni, 
whieli prewp bv ri^wn of nsprir. Fnr he ordained that the 
cTcdJtors ahoiifdc take yeATciy two p&rte^ of the revenue of 
thrir drllrm, until! sm-b ihm: us Ibrv bnd |wv<m1 tbrm wlv*'* : 
and thiit tlie detlera iJioidd have Ihe thirii parte to them 
»elve« to live withnll. !!e fm\irjj; w*inta' grejtt eHliitiAeinn 
by thi« good ordrr taken, ivlumvd i'wtn hh government very 
nehe, mid hi* aouMii-nt nhu full of i-icU i]iijyU% wlio ndM 
him Impenttor, to eny fov«nune OtptAine. Now the Roniruiefi 
having A ci.i9tome>tbAt*uc;h na dcmAimded honor of liiuiuplie, 
nhouJd reiuairie n while without tbt> city, (uid tliat they 
un tbotber Mde whieli «ued for tbe ConALilsliip, Bbuidd of 
necSMitif* be thc-iv in jienu>n: Ckwit eotmnin^ i]nhA]>peIy 
at that very time whto the CotiauJa wtre chiMtn, be *ent to 
pray the Senate to do him tbnt favor, that being absent, he 
might by hn ftvndeA »uc for the ConHuUhippe, Cato at the 
Jir*t diti vebf-intmtjy luxey Kj^iiit U, vuwcfiinjj an r*pmt*e 
Jaw forbiddin>: tbi> eontrane. But afterwotdA^ pereeinng 
that itotwithistJUMiing Ihe nivoii^ hv Hllea^^ed, many of tlie 
Senaton (beiiiK woniie by C-a-sur) favtired hi* request : vet he 
cunuintflv bou>{1iI all be (x>iild Iu pn-venl thrni, prolungitig 
time, dilating hin oration until] ni^ht. C^nar tlu-rvup^jn 
detcTniincd mlher to gevc over Uir mite of his Iriuniphe, and

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tomalceauUr for thcCoDsulflhippe: coKlf^ came into Uirdtie, 
and had nich a device with hitii, ns went bi»yor>ci them all, 
but CaU) €>ii\y. His devise wju thin , I*<^innrv nnd CrAMUA^ 
two ci the gmt«Bt persona^* of the dty or itomc, In-iag nt 
jaire toft«thor, Ocsar ni*dc them frcndA, and by timt mcttrn^ 
ffot iinto him tclfe thr powrr of them both : for, by colour of 
that gentle actc and frL":idflhiji|R- of his. he subtUly (unwarrs 
to th^m all) did grpntly alter And chALmge tho »tato of tht^ 
conoum wcaltli* Tor it was not the private discord bctwoic 
PomfMy and Cvsur, jlh many mi^ri tliought, that rauM^ tho 
dnii iroTTt- : but mthcr it waa Dioir cu^emcnt toip-thcr, who 
Jmmed all their powers Bnt U^ civi^rtfirnwe the ^late of th« 
Senate and nobilttic, and oftcrwardc* they fejl fit jwrc one 
wt\h nn othrr. Bui Cnto, thaL tliiri) fDmoiw mul nrophnupd 
inajiy timi-b what woiilde foUowc, vw t^cti but for u vuine 
man: but aftc-rwardc* tlkcy fmiiid bmi a winter man, then 
happie in hi« counwlL Thtia Citvar bvmg brought unto the 
a»<-mblie of the election, in tiic mlddi^t of tiiew two no1»lc 
persons, whom hf had before reconciled totr>?thOT: h^ waa 
there chotcn Coni^ult, with Catphumius BibuluA, without 
gainc W'inj; or contradiction oi any man. Now wh^n he 
wiut eiitied iuiit bU ofEiLV. he bcgatme to put fwtrUi Invtn 
nweter for a wditious Tribune of the pw>p!o, than for a 
Conatil! ; bicnu^ by them be preferred the division of landes, 
and diiLtributinf: of come to evorie cjti/on, GraU«, to plc^ak^ 
thoit withall. But when the noble mt-n of the Senate were 
affaifiHt hi* deviap, hr drHiriiig na Iw-tti^r oivjision, iH-gartiie to 
cnc out, nnd to protect, that by the ovcrhardnc^w and 
amctrritit- of tlie Stimtfr. ihty druvif him against bit will lo 
l«<uie unto the people : and thereupon having Cro^u^i on 
thone nidr of him, nnd Pi)II]|h?v <m Ibother^ be >udErd them 
openly in thaf»emblie, if th^y did g«vc their eonaent unto thu 
Uwi^ nrhlch he bod put ftirtli. They both auiuvreit^. they 
did. llicn he prayed them to rtandc bv liim ogainHt thota 
thitt t}imitncd him with force of nworde to let him. Cra^sun 
gate him hi> worde, he wonld. Pompey aUo did the like, 
And added thereunto, that he would couii; i«-ith hif^ nworJ ajtd 
tar^ both, a^inat them that would witlmtond him intb 
their aworda. These wonlc^ offended much the Senate. bein£ 
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fiffT9 ^irtmwtp for hU mvrtic> adJ undccont for thr maje«ti« 
ftnd honor he r^nl, and moat of ftll uncomciy fat the 
pr«ftenc« of the Sentte wbume lie should h^ve r^v^rencMl : 
ftnd wcT« sp«AGhe« Atter for a ra^ ligl^t hcad«l youthi than 
for his ppnmn, Howbfit tho common p«)ple on thoth*^ 
Mdct thry rcioyced. Then Cj^sat hicauac hv would be more 
aisured of Pompeis povvr nnd fr^-mi-hippi?, ht pave him hi« 
daiighlcr itjiift in inArinpc, which vm nwuic wire before iinlo 
Scrvilius Ca^io, and promunl him in ivtchauiigp PoriipfU 
wife, the which vtas sure al»o unto FauatuH Ibc aoiine of 
Svllfl. And "ihfjrtly flHcr also, (*(nuLr "clfi.' did iiiftric Oil* 
phiifDid the daughter of Pim>, vliotn be cftuicd to be made 
f!{)ti»ul, Lo Mjeim.-de liiiii Ihr iie3i1 voire follrjubt^. Cuio 
thvn mod out nitb open mouth, mid catlod th«- ^*od« to 
witiioA, Ihttt it wju( n ikhAinrfult niattcr, anil not to be 
HuffVrvdt that tJiey Khoitid iu that nort* make havakt^ of tbe 
KnipiftT of HomCi by such horrible bawdic matches, dis-i 
tributing unong thc^m tehcn tlirough thoao wickvd fnariAfrcs, 
the govcmmrnt* of the proii-incos and of great ormieH. 
Calpburniiu DibuluA, ft<llow Com^ii) with Csesar^ pf*r:.-<>ivitig 
that ho did contend in TeLirc. making all the reai^uiit^ h« 
could to withitand this Inwr, niid Uiul ofti^ntim™ be wm in 
daungcr to be iWmv ^iUi Cato* iu tJie market plow and 
A»4embli<*: hr krrit rifue in hip; hous? nil thp rp«t of hitt 
Con^ulrihippc. When Pomnvy had manod lulia, he Hlkd all 
Ibi- nmrket ulatt witJi Miul(licrs.and bv open force anttuinHeil 
the Iftwcs whidi frosnr nmd** in the "bcnnlfe of the people. 
Kijrthfniiort*, hv jinicured tikat Cirnnr biul ^TALili* on hu hidcf 
and bt7:>tid the Alpea, and all Illyna^ with fouru- li-gionA 
fjrratuited him for li^c yean.^ Then Cato staudinjc "p U> 
Apeaka againrt it : Cceiar bnd hit afficcn lav holdo pf hisi, 
and cane htm to priiion, tbivkin^ he vould h&vc (ip|>ealrd 
unto the Tribiin™. But Cato wyd nrver a worde, when bff 
went bia way, C-nof perecmnf: them, that rot onely tho 
SetiAtorv und nuhililie were olTT'Eiiled, but timt the eumuion 
people ftljio for tbe reverence tlicy bare unto Catooa vcrtui 
wen* b»hMm«l, and ifrrtil nwny with Mlenrj*: be him nil 
wcrctlv did pray on« i>f the Tribunes that he would take 
Calii mni) the otRct^re. But aAer he bud played Ms pait^i 
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tfcait were ff^ SvnAton that would be rrettidrat of the 
Smote under him, but Icfl the ditc^ bicwjitc thc^ oould not 
AWftj vith bift liobicv*. And of them, then wut ad old 
ODtta GcdJed Coii^dius, that od a lime boldljr told liini, Ibc 
rctt durst not come tn coimirl, bicmtv thcj wcr<> afntvrd of 
hu AOuMicnu Cmar aunnwcTvd him o^atnc; And why thcti, 
docftt not thou kepe tbee At boA^ for the tamo foarv^ 
Cdttidiiu replied, tiicau*c my Ago tuccth awAy fcarc from 
mr: for Kavintf sa nhort a Itmr to Urr, I nave lut ouv 
to proliUijcc it fuither. The «hAtneXulI&it parte that Cvsttr 
plAyed vihile lir wa8 Con«iil, wiemi-tli to \ie tfaiji: when be 
cboic I'. ClodiuK Tribvitic of tlic pf^vplc, that hod ollrvd h)S 
itite sudi dbhcQior, jukI prufiuiul llu.' boly oiitidtiiL miiilfrim 
of the woin«DT which w^rv oekbrat«d ID hU owne houso. 
Clodiun nird to be 'I'ribuue to no other end, but to dt^im^- 
Ciccm: and CnHar «clfe aUo deputed not from Rome to hi» 
Army, before he had tK^t them toj^thcr by tlii? caivh. vid 
dfivon Cicew nut of Italy, All thfw thin;^ they »y be 
did, before the wnrrv« inth the Ga-uIhi. But the time of the 
gn^ Armie* and coiKpeatn he mudir itRcrwiini*, Jirid of the 
urarre in the irhich be subdued a\ Uic Uaultra: (entrin^ into 
an other eourw of hfe Sttrrr eontrArie xinto the firtl) murir 
him to be knowcn for an valliant a jtouldicr fuid aA excellent 
A CjiptAEne tfi lead [uen, ah thtme that af^re liim bad

And 
thiji nppcArcth plainly by the mauiple of Aciliiis : who in a 
Inlt!.-!! bj nil iM'fon* the titv of MrinsilU-*, lx>nlingnneof bin 
encimeM sliippeBf one ciit of W right bjuid ^ith & au-ord, but 
yet h^ fonooke not his target whieh h^- had in his left 
hand, but thnist it in his enemies faces, luid mttde them Hie, 
KO tJiftt )ie wHJiiie Uieir hluppe frmu lljcin. And CA-iMim 
ScRVA al^Oi in a coodiet b«ioiv th<? city of Dyrraehium, 
having one of hii eyoii put out with nn armw. In* ^h^n|l^i■^ 
■tnken through with a dart, and hi» thigh uiUi nn other, 
aiul Uaviug received thirty ajrroww upon bia shield; Ike adled 
to hifi enemicftf and made ai thotif^n hr would yrelde unto 
them. Rut when two of them came mnnine to htm, he 
rtave one of their Hhouldcra from hifl bodie with h\*i iword, 
and hurt the other in the fncc : ao that be made him tumc 
hiK Imeki', EU»1 at the lfn(j;tJi *aved bim ^elfr, \sy meanex of 
hia Lumpuniuiu tlukt eame to belpc liim.

Canar perc^cl viu«; that &otiie (^fhiflCaptain^a trembled 
for fcAEV, hilt !4pivijt.1]v 1"*^ young geutlcmm of noble houneA 
of Home, v/hii thrtuglit to ha*© ponv to lh« waxrva with him, 
u uiiclv for their plcaaor^ una ga.\nt ; l^c called them to 
coiinffll, and enminftttutied them that wcm^ nflVnyed^ that 
they -should depart honic« and not put them m:1vch in davtnger 
agafn#t their «nllvs itith they had Bireh woni&ni^he faint h;4rteH 
to «hrinkc when he hnd neede of them.

warri*fti of all the Bi*]pae. They dwelling in the wodd^ 
cuiitrict h&d convoyed their wivca, children and ^x>ocb, into

couM ; and htiti); ulx>ut the numlx-r of taxc icofc thowattoil 
fighting mpT) niul mon?, they cAnoo one rffty ai*d aet fipon 
CvMiT, when his iirmk was out of oi^Ilt, and fortifving of 
hi* (-jLni|i<*T iitlt loi>kt»g io hiivi- fouj^ht tluit dnv. At the 
first chnrice, they brake the hur8enieti of ihc Rouiojicd, and 
eompajiflii^g in tlir twHft.h and wvcnth Ir'gion, thi*y aIij^ aJJ 
the Centurions luid U^ptatn^K of the bnnda. Anii hod not 
Cttuur M^IfL- taken lit& bideld uii hia ;irme, um) ilyiLiA in 
amonj^cet the >>arhaiii>U}f pcitpl^?, nineie & lane Uironf^h tDpia 
that fought Ix-fiirL? liiin : and llie U*nUi legion a\vo Marine 
bicn in tlau^ifi<a'^ roiuie unto him Irotu the toppe of thv hill

the BtrtfATne hringeth downc with it) did with the greut 
hlowen And force thereof nmr^«1ouAly aliake the puates of 
the bridgo ho h^d set up. But to pr«v«nt tb« blowot of 
thofC trcv#, and aUo to breakc the furie of the itjcftme : he 
mAdt* a pile of greiit w»dde abovr the bridge a good way, 
and dill toiviblic ramuie IhciM iu to the botlome of the river, 
fiO thfit in t(^ dnycs xpaee^ he hfld net up nxxti Eini'^ht his 
bridge of the gooalient c«rprnter» workc. u^d moat excellent 
invention to see to, that cotdd be possiblie Uionght or de- 
viecd- Then paning over hi« Army upon it, he foLind none 
that dunt nnv mon^ fight wilh him. Fnr the SwevinnH, 
w^ich were the waHikust people of all Gcrmaiiv. had gotten

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them ftdirtB vitJi thdr jCOodcA into wondorfull grt^t valleu 
und EwifjgMt filll of wnncir* nnd f«mwt™- Nowp whpTi he 
fami bnmt all Ul« coatnc of hi-i enemies, and c<>nfinn?d the 
league with iht* roiifederaU of the Ruuuiiif^M : he n-tumed 
backc- Alpine into GaulQ After Jio hod taried dpbtccno dayce 
at the nio«t m Gcnnwijr, on thoUicr side of tJie lihcyn. The 
jomey be p^ude idau into EiiuWid^ vtu a nohle cnterpniie, 
And vet^ Lxriutiieiid&bk. For he WAA the Jlryl tli&t sailed Llie 
ircvt Otv'an vith an nrmy hv wn, nnd thnt juuucd thmaj^h 
the 3ca AUantituin ttith hU anriyt tu makt; w^ure in that 
ao great and famous Ilande : (which uianv auncient wiyten 
would not bclrvc that it was so in dccdc, and did make 
th«m vary vl>out it, uiying that it waii but a ikble and a 
lye) and wru Iht first UiaI L-iilar;^d t}:c Uo]i]aix<r Eiiipine. 
bfrynnijp theefirth ifihfthitAhh^. For twi"** hr [utJiMpH rv4>r the 
narrowc >ea o^rvit the (irme lande of Goxjle, nnd HgUiing 
many hattt-llo there, did liurt hib L'iit.'inle» t)iort\ tlii-n eitridir 
his owQff men : btcaoBC, of men hardlie brought up, cuid poore, 
then* ^not tuilhitig to be gottoi.. VVhereuiipi}ti his wamr lind 
not such succouc A3 he looked for, and therefore taking 
picdjpi outly of the kingv. and iiirpoaujf;; a yeaivly t/ibute 
apon him, to bo payed unto the people of Home: he re- 
tamed dgune into Gaule, There he waa tio »ooncr laadcdt 
biit he founde lettiers ready to b<> fent over th^ sea unto bun : 
in tlie yfhich be was advertised from liome, of the death of 
hU Oaughtcr, that th* was dead with child by Fompoy. 
For the which, Pompey and Cssar both, werv martxIouH 
sorowfuU; and their mendA moLimcd aIio, thinking; that 
tin* alliance which mninteinrd the common wealth (that 
othmriw wai very tit^kle) in gotid [jefirt.- oiid eoiword, wa-h 
DOW wrered, and broken a Aondcr, and the rather likely, 
bjcfliifif tbp <'bi]dp tivrd not long nflrr t]u< mnthcr. So the 
comixion people at Rome tookc the corpv of Julia, In di»pite 
of tht* Tnlninet, nnd buri^ It In the fieldc of Mara. Now 
Cvaor beiDg driieo to devidc his armic (that wju vrry groat} 
into amndry garrinmh for tlic winter time, and rHuming 
ajEgohx into lUly ud he wus wont : all Gaule rebelled a^ine, 
tiad had rataeJ K«^ut arttjien iu every qt^axtcr to «et apon 
th9 lloTDanw, and to aa>ay if tbov could distrcttc thdr forti 
5:D ' «6 
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wliere they \i%y in e^ri»>u, TV gre4t»t Dumb«i and moet 
v&rHlw men of theau GaiitcE, that rnbvd into fu:tian of 
rebellion, were led by anc Amhianx : nnd first did set upon 
tho garrisotis of Cotta, aiui TitunLi^ whom they «tiiei and 
all tue soi^Micrs they had about them. Then thcv went 
with ihrto so:>n.' thowsmu! rightini; nwn fa lir**^^- tncgar- 
rirttm which (^uintus CiciTo haJ in liis dmr(;o, and nad almuflt 
itikvu Ihi'tit by foiV4r, bienuHr aII thi* Houldj^-ni were ev<^ry miin 
of thtrm hurt : but they were so vah/int and coura^oou, thai 
t.hry did mon^ tlien men {aut thi-y say) in defrndirig uf tlicm 
»el^'^. Thc«e new^ being como to CaB^nr, who va£ fatre 
fi-uiu theuec at that time, he retumed with all ]xn»ibEc 
epccdc, mid levying stolen tJiowsand sij(ildi4U*H, made uastc to 
hdpe Cicero Limt wa^ in such dislresst\ The Gaults tJint 
did beeeege Cicero, nndtratarding of Cj«wr« commiug, mywd 
their »ocge incontinently, to goe and mcctc him; making 
oceonipt that he \ras but o. haudfuU in thdr haride«, tbi^y 
were »o fc^M'e. Cwaar to deceive thcnit atill dn:vre backe, 
and tttkde ns though he 11^1 frnm them, lodging in placvft 
mcete for n Cajrtaine Umt had but a few, to fight with a 
greut riLtndjer uf hiH eneudes, am] eiimrmund<^d hiti meti Ut 
DO vise to stuTTC out to stLirmish with thcm^ but compcUod 
thi-m tu myste up tiie rampeo mf bis camjw, n.nd lo Jurlifir 
the gcttes, as men tliat were Unfmldt hicause the enomie« 
Hboutd the le«Mr EwtL'eme of them: unlill thnt At lenj||;th he 
tooke opportunitic, hy their disorderly eomxning to oHKAile 
th<' trc^riiJie* of liia CAnijftf, (tiiev weiv gfiiweu ta rtiU'h ik pre- 
ttumptuoaa boldnce and bra^iT^') and theit 8alyiiig out apoai 
tijt^iiJt lie put them all to Oiglit with daughter of a great 
numbor of them- Ttus did KuppreKw all Uie Tvbeilion9£ of 
the Gau]c9 in those parttA, ajid furthermore^, lie him selfe 
in person went in the middp*t of winter thither, where h* 
henrd they did rchcll : for that there wwi eome a ncwe i»unply 
uut <if Italy of tliree vrh^ile legioriri in tlieSr rooiiic% which h« 
had LoBft: of tlie which, two of them I'omixy Liit him, and 
the oth^r legion, hr hhn irlfe hud trjivyi^f] in (taiilr alMHii 
the river of i'o. During tli^wv aturre«, brake forth the 
bwhming of the greatent and most dntrngeniUK warrv LliAt 
he riad in all GauJc, the which haul l>eDe «ecrctly practised 
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<if lon^ iittw hj tiie chieieMt and iiiuhL nbrlikL' |>e<rj>Te uf titat 
coDtnT^ who had IwviM a wordflrfiill prwat power. Fof 
every whfrrt Uirjr Irnvinl muiHtuc3<w (»f men, iinJ great riclirt 
Imride*. to fortcfie thdr Klron^ holdo, Ftirlhcnnore the 
eoatxy where tbey n>40, wa* very ill lo codqc unto, au<l speci- 
ally at that titnr hrirp winter, when the rivprs wore fn»^» 
the wooden and forr»tJ< covered with ?tiowe, the incndowo 
droirned with llviJde«, and the iielde<4 «o decpe of h[iow, that 
no wayM were to be fovmd* neither the marisfHcs nor nvcrt to 
he decerned, all wn* so nvrrflower juid ctrowned with water : 
oU vrhich troubles together were enuufch (oa they thouefat) 
lo keepe CiHwr fVom setting i:jton the relieU. Many nationji 
of the Gaulefi were of thk conspiracy, hitt two of the ehiefe^t 
were the Arvt-rnUriH nm) Cunmlcs : who hail ibmrti Wr- 
cilif[mtonx for their Lieuctcj^ant (^vrLeralK whose fjitlicr the 
Gaulea Iteforc had ptit in death, liirmihL' they thiiuj^ht he 
aapbvd to make him Bclfc kin;^^ Thin Vcrcingentorix devid- 
in^ hU amiie into divert partem, and aupuiiitiii^ dlrtn 
Captain«e over them, had gi^tten to Uke hi^ part, all the 
people and contrica thereabout, even a« farre m tliey that 
dwell loirnrdi the •seft Adriutiek, bnviii^ further determined 
(undersUnd:ii>f that Rome tlid cotisi|jirt a+ptuiat Cjtaar) to 
make all Gatil^ rise in ftmieu apftinst him. So that if he 
bod but tarie<l a litlc lengcr, untill Ocsar had entrcd into hin 
dvUl vant«: he had put all Ital^ in aa great feare and 
(iatmser, ms it was when the Cimbn did come and inv&de it 
But Cnwir, thnt wiu Tery ralinnt in all JiMaifv nrd daiingeTK 
of wure, and that wn,i very skitfull tf> take time and opor- 
ttmitie : ao loirie njt he iindeT>liH>di' the tieueH oftlte rebellion, 
he departed with opeede, and returned haekc the nelfe Mune 
way which he had o^ne, mriiitig the iKtrlmrcmx |)er>ple know, 
that they should c^ale with an annio unvinoibfe, an<i which 
they cuuld not pomiblv withi-tand, conaidcriikg tlie great 
■cpcrde he had made with the uime, in »o sihar|>e and hard a 
winUrf. For where they wcjuld not pofftibly fmve l>cleeved, 
that a p<Mte or ciirrer could have eome in 40 fihnrt a time 
from the place where he w**, unto them; they wondrrd 
wIm-u they wiw him burning and dwtroying the eontry, the 
towncft and atronjrc fori» wherv he camo witb hi» arnuet 
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Ukiiig all to ini.-rcy tlint yelilnl unto hiin: utiit} aurh time 
tu the Ucdvi tooki> artncs ocain^t him, vrUo before were wont 
to br catled the brttlircn ox Ihc ItinunDcsi, aiid wcm gmtUjr 
bonorcH^ cf them. Wbcrfor^ Ciesuri mvn wbeu they tmdcay 
atuudL- tiint they luul joj^iod witli the ii*UrlLi, the/ vere 
RiArvelou^ Bni^f, and balfe discouraged, Thcreiippon, Cscmt 
dcpnrtiag irom those partes, went throiu:h the contiy of 
the LlngODes, to enter the contr^' of the *Bi]r^(oiiliuu, «bo 
wtrt confeder&tfl of the Hoinaii<a» and tbc noarcAt uuto It&ly 
on that n^Vy in rv^pi^ct of a)1 the re«t of Gftule. Thitbor 
the cBcmitt aani^ to set af>ofi him, and tc cnvironne him of 
all rides, with an inlinJt nuraber cf tbowwiid« of dghling 
men. CjTjyu on thothcr *idc taricd their comminp, and 
fi^ilin^ wiUi tht-m a long time, be miule tliem %o anrait) of 
him, that at kcnj^h he overcame the borbarona people- But 
#it tbe iii>t, it wvrncth iiotwitlistnndin?, that hc^ad rrwjrYed 
»oino ov^rthrowe : for the Arvvmiann «hcwcd a trvordu hati|^ 
itppe in uric uf Uit^ir templen, whidt Ihty aavile Uiey liad 
wonne from Csnar. In»omuch as Casar «elfe eoinininf;; that 
way by ix^a^ioii, tAwc it, aikd fell a laughing at it Hot some 
of nil fricnden gointf about to tAke it awuy, be would not 
aulftrr them, but bibd tbcm let it aloii^ and tt>udi it Dot, 
(br it wftji a bolv thine*. Notwithntanfiin^, sucb aft at tbo 
fint had »red tnon ju^Uta by fleeing, the moet of tbcm were 
ffOtten with their Idng hito the eiUf of Aloda, the whdcb 
Ck^af wei^t ojid bc4ce|^dt althoiti^b it fit'emcd UUXpUKnoblet 
boU: fiw tbt- height cf the vail, v ftlso for the muUitni^e of 
bouldiere tbey had to defend it. But now during thi» KCgc, 
he fell into a marvelouri great dautiger wiLbciittf a]iiio«t 
inerediblc. For an armic of three hundred thowtond Hat- 
ing men of Ibe bott men that were mnonff all Uie natiunti of 
the Ganlfft, oacio af-airst bim, being at uie raege of Alexia, 
bcKidr» them that wrre within the citie, which amou^ited to 
the number of three score and tenne thowjtand fighting men 
at the leoat: mr thai pcixetving he vfna abut hi E>etwixt two 
Ko itroat anni«s bp wae driven to fortilie him selfe with two 
walik, thr one a^in^t them of the dtic, and tbe other agoiuti 
them without. For If tbo»e two artnien had jovned toother, 
Ca^ar liad bene uttetJy undone. And tlierdore. thia aee^ 
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of Alexia, And th« bsttdl hr ^Asne before Ay did detcrvcdly rOLIUS 
wmne him more lioDor and fomc, thta »iiy ottn-r. For tlivnf, CJfiSAR 
in that oifttAnt urnl t-xtrvomu diLuiiK^% h^ shewed monr 
rdiaatnes ttad wiKitmi, Ihui he did in Atiy baticll be fuught 
befocv. But what H wntidprfuU thW was this? that Iney 
of UiG citic acvcr heard Any thing of tbcm th«t cnmc to aydc C^vMn cntt 
tliera, vintill Ciwir ha^i overcome them: and furthermore, al^*** 
Uuit the Romaiu^ them wives which kt^pi watcii tipon Ih* ^*"'' 
mil th*t wwi hiiiJt Agninit \hv Htif^ Liu-vr ilIiui no more of 
it, then thej, hut *licii it wu done, and that they hcurd 
the ujeH and lameiibiciortft of men and woii^eti in AleiKia, 
vhoD tli^ perceived cm thothcr ndc of the citic such a 
number of gliiitrring %hielih iif ^M luid xilvrr, Hiit-h »U>rv of 
bloody oorwlvLi and armon^, eueli a d«£de of plate and niova- 
ables,and «iJch a numU-r of li-iit^ find nftvilyims afliT the 
fiuaon of the Gaules, which tlic lloinmie* liod gotten of their 
Apojles in Uidr caiujie, Thu» WKhundy wcis thia great armie 
vi«]£h«d, as A drcame or vision ; whiro the most part of 
them were sJoine thnl dr»y in bnttell. Furthcnaorc, after 
that they within the eitie of Alexia had done great hurt to 
C«mT, (wd Utem i^rlves also; in the eude, they all yeldtd Alexia reldt 
tbOD Kdvm- And Voroingpntorix (he that ww tJi*ir Vmg upteCnw* 
nd Ci^>teue in lOl thti witn-c) went out of the gate.t excel- 
lently vtrll anni-d^ mid his hone furnitJied witii riche eap- 
porijton aecordiof^iy, and rode round about Ca?6ar« who ^ate 
in hi« chayer of fvtate. Tiwn lighting fmtn hi* hnmp, he 
tooke of hiEi eappanvon and furrituie^ and unarmed him velfe, 
and Uyed all on the ground, aiid went and sate downe at 
OttcAn ic«te, and «vyd never a word. So CrcMr at length 
committed him n,i a |)ri>onrr token in the wnnen, tu )eade 
hin Afl«rwarda in his triumphe at Home- Nowa Omar bad 
of long tintr determined to destroy Ponipey, and Pompcj him 
alao. For Cnuwiii being killed nmonfcist the Parthions, who 
oociy did xct that one of tliem two niunt uecdes foil ; nothing 
kept Ciraar ^m being th^ gr^te»t person, but bi>^>iKe he 
deitroicd not i'ompcy, that was the greater : neither did any 
thing let Fompey to withstand that it should not come to 
paaM, but bteansc be did not Hi^t o>crcome Cknar, whom 
ooaljr ha fcu'cd. For till then, Pompry hod ntit long feared 
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him^ but tdwtijcf. hoforv vet light by ^rn, thtnkinff it an 
cnaic matter Tin bitri to put him dcrwnt- vhvu }ic w»uld, aiLhc 
h^ luul broitght htm to that gn^fttnos be wns come unto. 
But Ceraeir coiitnirily. bating had thikt drifl in hi» head from 
the beginning, like ft wrrttler that itixlii'tJi for Irickci to 
ovcrthrowe bU advL-raary ; h-e went fiwc trom Rome, to 
eiOTciw him splfe it* thr wnnr* nf Gnuli*^ whrrr hr (ii<^ 
trnync bi-« Armic, and prcitrntiy by hh valiant dccdci did 
bicrvjuiv ill 4 faitii^ and lionor^ By theve in^^H^neN 1n.-(.^uiw 
Caraar m f&niaLis as Pompey in hia doin^, and lacked no 
mofr to ptit hilt mtiTpHse In execMtton, Init Himr urmniinw 
of culler, which Pompcy |>artly gave him, and portly also 
Ibe lyuie d«llvcrt.fl tiiiJi, but <;liieHy, tbL* hnrd furtiifie And ill 
povcmmfTit ot Ihnt tyme r>f the common wcAlth of Uomr. 
For thfv Ihuh nim]i: siile for hoiicr and riE!](^:«« bttiight Uit? 
voy«» of Ih* peopio with rttidy inoti>?v, which tht-y pave out 
opculy to u^tiry» intJiout shamt' or icair. ThcTcupon. the 
common people tbut had sold their voycc* for inoney, canw 
to thf market place at the day of election, to ^gbt for him 
that biut hvered thc^m : not with Choir voic««, hut witli their 
boweSt alin^. and awordcs. So tliat the assembly seldom 
tym* brake up, but Ihnt the inilpit fur nmtinriK wa* dpfilt-d 
and apnnckltti with the blwxic of them that were aJayne in 
the market place, the ritie remayrinp all that tyme with- 
oift government of Mstgistrato, like n »hippe lefl' without a 
t^lote, Insoniufh, iw men of (Jee|w jiidgenient and dlH- 
crawion scin^ »ueh furie mid madnot of the people, t>iouj^t 
them selves bappy if the Wfmmnn wefllth were no woric 
troubled, then with the abnolut Rtntc of a Monarchy and 
M»VL-raiiie I*ord to pjTenie tllum. Furtlienmir<% lliere weie 
many tltat were not af&aid to »peake it openly, that thcv9 
wa* nil other help to rrmrdy the tmublw of the cnmmom 
wealth, but by the authority of one man only, that should 
cummaUEid tlicm all ; and tliat this niedteine tnubi be miiii«- 
tred by the bands of him, that wta the gentlest rhiRition, 
meaning covertly Pompey. Now Pompey u?H'd mnny fine 
ipccLhci, niJcin^ semblAnee »^ though ne would none of it, 
and yet camningly under hand did lay ali the yroua in the 
im he could, tn bring It to puu^) that he might hf chfxvn 
SO 
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IKctator. Cato finding the mark be ahot iitt luid filing 
lout in the end the piHijilr nhoulil lie campelled to mnkr him 
DictAlor : he pcnw^deJ the Scnat rather to m&ke him tolc 
Conxiil, that ixfrileiittn^ lilm »^lf with tli»t mure jurtt aitd 
kwfiil povommcnt, hi.* thoviU not covet th<T other unUwfuIl. 

T\%c Sciute follinwiug hi-i cou[|!m.-|, t\\d lint only iiinkt- Wim 

Coneul, but further did uKiro^e his jjov^niment of Uie pro- 
viDccs he had Fi>r he li&d t«vo proviuccEt ^ Spayni:, &itd 
AMck, the which he govumcd by hU LtcuptcoimtB ; and 
furtiKT't he rfc<uvc!d ymrdy of the et>mnicu Ircuure to [my 
bb touldiprB a thowund tAknt^. Heretippcn C«e«ar tooke 
occasion nlw to atud hU men to make nutc in hih nfune for 
the CouAuUhip^ flod aXio to havi? the goverum^it of his pro- 
vinceo proroged, Pompey at the (irst held his jxact. B^jI 
Marcettus and LfctiihiE (thnt othmviv liatcd CinAr) with- 
stood them, and to nhomc and dithonor him, liad much 
oeedela ^ewh in inattera of weiji^t. Furthenntnv, they 
tooke away the hvdoni from the Colonyes whieh Cic«ar had 
UU'lv hmiight iiiiln thr I'llir of Novum rmimm in Gnule 
tovjtrd) Italy, where C«tiar not long beforv had lodj|CL*d tJit^m. 
And umrrovi^r, wlieii Mureelluh wh:» Cops til, he iiindeoiieof 
the Setiators in that eitie to be whipped with Toddc«, who 
cnnic to Itomcr nlxiut tlitnic m«ttrr> : acid uJd, hir gnvi- hitn 
tboM marker. Uxat he idiould kuow he wai no Romans 
Citizen, aud bad huii eoe \i\n way, and U'l CieMr of it^ 
After MarccHui ConsuUhip, Ca*iar Kt-tting open hi* cofer* of 
the treuure he hod gutten ainonfc Uit^ Ciault:s. did franckdy 
^vv it out aiDongwt the MngiRtrate^ at Booiie, withcmt 
mtraiflte or tpare. First, he »ct Cuno, the Tribiine clears 
ant of debt : and gave alwi unto Paule the Consul a thnw- 
oaod Bvv hundred tolenU, with which money he built that 
luitjihlp pnlbuv by the nwrkft pW'r, ejilW riuil«« Huailieki?, 
in the place of Fulviua UdAilieke. Then Poinpey bein^; aHraid 
of t)ii« jjinulrNe^ be^B openW (o nro^Tiire, lK>tb bv him selfe 
and hi« frieiidf, that they ^hoido icnd Cvanr a i<(iccvfM>r: 
and DJom}T<'r, he ncnt unto C^jcwir for Wit two !rgio]» of aicti 
iA warre whicJi he had lent him. for the concjuefit of Ga^ile. 
CaAar wiit liliu tiieui a^aine, ana gave every private nodldier. 
two hundred and fiftie ^Ivcr drachnmi. Now, thev tliat

and scditiouf wordc^ ngninftl him ftiTionj^"- tl^c iK'opIc, «nd

For ntr uiid, tliat he 
WM contenti^d to lay do»ne armcs, m that Fomuey did the 
like: and that Iiofh of ihcm a* privat persorw uiould eoine 
and make «ute of their CKueiifl to obtaiQc honorable recom- 
pcuoe; dt-cUring UDto them, tliat liikin^ Annat frum htm, 
And graunting them unto Pompcy, Xh^y did wroii>^>fu]Iy 
accuMC him in going ubout to make htm M-lfe a tyrjuiivcr .^id 
in tlie meaue time to graunt the othi'r mt-^aues to be a tyfiinnc. 
Curio makitkg these ofTcn and penwAMoujt opi^nly befuie the 
pmple, in tlif naJiic of C^tvax: he wiu lieaixl with gnuit 
rejoydng and clapping; of haodft, and there were aomc that 
eaiit ftowen mid noMc^yiMi Dp^iti him whrn he went his way, 
09 they commonly mac to doc u&to any man, when he hath 
obteined victofy^, lUid wotitie any gamev Then Antonius 
8S 
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onr of the THbunet^ brought b letter seiit from Cip«ar. ftnd 
vmdt it openly to be read in deApit^* of the Consxila, But 
Scipio in the Srrftlp, Prsmprya fnther in law, rnAiTe thin 
niotkiD : thftt if t^^ar did ttot di.imissc his nraae by « ccr- 
lainp dfty Apjtovnti^d Inici, the IUiiiihtioh >thou1d pr>>olAV"i^ 
him AO cticmic victo Home, 'ilicn the Consuls openly n^kcd 
in thv pnat-nop of the Smaton, if thrv thanghi ii gacnl that 
Pdntpey should diitmisse his nnnic: but f«w ofm.^ to that 
demannd. Afb?r thai Rgaiti^ tliey a^kod, if they likefi tliAt 
CvMir Rhrtuld divtnii^c his nrmic : thereto tht^ nil in mariner 
miti.twerrH, Vrn* ycjt Tint, wlini Antimiui n'cjii&S^il agnync 
thftt botbo of tbi^m ^ould Uy do\t'no arme^ : Uien they wer^ 
all indifTeTently uf hi» niindc. Notwithstanding, bicause 
Scipio did iMol^ntly brihavi^ htm tolfe, and Majc«]1u# also, 
who cryed lltat iht*y muxt uioe fuire of aniie«. and not mens 
opinion* Ji^in^t a theefe: the Senate race fitraj|(ht upon it 
without fiirtber do-termination, and men cbiumged apparel 
through the citii* bjcuufte of thii liiasentiun, as ihey utc to do 
in a common calamity. After that, then? eamc oth^r lctter» 
ftom CaestLT^ whieh semed mneh more reasonable: in the 
which he requested that they ivould graunt him Gaiile, that 
lyetli li^twCTie tht* Mmintain«i of the Alpes aiid Ttaly» wid 
Dlyna, with two lefnc>[ii< only, and then that he would n^qucttt 
nothing eU. until he made *iitp for the fjfrond CoMAuUhip, 
Cicero Uic Orator, that wn« newly i^mc from hin c^vcntment 
«f Cilicia, Imvpjlcd to m*i>ririli- thi-iti lo^-t}ier, and f»u;ift«1 
Fompcv the hcnt he could : who told him, he would yeld to 
■my thing he wotdd have him, so Iip did h't him nione with 
bin armie. So Cicero pemnided Ca?sart friend* to be con- 
tinted, to take thiHne two provinci^, and six tliownuid men 
oriffTy, that thpv mipht be friendfi and at peace to^her. 
Pompry ^cry willingly ycMcd unto it, and g^mlJnted Uirm. 
B'aX Lenttdut the Convul voiild not ai^ree to It, but <hame- 
fuLly drave Curio and Antoniufl out of the Senate : whereby 
th«y thorn t»]vn gave Ca<iuu< a hitppy occasion and I'uller^ ac 
oouJd be, ptimns up hia aoulditra the more ajfmnrt them, 
when he thewed them the*e two nolfthlp luflo and Tribune* 
of the people that were driven to flip, difipuiscd like (;la%m, 
ui A tnrit-rt oifL For, thpv wvrv driven for fcaic to vIl-hIc 
5:E ' 33 
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out of Rome, duf^ued in Ih&t mBim^n Now« at thftt 
time, Cffsar had not in a11 rtUmt him, a^xnv five thov- 
Bimd footciacn, »od Ihrt^c thowMUid honnncn : for tha 
n^^t vf bJB srinic ljt left i>ii (l]uUi<?r nidc uf tlic Mouo^ 
buiiCA to be brought A/ter him l>y hie lioufltenouta. So, 
cciuidrnng thnt for tbcxrcutioii of his eiiterpridc, he 
should not at^dv vo m&ny ima^ of warre at the fint, but 
ratJirr &udaiuljr ateaiinf^ upon thciD. to make Uitia alTraid 
with hU TfiliantTicA, tjkLing b<*npHt of the oporttioitip of 
tymc, bLCAU^c he ^houhl inotv easily make Hh enemies a^aJd 
o( hiin, com]iiiii)c hu ^udAJiilv when thc*v loukt^d iiot for 
hini, thfii he ^hotdd othcrw]f<c di^trcuo tlicm, oaaaiJiug ibcm 
with hU whiiU* Arintc, In giving ihrm Iryiurv to proride 
further for hint : he commaunded hia Captatn«a and Ijcul^ 
tfiiaTits to ^ befoir, without any other amior then their 
awords to iflkc the citic of AnoiiniJin, (a gn«t citii; of 
Ouilt*, Hplnjf the Fitst cltlt men crime li\ when they eomc 
out of Gauie) with fw title hlood^hed and ttmiult, a^ lh«r 
could poobibh-. Then committing that foive itiiii aiiuie 
he had with him, unto HurttnuciuA utiv »f his frJendii: he 
ivineyned a whok da^v together, opeuly in tliv »i^ht ot cverjr 
maiif to bee tho Avorric plnyerx hundtt? tlieir weapons before 
hiin. At night he went into his loiiging;, ai>d bathine his 
body a hlle, eaniL- afterwards into the hall uujoii^-tt llwni, 
and made mtry with them a while, wlionio he had biddun to 
liupper. Then when it *i« wl'11 forwimlr night, «nd very 
dartc, he ro»e from the table, and pmyed hi:* company to m 
inery, ami i^o man to sturrt-T for he would «tTAlp;ht come to 
Uiein agiuni?: howchcit he had secretly before commaundcd 
n frwr of hU Lrusitiuai frejtdcu to fidUiwt? hiai, not alhigHlax, 
but some one way, aiid soido an otlier way. He him iiejfv in 
the Dieanc tynie tooke a codic he had hyered, and nifuJr a4 
though he wuulde ha^'e Kotme Koone other wave at the finit, 
but lodaiiiely lie turned tiacke aj^uc towardeo the dLic of 
Ariminum. When he waji come unto tho Ittle r^v^r of 
Ituhleon. which devideth Gaulc on tlii.i ndc the A]f>c3 from 
Italy : he «layed uppon a sodaiiie. For, the nearer he came 
to t^ecutc hih purpow, the more mnorec be had in hiA coii- 
Ki^oe, to thtnKe «tkat an 4-nler[)ri«e be tiioke in hand : nnd 
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}^ thotichti afao fell out mor« do«)btfulI, whon bo ccitr«l 
into ccnuidcaratimi of the H^^pcratuc^ of bis attcoipt So he 
fell into marty tbouj^hbi wiUi him ftelfe, uid mit ovwr A 
won), wavt:itf annictiiitc onti w&j , Bometime an other w&^, &ud 
often tiiDet diaiuig^d lu»cie1«TTnination,cniitrju^ to him M'Ife. 
So did b« tftJkc much i^Jw with hij hicnJn be hod with him, 
■monp>»t whom waa Awioiua PolUo, tilling them what mia* 
chic\cA tli<^ hrffinniQg ci' thi9 pAsugc over that river would 
brvrdr in tho wfirldi '^^ ^^"^ much thnir porirritie luiH thnn 
that lived after them, would spt^ukc of it in time to oome. 
But At Irriglh, «-«iytiirg from \mu with a noble e^iirngr, all 
tliofic penlioUB thought* to come, and speaking the*e word* 
which vfdijint mro (^iimtimnlv nay^ Umt nlli^m[it dnuri^niuii 
Anddeiper&tc!iLtorprifleBt'Aa«BperatTDfiDfe»rDtb nodaunj^, 
come on'; he pU^ed over the river, and wlirn he w« cmnv 
over, he roiinc with bin cocho 4uid iwvcr !it&i<;clf ao that before 
daj Jight he -aoa within Uie cJtie of Aritiiinunu aiid tooke it 
It 11 mid, thftt Iho night befcrc ht? ptu^wd over thin riv^r, 
he drvftmed ii damnable drcAmc, that he eamnlly knew hb 
mother. Ihc dtio of Ariminum ht^ng tAlcen, auc! tlie nimor 
tiiotof dispersed Ibrmigh All IIaIv, ctcu aa if it bad bcoe 
open warre hnth by snt and lana, and ak if all tUf law^ 
of Unmc, toKcth<:r with thexlreme boinidH «nd oonftnes of 
the unne huuhpnt.- hrulitn ujj ^ ». iiiati WLiiitd liHve tiAyd, thai 
Dot oDciy the men and womun for fojux-. as experience proved 
nt nthrr time*, but wh^ile riiit^ them »rU'i'» Ir^viriff Uitnr 
hab1UlLtioIll^ ded from oae |}lacc to a^iotb^r throujfh all Italy, 
And Rome it icirea1»o^^a>> iminedl&tly filled with the flowiii^ 
repfltrc of all the people their neiehboum therv>a1>f>uU, which 
ciune thitber from til p^rto* Hke dtovni of catlell, th^t Iheiv 
v&» iinther oflieer tior Ma^^strate timt eould any moro com- 
mauud thtiu by a^ithor^^tit.-, neither by any pcrfcwc^ioii of 
roaaon bridle «uch a coiifuvtd uui disorderly multitude: u> 
that lluiiic luui in maner dntruycd it «elfc for lacke of rule 
and ordffT. For hi nil places, men vcrc of contrary opinions 
aikd there were daungcrouA sturrc» and tumulta ev^- where: 
biouiae they that v^rv glad of tliie trouble, cotjld keepe in 
no wtiaine ptucc, but ruimiu^; up and downc the citie, when 
tbVT net vith oth^^n in divere pWviV) that teemed eitht<r to 
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be aflhud or ^ngry with tlus tumult (lu othcnriac it u 
impofitiblG in sf> f^reat a. citie) tboy tlAtly ft^It out vith them, 
and bolillv tiuvained them witli th;il tliut waa tu come; 
Pom|>ejr turn tclfe, who at that tinu was not 4t Utle airuciJ, 
wu yet mach inor«- tri>ubled witlt the iJl wunk^ some g^\e 
him on tJv one- nde, one! seme on the otli«T. For Bom^ of 
tbem rewovL-d him, uid Mvd that ht h^id done iriacLyt uid 
had paia for hk r^Iiv. b^au»e hi? had made (^x?vr wi gmit 
and Atrvm^ ci^inrit him And the coniDion wealth. And 
otijer jif^miiF did blaniF hirn^ bic.'aiiv ht* had refused tJie 
boncit oflVre and rc^kaonabk tondtcioiu of pctKc, whic^ 
Cmsmr had □fft.^rtrd hini, sufTering Lentiilun thi? Coohul Ui 
nbuBC btm too much, Oii thother aide, l^haoiiius Epoko unto 
him, and had him itampe on t\w grounil vith hU fooU- : Por 
Potnix;y beeing one day in a braveric in the Senate, layd 
openly : Let no man \mc tfmught for preiiaratiun uf warrv, 
for when h<.* lyatt^d, with one ataoipd of his toote on tlw 
gix^und, he would fill all Italy witli *oiildicr>. lliiv not* 
tvjthntiiiidingt Pompev at that tymc had f^rcatcr number of 
Ktuldif^n thciL Ctaar: but tlic-y would never let Kim ibllow 
hit owne det^nninatiooi. For tiiev brousht hioi so dudt 
ira, and put 90 many examples of fearcl>eforc hinit a» if 
CSnar hau h«it already at thoir hccln, and had wouiie all : 
90 that in tht' I'lide he yild«i unto tht^m, and (pivi- place to 
thrir furir und madnpA, deteirninin^ (wpl'n^ all Ihtngr* in 
such tumult and gartMiylc) that there wn« no way but to for- 
sake the eitie, and lliereuppon roinmaunded the Stmate to 
follow him, and not a man to tary tlirre« unles he loved 
tynwinir, mnfe thcT hi* own^ lihiT+ir und the ecimnnnn 
I'ealth, 'ITiuB the Consul^i them ecK-cs, belorc they had dono 
tiietr eomnjun AaLTilioea «4.'Luytouied nl their ^in^ out uf tlie 
citic, fled every imm of them.

The pynroAe layc in the 
AniiM A. moutli of the river of Anius, the which oommonly vai wont 

to he very ealme and quiets by reason of a litle vrind that 
came from the *ih»re, iihie}i every Tnoniin^ drave l>iieke th^ 
wavex farrc into the malne sea- But th^t nJjcbt, by il fortune, 
p Uien- eami' a great wind fitvn thi- lea (hnl iiverrftme tlie land 
wind, innamuch an the Foree and ilrcnjfth of the river fighting 
against the vlulenee of the rage and ivavei uf the s3L, the 
eaocwDter waa marvailoijs danngeroue, the water of the river 
bring driven backc, and rebounding upward, with |rmit 
Doyie and daunjter in turning of the water Thereuppon 
the M«i»tcr of the pymiaac seeing he could not po^aibK get 
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out or the nioutli of this river, bnd th^* Marjpiii^r^ to cAst IUIJU8 
abojt figAine, and to retume a^u-inrt thu strmine, Cic*ar CXAXR 
bc&rin^ llwit* slriuubt discoveirti hiiu arlfu uiilu Iht.- Maister 
of the pynnjue, who At the first wag amnz^ when he saw 
hha: but Cmmx then taking him by the h^nd sayd unto 
hiait Good te]]oj/f be of good cbeerie, tu}d furu-ardes hardily, 
fieare not, (<tt thou haat Ca-azir and hitt fortune vith thcc. 
'Yhm the MarTmnii fnrgrttintf thi' daunger of Ihn iitormc 
tbcT were in. laid on lode with crea, and labored for life 
wbut tbev rotild ajj^inst tbe winde, to get out of the mouth 
of thifl riTcr- But at loQ^thi ix-rceiving tbcy labored in 
VMine, «nd that, the pynnjLii- lis^kr in Rboimdnnre iif water^ 
ftfid wu ready to aincke : Ca'iar then to liis great griefe waa 
driven to retunte backe af^aiii. WLo when he ^oa ii-tumed 
unto hiH ciLTTipCt his nouldicria eamc m pj^ni comptinics unto 
bim, and were very M>r^, that Ije mUlruHlcd he wii* not able 
with them ftJooe to overcome bis enemJi?), but would pot hU <;]i«aar« 
peraon in daungcr, to goe fetch them that were absent, iiftut«cr< ond 
puttini; no tnuAiD them that were pnvcnt In the meane ^**"}rfji? 
time Antoniu-i arrived, and bnnight with him the rest of hja ^^f £pj, 
armie from BrLmdusiiim, Then Cj^ar linding him felfe 
strong enough, went and nftVred Pompcy battel, who was 
pftitfingly wrl Uwlgnl, ior vitttlling of hiai ciun|ie both by sea 
aiKJ Iwad. Cieaar on tJiother nidc who had no ^vaX plenty 
of vittelfi at Ih^ flmt, wm in a vpry hard rase : inMimiich tw 
His men gathered rooter, and mine:led them with milke, and 
fate tbeni- FiirOiermore^ they md make breade of It alw*, 
and aoinctimfr whi^n they skirmished with the enemies, and 
eame afon^^^^t by thoni th'it wjttchM atuI wanlcd, dic^ nut 
of their brcnd into their trenches^ and nayd : tliat ok longe as 
Uie eorlli hrt^ti^lit furLh tilecIl frutt^s, thry would never Uave 
beteoginf? of Pompev. But Pompey straif^htly cDmmannded 
them, that Ihry «nonlcl neithirr airy Hk^m- wordn nor bread 
into thdr campe, fearing lea*! his mi^n* harte* would faile 
them, and that they would be anVay, when they should 
thinke of their cnmnJcK hardncfif with whome they had to 
fight, .lithe they were weary with no payncs, no more then 
brute bnuteft- Csnan men did daily ^kirinishe hard to the 
trvncbca of Povnpeys campe, in the nhidk Ca's&r bad ever the 
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better, Mviiie once only, at whnt tyicc hn mm fled with 
Ailcb iviKTV, UiJit ull hu uuiipv thnl dnyv wru in fi;i«ate 
bouffde to have bcvncr ca^U' awfiv<>. For Fomp^ caino OQ 
with hh battc-ll apoii t.licmi And they w^rr not ahlv to nhydc 
it, but vcTv taught with. And dryven into thdr camfW, 
ukI llitfir trendies rtert filled with tieade Uxl/es, vrhicb »tre 
»!&yno withio the very ^t£ luid bullwarkoe of tboir cAmpf, 
they vcrv HJ vjJiuiUy utmued, Cssor kUkxIc In^forc thctn 
that £vdd&, to nuke tliem to tvirne heod^ iL^uyue : butlifl 
coulJc tiot prcvuylc. For v^heii he wouldi' }ia\x token the 
onvignctt to hctvo ttayi^d th^m, the vtitignc bcAi^n tbr«w 
them dowDC on the grounde : so that the encmvea tookc two 
and thirtyeof them, and Cffun wife oIho Kc^ppcl hArd^ly with 
lyfr- i'or etryking a grattc hjgge wuldicr that flcddc by 
him, <?onmimiiKlin^ him li> stflji-. aiid lumi: hi* fiu^e to Ins 
coemie : the ^Kiuldii^T hiving affrf^jdi*, lift iippo hia sworde to 
*trylce at Cn^wr. But <»ne ofCwsflr* Page* prtvviiliiig him, 
gave him ^ucUc a hlowe with his s*ot3^, Uuii he stroke oi 
nin xhivwlder. Onwr thjit diiye v/as bmufrht unto sa gfeuli- 
cxtrcmitje, that (if Pompey hod not either for feaTc* ot 
spytefull fortune, left of (o followe hi* vicbwie, und retyrrd 
into hiii compoi bccinjE; contented to h^ve dryvcn h]± eneiDy<ii 
intxj tlifir cujiij-M-") tvf.unAUig to hin c^nipe with his frieriJis, 
ht fiavde iinto them : The victorie this daye had beene out 
cncmic*, if they h*;i had a CnptAjnc, that cowldc haTc toldc 
bowe to have oVerci>me. So when be wuj come to bifc lodj^ui^;;, 
he went to bcdde, and that ny^l^t troubled Mm mort, thcD 
onv nyght that i-vcr he hod. For utill his myiid«* mnne with 
grmt Aorowc of the fowJc faultc be hod comntittcd in Icodinjc 
of biM onnie^ of »e]fe will to renudne there to Lon^e by the 
fioa side, his enemies being the »tron^^ by »ea : conniilcnnz 
tb«t Iw hjid bt'forv him u goodly c«nlni-, richt- luul jilc-ntiruU 
of oil tbiiiicc:!, and goodly eiUe« i}f Mru.-edun &nd Tho«8aJy, and 
hod not tlie wilte U> bringe the warre from thence, but to 
loM hin tyme in a pWc, where he wa* ratlier bcseeg^ of hi* 
enemyn for l/u^ke of viUtlU, llicn UiaL he did Ijeseege theni by 
force of onnos. Thus, fretting Eu^d ehafin^ to ^e bici selfe 
Kt '.tnijjiti.'d with vitlell% ftr>d to thiiike of hi* yll Ujci^r, 
he raym hi# oompe, intending to f!pc fiettc uppon Sdpio, 
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vukkinf «kCCOiDpt« Uuit cither he should dr&wc PiMnpcy to lUUUS 
bftttrirneniiiKt ^]■ will, when hf> hn/1 not thp w^ nt his bilcke CAKAR 
to funiuE hitn with pl<^ntye of vittclU: or dn thftt he should 
utAiiv o\errome Sc^ipin, finding liini alone^ unit** lie were 
ftTdocL 'ITiifl Pcmov*.> of Ciwar* campc, did much cncoumge 
PoaiiKjs ttmiit? nr<l hi* rjiiibiinf*, whw would needes in auy 
dtftf Imit« followi^ ufli^r him, an though be htui bene over- 
couc, and h^ii finj. But tov I'uiupej iilm st^lfe^ h«r would in 
no nspcct huurd bnttcIJ, which was a mntttf of «o ^reat 
importanci;. Fur finding him M-'Ife wcl provided of &11 
thingtH n^c^esAry to tAfy tvme, he iTiooght it better to drawe 
this W4rrc out in ]rng:tl], iy tract of time, the rAther to cou- 
■ume thi* litl« itrrn^h that rvmiivn^ in Ccson annio: of 
the which, the bost men wtre nKineilouB well tmvnecl und 
^Dud ujuldiot^, ftnd for VAliAjitnr^, nt one daies battel), were 
iQcomponible. But on thother jiidc aeoino, to remorc here 
and ttit^re «o oftf, and to fortilit* their (»ni[>e when* th^y 
ciunr, And to bcm>ogo any wall, or to keepe watch all night 
in thrir «rmnr : thi* miKt jmit rf thitn tr>u]t] not doe it, by 
rvortOD of thdr a^, biding then tinnhfc to avny vrith thnt 
payneAt «ti Lbnt thc> weukenex of their btidiev t\'it\ almt take 
Awny the life and courage of their barter, Furthcnnoret 
thm fi'll A |jcfdilmt dincAMr amongc them that camp by ill 
meatca hunoer drave them to v&tti-. yet vfMt not tht» the 
vomt. Fof be^idL-A, he had no ttiire ofiuuuey, neither oou Id 
teK how to come by vitti^lU : ma that it ucmrd in all likeli- 
hoont, that in very short tyinp he wculd come to nothing. 
For the«e re«pecte*, Fompey would in no case rtpht, and yet 
hod be but C^to oncly of hix mindc in that, who rtuekc in it 
the rather, hicniwe Iw would avoydt* vhediiig of hiai contry 
mene bloode. For when Cato had viewed the dcade bodies 
daynr in the rnnipp of hia enemies, at thr lajit Hkirmiih that 
wai betwcenc them, ttie which were no Icssc Uicn a thowKund 
|)*?r*oti» : liee^vertil his faoe, and went awav wef'piu^. All 
oth«T but hCt contmrily fell out with him, arid blamed him, 
bvcauv he so long refmyiiLti fruoi IjuttcU : and sonur prickt — 
hlra forwanjf and called him A^^cmnon, and kinf; of caii^A^^ 
kingrs, Hijliif^, that he delayed ibia warre in Lhi*» aort, nifmnuti, Hnil 
bicAi:se be would not l«ave hU ftuthontio to coiotnatmd them ^^^s *•' ^^^g^ 
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§}!, and that he vriu ftbd alwaimt to ^cv so tmny CapUincfi 
ruuiitl abuut hitii, wliiuh came to hm liMtging Ui hcai<ir him, 
and waitc upon him. And Ffioniun aIso, a harcbmynd 
fclloTTr, frontj^kly CDuntrrfcnting tlir njund and playiic 
>pt>eche of Cato, modo a^ though ho waa luarvailotis aDj*ry, 
Olid Aa^d : Is it Dot gn^t pitie, that we ffhsU Qot eatc thia 
yvAiv of Tu«culum ^gg^, and all for Pompi-ya ambiciou* 
minde to rmgne alone? and Afraniua, who not long Kfcre 
wo* but lat«Iy come out of Spuyne, (where, bicause he hiwl 
but ill »uccea«c he was accu&ca of treason, that for m<n\ey he 
hod solde bis amiie unio Cn^sar :) h^ went busily rubbing, why 
they fought not with Uiat Morchant, unto whom they Mydc 
he nnd solde the provinceof Sjmyiier Sn Ihat PomjH'V with 
thc»e kindcof Epcvcla% against }us vriU, was driven to loUowc 
Cs»&r, to fight with htin. Then whm Cses&r at tiie fir^t, 
morvailously perplexed, tmd troubled by the wayci bicnuse 
he fouuie none that would give him imy vittclls, bcving 
despised of every man, for tht? late losee and overthrowe he 
had r^c^yved- But a^er that he had taken the citie of 
Gomphee in Thessalyj hr did not onvly meets with plentie of 
vitU-'fls to relieve hU aimii^ wWh : but he atiuutigi^ly oibo did 
ndde them of their disease. For the souldit^m meetini; with 
plcnttc of vync, drinking hardo, and makiug mcry : dravc 
awaye the infection cf Ui« pestilence. For they dispoMd 
them Aclv^ uiito daimciiig, nmskiiig^ and playing the fioc* 
cherianB hy thewayet insoTiiuch that drinking droncte they 
overcame their dist.-a,ic« and made their bodies ncwc aeaync- 
Wlkf^it they l>olh L'jLnie into the euiitry of Phnrsaiia, an J l>ulh 
vompcA layc boforc thothcr: Pompey tvtumcxl agaync* to 
hU farmer dtrtenninattan, and the rather, hicAUse he had 
ill Mgne;^ and tokcnct of mii^fortune in hin Klecpc. For he 
th(ju}{h1 hi Iiin tJee|>e that when he e^itri'd into Uie Tlieater, 
all th** ltoman<^ rwvy^Td him wrth ^rreal clapping of handcs, 
\Vln:n-'Up|Hjn, they tiiat wi-n- abta^t him grewt- to »ui:hc 
Ixildnetf and Aecuntie^ asiurinf thi?m ftelve* of vietorie: that 
Uotnitius Spinther, and Scipio, in a hi'avery contended 
hc'tv't\T(te them selves, for the chiefe BiiJiopprickc which 
Ctesor )xad. Furthermore, there were divcTs that 5cnt unto 
Rome to hyre the oeoreat hou«ea unto the market pliic«> ag

bcdog the fittest j^huxa for i'mrtors, and Consula : ouUcing 
tbetr »at)tii]>l ftlrauly, thai ihtaie office could nut iCHpc 
tbem* iooooitiDCQtl^r eifUr the wanrca. But bcwdce those, 
th«yt»uiigcgiTjtlmi(^,An{I liomuite kitTghU*^ wnre mATvolous 
dcvirouft to ^Rht, that were bruvt^ly ciounUd, &nd Armed 
witli j^liat<?ni]g ^ilt DJuiutB, tWir borates Tut tind verv fJnpl^ 
k«pti And them w\\q» gwxily young men* to the mtmber 
of seven thow&xnd, whci^ the gentlemen of Cjcaars aide, were 
but oo« thowAAnd on^ly. Tbe comber of his footemeu alto 
were much &fter the aamc rtckoniiig. For he had Hve rmd 
forty thowsflnd ngainsl two nnd twenty thirtwiisnd, Where- 
fovie CiOAT cftllcd hi& souldicrs togi-'thiTt and toI<i thcni havr 
Cmnlflriua was at hand?, whn brought two whole L^j^iona, 
ttxul that he had Bttt^^nc cnsignca led hy Calcnij», the which 
he itaiidc to ttay idHiut MetfHm utid AthL-tw, Tli^n hv luLcd 
them if they would tAiy for Ihot aydc ot not, or whether 
they would rather them selv« idoTie vfntcr battclL The 
Mjuldicm crycd out to him, luid prayed htm not to ddWre 
hiLLtcll, hilt mlUi^r to dtviae some felthe to make Uie enemy 
fi^bt duaounc as he could. Then ab he sfterifitid uiilo the* 
f^s for Ih*' parifyiii^ of his ftrmie ■ the first l^ea^t wn* no 
40oner fukcrificcd, but his Soothsayer assured him that he 
■hould light wttlun three dayes. Ocfiar u^c^d hi[it a^aine^ 
if he utw io the sacrifieet, any lucky ^igpe^ or token of ^ood 
iucke. 'ilic Sooth^er aunshvciixf. For that, thou thalt 
Aumwcr thy »clfvj bt-tler tlien I con doc: for the gods doe 
promiM! wt a marvelous great chuutiKc, aud altcraeion of 
thj'ngpa that «r<r now, unto an othor cleAnc contrary. For if 
thou bc<:»t wd now, docut thou thinkc to have wor^' fortuTio 
HervaAer? and if thou he ill, iisaure thy 4elf tltou t^liHtt have 
better. The nii-ht before the battel!, as he went ahoLit 
midnight U> vU^U- the wqtt^h, im-n niw a graii firebmiid in 
the element, all of a Utzht lire, that came ovc-r Co^Aar^ campe, 
and fell downe in Pomjieyn, In the morning aUo when they 
rclcevcd the watehe, they heard a fnlRc atarom in the cTiemieii 
caunpc, wiLliuut nny apuarant crtunc^ whLi:h Uiey couimotdy 
call, a aodaifie feare, tliat mak^ men besides them hvIvvs, 
This notwHh»tandingi Ctrsar thouirht net to 6ght that day, 
but wft» determined to Imve raised liix camp froni thenee, and 
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to luvd f^« townnlft Ui^ citie of Scotuna : unci bis tocti in 
hi* cnmpr wrre alrnuly nvc-riliruwcu vrUvn hiii nkovti?! cnmfl 
in with gt«At ipeedis to brin^e him n«weA that hia vti«tni« 
vere prtparLni; thctii Aelve* to ^ght. Then he vr^ very gUd, 
ftiul ftft«r he hjid niiuic his prnvc^ra uiit<} the god% to helps 
him that daj, he act his men in battcll ray, aji<J devided 
them into throe fljuiafirrns : ^vHng the initl^le hfltMl iinTo 
Doinitiu4 C^lvinitK, iltkJ the Ifft wingc unto Antontu!^, nnd 
pkced him *elfe in the right winz?^ chooniii^ h'ltt phia^ to 
hgbt in the tenth leoion. But seeing that iL^fliinst that. bi» 
cnemiH hnd vt all thrir horsemen r he wha hAlfe afFraid urhm 
he uw the ^^rcot number of them, and so bmve besideo. 
Whereftire he clmely iiiaide hix ensignen to fouie from the 
rerewArde of hift bnttell, vhom he had \ayd as an nmbtish^ 
Itehind hiK right wiiigi% having ^rst appivmti^ his souldii^ni 
what they Jiould do, u^lien the honvnwn of the ccemio* 
lAin^ ia ttive tliem cliarge. On thotkor sidct I'ompey plaet^ 
him wif in the ri^ht win^ of hi« battel), ^ave the left win(»» 
unto Domitiu^i, and the middle battcll unto Scipio hi?( father 
in Uw, Now all tho Romans knightes (on we have lokt you 
before) "tre placed in tho left wiiiije, of piirposc toenvvrone 
Ovun Hghf wing bi^hinc]**, and to giv*? thi^ir hottent rhjjrjM 
then:, where the gcnertdl of their enemiefl wan : making (heir 
aeeompt, that there waa nn fu^iiitdron of footpmen how thiclce 
»oevcr they were, thnt could Tteeive the charge of 90 great a 
trovrpe of BOixenien, and that at the finl 4fiuet, tlii'y nhoitld 
o^'e^th^ow them all, and marebo upon their bellies. When 
thr tronip^U on rithor suli- did miljiuI the otarom (o the 
batltU. i'ompev (wmuiounded hia fooUMUcn that they should 
sLaijdir atill without fiturriu^, tu rvceyve the charge of ihtilr 
enomie^t untill th^y come to throwing of their dart*. Where- 
fore ranor nflvrwardev >ayde, that Pompcy had committed a 
tovfit fauhe, not to con«fJer that the eharev which Is given 
ronning with fiirie, betideA that it giveth the more frtrerif^tli 
olflo unto their bloww, doth *etU' itictis hortcs al&o h fire : for 
Utc cumnion hurling of nil the BouidiiTs thai ronnc together, 
is unto them nn « \vyxp of the rare that settes men a fire. 
Then Qc-iar making hi« battcll morchc fornnrde to give the 
onst-lte, Kawe one ot hit Captainea (a valiant man, and very 
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sldllfull in wane, in whomc be had aIbo ^c^tc coDfidcnce) ITJLITJS 

itpcakirtg to hU aiouldicm th^ li« had tindi^r bia chiireet C£5AR 

cnci^un^ing tliem Ui ti^^'^ b^*^ ^^^ ^'^^ dftVi-.

Theit 
CwLt entring into Pompeys enmpe, and sceiog the bodies 
kyrd an the gmunde tlmt were (dnynr, and otliers also that 
were a killing, sayde, fetehinj^ a fC^t' sighe: It vob their 
uwiie doings luid againitt nty will. For CaiuA CHaar* after he 
had wonnc afi many fjimonn cont(Ucstfi» and overcome so many 
BTT-at bjitU'll&, had btrcnc iitl.trly eiindt'iiined nutwilhsljiiidinKi 
if he Tiad departed from his armic. AaIiiiug PoUio vrriteth, 
that he spake these vordcA then in Latyn, which he afler- 
WArdK wrote in Greeke, and «aveth furthermmv, that th» 
moffle pnrte of them which were put to Uic nworde in the 
eanipe, «*ere slaves and bondmen, and that then^ were not 
sJayne in all at thin bnttell, ahon" *ix thousand novildien. 
Am f(^ them that werv tnk*-n pri.'MJtie^f%,C*sardtd put mJiny of' 
them Aniougeat his leglooB, and did pardon alao nianv men of 
estimation, nrnonge whomt* Bruttu was one, that afterwanJei 
sluo CiEsar him eelfo : and it \e reported, that C/rsar wik* 
V(*ry Kory for him^ wheu he could not iirimedintly bt fniinde 
after the battell, and that he rejovced ogaine, when ht kne*e 
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be mw flly^Vp (Uid that he cAme to yeeMc him wife unti* him, 
Ckut hwl man> sipira adcI tokens of victorie before thJn 
bnttrll : hill the notttli!r*t of jJI r>ther that hApned li> }LiTii, 
waa in the citic of Trallcfi, For id thi- tomplo of viL-toriL*, 
witliiii Ihtf Munte citie, lJit»re wa* aji iiimge of Ctti^Ar, and 
the Gfuth Jill ftbout it very hard of it scire, and was paved 
hundo with htucil tianv : niid yvl Mine sa.y that bher^ s|imiii[t^ 
upw a palmc hard by th« base of the mme innftge. In u\e 
citii^ of Paihka, CaJlih (4>rni*liiJK lui (TXcclLent Soothjuiyrr^ (jh 
comlry ninn and friend*^ of Tilu* LIviuA the Historiomiphur) 
VAA by chAuiicc at that time ^t lo beholde the tlvinK ^^ 
binleA. He (fu Livio re|3oncth) Une^v the v^ tymo whon 
tbc battel! bcgiuiRT, and toMc them that were present, Kvcn 
now they gnve the onxet on both sides, and twlh armita do 
ineete At Qiifl instant. Then sitting downc agwnt- to con- 
iHdpr of the btrdes After hrr hnd brthoituht him of thr dgtifn; 
facwxioincly mnc up on hU feclci and crytd out a» a man 
potaeMi*d wltb tome ripint, Oh, Cv^utr, tlii> victory u thine, 
kvcry nuui wondring to see him, hf lookc the erownc he hod 
on hm hrsde, nnd mndr jui filhi* ihnt hr would never put it 
OD iigwn<^ till the event of bis prediction bod proved his arte 
true. LEvie te«tifieth. that it ao cnme to ]tns»e. C^rtar 
afberwonlfi giviiic freedom unto the Tbrwolianft, in respect 
of the »irt*jry which hi* wnnne in Uirir <:oTitry, hi- followixl 
after Fompoy- Whtrn be came into Asia, be ^ve freedom 
aLK> uiito tlie Ouidj^is for TIieojNfuipiu sake, whu had 
patheivd the fabler to|;ether. He did n^lefue Ana nliio, the 
tliirde |iilH, iif Ui<- triliuLe which tlie itiliahitanLt payd unto 
the Romarie«, Tlien be eame into Aleicandria, after POmpey 
was ftlatne: and detested TheodotuA, that presented him 
Pompeyn hende, and tiimwl his bend at toe side biciuce he 
would iKit 51,-c it- NolwithaUndiiij;. he t<>oke his nc^e. Mid 
beholdiDjf it, wept, I'lirthermorv, he curteously uRrd nil 
Pompcya fricadoAnd foniitien, whowAndring up and downe 
die eovktry^ were taken of the kb|t of ^uypt, and wanne 
them oil to be at bia cocnniaim dement Continuinf^ thc«c 
curtpfde«, he wuAp imto hiit frieiides at Rome, tlint. the 
grmtcft pleovune he tooke of hts vietaiie, vras, that be dayly 
■i^iVcE ikvt Urea uf Hume of hi» ciuitry men tluiL htMv arnica 
» : G i9 
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6giii[ifft him. And for the vo.rrv hv made id Alexftn<iria, 
sDiiie ftdv, he riLtxicd not tmvedone it, btjt that he wiliiiigW 
did it inr the loxc cif CIcapAtm: wherein be woniitf litie 
lioiKir, and bc?iidea did put lii» pcnooii m gjeni daMo^tt' 
Othere doc Uy tht? fAult upoD the kin;; of JCc^pts MtniMcn, 
but ftpcci*llv on rothijiu* the Eucnukc^ who brAring: the 
H^rufttvit liwuye of ull the Itinffci nervnunb, after he' bnd 
cttined l'oiii)X7 ti> bv alM:n\auJ driven Qcci^MLlra frDm the 
Court* ft'CTPtly Invd vetiiXv all thp wftyen hu cxiuld, how Iw 
niiKht likewise kill l^nr. Wherefore Cfcniu hoorinff ad 
itirkling of it. be^4trme tJi^Dccforth to »wn6 aJJ tho night 
JoDg ill foaiftiDg and bAnckctin^, that bia p<^r»on might bu 
ill tJi(* better i«/et.ic-. But b^idri^ till thiK. PatlLtiiiM Uie 
EueDuke apake mimy thinjp* ojienly not to be bonie, oncly 
to fhanie C»nHr, niid tu ritirre up tli^ pL-i.ip1o to inviL* htm. 
For he miide ht!< noutditrrfl hcLTc the WGrat taid oldest wheate 
that could be gotten : then if they did unnpltij-nt; uf il» be 
told tbeiD, they must be aiDtjmtcd, seeing they eate at 
auothen maiiA coAitr. And he wutdd srnre them &I0O at tbc 
tabk in treeue and enrthcn dibhcs, aftyiTig, that Cpe«>ar hiui 
AKAy idl Uietr guki and silver, for a debt tbut Uie kinj^ 
Cather (that then rtiigned) did owe unto him : which wju^, a 
thovMnd scvcu hundred mA tiftie Miriadcs, whereof Cicsar 
had before forgiven »eveu hundred and fiftie thoWMUid unto 
his children, Howbeit then he naked a Myllion to payc iu« 
ftoiddirnirs withall. lliereto Potliinu^ aniiAw^red him, that 
at that tyme he should doc better to follow hi.'i other enunes 
of i^reater iiTi|M»rta]icir, juhI jif^rrwimlcs that he t(h(»tjhl at 
more icy»urc recover hb Ji-tte, with Ujo km^^ K^>od will and 
favor. Catwir r<*plyfd untj> him, and flayd, that he. would tinl 
a^c oouDftel) of the JCgyption* tor bin aifayre*} but would be 

Iiayd : and Uienrupan twerrtly wnt for Cleopatra which was 
n the eontry to come unto him. She onelv taking Apolto- 
doru&Siulian of itU hiT frii-ndeA, tooke a lilfe Ixitr, aiuT went 
nwAv with him ill it in the nij{bt, and cfune and landed liard 
by the foote of Uil- castelL 'Xaen Jiavuig no othtT uEeane to 
eoine in to the court, without heWR know^u, she laid her 
AL^lfe downe u|x>u a niat.treaue or dockliod, whidi ApollodoruH 
her fivnd tied and bound up together like a bundel with a 
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errttl lunUier llwnig, vn\ so tmike hvr uy nn his hwrkr, utul 
brought her thun hanipi-rd in tliin fani«ll unto Ca«ur, in 
lit tbr C!wl»41 gate. Tnis was th^ first occasion, (wj Jt h 
reported) thftt made Oeuir to love hcrt but nAcrwnfds 
vhtii be $awc her nccti: UTiiviTinftlJuti oiul pUnLwunL cuttr- 
tftimnert, he fvJ) then in fortber likiiu; vAh her, and did 
reoonalc her again imto her brothrr tnc king, with condi- 
tion, that tlivj two loyntly i^hoitld migrio togi-tlicr. Apon 
this newe nxondlUtioii^ n irreflt fwtat U--iiij( cinrpanxJ. a sluvt^ 
of Cwit^ tti»t wftft hia liflrher, the fcnTrftilloJit wrt^h that 
lived, >til biuily prying and Ibtming abroad m c^cry corner, 
ti«^t>flf mirttru«tful1 hy Udilun.-: f(>Litid thftt Pi>thiuiui and 
Ad^iiiiu did lie in woitc to liiJI hia iMaistcr C«csar. Thia 
bvringiimvpd imlo Cm9if,hi>did nH t<* Htirh «iiti' WAtt^h vttiout 
the beJ], whvK the fceutc won mad<.-, that in tine, he nlue the 
Eiiennkc INDthinu« him nelf^ Achiltaaon thothrr Hide,»a\ed 
him Mflfv, nxid f\ni imto the kineoH cnmpc, wbcrt' lie n«}'M.'d 
a mHiYrlinu dmiH;iiTous «uid diflirull nam- fur Oraar: 
tttCftllfie hi> httvju^ then but & few mi^n about him as ho had, 
tw WU to li^bt a^airet a grvnt and stuyui^ city. Tli« first 
dannsvr he fdl into, vrtui for the Icicke of wntcr he had : for 
that niA cTirmicai luid utopjii-d the moittli of the pipuN Uk^ 
which convened the tv^ter unto the <>a£teU. The second? 
duawrr be l^ad, vm, that «ccing hli enemies came to Inkf? 
bb tElppi-i from him, hi' wo^ driven to rt-pubc* that dtuin^er 
with firr, the vrhitb buml the arxt'iiuU whvri: tJit ahippcB Jay, 
Rjid that notable librarie of Alexandria withflll. Tht* tlur<) 
daungcr wasi in the bnttell by tea, that wna fciu^ht by the 
toww of Ptiar r when- RiHining to beipe his inwi ihiit fought 
bv sea. he Icpt from the peeh-\ into a boatc. Then the 
vr^plmnii niod^ towards him witb lh<*ir onen^ on ('\ifrie 
side: hut tie jL^upin^ mto tlie bco, vritli tC^eat htu^rd Baved 
him Arlfe by Hwinmiug. It is i^iyd, ttmt then holding divera 
bookoi in hi« bij>d, he did never lot them go, but kept 
then) alvravea U|xjn hix bead above itatrr, and nwoiiiinc wiUi 
the other tiaud^ nottt'ith>tuiid!Infi that they ftiiot nurvelously 
at hisi, uid woA driven Mvuitimt to ducke into the water: 
kowbtit tile boute u'wj drowmxl presently. In iim>, the kinj( 
commiiitf to hii men that o^ade worrc with Cwaor, he vent 
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a^EUTvtt him, and gnvv him butU^il, ajid wunnc it with great 
uu^hti^r, and elTuT^ion of blood, Biti for the kiri^, no mnn 
could over tell vhAt Ifccnmcf of him after. Thc^rcuppon 
(^^uLf idmIc Cleupntnv hi-i nliitcr, Qucciic uf ^Egypl^ who 
bd»6 ^T^f^t with childe by hioit vba »]iortJy brought to 
U^di- of A »oiuie, whom the AlcXAndriacs natued CmaHoiL 
From tlwnoe ho went into Syriu, nnd so poiii^ into Asia, 
there it waa told him Uiat DomitJiL* was overthn>wun in 
battc<]I, by I'hamaces, the snnnr of king Mithridates, and 
WIU1 fled cut of the rcfllmc of Pontc, with n few men with 
him : and that thi» king Pliarnat'es gtvedlly following hit 
victorit, WAS not contented with the wiuLLing of Bithynia, 
and ( jtjTpjuW-iu, but furthLT would needes Jitljimpt to wimie 
Amncni/L the iL-sat, procuring all those kingos, Frintea, luidi 
Governor* of the- prtjvincos tiu-rcaWits In n-liell agaJiiflt 
th<T Kotnanes. Thereupon Ctesar vent thither strAi^ht with 
thnt? lugiomt.anil fnu^fit a k"^*! hutlel) wJLh king Plmni^ciat, 
by Uit ciLie of Zeia, where ne alue hi* armie, and drave him 
unl uf all tht rcaiuie of IVinte- And biciu^fltf be would ad- 
vcrtifc one of hit ^"cndc* of the ■odninneji of thiii victoria, 
hv. ontly wrote three wurdn uuLo Aiiitmi ut Uiunt: Vrtrij 
r«i*- t'iei: to wit, I rame, I aaw, I ovvrcani*}. These thrve 
woram ending all with like f^ound and letters io tlie Latin* 
have a oortainc «hoTt once, more jileauiunt to the eare, that 
can bo wdl e3q>reMur in any other tongue. After thii*s he 
r^umc^ ai^in(* into Ttnlie^ and eam*- to Rome, ending; his 
yrarc fnr tl»e which he wiui mfxdc Uictntor the wcondc timc^ 
which offiee liefon* rta* ne^er ^^tirited for *jnt* wholi? vr^iiv, 
but onto him- Then he* woa cho«en Consul for the ytare 
follfiwing. AfliTTviudi-i he waa very ill Kpokm of, for that 
lii« souldierv in a mutine having tJlainc two iVurton, Co*- 
e.onius, and Galbftf he gave then? no other puninhment for 
it, but in f^tcadc of cnlTirtf; thetn aouldicr?, he named them 
dtbitnn, and >Eave unto every one of them a thoWAJUid 
Drachmas n tnaii, and crent po«««eeiot]fi Jn Italie, H^ wa^ 
much nii»]iked al«o for the dc»ix:rate parts and niadnes of 
DoUbella, for tlit' covetoujuiei or Anitiun, for the i^ronkence* 
of AntomuH aiid Cortiijicii^ wludi made r»niptyn houw btt 
pidled downc aJid builded up againer u a thing not ' ' 
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<au>U|ih for hiin, wh«f«with the Romanes wov manieloiuLy 
oifcndfd. Ck^at krnv all thi» wt\{ cnoiij^h^ and vrould havv 
bene contented to buw r^drccKed thtrm : hut to bring hie 
m&lterv to puae ht pret*iidcd, b* wiia Jrivcii to serve his 
tume by such inntTumentes, After the batt«ll of Phsnalia^ 
Cfito And Scipio being fled into Africkf, Vm^ luba joyncd 
witb th«m, Afid }eanevj a great puttant army. WKtM^ore 
Cnaar d^i^rmincd to make vojtk with them, and in the 
niddoftt at wint(T» he tooke his jomry int" SiciL'. Thf-re^ 
hicauAc he would takv all hope from hia C'Bptaincs and 
wouldiers to make any lorg aliodf therv, he tvent ami 
Lodfcd upon the very sandes hy the Aca »i<le, and with the 
nrst gale of wuidc Uiat came, he ttmlce thr uni wilh thn* 
thowiand foot^moiT and a few honcmc-n. Tlicn havin;; put 
tht-ni a land, unwarw t** them, be hoyH(^l liayle agniiu', to 
poe fctchc the rwt of his armie, hcin^ afrayt^d leant they 
nhouH xiifcle with soiii* daimger in pOAtiiiv; over, mwl meet- 
ing them middo way, he broiij^ht thi^m all into hi^ campe, 
Whert, when it va» toldc him that hh cuemie* tnisted in 
an aundent Oracle, which styd, thjit it was predc^inod unto 
the family of t1ieSci|nocs to be coiic|UerorB In Afric^ke: either 
of purpose to mocke Seip^o the General! of hia enemies, or 
otherwtie in good c»imc^ to take the benefit of this name 
(gcven by the Omele) unto htrn telfe, m all t)ie skirmithe* 
And battdlfi he f^^uf^ht, he cave th^ uhar^- uf his &rmv« unto 
a man of meant* cjnality and arenmpt, called Sdpio Salhitiiiii, 
who aunc of the race of Sdpio African, and mode him 
AlwayB4 his Geiierall wlien \w fought. For lie woh ePbaooti4^ 
compelled to wcarv ftnd harric his enemies ; for that neither 
his men in hii ea^]Pi^ hiul mnie ennugh, mn hU limnte^ 
famtfe) but the nouldiers were driven to take sea wcttlca, 
caBea Alga; Bud (washing away the bi'aL^kislmea tlnrreuf 
with fnvh watcTf putting to it a litlc erhc called doggot 
tooth) to ca^t it no to their liomr to eatc. For the Numi- 
diani (wh>cTi aie light horc^mon, and v^ry re^y of service) 
being n great mimber together, would be on a sodatne in 
etfry plocv, and upred al! the liddei over thereabout, to 
that no man duM |*et'pe out of the carape to goe forfbi> 
n^H And on« day a^ the men of annefl were ctaynw to 
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itJIiUS bdioldc on Afrioui doine notobl« UiSam in fkundn;, and 
CiSSAR plAViiV vith Ui^ ititbt: tncy b^in? at^t downc n^iietly to Uk€ 
their plc«UTc of the vicwc thereof, havine in the nicarc tiin« 
gi-vc'ii their »)iiveh their tiurnt^i to hulii, the envitiii*! tt^oling 
aodoinly Lipon them, compassed them in round nbuutt ood 
due A ntrmtxTf of tltt-m tn Ihc fli^d, itnLl chiubig thr cith^ 
a1» that f)od, followed lh«tn pdl mcU into their compc 
Furtliemkore liad not Cirtar hiin j^lfe iii peraoii^ and AftUitut 
Poltio with him pTjnc out of tho cimpr to the rcflcucj And 
jitaytsl tlicm that lied; the vrorrv UiaL djty luui tn-nr L-ndrd. 
Thor« wBtii also nn oth«r akimileh where his (jnoruio^ had 
the upper hiuide, in the ivhieh it u reportc-d, Uiat Cttsar 
taking tlie enHignc* beiLrer hy thi> coDcr Uiut oiried the KilcIc 
in his hfuidf. fiUved him by force, and tumia;c ^^^^ f^^*^- tokle 
him: See, there "be thy enemies. These iw^ vftntft|jesj did lift 
Up Scjpioca hart aloft, and gave him cora^e to haT'Ard battel! ; 
atid kiiviug Afi'HMUivL mt tlif one hand ui liim, hiiU ^mg luha 
on the other hande, Ijolh their conipe? lying necri' to other, 
he did fortiiie him selfe hy Uie eitic^ (if Thapwci^s above the 
lake, to be a safe refuge for Ui«m all in tnii battcll, ilut 
whileHt he WHA biiaie intrenching cif him w*lfe, Cie^tar having 
niarvclou8 speedily passed through a f^&l eontrie full ^ 
wod, by bypathcn which uirii wcmld Oi'vrr Imvr mintnifcted : 
he stale upon flome l>?hindc', and aodainly assailed the other 
bcfofL-, AO that be overthrewc them all, and m&de Lbem Sie. 
Then following \hh fint good hau[»v he hEut, he went forlh< 
with to tet aputi the campe of Afrantua, the which he tookc 
at th^ lint onAOtiand the cnmpe of the Nuniidiana alio, king 
lubn bc'w$ ded. 'V\\ii^ in a title- peee€ of the day only, he 
tooke 1hr<if cartijw^. and slue fifty thowiajid of hi* enemies, 
and loat but tifty of hi» wnjldicr». In tlkia sorie )» »et downe 
theiTixrt of this bntttll by %tiinc wryter*. Yet othere doe 
wrj-tc also, that Cjesiar «elfe waa not there in pernon at 
thexecution oif this bal.tell. far oa he did Met hla men 
lKbi*d in battel! my, the falling nckenewe tooko ham* whoreunto 
J^ttirbtt- bt? wa* gevttj, mid UnTvfun;^ fwliiijc it i-oinming, hefnrv he 
-ng NdfietMii was overcome withall, he was earied into a castell not farrc 
from thence, where the hftttcH wa* foupht, mul tlifre iaoke 
hJa rwt till thcxtremity of hla dU«a*e had left htm. Now, for 
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the i'fvrtoni and O^iuulk that scnpcd I'ratn this battdl, numy 
uf \hem Utitiu Ukt^n pnMi[ier&, did kill Lhem stii'es aJid oi\ien 
ftbo Cecf^r did put to death ; but he being «p«.'cijUly dc«;n>u« 
oTm.!] nii^n Hac to h&vc Cato nlivc in hi^ luLnds, Uu wciit vrith 
aj] p<»fiiblc apet-dc iiuto the citie of L'tica, nJi^rvof Calo wa» 
Gcn^cmur, by mrmitrb wliorcof lit: hoa ikot at tlic battctl. Not* 
withltimdiDs bcin^ cnti^c^d by the vny thut CaUi hftd Kbdnc 
him wdfc irtth hia nimc h&iidcs, Jiv then mode open shxrf 
th&t h« vu v«ry 9orv for it, but why or wh^rfon, no man 
could tcli, But this is true, that Cvwu' sayd nt that pmtnt 
timr: O Cato, I vnvy thy dL-aUi, biwi.u<p thou dtddnt rnry 
my glory* to mivc thy hie. Tim notwilhataiidinj:, tbt' booker 
thjftl he wiv>t^ aft^rwRTilcs Hi^Aintt Cato Iving Hpsd, Hid ahew 
no very grcAl iiiib:tion nor pitiefuti hart towflrdoa him. >nr 
how tnuld lie hftvi- pnniuoeil him, if bviiix he hiul had Jiim 
ID hi« h&ndcB : that h^Si ^'^ ^i^ spce^o ao vehemently 
a^in^tt him f NotnithAtandingt nusn nxippose he would have 

[ifirdoticd him, if he had taken htm alive, by the dcmdide 
tf? Hbt^wei] unto Ciivnv, BrutuBfe and divvn utlicfn Lhat had 
boracr annv a^^i^t hint. Some rvporti^, that he- vrtota 
that bcx'tf, not wj much for iwiy privjxt*: nudicr ho bad to 
biff death, as for a civil ambition, a^xm tliiv oceaaion. Cicero 
had written a boukc in pmbe of Cato. which he intitAtled, 
Cato. This booke in likdvhondc was very well liked of, by 
ittwm of the cJoqumc^c of the Orator that mndc it, and of 
Ibc excellent aubicct thereof. OeukT theivuith wiu marfei* 
Qualj o^dcd, itinking that to pnuac him, of whoac doath 
hc^ wAff mithor wiu even ax mcicb «u to aeeuv him Arif : and 
thcrfore he wrote a lettu* a^inat him, and heaped up n 
atimber of accuntioos a^iiist Calo, and jntituleit the houke 
JiUicakm. Botfa these oookes havt- favorcra unto this day, 
wime drfending the one fur Uw liivi* thcv bnrp to Cariar, 
and otheis allontdK the other for Catoea Aalce. Cirsar being 
now returneil ont af Africkf, (tnt of all made an oralion to 
tbft pcopU, wherein he groatly pvaiaod and eamincnded this 
hta mat viclarie, dedarinz unto tlieni, that lie Itnd c<}[i<|ucnn] 
AO many oontries tmto the Empire of Itome, that he uoutde 
fumuhe the common wraJth yearely, with two hundred 
tbowwade buiabcil« of wheate, and twenty hundred tbow* 
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ta.nd pound weight of oylc. Tlwn he made throe triumphed, 
the one for *E>fvpt, llie other for tiie kingdom of I'onLe* 
unci the thirri for Africke: not bJcause be hftd overcome 
Scipio Ui^rc, but king lubn. Whow jkvuxc Mng likcwioc 
ealLed Iuba.f beJTig Owti a ^f^^u^g hoy, waa led c&ptive in 
the ahowe of thifi triijmphi\ But i\m hia iiiipnM>iunE:iit fcl 
nut hrippily fur him : for whei^ he vox but n hnr\iKmi 
NumiiliivDi hy the study he fell unto vhcn he waa pnfloticr«1 
he cftmp ftfterwftnjs to he rvokoiied one of the wi[.e>tt ni^toricH'] 
gr^iphcrs of the Gnied<ui«. After these three triumphc* 
r-nded, be verj lilier^illj rrwrtrtlcnl his Kouldirt^ und U* ciurry 
favor «vith tno peopl<>, he mzule j^reat ftuufU and common 
sported. For he ft-a^ted all tht; lioiiiHneh at one tinit-* at 
two imd twenty tbowsmid tableii, iind pnvc them the pW*rtjre 
LoAtc diicra sword pUytm io fight at the ihiixjur. Mid imltella 
also by sea, for the remenihrauncc oOm daughter Iulia,iddcb 
was dead long afore. Then after nil thew »portejt, he made 
the people (aa the manner was) to be mustered : and where 
there were at the last miwtem before, three KuTidred and 
twenty thowaande citizens, at this mnster only there wer« 
hut n hundred and iif\r tiiriwMind. Sneh misery and dc- 
lilnietion haA 1bi!t civilf wjuti- bmifght unto the eoitnnon 
wealth of Home* and had consumed such a number of 
Rcinia)i(?«,not RpTitkmg atnli <if the misehievpK and rAlamitieft 
it had brouj^ht unto all the nut of [tAlic, and to the other 
provinetfi pertaining to Rome. After all tlieue tJiingea were 
ended, he wa^ choacn Connul the fourth time, and went into 
Sjinyne to moke w/irre with tlie MMines of l*oni|»ey : who 
wvre yet hut very younj?, but h*id iiotwithslnndinff rujaeJ a 
inarvtrluuA gxe&t army tcj^tlier. Ami shewed tu have had 
manhoods and cora^ worthio to eommflunde ciieh an ajmio, 
insomuch as they put Cjcsu him selfe in vrcut daunger vtf 
\m life. The f^reatest hattell that w&£ fought betwcne them 
in all this warrc, was by the eitie of >faDda. For then 
CaTtar seeing his men sordv distreMre*!, and having their 
hands full of Uieir enemiw : he ranne into the preaae &moii|( 
hu moTj that fought, mtd cried out imto them: What, ate 
yc not AflihAmrd to be bcat<^ and taken pn»oncr^, yeddins 
your Belve* with your owne Imndes to lne»e yoxmu boyw r 
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And to, with oU the forca hs could make, having with imich 
A doe put liiH L-itt-inirs tu Jlight: lit- klue abuve LbirLv Lhuvutrul 
of tketa in theficldc«<md lout of liu owd<* men a tnowoaud of 
the bffit he hai\, Af^tr thi^ ^uittelt he went intu liii t^nt, 
amd told hi» fhfnd», thnt ho hcul often bcfciv fought for 
victnrj, hut tlii^ Wt titnr mjvr, tliat he had fouvlit fur Lhr 
•afctv of his cwne life. !io wanne thia battoll on the very 
tcmti dav of the UocchanahAn*, in the which men snjr, Llittt 
Pcmpey the grcot went out of Rome, about fourc ycArcc 
befon^, to LeKiime thb civiU want. For hia »oiiueH, Uie 
youDf^r HGAp^ from th? battpll^ hut within fmw liayefl 
•fUr. Oiddius bronaht the heftdc of the elder. Thic wm 
the Wt wjtrre thjLt Ca.-itar tuaJ<:'. But the tritimphe h<^ nL&de 
into Hoin« for the aamts did &» much offend tlie K4>DULiies, 
and more, then puiy thing thnt rver he hiul dnrtp before: 
bicauie be hnd not overcome Captmnt^ tliat were stnLun|;tr^ 
Tior b&rharous Lirig^« hut ha/1 destroj^ed the fionTien of t}ie 
noblest man in lionietvhom fortune had ovrrthrowen. And 
liirHEtv hr hwd plurknl i[|> hU rixi'tr hv thr nnib-Ti, mco did 
not thinkc it tnctrte for him to Lriumptu.- so, fcir the oalumitieA 
of bin L'oiitrie, reju^trm^ nt a thing iur Ihtr which he hiul but 
000 eiEcuBe to ojfeage in hu) defence, unto the gods and men : 
thnt he wiu contpeClrd to Aoc tlint h<r did. And the mther 
they thoujfht it not meete, bleau^ ho bad never bdore icnt 
lettm nor iiie^tfieiigera utito tbc eonuiion wealth at Koiiur. 
for any Victoria tMt hv bod evc^r vonne in itll thct civill 
vAUvs: but did Ahraycsi ^ nbome refuse the glorie of it. 
This notwithitiuidirj^', tho HornAnef; inclining to Cvntkn pro- 
sperity, and t^ing the bit in the mouth* :«uppoi4ng that to 
be ruled by oni' man aloiie, it would he a gtxul nienjie for 
them to tike hrctJi a Jille, after ao many troubles and 
mwne* lu thr\ had ftlriddrn in these HtiII wnirFft : they 
chose him perpetuall IJictAtor. 'Ihia was a plnine tyranny : 
for to tliLH nbvohitc [xiwer of Dielator^ they added thtH, 
never to he affraicd to be deposed. Cicero propoimdcd 
before the Senate, that thev nliould grve him :iueh Ikunor^a 
u were meete for a man : liowb«it ouiAs atVrwardeii added 
to,bonorybeTOQde all rvdaoii. For. men ttrivjiw Hhodhuulde 
roost honor him, they made him hatefgll and troubTp*orae 
£ : II 57 
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to lh<>m selves that most favotcd him, by reMon of the 
tiniDeMurablf* prtwlufs and honor* which they gRV^ him, 
ThcTCiippon, it is rrportrti, thnt caco they that most hni«l 
him, v^re no lefun^ fiLvon-n Jinr) fiirthcivrt of hia honors, tlien 
th^ thai most tiftltCTt-d him: bic^unc Uiey might h^vc greater 
occiudonfi to ri^e, and that it mij^ht nniiejire they hud jtist 
OftUiW Aod colour tn attemnt tlirtt Uiov <im ogoin^t him. And 
BOW for him selfe, Hft.cr ni' hiu! emlpJ hm dvill Wflnva, he 
did AO honor&bly bohrive him 9v]t'e, that thero wae no fAult 
tn be founde in him: nntl Ihrrrfon* itii* thinkcit, Kmongmt 
other bonore thev gnvc hiin, hv ri^ihtly deserved tliia, that 
tlitv bIrouM hutldf.- him & timi^le of deiiit'iiry. tu tliaiike hhii 
foif hiK curt«fie he hftd used unto thpin in hin vjctorip. For 
hv panlcjifd inat\y of thrtii thnl hnd iHinrc ivrntcH acrtinst 
him* and furthormotVj did pref^^rr^ tome of tliem to nonor 
and o^<t in the comiiMm wc&lth : m &moD^^»t others, Cauiua 
nnd Brutut, both the which were made I'nutxjrx. And where 
Pomfx-w imngcM hud li^ic throw^D downc, lie muKd them 
to b« net tip ^»lne : whereupoo Cioero layd then, tluit Ci^^itf 
settinjf up Ponpe^* Jnvi^ aisaine, he mtuie hi^ o'&uv to 
fttAnd the ttiirrr. And when aomo of hia firrndtj did I'otmKrll 
him to hAve a gurd for the Kifi^tv of faiA pcmon, and some 
^(o did offtr thcTii wUw to wtvp him r he would n^ver con- 
*Dnt to itj hut Miyd* it waa hotter tr» dye omw, then always 
t« l)f nfTmjml "f di-Hth. Rut to win him splfr thi* Invi* iird 
(food will of the people, aa t}ie houor?d>te^t tpird And best 
Nifety bo rouM have: he mftjdc rommon ffivvt* n^Aire, nml 
pcnc^rall dintributions of come. Furihrrmorf, to frr«l^^<* the 
>uiuliii(-r* almi, ht' replfm/ihed ni/ui\ ciLien /i^inp wilh tnhiibi- 
tiuit««, whieh bcforo had ben4» dwtroyed, and pUced th«<ni 
there Ihiit had no place to rrpairc unto: of the which th« 
nobk-dt and ehiefctt eitie* were thov two, Cartha^jfe, and 
C(>n«ithc> and it chaunccd ao, tliat like an aforvtimc they 
bud b*n<' Ixith tnken and dc^trnvd togpth*T, rvpn nn wrr* 
they both set a foott ajfninc, and rqilcniahed with ]>eopIet 
at one *elfp time And a* for great per«oiirt^r«, he wanne 
them nlno, promiidng «omc of them, to make them t^tor* 
and CtmMulI'i in tlm*' to oome, and unto othcTfi, honrn and 
prtfL-rrementft, but to all men gencmlly good hope, ttcehin^ 
M 
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all the wAyt^ fae couldo to make «verie man contacted with lULRK 
h]araigQC> liuomtjch oAonc of thcCorauiU c4iJJcd i^laximus, CASAIt 
chaimdng to (t>v a day brfnri^ Kik (^crn^iiiKhippi^ ondrd, lie 
dccWed Camaius iUbiliLU Consul) on<:ly ior the dny ^^^ Cuiinim 
reiaained. So, divert jujiiIeik to hin hiHiW (as th^ tnAiiiit-r wb**J P^**'^?,*-. 
to«4^utchi]n,aIMl to congrotuJatc with him of his calling and ^opIJ,! 
prefarmnmt, hi-ing nrwly c^how-n affic^r: Cin-m plriixaunLly 
aayd. Come, l«i vs makv hoot, and be gone thitlicr, beforo 
hiRCorutilFJiippecoicentit, FiirthciTniorc*, CsvfiBX bt^ing bomi:^ 
to attt-mpt all grrjit chtcrpTisc'Jt^ and having an ikmbitioiw 
doirc bcaidd to «jvft gt«il liooom: llie proHpcroiis good 
aacocgg be had of bie lonner ccnoueHtcs br^ no di^Eirfi in 
Um AuictK to cDJoy the frutcs ot his labcnirs, but rather 
gk^c mm hope of thingcs to comCf still kindUiig tnore and 
more in him, thoughts of grcat^^r fntcrpriscs^ and desire of 
new glmy, w; If that which hr bad present, were utalr nnd 
tiothintf worth. Thin humor of his voa no other but an 
omilHtion with luin wliV as with an otbor man, and a 
CTttwnc contcQcion to overcome the thinj^ he prepared 
tO)tttnn|it- ¥i\r fip via determinrd, nnd miuit* nrepai-urioii 
aJ>o, to QU^c waTTc with the i'cTBion?^ Then when he hoii 
o^vruome thrill, Ui patte throuvh Hyrcania (t^ompasfting in 
the ftea Caspium, uid mount Cauca^un) into thi^ reaJme of 
PimliJK, ATid m to invnde Srvthia: juid nvi'mmmng all Uie 
Gfintrie^ ar>d people odjoyning unto hijib GLTUiaay* *^d 
GL-nijaj]> it M'llV', ml Itn^^lii to retuine by Gat^ile into Italic, 
a&d so to enlarge the Rom^mc fCmpire round, that tt might 
be every wav compaucd in with the gn'at »ea Oceauum. 
But whUe^t ne waft preparing for thi» voiagv, he ikttempted 
to eut the boTTc of the ^traipht of Pcloponnc*tu, in the 
plaee where i\w city of Corititbe atandeth. Then he wa* 
mindtxi ta bring tht' river* of Aniezii^ and Tiber, straight Aiiierie«> 
from Home, unto the eitie of Cirw^ with n lU-c-pr rhiiruiFlI Tlh^r Ha, 
and high banckc* c«»t up on cither iide« and ho to full into 
the im at Tcrradna, for the tielttr tafelv and romnioditv of 
the marehonts that earner to Home to tmihckc there, P^urtner- 
mere, he dct*?rTniiipd to drain** and a^awr all the uiiter cif the 
marines t)ctwext thcdticAof Nomentum and Sctium, tomake 
it firme Uud^ fur l\w iMm^fit uf imuiy thuwhHuiie^ of people : 
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nJLIUS and on the eea coast next unto Rome, to a%st gre^t high 
CASAK bftnkw, and to d^nFie all thp hnven about Ostto, of ro4.'kpA 
and vtonca hidden under thr WAtcr, and lo take ikwny all 
oUitT mipi'tltinrntPN tlint niuilt' the harlw»roiigh (Liiingirroii* 
for dlup|H3, and to iDukc nc» hav^-na and an<uallfl iiicctc to 
hKrhnr aiiph ■shippw, w did rontimiftlly tmlflclic Ihithpr All 
thcM thin^» wore purposed to be done, but lookc no ofl^tc* 
Diit, tile i>rtlirmtmirL- or (hi.' L^Lli^Tider, mid reffirEiiuU<m of tJi6 
yoaif, lo takt- o.vay &I1 cy>iifLjj^ton of time, bdiij; txactly cal- 
I'ubUrd hv Uif Mat^ctmtiirjLnSf juuJ hrtJiiglit Ui irerfictimi, 
wan u tC'^^vit commuditic utito all men. Fur the itoitiaiiL^ 
luiug Uk'Ji ll(f HUtiE^teiit ojiiipLLtat-iui of Uie ycare, liad not 
only Kich inwrUinty and aheracion of fh* moneth aod times, 
Ui«it the Mcrifit^t^H jind yrjm-ly fi^itttit i-amc by litle and lille 
to seasons L'Oiitmry for Uic nurpo«^ they w«r& ord^iuc^d : btit 
al»o ill thi.' revolution of Lnc hutino (tfhich i^ called Annua 
Solum) no aihcr nntJon agreed with tlK-m ui account: und 
of tJic Ronmncfi them wKe^ only the jiriesU understood it- 
And Uitrefori' when thev UsUni, Uiey sodainJy (no tuan bvin^ 
able lo controil th^iu) Aid thrust in a moneth» above thi^ir 
ordinary number, which thi'y cidM in old timp, 'Mercp- 
douim- Home :iay, that Nunia I'ompiliii.t woa the lii^t, that 
dpvised this way, lu put a mont-tli belwene: but il wa* a 
wcahc remedy* and dia litlr helpc the correction of the errors 
Ifjat wi'ru mnilt- in the jii'<imnl, cjf tbi- yrnri', lo fmnif thrm 
to perfection. But dcHor committnig thia matter unto the 
Philo^ophen, and be^l expert Matheniatirlaiu at that tiine^ 
did net foorth an exccllont and perfect kalendcr, more esActly 
i:alcLtUt[?J, then any olher IhnL wjli bi-foiic: the which thp 
Roraaneii doc iiBe until! thia pn^fent da^v, and dot' nothing irrri» 
tin others, ID tike ditTcrencc of time. Ujt Lib euciuieti Loivtitb- 
itandinff that t!7ivi^ hii grA»tnc4» did ii»t itickc to ftnde 
I fault vrilhaJL As Cicero the Orator, when otic aayd. To 
I morrrv th? starre Lyra will riM* : Vea, tayd he, at the eom* 
mai^ndcmcEit of Onu^, a* if moi were compelled no lo iay 
and thinke, by Cu-vunc (ndlct. But tlie ehfefert tao»c that 
made him mortally hat<x], wn^ ihv emrtoue de:iire he had to 
be citllt*d king : whieh t3r*t gnxe the people ju»t cauve, And 
I next hi.^i Mxret encmicA, honest colour to beare him ill ^IL 
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Thi> uotvitlmUuuUng, Uiej' that jjrucuW Intti thh hotiar 
and dimity, J^^o it out among die people, that it vtaa. 
vritten in the JSjbilline ^roph^'.it^^ how thu Ili>niftm* nii^ht 
ovcroocoiG the Parthiun»^ if Uiey mEud<.- wurrr with thcnL, nrd 
were Ird bv a kiii^- hut otherwise that tht'j wt-rc uiimntju^^r- 
able. Ar>d furthcnuore they were so bold be«id<<«, that 
Crsot returning to Borne £rmii the citic of Alho, when they 
cftbc to walute htm, Xh^y called him kiug. But the* poopk 
bdag oflcndeJ* aud CtCAar also aiLgry, he said he waa uot 
cftIM kingf hLit ( jesiu'. Then cilery nrnn keeping lilrnfV, he 
ircnt his way hcarr and sorowfulJ, When they had decreed 
di^t^fx hotKJn for hjm ick thi' SeiiHt'r, theO^imtdlsnnd PiwtuiH 
accompaoicd with the whoJo assembly of the Socfktc, went 
unto him in i\v tiiBirki't |dfu^\ whi-rr hi? aiu w<t hy the |in]nii 
for oratiomi, to tell him yfhai bouors they had decreed for 
him in hi« alMencitr. Iltit he sittiiij; htill in hi^ niAJc?(ty, di»- 
dainitif^ to nnc up unto them when they came in, a« if they 
hwl hvxic ptivuti' men, niuKiwernl them : thnt his honors had 
more nevoe to bo cut of. U^vu enldLj^*ed. Ttiiu did not oii<^y 
otTeilJ the Scikatt:i but LJje eouiuion peuplt^ alTia, to mx that 
he should » lightly e«tectne of the MAgiHtrntes of the eommon 
wcilth : iiMiniudi fu» eA'ery nmn iJiat mivht lawfiillv gsic his^ 
wrxy, dcpartt<J Uieiice v«t}' sorrowfoUy^ TTkereupoii aiito C'-vsoi'V 
rwagi deported home to his houftc, &ud te&nuf^ open hisf 
dobkt eofk-r^ mnking hift nceke ban, he cried ont idonde to 
hifi frcndci, that hiv throte waa rotulic tc oWcr to any man 
that would come and cut it. Notwithtt^ndin^, it is reported, l 
that aftcTvardcs to e:(cu»c Uii» folly, he imputed it to his ^ 
di*awe, uiyintf, that thi-ir vrittui are not permit whirh hftvi* 
hitf dbcue of the faUinx evil, vhcn standing of their feet« 
thev (ppftltr lo Iho mmmon [>eople, hut Aiv aonne troohled 
with a. tn-mbhnic of their body, and a sodoine dimneis and 
guidinn- liiii toaL wa?i not Lnte. For he would \inytr rtttett 
up to the Senate, but Con^chua tiolbuo one of hU freadcu 
(hut raUier a flatt<^rvr) would not let him, MLvinc : What, doc 
yoii Dot icraembcr that you ore CiLnar, and will yon not Jet 
tbem PcverrJice \ou, itoJ doc Lhcir duetii^? BtHidei thtm; 
oecMion« and onMiCMi thmv follow^ aUo hU ^haine and re- 
proAchc, abu«ing the Tribunea of the people in Uii» MM-tr. 
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At thcit timci the t'cfut J^pcrcuJU wa-i cclcbntvdt the tvhich 
in aide lime iiT4;ii lav was Ui4? tmHt of Fchi-flpliivtrds m- hetitd 
men* and u much like uoto tiio fcaat of the Lycroioiu id 
ArcodJA. But howi»(jever it is, that day there arr divcm 
noble nuctvi Mnmi^y yoixnff men, (and soaxv of Ujein Mji^^iHtniits 
tliem adwi tliut fi^uvL^nie tiitrii) whiili ruii iitilnxl tliiuu^-h the 
city- Jttrikm^ in Kport Ihem they m<?etc in Iht^ir wny, with 
Icotlirr U]»iLgt-A, hi.-nur juid all on* io titnkv i\icax grvc plsoc 
And many noble women, tuid gentle women aI»o. ^o& of 
puipoM to «tand in their «ny, ano doc put forth their hfuides 
to he iUiken, as schotlen Huld them out to their school'f- 
mftfller, to bir atritiai witli the ferula. : perawrtdiiip them wlyea 
thiit btijjg with t'hiidi>, tJipy shftil Imvp grxid dplivew* and 
&lftO hcing barren, that it v,'i[\ mukc them to conceive with 
cliild^ Ctt^iar hAte to heliuUle thnt p^purt ajKni tlie j>nlj>it 
for orationB, in it chftver of f^ld, oppajvlled in triumphiDg 
maniirr. Atitoniiu, Whn v/aa CnnKtul nt that tiiTti% wii.*i nne 
of them timt mniie thin holy courac. So when he oune into 
Ihi^ iimrket plnce, Llir |ieii[j1i? tii»d(? a latii^ for hJm Ui ratiiu^ a,i 
iibertie, aiu{ he come to <_'T4ar, and presented him a DiAdeomo 
HTX'Hlhoi) Al>iiut with laiin-Jl. \\ liin'iMipiMin thL'iX' roM* u 
certiunc crie of rejoyciDRt not very ipval. doMo oncly by n 
few, appoiuUx) for thij pur|KKie. But when CjtMu rvfuaid 
thti^ Oiadoamp, then at) tlici peoivic? trmthfir miid«an outcric 
k>f joy. Then Antoniun oi^cring it him o^oitte, there wa» a 
tecond shoiite of joy, but yet of a few. But when Cjv^^ar 
TcAurd it Af^ine tnr »econt{ time, then at) the whole people 
thowt<-<i (;«wir hnving miufc this pnMifffj found that the 
pi-opk did tiot like of it, and thertuppon rose out of hu 
ehayrr, and rommniindrd the rmwnp to he rftrior^ unto 
lupitcr in the tIn]>itoll, At^r that, there were ivt ui> 
ImAues of CwiHX In tlie city witli Diafkiunes it|H)ii Iheir 
^oaae«i like kinoes. Thoae^ the two Tribunefr, Flaviu^ and 
nfaruUiiis went anil pullt^ downe ; and fiirthrnntni'. mertinc 
MiiHi thi-vi thdt lint Etiiuted Ctevair aa kmj^, they committed 
tiu^ii Lo priAUit. Tlic jHuple fuUowi-d Un^m n^uyctn^ ut it, 
And c&lled them Bnitm: &iCAu«e of Brutue, who had in oJd 
time driven the kings ont of Home, and that brought the 
kbiffiioni of one pennon, unto tlic ^vioiiui^-ut of tliv Senate

Hrrcuppon 
the pru[tlr wait fttraifcht uatu MAnriis Brutu-t. whii fmm hiH 
lather <^ant of the lirst Brutui^, HJid by his motbi-r, of the 
house of the ScrTiiian«, a noble houjic fu any wa» ni llomev 
and vaft also iiqih4>w nad tonne iii law of Miuciu Catty, 
NotvitliflULndintf, Uie *creat hoiiora aod favor CarHar fJurwrcd 
nnto him^ kt'pt Hm bncit«- that of him tplfr itlonp, he did not 
cosiHpirc nor consul to dcpoM? him of hix kinjs^dom. For 
Cbmbt did act onelv uive litn life, nher the bri.LLfl] of PbarNalia 
when Fbinpcv Aea^ and did at hie request aLH> save tiintxy 
tnnrc of his frendex Iwldni: \ni\ fiirthrramrr, h(! put a 
DwrveloLis confidi-'ncc in hiin. For he had olroadj preferred 
him to the rrJi*torHh]|>|>4^ for that yeare, and further-monMiraM 
Ippointcd to he (.'miRLil, thf fourth yonrc after tbnt, havinii; 
thKHl^ C^lsant fn'iid»h]p[i(.% olifjiinn^ it bvfcjrr t^jtuKu^ who 

tikevbe made nuti-* for tue mme : and Cw«ar also, as it is 
tit^umtni. mijd hi Lliia fOUttiiUoii, lu divde OuHiifs bath 
alWj^ bf«t rcAsont but yet Hhall he Tiot he choeen before 
Rrutuv. Some nnr day accusing BrutuK irhile he prarHHrd 
thia cemfpimcy? Cwaar would not heare of it, hut clappinjc 
Ilia fasnde on hi* bodii\ told tht*uk, Urtttu» will lookr fur thii 
4cinne : naeaning then^byT thut Hrutut for hit I'crtiK-t doi^erved 
fco rule ai^r bin, hut y*^U that for auihitions vdtr. he noutde 
ni>t *lww^ him wife imthnnk^ftJl nor dithonorahk-. Nowe 
they that dc^nred chatrnge* and wished Bmtua only thrir

An nth«r time whm Victnn trrjkic% 
complAtnul until him of Anttmhi?*, ami DdlnMlri, llmt tla'y 
prtrknded some mifichicfi' towardcs him : he auuBwerod them 
WAinC. Ak far thnv fnttr mm nnd Kmooih onm«v) hrA(^i»fi, 
qnotli he, 1 never Tcckcin of thctn : but these pale vijia^d 
and canan Writ- people, I tvntv tlitm ino»t, mwuiin^ BjuIuk 
' and Ctkasiu». Certainly, <lcrtpnie mny ca*icT be fore&cenc, 
then avoytli'tl : ointKiflcring tlir ^irau[l^e and wonclcrfiLlI 
*tgn*» that were savd to be scene In-fore C^rsare death. For, 
touching the fires ill the element, and spiritca running up 
and dovnc in the night, and &.Ua thesi? ■olitart^ bird«« to be 
xcime at noone dnyes sittinge in the great mark;?! place: are 
not all these »igne« perhapp^ worth the noting, in such a 
wonderfull chai^jnce a» happened ? But Strabo the l'hi[o«opher 
wrytetb, that diver* itjch werr seene going up and downe in 
Grc : anii furthennore. tliat there vta^ & idave of the aouldieri, 
that did cast a marvclDUs burning flame out of his hande, 
insomuch aa they that naw it« thought he hod bene burnt, 
but when the fir*' wa* uul, it wa* found hr hud no hurt- 
CwHir Belfe also dohi^ sacrifiee unto Ibo j^oddtn, found that 
one of Ihe beaMten vhirh wiw wurifiot'd liad no hart: and 
that W09 a ttraunge thing in nature, how a bca^t could live 
witltntit a hart. Furthermore, tlitre wa* a cerbiine Smjth- 
AaycT that had j*even Caesar warning lon|> time afibre, to take 
heede of iho dav of the Idt* of Marelip, (which w the fiftrrnll* 
of themoneth) forcn tlinl day heshouMe beingreatdaun^r. 
That day beiii^' ci»me, Cicsar going unto tht Stnale houae, 
and *ipfftkii;g mcriU' to the Soothaayer, toldp him, Thp Idefl 
of Marche be come : So be they* "oftly nunftwcreti the ^^th* 
aa)'er, but yet are they not past And th^ very day befoi-e, 
Cte^ar supping with Matcus Lcpidua, K'aled certaine Icttera 
aa he wax wont tu do at tho f»rd t to talkr fidling out 
nmongcBt them, reasonins vhat death waa beat : he prevent- 
ing Uifip npiuiims, eri<Nl out alowde, Death oiilooked for. 
^^en going to boc^de the Mune night a» hin manner was and 
lying urilh Ills wife Culptiniia, all llip wuiduwcn and diitvn of 
'his ehamher Hyin^ open, the noyse awooke him, and madi' 
him affravcd whm he mw >udi light: but morCi whirn be 
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Ukd put forth ranny fumblitiglMiic-atablc npouchc?. For dW 
dmiDed thfit C&^mlt wh^ skir^i', and tlinl >itL4^ had liim in her 
uriDCfL Othon iUk> doc dcnir th<Lt ^lie had ^ny sucbc dfcvnc, 
a» nmop^^itt oUht, Titun Liviuk wr^tttli, tlmi it wili in thU 
iK>rt(% Thi? ?^0Dti.tc b^^'uiK sH upon the toppe of Cueuara 
h<Kuei for &13 ornikmeitt aiitl iiviliug foortli vf the ztaoie, «| 
ccrtAiDo pinnAck : CAlpumin (tivmncd that ihe sftwe it broken: 
(lomic, otitl LlmL jilic tlunigljt ihc ianicatcci uud vi^pt for it* 
lOMu&udi that Ckvu* miug iji tht moniiuj^. tibc pniycd him 
if it were poMible* not to goe out of Uk <lorf?t thjit day, but 
to aJjuthc thc^ iKfHian of the Seiuttv, vintUI ui other diy. 
Acii if tiidt he mmJe no reckotiing of her dreamer yet that 
hr wouldr «i?»rchp further of the Soolh'iAyeni by thrir sacri- 
litftt, to knowc what should happen him that day. Thereby 
it Jrt-iiied tlmt OnArltLewiH-dul feart-iindisuspect soniewhal, 
bicikUH: hiB wife CalpuTQUL uutiil that tiiike, wtm tu^wt f^ven 
to «ny Ci-itrt' fir hiijicrsl iriciii : and tlit-n, for that ht: Hfiu hiT 
M> trouhlcd in mindc ^th this dreomc she htul. But much 
utonr AiWwiirdi?^ tvhi-D the SoutKviycts huvlrig xticnliced 
iQuiy botuAes one after on other, toldc him that acmv did 
Like tbem ; tl^eii he detemniied to sonde Aiitoniu» to adjom^ 
the »c»Kion of th« Senate- Uut in tho mutnc time come 
Draiui Hrutut, ^tininn]i.Hl Albmiu, in nhom Cie^r put fitith 
tcoifidence, tlmt in hiti IhaI will and ti^^tAint'ut h« hod ap- 
pointed iiiLii to be Lb neit hi-lrc, and yet waa of the coil- 
3>iruie with ('ojviui and Brutun: he fearing that if CufKai" 
ki ac^onic tlic se^diuo tJiat day, tlje cuti»piracie wouldi; out* 
laughed thL^ Soothuiyert to ecortieT aud rvproved C^r«ar, luiy- 
ii^: tliat he gave the Senate occa^jon to miJilikc with hinit 
and that they might thinkt' he mockt'd Ihi^riT, cuDkideriiig 
that hy his commnundemctit they wciv aaai:iubledt mid that 
tlwy «Tro readie willingly to graunt him a.\\ thingii, and to 
procbinac him king of ail the province of the Empire of 
Home out uf Italir, und that he ihould wL^are hL« Diiideaine 
in all other phux^ both by aea and huid. AJid fiirthcrnioro> 
that if any nian should tell thpni from him, tht^y Ahnitid 
dcporte for that present time, and retumc ogaine when 
CiLlpuruU Eihouldi; luvc butU^r dreiuiu^: vrluit wunld his

Aiid one Arteuiidoi-us also 
borne* in the lie- of Gnidos, a Dnet^jr of Rrthnnck^ in the 
Greckc tongue, who by tnt'niics of hid profcruiun uoa verie 
fitmilliar with certaine of Brutua coofcderatei, and tl^erefore 
knew the most oaH^ of all their pradiaca a^nat C««aj-; 
came auH brought him n titSr bill wryttrn with hi>i nwnc 
hand, of oil that he riciit to tell him. He markinj^ howc 
Cieaar rvceivetl n\\ tilt- vupplirntiiJMH llutt were uffiTed hiiu, 
aJid thfit lie gave then straight to his men that verc about 
him, prem^] neerer tr) him, iUii\ mynl: CjiWLr, rvtidv thin 
memciiall to your ac-lfv, and that quickely, for they be 
matters of j^r&ii waiglit aiid toudie you necrvly. Ca«ar 
tookc it of him, but couldc iicv<<r rcadc it, thou^ he many 
timt^ attempted il, for the mmilier tif la^mile Utat litil Tulute 
faim ; but hoJdinj* it still in his hanae, kvepin^ it to hini 
scltc, went on ^ithall into the ScLkate hou«e. Il^wbcil other 
are of :>pini<»n, that it wju Koine man eUc that gave him tliat 
mcniunaU, and not ArtemldoruA, who did what be ujuUi aJI 
the way as he v^t to gevo it Cwsar, hiit h*! was alwaye^ 
rcpuJKd by the people. For thcvc things they may sccmc 
Im eom^^ by elibuucL-: but tht? plaev whert' tin- mtirth<.-r wus 
prvpared* aiid where the Senate were aftsemhled* and where 
nlni} thi'rt' Kt.rKMle np ^n imngp rf 1'om]N*y detlieatf^t by him 
•clfc omoDfut other omamcntcs which he gave unto the 
Theater: dl theae were maaifed pn)cft» that It was the 
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ordtnaLQict uf MOtiir (fod, tbat riiaije Utii treA*o:i lo be vxf 
fatf df speci&Uy in thflit verte place. It h flJso roport4?d, that 
CtaKtvs (tliuugli olhcrwinc nr did favour ihc diKTlrini' frf 
Epicuru*} bcholdmji the ima^ of Porapcy, btfory Uiey 
enlrtd mia Uk' iicUoii of Uidr tnwteroua cnterprUi;: lie did 
fiol^cJy cnU upon it, to aider him. But the in'^t^Dt dnutigcr 
of tiic ptt^cnt timr, taking •■•fty hij* fomicr r^iiwQ, did 
MdAinly put him \ttto n foHouK puadan, and mftdt him like 
a man hAlft tmdrs him wife- Now Antonius, that was m 
fkithlxiW frmide to Ormr^ unH a rnllinnt man 1»eaidcA of his 
hiuwias him, Dcdm Bnitua Albinici entertained out of the 
Smote hotu^, having bi.<^u a Ions tul? of Kt-t piirpuM*. So 
Oamr commin^ into the houfic, iiU tJi<^ Senate fttoodo up on 
tbpir Wtr tn dnp him hnnor. Then partf of BrutiJK com* 
panics And coiifcdrmtcit ^oodc mundc about Cvrsun chav^* 
an<l parte of ttirin hIph* cAuie tiiwanJe^ him, aji though tWy 
madd luto with MdclIuA Timber, to odl home hia brothrr 
fl^um fmm luLni>hmf-i)t : and thiiK |irn»pnitiiig Mill thrir 
irnte^ thpy foUoweJ Cn?%ar, till he wua set in Wik thayt-r. Who, 
dcnyiDK Oieir jieliljuiiH, niid ln-iMg iifrt-nilcd witJi litem ont 
&fUi an other* bicawc the moro thev wen? dtnicd, the more 
thev nrrwtH iipnn him, and vifrv tne (mrir^ttct with him: 
Meutlus ul JenfftJi, taking hU jp*wnc with l>olb hw hlmd«^ 

i lulled it oi*r hiB uecke. whitli wan Lhc fti^ni' (^'V^n the con- 
jtdoTtit^ to Hf^tlo apon him, 1'be:) C^uicn hchindc him ctrak^* 
him in thr ncckc vith hi<t nword, howhcit the woundc wtifi 
not jrrvAt noT mortflJl, bioau^e it £^<med, the fi-are of luch a 
difvolMhr attempt did omacc him, sind take hie atrength from 
him^ that he kiUnl him not at the- firtt bZowo, But r«vai 
(umtnic dtraijfht unto bim, cauf^ht hold of hb sword, and 
h^ld it hard ■ and th«*T ^with <Tipd out, Csp**At in 1 jitin : O 
vile- troitfir Coatji, what docut thou P and Cojka in Givckc 

1o hi? bnttber, Bfvllifr. helj^ie iirtr. At the iK-^t tilling of Ihtlf 

stune, they that were prenent, not knowinj; of the conspuode 
wirre no amaud irilh Uu' horrible nicht thi-y *awr ; that they 
IukI no pawtr to di«, neither to bclpc bim, not so much, u 
ODd! tu make Any outi;ri<;. Thev mi thuUitu- ntde tliat had 
«DlMptr«^ hU dc*ith, comnafucd him in on <>vmo flid« with 
their swordn drawco in their handci^ that Ckmu: turned him 
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DO whpre, but he "iw stnkcn nt Hv xomc, anil utiJl bnd nuked 
ftwordft in hifi face, and wns hnct^d and mongielcd omonf^ 
thrm, Hi n vriltJc iMuuile taken of liuiiler»H For it. wna i^^rafd 
omonf; them, that ^vorv ninn Ahotild ^eve him a woitnd, 
LitraiTftc ,'dl their pftrtcjf ^linuld he in this murthcT : and then 
Bnitiit him splfi? ipivL- him tmt^ woundtr about hi* privhi«. 
Men rrptirtc also, Oiat Ca.-sar did atill iloferide hinj selfe 
agfiiiMt the re.«t, ninninp ovcric wnyc with hi« bodiv: but 
vrhcn he sftTc BnitiM vith his vwordc dnxwcn to his hondct 
then be piiUed Kl« go*nt over hl« boade, and mode no more 
reniatauiicLv and wzut driven ciilier r&siia]ly« or purpo^dly, 
hv the conn«<»ll of thr muHpirntorK* Hf^ini^t fhr f«w^ wb^re- 
ijpon Ponipcyn im^vpc sioorir, which mnnc all of a goare 
bUiudL', till hV wttH Hhiine. Thuft It seenitnl, that tlie image 
toolce jufet rcvirDjjjo of Pompcys ooomic, boinp tbrowcn downe 
an thp gmnnd At bin fwle, nnd voiding up hin ghnnt. Ihprp^ 
ffjp the number of wiiunds ho frnd upon him. For it ii 
n:*fKirt«!. Ibnt ht hnJ Uin^ and twejitv woiniiU a^Hrn hU 
hodv : ftnd rii%'cri of the conspirfltor* did hiirt tbt^m wives, 
fttriting rne boily with so nimty blower, \Vhn» CT-vir wiw 
skine, tho Srna'ti? (thou«r)i Brutuis ?tcod in t>ie ruiddt'rt 
aniurige«l Hkiii sa tliuu^h be would \vLVe aayJ viiiiewbit 
touchinjE: this fuct) prc^ntlv ran out of the house, and 
flying, filled all the city with marvcloun fi^rc and tumulU 
Insomuch [U< somu did ahut to their dori-*, cithers foniooke 
UiL-Ir »hij|i^ ^iid warubouHTA, and ulher> raiini- lo tbt- place to 
see what thp mattor wa* : mid othcra iilno that hiut awne It, 
ran home to thdr houu^ ngninc, But Ant^iniim A^id Lcpidus 
which were two of Cie«an chiefe*t frendK, »ecretlv conveying 
them selves awny, fled iDtootlicr mens hoL^cs and fonooke 
thrir owfie, Bmtuii ar^d hiu (*rtnfrdrrnt*: on tbothor aidj*, 
hvizi^ yet holte with thin mnrthcr they hod committed, 
bax'iu^ tbfir s^onlt^ clravoiT in their hamJH, eanie oJt in a 
troupe together out of the Senate, and went into the market 
pWt, ruit OH mi^n that nindL* i'liiinlcnnunrt* to tlii", but nthrr- 
vjse boldly holding ^P their header like men of wmge, and 
cAlled to th^ people lo defends tlieir liljerlie, and ntayed to 
tfpcoke with every greftt perrtonoije whome they met in their 
VAW Of tliem^vomc ft^Ilowed IbiA Irouiie, nud Kvctit amongc^t 
6S 
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Uiem. u if the}' bjid bene of the con^iradc. And fa!«ely IfUCS 
chftlMiD«l [wrte of tbe honor with them t Amonfc th^m W80 CM^AH 
Cniufl Uctavtiti, «ncl Lcntului^ Spinthcr. But both of them 
were ftft«rw«rcU put to dcAth, for their vA.inir {vmrlnnmwi nf 
honcT, hr Antonitu, and OctAviun C«sar the jxjunccr: and 
yet Imd no |wrle vf lh«t honur for the ^vhiih llicy wt-iv |>nl 
to d^ftUi, neither did m\y man belcTc thftt they were any of 
thr cvjtifrfJrmtpR, nr tif nnmH'll with tluiii. For thi'v thnt 
did put them to dcnth^ tookt re%'engc mther of the will they 
had to ofTi'nd, llien of Anv fat'l llity hafl conimitled, The 
iMnct viKimirp^ Hn:tiif and hin cnnfedemtes cnmc Mr* the 
mnrLi-t pEjirr tn spoiltp ii[»t(> thr people, wli<» gave theni inch 
ftudienc^C', thftt it tHWincd they noithiT preatly reproved, nor 
allowed the f^ct ; for hy tli^'ir ^^at bitent-c they khovt^, ttiat 
they were nory for Otmatk dcjitb, uid a\n> that they did rcvm 
cnce BrutuH. Nowc the Scimte ginunted gtnunil puttonne 
for a][ th&t WAS pa^te, 6nd to pAoiGe everv msiti, ord&fnM 
be*idw, that Cirsars funcrnlh «hni]ldc bco honored n^ h gpdt fWtoiw 
g^Titl ecUbliibrd all Uitngn ihut he hfttl dom? : and gave ttr- f«"'f^l"' 
tAmr pfovmcc^ aljso, ftTid ccinrcTiicnt horom unto Urulus and 
hl« confederates, whereby every man thou;^)t a)1 thtngf wi're 
brought to ^od peace and quietncA a^inc. Bvit when they 
had oprtiwi (Vcftn: |<>stnmi't!t, and f mnd n liTicmll Ic^fficti- of 
money, bctgni^nthf.^ unto every eitijTL-n of Konrte, and that 
they saw hi* IWy (which wm bmiiffht into the market place) 
a] DCtnanglcd with grwhc" of pwordes: then there wAa no 
onler U* lui-iw llu- mulliliidp und rtmimcin pruplr i]uH> but 
thev pluekeii up former, tAblia, and Htoolr«, &nd layed them 
all about the boity^ ttnd i^ettin^ them a lire, bk^nit the conv. 
Then when the; tire was well IcindL^d, they tookc the fire- 
bnodoii and went unto tlieir hou.^ei lli^t hiul slniiie Cirimr, 
to 9t thm a fire^ Other aleo ranne up fuid dowtke tho eitie 
to wr if they muM merte with any f>f thcnj^ to cut them 
hi peeec«: liowbeil thev eould mL<etc? with never a man of 
thent, boi^auae the^ had locked tliem aeJvea up »ifely In tbeir 
hoiHec. There was one of C^rvnn frpnds enlW Cinnfl, that ClnTinrt 
ha<l a marvelotti vtrmnnge and tcmble dreame the night ^f"*"^**^ 
befote. He di^ftmed that C«*iar lintl him to wup|wr, and **"*■' 
that he refused, and would not aoc : then that Osar tooke 
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lUIiUA him by the hnnd, nnd M him against his wilK Nov Cinim 
CASAK heimng At thai timi*, thnt thvy biimt Crnim biidy in the 
market pUcv, Ttotwithatjuidin^ that he feared his dreamei 
and h«i 4n aflpw on him besides: he ff(?nt into the mafket 
place to honor hin fiinernlh. When he catnt* thither, one of 
intTUiv [Hirte jL*kt-d wtuit hiK initiit? ^wni? He wiu* Klmtght 
cnllod bv hin n»me. Tin.' limt tnitn told it to an ^thcr, oiid 
(hut oth**r iritn aii iither, w» tliftt it ramie straight throii^ 
them oil, that he wvi one of them that murdered Cieftar: 
(fur in dt*dt one of Ihe trHiloni lo Cieuir. vn» alM> uilled 
Cinna oii him oelfi^) wherefore taking him for Cinna th9 
murdcreT, Ihry fell upon him with :*urh fwrie, that tticy 
prv.m-nttv diHpjLUhi?d hiin iQ the miLrkot placo. Thia Uurtd 
and fuHL^ liifuJe Drutu^ tuid Cwwtiu more oifrayod, thcti of 
flII thtit WHS pA*t, and thprefore vithtn fewc dave^ aftiT, 
thev deported out of Home: oad touchinif their doings 
aftervanli. and what eatamity they a^lTered till their deftthetf, 
we have VTyttcii it at lATge, in the life of tirutusH C«cur 
dyed at sii and fifty y<*res of agt>r and Poniiwy olito Hvvd 
not possini^ fuure yt-m^es more then he. So he reaped no 
olhi.'r frwte of all hia ruigne and doniiniiMi, whieh he had 
so vohcmcntlj desired ail his life, and fnirsued nith >nch 
vxtrcMiie daunger : but a voine name onlvr '^d a RU|K-TfieiHll 
glory, that |>rocur^ him the envy and hitred of hia contrie. 
But hin great j>n>4i)rritit* and giKKJ fortune that favored him 
oIL hti hfe time, 6id cnntiotie ofterwords in the revcnj^ of 
hifl ileaUt, puiauing tlii? murlherera hoih by sea and loud, 
till th«y hftd not J^ft a nian more to be e>;ee»t^d, of oi thetn 
that were •cton or eoim»fIIer* in tlic «>n»i*ira€y of hi-* death. 
Furthennore, of aU thtf chounc™ tJiat hapjJon unto mat 
upon the cartli, that »fhich came to Cai*iu» above all other* 
in most to be vtondprml at, Fnr h** bebig overrome in 
hattell at the jomcy of i'hilippes, aW him selfc with the 
KiBine fcVDftJe, vi{h me whieli he xlrake Cfe**ar. Agaiiie, uf 
ftignen in th(^ element, the great eomet which »gvcn mght<9 
iDgr'lhiT wns Nei-nt- vrry bright after Cii?*ao( dtmlti, the eight 
iiiglit after vsa never veene more. AJho the hrij^htnM of 
WondAr* the- nunne wa* darkened, the wl>irh n!l lliat yeare through 
«ofi«iv in tho row very pulrr and vhincd nut vut, whrrebv it gavt bat 
TO 
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nmM lio^U : thcrtfure the «yer bmiig very cluvAy nt\d dArkr, 
by Uw wmkoflcfl of the heote Uiat could not PA>mc foorth, 
did cousf tht cHrth to lirin^ fixkrlti but. n^* nmi i.iitnppe 
frutcv which rotted before it txiuld rypc. Ji(.it above nil, the' 
^bait L^ifll JLp|icnrMl unto Itrulua shcwt-il pkiuly, khid the, 
p>ddes wero oSeudtHl with the murth^r of Cdt^ar. The' 
TisJoD wa^ thiu : Urutm being r»idy to posse over hi» e^Tmy' 
from the citle of Abytliu, to the other oiwut lying directly 
a^aiait iU alrpt L-vcr> night (ru Ium manner wwi) in hia tent* 
laul b(*iiigjr«t Awakk*, thinking of hic AfTniri^! (for by rt^portit 
he wax u corefuJl a i^)hiit;c4 and lived with as litlc rilccpf, 
afi yver loan did) he thuu^^ltt he htvtrd u iiavw ttt hin Ivnt 
dorc, and looking towfirds the iight of the lampc- that 
wjucd vi'-ry iliiiinie^ hr xnw ri hi-irrLDlr v'l^um of n mnn, nf 
a woadcmiU j^rcutncti, and dn*adftiD looktf, i^htcb at this 
first Diatle him marvelou^ly afrnid. But when h« saw^ 
thjit it did him no hurt, but »toodc by hiM bcddc Hide, &nd 
aayd iiothiiig; At h'liglU he Aikal him wlxut he v^ii Th* 
tmw Miitavraiml him : I am thy ill an^ll, Bnitui, and thoii 
shaft «ce mt by the citJc of ThiUppea. Thvn Urutus replied 
uaioc, and vAjd : Well, 1 ihall Kec ihix then, 'llicrrwlumllf 
iXK spirit pitaeiitiy vmiinbt-d from hlin^ After that time< 
Bnitim hein^ in batt^ll necre imto thv citfe of rhilipprs, 
against Aiitoniu« ftiid OctAiin!* (jcMr, at the fir*t bftttcli he 
wac the viL'toHe, and ovL-rUirowiu^ alt ttiem that withj^toodn 
luiDt he dravc thorn into young C-a>u\rv campc« wbidi he 
tooktf. The uM^md IwttcU luiiig id hmid, thix Hpirit np- 
puAri.-d unin unto him, but «pAke never a word, Thervuppon 
orutua Knowing he aliould dye, did put him n^fe to nil 
baxnrd in battell, but vet hghtin^ ca\u6 i)ot he aWint, So 
MKtng bui mm jiiit ixi lliglit nnd uviTtiiiuwi-n, !ur nuinu unto 
a title rTKk« not farru of, and thore uniting hie ftwordes 
point to hij^ bre«tt fvtl upon it, and aIim' him **.Hf(;, 
but yet OK it ii rqiorted, with the hclpc of 
bia fmid, Uiat diaputcJved ixioi.

Tiais vrua on 
Arrogniit speache : but y<rt reftrring it to the goveitimeiit of 
lliocian he fAid trLiclv* For in dccdc Demn^iu oclfc woa 
the fthippewmckt of the coinman weale, bicause he lived sa 
iuftolcntlv, ftud )pjvcriied so lewdly, liw^much na Aj^tipatcr 
fcayd of mm, after he war v^^ry old : thnt there wm nothing 
left of hiiH) nn more then of ii bcfut uicnticcd. but the 
U>:igiie uiid bi^llj. But thi> vertuL-> itC FhiH'ioii, whn'h hml 
to hjihi Ag&inAt the crueli nud l)itter enemy of the time, 
«cTv «o oliM-jirrd by the calAniities of Gnm^: thjiL hi» fiuiir 
W4u» nothing »o great ua he deacrved. t'or we muitt uat 
credit Soplioelc^ word^, ciiakiDg vertue of it Ht-lfe but weake, 
iu these \er»efl ;

So 
that it Ijcing impoiuible to amend one finuit vith a gr^atert 
that eommon ueaJtli tntL^t be in ^at datin^er, that when it 
hath most ncde of hrlpe, \f- h-ithc-^t to rrccive any: and he 
also liuvardrth hitn wlfi-, tlml jjUunly Lt^lU'tJi tlieni tlielr 
&ulU«. Liko as therefore the MatbematieiAn »iy1h, that 
th(* RiinT)e dolh not altogi^ther follow the mottnn of the 
highest bcat'en, nor yet in moved directly contrary^ but 
felrhin^ a c<oni|UL*<4' a title overthwart, inaleth an obliqite 
circle, and by vttriciy of approchin^ and departing pre- 
arrtrlfa all thingH, and Lcpeth the world in gtmd Iniijx^ra- 
lure. E\en so, too severe jcovemment, conlrHryiiiK the 
[Kajp1t3 iiiindi^ m all thilif^ la not good : a» a1«o it i« 
marvelous dauni^eroni^ not to correct ofliendor^ when they 
oOund, fijr fcare of the jirophn di^iiiduLnure, I)ut the Dieane:i 
tonietimu to veelde vuito the people to make them the more 
willinff to obev. and to fj-rauiit thein thin^v of pleasure, to 
demannd of them n^aine thirijjs: profilablc: timl is a p>al 
way lo goAxmc mm the ix.'tttT by. For, by j^cntlc mcanes 
thpf Bfp brou^^ht to doe mnny profitable thir^, wheo they 
M«kr it not of tb«Di, bv rigoiand anthorlty. In decde this

For he fotind not hiw contry (as l*hoi:ion did) liltcHy 
dc«trcir«d, but ttKiacd in a dauii;;crou.i tcmf>cst: and beinic 
Dot of Huthoi^ity like ihr? pilot ti> iokc \.\xc hTx^ni tu haiiQ, 
find povt^me the nlnpp<»; he tooke him selfe to tricking the* 
■nilca^ und |jrtpftriii^ th<' Iac][\ «» to nM<i»>t nL<^n of i/^ivnier 
Dover And yet bcin^ in no p-mtrr place, be ^ ibwarted 
fortune (which acctned to hai^ sworne the overthrown of the 
«irtate of Uumc*) that with much a docs with fpvAt difllculty, 
«nd a long time af^t, nhe executed bcr niAllce. And jret 
the common weallh h^d almost gotttn the victorv of hrr« by 
mcftnctof Cato and hi» vertue; with whom 1 gov r^nipan: 
Ibe vertue of PhiU'icin, uho yrt tn my opirii^ni, were »ot hi 
fldl tbinf;e« alike, ntither in their bone<ty, nor policy of 
govvrnmrTit. For then* ia HiffpTeiiee betwp\t mjinnnod itnd 
munhood, tm there wiu bct^ext that of Alcibindcis and that 
uf K[»iuiiijondnA : bvtwext ttiHt^dom and wihi^iloiii, tut betwext 
that of Arij4tide«( and that of litem i»toole« : and bctwcxt 
jutfticc and jj»ticc, as bcturt-xt tliat of N^ma. aiid tliat of

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Agcfliifuu. But ih<- vcrtu<^ of th<^ mrti (to him that shftll PHOCION 
atiperiida]}/ ri?^nl, itml slighlly coii-Mdcr Uiein) avmr nil 
one ID qMoJitj, in nuuiiir, jluU u^o, bc^th alike in Icmi^irunce 
of ciirUMir with wveritj, and marthooH with wihoom : a 
vu;iliint c&ro for others, with presence of contgc and security 
oTmitid fur Uiun »elvt^ nbhnrring till ^lLhtikt%<( umt ci>mni- 
tioo, tmd imbrwUD^ cooatancy ana love of justice ; tliAt for 
asjmum to di^cme the ditferertce bctwcne tneiii«it n*quircth 
an ttDcetJt-'Qt guod wit juid judj^ement. Now touching Cato, 

evct^r mOD kDOwcUl that he w&n of & i\Mf \iOit^\ M we wil 

nhrp-Tou h»T<>ftftcr in hh life^ but for Phocion. I pp**f ho 
ciune of no btuK parentjig?. Tor if he hod l>mr thr ^onne IlicrAivriUifo 
of a spooDeinfiki>r, as Idoincneuft te«tifii-th: GhLiid|T]>iLy the offLucioo. 
BOQDC of Uypendes, liaviuj; in an iDvectii'C he wrot*^ affaiuAt 
him, rt"Ii*rwTi all Ihr tniw^hii-fi* h(* oonld iif him, hp would 
not haw forjfottc^ii to hnvc upbraid him with his ba^c 
giarvntftj^. rit^idier he him self alao (if that liad bene 
true) hftd bene so well brought up aj^ he waw. tor 
when hi" wju hut a you'ig ni«n, he ftiw PUh>™ siJiolhT, 
and allenmrdB Xcnocra-toi Mhollcr, in the bchoole of Aea- 
deniia: anil m\ even from liirt (^nt Ix-ginniii^, he ^ave him 
tclfc to followo them thflt were lenrtied. For im Diiris Phiwlon 
wntet-h, never Athrni/ui %iiw hiiti wn-pc nor laugh, nor dotcp "cpt. 
wAfllve bim ht'lfv iu any oommon bathe, uor his handjf out of °*' "o'TacJ, 
his t]ccvo>i when he wjire a ioug gowne. Tor when he went 
to tbc warrvK, he would nlnaiei gat^ nfi:»otij, and nei'er wore 
fpnme. unlci it were iTxlreumt? ixnd; fuid tlieti tlie bouldlrfs 
to raocke him withall, would wy it wa>4 a ^^e of a »hfljp^ 
winter, when IheTSflwci'hocion in hin gowne- Nowc> though Phuoloim 
in duedc he wa< vt-rv eurtc«oLiii »jid gentle of nature, vet he muiDn^ 
had wch a ffryinme looke withall, that no man hold any 
dMiTe to talke with him, hut Kurh wt wrre i>f hi< familHar 
aoqtiatntjukcc. And therefore when ('har^ the Orator one 
day mn-kVd him for Uie bending of liii browea, and that the 
Athoniang fell in a laughter withall : My Mairtcrfii nuoth 
PhiH'ioTj, the br^<3iiig of niy hn>wesi havi' i\tn\f you no nurt, 
but the foolery and Laughing of Ihe-v flftltcrers, have made 
ye oTtentyaiea to weepc Furlhennurc, Ids inaiier <jf aoeedi 
vti; pTofitaMc, fer tbe ^ciod f^ntence^ and coun»elU he 
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FHOCinM tilffi^: hut it wnn tiiixed witli ah iinwrloi»f ntutlvrt'. imd 
bitter Bhortuca. For a& Zv^no Ui« I'hifiMophcr aay*?th, that 
thr wiso nnai should tem|wr his wonio vntU wittc aitd 
rcfUBon, before he utter Uiera : evcm so vftut Phociom ipecdli] 
Ui« u'hich in ft-w wtirdA cumprehetidtHi much iiuLltt!r. Ana 
th«<n>upon it raemeth that rolycuctut; Sphettian ^y^t ^^^ 
DcmtMithcnc* wm lui excellent Orator, but in »m^cli, Phocion 
wmi \-vvy H'itliy, For like as voytif^ of ffoJJ or »ilvt'r, the 
lighter UitjF ^a)i.\ thi^ firjer thcj be of (foodms: even so the 
cii'i'lIcTicip of apeecho cc>nKislpth Jii signifying much, hy fcwe 
H-onic-1. And touching thj^ natU-r, it i^ reported* that the 
Thoater hvhig full of peoifk% Phodon WEilkoJ tM alone iipoji 
the acA^bld wht'lt^ tlio play<.r?i pla_v«:^t 6.Qd wns in a j^rcat 
numc with him selfi' : whrrviippon, otii* of hU friPTuff* sii-ing 
bini HO in his muses, wvid milo him, !^^^tlv Phocioti, Ihy 
inindi- U fKxrujiied ztliout itoiUfwIiiLL fn Jerile so \b it, snyd 
be; for I am thinking with my sclfo, if i coLild nbridgc ony 
Ukiiig 4)r IhiLt, I have- Ut wy to tht^ jH-ople. For I>t-[iiiKiLJit'iia 
eclfo Litle c»leniin|; aU other Onitara, when Phocion rotic up 
Ui hji>dskM^, hv would rouuJ htti friL'tides in their eam, ^n*) 
toU them: See, the cutter of my wordcw riwth- I'crad- 
vciiture he nieiit it hy hin imtiincrri il1m> ; for when a good 
m&a (^poftketli, not a vonl onvJy, but u wiiieko of aii eye, or 
a nod of hib hi^ad, doth c:ouijLL-rvfiile many lutificiall word» 
and <|invhei of KethorittBins, Fiirthorinore, whan he viw A 
younK "^'■'i^ he went Lu Uie warnra undt-x CapUiiiie Chabrittat 
and foUov'cd him : of whom he teamed to be a peHit souMieTt 
and in rifonipcnce thereof, tie rxrformcd QiAiiy of his C'AptAiDCv 
iioperfivtioiiH, uiid mndv him mscr then hu was. For Ciiabria* 
otherwise t>eeing very dull ajid sluthfull of huii selfo, vrhen 
ht* c^uin* to fight, he vtvi no hotte nhd eoragw^us, that hr 
would thrust biin!i«]te into don^r with the desperate^t i>vr- 
sonii: uikd tlkerefon.- for hlti nufTint?4, it nftenvArda etnt liim 
hifi life, in the dtie of Chio, vfhere launching; out wilh his 
gjilly iK-ftire the rest, lir pn'ifctti to larfcii in despite of hi* 
enemies But Phodon bciojc wisie bo loke to him selfe, and 
very quicke to execute; on Lhi.- une miIi? tmiekiLi^ C^iuhriAs 
(InwneM, and on the other »ide aJ^o, by viaedom eooltnl his 
hcjitt* and futie^ Chabrtfu thcrrvfoiv, being a good niAu ujij 
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ciirt«oi% loved Phorinn vpjj wfW, and Hid pivferre him in PUOtfCW 
nuttcr»of )wrvicc,mnkin^hiiiirAir)ou«cLmoiif;ont thcGrarciaus, 
Hfitl employed him in his hanlii-xt cntcmnK's. For hv hi* 
inc&D<ft \v€ alchicved ktcjiI fame luid honur in a battcll bv 
sen, whi*^h he vfhiiih hj the Ih- of Nnx(>s, fji^h^i^ hiiif tin- lert T)w virtnrj of 
winec of his armiL^ : nn which r^dc the iiffht was jJutrpcfit of <^'f»*f»rtii« ^uA 
all 5ii-lHttUU.aiid there hc-*oou™t put Uietiin-»ii(«f« flight, ^^^"jj^^'" 
Tlut battel bedDj; the lint vhi«h the citie of Athens vaimc ^^oml 
with iWr avsiic mm imcl)"» Aflrr it ha*l htnc taken : gftvc 
the pooplo cAust.' to Lure CTiJibriiu, and tnaclc thvm (Jko to 
make aocovipt of E'hocJoiL, as uf a. mible ^^^juMit^r, mid wurttiy 
to baT» chufgr. 'ITiifi victory wat gotten on the f*ait day of 
tiac ffnut mijitcricji, in memory whereof, Chabriw did ycwiy, 
on the sixtenth day of the moiieth Boodroniion (no*- coUod 
August) make all thi? people of AtheuA drmke. After that 
time, Chahniu tending Phrxdrtn ti> receive the tribute of the 
ILandcn, their cor lc^duutd,und the shippt^s which they nhoiild 
>iend him : JiesAve him Ini'nty ^'nlli<^ to briiigehiin thither. 
But Phocion then [oa it is reported) w,id unto him: if be 
vnt him to tight with hiu eitemiiv, ht* hnd ne<Hlr In have 
iDoc shippo* : but if he ttcnt him aa an Amtinmiudor unto hu 
friendis, tlien, tliat one Hhlpjie would iierve hi» ttime. So lie 
wont with one ^llie onoly : and aitQV he had fpok(it with 
the dli™, nnd r.iirtiini?*K ilejdt with l,hp govrrmir* of i^vpry 
ODD of theni, he rvtmiied ba^'kc*, furnished ol their eoutvderaUf 
with a ^riTAl Qeete of hhip|iea aud uioiiey, to cary unto Athene. 
So Ptiocion did not onely reverence Chiibriiui while he lived, 
but afW hj» death alxo he tookc great care of hin friciidts 
a&d ktniinenf and sought to make lu£ ftonne Cteaippufl^ an 
honnt man: whom, tliough he nawe very wildc and unto- 
ward, yet be nevur left to r«forme him, and hide his fault. 
It baayde abo, that vr^vai thia youtig m&n did trouMe htm 
much with vaine fVivotous c|iie4tionF, »erv]iig then under him» 
he being Captoinc, and taking upon him to p\c him coiuirclJt 
to repnive him, and to teaehe biin the dutie of a riapUini?: 
he eoutd uot but aav. O Chabriats Chahnod : now doc I payc 
for the loTf tJion rtidenl heAre me when thou wert fllive, in 
bciaring with the tblly of thy «onne. Hut when he «iw Uiat 
tJi« heads of tlie citie of ALheiiH Imd an it were by lot devided 
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Amongc them &ch^ the office of warrc tmd peace, and ifa&t 
■om«*ofthen,*u£ubijlua,ATistophon,D^Tik08then^Lvciirgttf, 
and Hyperidc^ wcrecommmi ^pc^cr^ »nd prcfcrrrrs of matU« 
in eouriHjl* and Senate : and Umt othere, as Diopithc«, Mt^OM- 
Uiciu, Lrx^r^tKeucs ^^^ Oliafvs, booamc grvi%t niL-ri by the 
warn**, fiHfl hat\ charge of armies : he detenTiinetl rnthrr to 
follow the mrmner of ^vemrncnti ^f Puricte?, AHstidci, andj 
Solnn, HM IwinK niiti^letJ of lw>th. For either of theai^ »eemed 
(ott the Poet Archilociie eaytb) : 

To Ikjo both Chiini|iiu[ii Htuirt, of Mnrth ysnifk^ l^ndj 

And of 1h« Mmwh «k4k, the rirroii to tindenitand. 

He knew also^ that rftllaf the coddesAe and protector of 
Athene w&ti called I'oIcthica, and IMiticA : to vrit, ^kilfiEU 
to ruh" holh in waire nnd pnmx\ Sci» hnving thiii: disponed 
of him selfe in Kt>vemineiit, ho ;iJwmi^tpi.-riwFuicd pcucc and 
<]i]ietnes, and yet wm often rhnspn Tftptnin**, nnd hfld chftr^ 
of armies, bein^ the onely man that of nil the Captaincy afore 
hiiTij and iti his 1imr% did never sue for eh«rpc», neither yet 
rtiuftcd it at atiy time, when he mis exiled to aervc Iht^ 
eomtnon wu-alth. It 14 tvrten that he v/a>i dMistrn ^ve and 
forty time* IV^or, and was nlwaics nbf^ent at th<^ electioDA, 
but yet sent fur Wlu-reuppori all the wiw- meu v/tmdwd to 
nee the manner of the people towarJa him, coiibidering tliat 
rtiocion had never done nor ^yd any thine to flatter thcrn 
withiill, but commonly hud bone aK^Lintt their desires: and 
how thvy uned otlier eovi-niisurs not^vithatAiidtji^, that wert 
rnore plefuaiit and defij^htrtill in thHr orations, like men to 
sport at, as it is layd cf kings, who atler they have washed 
tiieir handed to poe to their meate^ doe use to have lenten 
and Jiatteren to make them niery ; but on thother aide whcti 
tliey hiul cK^nwioii of wamv in deedc, how ths^ti like wi*p men 
they could bfthirike thi'm selves, luid chooflc Uie widest ajid 
nti:iwt(*t niftn of Ur- eitie, and that most would uitlintand 
their n^ii^dc!^ and <)eitireA. For on n time an cmele of Apollo 
IVIphiwi, bL-L-in^ upeiily red before tlu-m, whirli wiyd, tliat 
all the other Atiientane being a^^ed, yet tliere wa> oih 
amunge them that naA contrar^ to all the ref<t of tlie dtie; 
PhocioD stepping forth before them all, bod them Dovof

PHOCION B(tot]&ll^ and them, about Ihdr boutidtt and fronterm: the 
which thi'y wcjuld not try hy Iflwp, but by batti^l. But 
Phocion told thi-tn» thrv did they wirt not what, &nd couq* 
•elled t>ieni rather tu fi^t it out in wonlii, in whiih tli*»y 
werv the stronger, Aiid not with wtapooa, whrrc they were 
th** weakrr. Annlhi^r time they wi miirh mi^liked hi? opItiioQ 
in the aificmbly^ thnt they wouldc not nhidc to hcorc him, 
nor KiiflVr liini to fijjeake. Wei, tny Mdsten, quoth he 
thcB, yon mny make mo doc that whieh is not to be done : 
but ytiit Nhall never cniTi[K'U nir, ftg*inrt my niinde, lo «4y 
thflt which is not to be apokcn- He would im grUIantlY 
aisu gird the Oratora hit* fiuverMLrit-s wlitn Uu^y wi-rr bunc^ 
with nim, Ajb on a tim« he nunswprpd Demoeth^iKw, that 
jmyd unt£> hiiii : The jjcople, PhfKinn^ will kill tht-e one day, 
and if it take them in the headed. Y<^ thee, <|iioth he, 
if they be wi*c. Ajjaync, when Tolyeuctua Spheitiaii, in « 
hotte day per^wa^Ied the peopli; of Athcnii to make warre 
with king Philip, sweating, and with much a doc fdt'hm^ 
his brL<nth, beinf^ a fatte nmn, that he wa^ driven ofYentymeA 
to drinke water, to ende his oration: Surely aayd Ph^feioi], 
ye •ball doe marvelous *i*e!y, Ui rmke WAm* at sueh a luuiu 
notion. Why* what thmke ye will he do, when he hatli bb 
ctirnti and bin tflrj^t ii|>on him, and that the onmiits b^ 
ready to fight : that now in makirff an oration onely before 
you. whieb he Lalh studied lung lirfon', U almost stifled ? 
Another time also wh<!n Lyciiri^iis in hh oration hod openly 
re|;iruved him fur iimny ihings before IIm- people, and amonff 
the rest, for thnt Alexander dun i amid ing tvnne Citizens or 
AiheUH to do witli them what he Uioti;rhL ;coud, tlmt he had 
Goun^lled them to deliver them : I'hoeion anmwered him, I 
have oftentimes coimsclled thera for the best, but i\iry vfuuld 
never follow mv eounoell. lliere waa one Arehibiades at 
that time in Athens, that coimtcrlcAted the LaeeJirumuiftii, 
With ft marvelous long bwird, n bt'ggi'rly Hok^, and a sower 
looke. Phocion heiujf ehcekt one day before the peoplt^ 
appealed unto ArehibiatTes for n witne?, to t*onfimie that h» 
spake. But he nsiu^f up, eounaeJled the people contnmly^ 
to Batter them withalh Phocioii pereeivmg it, toote him 
bv the beard, and savd unto him: Alua Arehibiadw, why 
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diddnt Ummi not thi-n tlippr thy hnrd, ACfing thmi wnuldr«t 
OMdes flatter f There wiut mtothtT fcr^Ai plcndcr, onu Am- 
togjton, that id &IJ oMembliM of Uie cttie, did nothlxig but 
home «an«« coDtuioally in thcrr caj'o*- Aftcrvardcs wh^D 
Dwn wcrr to lie Icnvicii jutd muhU-n^l, lUid their ikanics eiitr^d 
thju should pw to th« vtatn^ : Aribtogitoo ouue halting into 
the market place with a atafic lu hia liamlt aad both hu 
kRgn bound up, to make the people beleeve \lw.t he wna 
tfcke &nd d-ineaKd- PhucitTri spying AiiaLogiLoti f«ure of, 
<TT«i out to (be Clrftrto that wrote the bills: Put in Aris- 
togiton, lamck And impiidcnt So thiU aftctit)^cs it ni«kc« 
Be mUK, hove, or Kht^nrfore so shiiqw and sei^en; h mttn («x 
bf thtM examples it appcanth hi^ vf^) could come to the 
ttunuunp of good. NotwithstiUidiEigi in \\\e ende 1 dmi it a 
hard thb^,lMJt not impoosibk-^ thai iv man should be like 
vine, botli ftnteeli- and «ruiq>c ttigethi'r : a^ th^tv art othent 
to the eootJwyt that at the fini Might, Mcmc vmj eurteous 
and gcnth- of conrcrmtionr aiLd n|H>n bilbY neciiuinlancr, 
prove <hiirlidw and do^^K^xi. It i& reported abo, that 
liypeTidta the Omtur uiiv day thituld w} lu ihv AUieiiiam : 
I pnir you (mjr Lonb) note mc not for my aharpcnos but 
comiJcr if mj^ khorpom lie without prciiL Ak who should 
Mjt men weru not troubU'iom, but for covetousne* oufly, 
and oa if tbc people did not rather fcoie and hate thenit 
that at faBoJcfKic and malice did abate urd Cfrntemne thair 
authority. Hiocion on Uwthcr ?idt, h« never did Citixcn 
hiirtf for any private malice be bare him: bt:t waii ever 
shofpc and cniclL to them, which were against any matter 
he pnrfi-rrvd for the beneBt of t)ye «iumrinn weajtk For in 
all other thini^ he shewed him self marvelous lowly and 
cuTtvrmi to rverv hndy^ Jirul irould hi< r^niilliiir with hiK 
adTftvuiett, and helne thi^m if they aanted^ or were otlier- 
wise ill dauurPT of ilisplviuurr willi tlir p^tnte. IliT^iuulcli oa 

hift friendc* trwrdbrc reproTtxl him on a time, when he spok^ 
in the lirhalfe of a ruiughty man, on oflcnder; O, atiya be, 
hoMMt men oeede no help^- An other time, Anatogiton 
the Sycophant* becuig clapped up in priban, ecnt uuto 
Phocion to pray him to comt; and ipcoke with him, aft«r he 
voi oKideoincd.

UaiideA all fllonci?frt the §ea coast, (which wtre frivndca and 
<x»nfcdcr/vta of tnc Atficiiinrs) fortirted their veM\ filled up 
thoir hiLvt-nrs, EUid brought their wivt.-i, sluvim, and catt*4l, 
and all Ibi-ir j^ooda into tiitir tonnes mid ciiirH. oa If tbty 
hftd hoJie enemies, find np<>n writp prooUimod. Contrarily 
&1KJ, if i'hocion had lit:n« Captcinc and goni^rall : they would 
send out their ^hip|>e4 to tlie sea to mevt^ him tarro of, 
crowned with ^rlondA in token of cookicon joy, ajid fto 
wiiuld hringc nim to (lidr dti***.

though ill wanv I kiaiw I shal euEiiimiund tliet^ and in peail» 
thou witt comamund me. But when the jieopJe would not 
harken to him* njid that Dr-mo* thence caried theni avav 
with hi* pcntwafiont, who couujteUed thtfm to tij^ht with 
kin^ PhiEip, OH faj-nr fruiu Attit^ aa the> c:utrhl : I pmy thft* 
fmnd, ouoth Phoclon unto him» tet xw not duputt where we 
thai! figntt but comider how wc slmJl overcome, iliv wliirh if 
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PUOCIUN wo OAH so brio^ to p&fisc, be eure v?e shall put Uie Vftn« 
&n¥ tiioLigh from u». For inon thai aw i»\eivoint\ lae f-ver 
in fcion; und daun)^, whrrcxncvvr they be, W'bcn the 
AthrnUns hiul Inst a Imtt^^U H^'o.mnt F^iUip. the aeditiouB 
Oratore tl^&t huiktixi aftt>r innovacioD, preferred ChEtridomiu 
to be chosen gtiieraJI of the Athcniwi*^ whrrrunpon, the 
Mftp^^trfl-tcs and Senatours bciiiff artViuJ, and t^iKing with 
thi-m all the C<)urt wid St-nfttc of the Arvopogits, lliov tuade 
sueh oameat siite to the i>eopIe> with the tean?9 in their ^y«> 
th*t ftt Iflat (but with much a doc) they oblcyncd, thftt the 
iiffiLfres of the vi\\& might l>e put into Phociout htuides and 
government. He thouf^ht good to accept tbe Artirlea and 
gfntlr condicions of ytence which Philip "ffpivd Ihrm. Rut 
ofttr Uiflt the Omtor Dcmades moved that the dtic of 
AllwiH would enter intii thtr eorTtiiioii Ireatii* of peHC»\ wid 
common assembly of the etntcfi of Gnccc, procurvd at king 
PhilipH revjuest: Phoriiui would not tmrt-v Ut U, untill they 
might understand wliat d^nmutida Philip would make at the 
aaiieiiihly of the GrHxri^Lih. Wht'ii his opinion thruu^^h the 
pervei^ncs of time eotild not be liked of them, nnd that he 
mw th<^ Athenians *oom^ nftcr re|i«ited thrm thai thry did 
not follows WiH coiiiL^eH, when they heftrd they bhoulil fiinn^h 
king Phihp with shippw *nci horsemen ; then he told their, 
Thf! fcMre whereof ye now eonipluine^ made me to withtlAiid 
thatt which now yc have conHonted unto. But aith«nc« it b 
no thftt v<iu hnvf nowr piwt yf»in" ennsjpnt*, vom miurt he eon- 
tented, ojid n^t Ijo di-ic^rrXiifed at it : rcmembring that your 
Airriee^tiirv in timeM {Hint have «onietyme eommaiinJed, atid 
other while ohpycd othem, nnd yft have so wiix-ly mid 
dtAcreelely ^veriii*d Xhvm stlviw :n both fortunes, th«t tbi-y 
have not onely saved their citie^ hut all Grn^ce besides. 
When newe* came of king Philips death, the people for j<iy 
would straight have made bfntlinu and Kacnfiee* to the 
goddea for tbe good newea ; but Phocion woubl not nuffer 
them, and sayd, that it waa a token of a hantr mtnde, to 
rtjoytx lit any mans death, and Ix-jtidefi that, the annie 
which overthrew von at Cbwronea. hath not yet lost but 
one man. AmJ when l>omostf»ene-s also would cummotily 
upeake ill of Alexandtrr^ nnd siicciallv when he wa** w ne<kre 
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llwlMia with hh anrae: rbodcm rvh^ned unto him thef« pHOCtOlt 
vtncs of Homer:

made gn^i accompt of hxau WbemxppoDt AiexAJidcr did Al«xNiJ<r 
DDt oncly give him aiidimcp, and graimt hin rrquwt, hut *?'*5Airi?^ 
further lolbwed hta cduqkIL For Phocioa pcr^wkded him, -^J ^hy"^ 
if he lOT«d quietriea, to loive warn: it he deurfd fame, phoovot 
tbcOf thti be tiKHikl makit wmc with the baxfaoroua people, mMam 
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PHOCi<M* but not with the Gncciftfi^ So I'hodon feeding Alcxfin(l<-n 
huniur with t^urh Uike jliuI diAcounir ju hcj thought wouM 
like him best: he ao aJtcr^d and softened Ali^xiuiili^ra div 
pcwitian, that when he went from him, he willed him that 
the AthcniJuiG should lookc to their alTnvre*, for if he t^hould 
ilvt^, he kiicrte no jicople ^tLer to CLmiinauiHl Iheo Uiev* 
JPurthcmioiv^ hicAU^e he would be better Acqujiintod with 
PHocion, ind nifi-ke hiin hn, fritiid : he mode uj much of 
him, thftt he more honored hitn, th^n fJJ the re^t of hJa 
fricnda. To this frtcct, Duris the historiographer writtth, 
thftt wheD Alexander wan growijn vtry grout, und h«d owr* 
conif^ kin;; Dariua: he l^rl out of nia letterH thU worde 
f.TiirriTi (to wU., joy, anc] hi'alth) which he ii*i*d cfinmonlj' 
in nJ] the letters he wrote, nnd would ro more honor any 
other with thai nuttier iif viJuLacioii^ hut Phu4.'lun, and AnU- 
patcT. Chiu'c^ iiIm> writcth th«^ 8nmc. And ther all doe 
eonfL-MT, thai, Alexrinder %t^nl PhiHuoii a greji.t gift out of 
Alio, of a hundred silver talents, Tbia monev bein^ brou^H^t 
to Athens, rhix^ioii aakixi them that biought It. why AwX' 
andcr |*avQ him euch a great reward, Above all the othor 
Citizens of Athens. DicaUAc, aayil tlicv, he onely cslmm-tJi 
tbi?e to 1m a good, and hoiievt man, Fhocion rvpEi<x3 Afn^ine, 
l^ea let him give Die leave to he what I (iceine» aiid am, 
whilect I live. Thtz Mc»«enuers would not to Imve him, but 
followed him home to hiB houfte^ where tl)ey aaw his great 
husbandries mid tbriftinear For tb(?y f^iird hiK wife her M*)fe 
baking, and he him Hclfb dtcwc water before thc-m, out of 
the well, in wa^h hJH feete. But then lliev were more 
canienlly in hand with him thnn before, nno prayed him 
to tftkr the kingii prrteutf nml wrre ofll^iuiii] wilJt him, tmy* 
ing it wiu( a ehaitie for AJexandera friend to live »o miaerablr 
and U^f^gerly a» he did. Then Phocion nerins a jMiorf old 
man goe by, in a threedc bare gowne, asked tnem, whether 
they thought hiin worn- Uien he ? No, God forbid, ctutlrvwered 
they a^ftine. Then replied be lu^aine. Ho liven with Icne then 
1 do, and yet is contented, and hath i-nnugh. To be short, 
iiaid he» if'l should take this Hurnme of mouey and occupv it 
not, it ift AA much aa I bad it not: on thother aide, tf I 
occupy it, I kHaII make all the eitic «pealic ill of the king 
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tatd mc butL So Ibu grrat prtsctit wtu Mrut baclt- from PilOClON 

Athens ^hvrcbjr ho iJicvcd the Cincduiut, thut he wila richt^r 

Uiat ncxxlcd not nucli goMc Ciad silver, tlum he tlinl pt\t iL 

him. But when Akiaitd«r wrot* A^ne imtn rhorinn, thjit 

he did not reckon thrm hifl fricndcs thnt would taltc notliing 

of iiim : I'huciuu uutwitliaUmditig auuld ital tiikt' tht' tnoiii^yf 

but ontly request^ liim for lib sakt', that lie would act thf»c 

rai^at li™Ttii»,whfch wpivkrnt prii^nriTiiti tlirp.itirnf Sfljdis 

far ocrU'inc ncciuation^ laydc 4igaiiLnt them : bchccmbdcs 

the Rh4^UiriciHJi« AtliifEimloni-i bonie in (lie citie uf IiiibruH, 

mid two CoriiilhiAn?>, DcirmratuF^ and S|iarti^f!- Alexander 

prcM^ntly «1 tin^m nl liberlir, juid sivnL CmLi^UK into 

^Uc«dout com uiaiuMliii^ liim to ^ve Phocion tht' choyoe of 

ooe uf tUcMT foiitv cilicB uf Asia, which he Itkui Wt ; Cioa, 

Gcaqgitho, Myliusifi, Eiea : sending him wortic, that he would 

be mudi mute ttngner with him now, if he did rrfuAe ttua 

offer, then he was at the 6i?t, But I'hodou would nevor 

iMXiept Miy one of Ihcm : and Alrx^nder nhortly nfter (iycsd, 

Pliccions hou»e U mm^Iio yet »t tliin <\±y in th^ villAfie of Phufrmiu 

Mclita, ftcl forth with platen of copper, but utlicrwiftc'vtry hoiiMWid 

moiino, and without ctiriositie. For hi* wive* he mafyed, 

thrrc i* no mention tnndc of the ftn^ wvinf: thai Ccphino- 

dottft tlte image miv4-r vtts \wt bn>tlier.

The ptopk hcarinjE his 
wordes, filled fiJl the Tli^ter witb jr>yc and clapping of 
handed The »mc Lfldjc, when a ccrtmcc gcnllc^omnn of 
lonin enme to Athon^ to «ee her, ajid vhou'tisi her ftll her 
riclie jeH^clt» and pnx:ioLiB itonce «hc liAd : tht fiuiiswcrcd hor 
nffayn('. All my nches nnd jewi^lls, Is tny hiistmnd rhoi-ion, 
who these t*entv ycntcs logothtr, halb contitiuollv l>ecue 
^howii^ner^l fur the Athenians, rhoduiisnuimt uOliiig his 
father on a t^mcthat he Wfw d^^irous to contend ^th other 
j^inuij^nif-n for Uu^ vietnricjwhonhcjLildruntiiiiglimLli-Ajitout, 
und i^ite appi' a^^ayne into the charretts or coche«, mniundf 
tlidi full coLii«c» at the fi^alltc« raiiatheiiiva at Athens: hu 
father wixs contrnttxl he ihuulde, nut that he w^ dedroui 
hih Hoimc ahouldL- ha%t' Uie honor of Uic vjvtorie. but hjcausc 
by this hoj>cst exercise he Khnuld growe to better manner, 
for that he wa-t a diwoUjle youngc mnn, ntid much given to 
wiue. Yet ht wanne the victorie at that tyme^ and there 
were <(iver» of hiii fathers fnendcs, tliat proved him to doc 
thi-m thpit honour, thnt thry might kov|if tlie (vAnt «f thU 
viclorie in their housea.

Mid BLij>erfluous IhJTigt^ prt^i&red, he 
founa pafeing hathea of wine and aweete mieUinf; apices to 
wariic Ihe fet-te of the byddeii gue*te* a* tlipy cpttnc to tJic 
frruit : u-htreujtpon he eailed hi^ senne to him, and ajiked 
him, Howe tanst thou abydt" Thocu^. that our friend sJiould 
thim diK^rnee thy victorie with cK'.'eMe f HiJt bieAij«e h* 
would vt^ithdrawc hii Hinnt- from thnt liecjttioLif life, he 
brought him to Sparta, and placed him there anionge yourw 
boycJi Ijrought uppc after the Laconian diseiphne. The 
AtheTitarm werf iiuich oltl^iided at it, to wi- tluit Phocion did 
Bo inuoh dtopisc inn owric contne mauntx and fu*-iunfi. Alao 
whi-n l)<-m^uK*s tJu* ()iTt|j>r our t\nyv jmyde imto PhooioTi : 
Why due wo not ptTSwade the Atni^nianji to hvc after the 
LaLXfuian iiiaTinLi ? As for uit (jiayde he) if Uiou wilt inakr 
one to sette it forwarde : I am ready to be the find nun to 
mcive the matter. In ileede, fjuoth IHiocion, thou art r 
meete man to itctswadc the Atheulanx to live Laconiaa like, 
90 
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in commoQ togiethcr at tlieir tncolc^tBiid to pra^Ac Lycur^UA PHOCION 
vtnd^ht lAwe; that ftTt thy *e\fc commonly so perfumed, and 
fine III thy n|)parel]. AiicvLfar lytiir whei; Alexuiiilcr ttmtc 
letters unto Alhn^ to ^ondc* him acme ^hippes Aftd thnt Hit 
Ontton pcrswadwl them Dot to pTflimt hiui* the people called 
uppon i'hocion cWi^fJv to iavp hi* opinion; then rhtwion 
toQc tht-m pUindy. Mc Uuukes yc mtwt eytlicr make your 
(elTCT the strong^ id wjhtct, or beeing th<* weaker, pmciirc 
to he friendes imto the Ktrongi^r fythin** n ncwcomc 
Orati^r, IhtIfi^ full of t^mgiiL', luiil hiipudt-nt, wmild »tiU 
make one to apci^e in evcr^ matter: trhercfore Phucion 
nayde nnto him, fiooil ^jodik*, will Um ntue^ never k-avf 
bulling? And vrh^^n HArpalus kinji Alexanders Lieuc- Fhocion 
tenant of Uic prtjvinie of Tlnbylon, fiedde nut of Ania, and ^p'piMth 
o«une to Attiea with a great*' «ninme of golde and AiLvcr: "•T**""* 
straight these iii<*ri tl^nt Milde tlieir UmgucK to tJic people for 
mone)-, flocked about hiin like a sj^ht of swallowe*^ And 
he stueke not to gUc every one of them a peeec of money tti 
baste them with : for it wfu: a triHe to him, eonsiderin^ the 
grent summi.^ of money be brought But to Phtx-ion him 
ielfe, he tent unto him B^ven hundred talent*, and offered 
him Bclfe and all that he had into hu h&nde« of tru^t But 
Phorion gave him a Eharpe aunsvrcr, and loldp himj that he 
wouJdfi make him repent it* if he eorrupted the eitie of 
Atkem in that manner So HnrpafiH h*>etng amated therts 
with, left him at that tyme, and wont unto them that ha<I 
inkeu money of him, Riil shnrlly uTivT^ wht-u ihe ALhciii/iiw 
flAte in coun^cU about hifii, be peroci^H!d that thoH- which bad 
taken hi>i money, were nhirmke from him, and that they did 
aoeuAC him, where they ahmild have ejceused hiin^ to blecre 
tlw world, Uiat men iJioidd nut bUHperLcr Lheui tliey had 
b^Mie Gormpted : and that PhoeJon on thother Kid? whieh 
had ri^fiiwi! ni,^ mnncv, having rc&peft to the common wraltli, 
bod aUo somi' rt-'^rdLX to s&\e hli life: he once more at- 
1«rmpt<xi all tlie way» be could to vynne liim, llowbcit be 
found him ko coniitant^ that, no monev eould <'Hry the man. 
Then Horpalux, falling in friendahippc with Charidcs(Pbo* 
eion«k «onne In lawe) be made him to he ill ipoken of, and 
mil} suspected, bicau&c mca sawc that he trusted lum in 
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PHOCION M tbkiff^i, and employed him in n]] hU ftfla^r^*. Ae, ia 
commituiiK to his bust tbc making or A sumpUioos tombe 
for "P)'thniii(-i^, tbf fntncfiii; Cnrtit^m Uint wn* dcnd*', wluwn h* 
|ovcd« nml by wlidmi; he Kutl a nn-u^hlrr: Uie tnkiriK apon 
hiiTi whereof H'ftj* ro 1p^*<> th^tme unto ChariH*-*, thm thp 
finishing thereof wa.^ disgnwc iinti him. This tombp u 
«wDi< utilo tliifi dnyt" in a plaw calktl Hpnuiuni. in the liie 
wayc Crom Atbcnfl'to Elouam : tho worWmanshippo thereof 
being nnthiiic like ncarr the chargi^ ttf t.hirlie talcnbi, which 
WHS reported to hec jfivcn hv HnrpnUw unto ("hariclcs for 
the rii]i?ihiix>c of llic Karm'^ Frirtm-nitort', after Harpulua 
ddftthy Cliflriden find PhocJon tcnike hii Dauj^^t^, ajid 
CArefully broucht her nppr. Afirrwarciir* nUo, Chariclcs 
keeing ftccust«r for the raont-y lie had taken of Harpalu^ 
he bcfeou^t hh father in lAtfe Phoci^Ki, to helpe to etaae 
him in his judj^m^nt- But rhoHno flatly d«iiv^ him, 
and Miyde: Chancles, I tookc thcc for my sonnc in lawt-, 
in all lionest and just ctUinCH onely. Furtbi^nnorv, uben 
AficlcpiAdt-B, thr Kiiinc of Hipparchu^. brou^lit thtr tint 
nt'Kn of the deathe of Kingc Alexander, Dcmad^ tho 
Orator wpuldt not btW-Tt him: For, saydc he, if il were 
true, all the eartlie wnuhie Hniell of the aa^'our of hi^ eor«^. 
Phocion then perceyving the people begvuinc to bcc highc 
minded, ajid sought iniaivacii}'! : nr went aliiiut 1o hrydl<" 
and paciHe them. But when miuiy of the Oraton ji^tte uppe 
lo thi" pulpille fnr orationx, arwl crywJ out, tliat A^cTefnaiW 
nvwvv wero true nf Alu-'Xandc-tH dcalhi.': Well then, c^uotli 
IIkkioh, if it hee tme to dayc, il sJiall be true aU> to 
morrowe, and the ncKt day after. And thervfore my 
Maiatcn^ bcc not too haji|y, but thinkc of it at Ix^tcr 
leisure, and nette your atmyrev at a sirre ttaye. Whoii 
Lcosthnir« aUo by bia practi^ had brought the citie of 
Athfnft into the warre tailed the Gn-eko* warn*, and in 
bkonie aaked Phocion, that was <iftVnded at it, wimt jjood he 
hrtd done tn thr mmmon wealth an many yearvi toj^hn* 
n^ hv had bci:ni; Gencrall over the AtnL^nianA: I'hocioa 
auiiHMered hiai. No HniaJl j^id, tmydv lir, for aJl my <*onl.ryif 
men have beenc buryi^J at homo in their owne ffraTf*, 
Another tymc Leoathencs upt-idting prgwdcLjr imd indolently

Tlieri Hvp^fJet 
rvin^ uppe. asked P hoi ion : Wlien wilt thou Ihoii ooun»eiJ 
the Athemuns to make vnrte ^ When l shnll see ymin^ men, 
mydc he, not forwikc their r»ticka, riche men liberall. And 
Ormton \f*yv to robbe tlie ('omnioti w<mlth- When tho 
Athcnittu wondrcd to »c suchc a goixUv ^reatc armic m 
IiBOfllllilW* ImcI Imvii^ r luid thnt they A^Ved Phooirkn howi? 
he !yfc«! it : A poodly nrmir* quolh he, for a fiiHongc, hut 1 
ff^rt their n-tiirfif, and thf roiilirmrtiice of thin wnm-: for I 
doc not 9ce the citio able to make any more money, nor moc 
■hipmH, Ticythrr v^t any inoc souliliers than fhew. Thp 
which proved true, da it fell out nfterwardes. Pot at the 
fir^l, IjK«thene« ^\t\ nntahle ejiployls. He overeame Lhe 
Brrotians in hnttell, and <lravo AntSpater into the citio of 
T.fii]iU : the whirh did put the AthemLUis In suclii' ii hopr 
aitLl julitii-, thut thi'y made continual fi^o^tei and EUcriliotfl 
Ihroiiifh tlie dtie, to tfaankir the ^^od* for the^ good Dewea. 
And there w^re eome amonpe them, that to take Phocion in 
a tiippr, asked htm if hr did not wi«h that he had dmir iJl 
tho«v things > Ye« in diH^de. auntrwered he^ I would I liad 
doEK' them, but yvi T would uot h&w givtrn Uie couiiae] to 
have done them. Another tytnp alao when letlers eame, 
dayiy, one afltr an otljt-r. hriiiging gVM>d nt-wcn, (lood ffotist, 
Bayde he, wlwn thai! we leave to overcome? When Leo- 
stbcDes was dcade in this voyoj^e, they that feared I'liocion 
Aoulde hiM* appnynted CaptAvrii^ in hut plftx'e, and that hc^ 
wmddc pncifif lie warre: dill thruat in a man of meane 
hKrior^ anil uitknowi^M, thttl savde in the Affemblii\ he woa 
Phocions friendp and schoolcfetlowe, nnd therefniv hmooffht 
the pe«ii*h^ that Lhtry woidi If spare Pli*H-irirL hifaurt- they hiut 
not suene another man oa he, and that they woidde make 
AntiphihiH Gi'nrndl of their amiSe. Tlte j)eople were con* 
teritcd vjthalL But then Phocion stoode uppe, and uiyde, 
it this man waa ne^er ^chollrr with him, nevther did he 
knowc him hefore that tyme : But nowe wtyde ho, Irom 
benodbfth I wilt t^dcc thcc for my fnmde, for thou hast 
^veo the peopW the btvt wunBell lor mv, Tliv people not- 
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withHUnding cictermitin^ lo itiftkc wwre with llie Doeotiftiti, 
Ffiocion &paMc oj^ayn^t it all he coulcle. Thereuppon, his 
iHcrnlw buldiit^ iilm bew&i'e of sm^v iipeecbes: hoyie he f}id 
offends the people, leant they killed him : he atinsvi-rifd 
Ihcm, TTity shafl wrnngcfully put mc to dt^th^ ("juotli Lc, 

rakine for the benefittf of my (-'ontryc, but othcrwit^ thoy 
II have rcflMJij to dot? it* if I ftpcakt lo tK^ coulrnrje. 
But when he sawe nothing woiildo pAcilie them, and that 
tbcy went m\ stiU with their intent; then he commaundcd 
the Hemwhlc- to pmolayiiie hy Mowiide of LramjH-t, that all 
Citiwiis from fourtccnc yean:* to tlirco fti'.oa\ ahle to cAry 
wmpon, should prpsfiitly iifipoci hrrnkiu^ up of thfl-w^emblVi 
armc them sdi'cs, and foliowc him with live <Uyc* provision 
fur vittellH. Then was Ihere greftle sturre amoDge them 
in the citie, and the olde men eanic AJid cornplayiied unto 
htm for hia over stniigLt coinmaundrmcnt. He toldr them 
a^yni\ J doe you no wrojigi- : for I am foure skore my etelfi;, 
aiid yet will goe with you. By thia intones lie iJatilied UiL-m 
at that tyine, and cjiienehed their fond deeire of watre. But 
whtTi all tJie i^Q eoH^t was full of soutdlera, both of th« 
Mfievdonians, aiid other Btrauiiffers wliicb wens ledde by 
IMictoii thfir Capt/uae, that landed in tlic tcrritoric of the 
viltai^ IthAoinus, and Rpoyled the enntry thereaboutefi: thvn 
rbodon ledde the Athentans thither. But when he wa« 
ttiere, divem taking upan them the otTice of a Lieuetenaut, 
and going about to council him, some to lodge hi« cainpe 
upon sncn a hill, ami others to st^rul his horsemen to sucii m 
plaee, nnd otliers to campc here : O Herculofli tiuoth hc« bow 
many Ctantaineiii doe I «et^, and how fewe suutdi^i^l Aft^T* 
wanL^ when he hod set hia footemcn in battdl r&yc, thcr« 
vai one amonge them that Ie1\ hi*i raiicke, tuid Ateu|M.'d out 
before them all. Tlicrcnppon onv* of hig enemies also made 
tiiwnrd(<s hini, to fight wilh htm : but the ALheniiuiH hart 
failed him^ avid he went haoke a^iiie to hiH plaee. Then 
aay<l Phocion unto him : Art thou not asbamca youii^ li>wt<? 
to have forsaken tfiy roneke twiw f the one where thy 
Caobune hod plaeed thet. atid the other in tlie which tliou 
haade^t ptoeea thy wlf^ So Phocion giving ehar^ apon 
the i^eraic^, he overthrew them, and atuc Micioa tock 
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CA|>Uine, widi ilivt^ri uUit^n. FiirLtitrniure, lUt nrmir of PKOTION 
tbo Grvcion^ beini; at that timo in Thce^y, vr&iui« a battctl 
nciiitisit AtttirKiUT, nnd Lroii^ihj%, t,Kjit> joyru^l witVi him with 
tlio ^lacvdonUru «hith bt- hud brought out of Asia ; where 
Lroikatm wu slauik- iji Ibi' Mil, ^Viitiphiliis bceing gL-nci-All 
of tbc fcwtcnm, &n^ M^ntin Thrs^aliAdj Colooeli of thir 
hoRic^ricn. Shnrtly nftcr, Cratcnui camming out <>f Aiiia Tlic Grvciui* 
into Europe with a gwal armi*. Ihey fought a battelJ hy the oYtKomwi by 
dtic of CnuioD, wbcrf the Gncciora were overthrowcn ; yet ^'^'^P***'' 
WAi not thp oivrihrow*" imr Kbinghtrr gr^ate, although it 
onne through tbo diDobedtciio-- of tht souldit-rs to Uitir 
CaptainM, which wen< htit v^>Jiij^ nuii^ ami kiieii them iiv^r 
gently. Moreover, when AntipatxTT pmctiw^ to maker thtrir 
dtin revolt, thcj bi'trajef! them, wiJ shaimfully fdnuioke 
to dcfimd thoir commoEi libcrtic: wber<-iippon Autipattfr 
ninrchcd forlJlwith wil.b hin nnnii^ to tlic utiv iif AUicTW. 
iX'nkOHtbciivti arid Hv'poridt*.< uiidtntatidin^ that, fonrooke 
the ci tic.

Antipatrr, with fldl commieaion and anthoritie to treate 
with him nf peace. The people feanng to pot to any niatu 
Injflt Uiii nbiuluU- ntiLhiiritk' t4> Inntt' of lu'nce : iWy called 
for I'hocioi], feaviiij;. that he onely waa to be trunted with the 
aiiibfiMwdcH I'hcn I'hocioii >kiij).«wered tlit^ni: If yoti had 
hdcvied my fonncr counsel Is I alwaie* gave you, nuch weighty 
iiutt^ra ttb<ndd not ilow hnve Lruublt^cl votj at nil. So the 
d<«rce h&n^ coi>firnic*d by the people, Phocioii was aent Itodua Am- 
Ambiuwulor onto Antipatfr, that kye tbf-n in the caMtrll of *»™Mlor auto 
CadniCA, being ready at that time to invatle tlie contryc of Autipaur. 
AtUca, l"hociou rirat re^^uc^ted liiin, tliat before he mrn^ved 
lium thence, he would make pcaCE- with the Athenians. 
Craterus presently aun^wered him : Phocion, thy request is 
unrvaAonaole, that lying here wenkould eateout ourfriendei, 
and destroy their coatry : whoj wc may Live of our eiie[iite», 
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niOCION njul cmiclic- our r<clvc« vitb their fcpoylc. Hut Antip&ter 
lnLinK CmltrtiA hy lli^ Imiid^ toldc liin: : W^ tiiiiat n«rdL-8 
doe i hociou thi» plcoaiirc. And for the rcsti touchittf; tho 
vnpiUAwiau* of jicAn', hr willtxl thitt thfr Athi^nijui^ iiluiuld 
bi-nd tliL-iii a bliuicke, and n-ferrf the ooadicioru of peace 
ujaLu IhcLu -. Iiki- oa Lo him tiA(e bfiiig beatH^xl iu Uic cUic 
of l-ftmi(ij hjid tiYi^nvd all ciipitularions mid artick'* of pciwx.\ 
uiiU> Uic diacnaaiou uf Leoftlhenca iSwii gcncralL So whirn 
Phocion wsA come backc to Athens, the Atht:iiUnJ^ ftcein 
there Wfu no rcmcdic, were compelled to be u>ntcnti;d wit 
HUch offer of pea<!e,a4tbc ciK'uiic^ made tht'm. Then l^ocion 
waA aciit bftt^k Hi^nc to AnltpntiT at nicbca, witJi other 
Auihft*Jindorft joyiK^ in cummJwmi with him: Hmnnip-st 
whom (ilcic), wd.n that fjimourt I'hilixmphcr Xcnncratc-L The 
X3iioor»t<B i^tinuiLioti of bin vtrNit.' wa» ho ^rt^iL vtitli nil rni-ii, that it 
authoritio. wrw thought th<-rc was do liviDg ih&d oo prowd, cruel, dw* 
ilAiiirnl, iir hii?(l)' i>r iiAtiire^ hut that \hc untly biakc uf 
Xcnocratet would mjftcn and i^unlifie him, aiid make bim to 
rtvi'rmiix" hJui, But jtl witli Antipattr it tvW out L-iwilxarjr, 
by hift |wrvcrec D&turc, which h»tcd fUl vcrtuc: for he im- 
Xf^niM^rKiva bniml fill tlii; rcttf uid uouid not onec Mihitc Xt:nocrutcn. 
fItwpiHd nf Wlit'Ti-iippoD, M>i»e Bay, that Xenocmtt^ B»ild then: Anti* 
AatlpMor- patLT dotli well to la; ashaiued, to wc iul' a wituea of the 
diMTLrtcsic and cvill ho mcancth unto th^ AthvnmnA. So 
when Xcnocratci bt^&nnc t» ipciikc, Antipatcr would not 
ftbide to heare him, but iuteiTupti?d him, and chockod him, 
«nd in thccndceomiLAundcd hitii toholdc hi» pence, VVhei» 
l*boeion bul 5|>ok('ii, Antiprit^T JLunswrPrd tlunn : that ho 
would make pcfu.^ with the Atheuiaua, no ihi-y dchvcrvd him 
1 ]rmn*ithenes and Hyppiiden ■ thnt they lihould kci*pc* iJiiir 
iLunutent lawe^ und government, that they tibould receive a 
f^arrimik inio the hnven ofMimychuif that they bliuuld defray 
the ehap^s of this warre, and also pay© a muiw>mc bcinde*. 
All the other Ambassadors hut Xeoix:rut<^ witlingLy oceeifted 
theM,- coiidieioiui of pet^v^ tut very rt-'iLsonahlc ami favoufabte ; 
but be baydi^ lliat for ftlavna, Aiitljiater did huuitle tbcan 
fnvorabiy : but for free men, he delt Um hardly with tbcm. 
Then Phocion besought him that he would yet release LheiB 
of theh' ^rriaotu But Autiputc-r (as It u e&ydo) aunaweml

koumt uuiii. Biid P)i<pcio]i.') fnE.'iid> Thia L'uiuiiiAtiii dement U> 
rpccive the ^nHaon within th<* hfivc-n nf Mutiichva, wa* found 
rerr vtotelv- and done by AiitipAter, rather of a voine glory 
to boajrit of hi* power! then for any profit eould otherwlt^ 
come of it» For not loiiij after, ob that day wlicn he tooke 
poMewfi^n of thr* castH!, he fiirth*>r increAsed their j^ri^fe : 
bicAiJAc the gnrriBon tiilred the t^^cnhy d«v of H^cdromion 
(to wft, the 1111 me th of Aogi]%t)o[i the which the feant dav nf 
their mifittrioft waa celebrated, at wbftt liinc thi>y make their 
mrxnaitin ea)lrd InrrhiWi, fmm the eitte nf Athrnii, iintx> 
l^custn. Therefore the aoleninitie of this holy feaat beeing 
thiu urnfu»ed, iitaiiy be^^iue to consider, that in olde tyiue 
whcr their Renlmc did flonnshi*^ there were heiuvl nnd wcne 
Toycct and image* of the g(iddt.-:» on tJuit day, whidi ninde 
th^ «iivmie« both afnu'd^ Ami amazed : and now« in contrary 
maimer, in the very Aclfe same ^olcmnitic of the gods, they 
■■we the grvatect calamUit* that could have happened unto 
Gt*re, And the holital feaat *hich waa kept all the ycre 
through before, hecame tb^n too prophaiietl with the titl^ 
of the greatest mHf4>rtune and event, that evLT happened 
unlotheGrtPcians whMi waa. the losae of their libertie. For

Tht-ii 
niftny men Ije^^dnne ti> say fts uiueh, when thi\v rvmenibrtd 
thv noble uiiiidfjt of tboae two ^iL-at IViuoea, howr rii(*npifu]l 
they were to mrdon in their nngcr, forgetting thur d»- 
pleuuic ; not like Antipttler, who craftily clokcd hia tyr&R* 
nicoll power which he usurped^ by beeing familUcr, going 
.^implelv ttpparelled, ftud fnring meancly : and yel ^hoYial 
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him itflfe notwithsUiuUne & more crucU Lordc Ami tyrant P]lQCIO?f 
tinto tli^m vhnme ht^ hiuT nvi^rcome. Net-erih^lfs, PhociAn 
obt&^ed of him the restoring agaync of dt«'crs men* whomo 
lie had baniih^d : And thoto whoiiie \w cojlde not gette ia

And when Menytlu^ lirul k'iiI PEiocion niou«*y. he niJide Intti Phorlon 
ntin^wtr: thftl Meti\'lhis was no ijji^ftter Lorde then Alexander "ftiwtb 
hnd l>eene, nevthtr lubi he nt tliftt tyuje any grenter occAjtion jJ^J 
to TOceyve his present, then wbtm he liaJ ri-fu*ed Kiii|t 
Aicxanden g>'fte. Mciiyllus rtplyiiig agavne, savdt: that 
if be had no n^ede of tt for him »^lfp,yet he mig'ht let hfA 
xmne Phocu-i have it But Phocion aumwereil : If my -Hotine 
Phociis wiU leave tiik riAUjOEhtye L^fe, and become nn honest 
mnjifc that nhich I wilJ h^ove him, shrtll serve hU hime very 
well r hut if if hpv %o timt he u-ill utill h*>Uie on the eoiine 
he bath laken, there is no richer then that tan «uilicv hira.

For, a Jp^'ive kieein^ ehjuIl' nt Atht-'iu. cum* 
maunditig that nostmun^r. uppun fcrrfj:'yturc of a thowujid

be had wot unto Antrgnniiii in AKia, willinif bi'm to eome in

Now AiitiixtLcr iK^furc his death, 
bnd ^HtAbli^hKi Polyp^rchnn General of the ftrmic of the Toh-'nfr.'Ron 
Jhbccdoniuit, and CyuMn'Jrr hin !<onno> oTtly C*Moiw11 of a 
llwwButd foot«iDen. He iiotwithftUuiUing, Hfter hi<i tatLvn 
dcco^K, t&kiii^ upon him tho j^vcmiii^iit of the tx^almc^ 
■c!nt NioiiJnr with &|xvde to fiuut^oodc Mi-nilhu in the (.dp- 
tftiDMlup of tbc gnmoon of Athena, before hta death should 
be reve&led, »iinmauiidin[^ hiiu Hrtt in any C8£e« l(> take 
tbo cttAt<?ll of Munychiar which he did.

But 
Hiocioti regarded not thin AceuAation, hut fcti in ft^nuaint- 
once not withstanding with Niuuuir; wlu>ui h<- hanuleil ao 
vitely, that he nuftdi' hin) not only frendly unto the Ath«aiuU| 
but lurthL-ruiore perswaided him to be at some chftfgie to gcvit 
the people the pojrUmr of eomniou pUyes, wJiicli he mativ to 
be done At his coat. In the nicanc Ume, I'olyfx^rchon. who 
hid the government of the kingu person, mrnning to ^jc*ve 
ClWAader a danipant and blurt, he jvjit letten pnttentev 
itnto the people* at Atlieies doclann^ licw the young king 
did re«4ore unto thcni their popular fttatc ftg«inc, and com- 
niAUrid<>d thnt all the* AtheniunK fthinild ivw tlu-lr fiirnH-r 
ftUDcitsit lawen of their citie. This was a wile and emftie 
feti!he against I'hixii^iL For Polypenhoii deviMiig this 
practise to ^t the city of Athcnji into hiii hands (lu it fo) 
out nflcrwarax by proofe) hod no liope t<i ot>tAine hiit pur- 
pose, nnleu he found meauea first to banish rhooion : and

]nhahitajit£ within the prtvinet of the haven ; he would iwver 
hcarc of it, and muche Icwc beleve it* Furtht-rmore, when 
I^ilomeder^ Xxniniiati muA*^ a niotior^ Uiiit the Athcntoiit 
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iboulil prrpoiv \a W m rauiirm to wiiilr njxm tlii-ir C4|ibuDt^ 
Fbodoc, to do M h« tfomm&uudvd th«rm : be tnad« no Aocio\mt 
of it, untill lie ^*r NJciinor nvne out with hia touldJen from 
the fort of Mimvchi.^, nnd thnt ho bogvin^ to cMt trnichcA 
to €Ofii|:AK>r in l}ir hntm of PiriuiL Hiit thefts irlir'n Pliorifln 
tlioiijtiit to lead out Uio pcook to privetit Kbn: he found 
thev Ditititml a^[]at hinit tuM no lhau woiiUl oWjr his ajta- 
QMUDdonumt- In the nu^oro time, Alcxftuder the $eamp of 
Poliqirrciioii ca^ic wiUi ili) ftnnir, jxrtriidiiig to aide thma of 
th^ citie Ag&iiut Nicuior, where in deedc he nieiU (if h<» 
could) to frt the rot of the citv into hi^ hand^, th«ii 
apecUllv, u'hCTi tbiry *crt in gpcattut brotic onu againiit an 
olbcr. and the rather, bicauae the t^dniJ^hnl mtn cntrvd hand 
orrr brad with him, uid divpm Ktrmmgem aIw, und other 
d^AuDcd mco : >o thftt there va» a confuitcd couttvcl mkl 
niMiiiliIji of Onifiigu1bvni[ii kept tvilhin the dtie, witlunit 
4IIJ onuT, in the vbifh Fhooion was dcprivtxl of his office of 
(■rarndli Jind othrrt wrn- Jiluj chnvn CAptftiiies id bix plnn*. 
And hod thev not avcnv tbia Atcvindcr tftlking alone with 
Nrainiir, ftiid iHuniiiig ituuir linit^t Iianl t^ the widbs of tlir 
dtic, which made the Athenians afTnijed and mibtmatfull: 
tbej hid never <«>■«! it fnxn tnknig^ At tbut time ITiocion 
wajc prvsM-ntly aceuMxJ of trvaiion by the Orator Af^on^da : 
tlic wliicb CidHn>edoii aad Peri^rlis fc^ng, ^ot them out of 
the citi* betiin««. And I'hocion rUo with htA fmidn that 
wcrrnot Bed, went unto PoljmerchoB : with whom alao Solon 
P1at«iAn, &ud DiniLrvhub Coruitkiui, went for eoinpany, who 
thought to have found frendchippe And faniiliarity with 
PoirpfTvhon, Howb«t Dinarchiu falling laekp by tw way^ 
in tbe dtie of EUtJAf they stayed there many dayc% hoping 
nf bi*i rpcovcri*'. But in tJi*» mcfuir tim*>. th*- jw>ple at the 
pcmrjuion of the Urntor Agnonide», and at the rcqiK^t of 
An^hestnitui, stablisbed a decree, to seude AiubniHuiun tinto 
Folyporcbon^ to aecu^e Pboeion : mMiDUeh ft* both parties 
inrt at onr frtfe time, and found hiin in the ticKI with the 
kJnjr about a vilbgc of the contne of Phodde,aLl1ed Pharynfc^ 
flUj|dicif( at the fuote of the niountftioe Acrurioii, wbidi titer 
■ufTuma ftUo G«i&t»Q. Thccv Polyperehon comnkftunded a 
doth of gotd to be M up, and cau^ the kiag to be not 
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under thi* KATre, and all hb chiefe^t freitdes About him. Bat 
to Ijpgintit niUmLK ii^ made DiJian^huB to htr. livken, txtid 
ootuiiiitundecl them to piit him to d^ftth al^er they h&d 
liim : tlii'ii he willed th« Athf-nions to tt]\ nliat they h^d to' 
iiftV. Then they be^^aruio to quurrvll, mtid to be lowdc oi» 
with an other, ftccusirig one an other in the presence of Uw 
klfiff ftnd his counsell '. i.intill A^nonidcfl «t Jenf^h stemved 
forth, nnd sayd : My Lordcnof Mfic^don, put u* lii m pn»on, 
nnd th^n send uh boiimt haiiden antl ff^ti* to AlhnM, to gt*v« 
occompt of our doiii^'^. The king laughed to heare liitii 
My flo. BiTt the nohh- men of Mjiredon that were pmvnt 
thcTij And divers slrauniters besides to hcare their oomptuntA ; 
miult' vi^nc to the A iiiHa&?i&dora to utter their AccuNHliomi 
before ^c kin^, rather then to referre them to the heArinj; 
of the ikTople at Atheua. IIciwl>cit both part.ic^ had not 
ftlikeimiifftront htttriiif^: for Polypen'hon checked up i'hocicm 
ofLenttnieh, and did ^tilJ cut of lii^ tale. a« he thought to 
purf^ him selfe : inHomuph m in anger, he bet his -itaffe he 
nmi in hiA hand a^flinst the ground, nitd commaunded him 
at lenjzth to bi>ld hi* pi^aee, and to ^jet him thezioe. And 
vrh^i lEcgeinou also told PoLypcrchon« that he him frlfe 
eodid beat witDesse, howe Phitcion had alwAyos faithfullv 
srrvedand lovtd the pe<>ple; he anicrilvaunawered him. Come 
not hether tn lye falnply upon me, in the prv*<>nee of tlje 
king. Therewith thi- kin^ rr«c out of hi» scate, and tooke a 
upiiuv lit hw )iand« thinking to have killetl He^nion : bad 
not PolypLTL-hon sodainlv cinhraeed liim behJndc, ajid stayed 
him. So thi.' counB^ll row, and brnke up, but pnesentljr 
I'bocion vas nj>prehended» and tliey th^t ^toode by him, 
Certainc^ of hlb trends tieeiii^ thut, whiiJi Htuode furtiier of, 
muffeled their fnc^x, nnd Btrdfrht conveyed th#m lelves ftiray. 
TliL* rest were sent priiviHitra to Athnis by Clitus, not w» 
mtiehe to havo their eai^ise^ heard there, as to have them 
executed for condemned men- F^J^the^no^e, tlie manaer of 
the earying of them to Athens was shamefull. For thcjr we» 
Cfiried ufwn eart^w Jhnmgh the great streete^Ceramrcum, unto 
the Thpater- whure Clitus kept thMn, until! the S*^nftte \vtd 
OMcmbled Uie peuptc, excepting no boiidinon, no iitnujngvr, 
nor defnmed person out uf tbtn ii^wrEiiblie, but left Uw 
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T)i«>Ater wid? nncit t" aII rnmrT^ in whatsoever th<*V WfTPt 
und the pulpit for OrAtion» frc4! for everic ihah thnt would 
npe&ke a^mt them. Su first of aII, the kin^ FeLt^n were 
rpfld openly, b_v the which ho did Advcrtis* the people, that 
he hiul fftiiiul thcM' ofTcntlrn^ cxnivici^d of trcdAon : iiotwith- 
fitacdinj;;, that be rvfcrrtd tht^ (jcntencc of tiicir cc^ndcakna- 
tioD giitu Iheai, fur that they >ver« fr^c criL'Q. Theti CUtiiH 
brought hift prifionorK before tho people, where the nohlo m«ii 
when they Niw Phocion, wciv fuhftmeil, nnd hidiiij^ thvir 
fiM»Bf wept to bee him. Howbcit, there wa» one thjit rov^ 
up. Olid Myd : My Lorded, sith the king reffrTeth the judgc- 
iTitTil of so tfTvttl persons unto tin? jitopk', il ultu gix-ut muon 
aU the biinSnicn anJ strtttinjjcra wfuch arc no fre* ciliit-ns f>f 
AthfiiA, nhoiild hfi tAkPD out of thiA Atjiemhly. Tbr people 
would not ngrcr to it, but cried outf thnt mjch tnutorH aihould 
be 8toned to ^Wth^ that favor the aulliontie of a f<rw, Krd 
lUx cncniicti of the people : whercLipon fcilenci' wa* ninde, ftnd 
no nmn dur>l spriiki' iuj^ i^inre for rhcK'imi- Ni'\iTtli<*lf9WP 
whtu Pliocic^n wiUi mucne i% doe had oblej'ned audii-iicc, be 
takvd tliL'm: My I/>rJa, will yv justly, or wrun^fuHy put lu 
to de^th^ Some auiuwcrcd him: Justly. Howe thni can 
ye doc it, c]Uoth he, thnt will not henn* our iiJKti1)rfttion« P 
Vet coulde Ihcy not U' hL-ard for nil thii^ ITieu Phocion 
COnmflng n^rer, sayd unto them : tVir my Hrlfe, my Lordca^ 
I caahmc I hjive done you wrons, luid have in ^vf^mmdit 
committed fknlti dciwrvin^ death: but for theiic prirmncnt 
with me, what hai-e they done, why yoit «houlde put Hiem to 
death? The common people aun>wcred him: BJcaiuc they 
mt* thy frendjk With tbi* aurwwere Phocion departed, and 
epake never a word more. Thea the Orator Af^nonides hold- 
ing H deerpT in his hnnd ready wryttt-r, red it openly to the 
people. deelATin^ how they VhiA;ld l>e iudjj^'d by voycciit 
ttiit^thrr the olli'tidoni hml dr*aervrd deAth or not: ^uid if it 
were foufid thc-y hnd, then thnt tbev should all be put to 
tleath. And tbVric were thnt when this decnv wns red, cncd 
out, iKat ihtn ibould adde further unto the dtfcrve, that 
Wfure Phodoii should he put to death, they ayiould iint 
torment him : And thi-rewitnnll eomnrniindemctit wnm p^ven

The di-crre 
bcinK conhniicd, accordijig to the contcnb) tlK-rrof, Jud|^ 
mc^t VAK gf^rn by vovi'ps of the p^nplr, no man Kitting hnt 
ilJI stondinjc up, and most of them vrith garlanded oo their 
hciule«« fur the joy they htui to t^wdeniiie tht-he pri»oiierv 
to ricAth' With I'hocion there were condemned, Sicoclc*, 
Tliiid]pj>uN HcxcniQn» And Pytltoclc* : but DrnicLriuj* t*h«- 
lt>nuii, Callimedon^ and ChAncli^^ vero oiko in their abftODCi^ 
GOJidauni-d Xa} dye. Now niwu Uil' ab^trinbly woa broken up, 
OJid that thci ppmonii condcmn^^d weiv CArieo btu-Jte to pri«>n, 
from thencr to be ciinvryc^d to execution ; otbcn inibrjio- 
tnp' their fn?nda, and tftkitii; thL>ir laat leax^c of them fu they 
went, wcpt,ftnd lamcntcid thtir cur»cd fortonc^ B<it Phocion 
Icxiliinj^ ju L-l^^rt^EiUv of it u he wiis wont to doc bt^infj;

ana honoftty at Athenii. Whereujion they made hiH ipuffe 
to he set tip in brOMiCt and gnve horLomblc biirioll to his 
honr**, ah \Ur rhn-rgr* cif tbi- rilii". Ami for hin furiEM^iv, 
they eondemned A^onidos of ttvFuon, and put bion to death 
Iheiij vt-lve^. Tlie other tv^o, Hpiciinis uml Demophllu* 
being fled out of the cilic, wrrc nfU-rwardi^p met with Dy hU 
Bonne Phocus, who was revenged of thcuu TIuh Phociia oi 
men reporte, was otherwise no creat fiood man, who foDcy^ng 
a youn^ nialde which a faawde kept, coniming by ehaimee 
one day into the achoolt- ftf I.vraum, he heard Theodorui 
tlie Atheist (to wit, thnt lie]<!Vtil not their verc juiy gnddn) 
nmlce this ar^ruaiHit: If it be no 8harae, Kayd he, to deliver 
a mails freud from bondage, no more »hame is it to redeeine 
htB leman which he lovetb: even ko it is all one to red«Ptno a 
man» lemon, &» hln frende^ This young man tjtking tbia 
argument to aerv^ hi* liime^ hpleving-* thnt he might law<v 
folly doe it, got the young maide he loved from the bawde. 
Furthermore, thi* fleiith of Itioeioii did also revive the 
lamentable death of Socratee unto the Gifeciana: for 
men thought thftt it wn» n like hatnou a offence 
and colamitie unto the citie uf Athene.

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THE LIFE OF CATO UTICAN 

HE family md houw of CAt4>, t«ol» hi* TJ"'! 
first glorir wid n*aic of hia gmtgncd- "'**"*■ 
father, C*to the C**n»cr ; whr* for hi» 
vcrLu*^ (aa we have (JHarwl in hlfl life) 
was one of thr famonjn^t mid worlhiwt 
men of Itomc in hin time. Thi* Ciito 
whom we »ov/e wryte of, wa* left an 
Dq>lian by his fstlit'r Add ntothcr, wiUi 
his brother Cj^pio, and Pon-in hh KTXter, ScrvilU whk aIao 
Cato<A Kulfc a;*ttT, by Kia mothern ?iid<^- All these were 
bruught ii\> with Mt«ir unele Llviut Dmmw, ftt that time the LlviuaDrum^l 
pvftl«t man nf the citic ; for he wa^ paa^infr elo^^lcnti *nd t'aW** urirl*, 
vmr liLinml, Mrtd nf ns gn*H.t u eiirnge Ix^Jtrs, rut ttny nlliiT 
Ramonr, Men rq)ort, tiiat Cato from his childhood idicwwi Citow 
him Kiliif both in word and euuiitL'[iaiiiioe, and aImi iii all hin '<iai^'^ 
pttfltiniM and recreodonA, verio coni^tantt and »^tAblc. For bo 
would gcH- t-hriHjgfi uflh that be tooktr apori him tu d(ir, and 
\*uu)d forcL' htm selfp above hi« itrcii^tli: and as he could 
EKjt iiwaj- with flattervi-s, mj wa» htr rou^li wilb thein lliat 
went about to threaten him. He would hctrdly Iftuch, and 
yet hod ever a pleoMiunt counttnancc. He wa* not cbollcrikei 
nor VM.ie to be anffc^rd : but v/hen the blood was up. be waa 
hardly nieiBcd. when he wiw f rrt put to scboolc, he vru 
very dull (if imdL-rHtaiiding;, and nlovi Id loariir : buf. whrn he 
had OQcc Iranti'd it, Ik- wotild qcmt for^ it, as all meii else 
enrnmonly doe. For »ueh as are miicke uf conceitp, bnve irhjrqiticb# 
commonly the worst mcmorieE: ana contninly, they lh«t "it* Ij"^"* 
are hard to learne, doe keej)* that better wbieh they have '»■**'■ Jp™ 
loamcd. For e^ery kindc of leAniing is a motion aiid "*"'"''•' 
ciuickeiiing of the mindc. He anrnifd beside* not to Ix- 
lljjlit of credltf and tliat iriay be bi^ine caii^e of liis filuwti;?^ in 
ofiteeittf. Vor trut-[^ he Miirereth Mjmewbat that leoineUii 
and thervof it eommeth, that they that haw lca«t rrason to 
milt, arc tbose whieh dix? gi^~e tightest credit. For vmrn^ 
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do(it«; there be is soonctit brought to bclcvc nay thirp, 
Thiv not^vtt1i!itsndhig, It in rr|Mirt^] Ihftl Otto tvu otiHJicnt 
unto his schoolvtii&nitT^ and vouJd doc »hat he eouuiiAunded 
hJm r howbf'it hr ivniiM mkv him Ktill the chqep nnd r^iuon 
of every thing. In dcodc hi^ schoolcmoiftcr voff very ^[cntk, 
and readioT- to tcwh him, then to >*trike hira with htit AaI- 
Hi» name *«* Sarpodo, Fiirthcrmoiv, wh*?Ti Cato »'rb but 
a \oung hi}\\ the |k^j|]1c of Italic wbit^h wrrt: coirft^dcTAtj^ 
of' the Romanes^ sued to be made free dtiircnB of Rome. 
At tliat time it chounced one Pompediii^ Silo, a valliajjt 
jouldier, and of great ectimadoo among the confederate of 
thc^ Romanes, and a gre&t fretid besides of Dnisu»: to tie 
lod^nl many dayes at Ms house. He in this time falUnii; 
aciju/iinltxl with these young boycs, »ayd one day unto tJbcm^ 
Goixt hoyiw, inttviitt your unclv to speijic for u*, that we 
may be made free citiBCTw of Home. Cwpio nunilitijf nodded 
with hia head, that he would. Bnt Cato mak-ing no 
auiiswere. looked very widely apon the :<tnuingen that lay 
in Iht houKc, Tln-n Pompeduis, taking him luddr, anked 
htm: And thou, my pretic boy, what saycfct tliou to it? 
WUt thou not p'^y thine uncles ns well aN Ihv brother, \o 
be good to hU gnoat<sf Cato atill held his pcofc, and 
annAWi'r{%1 niHhin^, hul nlitWL'd by hii* siletit^ and liK>ke, tlmt 
he would not heare their reqii<^ Then I'omppdius takinf 
him up in hi* nniic», did put him out of the window, lu if 
hf would have let him nave gone: and cpeakinft more 
shiupK to him then he did bt-forc, heca^t him many timirs 
ont of hill orma without the window, and lavd, PromiMi u« 
then, or l-Ik I will k-t thcv fEdK But Cato abiJ it a long 
tJme, and never (piinch^d f<ir it, nor lihewed muntenaijnc>e of 
feart. Thereupon Pompcdiuj Netting him downe againe, 
told htH frcndK tliat ttoode by him : O what good happe 
dotJi thu child promise one day iinto Italio, if he Uve? furv 
If he WL'n> a ninn, 1 l>c?Ir^-t wc Khiiuld m*t havr one Toip* 
of all the peopL* oi our litle. An other tinK% thi?re were 
BjjiiH* ofCutoev otvix- kijiieitirii, tliat k^vpin^ tlie feiuL day of 
hii birtli, bod man\ voting bovw to supper^ and amon^tt

ccuntcrfiKitmjE picfulingm hc'fnn- the jud^c*, Accunin^ one mi 
other, and cnnriii|; them tItAt were coTKlcniiied U> jiTLHiit. 
Among«4t them, a "oodl^ yo^^f; hoy via£ cAiied by a. bi^j^r 
boy mto « litlc chiLmbcT, boiuidc aa a condemoixi pe^^oIl, 
The boy piirceiviDc he vrvt locked up, cried out to Cato: 
who mivtruAUiiic what it vaa, wnit atrught to die cliauiber 
(lor* und piittiiiif thrm liy hv forw that withstoode him to 
come unto it, he tookc out the yoii>ig ^y* 'uid c*ricd him 
vci^' Ajii^nly wil)i liiiu to hin owue bouse, and ull Uie other 
young ooyci^ followed him also. So Cato had 9w^h tiaunc 
iimong Uitf ynutig iHiyrn, thjit whri^ii SylU m>u!e the gnmt* nT 
yoiuif; boyen runulnp; a hortebacbc, svhirh the RomancA cnU 
^Vma: to TinjKtint th^jn befon* tliftt they might be ready at 
the day of the ithow, he hn^'ing f^nttcii aII the y^uti^ boycfi 
of nu[>]e houjiL^ togetiier, np^itJinlL-i] tliein two {d-pLBineSh 
<)f them, the boy« took^* the one, bic4tiJ?o of hit mother 
Mctfrlla, wLiiL'h wa» the wile of Sylla: hut tiiey would noutr 
of the other called Scxtujt, who wo* nephevc to Pompcy the 
great, ndllttr would Uiey he exercineil under hmi, >ior fol- 
\amf him. Wherefore Sylla A*ked them, which of them they 
would have : they ilII cried then Cato, and Sc^tu^ him j^cUc 
did willingly ^-vc him the honor, aa the worthier of both. 
Syllft waa thctr fathers fii-nd, lUid thi^rvforc did »end for 
them many timc^t t^^ (Y>ine iinln hini, and he voidd tftlke 
with them: the which kindnes he shewed to few men, for the 
maje?(tie and grieat authority he had. Seqteilo alM> (Catoen 
schoolemaJAter) thinking it a grcnt prcAfrrcmcnt and safctie 
for hiH iBchollrns diil i^nnmoiily Imng f'ato uriti) Sylloj^s 
home, to wait4^ upon him: the which wad rather like uvitoa 
jayJv or prison, for tfn' grvat nuniIxT of prihoiici-h whkh wt-rr 
daylr broLtjfht thither, and put to death. Lato being then 
but touretcnie yeans of age, twnd |Krceivijw tliat there were 
many heades brought which v^re tayed to he of great men, 
and that cvcrr bodic «ighcd and moumcd to ftec than . he 
aaked hia fcooohumdiiler, bow it was pouible the t^Tan 
K»od| that Aome oru; or other killed him oot? Bicau^, 
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OATO quoth S«rp«(lo, that &11 men tvaxc him* more th&n they tuiti! 
UTICAN fiitn. Why thrn, rpplypd r«tn «ff«inp, diclricst th<«i not 
gcvc mt A ffword tbat I might kill him, to *ich*rr my contry 
of thiH hlav^ry Mtd \joriiAiii^ ^ S^rpedo ht'tirhig the buy nay 
so. And «cciDg his countcnauncc ana cyi-9 on tire with cholicr, 
hr mnrvrllptr muchc at it, and itittrwAnlis bud a very ffood 
eye unto him, teut mahly ht; should attempt M>mL- utins 
Cati)«ri I<iv« lo ft^init S^lk. When he vra4 hut a litle l>oy, Kimc ti«kra 
hi* bniUi#r. hjtn whom he loved l>wt ? My brother, vaycd he. Then 
thi! other coiilinmiig »til to nskv hiatj And whu ncxtf he 
wwivcred likewise, his broth<^r. Thcrn the third timt; lu^iii^, 
tikeviK hi» brother* 'i^ill at length he th&t ukcd him, 
WAK vrcary with asking hlin *a oft Yen and wh«ii h<e wiu 
coiTicu i>f age also, he then confirmed Uie lo»c he bare to hu 
broth<*r in bin (lced«- Vor twenty yenre* toffether hf n^vrr 
jiLtpncd without his brother ('nrpio, neither went he ever out 
of his boiiw iiitM the inark(?t phbef, nor inti> the (it'lda 
without hira: but vhcii bin brother did noynt him :tclfc 
with itwcctt* ovies or p^dnmr, be would none of tbAt, nnd in 
nil things cIk, he lea a atn^ght and hard life, tio thitt Jib 
brother Cwpiii being ctnzniiended of every man for bin ttni- 
pcraunoo, boneriy, and iiober Ufc : he gnuintod in decde that 
m n'sjtrti of ^ithct?*, be \fi\ a notier and teHijuTate life . Imt 
when 1 doe (aavd hfr) compare mv life witli my brothor 
CatucNuit! tliiikkcA UkL'ii there i»nodidcrcuee t>etw4rxt me and 
^ipjiiuA. TbLR Sippiitt WOK at that time noted and pointed 
at, for hU Rnz and curioufl efTcmiiuite VtCv, After tl:at Cato 
was once choeeti ApolLoeo Pri^ftt, he went ^m bin brother 
and tooke hi» portion of the good» of hifl father, which 
amounted to the Htimme of a hundred and Iwentle talente*. 
Then be iivi^d un>rc hardjy lhe:i he did before. For he fell 
in acquftirtftNuef* with AtitijMiter IVrtun, u Stoicke PhJlo* 
lopbcr, and ^uve him sclfe chietiy unto ttie utudie of mornlj 
and oi%'ill Pbtlotitijhie, ii)i1}rAcin^ all exereistr of vorlue with 
huche an efunest dCTire, that it wemed he was prickt forward 
by *ome giJci : hut abiTve all «tber ^ertues, he lovrd tht 
Mveritie of justici^T ^bieb he would not wrvat for any fptt 
nor favor. He studied oIao to hr elot|iieiit, ttial lie might 
fipeakc openly Ijcforc the pc*>ple, hicmjfw he vould there 
lift 
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ihouild iw oeftei&e wiuliko for^vs t.i\U^iaiu<n!t ia civill I'htlo- CATO 
ft^lhWtt also in a gruit ciLit-. NutwiUi^tAcidttj^. Ijt- wouM UTICAN 
not BXVlviBc it i>rtbiru xny bodic* neitlicr vovjtii h<- ever h^vc 
^ay maa tu hcnn? tiiiii spcukc wln-u he tlitl k^nii.' t^i Ain'Hk*::. 
For vhen one of hiej frendfi told liim one duv* that tnisxi did 
oialikc be Ap«kc mi lillv lu company : It skillt'tb n<i matter, 
qooth ht, so tbvv cnn not reprove my Itft!^ for 1 will Ixi^nno 
to spo&ki;, when I can any :K>me Hung worthy to be spoken. 
HaH by the mnrkct plftc<» thpr*- wiw th^ coininoTi p&Uoce or 
towne hoiiM: of the eitie, cnllcd Ba.«Lhca PornA* the whicii CntoWh^ 
PunciuA Cikla thi- i-klt-r IluI built, in tin- !imt- ijf ht« l>r*or- ''"f i[*iilic» 
sliip. There the Tribuocfe wcrt w-oiit to keepe tht'iT audience: **'^'*" 
amf biesEise there wiut n yAWvr thni trcnihW thrir w>Hti]«, thpy 
would either have tAken it awav, or elw have net it in some 
other pWe. Thnt v/hs thtr (Wt OkUNe Ui^t intule riiiu 
AgftinBt his will to |^c- into the markrt pliuv-t nnd bo ffct up 
into the pulpit for orntitiii% la iiicnke wiinsi tlieiit : wlirre 
having ^vtu tJiis ftnt proofs of hta eloqut^iiLv niiil noble 
minde, nc was inarvelou^ly eateeoicd of. Tor Liii oratiou nas 
not like A younfjT num, counter fen tin j^ tineneii of epeAcho and 
aflectflliun, but ^toui, full of wit imd tehernrncy: nnd yet 
in the ^ortnex of hi» fteiitences, he hod auch eui eicelleut 
0aC4 withfdl, that he fnarrelou^ly dcl)ghte<] the heatvrft : and 
lurthennoref »lio«-big in rmttire u eerliitue jiri\'etit^ !ietide«, 
it did ao plenoe ttic^in, that he tiiaik' tliiri lnu^'h- lie hrul a 
very foil And Audihle voyer thAt mij^ht lie hnard of a mar- 
vctouN number of people, and nueh a strong nature besides, 
Ul«t he never foinli^i, nor bntke hi» K|>eAeher for iniuiy time* 
bo woLjttl apcake n whole day tof^her, and wad never weorie. 
So whiTk hi' Utit] ith\m5tfi\ hr« euiiN.* agmiost 1hi< IVilrtinf^, li^ Chtom 
returned a^ne to ktvpe his former gnwit inlcnce* and to '"■^"^"^ 
banieu [ua budie willi [Mtucfull e.xerL'iM's, aa to tkhide hiiitii^ 
froft, and imov bnre headt-ti, and Alwavc* to ^ov a foote in 
the ficlde, whra' hi» frendLVi that lUtl aceoinpruiy him rode 
a horsebaeke, and sometime he would eome and taike with 
oii(, «o[iitime with an other, lu he went a foote hy Uicnt, 
He had a wonderfuU pu^ienee aIso in hit lieki^tics. For wh«*n 
fae had any agcw, Ik would be alone ail day Ic^n^, iwnd nufier- 
QO naa to «ocaa and see him, untiil h^ p«rceived hiv fit 
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GATO wiu of him. And that he fbundc he won better When hn 
onCAK sicpjiei^ with hi<i frriui<« ujid famHiArs, they dr«we lottix who 
«houM choo«c thoir partcA. If he ch&uncod not to chooec, 
hih imide% noLwith&tjLiiding gave him thr jjiX'Trm'nii'Qt to 
choQier: but he rtfuecd it, tOkvinjc It vrtia no reason, silh the 
C&bun ^(Hliit^AM-* Vriiua xroa ttgtduBt liini^ At tiie Rni lie liid not 

ilrLukiitK- urc to sitt« Ion? nt the tablv, but ^ftcr he hnd dronkr one 

draught oiAy, lie would ritnvighl riAc. Rut vhen be t^^uie 
to be eldetf ho s&it: Ion;* at the tftble: so that of^'ntimea 
h<- would »it it out oJl night with hi» Trends till the next 
morning- But tht-^y tieekiug to excuse it, suy<l, that hli 
^rcftt bubtncs and alFmrta in the common wc^&tth w&» tho 
CJUIS4* or it. Knr Tollowing that nil the day lonB> hiivinc no 
IcfmuTT nor time to fitudie when night (vunc, he delichtcd 
to inWv with !eami-d inen^ nird Phi f on ti then, nl the [)nriL 
Wherefore when Memnnu» on a tTinc heiiiK in company, 
snyiHl, Ihftt Culo did notliing but driiikr nil night: Cirrm 
Uc^TMAttiy' tiiKinff his talc out of his mouth, uunit^^ered him, i'liou docat 
lag pf C«to, „„i. ^IJ^, j},Ls unto it, that M Un^ J«y he dtjUi noUnug but 
play ftt dy«c. To bo short* Cato thinkinif that the miuicra 
and fnrioTis of mens \i\v% in hi.i timr were so comi|)it> nnd 
required sudi great ehauD^ and lUtenu-ion: that to goe 
uprightly, he waa to t&ke a eontmric eoifrse in all thiugea. 
For he Raw thftt puqile, ivd, iind the lightest colours vvm 
best esteemed of: he in ccntrarie mnner desired to wcare 
bWke, And many tiJiiea aho after dinner he would go« 
abroadc bare footed without «hooc«» aiKJ without any 
gowned not Wouiiw be would be wondered at for luiy sufhe 
btraungaiea, but to aequaint him selfc to lie ashamed only of 
ihamHes wid dishonest thing*, and to despiJie thoi^i? whirh 
were not reproved, but hy mens (ipinions. Furthermore, 
JHiid Itt'ing ]eCt him to the value uf m.u btindml talenUs bj 
the death of a cousin of hi«, that likewise was called Cato: 
he put it al! into ready money, to lend ti» hi^ freudir:^ that 
Ueked, and without usury. And there wei^ Gocne of hii 
freiida also that would morg^i^ hu land, or hin tdavea. to 
the chamber cf the city» for thrir owne private busines: 
the which he him sclfe would cither give them to morgage, 
or else aft^'Wflrds coofirme the morgase of them. Furtber- 
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ition?, when be wm comen of ago to marry, having ticker 
knoiTcn woiiuui before, ho waa matlc Mirv to LepiJa. Ttiia 
Lcpeda hjul h^ue fin.'cimtmcW imto MctcliuR Scipto: but 
ftflc^nvordrt the prcfonlmti hcitig brukcii, he fcraoukc htr, 
•o that she w&« froo, when C-Ato vas contracted to her. 
Notinthstaiiiiingt before Cato miiricd her, Sclpio repenting 
hhu that he hnd r«fuK«d bt^r, m&dL* lUl the taciui«« hi? could 
to have bcr againe: aiid mi he had. Cato tooke it » 
grievously, thnt he thought tn 1^00 to Iftwe for hpr: but 
ma Erendcs disswndcd him from it- 'i'hcn Kccirtg no other 
mwdle. tu Kittidie hiK HTigrie njiiuh*^ he wrute venrsi a^puiist 
ScipiOt ID the which he reviled him aJI he coulde: using the 
hitti-r tjutntj^ nf ArchiWua verses but not niirhr impudrnt, 
lewde, ftnd ebildiahc rvproachfs wt be there. After that, he 
nuried AttiliA, Sumniii^ diuighLer, 1>eing the flmt voman he 
ever knewe: yet not the oneiy wommi whomc he did tnowe, 
MS u rqxnictl of I.^liiis, Scipioef fretide, who therein vnx 
CDuntea the happier, bieause a\\ that lon^ time wherviii 
he lived, he tiever kncwe other woman but hiA fini wife. 
F^irtherniore, in th© «ftrr« of the tiondemcn (otherwise called 
d|iartiiru« wjim<)ouc6rJ]iiiA wn> thusteu Prirtor of tiic /innic 
under whom Cato served of hia owne good wil)^ for the love 
bt ban onto his brother Cftpjo, who in that annic had 
chojgc of n tKowmuid footcmen. Now Cato could tint ns he 
wished, «hewc hii vnlli/iiitiirv«c and good service, bicausc of 
the insiiffleiende of the Prsclor that pi\e ill dirertion ThiB 
notwithstanding, in the middcAt of &] the not and inatolency 
of thnii in the cam|)e, hi- *ht*win^ him wife a. ibiyed man 
in all bin doinf^ea, vulliant where neode was, and very wiue 
nlifO : all mm i^h*t*inpil him td Ih- notbirtg i^ifrrior unto CMo 
the elder. Wheniippon ticilii:?! Iht l'rn:tf>r gave him many 
honont ill luken of hi:-i valtianLiten, uIik'Ii htv )(iveit iei iywutu 
of hksui fp>od KTvice: bowebeit Cato refused them, and 
wiyd, that hr vtnj^ ruithin^ worthie of tboHe honom, The*c 
tmajr«« made Idm to be thouf^lit a mar^eluuH Htnuinc^ maiL 
Furthennore, when therv waa a lawe made, forbidding all 
men that xupd for any office in the common wealth, that 
they -dirruld hnvc tin prompten in any of the nMemblies, to 
blowe into tXmv eiiureA tJie namcA of private citiHerLS : be alone 
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niakir^ ouU to be Colondl of a thowsand fooUntu^, mu 
obeiit«iit to tlM kw, and committed aU the private ckizem 
nfttDCft to memory, to spcokc imto crc-ry one r>f them, and 
to cftU t]^4Mn by ihi-'Jr iiHm^v: »o tJi*it be wii* Mivinj pvi-n 
of them tJiftt ffid commciui liini. For, by how mucb they 
knrtv bk dt'Tcir^ii |irfliw'Wortbii\ hy «n nuJcbr more wrn* tbey 

C'lcvcd, fbr that tbcy could tiut foUowc them. So Cato 
inj< i!}k»m*ii Coloiirll of ft t}\ovv»tiii<\e fitolemett. be vra^ ftent 
into MfUK-dor, unt*^ Kubriust I'nctor Ibtrc. Some aav, that 
nt bin dqMiiutr fmici l,li(;rirv, hi*i uift- IturK^itin^^ ano wrcp* 
iu|I to 8ee him jco : onv Mun/itiu* a. frtnd of hia «iyd unto 
lier. Take tio tliou)j;)it Attlliiw mid Icrvit MLv^iug, for I 
promw thoc I will \icpv thy hu^lMind for thee. It is trdl 
wiyd, fluiiswfrrt'd C«tu. Tbcn wbrii ttjcy were a day^ jorury 
ti^m Home, Cflto after supper «aid unto UiiaMun»tiua: Thou 
muat Icokc well to tby proiTic**c tboii bast mivdo Attiiin, 
Ibftt thou wouldist ktT]iP mc for her, juul tlitrcfore fomukc 
mi' iwl Illicit nor ilay. Thertupon ht coiiimai[iid«l bis men 
that from thence forth they should prepare two beds in biA 
chamber, that Mtmatius abo mi^t lye there: who wm 
mtbiT |Jr[ujuiUv hirn ti*]U.' looktnl tmto by Cuto, then Catti 
by l^m. He had Unene slaves with him, two five uion, and 
ffxin^ iif bis frcnds, whiiJi POib', »nd hr Mmw-lft^ went, n foote, 
.■wmtimL' tidkiiifi witJj one, "thcrwhilc with an other aei he 
wi'ut. ^Vlitai be ouue i[i Lljt luunjh.', *bcrt' lliric were inujiy 
lemons of the ltomaike«t Ujc Prvetor Jmmcdiatly ^vo him 
chnjp- nf rnic of tlicni : who thinking it smial honor to bim 
for fiimsclfi' only to be vnlliant. Kith he vas hut one miin, 
be practi>ted to niAke aU bis soiildieni under htm, (Ike uiiLo 
himwlfc. The whii*h he did not bv fewv and torror, but 
bT Irnitic and gcnttc pcr^Wfuion, tr&iiiin^ and in^itrjctinfl 
tSieni in every point wKat they iihould doe: adding to bifl 
^jtlc iofdroction and prrswAfLions reward to those that 
did wrllj and piinijdu-ment to them that offendi-'d. Whereby 
il vtOA hard to jud^, whethrr be liad mnde them more 
qiitpt, tbr^n wftHicke: more I'alliftnt, then just ■ »o H read full 
ihey nhcwed them ifcclvc« to tbrir enetnirfi, nn6 curtoou* tO' 
tht-ir freiidis - rmrefiill la due c\itl. niul rutdip U> wiiine- 
hoaor, When^f followed that which Cato leaid acoountod 
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of, thflt is h^ wiuTie ffiinp, and good will : for his «nuli)icr> 
d»t grcfttly honor utid love him, hiCMiut he bim bcHc would 
«vvr tint M-t h\% hiuul^ to iltiv tiling W cTiiiiiiiJiuriJr-il tliem^ 
And liicuuoe alio botii in tii^ cLct, tn his niiparrcil, and in laiy 
jtviwy or |Miino», he ^jix rather lik*' imtn tfie mcAiiest souldJer^ 
then any of the other Cuptnincft. In contrerie mancr ilIao, 
in pwJ rmlun^, imblc uura^, ajid doquencTj he farrt: wtctdtd 
*U the other Colon«lls And Captains. For the true love of 
vrrluo, (to wit, the dt^m to followe it) tokelii no roote io 
mcDi idIikIml, oiOvsm- Uk-v hnve a Hin^ular low and reverence 
mAo the peniori. uhoiue tht-y doftirt to follows. When Oto 
undctsttjcjdcthftt AlhrnoiIoniHKumiimfdCordvlion, aStoioke 
PhiJoiophcr, excellently well Icomt^d, dwdt at that time in 
the dty of Pe^muni, he\iis a vt?ry old itiaji, and one thnt 
■tiflcly TCfitMti the frejidnhip of ^mgHy IVincea, and nobte 
rotn. dt*cjrou« to have him iilwtit (.hem: to "rite tn Uim, 
he thou^^ht it vfOA but 3oBt labor. Wherefore hftvin^; two 
monMhw lih»-rtv l>v Ijie Iftven of tUc Uomnnr^ to fiilliiwc his 
owne oilRiren: he iookc sea, nnd went into Afcia tt» him, 
hfif^inf; hL' iJioiild nut laiur h\% jomej, for tJie ifrtat vertuea ht 
kneir in him. Bo when he had spohen with him, and toJIced 
of divers mattem together : at length hr brought him frum 
hin iint (Ietertnination« and earied bim to the eampe with 
liinir dL-Tiii itifi; thin victtjrie mon-* tl».'ii all the conquesteA of 
Lueulhii^ or Poripcv, vho had conquered the mnst purte of 
all the prrt\irtcen tmi reilmr* *tf Ibc Eiut portcH of (he world. 
In the meant^ time, whilest he lay at hi* eliar^ in the eumpe, 
bnnjs; CoIondJ of a tKawsand footemen : his brother pre* 
paring; lo f^i> into A«:a, fell «iekc in the citie of jfCnun, in 
the contric of Thrada. Cato having spttxiie iiktclb^nce 
th^TVof, tooke Ben proftently, when it war nmrvrhiiw mngh 
and bc^frleroufl, aod imbarkeci in a htk eruyer of a mar' 
ehauntn nf Thpuadip. uilh two of hi-i frrndH. and ilirre 
bondmen only, and did Acnpi? drowninc; very nnirowlv: njid 
yet by ^jnod forlnne arrivetJ Tuifely, a ntlc nflcr his brother 
'Cnrprocfl drath, lie looke hi* death mon* korowfully, then 
bt^eaini- a PliiUnujih^r, not oitely iiiuiimitig aud lamenting 
for him, imbmeiiif; the deade eone of hit hrt>thcr : but aUo 
for the exoetJiniF duurtfc and mmptuoux functalk which he 
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Imtiwrdiipunhimjii pt'Himirs,sweel^»ivoiii,jhiiilKiiiTiptii"UH 
silkisi that were bunit with his bodic: iind furthcTOwrt, ia 
the statL^ly tomlj«- vf Tliraciaii marble wliicli ht mA^le fur 
him, and 'set iip in the market plflco of the JCniruis that 
inKii d^ht tiilfiils. Stiinr did niisiikr thi« viiinr chiiTgi- Uuit 
Ciito 1>eBtowL'd, confiitierinp; the modt^ati*; and tcnipfraiic<> he 
ubed in hII thingii rtw, not regArdm^ with Jud^'ujeiit his 
tender love und uflWtion tawardf* his kinsenien, which wun 
miii|E'<^ ill liii^ii ^ith hia i»everity mid hurtbic?, agAiiut all] 
voluptiiou^ne^ f^are, and ^hameleaM' T«qae«t«. Diven citiM^ 
lVinn» and noble men iicnt him many »undrie pr»cnU, 
to honor the fuiu>nill« of hia brother Cvpfo: howboil be 
tookc no moiicv of all them, aavulj; only apyc«fl« And ftwccte 
wivnru, Rud Kiirli other omnmrntrs, us honnrod thi* obA(?<^iiictft 
of the dead, and yet payed for them* imto tho!«- thnt hrcu^ht 
Ihi^iTi* »u niueh ad UifV ivcrv worth. Furthennore, hi the 
l^nd that fell imto him, ond n htic dauj^htcr of hi^ by the 
dt^th (if hiK bnither: ni]twithM''LiidiBi&; the rhrugi' he* hud 
bene aly in hi« funemlUf he (hd nut reckon it in Uic tiarticion 
of th^ l»iid, hftwext him Aiid hi» brother Ca^pioe? ti&ii)^h1er. 
All the which thin^ uhm Ihcv were ftolemnimxi, some* 
write luitwithMbuidiriL't Ihit hcdidthniNt' the indn-nk where 
hiri brothers body hud bene burnt, through a Hieve or 
riddell, where tbioitf^h they cletibo eoriic, and all to get otit 
the gold and mlver that wai molten tbrre. But suehe thinks 
that Uieir vrrytiiiKts should be a,i farrr fmm controlemenL ait 
their doing*. So when Catoe* time of hia ehargo wa* ^x]>ired, 
thev did neeompnny him nt bis departure, rot only with 
ordinary pndsev, vowe?*, juid prayers ta the goddes for hii 
he^th: hnt with imbmdn^, UnrcN and marvelous lamenta- 
littnn of thr HuddriTii, which apivd their garments on the 
j^round a? be went, and kming of hb hnndii, which honor the 
Ronia]ie» did but to verie fewe of tlieir Genernlbt.

Now theiv were mnnv untn ^hom LiiciuA SyllA being Dictator, 
hid HpifoinU'd in hii iL-pcintl j in Mm pit on twelve thftirVAnd 
aUtet Draebcnaa for cvcrv citizen and outl&w which Uwv hod 
slaine with their <)wn<* liFuitlo*, 'Huth- ii»e«, though i-vcry 
man did hfttc thrm, and kti«w tht-m to he wii^kcd piH>p1e and 
erutfU murtlit-rtra : yet no maji Jurat uJTtr to be reveu|^tii of 
them. Cato called these men in BUtc, lU thos9 UiAt did 
wrfinjrTiilJy th^tJUTir \he immrv of the common tiviuurr, and 
^^y conijKllcd them to wpKV it biwk-:^ again«: vharpcly reproHoff 
(oiiu juatly) the wtckcti df-vt^iish Met they hfixl commiltc-J.

For he wa« olwnycfi 
thi' first, liirti CTinir to Ihr mffvr nf the tnTusnrrrs, ancJ also 
the Ufit that went from thcnoe, and was ncTcr wt^orie of any 
|iflinrM. Furtliermore, he never mt^Metl to be at any ofisembly 
of the? people or Senate, fcnring, and beine alwaycf carefiiUi 
l(nat IJehttv by favor, ouv money due to the romiuon wealth 
«1ioidd oe lorf^veii: or eW that thi^y shouTd abute the rent 
of the fArmen, or that they ahuuld ^vf uv n^unt^y but to 
them ttmt hi^ juxtlv dccerved iL Thtiu having ridde all 
accusers and jdtvu fillrd tlit? eoflm with tnuuiurc: hir mndc 
men ap?, that the eommon w^lth misht be riehe, wUhout 
opprci^ng of any man. In dc«dc at htn lint cnmming in to 
the offiee, hiw oollwiigLie* and cowpaoIcin« fcjundc him mar* 
vcloua tfOuhltsuinL' and tedious^ for that tlje> thought him 
too muj^h nnd HLnTrr' howheit thi^y all liive<l him in th? 
end, bicaiijie he only withntoodr the complaints and erica of 
l!t4 
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all men o^iut them (which rompkint'd UiAt ihcy would not 
for any mam respect or f^vor \et go the iikhk-v of ui*.- ocmmon 
trcMUJ^) and wiu contented hu cona]>atiion9 »ihould cxciue 
than selves ttntn their TrvndH that uerr im|M>^tutLAU^ ind Iftj 
the fdult apon hun, aaruigt that it wan UDtx^tMhle for therm to 
brinj^ Cato unto it. The ]a»t day that lie vent cut of hU 
office, being vciy hononhbty brought home to his hoUK hy the 
{KTTfiltr : it wjw toll] him t.hiil Mrtrii'Uun, lititiK "> ^hi- t.«'ju»iirr 
f^iambcr, was utt^^mpttxl and i-uviroiin«d with miuiy of hiA 
fnrncis And men of ^n•Ai authirritie, tlwit were eanieslty in 
hmdc vtth him to record a ccrUiuc pift of monry^ w m Xhing 
\hni hcul bt'iu? dur* by the common wt!nlth. Tlus ^IiuvitIIuii 
bad bene Catoeti f rend €ven from their childhood, and whil<«t 
Cftto waA in office, he did oidcrly execute his otBce with him : 
but whi^n he w(u led alone, he w£u of *o ^ntle a nAtcirp, that 
lie would t&Aily }k lainviit^i, aiid va« as mucli nobuiicd to di^iiy 
Any man, a.9 he wm tilso ovcrreadie to f^unt everie man that 
hcrcqmrrd. Cnto straight returned brickcuppoD it, And find- 
ing thftt Marcdluf had yielded unto their importunacyc, and 
n»orded the pift : he ciiL-icd the bo<ikcft to he brought unto 
him, and did nue it out before hi» ftkce, Mareellat gpeakinj; 
ncvrr A word to the contrary. After thati Marccllus brouj^ht 
Calo home, imd nrwr oneo rrpytuni upiinit that he hnd do)n% 
oeither then, nor at any time aJUr, but coiitiaucd alill friend- 
fJiippr with him, ra he had dore before. Rut now, though 
Ciito naa out of hi* oDiccof Qufcvtor, he wjunot without spiaTia 
of his men tn the LreAJtureeha-mWrr H'h» iiiArkm! aliiuyvv^ and 
wrote what was done and fK\Hr«ed in the trea^itrie. vVnd Otto 
him Rrlf having Ixiitglit tfie !>ook<**of ^irtximpt fi»r the H»mme 
of five talents contcynin^ tlie revenue of the whole Ktatc of 
the eoiiimoij wenlUi, fnmi SylW^i lime u:diil Uil' very yeare of 
httQuiPfton^hipp^ : he ever h^d theoi about him. and vaa the 
fir*t man that oune to the Senate and the lajtt that went nut 
of it. TTwf* many times the Senator* tnryinp lonj^ before 
tbcy came- be went and sate downr in a corner by him H.'lfe, 
ana rod cIokoIy the Uioke he hs\d urder Uh ;»ovne, elappinp 
hia ^ownc before it, and would never bee out of the citic on 
that day when hr kntu^ the ^nale should asi^embW. After 
thfttt Pompcy and hU conaorU pi^reeiving that it was unpo«- 
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*ible to colcp■^]l Cato, ejiil much Uwe to wione or corrupt 
hiiu, to favoi- thi-ir utijuat doings : they M>i.ight what iucailc* 
tbnr rould tx> keepe him from i!cmming to the Senstr, ftnd 
ddctiding ccrtcinc of hj» fricndx caum^ iwd to occupy him 
some otner wftyei about nmtl^rs of Kr4)itrenient, But Cnto 
^Ndinj^ thcLT vilcs and ctaA, to cncovintcr thcmt he toldc hU 
frirndi-i umr for all, nhnm hi- wmiUi pWtiirrt fiwt whtn 
Uw Ht'iifitir diU »it, no ttiiLXis titwuv could nutke him be abiieDt 
from Hi?nci*. For he came not to serve the common wealth . 
to enrich him *clfc m many did, neither for any gloryc or rc- 
puUcimi, noryrLntnU ^dvaittiTv: but that Hi? had iidviHuily 
(rliosen to Kerve the oommon wealth, like a ju&t and honcet 
mail, and thciv-foriL- tliovight him wife bound to be a« caref^ 
of hiA duU<*, as the hoc Avorkinfr her waxe in the honny 
combcf. For tliia n-npecl llicrtfufr, to purformc his dutjc 
the Iwlter, by the nupan^ of his fiiendcfl which he had in 
cTcry province belonging to the Empire of Home; he sott« 
fntD bia handed the copies of all the' chl^rfL'st outei, edicts, 
d«Tcefl, sentences and the nutaljlcrtt judgements of the 

Svernorv that remayned in recorde. rtiee Cato pereeiving 
flt I'ubliinClodiHs It neditioiis O>ilor amoiigc^t tre people* 
did make great stiiriv, nrid neeu*rd iliver* imto the Aii^cmltlv, 
fu the FnuHte» And Ve^Udl Nunnea: (itnimjce tlie wbich 
Ffthift Terentia, Cieern™ wivpH nsXpr was aeensed) he taking 
their cause in hand, did m> dit^ace ClodtUfi their aceuwr, 
that he wa.* driven to Are the eitie. Cleero tlierefrJiv gt^'lTig 
Cato thankcB, Cato tolde hiin, tlmt he must thanke \ht 
Cinnmon i^ealtli> not hini, for wlioM' naki' (mely he both «Avd 
ajid did that he lind done- llcrrhv Cato ivannc him firciit 
fame. For when a eertrin Orator tit eomnimi ecmiiM^ler 
preferred ono witncf; imto the lud^^ra, the couneeller on 
thothrr ^idc toldr them, that nnc wibie^ wwt tint to 1>c 
credited, though it were Cato him sdfe Insomuch tat the 
people tookc it np for a pi-ovcrlw atnonff them, that when 
any man spake imy ntraimj^ And unlilcel? mnttf<r, they 
wuuld nny : Nay. tlioujrh Cato him Jielfc said it, yet were it 
not to be heieved. When on a time a eertaine prodigall 
man bad made a long oration in tbc Senate, in prai^ and 
ofimmcndacioTt of «obrietie, temi>erftnco, and thriftinf*: one 
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AnmstiM a Scuntor mm^ uji, iittiti luito him. Mitt, iWrul^ 
what thinkf^t thoiP P who par ahH*' t*» lit«rt thee any lehaer 
with jmddicc : thai fftreit nt thy Ublc like Cni»iis, buildc»t 
like LiULuUiis, uul sppukesL to ufi liki^ CilU^P Sn men com- 
monly (in ^port) c&lled them Otoca, wliich were gruvc and 
terrre in their Honl», mid difsoUite in their deeden, Wben 
divers of his friends were in htmd with him to sue to be 
Tribmieof the people, he told them he thought It out mevtr 
at that time: fr>r&uch n.n ofHce (<juoth he) of f^rcat aulhontie 
4A th'itt i* not to be imployed, but like ix btrnint^e medicijie 
in tiroe of neede. So, the tetumc atid mattcra oi inwe oeas^ 

Xfor that iytavt Cato went into the contry uf Litkc tii 
his pleasure tliere, where he had nleAsant botues: and 
tooke with him bnth hU bookcsmtd PhiloAQphem to keepc 
him company, Bieause^ meeting fts he weid, uith divun 
jtumpter? and great canoge, anti a gjeat traiiK- of Euen be- 
)ride% he ii<ked thcni whnse tmruige it w^h.: Ihey told him 
it waa MeteUiui ^^^^5^ ^^^ retuntcd to Home, to moite aute 
tci be Tribune, Thereuppon Cato stayed lodainely, and 
bcthinlcinz hitn ficlfc, conimauTidcd his men to rctitme backe 
nsainr. Hin friends manniling nt it, ho aunKwt^ri'd them< 
Doc not yuo know th^t MetelluH i* to he feared of him sclfe, 
for hiii ra^linev ami fofty ) and nnw that he coninieth in- 
rtructcd by PomjK 1. ■ .'. lightning he woidd *iet all the 
cummoti wralUi u. iii:-- tui thii enuM.- therer<irvT wc imtAt not 
now gpe take our pleaaurt* in the oontry, but overcome hift 
folly, or olhrrwiw dyr honorably in ileleiuv of our libertie. 
Vet at hit! friendt^ pcntwABionE, he went tirfit unto hin houKC 
in tile tonlry, hut taried not lon^ tJien.-, iuui ivtunicd 
straight *^»aine to Home. When h** came thither oveniiffht, 
the neit morning Ix-timc* h<^ went into the market place, 
and «ued to be UVibune of the people, purpoitelv to erocsc 
Meteliua cntcq>nAe. bitiauae the {xiwit and authontie of the 
Tribune consiideth mon* in hindring, than in doinff any 
thing : for if all men cU were o^creeti of o. mutter, and that 
he onely were againat it^ the Trihuike wi^uKl vatv it from 
UMcn «iL Cato at the first hod not many of ha fnendra 
alxiut him, but when tiiry hcani af hU inU-nl^ w}iy he mndr 
»utG for the Tribuncahip : all hi» friundft liad noble men 
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fftraieht Xookc ^lortwith hinit confirmed lib dvtcrmJEintioiit 
jmd m^orAgn^ him to gu on willijill, fur ihni lii' did it mllitfr 
to Hcrfe thi' coininoii ^N'OAlth, then tiia oviiq tumir, coD^dL-i> 
ing, that nhj.-ri* niniiy ttnjirs Ufnn- hr inij^it (without rrsnt- 
Mitx or drtiiall) have ohtciiivd the Ukxact tlic nt^tc bving 
Urw&rd no troultlif, \w theu wuulij mvvx aut^ fur iU but liinr 
thnt he wm it in daun^fTf whcro hr ww to ii^t for Ihc 
coEiimtJii w<«lthi ruLd i\w |)rotci:tioT] of lirr lll>v-ttic. It in 
reported that Ihvn? uiu Hitch a iiumlx'r of people jtbout him 
to fAvoLir hifl aut«i thut ho w&a like to have bcD stifled 
flmanjT them, nnd thought hu should never haw cumcD to 
the nmrkct place, for the prcNutc of pwplc thtit swimned 
about him. Thus when he wna chosen Tribune with 
JMctellu^ and others, he perceived ho^ they twught mid toJd 
thf V[»yc(-fi of tht" pi'ojile wht-ri tht- Coiwids wer^ (^hoM.-Et: 
wht-Tcupuii he iTimlc Hit omti^ik, and uhArply tooke tLcm up 
for tliiH di't^tidilr nmnhuuJisi.-, and aflrr hi\ nrati^n i-rdiNi, 
Kolcmnly protected bv othc, that he nould occuh: him, and 
bpwmy hi> niitiic-, wliich lijtd givrTi niuiii-y to hp chcbrti 
Coiuui. Howbcit he spake nothing of SyUaauB. wUoee ftwtcr, 
Senilia, he had maned: but he fliLtly nrruseil Luciuc 
Murnsrui, that luul obtaini^d to he Consul wttli Svlkuiuji, by 
muuBRi uf bin moiK'V. Now a law boitifj^ pruviilcil, Uinl the 
party accused might have a kt*pcr or fi|>ift]l to follow the 
AOCiucTr to wc wbat \ur Would orciwc the party with, klifii he 
mi^ht the better he ubic to dtfeiid him scHV, knowing whot 
should be ohjeiHed Uf^ouuft him; Murana having oni; (m 
him to wAiti? upon Cato, t^ ooiu^der throughly what coarse 
he tooke^ when hL* ^nw that he went not inalidounly to 
worke^ but tooke n pUine common way of a jtist Mxnner: 
be hod fto fTCAt confidence in U-atoci upright miEsd and 
inlegritie, tlmt nut ri'jpuiling the marrow *irt.hig uf him 
otherwiwt he did one da^ a^ke him him kcUc in the market 
placi?t(€ir at liomc in hw owne bot4se) if that day he were 
actcraiined to proiM?c;itc any matter against him toiichiDj^ 
bitt aoniBiiLiun, If CaUi auuawenKl him UinL hi- did mil: 
then he went hi» way and simply heleved him. Whoo the 
day enmc in deed tluvt hi* cftusc wart lo l*r hcardtand nteadnl 
unto: Cic«ro being Con«ul that ytfc, defendiJij^ MunnuL, 
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pUrnl in plfAMLiitly with the StoJcke Philo^ophi-n, aud thdr CATO 
aUuun^E^ ojnnimiK, th^t he nioAc oil the hidgoa Uu^lw : iu»o- UTICAN 
mucii ttj Cato }kjin stif*- smiling txi liiin^ toltfr rln-m that wore 
by him ; Sec, vi^ Jiav^ u pk-uML[it Coimui Uiut make* men 
laugh Uiiu. S(> Mursna beirw JiwhargLH) by this juiTge* 
KUariit, did jU'Vcr lUtc-r malice Cato for that, but &o long as 
lie rcinuifioJ CuuauJ, h*t wns iJmaivb ruk-d by hU (Uiin&vl m 
M hiii nlliuiv«^ nod coQtiDu«d ^vi-r to honor hin, followinji; 
hb couikHc:!! Ill all thmgus touching hi* q^k%\ IK-ivtif Cato

Ovt-rtbrowc tliv vhdlc fttnlc nf Home, hy civill dtsoordc K^.^ 
wilbm lUmie, aiid (ipi-ti wjirrvv nljrc^ulr: whi> Ihviiif^ dis- 
covered ftnd overoome by Cicero, he waii driven in the cudc 
to die lioinr. But LcittuUiA, CVthp^uti, and many utJipr uf 
the ACcoinplici.-)! of thix cuni^>irn<nc, nlnuicd (^atilinc for his 
fAyiit aud uuwardly unn-XTdliig in iL For tbrir jmuI/^s, ^hi*y 
hjCd determined to burikk^ tb^ whole citio of Rome, and to 
put idl the Empire thcrct^f in uprore, by ftrauii^ warn-s, 
and rebellioow of foi'i'eino uatlunti luid province*. Ilowlicit 
thu ticaaon being diacovert-d, a^ uppeareth inure tartly in

Now l^^fitulua, 
flnd hi8 consorts of Catilinct conspimcie \x.in(i put to dcAth : 
Tiruir, to dokf Ihe aeciMilinnK wnerewith fjito rhai^'d him 
in ojvn Senatt^, did nut hirn &\^\i into the peoples hju>d>, 
and ^theriiig the raVi-hellit and AedltioiiA persoiin totfetber, 
which sought to set al at »13C and «cvcn, ho did rather 
rn(<<jra^e then] in tlidr niiM:hievoU3i intent and tmvttJWi 
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tVlwr^upfiuri, CuLu fearing l«ut hucL rubblt^ of peupic aliould 
ptit all the cnmmnn «^palth in uprore Rnd dnimgvrt h*t per- 
frvftded the ScoaI to winiK- thi- jioorv ncedv pcoiitr that liitd

But on tbother iide, Metellua entrirg into hi* Tri- 
lninc«hip, mftde cert«n seditious oTations and aMcmblica. and 
pn-ferml m hxw to the pooplc, thut Pompov the ifPfnt ihouhl 
pnsiiitiT be cfJlL^ into Italy with h:* armie, thut lie should 
tww the citii* hy hh eommtn^, JVi«ii the pri'*eiit. lUunger 
of CatiJtnn confipiracic These were but wprda spcken for 
HKJooa aakc, but in dt<ede Uii? U« had a lecn-t nit^anhi^, to 
Mt the whole common wealth and Enipirr of Rome into 
roni|KT?« hfuidn^ llerciippim (hr Smatu awH*mbled, wherein 
Cato at his firct comnnng, fpixkv fpomewhat f^tly, and nut 
to vtlieiiiutitly H^itLFit Metella?(t as hiti niajier wo^ to lie 
fslinrpv* unto them that wen* a^^ainst him r but mf>dc*tly 
pf-nwadcd hiin> and fell to mtreAte him in the end. and 
nighly to r:ctol) hit house, for that they had alwdiv taken 
part with the Sniate aiid nohilitie. But Mirtellua therewith 
tooke wioh pride and eonceit of him selfo, that he Iwgan to 
demise C'ftto,tbinkinn; he had awd that mildnc«,A»tbniigti he 
haa ht.'tntr uifVaide of him : invoruuch ai he gave out pruwd 

riJiea Af^nat him, ai^d cnidJ thrcatA^ that in despite of 
9mAte he wnuld do Ihnt whieh he hnd uti dcrtnkci). 
Then V^io chaunj^ag hifl countcrixunec, hia voiec and speech, 
after he had apo\^eii verv Hhnrpty again^it him ; in tlie eiide 
h€ roiiphly protcwtc^, thnt while he lived, he would never 
■ufer Pompry to rmne irio Roun' wilh hii* urime. The 
Senate henriug them both, thoufl:h( neither of both well in 
their wiltx, hut thnt Metellux douiun wajs a furie, wiileb pro- 
c^cdtnjE of a cjtncred ntomake ann extrenme malice, would 
put aJI in ha/Ard: and that which Otto did, wim n mviEih- 
mrnt and extaey of hia vertue, that made him beside him 
selfe, contending for ju«tioe and cquitic* When the day 
eame that thu law tLhoitld paju^e by voycn of th« people, 
MclcUus fayled not to foe in the naikct plaoe with a 
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worlde of ctrAunzcrs, aUves, and fiTnsen, Arroed, and tct in 
li^Ltrll nt}'C» Ih'hik^ il rtunihcr uf the cominiiii people tJa&t 
wt^rv Jvairoiu to h-c Poiiipeys retunn.% hoping after oiaunf^c.

On 
the ^ontrnry part nliw, the noble men and Setutton of 
the citie w^re aa angry eu CaIo^ And «Aid it was h hor- 
rible shftinc L hovbcit tlicy were his fric-nd<«» mther in min- 
liki»g tlic matter, thmj ui defending the common weidth. 
Whi.^rcupjxj|], eUI hin fritTidca fit homo, ftnd his n-holc famJy, 
w*>iv (ikftrvrtiloiisly ^lerplcv*! Aiid m>rowfiill, that Uiry hoth 
refused their mc/Ctc, and also could taWc no tout in tho night 
fur feurt- of (^tci. But hi-, iti imv witHuut fvitrc-, havtn^ a 
good hart vith lum, did comfort Iua people. And bad them 
not soii>w for Uini : and wfti^r he hod nujinrd, ba hp com- 
monly u.-wd to doe, h<.^ ^oi\i Uj hvi]^ arid ilefit »oundly >l1I 
ni^lit, till ilw aionilciK that Miiiutlut Therrnua, liis coUeag'iie 
lUid fellow Tribimv, cftnie and cftlled him. So thpy both 
went together into the market place, luxompanlcd with ft 
very few after thorn: wlK'reuppon diver* of thuir friirnds 
oune und met tliem by tlie way, and bad them take heede 
unto them tjelvej^. When they were come into the market 
plfkCCt and tHnt (,<tto iviw the temple of ('attor and Pollux 
roll oif Armed men, and the degreev or steppi'V kept by tword 
plttJtTft And fenaers, and Metellui^ on the t<>p of them ^t by 
Canir: turning in hU frieiiiU he* nayd, ^4n? I pray yoo the 
coward tliere* what a number of anned men he hath gotten 
together, a^in^t one man naked, and miarmed. Tlieivwith- 
aII he etntiifht went forward with his companion Thermua 
unto Uml plore, nt\t\ Ihcy that kept Ihr dfffrifs, npi-n»l at 
them KeUw to let him naisse, but thcy woidd let no other 
goc up IkjI him velfe: tlut Catfi with iiiiieh a doe, taiting 
Minutiui; by the hond.^t him up with him. fuid when ha 
woAComeiip, hciute hiTii doitne betwixt MelelluKond Cirrior, 
to keepe them a Konder^ tltat they thould not whimper one ia 
another* eftrL\ Neither of them both could tell wbat to say 
to him. WhcTeupfun] th<' noble mt-n that confiidetvd Catovi 
countcimuace and boldnes, wotidring to see it, drew ne^re, 
and by their ery«s willed him not to be affrayd, bat en* 
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coractd oDc anotbcr to nLickc by him, that ^toodc for defence 
ot ihtdr librriir. Sci^ Uirn- wiih n wrvnunt thnt UioVv tlM^ 
wnttcD lav id his h^md^ anti would have ivd it to the 
pcoplr: tnit Cato wniiklr not Wt liim, Thrri Mt-tellus toake 
it hitn ulfc in his hotidei to reoiir it: but Cato tdfo snatched 
it out of his harnl(3, Metcllus DoliiLtli^tmiding, hnviiig it 
pvrfpct without booke, would needed dt-dare the vtTtxi of it 
hy hartc. But Thcrmua cUriucd his honde befai\? h'u mouthc 
to k^pu hfcn thut he ahouJde not ipt^ke. MetelluB seeing 
these Ivfo mtui bt-nt hy all njcaues to k«pc thia htw trom 
tiaoing, And that the people did Icsnc on thdr mde: he 
bcckacd to hii men to goc for thr nrmcd mm which were 
at home in hlk h^^iiae, ttiat they ^houJd cyime ^lith terror und 
cryc8 to moke them afTVayd, and so tlicy diJ. Ihc [x^opli.^ 
Uivtrumxin were diMwntni here and lbt<rc for fi^nrt*, thnt Cato 
waA Idl Alone in the niark^ place, and they threwc %Umat 
at hifn from b«neaLti. But then Muripna, who haii before 
ftwCTio] Accu«ixJ [hj-] Cflto for bn>'in& oF th*^ Consufphippc, 
fuTAKiki' him mil In Uuat dating<^r, Iml. hwldin^ hJs limgu 
(tovnt Iwforv liini,crj«l out UTito thtni [x^ntuthT thut threwt 
at Cato, Lo leavi-. Sti Khv^ing hioi tlie daiiiT^r he hud 
brought him wife unto, holding him KtiJ) by the amcs, ho 
liTDUffht hjm into the temple of Coator nad Pollux. Tlien 
M«tmliu fidn^ the pulpit fororationfi voyd«d, and hi» onenii^ 
Rying out of the market plnce, he thought be liad wotiiie the 
gok: Whtrtuppon eommaunding hit ^ouldiLT* to demrl, 
Ihen proceeding gentlv, lit- attempte*! t<> [»asae bia lawc. 
But bin enemies that iled for fenre, being gathered againe 
tqgcti»r in the market place, begruine a fre&hc to ery out 
lUfaWluit, wilhgreaterb<>ldTiesjind roragethen bl'forv, 
McteUua and hla adherents bcinf; afiVayd and amai;t;dt 
rlmditing that thrir enemies hod goltrn weHpor*, and wew 
proridcd, und therefore were- the boldw: tliey Hed, and all 
of them JeA tlit pulpit fur iiraUon^, ^, uheii Metelltis mid 
hu company were gonne, Cato came tifzayin: to the pulpit far 
ontionKT and grrntly txmimended the [>coplc fi>r the* good 
will they bad shewwii and perawaded them to continue La 
their wv'll d<nug. Whervupjion Uie eoniinon jjeople were 
then againEt Metcllut, and uiv ^&atc ftl«o being a»«emblcd 
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CA'ro piv« order* that Cftto (iiould h&va bottijr ftyd« th^n he had 
OnCAN bcft>rc ■nil Uwl Uv Ml mrjuiw |Mwibl<* i\wy hIujuM nsht 
Mctdlu^ luw^t whic4 uii«l> loaded tv luove twditiuu und civill 
wArra in Home. For MtUUiu ftelfe. Iiv waa yd vehemently 
bant to followk? his attt^mpt And ffitcrpriw: but perceiving 
that bia fncndca were morvdouoly nfTnude of Cftto, an & m&Q 
whom thev thought uivincibJe^ tie «odain^lj' csme into the 
market pUee, friid OMUikbtiiig t^c people, told tbcm mADjf 
rCTL3iun.>s m his omtion, siippcKiiig t» hnn^i' Otto m dugraue 
with Uic pcouli.% Aiid Fuiiuiijcuftt oUaT Umixei he suLvd, thtit 
he wijuld wjUiJmw him h^'IA* out iif thi^ lyrannicAll [H>wia 
ff (Jatoes, odU his con-'pinurie against I'ompcy, the v^bicb 
ueroiltt^ture the dtie udorr it were long, aliuuld n-petit, 
for tliat th^y had »hAiii«d «md d^fftcini 8o noble a, man. 
After that, he pri»entlv dc|«rlwl K<imc, aud went Inlo Asm 
to mforme Poinpvy of adl this nmttcr. Otto oo thothtv 
tfide wEin gre&tU eftteiiied foi' hie doiii)^ for that he hiui 
fjrwd th*^ tommon w<'idth from th<> gr^^at trmible of such a 
foolUli IVibunc-, nad by ovcrtbmwiiig Mi-tollujs, he had al«9 
Aupprcssod the pow«r of Pompey, But he wum >et mudl 
more couimetided. when he wna a^ftliLat the Senate^ who 
woidd have uoti'd Metrlhu <if infnmie, n.nd deprived him 
of hi* oilicct the whieh he i^ould not nutfcr them to doc 
lilt* I'OEtLiiioQ people thotight tiim of a eurteous aiid ^ntle 
naturct bicausc- he would not treadc hi» euemie under his 
faoXv, w'hiM) he hud t\w up[HT hiuid it? him, wir l>e iTV4'rigi.-d 
of him \rhcn be bad overcome kim: but wine meit judf^ed it 
otlLfrwiae, IhaL it wiu wisely done of him not to provi>kr 
Pompey- About thi* time returned LucliIUik from the wftm;, 
of till' wliieb it [wmed Uiftl PocHiry hiuJ Uldti tlu' iHJiior 
and f:\ory from hun for tho enoiji^ of it* and woa likely 
al^iii U' hjivf bi'tio put from hi* honor of tntiinjili, for tliat 
t^iiA Memmiujt won biti iLdvenaxv, who lnyv^ many hccumi^ 
liotis a^ti:Bt him before' Uxe people^ rather to uIlivh.- Puijipcy, 
thi>ii for any malie^ &h h» had towanlE him, lliit CaIo, both 
C*tMtf ihtMipt for that LucuUljs wm hi" lirotKer in Uw, and had mjLrtcd Kift 
Ibr biii;uUua. oume tl»tt?r Servilk, a^ ai«o for that he ^w they did biu. 
wronf^: rtuisted this MciUDaius. and ddendcd attmy Aocuofr* 
dou aff^nitt him. So that in the end, though MemmiuN 
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'HmA labored Utat Cato nhoutd bo dcpHvtMl of Iitit offiix-, w CATO 
from t( tipTaimicall power: yet Cato comprlW Mcmmius 4t IfTICAN 
the ]si»i to IcAve of Q14 ftccuMtioDe, uid to pronoctttc Inw no 
more A|^iut him. Thu» LuculKis hAving obtoiiW lionor 
of triumjih, did ctulinice C"ut<M-» frii-niUhin nort- Uu-r bi-forv, 
tAitnif him for a aure bulwurcke &rid defeaBe ApiinAt the 
|Kiwrr of PomjK^y the grpnt. But iVimpry shortly nftrr np- 
tuniing home ogiune, with ^otit honor from htn uonrjuutts, 
tm«itiiL;L( thht for respect uf liis w^lcoinv he nboidd tie denyt*d 
DothiDg At the peoples hAnds when he cAinc boitie^ : sont 
brfort! unto tht- SL-nJik', to prii^ tiieui for hi* isakc Iv defcrn^ 
tbo election of the ConsuU. uiitiU he caihc to Home, thnt 
being prewnt h*? might fa^or I'inora sute, HUUig to be Cuunul, 
Tb«reujito the most part t>f the Scrt&te j^ve thdr consent, Cato ru^rtoth 
but Cato on thothi^r sidi* was ngiurisL it, not tliut tJie defer-' l^rnpey. 
ring of tlie timt? wa£ a matter of auch imfxirtADce, but to 
cut All hope from PoDipey to go^ About to Attempt any 
Dowo dcviMX, ini^innch tb^t ho made tbi? ^tmate dinonge 
cipiidon ogajnc, and P^mipeyH nxiucit wjut dt^nit-Hl- Foinpey 
boiiu Burvelotalj' troubled u^ithfdl^ aud pereeivinc: tliat C^to 
would b« a^CAinet him in all thmg» if he found not some 
dvTise to winne him : he sent for hu friend Munattiut, by 
hb mcAiia to dcmfuind Cdtoetf tvo Ncceit of him which were 
Dwriable : the eldirnt f«r hlit) f^elf, And {he ^oun^eMt for tiia 
ioonc Othcn- «Ay also, that tbe^ wore not ht« Secc^y but 
bts rtwn dnngbtiTi, \fimal.iun did PomiH-ys incMnge, juid 
broke the matt,-r unto him, hi» wife, and to hut siiitcRt, who 
nMrvdoufllv d^iivd Fompcyit Alliance, for tht* KrE«tii» and 
difi;mitie of hie perron, llut (r^to making no farther delay, 
witboLit tdher deltl»cfnti«nT 'i3 n"t grenlly ph^itW with tfie 
motJon, ouiuwered him prosently: Muiin'tiua, gf>e thy ^ny CuUi ftfuaeth 
unto [S>mpey ag^c, and tell him that t'ato is not to bo aljyuicf nith 
wonnc by womcn^ though otherwise I mislike not of hi* ^<'"*PPX- 
fHendTtliip: and witliall, that «o long aa he ahall deale up- 
rightly ixi all cau&««, and nonp otherwiiH?: that be (liall find 
hini more AMundljr hi« frirnd, then by any a1 liance of manage : 
and yet, that to satiafit* Pomp?y« ploa^uTiL' and will agninvt 
hid contrj^ be wt) ne^vr give him ^ueh pk-dges. Tlie womcu 
tvd his ^enda At that tim« were angry with hi« ftunswcT 
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and rofiuaUf utjinfr, it W4i8 too stately Atid lUicurteoufl. But 
Afti'rvrjtrdpft i^ chmjiitcd* Unit Puiupe^ Niiirig \a lin\c ottc? i)f 
hisi friendcH niiulu CuriKul, }i« jsent a gntal siimmc of money 
tx3 brvbu Ihc tovtt'a of tliL' people, wliii^ libtralitit? Wfis uuUiI, 
and spoken "f, bicftiwt? tht? money wah toid tn i*onni»cys own© 

rdcn. Ilicii did Catu tell the wotncn of hi» houm:, Uuit 
he had DOW beno bonnii by atlyance of uiarla^ uuto 
PoDipcy, Jic 8ho\i]d then have bene driven to Lavc bene 
partakpr of Porri|h'y» Hhunu'fiiU net*. When thi-y hcnrd 
vhnt he Imd told Uicm, they ull coiif^^aud then that he w^n 
wiwr to refuiw^ such atliftr»e»% then i\wy wvrv thul wishwl 
and desired it And jet, if men should judge of wiscdom, 
liy tin' «ucecsHe nnd event of tilings : I must nt-eilra nny, tJint 
Cato ttfi£ ID great fault for refusing of thia ollyonce- For 
thereby hp wh* (he cAuse of Pom|>eyK uiatrUiiig with CfcPWir^ 
who joynini; both their powers toother, wdj the whole dc- 
nLroctiuii of tht Kinpiit! of Roui^ : wben^L^ peruifvLiiturc ii 
hod Dot fallen out 90, if <-nt.n fearing Pompey^ li^ht faultes> 
hod not cau:iL-d him by incR'^Afting: hi» power witjk another, to 
commit farre gnjater faulle*. HowbiTit Ihoae thin^»ea wcm 
yet to cx^we, Furthcniiore, Pouipey beiii^ at jatrp with 
Lueullu!, touching eerlAtn ordinancefi which he had made 
in the Rcolmc of Ponlu!'. bieAUM both the one and the 
other woald have their ordinancea to take place; Cato 
favoured Luciiilu8, who had open wroi^. Poinpey thcre- 
foTv Btving tfiat he wju the n'i>nipr in the Senate^ took« 
parte with the people, oad put forthe the lawc for dJ^^<^i^g 
of tiie Landeit arnongeat the ttouldien. But Cato Rtowtly n** 
sifting timt kwc ii^ayne, he put it by, and made Ponipey 
thi-n^hy tn a nigx- Ui impiayn!*^ hi(n wife with PubliuA 
Clodiufl^ the mosle beditioufi and boldetst perBon of all the 
TribiiEieH. and besides ihat> made allyanoe ev^u at that 
tyme with Ockat, whereof Cato him Kclfc wo* the onely 
Autlior. Cwwir reluniing out of Spavne from bin PncUsf- 
fthippe, requyrcd the honour of tryiimphe, and withatl mode 
sute to bee ConsuU- But bedne a lawc to the contraiy, ttiat 
they that Evied to bee Consnlk should? bee present thrm 
lelrctt in Uie citie, and suche also oa dcaired honour of 
trJomphe, shoulde bee without the dtie: he eamettly re- 
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qitirrd Uic Senate, that he myght sue for the ConfluJshippc CATO 
By hi* friL'mlta, Thu moate parte of the Sennle w^n v/Wtmg imcAN 
unto it. but C&to vt&b Hail)' afayiut it He fH-rccyviu^ tb&t 
thi* other Sf^natours vrvr^ wilJing to ffratifie Cfesar, v/ht-tx it 
caaw to him {a deliver hi^ tipitiicm, he spent all the whole 
dayi? til hia uruLloi], aiid hy Lhts pullicic prvveiiteJ the ^imt**, 
tliAt thc^ oouldc not eondudc a^\y tnioge. Ilicn Cucaor Thf allyacc« 
iHting fftll his tTynmphe, inwii* sute lo be C'ODHiitt, and *^<1 ftrtidahjp 
cntrin^ the citic, joynud frieuclahippe with Ponipey, Here- ]^j^ C«tt* 
uppoTi ht- was ehosL^n CoiikuII, hihI imiiketliatly after m&ry^d '^" 

hi« Daughter lulia unto rompoy; ah^I «o havini; mcitlc in 
nuuiijer n coiisp^rutic sgBvnst the eamTnon wealth bi.^lweeae 
them selvt'^T Ctesar prefuiTml tlie lawe Agrari/ij for dialnhut^ 
iii^ the )&ij(l« uQtu the Citizens, aiiii Tuiupev vfo^ pre^cit 
to pi^nteyDc the miblieacion thereof. Lueuiliui ujid Ciocro 
cm thother &ide taking |iurte with Bibitliis Uie uther Consull, 
did ivh&t they coulde ogayiut it^ but spociollv CaIo: who 
faring muehe thia allyuice of Cne^r and Pompey» that it woa 
& pocte and consjiimcie to ovcrthrowe the emnmon wtixltb, 
Mfjrde-, that he cared not so muche For this Inwe A^aria, na 
he ileared the re^vorde they lookod for, who by suche moanes 
drd ictifte Aod pleiLee tlte common people. Therewithal I, 
tfjp Senate were wholly of lii* opinjonf and so rtere many 
other lioticat men of tnt people nesides, that were nont? of 
the Senate, and tooke hia parte : mariailin^ raitche, and al»o 
beeiEig ottcnded with Ctraar^ ^Mc unreaaonablctiee and im- 
jmrtutiitit, wfio by i}\v aiithoritii* of lij* Con*ul*lnri|ii' did 
prcfcrro wche tliiiijc^, m the rtoHte ttcditioutieBt Tribunea of 
the |HrcpTe were wont conirifoidy to doe, to cunye fttvour 
with the people, and by niche vile meancK sought to mako 
then at hU eimitiintini)tniiL*tit. Wlieit'fiJiv, Cu-«ir aiul hia 
fritfidv feariDf; «-o );reate enomieK, fell to open fofee. For 
to K'gimir ■lihall, as the (Vin^ul Ilibuhih wa,* going to the 
market place, thrrp wau a basket of donfl^e powred uppon his 
hcade: and furtiieiciorc, tJie Ofiiieis n«Me* wi-tv broken in 
their handed, whleh they earyed before him. Id (incy dftrtes 
were throwcn at them out of every comer, and many of 
them beeinn hurt, thf^^ all at Itn^tH were driven to flye, 
Mwl leave the market pluce. But Cato, he uune la»te of 
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CATO all, kocpuuf \m wonted f\u;c, anil often cost httkv \ut hfiadc^ 
OTICAN Mud cum^ tuteh Citixen^ So, iht^y did not OTiely pnsse ihis 
Iflwo Afj^roria by vojcrs of the proplc^ but furthermore they 
fulJcii bu it: that aH ihs Sni^iLc ^houMc Ikt ?iwortic d 
at&bluhe that law4>, tuid bco bounde ti:* defends the uune, 
(if sjiy attcaiptL*d Llic ^tiT&eioQ thtrrcoO uppoD crcftte piuial- 
tii* and linci to l>ce Kt^tte on his hemle, tlmt xKouldo rvfuM 
tJie oUic All til? oLhtr Seimtore swore ti^ynat Uielr willj*, 
mncmbrinc theex&mpleof the miK^hiefe that ohaunc^ unto 
the olde MetelJiis, who was banished out of Itaiv, bicituM he 
would not sweare to suche n like Uwc. Whcre^ippon, Uio 
women that were tn Catocs howtc. besought Kim with tfac

dMtobfhk lUid »o did also divcn^ of his ¥nctidc% besides. Howebcit, 
«nitlimmke he that innste inforced And brouglit Calo tn Kwear?, uu 
Cfttocirtlmwi. t;ic(M\> the Otfttor: who pciswftdoa him, that pervdvonture 
)w wuiildc btir thouglit iinn'fl-iniuJdr, th»l living hut nnp 
man, he nhoulde &ccme to mitilikt^ Uiat, which a\\ other hod 
thuijglit mi^vle mid reuMiimlile: zuid Umi it wctt >i fitridr 
parte <if him wilfully to put him acUV in 8o ji^rcate daunser, 
thinking to hvnder a rintti.T alivady piutt remedie. But 
yet that bcsau all this a greatur inoonvenienn; wouldc 
nappeii, if hf^ for^onke hift eoiitryt.* (for vIiom' rvtkc h^ <li(i 
all these Lhin^) and leh it a pray^ unto thorn, wlitch aoucht 
the utter mbvcmion of the wmci ns if he vcu- glad to bee 
ridde from the trouble of defti-ndinf* tlie eommon wtadth.

Tribune, who soucfht to drivL- him 
out of the contryo. It u (aydc that Cato Dc<irin|» wonuc by 
thtw< like worths attil fa^rfiWiia-iLiTDi at himie, and opmly in 
the mnrket place, tl)ey eto wjfleued him, that lie come to 
take liih othe taste of all neti, but one Fhaoniiut, a tfrry 
friende of hifl. Cwwxra hartr bfwing then lift uppe, for that 
!»- luul bninghl, his fimt luirpusT? tu panse: Ix-^nne nowp 
to prcfLTTc? an other Uvie, to divide all C^impania^ and the 
contrye vjillnl Teira l)i Laviiro, (thi- lande nf IhUkit) lUito 
the pocre needy people of Rome, and no man stoode fi£:ain«t 
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him but Cnto^ Whcrtuppon Ouar made Kiei officen to lake 
him ^ni Uic pulpit for ori^ti^ftiu. to cary him to prHon. All 
this m^de not C&io btowpc, nor leave lii» frojikc speeche, but 
AS hr wpnt he vtill spnke fiffaiTtRt t.hiii cditrtt', ima perewaded 
the people to bcw/irc of tncni thnt prtfirrcd wuchc lawoe. 
All Ui* S<riiat<*» Atid ttu." bfhtti* *ort<-» of Cili/efm fi»lb*<:^i Cnto 
with hcAv; harte«, shewing by thdr iilmcc, thnt they were 
cifTcrtidcil AHil Hngrve fur the JTijuryL- liicy did uaUi him, 
bccinu: ou worthy k mou. Inramuch aa Ciosare Bclf« per- 
criTTfil that the pt<ti>)e wcrtf offt'niirtl with it, tiiid yet of 
omhition and HtoimiCKo, he looked nJvaycs whcti Cato wuutd 
have a|T[]m!prl mitn ihv iK'opli?, So wIh'M he nnw that Cato 
ri?nt no luci) tziatt^r, at leii^^th overcomen with ^hiunc' and 
di»honort he him ^e\tr procured one of the TnbuDca ta 
take Cato from the ScrfE^'auntA. In nnc, all Cnsani pmctJw 
tcndtfd to thia mdc, that when he had woime tlie peoplea 
fftvor hy sueh lawes: they *jhoiild then ftrtumt him thf» 
govcnimcnt of all the Gftidc*, (wwcil on thin nidc, as beyond 
the ruouritidn»)im[l all FlIyriiL. with >Lnaf-mii?of foure le^^inns* 
for thi; AfMioc of five vearva, notivitlistujuUnK that Cato told 
the people b*>fore, ttiat llicy then »eN« with their own 
voycoi did set nope a tyrant, that one d*y would cut their 
Ibronla. The\ did nhui thiiie Pultlius CTcxJiuEt Tribune of 
the people, wtith waa of a noble hoiiflt' ; a thing dift>ctly 
rnntniFy to the law. Hut this Clodiim had pir^mised them, 
fto thnt thcv would helpc him to banish Cicero out of Home, 
la do nil [fint hr fiiitld for (hern. Furtbi^niiure, Ibev made 
CEklphiimiuH Fiao (C'-ueaan wifm father) and CSabinius Paiilus, 
(a man wholly at I*ompey* ('oniinauHdminit, as tliey write 
which knew hiji life luid manni.-n() CunKula the nest ycarv 
fbUowinf^- Now, iioLwiULnbLudiiig tlit^y had the ruk- of the 
conmoD wealth in their owne hand<«, and that they had 
woTinr part<^ of the citic with bryhes, and tlir other parte 
aliM> witli ieare: vet they were bi>th alfraid of Cato, when 
they coa*<idered wliat trouble they had to overcome him> 
whteh they did very hardly natwitlixtandmi^, anti to tJieir 
great nhame, becin^ diiveti to use force, and yet thouflit 
they should never have done it. Fiirtlu>rmore, Clodiiti 
utterly diapaircd that he cooLd poaaibiy baoiah Cicero, »o 
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loQ^ OH CaU} wott there. So duviaios w&ycH hove to doc 
Et, wherk li^ had tAki?n poaseMsior] of hirt otH;^, h^r 4ent for 
Cato, ntid bcgftnnc to toJ) him, thiit he thoueht him the 
htJiir^tt^L una juittst nifUi o? Romct nitd tliat lie v^ttA noAy 
to [H-rfonne It to Uim by dvvd^. For, whert many inacfe 
Bute unto him to be seut IdIo Cyprus to make wftriv with 
king rtoloii^ : ho thought nono no vorthy aa him »lfe, tuid 
thcrcfurc fur the guudwill he hurt him, lie iru \L-ry willing 
to offer hini thftt pleasure. Cato stravght cryod out with 
open mowth, that thiA wM & drviae to intnippc him, iiot to 

Klriuuiv him, Thi-n Clodius prowdly and fiercely aiujswprcd 
itji, Wdl, seeing thou wilt not goc with <;coa wiU» thou 
«halt gae then against thy will : And so he did. For Rt the 
tii^t aiweinhlyc of the citie, he cair^ the people to gnuint 
hif <!onimiit!ii<in for hU jomey thither r but tJirv neythor u.p- 
poynted him *hippca. nor wnjldierB, not any ot"her Ministers 
to gi^ wtXh him, mivjo^ tuii Se<^rttftni>H t»nely, of the whirh, 
the one of ihfni wai n vcrv ^iikyne and arrant thcclc, and 
thr other, mir of (?l(N]iiis fdllciwers, B(»]Jc« nil lliis, lu if 
they had appointed him but litlc to doe in Cyprus ogaynrt 
Ptoloriiy^ he madi^ them eommnuDde him afti?r tJiat, to goc 
nnd rostoTC the outlawc^e and hanislied men of the citie of 
DywQtiuni, unto Uicir cimlryp Anil gijodr.* n^jiyiic, of por|>ojwr 
oni>ly to ket'pt> Calo fam? enou^ht* from Rook?, w}ivloftt he 
continued Tributif. Cnto bet-ing driven bjr iieces»tie to 
oht^yc, he counM-llod Cicero (whome Clodius pursued) tt> 
beware that lie miulcr no sturre agaynst him, fur feare of 
briD|^n^ fiome into einl) warre and murther for hU sake : 
but rather, to abKnt him »elfe, that he might an other 
Ivme i>r«(t*rvL' hi* coiitryp- After tliat, he stent his fritnde 
Canidma before into CypruH. tiaUy Ptolomy*^. to ptnwade 
him to bee qniet without wiirre: deciarirg unto him, that 
hc.ihoaldc nether Jackc honour nor richcjtf for the iloiuanca 
wouldi' jpiunt hhn tlie priMthoode of Venua in tho ciUe 
of Paphoa. Cftto in tlie meane lynie rcmayned in the 
llr of Hhodos pri?pnring htm lu^lf** thi^re, and nhyding hisi 
nunflwor. In the tymc of theie nturrtw. Ptolomy k:njc of 
'^KJP^* for a certen ofFt-iic^ mid di^corde wiLh liU bubject^s, 
departing out of Aiexandrioi sayled towardoa KomOi hoping 
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that Ocor and Pamper vrlih a grcaU annic wautdt^ rcaturc CATO 
him to hit cTovme aon kingdome n^yiu*. He beetn^ dddrons ITtlCAX 
to Hc Cftto, sent uDto him, auppmuig he vrouldc cotni^ ttt hi« 
Mmding for, CnUt bj chauncc* wo* owrupywl nt Utai iyme 
about some husmcs^ luid bodJc the AK-sBcajCir wUl PLulumy 
to cooie to hiiOj if he ^oiiUle se«' him So *hen Pbihimy 
cftmc, he Dether went to mwtc him, nor roao uppc unti> him, 
but undjr lArelL-nicinJ hitii, btii] UuIiIl- htm silUr chjwije. ll 
AQUbaK<l the king at the first, to sec under bo ftimplc and 
meane a trayiit, Kuchr » niniWnf^ and mf^cttic in OittH'Tt 
behavior. But when he hoardc him boldcty iaUrn with him 

of hi?i Anuvrrii, aiul sutiii: ^Jtvi: tnlkr c-^iEiie from liicii, rr- 

p^o^ing his follye he hrui committed, to for«flke siiche princely 
pleasure and wcfUtb, to goc Aod subject him Klfc unto ^uchv 
aiiboiiour, suche exLn^iLiiKr uayneis and suchv prnuing ^^vatu 
IfiA^s and presetita, &a he atiouldt tJirowe aitaj^ir, to utiafle 
Um covctousn^ of the ralcn nt Knmp, the whii^h uail ao im- 
MLtii^lc, that if ftl! the iknlme of Kgypt were- converted into 
silver to give iunoiige tliem, it wotilde scitree saffltv tltt^i : 
in rc&p<^t whereof, ht^ cuutiHcUcd him to rvtunie bAcke with 
his navye, and to reccneile him *ielfe n^yae with his wib- 
jcctw, offering him *dfc f%\%o to goc with him, to hdpc lo 
make hi?> jxiuv. TJien Ptoloniy eumintiig to him nelft^ and 
repenting him of Ida foUye, knoM'iitf^' tluit Cato toldc him 
tniplv, and wijwlv : hr determitir^! to fnllowc hh ciiunnfW, 
had not hiH friendc* lumcti hiw myrdp to the contrary^. So 
mlirn Ptoluniy e^iiiie Lo Rijme, nnJ wut driven k> waytt^ nt 
the gate» of the Magistrates thnt were in authoritie: he 
Hlghcd lJim» and re|ji-iited hh follyt^ for thjtt he hnd pot 
onvly d#«piti«d the couiut^ll of a v^c man, but rather tlie 
Oraele of a ^^. Furtheriiiorei Utt tether I'toloiny tUat haa 
in Cvpnu (a ho^pvc^ turne for Cato) povMined him «i?1fe- 
Cato bc«mg aW infonntrd that he Icftc a wondeifLill KUmmr 
of money behynde him, he dt>t^rnivned to got' hini lelfe itiito 
U^eantiimi, and stnt h\» Nephenc lliuttu into Cvprub, hicauM' 
ha* dtirit not tniHtc^ Ciinidiui ko farrv. Then havini^ rcfitornl 
the bauiAhcd men unto the peopW favour a^ync, M-ttinge 
agreemenl betwirt them, he relumed into Cyprus. There 
he fouiidc a marvculoua grcatc trcofiurc and pfatc bothc of 
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goldc &ad uKtTt Ubkst precious fttoiivs, h&iigiiig», and 
pirrplc liilkcs nil the whicb nc wju to make n^yc ricney of- 
Thciv Iir Loukc gnaitc care anil paytii^ tii niY>v ull lliineei' 
to the ulmoat^ &iid dearetft pryc« th&t coulJe tx^c^ and ^e 
him ftclfc vTdif pracnt at aU* to kct-pc reckoning of the Uu4c 
peimcy. Whervforv, to bringc UiU to mssc, be wouldc uot 
tftaiule to the common use of Uic »Je of the crycr, but 
f«up«ct«d tii«tn a|], hnXhi? rryerr.^ prftvven. And hit rnma 
fiiendwi, And thcivtore talkril him nclle ^th the |>rAy*erHi 
uiul iiinJe iJititi u-tte hiuhc- pr^'WA uj)|}on evrry things that 
was to bcc Boldc. And thus wrrc tli<.* moetc parte of the 
|modcs solde and caryed avuyvt nt thr dearest prjrrs. Thiji 
aid mArvv]ou6J\ oftcnde the mcatc of his friendW^ when they 
»AVfe that he did mtHtniste thein: hut MirnaH»H Bpedally, 
h]8 donrcst Jriendr, tooke it h^ irwArdcIv, that he thought 
never to bee friended with hmi igiivnc, Iik^iiriiEidie n^ in thr 
booke Cirrnr wrtrlc a^ayimt Cdto, in this place he forct^Ul 
lUUite Uie ai!CLiaatiou a^yii^t him. Muijutiaa uot^ithatand- 
inf; wrytethfc thAt he wa« rot aogrye ho miiehc with CAto for 
that he mjMnwt^^ hinij but for n ccrt»yiie dindaync he had 
him Mlfe of Cato, and for th« cmulacion betvrixt bim and 
Canidiub. For Munatiua wrote a book« of Catoes deedei 
and sayin^p^t whmnuThraseai in hU hiptorye t-hii^y followed. 
In thin Ixiokc be ^hewcth t}iftt he canic Utc ItiIo Cypnir** nnd 
vai very 111 lodged. And t\jrt]iortnore alao, timt when ho 
wooldc have comen into Catoe« hou«e, they kept him out of 
the ffAtei, fnr thdt Cjito «a* Inisde, doing «omt* thinge with 
Cazudiua. He modcfttly complnynin^ m it unto Cato, had 
this eJ)ttr]ii4h aunHwer . Ovennueh love, »a^th IlieopIiTAwtus, 
otlcDtiincs eaiisH-h hate. So farcth it with thcx', who ovcr- 
hiviiig me, due^t Uiittke Umt 1 ««itn"inp thee not ns thou 
dcacrveat, and tlicTeforo art arijfry with nic. And for 
Cajtidiufi, I mutd U-W thee lrue[y, I doe rather employe him 
for hu9 skill and faithfulnot in thingM, then any man eU: 
for that he hAth lM.-i'ni' *ith mc fnmi Ihr bpjrintiuig. nnd w 
brre as 1 leame, was n^ver brybed, but oleane Imuded fitill. 
HiGsc wordca Cato tolde Munntiii» tocrrtly betwvxiif thciii 
two: but aftcrwudtt he kcwc tliat be oMd also reported 
them unto Cotiidtua. When be a&«e that« be irould no more 
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go and RUppc with CnU oa h^ was wontr and wbun he ivns 
villi cnlli.ir Lo c'uuim^U. lie would not come Iherr iirUier, 
Wbtivforc Cftlo thrwttncd him^ tht\X he vrmld ^easc- iipon oil 
hn g4M>i)v jind ivu'ijt^% ^b^ they uh? tu he^nJJr? iheni that nrr 
dkobedient unto ji^te. This EiotwiUutandin^, Munutiu» 
cuvd not ft>r it, but tixjkc Maraud returned a^&Liie to Ruiiiir, 
bcnrini; Cato gnidi^ a long timo^ Then Mnrtia, b«dne at 
thftt time CntoTA WLfc,,ipakc with hini, uid were Holh hidden 
to i(U|ipi'r to^ther^ unto a. frirnd of theirs, oaIIocI BfircA. 
Thcn-uupcmi Cato idso arrivi'd. And came tliithvi', nhcii they 
werv nil ^t^at nuppcrj juiil Eukisl wlicro h«r ibotild iit : IWca 
tolde him o^ync. where it pleaded him. Then cviting hi» 
eyet about,Ti^ sayd hi? wniild irittp hv MizTiatiiw: siii! so 
fetching;; a compaAM About the bardc, nc went and sate b 
htm, bat ofTcrvd hint dd fritrmlHhijiju' rtiid fiimiliniitir 
f^upwr iymv. AfterwardL^a notvilhatntidiu^-, at tht-- retnicat 
of M^ia, thflt wa^ eHmi-^tly in hftmV with Catd for him: 
he wrote iintD him, and willcii bim to come axid vpcnke with 
him. Miitintias wml Lii Catoca bonne iii the tTivriiin^, whi-n- 
Martia stared him^ and kept bim compaiiie, untill all the 
nst that came U> ^hile Cnto, wrrc depart^. Then Cato 
OODUniDg to bim, cmbrncrd him in hU ormcs^ nnd mitdc very 
nmcbi^ of him. We have t}ic wiHiits^Iit^r diUtrd Miis mnti.er 
at lengtli, bicauh^ menB natures ana Tnann^>rH mi);ht be die- 
ceraea even in these soiall mattei^ of fnend^hippv.- pnvntdy. 
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of Uw joiney he hod lo ^^oc by ata, hemodcdivm litlc coferi, 
and put into every on*- of them two tukiiU, and fi\e hundivd 
DrachmOa. and lyed unto eoche of them a longv rope, and 
a greate peecp of eorrke: bicAa*«' thst if the shippe should 
fortune to miicoryf, those eorckes mi^ht ahcvc where the 
ehactes with money luye in the botlome of the si-a, Thi« 
«raa all tbt* moticy tavedi aavinjr a litle, and broujirht lafrJy 
to Kom^- C^{a hjLrin^ made twfl booke<i whenn Le liau 
noted oU thint^ done in hi^ jomey, he eould neither save 
ibisir iJor tJjoUiL-r uf tliem. For one of liLi boiTdmen imido 
frect called i'bUor^niat tooke the cm away: who tokincr 
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ftbippc at tW hftYcu of Cenchraes, v,-as him K«1fe drowned, 
arnl the liooke he hft<i ftlw, !oM with him. The uUicr bookfl 
which he htm wifi' hjid tcpt* imtill hv* came uuto Corfou : 
Ijing h\ Uiv nmtkct |>Wc uf tht ciLit In Ms tt'iit** which 
GAit»ed to be wt uppe : the Mariner* beifig very coM in the 
nigbt, iDadf* so cre*t a fire, thwt il biimt the tenb, stiific, 
booko and all, NotwithsUiidlntf, hi? brought certains of the 
late kiiig I'toloiuyes »la\e« with liiiri, who while \ir Itvoi, hod 
the L'hnipe and custodie nf nil Mb tfeasuiv ond nthL-*, tlic 
which he brought a* witncj«c^ to rfjjppc tlte moulhc* of hi* 
nmlfi.ii>a>jeiit*mies, that would have aeouwed bhii ill nrty Ihiner. 
Uul yet the loasc of tbcm did grieve hioit not so innch li>r 
the grt'Jib.* <;tm? and pnjTi™ hp n^il Inkrn in m-Uiii^ dowiic 
the Aceompt of hia charts for Iht- jtirttificaLioii and proi>fr of 
h{« fldelitie aird guLxl wrvice : hut alsfi, for that they might 
have MTvod for a. good menioniUi and example uiito 
alhtiK, ti> huvL* ticnc: n likr (-iLn.-fi]]l lu llieir thargo, tu hu 
9e\L But tlie j*odde« donyed him thif f^6 hiippe. NewM 
beeing brought that he waa e4>u^e to Uouie hy water, when 
they undcntood thnt he wjw nt hiuid, by and by all tbc 
Mdgistmb, ttie Plicites, the Seiuite, and the Pioat part of 
the people also went out to meete him by the rivers *ide: 
ao thnt boOi flidw of the river of Tjber were f^ill of people, 
and the rt-teiving of him in, seemed not inferior to the enlfj 
of a tnamphe, Notwit [standing, some tliought hitn very 
pn^umptiiou^ lhAt Ihe Consuls and Tnetors coinining tml 
to tneete him, he did not 3t«y hia gaUy> but rowed stul up 
the ^reame (beeing in a kinges gnlTey of ^'i owerv to every 
boneke) And never stayed, until! all hia fleete arryved in the 
Imven. Thi^ ncilwithstRndrng, when the eofcre with monjr 
were earied thorough the market place into the treitfurc 
chamber, tlie j^'oplf wundrrd l^j t4V ho great a t^uantit>e uf 
it. And t}»creuppon tJie Senate being assembled, with gre4Lt 
and hontJrzkhle wonU they gnve rate an eslmordiiiary Pmrtor* 
ship, and pH^ili^dgc alao, at any common sports to www a 
purple gowne. Cato refused all tlieae honours, aud oncly 
oesoii^hl the Scnat*^ to make NieioK a free man, Steward of 
the late diseased king IHoIomy, being a witnea of hU faith 
and great paynes be liad taken in this eerviee- FliiJip the 
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Ckthffr of Martio, vtam thoX ytATe Coiuu], so th&t nft^r & sort^, 
the Authoritk of the Coj^ul ^ra in Catu : bicAUJ^c Ltnitu]u!», 
colleaffue and ftUowc Consul with Pliiliji, <iid uo lesse revet- 
cnce Cato for hU verlues, tlien I'liJlijj did for lil* idljaaoe 
with him. Furtherraor?, wh<Ti Vicero vsa restored agAvne 
from hU banishment, the vhich Pubiiiis Ciodius (bccing then 
Tribune of the peopU-) had put npon bim, and beeing agayne 
eronriii to grvat crvdit : he vcat one dnv into the Capitol], 
m the absence of ChHiius by fotw to t*te awaye the tables 
which Clodiud had coMnccrutcd there, in the which were oom- 
nHHxi all his i.]i.rirfgH during th«' lymi.' hi* was Tnbune. 
llicrruppDii thcSciiate becingftfsembled, Ciodius did accuse 
Ct(*cPo of thin \inh-nt focLr. Cic«"ti jtuiiswennl him og&yne '. 
that bicautN.- Ciodius wad choe«ii IVibune, directly ogutiist 
the law^, therefore all Uh dciiiigv were voy<le, Aud of mi 
validities Then ptoode uppe Cnto, mid vayde: he knoivo 
that all that which ClodiuB did when he wiw Tribuncj was 
seaiitlv good aud allowable, but yet if genemlly ^ny man 
ahoiilde undoc all that he had pAJsed by that autlioritie: 
th^Ti oil that he him M?lfe had doni? likewise in Cyprus, miist 
of neocmitie bee rvwkod. For Ihe ^onuui^Esiuti tlmt wr« 
l^rainited uuto him (by vi?rtue whereof he had done many 
Ihiuge)) ^houlde be uiuawfull : bieaiiae thf^lVibunc also that 
did grauTit it hfm, was not UwfitHy cho*eii- And thnrofore, 
that Piibliurt Ciodius wafl not made IVibune agaynj^t the 
lave, who by c-on««Dt of the Uwe was taken out fhici a noble 
hou9c, and made a populer person: howcbeit, if he had 
liebiLved him *elfe iiii<IiietifLitlv in hifi offree, as other mm 
that happely had oFendcd : tbcn he vera to be accused to 
make him iiieitd lii>^ faiilU^and nnt LodeAtroye the autlioritie 
of the ortiecr, which in it selfp was lawfulh After that* 
tltrre fell tiBi^liking beLwiil Cieero and Calo. fiir Ujis eoEinter 
buffc he had given him : and Cie^ro continued a long tyme 
after, l>efare tie did iJirwe him any eountcnauncc of friend- 
(hippe as he lud at other tyrne* done. But afterwarde« 
t1»ey were recondJed to^ctfacf agaync, by this oecjujoii. 
Pompey and Cranun hAvmg bene with C««ir to taike with 
him (who for that piirpoie came out of Gaule bcycnd the 
Alpa) mode an lurreevi^t ther^ betwixt tlwm^ to deniaund 
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CATO thf *ccoiid Coodubhip Uiffcthcr, eaid when tliey had it* tphcii 
trnCAN to proroge Cse«ar» ffiivrmmpnt for rtvr ycRiVfi mor^, and 
they irouldchAvc w best pn^TJacw and gr-catwt, for 
ftL-lvLii, Tilth gnail itriinw, mid moiify enough to p*y^ Ui*rin 
wiUi. *l'iu« ^^ in dccdc a pla>ii<c compirAcio todevidc the 
Empnip rf Knmf Wtvrrnp thptn^nnd utttrJy to fn-erihiow 
the HtAtc of the common woulthn At tbat time there were 
laHiiy noble men, wtiidi came io iDAke luti.' fur the Cunsul- 
thiv. But whon they «Awe Pompcy and Crn^ua oftl^r to 
DiiLKc »uU' for it. all thr n>to gave ovct, bill Lticiws Uomitita 
thut hud Qioryod Ptirda^ Gitoei siHter: thruugh whone pcr- 
awriHioa he wtnUde Uut nJinquinhe bin aute. (^uxLsidertn^ that 
it WAA Lot thd office oti«ly of the Consulship that wra tho 
chicfcNt maLtrr of im^Hirtjuicr, buf tlir lilicrLie of thr Sriuitc 
and p^opli*, Straiicht there mune a nunor throuf^h the mo*t^ 
pftrU* or the p*h>|)1l\ tlmt tijt:y wcrv not lo *ufler Voiupej^ 
powpr to be joined with Crvisus by ineftnen of this omce: 
K>T then hifi nutljoritie wdulde bee too grtyit and stronger and 
therefore, that of ncce&sitie one of theie two u-crc to \)e^ 
denyed. For this c£.usq tlitrcibrc, the gowl men tooke 
DomitiiiH parte, fuid did encounu^ him to goe on with hts, 
nutc, awiiniig him of nyde under nandc of divers, which dunt' 
not bet" seeiie openly ior feare of those two ^eat nien^ wlio 
at the da)xr of Oic ejection would procure him vtiyccs in hlA 
ffttoiir, Poinpey and Owaut mifitnintin^f this, mflde Dnmitim 
bee i»cttc uiipon, going with torchc light before doyc into the 
fit^lde of Mara, vhere the «]vctbn win alvayi-« made: aiul 
first fltriliing the torche bearer that went before hini, tbcy 
borl. hini ho sore, that hi^ fi>l] downe dj*au)^ at hiJt f^vt^' 
'i'hen thi^y laycd at the r^jit in like ca^e, who fitidmo; them 
M-'lveK t-rotJIy hurt* ra^iue airaye I'very innti rJ Lh<nn, and left 
DomititiB and Cato post aione. Btit Cato, notwithfltaudiu|]f 
hi' wAJi hurt in one of his armcsi kUU h<1de Domitiuit faat, 
and prayed him to bk^, and not to leave to dcfcnde the 
lilwrtie of \hat contne, a^ynsL lyrantji, whieh playnely 
ahew^'d after what mannGrr thpy would^ povemi?, «itb<^ by 
*uche wicked mrnnr-t they iispyml to tyranuicAll pi)vemment 
All this nolwithsUndint', Dumitios woulJe taryc no Ivtijivr, 
IhjI bttooke him to hia leggto, and raitne liomc. Thus were 
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Crasitus aiid Pauijiey withuut deiiyall (iroduvuKuI CoiiiiUm, 
Ckto never yo«ld«l th^nfbre^ but cam? Axia eued to bee 
Pnctor, 1>i<'iL(tM- tliHt thivrljy he ntiglit j'i't make it sonic 
*tnm>:th uid coutitcuBvuicL' tu him of^iufid tlwir Coniiulxhippc, 
tUat bcv-ing no prlvaLc ptrauM. \ic ahoulUe have soiiit: b<:ltcr 
authoritie to rc^Ut tbcoi that wt?re the chiefeat nvnyoo£. 
Dot tfacy fc^nug, that the rrvii>r3hippc by the estimatioD 
of C«to. woulde come to equ&ll their auUtontie of the 
Corc!ulaliipp« : firet asftcmbled the ScD&te (the moat parte of 
thp Senators not henrir^ of it) And in that oAApmbhv cALiAed 
the ±>eE>nte to decree ; that all nuchc b.*i were ehoscn i'rfctont, 
abouldit pre^tfCitlv ^pi^ tu their e}iarj^, not iLtt^ui-Hujj; the 
tjmt ana Libcrtic appo7Litc<I by tlio lawc, during which t>mc 
UM-'a might lu^tise tnos»< whieh hiul IviiEifht thr vnycru of the 
pcof^le with moncv- Then heiirtii^ by tfii» culler and decree 
sett^ yll duern at libertie, without TeHT^ of ])uriiH)iiTu^nt, they 
piv-ten(finp to lisp corniption» did pn."fcrrti fiomc of thoir ownc 
Mint^li^m to mjikf suic for thtr I'nrtnrehijipe, thrm lelvi-K 
jjniBg mciQi?y to eorrupl the pr^tiple, (uid beeiug prvnt-nt ulso 
at Ihtf eh^taiiiu But notwith^ftandin^ all these pracliM^ tfie 
vGTtuo and repittacion of Cato overcame him. For the pccpto 
Hud him in no gn?«t ncvercure, that tliey thoiight it ton 
ahamefiiU 4 parte to sell Cato by voyces, who deserved rather 
t9 bee hvL-nvJ to take the Pnclorahippe apon liiiu, TIiciI 
tht fii»t Tribe bwinp caIW to givp their \ovcofi, declared 
him PnctoTH Pompiry nccine that, straight Hrake of tlie 
attcrmblye, makh^ a Hhamefull lye, telling that he heard it 
thunder; the wliich the ItomjiDcs doe marvclou^jy dett!at, 
and wilt conclude nothing when it thunderefh. Howetwit 
aflenrordea they gave more money, then Uiey hod done 
tiefore. and thereby' drav^ awaye the chiefe^t men out of the 
ticldc of MorH, and by pnieti»c obtayncd, that Vatiniiu wae 
chiHirn Fnetiir for Cflto. And Lhe n-porli' wtitt that they 
thtfit bad ifo wickedly Ji;iven their vovoch, feeling tliem ocKcn 
pricked in c^inaeiencf, fledde Immediatly aut of the fielde: 
and the hono«t men that rcmavncd, were both very sorr and 
an^e, for thr tnjnrie tbi'V Jnul oflVrcd C^tn, At Uuit tynu- 
one of the THhunes kL-c:ping an u«^emb1ye of the citie, Cato 
ttoode iippvt and tolile (m4 if hv had propliecied) l>efore them 
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a\U what wouldc hupj}^ U> the common wcoltL hy tbc*c 
pmctiE^, ani^ stirred iipp the peopU agavDfit Pomp^, ftad 
UsukT, raying: thnt thry were giltrc of uiOM tbingca, •nd 
thi-Tpfrtn-* tiTOcurm! tlwin lo bw aoiir, liicat^se they were 
ftHraydc that if C&to had bccne Prctcr, he would too 
narrowly have rifled oiit thHr dj*viftp». In fine, Cato gotog 
home to his hoiis*', Jiad more coniponyc to wayle iippoii him 
aloni.% tlii-i> ilII th(* uther Pneton uvil liau been^ r^Oftcn. 
Wht!n Cfliua TnboTiiuft, Tribune of thi' people, had prefcm?d 
alawe for tbt'iU'vuiiTig of the provinces untu the newe CoukjI*, 
^payncand Airickc unto the one, and Mgpyi tmd Syria unto 
LJic^ titlic^r, with full |xiwier to make vt&m as they thought 
fSpod hoUie by «ca and lande : all otJier m«it hflving no hope 
to k(vpr it nacke» did let it idane, and Kpake nothing lo 
controrye it. Then Cato getting uppe into the pittpit 
for unitioiTB, Ijefort* tlie peonic Leganot lo give thc:r voyces, 
cokildo hardely have two fiowers tp&ee to epeake: but at 
Itii^li, th^y perceyvinc that he delayed tywe by foretctliu^ 
thingci; to come^ woulde ^u^vr him to «peake no loQgeTt but 
M:nt a Scrgeaunt to bim, and plucked him by forte out 
of thi> pulpit. But when he was beneath* ano crycd out 
notwitti^tandiDg, and dtvci? gave good eare unto him ; the 
Scr^HUUit went to him atfayne, and tooke him, and caryed 
him out of tiic market p&fc. Howi:Uit the Offitcr had no 
sooner left him, hut he went fitmyght towardes the pulpit 
for orations n^d there crycd out more vehemently thea 
before, and willed the people lo have an eye to aydr the 
libcrtic of their common wt^alth^ which went to ruine. When 
be i>fl**ntvon*s togf-l hc*r did thin, 'iVi^honius the Tribune behi2 
iDftddc wilhid, eimimM^nded hi^ Scrgrftiint to cary him to 

EriMin. The [M-iiplt fullorttii him hanl nulwiUmtamluig, tn 
oore what he t^yd unto therm. Whercuppon Trcbonius 
fearing M>nie Aturrr, «m forced lo commMind his Sergeaunt 
to let Cnto goe. So Cato dravc of all that day without any 
matter eonduded. llie next inoiYiIng nolwitlisUuding, \he 
contran' faetion hai-in^ partly ptit thc' Komaneb in feare, 
and wonnc the other pm-tc n]H> by fayrr wordcs and money, 
and by foivL' of anue« bkewi^ kept At|uiUibi, one of the 
IVibunes, from comniing out of the Senate : and afler they 
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bttd aJw TJobiitly driven Cato out of the mur-ket ploco, for 
Mjring that tt thitiidrcd, &ii(i having hart uiahy men, and 
alM) sUyDC come out of h^nde in Mie narket plftco; )» th^ 
cade they fbrdbly passed the decree by royces of the pc<Tplc, 
Manjr bedng oflended Uierewitli^ vent a company oi tlicni 
toipether to plucke <iowne Poinpcyft tm£^c» : bvjt C&to wuuiti 
not Aufl^ them. And aft^rwordGs also, when they prrfirrvt) 
on other hkw for the pronogncion of the provinces and armio* 
nhich CtEsnr deniJLumied : Cnto would sjtt'ake no more to the 
people to hinder it, but prot«&tcd unto Fompcv him eelTo, 
UUit be WW not how he plucked C^^i^ftai- a^mu hUn^ am\ thht ht- 
thoutd fetle the weij^ht of Ins force btt'ore he looked for 
it : iUld tiicJi when he eould ccithtr suffer nor ret»<n]y it, he 
would even cast his burden and him eelfe apon the common 
wdiltli, jLud tuo }ii\e would reuicmbrr Cutot^ wtLmiug?^ which 
were priyat*'ly as prolUahle for Pompey, us opeij^' just and 
rtaioimble for the common wealth. Catij vmcJ many of 
these perswntioDB sundry times unto him, but Pompey never 
made nccompt of them ; for he woulde not l>e pcrswaJed 
that Cicsar would ever ebuunge in tliat «>rLe, and be^dv« 
be tniated too much to his ovme power and proflpentie. 
Furthemiore, Cato was chosen Pnrtor for the next yenre 
following, in the whtch Jt spponrrd (though he tnimstred 
justiee upriehcly) that he rstlier d<_THei-d mid irupiiretl the 
maje«tioauJ dTgijitii^ of hlb o(}iee, thcLL that hceavc it i^moc 
■Jill eounlciiaUTioe bv his doings: for he would nf^mtitne* 
ffO A footc bardc^^cd, and without any contc, unto hi» 
Pr»lora c^iaire, and there geve sentence of life and deAth^ 
othcrwhiles of men of f^at account. And wmc report, 
thut he wouid geve niidient^r when he hui! dytu^d, an(3 <Eronkr 
wine: but that in untrue. Now Cato pen^ivinjE that the 
citin^na of noun? ^viv maii'ed by bnbes aLd K^f^ ^f Uiom', 
whidi fupircd unto otTicc«, and that the i>Kip]c made it an 
arte and facultir to gaine by : to mote tlili vice oltogeLljrr 
out of the common wealth, he penwaded the Senate to make 
a law, that budi as hereafter should be clioj^eii Ci^naulla or 
Pnetom, nhould (if there were nn man to lucuKe Ihent) eome 
and oftcr them kIvi^ beftirr the jud^Ts, jind talking their 
othe, ihould truth declare wliat meanes thi-y bad uied to 
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CATO attniDG lo their office ThU oftcntlcd the outers for the 
iri'iCAN olFin^ but muche more the merccnarii? muhitude;. Where- 
UDj^uD, a grcAt uuikjbor of thorn went in a inonunff boffrtbcT 
vnon hr lcc|it hin ntidic^cr. And aJI i^tjrd mtX itpon him> 
rcvilnl hhn, and Uircw iiontn at biiii : iniomudi £li thcv 
thftt werv* there, ver^ forced to tlie tbencep and hlia bcIw 
oJso iva£ driven out of the place by the prcnsc of people, nnd 
hod much a dov ta ffcl to On- pii)|>it for onibans vbiTr 
Eitonding oD hiei fectc^lbe prtMiiil}' panfied the tumult of the 
people^lij the boldnes and entiAUTicie of hw eoimteitatJiK-e 
<m]y% Then when M was pociiinJ hv the ^rencot pGtmrtaiow 
hi- UMil, n|3lly ?([Hik(-ti tu }MirpiJH- fur \Xie ttii^Uuil. thi-y gifting' 
att^ttve ewe, without eUirre or uproro. The Senate fceviiig 
him great coniircndfuioii therefore, he b^ld theni rouiidljr 
and ploinlv: But I hn\-c no cuuw to pmine you, to Uavc 
n PrJrlor in niLch duunx^r of hh lifr, ofT^iiK no aider ta 
helpc biio- But the Hut^r* for tho offices thpy were in a 
luarvL'loiis CAse : for one way, tbcy were affVarcd lo pcvo 
money to huy the iiei>plv» \oyeG%, ujid on tJiothcr tide, tbey 
wen afTnunl oUo if any cither did it* that tlicy nhould go 
without their lute. So they were all om^ed tc^ther^ €*«f]r 
uifUi to put downe twelve M)Tiadca and a holfc a peeoCk ajMJ 
ihvn they should mnki.' tlitlr suU- justly tutd uprightly : and 
Kh<'M)e^-cr were bikvn funty, arul tli^t had olI-ii-rwiM.- mnde 
hit wAy by eoiTuption, thnt hr hluiuld lost* the ironey he 
hfLd layed downc. Thie ogreeinciit being conclude bct^x3ic 
tliem, th*y c1u»h' Cato (as it w reportwJ) for their orliltrator. 
Olid keeiT;.T of all the same money. ''I'hi^ match waa made m 
T-Atooi hiiiiw, vflii^jv they all t\u\ nut hi rniitirm or Htiriptii*« to 
aunjiwerv the money: tliL- wliioh h« tooke- hut would not 
inedcUr with llif imnLty^ Tlie duv hciii^ i-^ume, CaLo iLM^it- 
Vdz the IVibiine that covcrmed the c^tectioD, and eareftiUy 
marking howe tliry did gcTc tlirir voycm : hr «>ied one of 
tho fiutcTi for the o6iee breake the accord aj^reed upon, and 
cmtdcnmnl hiiu Lo pay Uie forfeiture unto the rest. But 
they pjTvally comnienHinp hi* ju<Hcc and int<*pitie, fo^^^'c 
the forft-iturc, thinking »t puiusliment enough unto him that 
had forfratcd, to hv condemned by Crtla But tbtrby Cato 
procured him wife the diAplcafiure of the other Senoton, for 
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thftt h0 seem^ Uic^in to talut ftpoit him tbo powgr uad CATO 
authoritic ovtr the whole cvurt, and ricctiraj. For there u UTJCAN 
no vertuc, wht^rwjf Utv honor and orL<dit dclh priwure more T^* pfwr 
envy, Uicn jusLicv doth; bicftua? tbc i*eopIe due cummoidy "fj"*''"^^- 
mppct and reverence that, more th^'n any othor. For Xhey 
doe not honor tbcm ra they doc vntJinnt men, nor have them 
in odini ration, lu tht-y do wUe men : but they ^ove and trust 
them bclto-- A* fi>r the two tiret, the one they aro aflrAvcd 
of. And th» olh4*r they distrust : iKwidr, they tunposc tliat 
Tfllliancy 4Uid windom ccmnirth rather by the brnclitc of 
rudare, tht^ri of fiur iiil^nt atid choy<'<^. efitfvmin^ vtit(ei]oine, 
as ft Mdinca of conceit, find fortitude, a presence juid courage 
nf the ni^ndR For every uina may J»r jwnt that witl, nnd 
thcrdbre injustice u of at! other vicc-n moeit AhAjncfuU : for 
it in H Mrilfiil) arid malieioiLH defaiit, and therefore eaii nut lie 
excused. Loc thia wa^ the ca^u^ vbv oJI the noble noon in 
maimer were against T^tlo, ivs [hoiig;li }i<- ojily had oven'iiiTic 
them. Ponipcyf he thought tlitil ttic cytimutiod of Cnto was 
altugvtht-r the ditit'ouub^iiaunee of his puwtrr arid ^reuUieiorf 
and thervfore did d&yly nu«e up many nulere a^^aiiut him. 
Of them l\ihliii* CWnis Uwl iteditiouM Tribune, who wnii 
upline fallen in frcndvhip with rompt^y : h*? iwcujeod Cato, 
fuid crietl out u^jod him. how he hod rublK^d the eummon 
wealth of a wonderiW tfeauire^by bifi commission in Cyprus: 
§md that he VTA* enemy unto PoiopcTi bicatiftc he did refuse 
to mnrTT hisi daughttr. Cato thereto made aumrwcrc, that 
he had Drought more t^lde and Mlver nut of Cyproi, nitu 
the trcflfure of Rome* without the allowance of either hor»c or 
aouldicr : then Tomncy ha^ done with all hi» triumphea and 
warrt-t^ with the which he lintl trouhk-d uW Ihe uorlc. And 
moreover, that he did never sceke alliance with I'ompey, not 
that he Thought him nnworthie of it, hut hit^anBi? he aaw he 
dcit not jui uprightly in the common wealth an he him »cltb 
did. 1» wiyd he, have refum-d a province olFntl ni* wh^n 
I came out of my Fnetonhippc : nut I'ompoy hath taken 
wimi' hy fnrTc, and gfVm awav unhi othi^^ Am^ (o Ci>n- 
elude. he lent Cceiar not lonjc tuice, an annJe of nix thawriand 
mcu to serve him in tfie warre* in Gaulc ; the vhidi be 
ncvvr nnoircd of ub* dot Pompey grauntcd theiD him by 
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our cottAent. But wo m«, tliat so taany armi(^ Aimore And 
wefi|iuij, w) many lli<^ niKl tiopi<w» Uy comiTioii jilnLMjr^ji of^ 
our private dtizniK, j^*vcn and Ivnt at our dmn^\ Aai 
PunijHrT htin M^ITc rt«i:!r>iu|^ ativly Utc name of £iuperouiy 
and Lieutcnaunt j*^trAlI, Awipj^th ovitr hi« ftrmic* &nd 
uroviuccfl to the ffovcromcut of othcnij whilcst Kr him *c\£e 
beskgeUi licre the walls of the fSUe, with sinlitioua Mid 
tumtJtuouA election of oAjccra, CfaAilv unticjmindiug therby 
tli^- fitAto *^f the commnii wrnlth, to 1>ring nil to ccinfuHinn, 
UiAt he him ii^lfc might he abs^olutc Princ?^ and rule alone. 
Tliun waa iw Tweii^vd of Poinp^rv. Aiuoug Caloe* fivndft, 
he had our called Marcriaa Faonua, ^ueh a odc as Apollo- 
rloniH F^AlcTiuti vak uiyi) to h<< in nl<) tinn*, unto Siir-mtni, 
who did countorfcatc to bo an other him itclfe* in doin^ all 
tfam^e^as he did. Thi§ man would be fam out of reascni, 
and pnA«ioiiftto in hu totko, ntomiing like a dronkArd, He 
onr y<^' mmlc mile to he MMU^ Imt he wili rrj<x-trd. 
Howbt'it Ciito tliat furthered his sute« mnrk^xl, tltat the 
tiibl^H vrheri-'iii Uit* vujtts wenf wrvl-ten, wtun all one hacuJe. 
So, he finding out the fAleehoode, appealed therei^piran unto 
the Tribunnt, and made the eli^tTtion ^ovde for that time. 
Aftw timt Faotiiui wact ereutwl ^ddts Cato did la^lpc liim 
fortfi in all the other ehar^ of hi» uflice, aud fif)l^.la11y in 
wttin^ roctrtii playva in t\lo Tht^t^r, whieh are euatoiriahly 
done »t the comming in of every Jiuch new officer, Iw gcvc 
the people pastime : and K^vl* unto tlie common players and 
daunccra in thoftc player, no golden crovrnefl, as other ^^Milca 
did, but eTOwiies of wilde olive twij^gen, n% they enmmonly 
uav in Gnix'C at the Olympian fi;amen. And n'hcre other* 
OA^rp unto the poore rieh girts, ho gttve the Gn^eiane leei^, 
icttiscst TudiAha, and pcorvs: and unto the Komaiies, they 
liail nirthen initles fufi of wine, porke^ lig>^'*» eoweotnbrwi, 
and fajftotd of wodde of omEdi value:. InHomueh as «omc 
thotiglit fieome of them they were *o meane« othera were 
vcric glad of them, etxin^ that Cato wticb was sevcro ftnd 
bard of uatiirv, lutil a dom^ iii lliein, am) by lilk and HtV 
they titmed thia audt^'ritie of hia into pteaaure. In lini-^ 
PaciTtiiM him wife i^ttling downe among^^t the jxxjple, wliieh 
looki^d apon the pUyerH, elapped hh hiuidf^ for joy at Cato : 
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And cried out toliim, that lie ahouldgeve iht^uigOLHl rewaide* CATO 
thist [plAVod well, allariii;* thciu alsc* nbcut hiui to doc the UTICAN 
likcj luuf Uild Uu-'in Umt h** htiA trmde Cato the wh«lc ruUr 
of liio*t iportc*- At the SL'lfc iamc time. Curio, Faoniuv 
oollfHgLUi' ATTtl t^mipanimi In tliJ? onii^eof yEdilU. had likewise 
goodly pi Aje^ in on other Theater; but all the people for- 
HAikv his, aud went tf) kc^ FwHitim pluyt^s^ who «iit4< niTiiing 
tbem Like a private mATt, and Cato oa the moister of the 
pUyt^ Catn did IMh in wome and mockerie, of vaine (^t<i««iiiiic 
ehni^ and expono?s» which men are wont to Iwstow in w^^"»<»Jl fur 
»tjch infl»T sht'wing iJicrthv^ Uint whosoirijy will umke any \'*^y^*- 
playce, he ehould make tlie charge hut a sport aldo, fiumifili^ 
mg it only wltli a eutiveiiieitt gr^ee, but nith no vaine 
OKpcBce or char^ about such » tndt?. Shortly aftur, when 
Sapio, H)rpaeLa and Alihj, Hued all thive together to be 
CofwuU, not only bv brlberie of monev (a eonunon fault 
thcu in suing for any of the offi<rcs ir the cDmrnon wealth) 
but by pIutDt.- fortv of Brines^ ftlnying lUid killing aa hi a 
dvill warre, iJiey >^txc so du^perat imd insolL-nt ; some prt- 
feiTKl a lawe, that they »hoiild make Pompey PrcrHdent in 
ihc9C elections, bicaiue men should move their mite after 
a lawful) 9»rt4*_ But Cato straight wiu agiiti^^t it, raying, 
that the law could hnre no safety by Pompey, but Pouipey 
might lift\i> iiafi'ty by Ifu^ lawe. NotwilhHlHridiii^* when hf 
Miwe thij^ trouble eontiticwc of a Inrtg time, without any 
CoiihuIh in RiJiiir, lutd Lhal dftjiy UitTt^ w^-rc Uiph- t^aitkjm hi 
the moricct ylo/oc, that it was almost impoaaibie to prevent 
the mbchiWe at hand, and to slay that it should goe no 
further: then he thought it better, that tltc Senate of thoir 
owite goad willea, wthcr ihen by aniipulHiun, should uut tlje 
government of the slate into Pompeii* hajidfl alone, enooring 
tJic Ii.-Mcr evil), to withsiond the givatei', and so to yrcid 
to thv alMolutc fr<>^i'riimeut, without eon^tralnt, wldcu the 
Mditiuu vuidd bring it unto. Therefore Bibulua, Cfitoe* 
(nod and binBeman^ made it motion to the .Senatr, that they 
would chooR Pompey vole ConsnL )'W, Mivd lie, cither the 
eommoQ wealth «haLl be well gDver&od b^' him, or ehe Home 
shall serrt mi ill Lord, Colo then riaing up, bcyondc oJl 
mens eipeetacion eonllrmed Bibului opinion, and uiyd : tliat 
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tlw citic were better to hare one *ovcfUDc Magiiinite tli«n 
Donc, And Uut he hiatal Ptmipcj coukl gevr preveot oidetj 
for Uw ptLdfyiii^ of Uiib conftHUMl, «sd Uiafc li« would ~ 
cuvTull to iirwcrvc the citir, wIkii he Miwr thflt they tneitrd 
him with the government thereof. Tivan wa.*i Pompcy by 
Oituva tnc!4tiv> (^huwii sole CuumUI^ TJieri bif mcjU for Cato 
to com? to bu ^^ftnii'tis to him, which w^k in tho FuburtiM 
of the citivL TaIo went thiliuT, nnd wiut trctivi^ with Oi 
gnttt honor and curtciii- ot' Fonipc-y, u could hv d<-viwdj^ 
and in tbemi, aflcr la- liaxl t^v^cu [am f^nrat tii?mkc^ fox tbaj 
boQon he had done him, hv prayed htm to uttoni him 
advbe luid couiwcU in hi^ govcniEBetit. Cato Aimirerni him 
thiuy tliAt hf^ had not fpoki'ii ttay thinfi before that tim« id 
respect of ADir iU will be b&rc him, neitber tJiat he dvlivcrcd 
thin Ijut opinion of hiK in mppct of his fn-ndnhippp, hut 
wholly for the conunon wcttlthcv sftkc: howlwit ulbcnriiic, 
thkt for bin owiih* private ftfTniivs. if fn- th<m}(ht fitnul to iiw 
his adviw, whcnsoe\\T it pl«u<^ him to nskc his opinion^ hfi 
ncHiEd fj^ll him tW he^t be rniih]. But for i^oinnion csilikii^ 
that he woald alwAjctt tcU what he thought^ though be never 
fuked hini : iLnd iu line, he performed all he bavd. For firat 
of alt, when i'orapcy did wt pricvou*. pcnaltica «id new imm 
apoB tbinr hcMilesL, whirli IiaiI lH>ijg)it t]ie pvnlts \oyct** for 
moacy i Cato oounBL-ni<i him to pitnitlc fur UuniP* t<y comes 
and Ui let tli&t alune iviiich *>&» abtudy p^L I'or tA\d lie, 
it i« a hard thing to determine any ecrtainc t^mc, m the 
ithicb a mmi ahuuld hoekc ia rvformc Uic fiults that aje 
paj^: ftnd furthermore, if the puni&hment^ appointed w«t« 
newer then the ofiVncw committed, then ihey ahouidc doe 
wrong unto thcoi that wi-n? alraady acctucd, to puaiiik tlip«iii 
by a ncv lav which tiicy had not oflcnded. AfWrwards mbo^ 
crrtaine m^n of good calling; (Pompei* freed*) beirg accused. 
Cato pcreeiving thnt I'ompcy grew raiiiMe, and vccJdca 
in many thbign: lie sharply rrjirovi-dj and n-formed bin. 
Furthermore, where* Fompe>' had b>' Inw taken away the 
pmtn-s whicJi were wnnt to ne spi>l;pn nf the offender* that 
wcTC aocutcd : be him adfc notwithrtanding h^vving vi^-ttrn 
an oiiUion in tTit- pratpv 4>f Muiialiua PljLticiui, 7<mt it untu 
the Indinw, whiJcst nis camw was a heanruc. Cato bcinir one 
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of th< ludra lit that time, stoppod bia eax^ with botti hi» CATO 
hanidx, and irould oot hare it red. Wherefore riwicu* tmcAN 
rrfuHiHl him for on« of hu lud^, after hi^ cauM* weu 
iL-adcJ uiito; howcbcit he vaa condciniicti iiotwitliBlmului^, 
,'o conclude, C;4to vajl KUtrh a gncfr And trouble uDto them 
that were accused, U^txi thcv couldc nc^t tcU veil howc to 
deale vith him. For, nnco they d\mt not li-tte him be Any 
of their ludj^^ neither could tiicy well also rufune lum. For 
there wptc mnny Ihnt wtTL' fundrnmcd, whirh tvfuHiiig Cftto, 
Bceitied unto others Unxt they were ^Itie: and many mIm 
mt^n HhuiitfLill)' reprvivvd, hleAusi- \ln.'y iwoiild not accept 
Cato for their Iudg;e, when he vas offered them. 'iliingc« 
proceeding hi this surte at Rjjuie, C^ie^ur remained in Gaule 
with his onnie, ^here he made worres : nevcrtheleasu he 
itfiniuf him fn-nds xtill in Romt^, hy gifb* and money, and 
made him eclfe very *tr<ing. Now appeared Catoea pre- 
dictions and fuT^womin^ true unto roinpevt and heffon lo 
quickwi hU spirits which had tL'pt *o long, imd wuJv bini 
then to coubider of the daangcr, the whidi before he cuulJ 
not be perewoded to bclevc- But porccivins hie filackeuefl 
and feore witholl, douUng htiwc to praceetlc: to prevent 
Cvsars pnictJAef, Otto detemiined to %ao to be Convul, with (.4to Kiiird to 
intent either to make him leave hiii army, or eW to fiiaic be C'lmtiiUjto 
out the praelise he intended. (JitDei eompe litors, they were '*'''** i-ii*ap. 
both of tlM-m very himeit tnen ziUo, vi the which* Siilpitin^ 
bad received great honor and pn^ferrement by Catoes erodit 
and autljoritic: in rc»pcct whereof, many t£oiic;ht tlmt it 
woA »cant honestly dnnr of Sulpititw, to ithcw hlmnelfe to 
unthonl^lull, a.H bo »tand affainbt Cuto in this auto, ilowbeit 
Cato ni-viT eoniplHined of the mntter, but MLvd, that 11 woi 
no niancii he would gevc place tc no man in that, eith it 
WB* the gnyif^^t gtKid ha[)|>e tlmt evtT canre unto hint 
Thia notwithstanding hi^ pctswadt^d the Senate ta make a 
law, that from thenec forth, «nch a* sued for any otHce, tliey 
should them kWcv be Gutere to the people, and not preferrc 
Uieir untr hy iithcra.

ordinary cniinc which tiught win the [icoplo* haris^ wlicro 
ujhni hi- wiLt |iut frum Iii>i CotmiilHliipjH.-. Thw (i(^iy»Jl wa^ 
wont not t^nly to h<iV4]- madi^ Uic partios refund, very eorow- 
ftill, hut thttT frt'ndc^ juid kriiAemm aIao greatly ludiAiiU'd a 
Long thne after. HowbeU Cato made no reckoning of thati 
buL wtiit tlie ricit iiiomiug, utid played at tennia with Iiihi 
fr^ndfi ID th« ti«ld of Man, tmd after he hod dyned, walkwl 
nguini* in the ninrkei pbux',115 hia nimner wns, without s1iooc« 
on hii fei^t«% aiid I'oate. But C'lL^uro blanic^ him mu^h for 
Ib&tt bicausL* the Lomniun wi.'a1th rciiitiiiEig then audi a 
Ct*n^ul fts he, he hud not Cflwfiilly cndcvored fiim aolfo by 
curtf^ic an(i tftnUc meaner U> winne the fnvor of the people^ 
neither woulde vvcr uAer makv «uU^ for it, although at 
an other time lie «iicd to t>e I'mior. Thereunto Cato 
aunvn^nd, thftt for th(^ l^irtorditp, he was not d&nyed it 
by UicgcHxl will of the pMplc\ but rather for that they vcrc 
bribed with money. And for the f.'le<rHou of thi- Con^uht, 
vbfiCC there WA« no deceit used, he knevr plainlv he wi^nt 
without it, for hiA nmnrrx whu^h thr pmpl<- miJiki'd t th^ 
whicli he thought were no wi^e mans parte to chaungc for 
hay man^ pleaHure, nor yei by makmg the like aut^ u^ln^ 
to'hA^iard the refu«alL Fiirthcrmoro, CKsar making 
with vt?rv stowl tiatioiu, and luivirjg with im Mnall diHii 
and travcll fluhdi.ti-d them: and liaviti^ oJoc> ^et upinn \hc 
GcnnaiEifB, uith whoLii ilx Wmittinea ht'n.' at pisiLv, A[id tijMt 
iJatnc ihn^i himdi-LnJ thowiand peraons : his frends made snta 
thftt the people -nhijuld do njlcmnr iiiUTiJiee to giLVe tlmnkcfl 
unto the ^idK But Cato in open Senate wa« of opinion, 
that they should deliver CirAar into their Iiande^^ wbome lie 
ha<l injured, to rcvt^iv;^ xuch puniT^hmcnt as th<^y thoughti 
goud : to thc^nd the whole offence, for thi- hruLcli of pcaoc*' 
nii^ht be ea^t upon him, thdt the citJe migiit be nu partakcv 
of it< sitt they could not do iFithall. Neverthekve, sayJ 
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hVf wr art U> cjou mu-'rificca unit) Hie guddts, Ui gevt tlitrra 
thiink^A. for that thoy turned not the rev<jn^ c? Uie furr 
aiid raihtics of Ihc CjiptAiiK', i\\H»\ mir poori? w^^ldiers whicn 
were in no fault, but ho^'c pardoned the common wf^lth, 
CiTMir lK.-iiig nilvi'HiKcd tlicrcdf, wrute a letter unto the 
Senate, conta^iiiu); nirwy accu^atioriH a^net Cato. The 
letter being red, Caio ro9c» not a^ a niftn put in a cliafv with 
chollor, nor pnckud with cnvie, but coldly and quictlr (aji if 
hv had longlx-fofv |]n?muliUiiL-d ttluL be would uiv) declared 
tliat the accueationfl which Cwsbf heaped a^aiimt him in hit 
lrtt*r», wi*rc but prctic moclcCT and altyte* which Ji* had 
^thcrcd togt'thtr to make the people nn^ry withall, But on 
tliotbrr iidct when he btganne to uiirippc his whole intents 
and practlset fVom the he^nning, not as tf he had bene hU 
cncmic, but rather a eonfcdernto with him in hi« con«pirade> 
declaring thut they were not the Germttinet, nor tht- G^uli^^ 
wbieli they were to bo affrayed of, but of him Btlfe, if Ihnr 
wi^rv wia+'t h^ Ihireufioii mi ofcideil thf Seimti?, and mad^ 
wjch sturfc amon^ them, thnt Cicsarii fmidfi Pppmlcd them 
thry hAd fwiiKnl hi* letter? to be n*d in thr Sennfj', giving 
Cato thereby oeco^iorv justly to complaine of Cvsnr, ana 
to alleage much goi^} malter against hiin. At thai lime 
UitTcforc there wa* nothing decreed in the Sci^ate agaiiut 
CniKar, hnt llm wii> iuiy«| o[it-ly» Ihat it wrrc u.t}nf\ n*nMtn 
to let him have a trueet*SHor, Tlien Ca;*iira freiida mude 
HUte that l\;uipey ^huulde put away hth anuy* aiid mi|{iie 
lip the provina* he kept, or elue that thcy should coia- 
|>e1I Or^Ar no morr thi^ii hitn to dot? it- Then Cato 
opened his tiiouth, and sayd, tlie thing vas now come 
to paA»e, which he had ever told them of, and that CccAar 
eame to npprestc the eommon wc^alth, npctilv turning th* 
armie againrit it, which diM:rilfully he hnd nhtnincd of thr 
same. All thin prevailed not, ni?ither could he thereby 
vizinc any thing of the Senate, bicauM: the people favored 
C!!tnwr, and would alwuyts haif him great : for th** f^enate 
did beleve all that hv laycd* but for all that they feared the 
people. When newp(i -oioa brrmght that Ciwar had wonne 
the dtic of Ariminum, ivnd wnj- comming on with hit armie 
tuwardc* Runie : then triery nnui luokc^d npon Cjtto, and thr 
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people and Ponipey onnfesA«il, ttutt he only fVom tfa? b«^Q- 
nic^ had found out the markc f^er^sar fthot at. And hod lut 
tht wJiit*? <*f lii* »IiL' Hi^vUi'. Tlu-n *ii_v<! CjlUj mitit tlirm. If 
you wouM Imve bc1i*^x"d mc» my Lonlea, ani followed my 
couiiv^il : yiiii slinjilci not now li^vt^ l>'iLr ii(TrHy<) of oni* m*Mt 
alone, neither flhouid you nlK> httvc put your only hope m 
(i?ip mmj. P<mii»cy iiumswpfi-il LhT-rruiilo, Uial Cnto ii^ cn<ile 
hud fsc&iod more tmely. howheit UiAt bo also hod dcLt more 
froniilv- 'nK'ivuj>|xni C'hIo guvc coijtuwII, Hint t.htr Smate 
should rcfcrrr aJi unto l^omptryit order; for^ uiyd he, they 
Ihftl cnn d(>e ^rt^at nn.sthii-'fr, kmjwe also howe to \ic\[te Jt, 
Pompoy i^eroeh'ing that he hod no nnny convenient al)Out 
hiot to tfuy CV-sars conimine, and that the men wi^a vrfaith 
he had, wire but fnint hurled : he fcrsouke the dtie* Cato 
bdn^ dL.'U.-nuincd tx> got^ with him, >ent bii younger aomw 
before nnlo Munatiufl, which Ifly** in the trmtrie of th* Bru- 
tian», and tookc bin Mcs^ nonnc with him. Now, bic»u>o 
he wutt to provide a. HtJiy an<I f^overnttr of hia house sui 
dau^htent, he tookr MiLrtia a^faintf, whith was left a widows 
and verie riche, for that Htirt^-nflina dyin^, made her hU 
bcirc of all that he had- 'I'bcTcin C»*ar upbmydctb Cat* 
miieh» n-proving hi* covetoiisnt* tfi mnrry for piodw. For, 
siayd be, if he liAd nccde of a wift.-, vh_v tlion did he before 
j^unt hiT onto H.n othrr ? If he h«d no neede of a wnmiiTi, 
vrhv Ihin did ho take her aftemnrtis agmnci' Uidc^e she 
w*rre Iw'fijiv u Imjlt- iruto Hortensiiis, lo keepe her whilesl 
ahc was yoiirg, that ho micht have her apaine when) sho 
WfL4 ficljc. lUit iLgninr^t thnt^ me thinkt'a it iis sufScieat to 
redtc these vvrwH of Euriphiesi ;

Tor I tAkc it to he all on(<, to reprove Hereulot cow«rd- 
lineH, nnd Cntocs ciivrtoitKnm. I)ut if hhi maria^ be to bo 
reproved, perad venture it is in an other Borte. For so loone 
ufl he had maricd Martin againo, he left his houic and hu 
dau^tera to her j^vrminent, and followed Pompey. But 
after that time, men rcporle tliat he never polled his head, 
dipped his beard, nor ware any j^rland, but to bJa dyin^ 
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dftv, lAin^ntod, stnd hew&Wed in hU hjtrt, thf miAcn? end 
Cdlamitie of hij^ contnc, whether they h/id viclorir, or were 
Ov«fW>ii)e. So baviLg the proviiit^e orSicili> allcltoci to biEn, 
htvcdt unto SjracuM. Theiv uit<itr»(jindm^ tli^t AsimuA 
Pdllifi wos »rrivp(i nl Kftiuinjif with mpn of wjirr^- iVcim 
bis cnemiev: Citto wzut unto hini, to knowc ivhcixTorv he 
nuw thither. Pdllfo again? wV^ of him, who was the 
ciuucr of nlj thij; warrc. Af&inc, when Cnto vftu ndvcrtiibnt 
Uwt Poingx^v hn-tl ttmakvn Ibtlie^ unil that he Uy in rAinu- 
bvTond the sea, by the dtic of D\Tra*:luum, then ne t-ftvd, ne 
mw iL TijArvrlouft gixnt chftitngi.' fuul iiLa^rtL'intie iii thi: [>n> 
tidcncc of the gnddcs : Umt when Ponipt^y did all thiir^ 
beyond nvuoiv arid out of courMr^ hi.' vituy iiivinciblf ; ttxid 
now that h^ nouffht to preserve his contrie, he aaw he laeked 
hLn fontter gihtJ liujipe; Nuwe he kttewt he was strong 
enough at tiiat time, to drive AsinuH Follio out of Sirile if 
he would : but bicflufce there c^inie a greater aide unto him* 
hi' would not pljigue that Ikmi, with the miMeric of wurre. 
Thai after he h*wl advised the Syracuflanh to take the stronger 
pirt^ ftnd to looke t(> tJxeir safety : he tooke the aea and went 
towards Pompcy. When he wm come unto him, he did 
alwjtioi coitnvrl hlrn ta pri>toTi^ th« nnnv, hofiing still of 
flome tn«ty of |ioace : and wojhi in no catw tliev should 
come to Iwht nnv t>n-ttell, whi^Tt- the Ki'^ker jinrti' >ihuul<l of 
ncccmty DC mit to the Awnrd, by the otrongcr. Therefore 
he [lenwajlei! Pimuuy mid the ciouEiAi^llei^i about him, Uj 
oatabliahe certaiuc lawee to thi» c^cct. That they ^oitld 
Ntckv no dtiv in thin wAire, the which l^elongcil unto the 
Empire of Rome : And nXtM^ that they «bould kiU no eiti:i!ciL 
of Itoine. but in furie of baltc-11, when Lhelr Awordea were Ui 
their hsuidA, Thprby he waunc him «<lfc preat honor, «j»d 
brought many men to bike Pouiptyi parte, by titc lenity utid 
clemeney he used unto Ihetn that wert* bikcn. Thereupon 
Cato bein^ »ent into Aaia, to aide them that hod commi»»ion 
in presBte «hJp|HY and men of warre, he tooke hm si»ter Scr^ 
viba with him, and the boy wtiicJj Lucullua had bj' her : for 
nil the ttmj> of her wiHow^boode^ ^he hjtd foltowtxl f^ato, and 
thereby hnd ^xjrne out her ill nnme sJie hod iTofntx-, sith they 
■U4W nhv had *u willijigly ueveu her i^elfe to fi^llow him in liin 
5:X in 
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Sying, und cvntcnUd bcr »vUv with liia z^trni^ht mtmtt 
lifo. TIiIh notwriUiHlHiuHn^, C-iesAx did not kt to shani^ her 
to CfttOL l*oini>oyfi CrtiJlAincn had no ncpdc uf (Jnto «1J 
nhdV, lj\]l III UK IlliLXli'fl. F<rr hi' vraElliL' \hv pLni|ihr tlicicj 

with hill curli^a>i uha^ And pt^rewadion, leaving wiUt thcutj 
Serviliaand her JiUi-M>rinc, and went froo thmcc to I'ompcjv- 
CAinpp, who biul K-uvkhI a tfreul urmie both l>y kca »nd land. 
Tlicne did i'uinpt^i mcttt ofall diM-ovcr jjii miiidv aiid iutirnl 
For lirat he inrtit lt> halve grvpti (.^ntti the cliarfit* of th^^j 
iimiie \>y ^eo, wLich ^ttc aho\-c live hundred shippej^ 
wtuTV, besides- hii infinite nuitkber of fi^tyxlt^H and pman^, 
aad such umall hottomcs uneovercd : but fiodAinly eon«ider- 
jng Inciter i>r it (or jKiMiUly bt^in^ iur»niied hy Minir nt h\% 
fn-ndrs that al Catot^ ref^^ard Aud ouatiaeU id inuttcnt of 

C4?rnaienl wa*, tiJ deliver llcnnf rmoi tyranny, and thiit if 
ind BO ijrcixt n eharj^y undor him, I'uwar ticmj; tmw; over- 
L-omr, bi? would hImi forir l\irii|K?y tu lvD.\r Iil.i ortn^, aiui na 
mak^ him i^ubjix-t to the law) he cliAiinf^ed his niinde^ not' 
wiUiatai^ditif; he hod «Jread> moved it to Cato, and li^vinff 
hiw, gave Bibul(ft( tJiL- ebirgv of all hu army by fe^^- But 
(]nto Uit^tvfure fiht-wed no Icmc gt>od wUJ unto Poinpt-y* then 
before. For it U reported, that in a e^rtaine »kii-miah and 
conliiot biJcirc the city of IKrmchiimi, Poiwpry eiLcorogin^j 
hJE vouldiers, and eommauntTin^f ovory Cjiptiiine also to do' 
the like in hi^ t{iiarter ; the ^mldiers ;;avir but ffUiit canr 
unlo thnn, und mmk' m» ni«nnc'ri>r thnworm*ii whuM? hnrt* 
hftd bene auv whit tlie more enoorneed thereby. But when

Uie libtrlie of thar toutry ; Uiey K^vc Audi a luntit arjv, and 
hfuX «uch n bmve eruieeife an<I v^Jiemont desire to fi^nt like 
men, that all the Cnutainea were GUcd vith good hope, and 
j(o led thora t^ batten* wht-r*^ thpy f^ve such a cruell chitr^ft* 
uid iJcree onset upon Uicir cncniicps that they uvvrthrewi,'

And liuncnt^ that tnir^cd ntobidiin wiuch i^lubl-U ho 
many ^tiod Atid valltaril <.''itt-£viiii of out- itelfe t-itie, ^) Ui kilf 
jtnd miirthor one an other. Afti-r thia ovcrthmwc, C.jcsiur 
taking hi* way into llitT^iL^ Poiii|>i.'y ^ui^t!d hh uunjn.- to 
foUowiJ hiiu, And li^vtii|£ a j^rcut power at Dyrt&chium, of 
men, Annov, muJiitiuu aud frt^iid^ : htr ga^v Cato the charge 
of them filt. And Fift^cne ensiles of fuotcmru iM^fdts. liic 
whkh he did fur the fcnrc and mistrust htr had of hiiii, Knn^ 
Ajtfurpd, that if by ill fortuue hi' Oiould low* Iho battHI, hr 
knew well enough that he eojid not uommit tJiem to a 
truklitrr riuik tlitn he : but on tholli^T etidtr tf hr wMiin*^ the 
nctonr, hv douted Mtv that }u.* cuuLd itot irominaLind at be 
woiddj whore Cato w9k Thi'i^e were aImo miuiy <ithrr noMc 
mcB, (U a oiait would mv, CMt away, and left at Uyrroduunit 
vith C&to. In tine, Ihi' ovetthrow ttf the iMttell rtt rhftrsalta 
bcin^ hloweo abroad^ Cato rtsohed with hiinM-lfc- if Fompiry 
vwre <lrHcl» that lie wcnild p;uM* ovit hII IiIk men mtii Ibilief 
and then like ti Imniahed man would him wlf^ alone waiidar 
ai f&rre as he lajulde fmiii {lie ivnuiu'it: . and contranly, if 
he were alive, that then he vonld Icccpc hiji anny to)p;lher 
for bim, Ai long a# he couhl. With Uki« det«Tniiuation< he 
puatid over t)i« «ea into the He of Corfu, wboiv rompryit 
annie by sea lay. There Cato linding Ciceni» he would have 
surreikdervd up hi* eharf^ unto him, a* to ii man i>f greater 
di^itict for that he had littie CoiuuU and L«to oiJy but 
Prrttor. tlowb^it Cicepo wovild in no wim* rvetive il, hul 
returiiod immcdiatly into Italy. Cato then pcrceivinj; that 
Pnnip^y tlw yinrnffCT (bdutic? unto Foiripey the grrat) of a 
nuh and tiawty xniiide. would have pimieh<^ all them that 
wtfit intci llalirjitnd left the nrmlr by u-H, juid that itpeeially 
ho wm bml first of nil to he^o witli Ciei^no : Cftto reproved 
him prit«tvLv for it, BU thuL hi- oertjiiiily Aaved C^ceroe^ lifer 
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anti mniiy other raoc WjjicIvs. Now Cdito Kuppo^ttif^ Uuil 
Toiiip^-y tltr gTTAt liaJ uivoJ him aclfc ill ^tlgirpt, ur ill 
Afrtckc, be detijnuiii^ t« tftk? the seae, to m^U liim *ith 
all hift men: but before he tookc shippc, ho gnvc oU 
moD Iwvc to depflrt that wt^iv not wUliug to follow him. 
Cftto beioK arrived m Afncke, Ktyliujf up aud downc the 
ffjft*t Ihcnr, hp m*»t ftith S<"tt(i*, th^ young<?it sonnr of 
Pompcy, who lirnt told liim, tiiat hU fathrr tr^A idainc in 
jGgypt: when thf^ MiuldJent hrnrd i[^ tlitry tookt- U wry 
hcAvelr, luid not one of Uicid rafter the d^-ath of Pompey 
Ihr gr<vit^ irciiild uTVi* under nxxy iithrr Citjibutit? thrn Ciitii. 
He tbenifion \3mig lubamLHl, aud thmkii^ it pity akv to 
leavi? so ituuiy uobltr mid f^i*ud men tlidt bad 5<^rvi^iiO faith- 
fully tinder him, without a CaptAiiu^ not knowing y^/haX way 
lu tnki". mir whtlhiT Uj gin.'. aL Ihcir rctiuttit be waa con- 
tenttd to tak^ cliargt- of them, »nd wi>iit Gr^t imto ilw eitip 
of Cyii^c«, vfhfl-c not miinv dnyc* l>eforc, the citiJ^^^us hod 
shut tJie gHtev Aj^init Lttbk-tiu». Bcfng thcrv, it v-u told 
him that Sdjno, I'onipeyi f^xtlicr tii law. wiu gotten imto 
kir^ Iiibft, who had nvoived him- and that Actiut Vanis 
unto whonic Poixippv hod gcvcn the chargp of the province 
vf Afneki.% wHH in UiL-tr com|)tuiV with mi arniv. fUid d^^er* 
suacd to f^ joyno with thern. ^ he wi-nt by Landt^ in the 
winttrr lime, and lind gntti'ii a marvi-lniiK nunihi<r nf awuv 
toyR^thi^r, to cory water and vitt«lii, which followed him with 
a ^roat niiutber nf eartji l]t«tJt«, a^id of Iho^^ men, which 
the AfricmiCT! call P>n]le«, to wit, they that doe heale the 
vtijiging uf ncq}ct)l>» and dor »ucke out fJir poptni with 
th^tr moiitlioi, and dot? furthermoK ch&nne and enehaiinL 
the snake*, that they h&ve iio powet Xo doe any hurt. Ili" 
wfti fr*v(>n davt'* togt'tl:er marctiin^ con linu Ally, And went a 
fuote BA a fcujdv unto hi» inctu wiLhuLit helpe of hone or 
bennL Fmm that dav foorth, on thp which ne imd^Moode 
nf the battel] lout at 1 hantalia^ he never ALipprd« hut hitting,* 
hhd MJdevI thiit unto thv revt of his hiitow, Uiitt he nt-ter 
laved him dciwnc, hut when he went to bcddf for all ru^fit.

W}icii:iipon, having comibrttsi the St-nfttons he yecldrd unto 
the rvuucsti of the thrt^e hundred niardunb, uiil w«nt him 
MJfe abnie unto tlieiu. Then Ihcy tlianked him much for 
his comminj^, luid prayed htm to eommnund them, and 
baldly to tnijit them : »o that he would pardcn them if tbejr 
could nsii he a\\ (\Unfi^ Hiid would take pltv of th^b* fidnt 
h&rtA. though they wtrro not 00 constant ana noble foincM 
AX In-. Fur they wi-re detfrmiiii-i) to wnil unto Cvtar, 
ttpecioUy to iiitmite liim for him; and if that they could 
not obtHnr pairlon for him, then they w^iv auiiired Ukey 
could have mme for them iclvc^ and tlicrfotv would li^t for 
tJienafcrty of him« while Uiey Ijad any brvntb in their iHidi*^. 
Cato thankii^j; them for their good wilU, tuLSwered : tlttti 
they should stud <]u:(kely to crave pardon for them aclveit 
thMiV]nil« bLit to Biiko none for hiin. Poraaydho. mat lUixi be tyvcr- 
come^ and have ofiended, it standcth them upun to make 
hnmhlc imtc, nnd to emvc jiardnii : but fnr him M?1fo, he w&a 
never overcome in hb life, nad vet hiud overcome oa mnch oa 
he deftirpd, nnd had alwayw b*^np better then Cunoir hi 
jujjticc, wbo oniy (not him nelfc) wiy: no^takcniukd o\'crcome; 
the thing bting appanuitly pruveil iri itght agnimt him, 
which he had fdwaicfl dome^ to have practittfd ogoimt his 
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contrv. When he hnJ mmic thi^ nnj-wcrc unto the three 
limjfln-d iiiJirtilinriLi, hv- lUiuLrU-if friHti Uu-m. Nctti^lM-ing 
brought thai CfL-sar waa lu U'th *uy with all hia aruuc^ 
commin^ tonnrds lltica : U g<H] Jl-s ^'^ fu\ then he 
eommeia n^in^t U1^ as o^tiAt tnen. Tnen turning unto 
thi? Senators, be gani:! them L-ifuiist-l) cjuickdy to iutvi^ Uieiu 
h1tc8, while«t the horsomen were yet in th^ city. So «huttui|T 
all the gatt« of the citv, u^vin); thnt towiuda tbe havcik ; he 
appointed ahtppt^ for tht'in ull, and ^i ever^' Uitnf; at a atay, 
without tuinult or disorder, no man huvjog iiijum olTercd 
hmt, &ad gave cvenu on*? ninn«y to niftkc way ^<^f their 
aairtie. \Vlicn Marcus Octaviua (who amtc nith two Ic^ona, 
and cftjuped li&rd by 1-'lk-a) ^nt unto Cato, to cietennine 
which of Uiein two should be Generoii : he meAc no auiuiwerc, 
but tuniini^ to hi-i frends >uidt Hnw run ve wondcT any 
more that ai! goctb to wracke wilh uh, aith there b suche 
ambilitin aiiiong>t u« for LIk- goveniciienl, v\*rti lufu, when wr 
art at the la»t cart ? In the nicanc time word wa* Lrought 
him, how till- horHi-ni<?n yiung iJw-ir wnv wi-n- *|'Ujbng of the 
dtUcnrt ^oods^ ua a tawAdI prav in worre. He fttraierht rau 
thither him selfe, »nd the i'tni W met wiLhalh he totJKe from 
them that they had ifotten, 'ilic rcHt^ before he eame unto 
tlinn, thnw duwne t.liat Ihvy were t-ary'uiii awjiy, and haiig- 
iuc dowbe th^ir headcH for abaiiie, Ihey vs^ttl their way, and 
ujd nothing. Then Cut4.> calling all the citizen? of Utica 
togetlicr, prayed them not to incense nor move CieKar aguirud 
the thrcx^ hundred, but rather to emve of hbu iMrdou for 
them all. Then he wtut againe to the peere, and there 
inihrneing hU frendiv* and tnKing hj* leave of tJicm otl, he 
brutigfat them to tlic'ir sthippev. Ndw for his ^oniie, he did 
not coointcll him to go^ neluier did he thinke it mete to ur)>c 
him to fonsake his fsther. Furtheniion', t\u*Tr ww one 
Statihua a young man in hh eomjwnie, of u noble coru^^ 
that was oet^miiiietl to follow the inviiieihle eoii^^taiicy of 
Cato : who coiuiMlled him to take the 8e^ and to saile away 
witli tliF fvnt, bie»ij?4? ho Vhcw he wn* Orsari nitjrbtll rtirroy. 
Statiliiis «aid he would not go. Then Cato turning; him 
unto ApoUuiiidtTi a Stoiek riiilLibOplier, and uato DeiitetnuA 
a IWpatetick l^iloKipher, «ud : Vou must take this itowt 
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vounij: man. to pi-re^adf liini to obey imto iitfci*efcity, i^to 
hiti) Mrlff in th^ mcvuii/ Iiiir' hoiit Awav tlie mU Arid Uiil 
miiiiRtcr juf^icc unto ihvra that nxfuiivd it: ftf)cndin^ nil that 
nifj^ht, Biid ilw ue\i tltxy. nbuut Ihuot- niattci>. Thcti Luciui 
Caraar, tlie kiii»eiiian of luliu^ Cii>^<u' the conqueror, ij^in^ 
cJiown Ijjt the three hundn?tl, to gpc nnd m/il^-vitc milo him 
for lluin all, cumu' ami pmved Cnio to hrliJ him to uuikc hi* 
or&tiou, whic)i ht' should klv tiiiio Csi^Sdr iur Uit^iTi all : Aiid 
fu for th(^, Cato, wid hr, T will kiwc his handfl, and fnll 
dotmc on my knccn before him to iiktrcntc him for tbcc. 
Nay «aid Cato, Uioii -^halt not do so. For if I vould tave 
my life by Ca'riar^ p"aL'i\ 1 could do it, if 1 would but ijo 
iintn hill] : hoffhril f will tiol. Ih' tKiiiinl to n tynui fiir 
it^ju!tti(.v^ For it h au injustice in him tu take upon him, 
s> a l^irtl HfLiI 4uvi-raini.' to have a nian^ life, (tlirn nim M^fe 
hftth ncj nutliority to commaiind. Hvit y(>t M tin ron^dcr if 
thou will, wiml thou ^hftlt aay, Lo tmvc jNuikjo for tfu- l.hrei? 
hundred. So they were a while lop?ther t'onHiderinft the 
niatUr, and iu lint, Lucius CiL-vir bchi^ ix'ady ttj depaiic, 
Cnto reconi mended his lonnc nnd frciidcs unto htm, nnd 
imbnictiig hinu Uaikr hU k'uve i^f him. Then he irturnrd 
unto hin lod^Hnjf. and eallln^ his Aonnc and frondfi ln-for? 
him, and tAlking of maJiy matters, amoitg othert he chargi'd 
his Muiae in no cast' to nieddk- in ttiaffacreii of the comnKm 
wvttltli, For «(ud he, to dcolt^ uprifchtlv like Catora aonne, 
the j'ormption of thv time and utatt^ will not mHiie it : and

Wtion he Lad r^iixx^ji- 
it* he dn'vr it out, uitd liwkcti MheUier ihe poinl nnil t^lgo ^^lovil Wm 
of hb iJ^vord wiu slmrpv uiid voulde cut: when he taw *"'rt^ *'J?f/'^ 
it wa- wan O. !«i>il Le. iio*^ I dm wIl^iv I would be, uii^j^t^^'^ 
ftBd so fftyinf^ downc t\w iwcird imkcd bv him, he tooke 
his booke ngoinc in HU hnnd, and red ii over (fu the/ 
ny} twifle tof^thor. TJit^ lie &Jept ho soundly aAir it, 
tt^i hu men which wctl- vrithout niri chauibtT be&rd him 
xnort nK^inc, Abc^iit midnight^ hi' oitllnl for twn of his free- 
inai, Clconthcit hijs Pbi:titiiui4 tuid ifubu. whom he chicJtjr 
employed in his weighti^t ftJTaires of the comnaon w^tb.

Era vfnti very n^u^Iie, nod whide exceeding gnitL (^Lo liivir- 
inp this 6ii>lied, btiuK ttory for them that vien- &pou Uie sea: 
And M'ut Butjis bucke a^(Aiiic to the hAvctit to see if luiy man 
dune b»cke Ibr any mutlcr tbcy hid to aav unto hJoK Th^ 
litle birdea b^^sn to chirpe, and Cato IcI agaiiie ui u litk 
•tumber. But thereuppon ButA« returned^ AJid broujj;hl him 
word that rdl was quiet in the bavoi, and thtrr waa no 
aturrV' Thai Cabj bad bini ^j^ his wav, oiid >hut to th<r 
dorc after him, and Laytd him dowuc in Iiis bed, lu though 
he had irn'nt to hsivo ^IpjjI out jdl the rest of the night. 
ButAA bockc wat» no .wxiner turned, but Cnto taking his 
naked tword in hia hand, thni^t it into hia hrva^t: howMt Tbij dutii

'Iliev were wH 
striken villi Hudi »uniw to behind lU that «t Un-'jint thejf 
v«r» w Ainwecd, «a thtf^ could Dot td vfaitt to Mir to it 
Hit Phi«JtiAa Gomming to hiia. be wi-rjt nho^it to pit in hU 
bovtJi uKAine vhicb wen not p«mbvd. &ad to -vuv up hiet 
wound. Sut Cato cimniug to hliu n:\fv, thnct backe the 
PhintiaUt fti>d tiur ha htjmU with hi* owuc hnndf^ and 
nude hU wound vcnr ercfttf and imincdintl^ gave up the 
ffhovt ^litTouppon' the three hundred EocMoeA (in leoe 
time then a man would hare tbotight Catocs ownc houiiioM 
ficrratints coiiM hnvc biostm of UU ili^h) wrrr at hi* dort*, 
and immcdiatlv aflvr, all the pco|>k of L'ticxt also ounc 
thither* and with one vovee called Cati.i tlieJr tM.t>efactor aiul 
HbTior, nad wd be onc^ wm a IKv mas, and hod an in- 
vincible niimir : and U>i» wn> dunr, vbiMi they hwrd mj 
that Crsot wod not farrc froin Utica. f^n-tbi-nnorc, nether 
feare of the pn^ent daungo', nor the desire to flaUer the 
ConoiM^iFi. ni'tbtr nry (irivntc r|UArrcU vnoBgcct them kIvcs,

oumptooiuJy Mttine out hu body, and honorably ftoeoai- 
panving bi& funcrallA a* might be, iht^y buryed him by tbt 
«ea «[de, where at thtc present time is to bv seano hi* ^tOMfft, 
buldim; a &wonle in his bander Aflrr tbaU tliey nade tlMir 
beet u-ay to eare tbem selvet and their citie, Nowe Cmta 
booBg adTcrtiatd br tbcm that canw onto him, howe Cato 
rtumd not ftwn Utkm, nor fled not, but sent nil othm 
away< Mvinf him s^lfe* and hm MOnev ^od a few of fab 
Aiffxlii that mmineii tlwn>, \vin^ afraid of nothing: he 
oodd not deviac what be mcnt bv it Tbenrforc cTtccoinc 
Cato inueh« be made hutte vttb all the ijieed^ he ooulJ with 
hia amne, to come thethcr. Dot when he undentoodc that 
Vmta Knd kIaitic him Nelfr^ writrr^ diir rr^mH'^ hr tt^jd thiw : 
nyii^ O Cato, I cd^^v thy dv-^h, Mthc thou hast envied mine honor 
'^■***^ to »ttve thy lj"fe< Fur in dwde, hud Gito heene umtmttd 
CoMor thould have mved hin life, he bad not to mndi im^ 
paired hi* owne honor, a» be had aurmmted Caesars Klon~. 
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And ypt whftt Cwf^r vrnn\d tiAve done, in^n maJce H doubt- 
fult »Aving thnt tliey conjfK^tiire w^ll of CKUrs clciDciicJc, 
Cnto d^nTwheii W w&& Imt «:iglit luiii forty yeore old. For 
Hifl aoonc\ C^^ar novcr did bim hurt : howbeit it i» reported 
of him, that he vrp. ver^ lilrlv givrli, &nd I^Aidviom ba{de«. 
For trhen he lay m Cutfpaducia, in a noblo mom hou^t!! of 
Uie kitigs bWii. called Maphriiilalra, win* luul ;i fnyrc woman 
to hie wifo : hii- tan^ lonaer tht^tc thtii hu rui^ht we|i with 
honestif, whereuppon he fell to be a Uiigliirg tlix^ke to the 
people, and m mockery they s^yd, C^to vill coc too naorrovr, 
a thirty daycfl hence. And furtJbcr, Lhut Mnphmdales luid 
Porduft Are two ^ocd Iriendes, but thcjf have but one mindr. 
And the reason Tras. bicauae ^fnphmdAtcs wifi- *ia culltd 
^yclie, which in tbe Greeks «ignifietK niindc: n.nd Cnto u 
A DOble fellow, and hath ft princL-lv mind, howl>dt hi.n fjunmJA 
death did stoppe this inramons itporch. For he valiAntly 
Gebting ngain,^ Auffuatu^ and Antotiiufi, at the battell of 
l%iliupiM« for the bbtrrtie of hi» rontr}': thdr Mrmlc bHnf; 
ovcrtnrowcD and fled, he wotild neither Hic nor hide him 
Belfi', bnt ninning in tanimgnt hi* pnomiws, h^ mfide Uvaa 
knov-c what he ytnn^ by lucora^u^ those of \\U side, which 
yet dtd drfc-nd Iheri ^Ives, till he ^itM ^^Taviie in tbt' £p1di tO 
the ^ivat admiration of hi» Taliaciitn««. Ftirthc^nnorvt Porria, 
the DAiiglibfr of ('at*», gave no pliux- nnto her fatiitr, iieLher 
for choxtibe, nor j^roatnca of mind. For fthe bdng nianod 
anUi BrutuH, whi» nlue Cdetar« wm of liie euti^tpinu'ir, and 
due her wife wa corflgttotulj p9 became tbt> vertue and 
nobilitif of her blond from whcnnT nite cA7ni% oi wv have 
loorc amply declared in the life of Bi-uto*. Statilim ftlH\ 
who bad aAtd be wotiTd ronnc Catena foHiiDe (a* wc have 
tolde you before) wm kept from killios of bim «elfe by the 
Philowphcn, DenictriiiA, and Apollonide^i. But after thai

poope. an^l yot lookt^ alwayo-i ba^ko unti> thmi to XM what 
tbcy commaundc : even »o, they that ^venie in the common 
inwlth for himofw snko^ arc no brttcr then honorable slave* 
of the pcopk\ harinjE no more but the bare name of Vk 
governor. Hut in deode, the perfect good and honest n\an 
»hoitId never covet outward ^lory, but Aa a meanc lo hriu^^c 
him ta noUie attrnijitu- whi-rr!)y he might [irticurr the bctt**r 
credit of hb doing?^ And for a yojnge man that oovetcth 
honor by lertue, f^ive him leave a litle to j{lory in hia well 
doing: fox. A* Tbeoi>hnwbiB myth, vcrtuc buddcth and 
floriAlkttJi in joiil-bj jiml bitrt.b fa»L ro<j|,p by pmy^rs given, 
as wit ftnd cor»j*i^ ^^roweth in thetii. But overtimch pruioe \& 
daungerciiift in every jierwii, hut eliiHly in niiihRiuu^ yovcr- 
nors.

[uauiide and obey together* Or el* the uuHuhitJf" KiHiken of 
in the tnle of the Drncon mii^t ni^cdcs huppcD, which waa: 
the lailc ou 9 tinur fell out ivith the heml^ juid romjtUinrd, 
Haying, it would an other while f^ bi-fure^ and would not 
alwaii^ come bi^hind. The Il^aJ gmuiited the btile. which

Tlus tliou sholt catily lindc by Um dccUnmion of the 
liictorie. Witli Ibtvc we iloe compftrc two othrr popular 
ii)c:d, Ixith kin^c-s of LAccdvmoD, Agb attd Cleonimei. Fur 
llioy, &« the Gracchi, seeking to iccrcnw the power of the 
ComfliOD people, nnd to restore the jurt nrd honcj^t covcm- 
mcAt ftgtine of tlic common wettltb of Lactsiaeaion, wliich uf 
loii^ tinic liAd tx-no out of usm : did in like inat^ticr purctmsc 
the h»te of the TKifailitir, which wrrv lath to Iom* loiy pftrt 
of their wonted oorelouaDcet.

vafl long time <)rowtied in fthiune ntid dishonor, until! king 
A^s And Liwnidas camo to raif^ne there. Aij^M vmt of the 
houH-' of the Liirydontidra, the «onni- of Eudauiidiui, iJte 
fiixt of linenll dL-WL^nt tJ\vT v\f;eiiUus, who hud be«ne the 
trcftteat Prince of nil Gnrt-t in his time. Thi* Aef»i1(u» 
bad a Aoime sUine in Italy bv th^ Mcwsfiisiu, called Aichi* 
domufl, before the citic of Mandonium. ArehidjunuA luuJ 
iunc two Konnnt, Agl^, And Eudutnidivt thnt wu; kirf^, who 
succeeded his brotlitr Ajji*, whom Antipaler sloe before the 
dtie of M(^lipoIi*, luid h-ft noehiMren behind him. Eudiu 
midaa begot ArchidiunuH. whieh .VrrhidAinua begat another 
EudmnidiLi: whidi KudiiiriiilMA k1m> W^l A^is, whu<c life 
we now write of, Lconidos ftlso, tlic ooonc of Cleonymu», 
waa of the othrr familie of the A^iailes tfic I'lj^ht of suu^ea* 
jaon ailcr Pouumia^ who a1u«- Mftrdiiniui^ the king* Licuc* 
t^-nant >p?atml of Persia, in a baltell fought hdorr the citip 
of PlateL-^. Thi^ riiu«aniju had a sonne cAllcd Ptiitonax, 
and rii«tonftX aim an other, cnllrd ranwnifu: who Avi»;{

Uut uiie Ar^ii-4 ilik 
Npphewe, th^ wnnc of Acrotaliis. Tbis Areus dyed byforv 
the citit of CWnthc : who h^i^iiig an oth^r AcrotittJs to hi^ 
tourx^ hi' nucLVL-Jtti bini in the kin^tloiniv He al*o dyvd 
at a b&ttcll before the title of Mt)iu!J|)oUs and wuj alujuc 
thriv liy thr tyrnnt AriGtod<>TnLiA, l^nvrng his wife gnpat with 
oluldc She bf^ing brought \o bvtidc aflcr hi» death of a 
Minne, whoiue I^euniilju thf vmtw of CIrunymiH Uiifcht aiid 
brought up: tbc c^ldc ^yin^ vory yoLmi;, th<? urownc by 
hi* death wax riut apcici l^iniilhA him i^Ifi?. Howin^it hiit 
mancn and conditions n<?vcT liked the pt-oplc, l-'or though 
all i»eri gviicndly wen- cijrni|rlt^d Uiruu^ tJit ccjiumun 
wcAltiit and clcanc o;it of ord^r: yet LeonHlafi of all other 
moxtlvd, dcforiTting iao*t tlur atincicuit I^aconian life, hicftU^r 
he had bene long time brought up in Pnncvi tiouftvn^ and 
followed aLod Bi^ltrtJtus C^xirt, fnnti whence he h.id brought 
alJ the pride and nompe of those Coiirts into Gra^^e, whtftv 
Jaw nncf rcnvm tulcth- Agi^ on tltc contmrv p^irt did not 
_oaelv fan* «tctl Leonidas, b honor ajid uiagriauiiuiUe of 
mina : but all other ahiiost aUo which had rat^ird in Sparta, 
from the time of AgetiUuit the groat, Sn that wh<m ■'^g^* 
wad not yet twenty ycatv old, analKing daintily brought up 
with thp (tneim of two women, bi^ mother A^;Mi»1iata» and 
Arehidomia hi9 grondmotheri which had more gold and 
silver, then nil tlic 1 jur«litiiM3iiiiiii» rln : lie ttegan tu Kpunw 
a^nat tlieae woRjanisb deliicbt^ and nleasurcs, in makine 
him M-lfe faver to \ye Uie better belikca, and to be fjne Rjid 
thmme in hw apparetl, and to cnirt upon him n plaine i>pani^ 
oipe, talcing pleAALin.' in the dyeU batlii.'?!, and inaruier of llie 
auneient Laeontan tife: and openly Ixuti^cd besid««, that he 
would not dcurc to be king, bi^t onelv for the hope he had 
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to nAtum Uiettunoitfut I^coiiiaii li& b^ his auUiorltv. Then 
J>cjraii the fitatp of Ijifctfirmon first to be corrupt™, and to 
li^uvc lier juiociclit (ii.-ft:i}iljiLt% wln^i iKc Ijon-tivDianuULli luiv- 

iiiff subdiicd thcEmpirvof tlie Athenifliu, fltorKi Uwib advoi 
and oniti}' WUi, with plenty of gold and biUifT. But yet 
reicrvhig lULl the luiid« toft unto Uwin by mccuittoi) mm 
^ir fathers, uccordiii^ unto LvcurgUM Knit oniiiuvuncv aud 
inHtitucion, fbr divhion of the Iniidcs mnotigpgt tbcm : which 
(jniit^Auncc, and <\^ua[itic U-'ing invii>klily kept Amonj;cflt 
LlicMit <iii) vet prtNL-rx^e the etiiiirruin wi.^ilth frt^in di^famation 
of divers other notorious cnmea. Until the tine of the 
uiithiiritii- nf KpibulriLG^ cine of the F^vlinrrs, « >inlitiou:< man, 
and of profile conditions; v/\w bitterly fiUHng out with hid 
own hinme. prefenoil n Iaw, th:it every innn lui^ht lAwfiilly 
ivc hU \a.ndt^ and f^oodii whilt^t he hved, or nftcr his death 
iv tcnbiiiLL-id, uiittJ luiy niuji whom Ik liked or thuLijj^lit well 
oi. TJitis tliis man mnd^ this hxv to Mtufii.^ his arif^ur, and 
oLIiere also did continue it for covctouAues utke, Mid ko over* 
threw A noble ordinauneo. Yor the ricbe men then bcgftn to 
buy bindA of tiuiiibervT and »o trunaiermi it fruiia th« right 
aud laii'fal ht^tm: whereby n few men in iliort time b«in^ 
made very riche, immcdiatly after there fell out great 
poTcrtic in tlie eitie of Spuiiu, whieh made all honest 
;ic^enee» lo Cease, and brou^jht la thcivuppon unlawfull orcu- 
pacinnfi, who pnvyfvt th<*iii thptt were w^'jitthy, ThipTvfnre^ 
Uv^rc remayned not abiivu acvtn hunjrcxi natundl t'tti/erut of 
S|Mir1u in all, ai^d of them, not at>ove a htirjdivd llut tuul 
lands and inheritauco: for all the re«t were poore people 
m Uie ritif, niitl wenr of mi <'<JUTitxiiiniHrr ivn cTvlling^ luid 
beaidcn that, wunt unwilHTi|riy to the waxrwi o^ln^t thi.^r 
eiKiuien* looking vscry Jay tVir atuii'c arid diauii^ in tlitf 
citic. jVifi" th^^reforv thinking it a notable good acte (a« 
iu di<ede k wn.*i) to ivplcnish Uik dtic m! df»arta Agnine, nitd 
to bibii^ in the old equalities h« moved the matt^ unto 
the CibfCQs. He found the >'Duth (ngainflt all bopv) to 
l^vc f^ood eare iinto him. and very w<-H given unto vortua, 
oLAily chaiingiug their >r*r'°i'^lj* '^d life, to recover their 
libertie againc But th<' nhh^t men, which were now 
even rotten with covctousino and corruptioni tb^ were

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affrud to retuRie ojfftmt^ to tho struight ordicuunccA of 
L>cur^^us GS A slaves and roimeagate fnim Ki^ Mai^t^r, 
thftt trrmbtcUi when he ii: broLi^ht bncli Rj^ninc unto hiin. 
ThtTt'fijrv khry rc[jroYed Atfis* wbco be did Iftincnl Ix-fofr 
them their pn^^nt xnisorablt^ ««tfite, and wisbc altto for 
the former Aiincieiit hcmoi njid tnje di^itie of Sp&rljiH 
Howbeit Lysindor the sonne of Lybn, fxnd MatidrocfiildA the 
tfonnc of EL-phanea^ and Agcsikus tdso^ gieaiiy tonimcndi:^ 
his noble desire, and perewnded him to eoe forward witludl. 
Iliis Lj-sAnder ww of j^nvit authoritic and e^iiuiatioii 
Aiuongegt (!nMn in the citi**: Mjindrot-lidas was al*n vcrv 
wise, and carefull, about oiiv matter of coun»i^^IU and witli 
hffi wiHpdom and policy, very vnbftnt : Agi*si|ain in like 
mnnncr, the kingr; Uncfe, and en *rlo(|uet]l man, was vcrv 
elTfEiiitiaLt' and rovetouN^ and yi-l prkLi Torwnivl to ^iir hii 
ft[rtii<-rancc to this attempt as it appeared, by hi» sonne 
nipimmoflon, who w^w a noUble good Rimldior, and coidd 
doe very mucli, by m«me« of the love and pi>od will the?

A^Ls a^ync auii^wtred aim : that he marvelled not 
that LtoiiidoK Ijct-ing bmught np in a r^tTnuii? ctmtry, aijd 
also maryed thea* in a nohle mane house, no *hoLild be 
ignorant of Lycuraus lawes, who banialiing gold and silver 
out of his eitie, did theivwithaJI exile dette and lending.

Wheruppon, tiiey prtawutly »rnL king A^k, pcrodving 
alto the rendTnei and good wil of the ftouldit^rs which were 
ixpfioiatcd to jTij with hixn. For the must of them wert 
yoiing men and ne*>dy, who *eir)j thi*ra lelve* diwhargrd of 
the fearc of their dcta, and hoping nijio at their return, that 
the land* HkewiM should be devided amon^ them : they wml 
with glad harta, and were ol>edieiit unto king A^a» bo that 
yje cities where through thev imwrd^ wondn-d bow thry 
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AGIS AND oiiiit' Llntiugh nil Pc"lHpi)D«e*u*, ftuui tlie out- aiJe to the 
CXKOMBNES other, very quictlyt without noyau or offence to lUiy mim,

AffU vnetinit with Aratus by the city of Cotinthot oven ae he 
W4W eoiisiiltin^ whether he i^hniild fight with his enemy or 
not: KhtrwL'd him ^^If in hii eoi:nt«l, then no nuh^ but a 
nsolute anil VH-Iiant mzuu For hi^ tLild hiin« Lh&l fur liis

Now tiirreforCf Agi» kcping all the rot of his tiniA 
within the temple^ uiving when lie went apon oei^aaion to 
the hath : tbey detenninwl to iDtcreq}t him by the way, tad 
to take hJni when he wan nut of thr Annrlnary. fv) they 
wfltched him one day when be bathed^ and eame and saluted 
him ajs thrir moner wai, and M^iii4?d tn airompony him, 
•portag* and being vnciy with him, a* with a young man 
ttifir luniUier. But when they rune to the turamg of a 
ftrcete that went towordei the priooDf Amphores laying hold 
un him. beeifig one of the Ephurcs, said unto bim: I arrest 
the« Agis, ood wil bring thee before the Ephoreo, to give 
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oooompt of thy doing? in tho oomnHin wealth. Tlua 
Octn«Khiiii-^ which ■** n greftt mi^^ty nuin, litst hi* ^(owna 
orcr Im duxs^ anti piiUcd him forwtmi others oIbo thnst 
liiiii forward behind him, tui i\wy liad A^n.*i.<i) tngcibcr* So 
uo mim being ncore tJit.-En ti> help A^b» they got biin into 
pnMin. Th(-ii cainv IxTtviiiUtu iiici^iiLintfDUy with a grcuA 
ntxiaber of Bouldi^ra th&t v«re straung^n, and bvMt thu 
jffUOD round alMmU Thr Ephorra wmt into Uic pnfloii, 
and sent unto tomv of the Sttuitc to <M>ice unto them, whom 
liiey kutw to bo of tUcir niuid : then they ixnuiiiauuJod Aei^i 
luuii had bone judidftllVito^iv^itocoiiipt of thcaltcrudoQ 
he had mode in the comiDon wealth. The youn^ cnaa 
launched at their hypocride. But Amplmrea told him that 
it ttm no laughing sport* and that he should pay for hi> 
foUy. Ilu-n nimthrT of tht' Kpltctn^s Mxritiing to d^'ale mun 
&vomhIv with him, and to ^h^w hitn et wuy how ho mjjcht

Thon tho same t^cnator utkod 
him ii^punr, if be did ni>t n*pi-iit bim of Uut he hud tloiic 
The youn^ m^n boldlj auUKwered him, tJiat be would nevtr 
repoit htuj of fto wiae and vmluoua au tntterpiisc, thoueli he 
i^oitrcd hiA hfv far it, Thon they eondcninod him to <lt<ath, 
and coiuinauiidnl Uie Scrgmnt» to airy him into tbe Decadei 
which waa a place in the prison where they were Ktraoj^tedt 
that were condemned to dvc. Deitiochare« perceiving the 
SerffeaLiut^ dur*t not Liy hold of him, and likcwisi- tlml th* 
nonldicm which wetv atmungt^i^ did abbotrc to commit such 
a fact, contntry to thv bw of God *.nd man, to lay violent 
handA upon the penon of a king i he threntncd and rcvikd 
then:, and dnig^i Agi^ ]it»riorue into tlwt place called the 
Dctvalc.

'I'hcreuppon the riphori 
wnt ClLvinctii-» uuUi Athjeiiiuia (n U^EOplu of Mim-rvji Imnl 
bj the dtie cf Bdbina) with on &mie to t&kc it : bicouae it 
K«* n fMiv^gF and entiy ii\in the contr}" of Lacnnin, hnwhrit 
the plAcc at that time wtu in qttCKtion betwixt the 31efpilt>- 
puUtAnci, And Iht Iju-nI:nnoi]iiiiu. Ck-umeim f^'ot it. mid 
fortefiod It Aratua ma^kin;^ no compUint otherwiw of Xh% 
matter, stale out one nicht with hin strmy bo set Apon the 
Twianii, and Orchomuntani, hoping to have taken thow 
citiw by trt4Mun. But the traitors that wire of hia con- 
fimleracy, their hart* failed th*m when thry ahould haT* 
mine about it : «o that Amtuj* returned, having loftt his 
foRiey, thinking tii/it thiatecret iitteupt of hh vrtut not dift- 
OOYcretl. But ('Ii-onienei finely wrott- unto liiin aa lit^ fnoiid, 
and aaked hirn, nhethor fae liad led liiti armie hy night: 
Arat^» rctuTncd oun.iwcr againc, that understanding Llco* 
metww nient to forfiiir Bi*lhiriaf lie wrtil forth with hU amivi?, 
thinkiiijir to have M him, Cteonionoa wrulc a^ojuo utilo him, 
and *aid hf did bel^'ve that whir-h ht- ^patc wa* Iriir: hnw 
bcit he- eorncstLy nxjuc^ed liim, \^i' it were no trouble to 
him) tn advi?rLiw him wliy hr limo^ht wliHllitji; hidden and 
lufhtttt aiVr him. Aratu»emilin|;nt this mockc, v^ked wtiat 
thia young man wra. iK^rncK'-ntu^ I An^da^monloa liein^ a 
baiuiKed man out of htx coutrv, aunHwenxl : If thuu hiut 
any Lhiitg to dttt^ a^iiisL the Laccda-munianA, thoti hadftt 
Dccde moke ha^le, bc-fore thit Toim^ (^ockcn^l have on his 
npurresv Then t'lcomcnts being in the Held in the contify of 
Archudia, with n Tl^w hur^intn and thrc^ hundred foat^men 
onely : the Ephori being atl'raid of warrcK, K^nt f<ir hiiti to 
retumc ajcainp. His boeke was no sooner tunji-d, ulu^ins 
their oonimaundement ' but Aratus sodaiidy tookc the dtie 
of Caphye^ ITiereuppon, the Ephori inc«ntin<ii1ly wHit 
Cl<nnien« bickc ACoin with hia armic ; vho tooke the fort

Clntnu'TK% mt't vritli tltrni hy Ihc t'ily nf Pjilniitiuin, juid 
oU'rcd bulU^L But Aratus quakinjt at tht* haniitJua of thie 
vi>iiii^ iiuui, would Dot aul7ur AriBtoniachufl to hazard battfU, 
out w-«nt hif way, d«rid<>d by the Achaianft, and dk>flp](wd by 
thr Ijirod^mKinuuii: wlm in all hciv tidI obov^ five fJionuitid 
fighting mi<n. C1oom(<nt>i cora^ becinji^ now Uit up, Uid 
bravt^ly ffpcakinj^ to liia citi'^tk^i: lit^ romfmbrFd thcnt of a 
saying of one uf tlieir anTidt-nt king*, that the Lacedo^ 
nionians never m(]utrcd what niiml>cT their ciicmJc* vere, but 
where they were. Shortly aAer^ the AehaJans malctn^ wan* 
with the Elianx, ClcomcDC« was sent to aydc them, and met 
with the annie of the AcbiitiuiK by th*» mountaine Lyeeum, 
ju they wen> in their rctunic: }k setting 'Lpon Ihem, gave 
them Ibe ovciihrowe, ship a fffvni niiTubcr of them, mid 
tookc many also |iri:H}iiers that thr rumor rannc throiiffh 
Ghttp, bow Artttiii* sclfr wiu* ulaini*, Clpotnciiea wiiseiy 
taking the occoaion which thin rictory gave htm : hi^ went 
atraifflit to the citie of Mantinea, nnd taking it upon a 
sodame, when no man knew of hifi comniin^, he put ft 
strong gnrriKon into it. Ncjw tht' I AOf^d^rni onions haiiji 
failing th«m, and reeutir;; CI^oaii'nL^a entt^rprifiCA, 0V(?r- 
wi'ftryin^ tbcin with warrrt ; he went ahojt to «eiide for 
Archiilautin^ kin|; A|zix brother, beinc then At Moucna, 
unto whom Uic kin^loni of right lx^long<<<) by the otlier 
boufie, BUppnsing that he ahoulde ea^ely weakf>n the power 
of the llphorej», Tjy the authoritic of Uie two kinges, if both 
of them joyn<?f1 togotht*r. Which when the murthfrr^rn of 
kmfc Agis undcThtoode, hting affratd that ATchtdamu,i ro- 
timiing from rxik, he would be revmged of them: th*y 
ttccretly n^ccived him into tbc cltie, and foundc the moancs 
to bnng hitii into SporU. But whrn they iind him, they 
put him strfUffht to death, whether it was unwitting to 
Clrnmi^mv (n.t l*hyUr£^hii» plairly tffstJfieth) or else with hi» 

Ehvrtic, Au^nfi Uiem to make him away^ by pcnwajiion of 
Ltt frvndrt. ItuL it ia n eltvn^ ulhl\ tlicr ctl'ie wrvt burdi^rifd 
withall, bicaufic probablo matter fell out that they had com* 
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pc^U(Hl ClEomones to doe it. Neverthelesse, he holJiug atill 
his first dctcnnination, lo alter the stitc of the common 
wealth of Spurtii, us soone aa lie ouuUl [j(B!db1i-: hr w fed 
the Ephores with money, that he hroueht them io bt con- 
tmt^n he ^ihoiild niakir viAnv. He nm\ a1»o won amny 
other citizens by the mciuicA of lib mothtrr Cmtc^cleo, vho 
fumisht him with mutii^y, ihiiL he liu:kt(I tiof L) hoiiur him 
withall : imd furtlitr, mzLfieil ft8 it is n^pi^rU-d, (hi'mj> othi!T- 
wiae not iiieut to niRrj) for bci nonnn wtke, unto one of the 
wea]t)ii«£t mon of all tbu citic. So CleomeiMv kmting hk 
army into Uie ficM* wnime tx place viUiiu Uie trrnturic 
of Megalopolis, called Leoctra. The Achaiaiu abo being 
iiiiickly come to their aide, ltd by Aratus: they straight 
foyght a battel] by the eitie selfe, where Cleonjenes had the 
worst on the one Wtle of hia anule- Howbeit AiutuA wouldc 
imt s\ti\er the Achaians to follow them, bicaii^ of boggM 
(ird quavcoiyrcs, but sounded the retreate^ But Lyaioaas 
ft Megnlopolitmi beins angrie nithfti). caused the bonemm 
he had about him Eo follow the chaae, who pt-irvoed »o 
fiercrty, that they ranie amongest vires, walU, and ditches^ 
where he was driven to disperse his iT>en, and vet eouldc not 
get oiit- CIcomenus |>ereeivti]^ if , sent Hie hirhl honteiiieTt 
of the Tfirciitinet artd Crobuiii against him : of whoui Lysiadaa 
valliantly flighting wa^ slaine^ 'jlien the Liaefd^-monianK 
being couragioufl Ibr this vietori^, came with great ericn, 
lUid ge^JtLg a fjeive elmrge apirn Lbt.'

Ly^iadaa oiqp, ht.' wtuftvd it to be brought untu Idiu, and 
putting a purple rofje nnon it, and a orowne on hiA head, 
Acnt it in thijt amy unto the vcrv gate^ of the dty of Megolo- 
poUi. It was that selfe Lyslada^, who geving over the 
tyranny ajut govcrument of McgaJopoLi^, made it a popular 
utate^ ^uid friT dty, aiul joyriitr it to the Aeiwiiuw. AI1*-p 
thid vicloric, CItonicncs thai determined greater matters and 
attemptfif perswaded him sielfe that if he might onee come to 
stabliahc tnc aflure^ of the common wealth at Sparta t<» hii 
mind, hr might then ea^ely overcome the Ai:haumK^ braltr

Achaiaji»t and vittelcJ OTchomcna« and went and c&iaped 
bcfoiv> the dti« of Mantiui^a^ In Hue, hv *o w^-aried and 
ovcrhoiricd the Laceda-moiiLuii^ by Ion;; jorncys that sX 
length th<-y lw«i>ught htm he would let them rvmantc in 
Arcadia^ to TCpoot: tbcm .*idvea there Li the moaiie times 
QeomeiJi^ nith hh ntruiai^rv uhieh h^ tifld hyrtd, retvjnwd 
a^ainc onto Sparta, and iinparb>J his int<nt by the way 
unto theiii be Lni-^lcd K->t, luid marduil nL hti awne ra-u^ 
that he mi^lit taki> tJic Ephoru* at uupuer. Wlu^i he cam« 
necre unttj the eity, he i«ni Euiydidiu» before, into thm halle 
of th« Ephurvs, lu though he brought them newe« ont of the 
campc from him. AfLcr luin, he mxt a]M> ThcHciuu and 
PhxEbis, and two other that had bene biou>;ht up with him, 
w^om tlie Laccdirmonian* called the SaniothraeionA, taking 
with them a fewfr souldicra. Nowe whih^t Ktirydidu «ru 
talking with the Epborat, tliey vlao came in apuu tixm with

WEUTifj with tlie IVlesscnian&t the kings being alw^niea entploycd 
in that warre^ whei^by they t-ould not Attend tbe aSMres of 
the common wcoJth at home, did chooac ccrtainc of Lhdr 
frendes to sitte in jiidgtrment ia their sti^flde?, to dot.ermin^ 
controversies yf \a.vQ : which were called Ephorvs, aiid did 
govi'Mie lon^ tiiiR' a« the ktii^ut minlxtere, howbeit lii&t 
oftenvoids, by litle and litie, they tooke apon them absolute 
government by them selves And fcir manifest prixifr hrrrof, 
you ece that at thie present time when the Kphori do send 
for the kin^, the first and seeond time, they refune to come^ 
but the third time he nseth and goetb unto them. The 
firat uuu] thai; gave the Ephores Utis nuthoritie, wivi A^to* 
ropiib, one of the BphoreH unany yearof a^LT the fjnt bidti- 
tucion of the kil)ge^L onJytt if they had jjottrneddiM:ri«L.'lyt 

t»ersuiventun^ they might have continued Icn^r Ihit they 
lcentiou&ly abuaitig thdr authoritie, by fiutiprt^aing the law- 
ful] Governors instituted of old time, takui^ apon them to 
banish aomc of their kings, and putting other of them alao 
to death, without law and iustice, and tlireatning other* that 
dt'sire to rcfllorc that nobk and former blcued govcn;mcnt 
unto SparU agfiine ; all these things 1 nay, are in no wis* to 
be aultercd anv lonecr. And therefore, if it had bene peesiblc 
to have banished all these plagues of the common wealth out 
of Spurta, brought from lorreinc nations: (I mcotie, plco' 
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Bun-A, pBHtimcfs mon^y, deU^ ttud usan^t and othcn yvt At;is ANP 

more AiiTiciCDt, poverty mid riches) he might then hnrc CLEOMEXR3 

oatvcmc-d him aelfv the happiest kb^ that «ver wft&, if like 

akixhI rhtaitiaa ht- had curcJ his cuctHe of that infection, 

wftbout f^^fo or sorrow. Tint in thnt he wfui r<iiii^trfiirKxl 

to bcginnc with blood, he foiiowfrd Lycur^i cxnmplc:

hi8 coDtric only, but into his owre houne, yea even into the 
Ifiidirj^ ckunben and cJoseU: diMldining thai tht^ kiitg of 
Liieediieiuon, discendiiig of the blood royull of HercukA(ivho 
settiitg up agftinc the Aimcieut m&iR-r of life of his oontrie, 
did temper it as an instrument of tnusicke out of tune, ftnd 
Ijroiiglit it to the good, ^uneieiit and wUer disapLine ftnd 
Doricui life instituted by Lycnrgua) should be called nnd 
wryttru, kingof the ^ieyoiiian>,AR<l of the Tiiecician.t.

K&rlaiids of powers on his li«ad, he did Micn£oo unto Anti- 
goDuai, nnti viug rtung? in prniM- of h\n honors n* if he hml bene 
a ^od, where ho wm but a rotten man, columned ^viay, 
Tht» that wc have written of Ar»LiJB (who watt LQduL->d with 
J many noble vertues, and a worthy Crrn^eian] in not va much 
to accuK bim, as to make us t^ee Uie fmycfty and wenkcne* 
of nuuu nature : the which, though it hatv never so excellent 
vertuee, can not yet bring forth such ptir6t frutc* but that 
it hath ever souk mayme aihI blcamiiihe. Now, wheit tlie

for th«y should have odvurtified him or it beton-'hi; hud tukeii 
hi4 j<irnt-y, iuii\ not now v/hvn he wa:s almost liard iit their 
^attw. to sendc biro bockc o^aiiiu, with a tfca iti hiH ntrc 
Thcrcuppon he wrote a letter unto the cuuuvcll of ihtt 
AchiUaQs, &ttQ|^'th«r full of complaints n^oet Aratua. On 
thothcT aide aUo» Aratiis in hi» oration to the counacU, 
inveyed with hitter wonle* a^inst Clyomcixejt Thcrcuppon 
C'leomeEica departing »ith Bptcde^ Aeut a Herauld lu pro- 
rluiine U'sires agflinist the AcbaifUw, not in the citj of ArgOB, 
but tti the citv of vl^^on, as AratUv^ wrytcth, mciuimg to td 
apon them beln^ unprovided, Hereoppon aII Ac^h^a vftLH in 
an uprcPTc; for divcra dtics did prcscntlj Tvvoll against the 
Arhnians, himiiiic* the commnn people hope<I aiter the divi- 
nion of londji, aixd the diw:hurgitjg of their dcttre. The 
ikuble men kUo in many pL?iee» were ofTeitdivl with Aratui, 
bicauac ho practised to oriiig the Macedomauii into tiic 
crimlrie iif l^t'loiKmnaiiH. Clrurnvne^ tlicrefore hoping wfH 
for all tboHt^ nf«|>ecte«, brought hi^i amiie intoAcham, and At 
hia luitt cuimiting tuoke tiie critie of IWlena, And drat<- out 
the (funison of the Achaiims ; nnd aft^r that, wnnnc also the 
citio of rhrneuiii, iind Peiitcliuni. Now the Aduuiuih ff^T' 
int- bomv Ireafcou in Corinthy and Sydone, sunt evrtaiiie 
bt'ibemtu out of tiie citie uf Argoa^ ti> lieepe thube cities. 
The Argiv«« in the meane time, atteiidinf^ the eekbracion of 
the feiut at the game£ Nemeeo, Cleomencf thinking (which 
fell out true) that if he went to Argos, he should liude tlie 
dtic full of people that were come to m« the fcBJttcH and 
gumiv, nnd thataM«iling them npjjon tbesodaine»hc jihmdd* 
put Uiciu in a marvelou* iVarc: brouglit his atmic in the C]eonnwin» 
night hard to the walit of the dtie of Argos, and at liia firat "inueth the 
comminiE «iuuic « ploM they udl Aspis, a veric atrong: place **^* "^ Atgni. 

The Ar^i^tfl yttn 
CLEOMRSES ^^ ainAz^d nX it, thst no riad would take &|>ari him to 
dcfcu<lc fJic titic, but received Clcomcnc* putijwiit a.nd gave 
him twcntic ostugMj promiHJog Ihi-nct'forth to be trut coii- 
frtlerates uiilo tfic IvLctsiariiioniana. undtr hh chttr^ Aiid 
condoct- Thp whirh donhtle^ wannr' him prp«t fniTj<\ and 
JncrcftAcd bin power: fcr thnt the mmdcnt king* of Ijijct- 
dHrmoTl, cimld ni-'viT befort.' with Kuy ^xAit^iv or dcvitt^, wJime 
the ciUo of Argo6. For liiTig Fyn^hne one of tJic inc«t 
vnllinntriit and warliWc«t Pritice tnut ever was, entring Ihr 
w i«o fTjfl. ^.^.^^ ^j ArgoB by foroc-, could not kcope it, but wzts daiiie 
Uitn.-, and tht nio^t purtt tjf hte iirmie : whei'by, every man 
wondrcd greatly ftt the dilip-'ncc fuitl couilseli rpf Cleomcncn. 
And where c\erv lujin iJid i;iocki- liiin beffur, wlmi ClttTinencB 
Bjiyd Uml he would follow SoloUj und Lyeiirguw, in making 
tbeeiti/i^uA goodb eommun, and disclmigiiig al] det«: they 
wore then clerely porBwadrd that he titiely wa« the cause and 
mcane of that great chaun^, ivhich they sawc in Uie c^in^e 
of the Spartans : who vere tefoiv eo w«ike and out of hart, 
that they having no corage to defend them scKk, the 
^toltnnt pntring Tjieonia. wiOj ah urniie, tooko nway nL ont' 
time, fiftie tbowsami slaves, WhcTcuppon an old man of 
Sparta plcasaiuitlv sajd at that time, that their enrmit'* hail

f^aracioD, But the ftamc night there came some of Aratun 
rrmli'* <if Ihr Argivr*, who commtnge fivim ArgtiK hy son, 
brought ntwcs ihtii the -Vrgives were rehclit'd u^aimt ('Ico- 
meiiert.

Me^^toiiu.-t in himtc, and eommnundcd him in anger spccdihc 
tu ^> ttiuT Hvdtr their itifii tluit were hi the iritit* of ArgoK.

With that monejr hv made (he itunime of 
live hundrc'd talent**, nnd urmcd two thowsontie of then© 
freed slaves eifter the MacrdoLinn r«cion Ui Tight against 
the Leucaapidea : (t» wltt^f the white eJiioldee of Antigoiiud) 
raid tUeix tLicre fell into his oiindc a mar^eloiu grx^te 
cntt*q>riM?, utdooked for of ^vcry num. Th^ dtie of Megali* 
poiU at thai time being aj ^reat as SparU. and having 
the Aide of the AchHians, and AnttgontiiL jit hnnd, (whom 
the AehaianiS aa it seemed hod brought in, chietl^ nt the 
requBftt of the Megalopolitans) Cleomeneft detemiinin^ to 
aaciEe this citic* and knowing that to bring Jt to pane, 
nothinff voA mnrt* reijuisite then celeritTe : he cninmrtHndi\J 
his *ouldicra to vittcll them selves for tivc dnjcs, and marching 
with tht* L'h<>\ee of all hirt armie towardes Selosla^ oh though 
ho had ment to have spoyled the Ar^vcs, eodainly tuminj^ 
ffoni tlieiiee, he invndetl Jbe i^mfrie uf tin- MpgHlnpolitAriK, 
and supping by Roetium, went tttr&ijcht by Khounta unto 
tlie citie. When he waa come neere imtt) it, he seut rauteaa 
before with «pcf^dt', with two bnndcs of the lju:>cdnmioniAn», 
and commauudcd him to take a crrtcine [lece uf the wnll 
betwene two towerv, which be knewe was not kept nor 
garded : and he followed him alM> with the rest of hi» amiie 
eomirg on faycr and softly. When PantcA^ cumo thither, Cl«(nncinM 
finding not onely that place of U;e wail without gard or »*<">• ti»* 
watehe wJiicH Clcomenes had told him of, but ftlto the most ^^^^ *'**^ 
porte of that nidc without defence : he tookc iK>mc parte of ^ 
the waJI at hts first eomming. and niaiiiied it, and ovtTtbrtw 
an other pcecc of it al£o, putting them all to the sword that 
did defend it, and then rame CleomE^nes, and was within tjie 
oitie with his armie, before the Mt^olopolitans knewe of his 
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AOld AND cotnmiQg. At Icagthr the* dttAciu LJiuicr»UcdinjE UiAt tbo 
CLKUMBNB9 *^^^^^ *^^ tAlu^n, vouie fltni hi hast, <rotLteviiij^ Kurhii- light 
thin^ as come to heaulc» in so givnt ft foArc : and the otticim 
jiUii iirniED^ theai wlvf^ mime Uigrtla-r tu mbiL (fa(? rtiemin. 
But though Uii-y vaUiantly fouj^it to n-pulse tb«xa out of 
tliv titic, Hud yet prevttyletl not : thiry gave the mt leisure 
thtrtbv to Aye onu save thcui K^lvL^t^ nj that then' rciimyned 
iKit bemude, above a (howauiidL' uirii. Fot all Uie rest wt-na 
fled with their wives and children, into the citie of Metisma. 
*Yhe most parte of them alw thit fought with the enemico, 
»av«d them uelvu*, juid wrii; few* wt^re taken, the chlefnt 
wh^TiXif were LysoJidriJaa, &ntl ThcaHda^, the nohlcst persons 
thnt were amnngnd the Mcgftlnpnlitjuj* '. wlierefore when tho 
soaldtcrs had taken thctn. they hroitght them unto Ck-o- 
inetiKf, I,VbHiidrida>t, when he sav Clt^ifiieneK a good way uf, 
cried cut alowdc unto him : U king of LACcdicmon, thiiT day 
thnuhjLtkan utx^ftaion uU'eivd titer l<i cUk h niun-ljuiLuuxpriiii-elv 
act«, then that whic^h thou hiut alreadie done, and tJiat will 
make thv name al*i> more gloiHMJ*. (*!<Hmiciini mujingwhut 
hcwx>u1(ic request: Weil(i|Utjthht*) what iithat thou recitiiresti' 
One thing I will tell thc^ heforv haiidcr. thuti >ilititt not makfi 
me restore your citie to you {igaine^ Vet, tjuoth lH)^nTidridaat 
Ictte me request thus mucHc t^en, that yc doc net des^trov it, 
hut rather reptenisbe it with frendet and confodtititc*, which 
hereafter will be true and faithfull to you : and that ahall 
you do^. gevinff the Megalrjpolitans their citie n^no, and 
^evcrving aucnc a nunihcr of people as have fonaken it< 
Cleonicnp* Cleomeneif pawaJD^ a while. nuDsw^red, it wru a hard thiii^ 
tiuble taiyinti. \q bekve th/tt : Biil yet quoth h*, let horior take [tlitcc with us 
Ix^orr pmfit, Aflir tliat he sent a Hcrnulde ^Imivht imfo 
iMcMcmi unto thcin that were ilodde thither« and toldc them 
that he WBA eiintented to offer them tlielr citie agaiitc, so 
that they would hecomc j^ood frendes and ennfedcraleii of 
the IjirFdjcmniiinnv, fonaking the alliuniv of Ihe Adi&iann. 
Pfailopivnien would by no mi.'anee suffer thi> Me^Iopolitana 
to accfpt thi* gracious offer of Clcomcne*, nor also to leave 
tht-ir alliMJice witJi the Aehaians : telling them, that he nuiit 
not to gcve them their citie ag^ne, but to take Ulciq alao 
with their eitie : and ther^ore dtBvc TlicAridAs and Lyson* 
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HtidrM out of Mmsviu, i\ak mnved this pmctiw. It wm AGIS AND 
that Fhtlo|>onncti that nftcrwnndca rraa the chkftut nmn of CLEOMKNICS 
the AcfauJjuiH, and tlmt waiuu^ suiiie fatne and hcuiur aiuuiig 
the Graicimu, as we have partioulArly dccluvd in his life. 
TliiH worde U-iiig 1>n>iiaht Ut Cleouiencs, who had kit^jt Ujc 
citv from (Doyling untill thnt time : he wai Ihon so thorowly 
ufl^iul^^, tliat he giivi? the guods iii {Jiaye to ttie flDiiIdici^r 
Kent away their ^ixxtly tables, tmA^cs, and pictures unto 
Sparta, and defaced tiie cHirfcst partes of the citie, and tht-n 
retunavd home a^jaiae, bein^ ai^yed of Anttgonus, And tli« 
Acbaiuu, Ho^Jwt they starred not, bicauce of tbcmrU- 
ment tb«t was kept nt that time in thv ritit- of jf^iini, 
where AratuA beittjc in tbt.' pulpit for oration^ and holding 
hit gown? n l^ng tim** brfnnr his far**, thr p^HJpli* marvi'lling 
at it, willed him to tdl what he aylcd: he aikivrerrd thru), 
Mfgidipolti is taken, and naet\ by Cleoiueiiet. Tlie AdiaiaiiH Cltfomotittt 
being auuucd at the eodaJiuics of this croat Jo^sc, ftnught *^^^ ^^^ 
brake of Uwir parlamont aiid an^mblii^. But Antigonun ^^'J^^^"''^' 
thinkiri; to a^de them, sent presently for aU his ffaxnsoa&j ^ 
wht) Ih'IIi^ ^"^*H '^ cotaming. tie wrllled tlit'iti lt> iilnv uhi^v 
tlu'> wore^ aud he him aelfe taking a fawe Aouldiors with him, 
went unto thi? citie of Argoa. Tncrvforp the st-cfrndc t-7it<*r* 
prise of Cleomenes^ ieenieth at tlie firrt iight a VL*rie raaho 
tuid desperate attempt: howi^beit Polybiufi wrytetli, that it 
wa» flji attempt of ^reate ^sedome and polieie. For Cl^o- C'iM>Tn»ii«4 
menex undera tan ding that the Macedonians were dlupcrscJ in ■t'»'"W***p»*- 
liarriMim in divers pkoeA, and that Antigouti^ lay all the 
winter in the i:itie of Argo4, with a certeync njuibcr of 
fijotemen that wert^ Ktraunaersr he fnvaded the eontrie at 
the Argires with his annie, per^wafltng him ftelfr^ that 
either Antigonu» woulde for aname come and R^ht with 
him, or if he did not, that then he shouldc put him in dis- 
f^mae wiUi Uie Argives: whieb in deed*- oiine no to puie. 
Tho Ar^vtfl M«inf^ their contric spoylcd by Clcomencai 
were in n marvelous rspi', intl gathering' toffrthiT at Anti- 
gonuH lodictiijcef thty cryed out unto hjm, cither to s(<^ ''ito 
the fielde^ and ii^ut wiLli the i^jit^iiile: or elne tf lie vrnne 
affrayed, to rvirigne hi« otTiee of GencraJl of Gneoe, unto 
othcrv that were Talliantcr than him scUt, But AjiUgtinus 
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like a wi>v aatl eiuvllent Cii}jUjrn(% Uiliikiiige it a dl»hunuur 
to him ruhclj to put bim ovlfc in daiuigcr, and hU frendos 
■lao, though he wcrr pru\oknl with many injuries am^ 
opprobnriouti wordc*: woulde not goe Into the lidJc, but 
Atoodc comt^it in hiH (iisi determine Liou. Tli^n CLooniciioa 
baring brought his Annie hard to the wnllea of the citio of 
Arap*. And spojicd aad destrojred the contrie rounde about ; 
iridbout lettv or daung^r he <iafe1y relumed home a^ae. 
Witbbi A wbilc aficTt CJeomcncs beinge advertiied that 
AntJoDTUJi WEU cnmc unto Te^ea, with iotent to invade th^ 
contric of lAt^onia: he gning^ an other wav with lux armio, 
(unwittirp to hi« enemies) thev wondered when tbcj aaw 
hioi in the morning by the cittc of j\rgo«, spoylin£:c thrir 
oontrir, lUid cuttinge downc thwr comr, not with aitilLii aiid 
knyreB as other doc uBe, but wiUi lonj; polea in forme of 
3ythr», that the aouldien as they went s|H>rtingrwi«', did 
overthmwe and spoyle it. But when tbcy came to the place 
ijf t'xrtvi.'^a iti thi- iiuhiirtH-?^ eallL-d CylUba-nt^, certiLiiie of the 
aouldiLTi ^iiij^e about tohav:.'M.'tt(-'itu£r(!,CWinon^ woulde 
not suffer thrin, ami tolde them, th^t what he had done 
at Mc^alipotia, it was mthcr anj^rily then bonesthe done. 
Now AntignDus> prceentlye rctuminge backe agaiiiCf beingt; 
minded fi»t to have gone directly to the citie of Ar^^, but 
sodAincly ftlteiiiigc hi^ mindo, did campc upon the toppc 
of bitTcs and niountaynea. Cieomencs trnmungr r^ot to be 
aflVaycd of him, acnt Herauldea to htm to dcisirc the kcyes of 
the tf*m|ilr of luno, and then after he had Hone (acrifior, ht/ 
woulde dcpartc bin waye. ThuK mocktngc Anti^nu^t, after 
)ie Itad eaerificed unto the goddesGe, under the temple tlmt 
was ^ut up, he «cnt hiB arruic unto Phliunta, and having 
driven nwayr Ihr gnrrinnn nut of Ologiintii, he cnme iintti 
the citie of Orchomenuni, havinjrc not ontly ijicouraKvd hia 
citizens, bot p;<Ttteii txvn aiiunt^eHt the enemies them selves, 
a fame aho to tx? a nobb Captaino, and worlhic to manage 
grcatc affaires. For eitcric man judged him bo he a skillfull 
»ouldier, and a vaUiaiit Captaine, that with the power of ono 
oucLy citie, did niaiuteiue warn: against the Linedom of 
Mflcedon, against all the peopleof PeloponnehUE, and againvt 
the trcaMirc of hi grmte a king: and withall, not oucly to 
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keepc huowDo contjie of Laconia uDioyl^, but fAirc ulher- 
wit« to htirto hiv enemies contricfi, and to tolce m> mflny 
groatt cities of thcirt. But he that si%ycd first, that money 
was thi* tinewe of all thinges, spake it chiefly in my opioiiMi, 
in respect of the worres. Denuuies the Orator «iycd od 
It time, when the Athenian* cummaunded oerlnine gullies 
ahoulde he put out of the antcntill Into 0\e r^a, &nd presently 
rigged and amied with nil pnsdhlr siwofi, though tht^y iaokea 
money; Ho that nilcs the prove, must tii^t r-cc before him- 
Meaiiifig, miinUion and vittf^lln ruiut he ]irovtdec3, before the 
flfaippcs bo settf" out. And it ia reported also, that the 
Auneient Archidamus, when the coarcJerftteJi of the LawtU*- 
rooniiinti at the bcfn'^'^iiigc of the voire of Petoponnejius 
rtqiiiredt tliAt they mit^ht he nested at a certettie mte, 
ftunsnered ; The ehArpef of warre have no cftrtflvnt etinte, 
Yor like as wn^tlets that exercise Uicir bodta cnnUnuollie in 
^;ame&r are better able to wrestle, and overthrowe them u^ith 
^rme, that have no fitrength, hut onely arte and alicht; eTcn 
K3 Kinfic Antigoniu, who by the f^Teatne««e of his kin^ome 
did ddfniye the charge cf this warrc» did wearie and over- 
come Cleoniene^ at the length, bioniLM^ he lacked money 
bothe to payc the str&uiigcra that served him, and aJao to 
mnyntAyne hi* owne citi/^ns. For otlicrwiw, doubtle^w the 
time !iervcd hia tume ircll, bicutue the troubJcn that fell 
apoD Antigoniifi in his realme, did make him to b<? nent for 
home. For the barbarvios people hi» neighbourSt in his 
tilm-nee did ipri^h< and dentniyi? Lhe nvihiic- uf Murerhm, ntid 
gpecia]]ie the Illyrion* of the liiarh eontrie that came dowue 
tlien with a gnvitt- aniiie ; wiitrvupon, the Maeedonian* 
being i^ovled and hiuried on all sides by them, they Kent 
poHte untiJ Aiitigimu!!, Ut pray hitii U> ci«ne home. If thesi* 
Jett<T» had bene brought him but a title before the battel^ 
M they came afterwordes l Antigoous had gone his wayc» 
and left the Aehaianst. But fortune, that arvrayes otrikcth 
the Atroke in all vreightliTit causi-a, gave suche ivpt-ede and 
favour imto timer that immtdiRtly after the battel wa* 
fought at Seloffio, (where Clcomenenlost hi» armie and eitic) 
the verie menengen arrifcd that came for Antigonu^ 
to oome bomef thw vhich made the cverthrowe of king 
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AC;T5 ANI> Citfoniciw* io miidie mure Uineutiil>Ii-. Far tf h«- bad di^Mxtl 
CLBOMRSE3 battcll biit two dftvcft IcDgcr^ whoD Uic Mocodonuuis oftd 
Bftttoll be- Ij^ijc gtmVy \k might Lnve ed^uIc whnt [H«cr he woiiltl with 
the AchalttJU: but for lackc* of monevi he wju drivt-n {m 
E'oljrbiuA wrytclh) to gcvc batt^ll, with twcntjr (Jkuws&ad^ 
m4?n, otfiunitt thirlit^ th<>wK^uide : where he shevetl him kHg 
on excellent and skiifaW Captoine, cuid where hi> citiieiu dJoo 
Couj^ht likp v«lliflDt men, ftiid tit« ctrftUD^n in like case did 
ithcw«^ them scivtA good souldicn^ But us oncJy ovrrthr^wc 
wjijt, hy tliL- Gtunni-r uf Ub eneinie* wenpovu, aiul the force 
of their hfttl*ll of footcinoQ. But PhylnrchiM wrifttth. that 
twuoa Wfu thr rRiiN> nf his ov(*rthmv^ For Anti<^oiinH 
hftd Appmnt^d the Ac^vntiinUnu, luid the illytiAnr: which he 

had in )iU fU-Jiiivr^ to nLoite ittipoti thv wmgr uf iiia eiit?mi(?i 

anniCf where Euclidoe. king CIcomcnee brother woa, to Gom< 
i>wwr him in Iwhindi^. whilivit ht: did KtU* the rtvt of hi* mi:n 
In battel). ^Vtieii Clt^raivneii wu got up upon iconic- bilJ to 
looke fthuut him, to slv Llie couuleiiaiiuct.' of tiw tEiemit-, aiiJ 
•mIoie Don^ of th^ AcftrikAninn^p nor of tht? lllyrifto^ : he was 
thm aflVayrd of AittigoniM. that hr n>-iit Al>oi]t i^ino Ktrnla* 
mftme of wwre. Wb^^rvforv he callcxl for Dvmut<jlca^ whoeie 
dHU^B wa» to IaIcc h^c of »tiratatframce and tuxivt am- 
binthn^iind enmniAiindtHl htm to looke to th<* rcrvwArde of 
hh onnfc, and to lie veric circumspect aU abnut. DcmoicLcA, 
that w>w bribed before (as it is reported) with moneys toJde 
him tbnt oil vn^ clccrc in the rerowordo, arid bed him iookc 
lo ovurthrtJWL' hit rnrintn hi-fori' him. Clpomenm tru«tlTig 
tbie reporte, Avttf forwurd a^ujot jVntitfOttiiSi and in the 
ende, ha ritizen^ ^^( Sj>ArtA wjiirh he had about him, gave 
mithc a fierce eborgc upon the squndron of the Macedonia^) 
fuutenicn, tlial tJjej duive Uirni uacke fjv(? furhmgut of. But 
in Uie meaiie timCi Euclid&s his brotheTi m th« other wiiig of 
hw arniir, Ui'nf rom|MLWfd in behiiidr, CkomDna turning 
him but-ki^ und <euin^ tbi* ovtrthrowc» cfii*d out olowdc: 
AW, i^ood brother, Ihuu art but nlainct Kt Uiuu d^rat 
valUantllc, and hoooctlie, and thv death EhuU be a worthie 
example unto all poi^tcritic, and ^bail be Mnc by the praivos 
of the women of Sparta. So EiiebdAfi aiuT hl» meji bela^ 
tteJDCi the oaemka came straight to tette upoo Cleomencs 
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winga Clwmencs then Eeeing bis men i)i«counigcd, and 
Ihut thov dur?*t no Icngcr resist the cncmic, flcdde, and Arcd 
him «dfe, Maiiv of tlic EtnLunccTft &I10 that serv>>d him, 
were aIiuiic at thu battcil : and 01 six? thowModc SpajtoDA, 
tliPrt were left nlivo but niiply two hiindivir Now CJrti- 
mcne« hiring rctumoil unto Sparta, the citimna couiminic to 
we him, he gnv& them cotmspll to yeelci Ihpm wIvpa iiutn 
jViitija:onus the ootiqucmrt and fnr lum wife* if cither ahvc 
<ir dead he coiJd due iui.y tbinif fur Ibi- luinor diid he:ii-fil uf 
±i»nartB, that ho would wilUnj^ly doc it. The women of the 
cilie itlso, comming unto th<;in that Aying had cucnped with 
him, *hcn he saw thcni uiionnt; the men, and Imnj^ theni 
driiike to ivfiieah tliem tviOi : 1r' also wviit hume tu hi» uwiie 
hoiis&. TheD s maidc of the hoiitu^, v^hiL^h he hiul taken in 
tile citic of Megahjrah.i (euid whom he had tntcrtcincd ever 
fince the denth of his wife) came unto Mm ae her nian«r 
WAS, to rdVvsh him camming hot from the battcll: howhdt 
he would not drifike though he wai extrvame dri^, nor %iX 
hcinp vcric wcarie, hut armed aa Iw was. Wed id* annc a 
rroiw apnn r piller^ and leaninff hh hetwi ftpon ft, rvposed 
himsdfc a litle, and costing in his mindc all the wfiyo^ thnt 
were tn be tbou^t of, he took4< h\% fni\<\n with hmu and 
went to the haveD of GyUuum, and Uierv having liia ihippca 
which be hju) appointed for the pur]io«(\ he hoyy^ najic, 
and dE>jmrtcd his way. immediatlT after his departure, 
ttuiit^ AntigifiLus into the oihie of hparha, and curleoiir^ly 
intreated the citizens and iTiba-bitonts he found, and did 
olTtrtid tio man, nor nrowdty desjrise the tuincient hnnor nnd 
dignitie of Sp^irta: but rvlcrriug them to th^r cwno taw^ 
and ^overumcnU when he Jiad sacrificed to the goddes for 
\ih ^ictorie, he itcparted ^m thence* the thirdc dave, Devrea 
being brought him that the warre ftwi vcHc great in ^fAccdon, 
ftnd thn.t the bftrbarojs people did «po}le hia oontrie. Now 
a disensc tookf^ him, whereof he dyed oftrnvaixhi, which 
api^enred a Uaicke, mixt *ith n wire' riitnrrt' : hut vH be 
yeolded not to bis duK-ai^, and hirt it out, thnl fighting for 
bis Cfintrie^ and ohteyning a f^mmjii vietorie, with grii'At 
Hiaugbtcr of the barbarou:* reoplc, he might jet dye honor- 
ably, an iu deede Ut^ did. Iiy PhjIarchMn tntimoaie, wb«

AOIS AND sajrtb, that wltli Ihc fcroe of bis voycc, 6en:«Jv cr^mfc out m 
CLKOMl^K3 themid(}««t of his tight, he tare Ha limges and light^wonte 
then they were before. Yet In the nchooles it is sayd, that 
after he JumI n/miiie tlx« h&tt«U, he was to joyfull of it, that 
crying out, O blessed day : he brake out luta a ^rrcat 
bleeding nt thr mniith^ nrd a great fever tooke him wilimll^ 
that be dyed of it. ThuA much toucbirf^ jXnUgonus. Now 
C]e<rMi4^ries departing out of the lale of Cythera, vent and 
cast ancker in on other Hand, colled .^CginJJa. Then deter- 
mining U> wtile over to the citieof Cyren7i,'nieryd(jn,one of 
CkomtmoB frendes (a man that in Harrcs sh^wtsl him seifo 
vcric' valtiaiiL, but a boufiLt-r boiJea of his owiif^ doingcs) 
tookc Cleomoncs aside, and snyd thus unto him : * Trudy O 
' king, wr have lorit an lioiiorahle uccoaion ti? dye iii battelK 

* though every man h&th heard ua vaunt and bav, that Anti- 
' Eonii« abould never overcome the king of Sparta olive, but 
' dead. A seconde oecouon yet is offered us to dye, with 
' much leuae honor and fame notwithstanding, then the fi»t. 
' Whether doc wp saile to n«> purpoi^e ? Why doc we flie the 
' death at hand, and scekc it »o farrc of? If it be no shame 
^ nor dinhonor for the |xwteriLie and nuv <jf Hereuleu to 
^ flore the succcasors of Philip oxid AJc^tandcr; let uji Mtvc 
' then OUT laboTfand long daungerutiR mailing, itnil gor vei-ldt? 

* our »c1vcfl unto Antigonus, who in likelyhoode will better 
' use lu then Ptoloniy, bic&U'ie the MacedoiiiaiLi^ are farre 
' more nobler persons then the ^Kgyptians. And if we 
^ djfsdaint' to 1h^ eoiMinnoncled hy them wliich havr DVrr< 

* commeji ui in bcitlcU, wliy then will we make him Lord of 

* us> Lhttt hath not overcouieo UB : iu ateade of one, to uiakt 

* o% infmor imto both, fl%-ing Antigonus, and serving king 
' Ptolumy ? Con we say mat ne goe iuto ^gypt, in respect 

* to Bee your motf^er tliere ? A jovfull ftigfat no doubt> when 
' abc shall shew king Ptolomyee wivcft her sonne, that before 
' WM m king, a prisoner, and fugitive now. Were it not 
' better for us, that having yet Laconia our contrie in ^Ight, 
' and our Bwordcs beside* in our owiie handn, to deliver us 
' Jrom this gr^t miserie, and ao doing to excuac our «elvc* 
' unto them that are sinine at Selaida, for defence of Sputa : 
' then cowardly looting our time in >^gypt, to uuiuire whom 
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* Antigonua left hia JLieuteo&iint ajid Goxi>nior In Lacodc- 

* raoN P ' Thi-ryciun tntJiii^ liis oralion, Clwiiucncs ftucswcretl 
him t)iu« : * Doe^it tliou thinkc it a gloric for thee to »eoke 
' death, which ia the utudcst innttcr, and the prmentcfit uitto 

* nny unan, that can be : and yet, wrctche that thou art : 
' thou flic«t DOW more cowardly <md shamefully, then from 
' the battel]. For divtn vullfaiit mt-D, and farrv better then 
' out Btive^t have often yceldcd unto their enciniee, either 

* hy somF fnififorlvine, or rompollrd hy preflter nuraiier and 

* multitude of men: but he iiay I, that Buhmitt<^Ui htm 

* itelfe lUito |)aine and uiirneHe, reproacUe and pntbe of men» 

* he can not but confcssc that ho is overcome by hu owne

hutafUTthathehad slu-wci^ hfm«e)fi' to Wof gn^tt wihtiiom 
jtfkd judgement, and that Ptolomy saw in the iimplicity of

This Nii!ngonu on n timt' hjui sold (ricrrnic-n*-* ci'rlriii IajiJ, 
but woA not paved for it, either bicAiue be hod t^o pnittcnt 
mon(*y, nr rU by occAj^inn of thf wwren itbich g»vr bini 
no leuarc to make payincnt Clcomcnc^ onc^ dc^y by chounoe 
walking u{)ua Uie s^juitn, hv Kuwe Ntrjtgi^m-i iBikdiiiff uul 
of his 8hip|>c, beini; newly arrived, and knowing turn, he 
curtctiiiily wtdcomcd him, mid uknl nhat winil hiid bniiuG;bt 
him into M^iypi, Nicoj^onu gvntly naJutinK him a^pUiJe^ 
lolde him tiiat nr liad brought the kiii>c iTKcclli-iit hursif of 
GCTvice. Cloomt^n Jimiljng, told him. Thou hftdd^ bene 
better have brought him aohic eurtiaim* nnd dnunMrmt for 
they would havi> pl^jtsed the kiBg bvtter, Nicagoroii faintly 
laughed at his aunswcr* but within (^w dayA after he did 
put hini in rvEnembraiicce of the [and he sold him^ and 
nray^J him ihen that be would hclpc him to monoy. ttJliiijr 
him that he wmild rot have preat him for it, but tbit he ha*!

NiuLgiinu 
being offended with Um ounswer, he went and told Somhitu 
of the Dioeke Cleomene* gave tbe king. SoeJbiu« was glad 
of thi« occasion, but yet de»innR further matter to make 
tlie kln^ offiaided with Cltxnneiies, he pmwadt-tl Nicm^hlk 
to write a letter to \}ie king agaymt Clt^om^^M, as though he 
hod eoiwpiriM! to take the <atie of Cjrvna, if th»' king hod 
giren him fihippee, money, and men af warrr. When Nica- 
gora» had wnttcn thi3 Icltert he tooka nliijipe, and huyacd 
Mylfe Four^ day^ aft^r his departure, Sosibiua brought 
bis letter to the langt a£ though he had but newly received 
it. Tlie king apon sight of it wju so offended with Cleo- 
mencfi, that hi.^ gave present unJCT he ahouM be shut up in a 
atvAi bouse, when? he should have his ordinary dyct allowed 
hitn, howbcit that he should kt^epe hin hoii»e^ Thi» grieved 
CleuuieiLes mueh, but yet he wa.H wurw aiPnud of thuL whieb 
was to come, by this occasion : Ptolomy the sonne of Chry- 
ftermui^ one of the kin^pt familllen^ who hud oflentunes 
l>tfore bene very eonveiwuit and fumillier with Cleomenes, 
■od did fr&nckly talke tcmther in all niattera: Cleomenea 
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one dftje sent for him, to praye him to come unto him. AOIS AND 
Ftolomy c&mc at hia rcqucatt ttnd faiDiili&rly discouniDg CLBOMENES 
tagi^Lhcr, wnit about tn dissvade him frrmi all the sLUi])idc]nii 
he had, tuid excused the king aba for that he had dont unto 
him : w> UJciii^ hiH leave he left him, not thinking that 
Clcomen^ followed him (aa he did) to the gate, where he 
ji|in.r|jlv Unike up the snuldiers, saying, Uiiifc tnty wt^n.- VLTy 
&e;;iigent oiid curelefi in lookiug to fcueh a feortfuU beaat 
M he noA, and «o 111 to be lAken, if lie once ftcapc-d their 
huidefl. Cfeoinene« heard what he myd, and went into bin 
locking Bg&iue, Ptolomy knowing nothing that he waa be* 
hind him: and reported the very vordes Aa;idnc unto his 
fricni^^ Then all the SpArtana converting tFicir^ood hope 
into Jingfir, cictcnnined to be reiieng4-"d of the injunt Ptoloniy 
had done them, &nd to dye liko noble Spartans not Lanring 
til they riiould be brought to th« Bhamblf« like fat weathers^ 
to he sold and kilted, ror it would be a great shame and 
dishonor unto Cleomenes, having refused to ntake peace 
with AntigtMUlSt a noble Prince and wanier : to tAry the 
kinges pleomm till he had 1^ his dnonckenties and daiTttKing, 
antrtbcn to come and put him to death. They bcem^ folly Clwimpuw 
nwolved hereofj aa you have heard : king Ptok>my by dianrkC4> rfrpu'ti»*ih bi 
went unto the citi* of Canohus^ and first they gave out in p|3:| *** 
Alcxiuidria^ that the king minded to set C'leoincne^ at 
liberties Then Ckon»n» friend** obeervijig tiic custom of 
thir king:^ of ^gypt, when they ment to aet a pnAoner at 
libertis (wliich was, to eejid the prisonerv mcate, t^nd ptv*tnU 
before to thctr suppcrl did seiid \in\v him fiudi mjuiinT of 
pre4ent4, and io deceived the &ouldien> tliat liad the keeping 
of him, Aoying, that they brought thoae presenta from the 
king. For Cleomencs him «e1fedid aoenfieeimto the? goddes, 
ono Knt unto the Muldiers that kept him, parte of thoae 
ntvsenta that wpre *ent imto hm, and tripping with his 
tVicndcs that night, made met)' with thcnj* every man bdng 
crowned with garlandx. Somi* •tiiy, thai Itr niHili? Uii? more 
haatc to cKccute hib entt-^rpriinv uooner then he would have 
done, by meanes of onr of bin men that W'an privyr unto 
bis coiLspiracic : who went every night to Tye with a woman 
he kept^ and therefore was anVaiu lott lie would l>ewray 
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AGI3 AND tbem. CJeomenn abaiit noon^ perceiving th^ Houldioni h«l 
CLB0UENB8 Ukcn in their cupfK^ and thjxt they were n s^txpc: h^ put 
oil hi* <vuiU% unJ unripplTig it on the right shoulder, wviit 
out of the hciUAL* with ni6 sword <Irti«i^ in his hand, occom- 
pfuai<(I with hiK fricniU, following Lim in (h«t Hort, which 
were thirty in oJL Amcngcat them there vru ot)e colled 
HipiMjt^ who \mm Uuie, ^vtut vvsy Uvely out with them 
ftt the firet: but wAon be mw they went faier and »oftly 
Meauiw c^ hjm, he jiravcd tJicm to kil liim, bloiutc thry 
ihould not hinder their enterpme for a Jamc mui, that 
could doe them no MTvicen NotwithstAEdiiig, by chauuce 
thcry mc't with A towncJi niun a horstcbockc.-, that eanic hiird 
by their dore, whome they pluckt from hio horae, &ad coat 
HJppotM iippon him : 9j\i thco rann^ through thr eitie, 
una eiycd to the people* Libcrtic, Jibertie. Now the peopU 
luid Tui other cumge in Uierii, hut onely eontmeiideti Ctro- 
menes, and vondivd &t his vaLiontnoa: b^it otherwise to 
follnw him, or \n furlhrr his enterpnH'j not n nmri tit thrm 
hod Anv hftH in them. Thus, runnini^ iip and downc the 
tottiit-, tlitj met with Ptolomy (thif same whumi? w^ ntyde 
before wiu tbo sonno of Chrywnnua} a£ ho came out of the 
Court; whcrrciippnn thr^e of them setting oi) him, Jihir 
him proeutlv. ITiere wa* also another Ptolomy that wa* 

Cunor mvi Lii'ueleuaiEt of tlie dtJi' of AlcXAuidriA: who 
rin^ R rumnr of thiA Eturrc, camt.- unto thrm in hit eoch^. 
They went and met him, and fint having driven avray hi> 
garde and ^ouldien that went btforo him, they pluokt hiin 
out of hi» cocbc, and nliic him oJao. After that they went 
toward* the ciuteU, with intent to «et all the priHoner« there 
at hbertie to take their parip» Howbrit the gavlem tlmt 
kept them had »o rtronnly locked up the prison ')ores, that 
CIoomciKfl w*w rcpuhcd, mid put by his puipow, 'ITiun 
wiuidriiiu' itp and liftwne the ritle, no mmi neiUur camv to 
joync with him, nor to resist him, for every man ftcd for 
feare of him. Where forr nt lei^th being weary with going 
up and downe, he turned Idm to hit frioid*, and aoyd unto 
them: It IH no mArvell tbougb women euimuamid suuli a 
eowardly people, that five in this &ort from thmr libeiti?* 
TliiTi^uppoEi he prayed them aII to dye like mvHt JUid like 
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those that w<TC brought up with him, und ihat wcit vorthy AGI8 AND 
of thu (tarw of hiH bo noble deedrs. Tlien the Rnrt tnan that CLEOMKN ES 
mftde him aclfe be alayno, wdfl HippoUm, who dyed of a Theand* ftnd 
wound ont^ of the youiige men of KIm company gave him d(4thom#n- 
with a iword nt his request. Aftor hJm every man shi** mnnM nmi hl« 
th^a selves, one nSler AJKither^ without nny fenrr at nil, "^*"''**' 
s&viug P&tit«A8^ who wu the tint tn^n that flitrfyl tho oitie 
of MegfLJipoliA. He wita a faier youugc niaiit and had bt-ite The «ong« df 
vc*ry wcU brought up in the lAoootaa dbcipline, and better FAut«mL 
tlieu aoy msn of liifi yeares. Cieomwits did love him 
d^araly, and ccmmaunded him thnt vhpn he abould n« 
he were dead, and all the rmt rdto. that then he should 
kill him selfe In^t of all. Now th«y all bving layed on th* 
ground, he 9carch<^ them one afUx another with (he puynt 
of hi» iwcinl, to tec if tbriv wiffr uny of them yrt left alive r 
and when he had piickod Cleomenus on the heeic amongftit 
otfiers, and rhw that he did yet knit his broweft^ he kitiM-d 
him, and «ite rio^nc by him- l"ben pcreeivinic that he hod 
velded up Ihe glii»Lf imbfnrrtig him «hrn h** vfim drad, 
fie also iJue him selfe, and fell vipon him. Thua ("leomriKii 
having raigrjed king of 9[.iartA iUteeite yearv*, hrtiij^ Hie 
Home manner of man we have described him to be t he ended 
hU daye» in this iioK as ye bean*. Now, hu death being 
preaently brut^ through the cities C>areiric-lea hif mother, 
though QthcrwiM she had a noble mindi', did nothtitlihtuiid* 
ing n Jitli' forgi*t Ikt greatnes, through tht^itrrame narow 
ahe felt for the deaih ct her wmntf : aiid ao iuibricing C]<-i>* 
mme« lonnrs *he fell to hJttiT lATn<»ntncion, But the eldest 
of hi^ sonnet, (no man mintrunting any imch matter) found 
meaner to get out of her handen, and niTming up tn th« 
toppc of the house, ea«t him »elfe headlong dow&e to the 
gnnmd, that his head wns nil hmken and splitted, yrt died 
noti but waft tcdtet) up crying, and angry with them, that 
they would not suffer him to dye- Thi* newt* being brought 
to "king IHolomv, he commatmded they should iirat flea 
Cleoinene^, and tben hange up hi.i t>ody, and alsci> that they 
should pi;t hii childi^n, his mother, and all her women 
WATting on hn to death: amon^ the which woa Panteaa 
wife, oue of the fayrest and curtcouEest women in her tymo,

S^igeAunts came to take Crateuclea to put hirr to death, 
Pantcaa wife M her by the anne, caryiag up her traine, 
find did eomfort her, ultliDugli C'niteidt^ieii otherwtsi^ was not 
aftrud to dye, but onelv ^ed this fni^r, that she anight 
dve liefore her title children. Tliu nntwith standing, when 
tncy eame to the plnce of execution, the hongniiu) firat hIuc 
her ihililreti befcjie her eyv^ and then hrr wife nArrvvunln, 
who in sudi great griefi? and Mirijwe, sayd no more hut thus : 
AIhh^ my LhKJiv ehildreu, whnl is l>ecoine uf you? And 
Pantcas'wife also, being n mighty talJ woman, girding her 
clothes la her, tuoke up the ninync bodies one nAer anutli^, 
and wrapped them up in such thiugt a* &fae could get, 
speaki[jg never a word, uor shewing any aigne or token of 
griefc: and in fino, havinj; proparvd her wlf to dye, and 
plucked of htr iiltyrc her wife, without ^uflering any other 
to camtt nenre her, or to aee her, hut the hMltflllffl tiiat was 
i^»poyiitod to »tr)-kc of her hcnd. In thi» soro she djed as 
etinslaiitly, aa the Ktowlt-st man tivhig enidd have dtmc, and 
had so covered her body, that no man needed after her 
denth Ui toiiche her: so otrrfiill vrh she to her ende, to 
keepo her honestie, whieJi she hnd nlw^yes kept in her life, 
aiKl ill her death wak mindefull ii( hi.'r honor, wherewith 
she decked her body in her life tyme. Thus these Loccdoy

fiiUicr; Uiougb while he lived hv waw nt-vtr liia fncud, but 
rather his oncmy. It is reportcsi, that Tibtriut on m tjmc 
found two uukka in hi* bed, tatd that the Soothsajcm ftud 
wy«Aidi haring cotuddered the Biguification thereof^ did 
forbid him toliU tlkom both, and also to let thcro both 
t^wrapv, but ant* imc]yt juiitinng him tJut if ho killrd tike 
m&lc, ht should not live [vug i^ih^r : and if he killed the 
fc-niAl*', that thm his wifjF CoriiHiA shotildt fije. TilieriiiH 
tht-n loving hi» wife dcarcly, thinliuig it mc«tcr for him aIbo, 
Umt hi? hvwa Hit cUlvr tj£ both, mid she vet « youiige 
wcman, should dye befora her i he slue the male, ruid let the 
feiiinir <-*catx\ howbrit he dv«l wuonc nflrr, leAving twelve 
childrvn lUivc, aU of Ihvm Dcjcottt-n of Cornell*, Cornelia 
&flt.'r Uic death of her hushaiiJ* l&klng upon her the ruic of 
hor hnii^ and chiidrcini led aiich a ehiift Jifej was &i> good to 
her cliildrvn, uid of to noble ei uiinde: that every man 
thought TiberiuEt a w]«e naan for tb&t he dyed, and left her 
behind Iiini. She tcmajning widow, king Ptolomy made 
»utc unto h^. Afid would have made her his wife Etnd Qncctio. 
But nhc refused, and in her widcnrched loat (dl her ehitdrt^ii, 
but one Daughter, (whooie she bestowed upon the youn^r 
Scipio Afiicrui) and 'nhcriuB and Cfujs, whose hvcs wc 

tirmcuLly wrlUv Thti«' slic so ciuvfully brtmght tip, that 
hey being become more civill, and bettrr conditionod, then 
ABjr other Roinaiiea in their time: every man judged, that 
education prevailed more in them, then nature. For, m in 
the favors and picturm of Cjutrjr riiid Pollm, llim-- in a evr* 
taine differenee diFtoemed, whereby a man may know that 
the onr w/i* made for wrvsthrt;^, and the otk^r for nmning : 
wen ao botwetic th™u two young brethrtn, amorge.it oLlirr 
tlic >cTeat likenea brtwene Uiein, bc^ifc both bap|>clY borntr 
to be valiant, to be temperate, to be liberal!, to be learned, 
and to be tkobly mindca, thefe ^w notwithstanding gnsat 
diS'ereiiee in tlteir actions ^utd doings in the t^ommon wealth :

\jrtlw-nuoi*, (jcuA wvrdth^ and tht- vi-hcmtiidi" of his per- 
«waflioDt wero terrible and full of poauion: but TibeiiuB 
wtiitli^ in coniiHiy infuincr» were mild, and moved men more 
to eump^UBioRT bccin^ wry proppt-r, and rxcell^ntlv apptvc^i 
wlit'fc Craius wurdes wre full of fiiieiii.-* and fun"«:ti*\ ITie 
liW Hiffci^iice also wra lietwcne them in iht'ir farv^ and dvet- 
For Tibcntiii nlwAVcr^ kept a convenient ordinarie : and CniuA 
aloo in recpect or other Romanet, lived verv tempcntelj^ 
but in rwpcct of his brotber* fare, curioualjr and Bupei- 
HiKJuvly, 1nHimu<^h bx Dnjsus on a t)rtrje reproved nim, 
bicAUse be had bought ccrtayne Dolphjue of silrcr, to the 
valu<>of a thowAoiid two hundred Aiid ftAie Dnu.'hmiu for 
ev(-ry powiid waight And now, an touching the nuumcn 
and nAtcirall dt«position of them both, agreeing with the 
divcmiticof their tonics, the one being mildcand pUu^^ihle, 
and the other hotte and eholltfHke: iiuomudi that other- 
while forgetting him eclfe in hn oration, agaynat his will be 
would l)r vrry eurti^sl, and alraynp bis \ow beyond bin 
eompmttic, euid bo willi great Ljncomelinttt eonfound hm wordrt. 
Vet findjii>; \th owne fault, lie deviM^d tJiis reniedye. He

DU,<(nr:t: in all tiitac ihey wmr boUi AlitL^. For n^^ TilKTtut 
^sikA elder by nyn^ ycArea, by ithaoti wbenof tlieir ao^trmU 
authontic ajhJ doings in the common Wf-olth Mi out at 
sundry tiroes. And Uit« viu one t>f tbe cbitrCiMt cftiis« why 
tlicir doin^ prcisf^crod not, bicausc thcv had not botli autho* 
rit!^ in one seife time, nrthcr roiiTd tnr}' jnyrie their power 
together: the which if it hail mcttc nt one >clfc time, hod 
Ixrntf of great force, ftiid jit'nul venture iminriLlt*, When*- 
forv t*o must write pcrtiLnilarly of theiu both, but firat of all

ntate, hnd such u mune mid CGtinucron, that immedmtlv they 
iiuule htm fellow, in the tullffJ^ of the Priests, whidi at 
Kome oiv cJillcd Augur»; (being those that hare thechoTf*? 
to c<m>)Her uf xignrt nnd predictions of things to come] morr 
ftir his vfLUontnejf, then for nobility. Tit*,' %anie doth Appiuii 
CludiuH witncsM.- unto u^ one th«tt hath K-^ie both Couaol 
and Cenwr, and sIho President of tJie StrnutL% «nd of ^pvftt<*r 
ftnthoritie then Any man tn hU time. This Appij:t nt a 
Muppcr whcB all the Airffuree were together, aiter he had 
anmtcd TiberiuA, and mad^ tcit much of him> he offered him 
his daughter in manage, iSberit^s wast very glad of the 
offer* titid tbcTcwilhn.ll the manage wm pn^wntly concluded 
belwGno thenr Thrrevipnoii Appi^js comming home to his 
hou»c, at the threshold of hi*< (lore he cAlIcd n lowd for hi» 
wiff, and tnld hrr: Anlistin, 1 hnvr hculnvrd our DiuightiT 
Clodia. She wondrin^ at it, O jjoddea Hayd she, and who^t 
needed aII thin ha^te^ what couldest thou have done more, 
if thou haddeet gottwi her Tiberius GrACchn^ for her bus- 
Iflind ? I know Lhul somi- rtfrr this histiirii" nnLo TII»Tini*, 
fiiUier of theae two men we write of^ and unto ^ipio the 
Afriean : hut the Tiiiwt part of writer* ngn-%- wilh thrtt wr 
write at thi* present And i'olyhtuji him wlfo nlco writeth, 
that after tJie death of Scipio Afncan, hi-n friended bevitig 
met together, tbey chow TiberiUK before all the other your/i;e 
men of the citic, to tonne him unto Comcha, bciiig free, and 
nnjiroinlied, or bestowed iqwjn ajiy man by her father. Now 
Tibcriua the yoi^er bemg in tlic warre* lu Afridte under 
Scipio the MconiCwho had marved his fiister: Lying in hii 
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tent witb him, he found lii» Captaiikc uidued wjLh many 
noble piftes cf nature, to ftlJtiiv mem harts to dwiro to 
follow nis ToliAtitticft. So m a :dioii tviiic he did r:(ccH all 
the younge men of bifl t^e. aswetl in obe<Iiencc, m$ in th« 
TftliuitQC» of hifl pcr»on i insomucli tluht ht^ wad the first ni&u 
that KCfdt^d the waller of the ertemif«, sa Pftitnius reportetb, 
who sayelh thftt he scaled the wollea ^^ith bim« &itd dtd liel|>c 
hill) ID that valiant enteq^ti^e. So that betiig pivaent, all 
the compe were in love with him : and wfie-ii Le was absent, 
every man wiihed for him agair^. Afl^r this warn- wb& 
ended, li« wris tboecm Trcaflorcr, and it was hm chuuncc to 
gae against the Numantine^^ witli Caius Mancinus ane af the 
Cor^uJs, who wa« an honest man, but yet had the worst 
lurke of any Cflptaiiie the Roitiatii?H hnd, Niitwi(h>t1iLm1itig, 
TibeiiuH wi^oine and valiantncA, in tim ei:treame ill lueko 
of h\» Captaine, did not oiu-ly Aji|K'nrc with grrat gloryu 
to him, but bJ»o moat wundermll, the great obcdienee and 
rcven^ice he bare unto las Captatue; thou^Ii \m niiAfortuiiea 
did »o troubW and ^ove him, that he could not t«l] hini 
sclfe, whether he was Captainc or not. For when he was 
ovprthrowfu in ftreat fouijhten fiddes, he departed in tlie 
ui^ht, mtd left hi* eanij>e. The Numantiiwa hearing of it, 
first look** hiH cnmpc, and thi^n mune after them that fled, 
and setting upon the rcrcward, slue them, and envyronned 
all hU armye. So that tht-y w«^ dri»*en into straight and 
narrowe places, whore out tney could fay no meanes ocape. 
Tli<mip]jnn Mam-iiuxs ilttpiyring that he rnidd grt niit by 
force, he in'ut ii Htrauld to the eocmyes to tirnte of peace. 
Tile NiiinaiiLineM nWi* aiinswer, that tbey would tniHt no man 
but Tiberius oncJy, and therefore they willed be fihoulde boc 
wtit unto them. Tlieydi^inil ll»nL, partly for IIie- Icivi- thi'y 
bare unto thex'^rtuet of the yoiiDj;ema]if because there waa no 
tatkc of any other in all thi» warrv but of him . and paitly 
ttlito, as rememhrin^ bid fatli^ I'ibenuit. who making nnrrvi: in 
Sijavncand Imyiii^ Ihi^reMthducd many natiuu?*. lie gnuintcd 
the Niiman tine* peTtop, the which h? caused the Uoinaneaafter- 
wardeit toonnlirmc and ratific- Hcreuppon Tiln-riuji wa.i scut 
to Kf^eak^; with them, and partly obteyning that he d<4h*d, 
and pdrtly also ^untin^ tlicm that they retjuired ; he con- 
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TtBERtus eluded pcAoe with them, whrrt-by nAiiredl^ he mv^ tbe Htm 

GHACCHJ gtrugaicrs Ibiit williiti^^ly follourtl tlit rjLi(it>e. Thi* notinth- 
aUiufiti(C, Uit^ N umiuiiiDce tookc the spoyle of all the eoodn 
they foiJii<)i* ill tltr Uikrnjini'iL cAmpi*, ftniongp th€ whidi tlivy 
foondc 'Hbcnui bookus of oc^^umpt touching the nnoDcy dia- 
lurrwil vi Ui«^ tiruure Ui his clmr^e. Tibetiux lu-'cmg idat- 
vai]<Kis desirous to Lavc hii tx^okcs o^ynet returned bockc to 
NuniftitVU ffitli two or tbri-e of \ii% fncmJ^^ inn-ly* thou^ the 
lutnyc of the Roriunc« «i.Te gone ftirro wi their n-ayc. Sw corn- 
□nih^totbi! townc, licap&kounto thr^vLxnui'auf LliL-dlicT, and 
prayed th^m to redeliver him hi* bookcfi i>f Aocompt, bicauue 
an nia\moM% encmteB should not accijk him, caJliog him to 
occumpt for hin dofnfff^ The NumantiiiM vtm rvry ^lod of 
thi^^ood hftpp^fftod prayed them tocome into the towne. He 
stAniJing ntiVl in doEtbt with him mttfc what to dof*, whether he 
i^hould goc iuto the toniie or not : tho ^vcroors of the dtic 
caniT? to hinij and tflLin^ him by the hnnde, prayod he would 
tiunkc they were not hir^ enemies, but fr^Kxl fricndc?!, ui^d thikt 
Jic would trmst thtrm. WhL-rL'uppcin Tilwriii* tfiought b«it to 
vircldc to tlicir fx^r^wfuion, bct'Ui^ dmrou* alto to h^rc hifl

Then tlj<^vgAVr him hi^boiAeH jU{KiiTf,ftiii) (^tfi'mi hJra 
moreover to b^v what be would^j of all the spoylcfi they hitd 
gotttru io tlie CADJix of tl)«HomjU)». Tluwebeit t^f nil that hi? 
woulde tftkenothinfif but frAnkeusence, wbich he used, wbeii h« 
did Any Murifice for hiv contr/ : and ^cd tid^iog his leave of 
them, Vitb thntikea he retumed. When he ww ri'tumcd 
to Home, all Uiia pc&cc concioJcd wsu utterly miriliked, ivi 
dishon^rAbh? to the mAJectie of the Kmpir^ of Hjime, Yet 
the porcnbi and fricndea of thc'ro that hml »crTcd in this 
warne, tucking the greateat pari of the iiei.iple : Uiry gnth^-n-d 
about 'i'ibcrius, saying UmI whot fnulu« were cominitted in 
thiH VTVtci*, they wi-rr* in fniputf it untti the fVinnil M&n- 
dniUf and uot unto Ttbcriua, who had »avod aueb a nnmlxT 
of Roniau<9^ livea. Notwithstanding, they that vrere oflTended 
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with this difthonorAhlc iieAce, wmiM thnt tb^mn they ^mild 
follow the ncampic of uicir forefalhcns in the bkc amc^ For 
Ihxy HL-iit luu-.kc tti'ir Cu^ibiiTiwi nukwl tmtti tlii-ir uipihIl-Vs 
bicAuse they were conttntcU Uic Sammta aliauld fcpoyk Uiern 
»r Umt they hiul, to t-scajn.' with life. Murenvor, they did 
not ondy Jtcnd thnn tlic Captuitm lutd Con»iiU, hut aU 
tlicne iibio lliHt Ihtit Tutv ulfii^ tti tilt? (jt-Iile-. and hoJ coii' 
Aonted (into that condition : to the t'QiIe they might Uy eJl 
the pi'ijiiri'^ aT»i:i hri'Acheof pciirr npon tiiiuu. lEnriJi tnciT- 
foru did mjuufeittly nppcarv, tbv love uid gomi will the 
poopl« did bmir imto TibtriuK, For Ihtv gaveorden that 
the Consul MoDciniM ^ould he emt nnk^rlt and bound unto 
the Nunmntircs, utd for Tiberius salcc, they pardcmed all 
the rott- I thinks Sclpjo, who bftre g^'Ai sway at thfit dnu 
in Rome, oud waa a man of grvatc^t ticooDipU did hclpc bun 
at that pinche; nho notwithstardinj^ troK ill thought of, 
bicAiiso he did not fHna uive the Ccnsul Moucinuo., and con- 
firme the pe^ee emiehidet) with the Xumantinei, coiifiideriijg 
it was maae by Tiberiua his friend mid MnAnun, But thew 
mifthkin^ grew chiefly thrnugh the ambition of TiWriuii 
iriendcs, And certoin leamni men, which ftirrc'd him up 
a^innt Seipio. Ifiit yet it fi^il not out to ()|>eii malice 
hctwcnc them, neither followed there nny hurlc Apon it. 
And aUT^Iy 1 a[n pimvadrd, iJuit Tilierius had not fallen 
into Ujow troubles hv did afterwards, if Setpiu AfHe&n had 
bene prv^ent, uheik he puoetl tho^ie thinge^ lie prcfeiTcd. 
But Keipto wftj then in warrvs at the >ecgc of Numantio, 
whfD Tiliena't apim this oceuAJon [mjjm:! these U«es, When 
tho Itonianeft in oldctynie hudovereomen anyof th^ir nei^- 
bouTait for rouDMHU they tooke oftentynie^ a /^eat deA^e of 
tlielr land from them, parte wherc4>f they «o1de by the eryer, 
for the bcnefite of the common wealth, and parte aJoo tney 
fcjirrved to thpir stftte oh demeane, which aftprwnrdji was let 
out to farmer tor a small rent yearcly, to the (:oorc CitiwTi* 
that had no lamLt, HowhHt tht? n4!he men [uhHun»ed the 
rcnt^, and so bc^^an to thnut out the poore men. Thcrc- 
ii[i|]«n waK jtn ordinance infid<?, that nr> Citing of Rome 
efaould have ohove tivc hundred acres londc. Thi« lawe for 
a lynie did bridle the covetousnea of the rit^he men, and did

tha« turned out of aII, wmt but with faint coritgc nHtTword^ 
to tilt- wjirrr, Tu>r iriLretl unv more for hrin^tiig up nf ^^hiMren: 
so Uuii tu ahort tlnic, the fn>e DR'n Uil Italy, uhd nlavc« and 
bftrhinius |hh>|i1<' dirl rvpTcni^h it, whom thi' rii'h mru m/uii^ 
\o plough Ihcue \aiid<^ which they had token from the 
R{iiiiMiii-?t. Cuius Ltt^hufi, one (if Scipities fni-tidsf K"*'^ '"i 
attcuipt to n^forme thj« abuM-: but oicituM the ehicfnt of 
the citir wen- itgainst hini, ftviriiLg it would hrwike i)ul to 
vomc uprorc, he dtJiUtcd from hi* puipo**.', and tht'refore he 
Wfu cal[(.\l Ls.-liua the wiae. But Ti!jenii>( behix clioseu 
Tribune, h(>did forthwith pfcfprre the reformfttton afoivsayd, 
being allured unto it (ns divers writers report) b\ Diop}j*.ne» 
the Orator, and Blotuiuft ttie rhilosopber: of Ui« whieh, 
Diophonei woa baniahcxi from the dtie of Mityleue. &ud 
BloesKiB the Italinu frcm the citie of CumeK, who wa« ivlioll^r 
and fainilhcr unto Antipatcr of Tiltvu^ at Komc^, by whomc 
h« wju hoitored by rer1aif?e workes of Philoiophitr he dedi- 
Cfittd inito him* And aome al»o do accuAC their mother 
Comrlin, whn did Iwit hu-r sonins in the teeth, thiit the 
Romanes did vet call her Seipioca mother in law, and not 
the rriGtber of^Uie Gnwchi. Other say it was Spjriij^ Ptwt- 
hmnius, a eomponion of l^bcriu^, and one that contended 
with him ill ffcujuerice. For Til»i?riiw n-tuniing from the 
warreaT and fmdini* him fan* heyoiid hinj in fame and 
iv]julfu^Ion, and WL'll beloved of i!'vcry one : he*a<i^lit toe^iei-ll 
him by nttempting thij noble entcrpriM*, and of bo grcoX 
crxptxtiiciou, IIU owne broUier Caiu« In a cirrtniite buoke, 
wrote, tluit wi he v^nt to the wam?« of NumoDtia, posting 
throuf^i ThuftcaTii he foundc the contrye in manner unba- 
bited : and thty tlxut did followe the ploughe, or kccpe bvaiteK, 
wpnc the mo-itc of them .■dftves, and bi^rbaroai people, comcn 
out of a ttraiinge eontrie. Whcreiippon ever after it ronne 
Mi 
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In hU m'mde tu briiige Uiiacntcrprise to pafi»^ which brought 
great troubles to their house. Hut in flnp, it was the people 
Ottcly that mosU: at-t hU harU alire to covrt honor, nnd that 
Kutt'TK^l his <Ictermi[iHL'iDii : ^nt bringing him to it hy 
bvllt^ sette uppc' on every vidU in every porcht;, and uppoa 
toi? lomb*^ prajing him by them ti» rausp the poon- f 'iti/r-nft 
of Hotne to have their InnJcs peetorrtl, whidi were bclorging 
to Uie coinmoij weallh. Thu nutwithfttJiiidiiig he hiiu arlfe 
made not the l&wo alone of htA ownc hc^iul, but did it by the 
counsel) and advine nf the chiE^fest men of Rome, Tor vrrtiie 
mid^etrrnation : Amon^ llie vi'Uich, Croi^us Iht* hij^h Bijihoppc 
wa« OTio, and MiitiyM Scjcvola the- Lavrycr, that then wan 
CotHtilf tuid AppinR (^lodiuK bin ffttlur in Iawc And tnioly 
it aeemeth, that ncvtr lawc wa.i node with mater favor* 
th^n that which he preferr«{ agaiDst bo great injiurtic^. oiid 
avoHce. For those that ihoutd have Dene puniAhcd for 
trarvgre«sing the biwi<, and «hoiih{ have had the Inndos 
taken iVoen them by force, which tliey umustly kept agninit 
the lawe of Rome, and that ^hnntd b1«i have \wno RTnen:^ 
for it : he orde^nod that they should be nnjed by the 
e4Mninon wealth to the vaino of llu* lamii.'s whirli Uicv held 
unjustly, luid so should leave the!ni to Uie poore C'ltixcni 
A^ine thftt hafi no land, and lacked heipe and reliefe. Now, 
though the reformation cstabliKhod bv thi* lawe, wtm don© 
with BUch gredt favor: the pc-ople uotwiUKbuuiiug wen" 
contented, and would fort^et all that vn« past, »o that they 
niigfil hHve no mme wrongt offred thom in time to eunie.

Thc»e AJia such oUirr liku wiiniciB Wing uttenai before all 
tha p«opI« with fucb vohomeocy And trothe, did to move tho 
common people withall, and put tLem in «uch a rage, tliat 
tbure woM no udvt^rvHryc i.n bin able to wttliilanU Hm. 
Therefore. Icavtofc to cLintrary and dcriir thc^ b^we by ar^i- 
mi'nt, the rich nwn did rut all thpir trust in Marcnn 
OctAviuH, coUea^e aad fcJioH' 'iVihimc with TibcriuB in 
ollloe. who was a grave and wlae youu^ man. and TiheriuH 
very fumillier friend. So that the (innt time they came to 
lilnij to iJ|h|Ki«- him agv-imt th<'<VJii(irmat"»n of thi* Wvt- : he 
prayed Lhi.-m U hoLde bim excu9L-dt hicaoK I'ihenni* vtut h\tt 
v«^ryfriend. Dittin theende.tkciii^coirpi-lli'd iriitoitthmugh 
Uie fsntit nxaabcT of the riche men that were importurLatc 
with Itim : lit did willwUuidp TilM^nii* hiwc, Ihr which waa 
cinough« to overthrown it. For if any one of the- Tribunes 
Hpcahr agaiiwt it, Uwiigh all the iitli»r paMc with it, he 
overtbrowvtyi it: bieaimc they all can diie nothing, if one of 
them be ^au^t iL Tiberius bi-in^ rt-Tyjnuch otlendcd with 
it, pmc«'ded no further in this tint favorable law, and in a 
rof^ unrierred an other more gratcfid! to the ixjmnion people, 
a* also more ejctreme agalml Uie riche. In that law he 
orde;jiiedt thftt whomever had any lands contrary to the 
aimdent lavra of Konu', that hc'shoiild preertitfy depart 
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from them. But tberuppon tlierc (v\ out continuaJ brAwIee 
in the pulpit for oraUoiis agaimt OctaviuA: ia llie whicht 
thotu^h ihry were very eomest futd vchctnnit one Agaixut 
another, vet there pasHeii no fuwle «unii fram LhciA, (hoit 
hot soever they w«r« one with another) that fthoiiJd Bh&ni« 
hiK companion. Whereby it Appcutrtht that to be wcU 
brought up, br-H>dath such a ctaj and knowlc^^Igc in k 
mail, not oueK in thingi of pleaauro to make hiat regard 
hill ovdit, both in vonl and dwdc : but in pouion luid 
anger ohiOi and in Ihdr greatest ambition of giory. Thcrc- 
uppuii TitverluH finding Oiat tliiTi lnwe among oUit^n tout^tiu) 
Octavia^, bicauAc he cnjoyod n great dcela of ifinde that was 
tlu' cirmiicitiTi wi'ulthes : lie pm}'i.xl him Hecretly to cnntj'nd nci 
mure oxuifiat hiia, promifiinj^ him to eive him of hi^ ovrnc, flit.' 
value of thuMf luitdn which hi^ pihould Ikt dnveii to fm^Mkr. 
although he woa not very able to perfonnc it. But whrn he 
wairc UetavtUA would not be f>erswaded, he tlien preferred 
a law, that all Magi^tratfl and Officer* should eeaie their 
authoritie:, till the law were cither pait, or rejected, bv 
voices of the people; and iheri?uppon h(t aoi hiA own hklTo 
upon the dnres ol the temple of Satumc, where tJie cnfera of 
the treasure lay, bicauae the tneasoren them eelvefl during 
that time, shoiald neither take out Dor put m any thinf^, 
mptm great pennalti^s to b^ forfiteH by the Pnetor* or any 
oUier MiirTHtrftt of authority, ttiat should hreake Uuh order 
Ilereiippoii, ntl the Magistrates fearing; this pt^nnftltip, did 
leavt; to qxercijk- thdr ofHtx for the time. Uut tJim the 
richeiiien t)iAt wereof givHt livings iihaunged tlit-Jr ap|>An-l], 
and walked very andly up and downe the market place, and 
Uyeil Mvrrt Hnytc io take Tiberius, having liycnnl inrn to 
kill him: which cai^sed Tiberius him aelJc, openly before 
theui all» to weare a eihorte dai^ger under bia longe gowntf, 
properly calleH in Ijitbie, DoUm. Whun tlie d^v cJimc that 
this kwe shoolJ be tatuLli\hetl. TibtriLis calk-d tlie |>eople to 
give their voycea: and the n<*he ni*T» on thothi?r *ide, they 
tooke away the pot* by force, wherein the jiopcr* of meiu 
voyces were throwen, io that there wai like to fall out grvnt 
sturrc upon it For the faetion of Tiberiufi waa tJ:e stronirtr 
aide, by the number of pCTiple thai wrre gathered alw»ut him 
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T1BKRIUS fur thftt purpose : Iwd It «ot b«ne for MiuiIiik and PnMnt, 
AKD CAItTS both tlir vhseh h»i bcn OomK vbo went imto him, nmd

TIBERIUS quietly paMed c^rer tbne mattera. aud no inan dirnt with- 
AN[> CAIL'S fttftnd Kin : and AirtKrrmrjiv, he substitiitod in Octaviut 
GRACX^UI jiIhx' no m^n of ai^nXxlici UuL mncly unc uf hjn follovrtTVi 
ddl^d Mutius. Wh«n-with Um noble men wen bo sot^ 
oH^ndcd vritii him, thftt frftiing the incmeo of hi^ grc-atncs 
thcv Wnff in Ibe Seaate house did wl«t Ihcy could [MSfiiblc 
to dou him dc^spyttf aiid fJi&nit.'- For when Tibcriua d(- 
mAtrndi^d a tc^nt *t the chftfj^ of thi* coihtdoii wcsdth, wlim 
he [(houtd goc Abroad t" make diviMnti of thatc londcS^oa 
they ukilhIIv ^rnviuW (uihi otlitrn, thHL niAiijr trmes went 
in forrc meaner commiaaiom: they flatij daiyea him, and 
thnnigh thr |inn(Tiirvnic^t of l\ NiLsiia (whn hritig n gi'wt 
landed maii in hiti coniry, shewed him sctfc in Uuh action 
hiii mortall cni'inie. tjtkin;^ it greevauhly to Iht cotiipelli'H to 
ilepiLTt from his Iflnd) oncly ^rniimtcc him nync of thi^dr 
(ibuH a dayt for hih oniiiiarye alUiwanoe. But the pcojilv 
on thotlii'r kido wcro all in an iipn»re against th^ ricni?. 
Insomuch a» one of Tiberin* friend^^ bccing dendc uppoit 
the Hodainc, uppon whow body becing deadc there appearvd 
v{^ ill sigDrv: tiie comjoon jicople raniie scKlaind/ to bin 
btiTialL, and cryed out that h^ woa poyRoned. And so taking 
uppc the beere whereon his bodie We Mp|)on their shoirldrni, 
they ircre prt^ent at the tire of hu fuTi^^mlU, vber? iiuiiie- 
diatly apptuml cerldinc si^ira to inakc tlam auBpect, that 
tn d^pde there mu vphpmpnt miiBe of pn?fiuinption he wai 
poyamrd. For Kia bcllv bur»t, whcrcout there ismed such 
aboundaiiee f >f ecrrupt hiJiiion, that they pjt out tiie ftni 
tire, and niadi> them fetehe another, the which abo they 
enidd not midtr to hiirno, until thai tht^y weir* cximjirUed to 
cary Uie liodit into some other pUce, where notwitliElwndiiii- 
tlii.'^ had [UUL-L d due Lo make It liume, Tib'^Tiiia k^ili^ tliaU 
to maho the common people mutync the mon?f he put o:n 
mnumiiig apparell, and limu^ht hijt lonnes befonrt them, 
and 1>CM>uf;ht the people to be; ^ood unto them and their 
motJiLT, aA one that diapayred of lii« health and ULfctic. 
Eini^AtuliM Abottt that tymc dved Attalos, vumamed Thibpater, und 
"'"^^ Eudemua PergArujriiJAn l>roiight hi* will to Rome in the 
n^me kU *hieh hv made the |>eop]e of Komi' his heireM. Wherefore 
|i«lr«; Hbcrios, fltill to cQcrease the good «nl of the common pooplo 
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townrtU liim, prciJerrvil n law imuatHtiaU^, tital Uic ready 
mouey that cAm« by tttt inhf^ritfLUQco of thia kinj; ihoulck 
bw^ tfistribiitoii iiiD<^Hgr thr fKxvrc; Catucn*, oq wlufci- lot it 
NhouIJ fftll tu haw toky parte of the divblon of tht- luidt^j of 
the common wealUi, io furnisho IJiem towauita Uoluk-, ami 
t*> set uppe their tillflc^. Furthermore, he sayd, thwl ctwi- 
oeming the townes ana cities of the kingdotne of AtboJii*, 
the Senate had uothliig to doe to t&lte any order «ith them, 
but that the people were to dispote of theni, and that he 
him cejfe would put it out. Thnt tna^e him «gaim< mom 
hated of the bciuite llieii before, iusotuLich as there won 
one Pookpey a Striiatnr, thnt htAndiug uj\ HAyd^: that h« 
WW ne&t neighbour unto Tiberiu^ and that by rruon of 
hlv ricighlxiurhwl he knew tluit EuiJeinus Per^niTnt^ui luui 
gircn &m ont of king Attalus roy&U baadA, with u purple 
gowiK? besides, for a token that he nhoutd one day be kio^ of 
Rome. And Qutntus Metellu;^ alto reproved him, for tnnt 
his father btinp Crnwir, tlit Ilomanes having sitpjial in Uie 
towfic, and repftyring everv man home to his house, they did 
put uut Uteif ttjrcbts and lights, biaiu«e men &eL-iug thtm 
rctumc, they ihould not Uiiukc* tiiey tarycd too long in 
comjAAiiie btuiekctitig : and that Ui contrarj maner, the 
leditioud and needy mbble of ibs common people did light 
hi« aonne home, and accompany him all nig:ht trmg up 
and downe the towno. At ttiiit tyuie there wai one I'ltu* 
Annius, a man tlial hrkd no gooducs nor honcatie in htm, 
how1>eit taken for a grtJit n^i\ji.oncr, M\d for a nuttell (]ue»>- 
tioner and aunsworer. He provokixi Tiberius to auoAwer 
him, tth^'ther he ^lail not eommitted a Hhamefull facte tu bin 
oompjinion and brother IVibunc, to defame him, that by the 
lawis of Home should buvu Uiir holy, Hud unttmehnl, Tht* 
poople tooke thi^ prvivceation very an^rilv, and TiberiUEi 
aitu comming i>nt, ami hjiving flj*eiuhlcd \}n: peopir, eom- 
maunded them to brin^ thi^ Aimiit^ U-^foiv him, that he 
mi^hb be endyted in the maiket place- But he findiiiK 
him «elfe farre inferior unto TiberiuR, both in di^itie and 
eloquence, rnnne to ht» fine JtuttiU quotioaji, to take 4 man 
at hi* *urde : and prayed Tiberlu* before he did proocwle

So silcAcc Ixing m/ulct AnDiu^ asked him; If 
ORACCHI thou wouldcut tWanii.' me^ und olR-r rie injuria, luid Ihnt 1 
coiled one of thy companions to helpo me, uid be should 
ryatf Ui Uilit my |«u-tt, aiul '"^'^^ tl^*^ : wouldtftl tbou 
tiUTi*foiv put him oiit of fai« office?

Mid 
tfiru-it in alflo amongst the ^tiiatoraf which then lud nhAoltite 
authoritij^ to jndgp among th^m kcIvp*;) a hkc mimber of the 
liomanc Knightcs, nnd by Ihin mcAtic* wjucht to weaken t^nd 
inihjLte tlie authority of tnir SriiMti'^ incn-uxiiig ttXa* thi< jxmrr 
of liic people, more of malice then any rVAitoTi, or for any 
histiceor henpflt to the cominoti weAlth. FLrrthermore, whpn 
it eamc to the ^atherin^ of the voycea of the people for the 
caiifirm&cion of his m-w law€?, finaiiig hhat bin vnrmit'-t ircrc 
tlie stronger in the a>ieembly^ bienu^c nil the poopit* v/ett not 
yrt ttime togi-ther : lie fell e, quarrelling with his hrelliren 
the Tnbune*, aJwHyes to winiie time, and yet in the end 
brake U]j the asHL^mnly, ix>LUiii2LuudJii^ Uh3Ji U> returiie the 
next morning. There he would be the first man in the 
market pJAce Apparelled «ill in blacke* hi» &cc beblubbercd 
with teares, and looking; hc'cively upon the matter, praying 
the people aaMrmblvd to iiai^f euuipaA«iuii ujmjii bim, uying, 
that he vas afT'r&ved Ic^oKt bin enemies would eome in the 
night, and overthrow his houw to kill him, 'JTiercupon the 
people weiv co moved witludi, tbitt tnany of them eame and 
brought their tente«t and Jay about hia hou^ to watche It, 
At the brv'jvki* of the dny, the k<H'per of the chichina, by 
signea of tht^ which Uiey doe divine of thingea to eome, 
brought Lhem Liiito him, and ca^l tt:enj downe meate lu-fore 
thcm. None of them would eome otit of the cage but one 
only, mid yet with mueh a iW, vhaking the rage ■ and whpn 
it came out, it would c&te no incate, hut only lift up her left 
wing, aikd put forth her legge, nnd «o r&niie into the cue 
ngainc. T\\K signs mode llberiLis remember mi other he 
bod hail l)efore. He had a marvelous fuyer helmet and very 
riehe, which be ware in the warrea: under it were crept two 
snaki-A unwarcf to any, and layed vfgge«, and liatehed L}H.-ni^ 
Thii made Tit>eniis wonder the more, hicauBe of the ill sigiiefl 
of the chickim : Dotwithatandifig, he went out of bin Kolirp, 
when he heard that the people were asiembled m the Cupitoll, 
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but fu he vent out> he hit hia footc nuch n blow Againut a 
fttone at tbe? threshold of the dor^ titut he brake thi:- nsivlc 
of his ffrvat tuc, vhicJi rrll in ftuchc a bleeding, that it bW 
through his fihrHK*. Agnim% ht? had not ^m? fftrr^, but ho 
aaw upon the toppc' of & hou5c on hia left hjmd, a couple of 
ra\i'n« lighting Ui^tlier: Mod nutwithitaiuliiig thnt (here 
poet a great QumbCT- pf people by, yet • atone which one of 
these ravL^ns utvA fmni tnnm, namt- ajtd fell hanl nt TiluM'iuA 
foote. I'hc fail thereof ataied the stowtect man he had 
shout him. But Blo«hiuN th^ DiiW^pber of Cumea that 
did acoompwy him, told him it were a great ehamc for 
him, *Lml enuHgh to kill tlir harts of all his ftjllowrrs : that 
Tibcriud bt<ing tlie tiotme of Gracchus o^^ riephev^ of Scipio 
the Afiiiran, aiid the chiet'c Dkan besides of all the pcoplca 
nde, for feare of a raven, should not obl^y htx eiti/c!n» that 
called him: and how that hln eneiDUS oiul ill willcm would 
not make a laughing sporte of it, hut would pUinlv tell the 
ptO|^ that thi* WM a trickc of n tyran thftt raided in deHc, 
one that ff>r pride ajid dtadidriL- did abti^<? the peoples ^od 
willnv Furthermore, divtm nitim-ngers oiiue unto him, and 
ea^xl that his f>enda that were in thi? Capitoll, tent to pray 
him to make ha^ti for all wctit well with him. When he 
came thither, he wiu honorably iveeked: for the people 
aedn^ him comming. cried «ut ror joy to welcome him, and 
when he wiw gotten up to his feat^, they sheweri them wlvpn 
both carcfuli and loving towardes him, looking WArvly thnt 
none eatuc.* necn.- him, Init rnieh a» thty kiu-w wt-1U Wliilcr 
Muiiua befpmno againc to call the triDc» of tbL- people to 
gerp their vojees, he could not pnnede aivording to the 
aocuxtomed order in the like csjte^ for the great noyM the 
hindmonL iiruph' m^LJe, thrusting forward, and IjtJrig dnvt'p 
backe, ana one mingling with an other. In the meane time> 
fUviiJn Flnfciin, otic of the Senfttors, got up into a place 
where all the pt'o|]le mi^ht see hinij and when he ww that 
hb voycv eouide not be heard of Tiberius, \w niade a «gne 
with 1u» hand^ ttiat he had eome matter of i^at importance 
to tcU him. 'HberiuA stnu^t bad them make a lane through 
the pruuNC. So^ with niu^i a doe, Ftavtiu camo at loigth 
unto luaty aiid toldc him, that the rithc uicn m open Scutate, 
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when ihcy could not frftinc the Conaull to thetr m\]&^ deter* 
mini^d theru seWet to comt? and Idit him, having n great 
numlKTof Ihcir frcndf^iand bondmen armed for the purpose, 
Tibrriu* immi^diAtly declared thU con»pinu!j unUi hn frrTHls 
and follower*: who ftmight girte their long gowno unto 
Uieoif and brako the aergeauntfl jAvelirw which they caried 
in thnr handes to make nximc among the pcopJc, and tookc 
tht' troiichions of the sarnr to resist tho«& that would H^t aucii 
them. Tho pC4>plc aJao that fitoctdc futd^t of» marveled at 
it, mid aaki-vl what, tht- matter wa«, TiWriiJs by a **igne to 
tell them the daungcr he wa5 in, layod both hie nands on hitt 
head, bttnu^^ thej i:oulde not heaie his vojrce for the gn^t 
taoyse they made. Hw enemies seeing the sizne he gav^^ 
rannc pr»entlv to the Senate^ erring out, Uiat TilitrriuA 
reiiuireu a royaU bande or (iiademrie of the people^ and that 
it wju an (evident aignc bicskUsc they aawe Imn cla.pptr hh 
hAiide8 apon his hend^ 'I'his tale troulded aU the companic- 
Whcrcupon Nasiai besought the Cbn^iult chiefc of the S^natr, 
ta help the eonmion we^tli, and to take awu^' this tyran. 
Tiie Co:ifiul gently aunawertd agalue. that he wouid uk no 
force, neither put any nti/en to death, but lawfully cod- 
dcmncd: «saI«o he would not rcceirc TibcriuB, nor protect 
him. If the people by his perewasion or commaun dement, 
should commit any acte contrark' to the Law, Nafiicu then 
ming in anger, Sith the mjtttvr in m», lAyd he, that the 
i^on^ull n^ardeth not the common wealth: all you then, 
tliat wif] defende the authoritie of the law^ follow me- 
Thereupon he cast the ftkirt of hie gowoc over his head, and 
went »trRight to the rapitoll. They that foUowtx! him aW 
tooke their (jownvfl, ana wrapt tliein about their amicA, and 
layed at ua uiiuiy a» they might, to inakt- them geve wny : 
and yet very few of the pt?oplc dursit mecte with ^uch states 
a» they hctc to ntay tliem, bicvmne they were the chicTejit men 
of the cilie, but every man flying from them, they fell one 
on an others ncckc for ha^t. ^'bcy that followed them, tiad 
brought from home gr^^t loaveri oiid cluhbes, and n« they 
went, they tookc up fccte of treaties and cliaJre-^ which the 
people had ov('rthrowi?n and broken, ruDmns away, and hyed 
them a pace to raectc with l^bcriuN striking at th«tn tlmt 
»4 
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fltoode iit their way : 30 that in short space they had dispersed 
all the common people, and m&ay were slaiue flying. Tilipriusi 
seeing that, bctooke him to hie Icggcs to save liim avlic, but 
as he WAS flxing> one looke him oy the gowne, wid »taye«l 
him: but he leflvinijr hh gown« behinde hitn, ronnr in hJA 
coate, aiid ruiimng fell upoii tl]«iu that wi-rt ilumic ^K-'fon?, 
So, 05 he WAS riaiiig upo^ine, the firtit man that ^akc him, 
and that was plainly seenc strike him, was cue of the IVibunea 
bis brethren, called Pubtiut Satureiua : who gave him a great 
rappe on the head with the footc of a chaijv, and th*; ai?cond 
blow he had, whs geven him by JLueius Rufus that boasted 
of it, 00 if he had done a notable actc. In this tumult, 
there were «lajne above three hundred men. eaxd were all 
hilled with Ftovcs and stones, and not one man hurt with any 
iroiL Thiif was the flnt ii>ditiGn lunong the citizens of Rome, 
that fell out with mundcr, and bloodtihcd, »incc the mrpuldon 
of tlie kingeflL But for all other fnrmer dis^ntlons (whidi 
wore no triflee) they were easily pad fted* cither partie gcving 
pluce to oUwr: the Senate for feare of Ihc eonimoners, and 
the people for revervnce they bare to the Senate, And it 
seemetli, that TiheiiiiB Iiitn wife woulde easely have yt^lded 
aIao, if they hod proceeded by fairc mcanee and perGwaaion, 
KO they hod ment good faith, and would have killeiJ ni) man : 
for at that time he had not in all, above 3000 men of the 
people about him. t)ut surely it Mvmes this conepimeie vrju 
executed ac^inst him, more for very spite and malice the 
rich men did beaje him, thrn for any other apparent cA»*r 
they preeuppo«ed a^in«t him. Fi>r proofe hereof may be 
alleagedt tne barbarous crucltv they used to his body being 
dead- For they would not aimer his owne brother to have 
his bodie to buHe it bj nigbti who made cameat iiute unto 
them for it : bjit they threw him ami>nge«it the other bodiet 
into the river, and yet this waa not the woret For, aome of 
bin frendH thev banixhed wttliout fonnt^ of Inw, urtd otht^rt 
they put to death, which they ooulde mecte withall- Among 
the whieb, they rIuc Diopham'^ the Omtor, and one Caiiis 
Billius, whom thL^ incJcacd tn a pypc among vnakcA And 
Merptntes and put litm to death In this aorta BluHMinft idio 
the Fhilo&opher of Cuine«, was broiight before tho CouauIh, 
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l1t]IKIi;9 vid exAmioed «bout thi» natter : who boldly eonfewed 
AND CAit^S vinto tbcm, thfit he did a^ uuL'h oa IllKnuti oommiumded 
GftACCtil him. WhoA SfttiiT^a did jt^kr him. And what if he had cim- 
x&Aundt'd thcc to ^t firo on Vic Capitol]^ he made him 
fttin«wi:'[v, tliFtt TilK*nua wodd nv^er bit^v g^n^D him Hoy 
sucbc txtmniaundcmcntii And when divers othcn aho vietv 
»iill ii^ liJktuI wiU^ hiui klxiiit thnh qiitvtititi : But \t hv hwl 
oomm&unded thee? 1 wuuld eturc have doni- iti wud he: ftir 
he hoiild iK-ver have commauodcd tait to ha\v done ft, if it 
hod not b<?n«; for the ixnnnioditi^ of the people, 'i'hiu ho 
scnjH^J at thnt tinic, and aArrwnnU flwl iiilii Asia unli> Arin- 
toiiicu», whom misfortuui^ h&vjnj{ ovcrthruweti, hv eUic him 
sclfo. Now, the Sc'iiAtc to p««ifie the people at tltat pi:Gfteiit 
time, did no more wiUistaod the luw AjCfonikr for divijrion of 
the ]&ndtf aS tlie coniinoD wealth* but tuffered the peoole to 
anwint «n other CommininiKT for thAt pijq>ow« in Tibertud 
piftoc Thcmipou Puhlius^ Cnv^^ vn cho«cQ, being allied 
tmlo Tiberiiu, t(a Oftius Grbechus (Tihcriiia brother) Imd 
Djaricd hi* dAUf hba- LicuuA. Yet Corneliii.t Ncjhu aajth, 
that it «AS not Crawui* daushter, Caiiift maHed, but th« 
daughter of Brutus that tntimphed for the Lu^itaoJant. 
Howbeit the be*t wrj-ttra mid ituthtwily, ngrev with iJuit 
we wrvte. But whatsoever was done, tlie pt>oi»lc were mar- 
vt^loiitly offrmled with hSu drJtth, and m^n mipnt caholy per- 
eeive, Umt tJtcv looked but for time and oportiinity to be 
reveuf<ed, and ilid pn>etttly llirenlet] Ntuicit tu aet'uiH- hiui. 
Whereupon the bcnate fcarini* some trouble towAid» hiont 
di'viW a way u|xui no OT-ea^ioti, to sende hiai into Akia, 
Fdt tlie eouimon pecple did not diawmbltt the umlic^ tbev 
bare hhii when tiiey met hnn, but were verie round witli 
him, and called him tvnm, and murderer, excommunieatej 
and wicked maxu Uint lia<i imbrued hU hands in the blood 
of the holy Trihiuie^ and within the mc^t naered tenipld of 
all the citie. tio lit the ende he was inforccd to forMvke 
Home, tliough by hiii ulfjce he waa Ihiuitde to wdr^mniBr all 
the fcret^test ^acrUicefl. bJcAUAe he wa^ then chiefo Iti^oppc 
of Itiime. IliiiA] travrTling nut tif hi* rontrir lik^ a meano 
man, and troubled in hiti miudc : he dyed diortly after, nnt 
farre from the eitie of Fer^numi. Truely It li uot grvatly 
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to be wondred jit, tbou^ the people »o much hated Niuica, 
coufiidering that Scipio the AfHcftU hiiu aclTu (vrUom Die 
people of Bomi^ for juHt«r cousos had Loved better tbt^n ui_v 
man else whatsoever) wa* like to have loat all the peoples 
good wils thty bare him, btoause that beinp at th<.' sitKe of 
Nuinantia« when newcd wa^ brought hrni of Tiberiub d^&Lh, 
he mrtg out this v^ne of Homer: 

Such eai upon him erer ttglit, 
Whjtih ia Buoli ULiiDgH doth delight. 

Furtlit-nnore, being aikvd in tha»»einbly of the people, by 
C&iui, and FahixKt what he thought of Tiberius death t he 
ftun«wered them, that he did not like hia doingcb. Afler 
thttt the people hiuidled him very dmrlishly, and did cv^r 
bct^k« of hu) oration, which they never did bvfcre ; nnd he 
hiiD flelf jvlso would revile the peopIt> rvon in the assembly. 
Now Cajus Grocchua at the nrat^ bicau.ic he feared the 
ent-mteit of hiii deaJe bn>ther, or otlierwine for thitt he 
sought meanos to nkftkc them more hattd of tlic people: he 
abeciited him selfe for a lime out of the rommoi* iw^mbly^ 
and kept at home and meddled not, nn a mnn eontciited 
to live meanely, without biisyiiig him pelfe in the eotmiiun 
wealth : ixiAomuch as h« miuic men thinko and reportc both, 
tliat he did utterly miaHke thoM.- matt4-r> vrhif-h hU brother 
twd preferred. Howbeit be wad then but u vouuff man, and 
nine ytiireH youii>{cr then bift brothei' TibenuB, who wha not 
thirty yearc old when he wam lilnimv Jlut in proe*t*e of 
time, hi' made lili imuiEU^ni and condldona (l}y liUe aiid lltle) 
ftppcare, vho liated ^loth and eitno^itie, and waji lesmt of all 
H^ven unto any covetous mindc of getting* : for he gave him 
«olfo to be c1o4{uc[it, tut prepuring him wingn afterwjtrdes to 
pmctiAein thecommoQ wealth. So thdt it api>cared platnely, 
that when tim^ eame, he would not st«nd itill^and looke on. 
When one Vectimi a frende of hi^ waji iiued, he tookc ap<in 
him to {lef(-iid hiK eauKe ict eourte. The jM-trplo that v/vrv 

C resent, and heard him epoake, they leaped for joy to tux 
im : for hr hiul AUeh nn eloqurnl totigiLe, that ntl the 
Orators besides wure but children to him. Hcrvuppon the 
rii^h^T men beirau to be aiTrayed aguhjet aitd wluHueiTO ajiionif

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them F«1v(«, that H l>vhc»xd tli<^ to beware he Ciinie not to 
be IVibunc. It dutunLvtl ao thai \\c was dtoaen IVeaAorer, 
ajid it «&fl his fortime to ^(oe into the lie of SAn^iniA, with 
the Consul Orc^tcs, Hi* e-ncmica were gliwl of that, and he 
him wJf** wju; not Kjry for it. Kor he was u nmrliall iiihji, 
And AM ikilfuU in urnica, ju ht waa cW ui cxtxUent Ontor : 
but yet he was Rffraypd to come into thepnlpit for Omiimi*, 
fttid misltkcd to dcalc in niAtt^rs of nUtc olndt he could not 
■ltagt*t^iier denv t}iL' pi^iple. iLTid hU fretuin thai prayi^d hifl 
furthcraiioe. For this t-jtufic therfore he was very glad of 
thi« vnytige, that ht? might »h«fnt him selff for » time out. of 
Komo: thotjgh divers were of cipiniiJi;^ that lie W(is more 

Kipular* ajiil deninjus of Ihe common proples guod will and 
vor* thf^n his brother hod bene before him. But in dccde 
he v/oA dcaiic contrarie: for it Ap[>edrei] Mint at the first he 
wm draweu rather a^oiiitit hia will, then of anv speciall 
dcairc he had to dealt? in the eocimon weu.lLh. f^iecro the 
Orator alfiO soyth, that C-aius wah bent altogether to flic 
from offict in the common wenlth. and to live quietly ■* n 
privat mati. But Tibt-riiw (Caiua brother) appeared to him 
in hi»eleepe, &ud calling bJin by hii^ nani^ MLyd unto him : 
Brothi?r, why doc^t thou prolong time, for trton rwist rot 
poMiblie ocape? For we were both predestined to one 
maner of life Sind death, for proeuring the l>vnetite of the 
people* Now when Caiua arrivt-d in Sarxlmia, he slicwL-d all 
tlw pruofw f}]ut mi^it In- in n valliiuit man, and cTcelied Jill 
the yonn^ men of nU o^, in hardinex againitt his oiemic^ 
iji justice Ut hi< inferiont, and in lovt- and obedienee towards 
the ConituI hix (raptainc ; but in temperaunee. dobrictiet and 
in painfuhies, he pxn*lled all them tnat w^re elder then hr. 
The winter by ehauncc fell out very sharpe, and full of 
aiekenes in Sardinia: whtreiipim the Consul sent unto lli* 
citiCT to hcJpe hi* nouldier* with some clothee : but th« 
townps sent in poate Ui Romt?, to pray the Senate they might 
be dUeharged of that burden. The Senate found their 
alle^*aeiim reasonable, whereuppon ttiey wrote l^o thk^ Conaul 
to fin*)** *iome other mc^nes to clothe his people. The Consul 
oouldc make no other jJiift for them, and so the poore soultiirn* 
in the meone time ^^marteil for it. But Caius Graccliu^ went 
«5S 
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Him !ieire unto the dUes and so perswad^ tht^m, th^it they TJBERItTS 
of them selves tent to the Romfui^ rnnipc such thingVA nst AND CATCS 
they lacked, lliis being cAricd to Rome, it waa thought UKACCUJ 
stmight it WA* tt prctie IwginniTig tn crreepe into th*» pt-uplcs 
favor, 4uid in dcdc it maou tlic Seiiiite also affrflVpH. In 
the >i*<'l(e of tliat, therr arrivwl Ajulmjffiadora of Afnclct 
at Romo, scat from king Micipsa, who told Utv Sif^iati^ that 
the king their inaiater, for Cjtiua Gr&cchciJi sake, had scait 
tlicir armic coni<^ into Sardinia. The Senators were ao 
ofl<'ridod wtthaJI, that they thrust the Ainl)itsaaJuut!i out of 
the Senate, and so gave orUer that otljer fioiilditrrs should* he 
sent in their plntt^ tliai were m Saniinia : aiid tliat Orratc« 
should stiil rviiiaiae Consul there, nicAnin^ aUo to continue 
Caiua their 'IVtasorer. But when he hcardc of it, he strai^fht Caiii- 
tooke »e% wul Tctuni«d to Rome in eboller. When men Onrt:.:iiup 
tiaw CaiuB returned to Bouie uialookcd for. he wa* reproved ^^^^^j^^' 
for it not ouely by hk enemies, but by the commoTi people ^^^ Biaino. 
aiiio; who tEinught hin rctitmc rcrie straun^- tx^ore hia 
Cftptaine, iiihIlt whom ht' vas Treasor^r. He Ixlng a»:ei]sed 
hereof hcfoit^ tht Ceiiaors, praywi he miglit bt heard. So, 
ftHHswering his accusation, nc so tsimod the peoples Piindes 
that heard him, that they dl wiyd he hod open wrong. For 
ht- told them, that he had wrved twelve yeares in tlie warns, 
where othere were eiiforeed to n:iiiaiuf but ten yercs^ and 
that he had continued Treasm^r under his Captaine, tlie 
itpficc of three yeares^ where the law gave him hbertie to 
ivLunie at tJie i-nd of the yeare. Ana that he alone of all 
men cUv that had bene in the wanvs^ hod ouied his pur^e 
full, am) brought it home empty: whcrt; othctTt having 
dronke the wyne which they caned thittier ia vessella, hfw 
ofterwardes limught tJiem nome full of gold and silver. 
Aftcrwartlfi they went about to accuse him aa ftccessarie to 
a conspiracies that vvR.*> revealed in the citie of FregcU^s. 
But hiviug cltpared a\] that suspicion, and being diBobarged, 
he prcMrnUv made :iute to be Trihuue: wherein he had oil 
the men of ({mditie his swomc enemies. On thother ude 
also he had so great favor of the common people, that Uiert 
eame men out of all partem of Uatie to be at hi« election, 
and that aucb a number of them, a« there was no lodging to 
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be lind for Uiem all. JbWthcrmorCt the ticld of Man not 
l^elng lar^ i^noitfEli to Imlil Htrch a mtiKiticdf^ of jh^p1(*, 
tluTtf wtrc tbftt gAvo ttcir voyco* upon the loppc of noojicji. 
Nowc the nnblc mcii miitile no othenrine let ute peoplt; of 
their will, nor prevent Oxiun of bis hope, but whete he 
tliouj^bt lu be tht Cn*t Tribune, he was only pronounced the 
fourth. But what ho was once potteest ofBcer, ha became 
immcijiatly Uie cliicfo man, bicairst he Wdj« as eloquent JU 
uiy nian of hU time. And AirtherEiior^, hs had & lorg^ 
occfldioQ of calamity oflrcd Iiim : which in&Jc bitu bolde to 
itpcnkc, hcwiuiinj5 Ihi? death of hi* brother For what mntters 
nocvcr he sipake of. he ftlwaycv fell in t&Ike of thAt« rcmciri' 
bring them nhnt roAtten Imd paned: and laying before 
tJicm thc(rxainpic« nf their aunccsten: who inoldctimc hjul 
mndtf wiuTtf with the PhiihsctK, l»y thr mPAnci of one* Geiui- 
tiua Tribunt of the pcupk, unto wham thcT had offered in- 
jiiHe: whoftlKt did crrndtrij^m^Otiox Vt'tirriits ti ili-nth, hirjiiiiv* 
that )ic onoly wouldc not ^%~e n Tribune rlncc, comming 
tbmugh the market plttee. Wlirrc th^^^winyd hi-, Uint ■tiuul- 
ing before Yoii Id flight* have ulainc my brother Tiberius with 
■tAvn, and have dmggnl bi« Innbe irom the mount of thr 
CspitoU, all iKe citie over, to throw it into the ni'cr ; and 
wiui him also liave moat crticllic sUtnc all Ijis frrndn they 
collide CORK" by, without any lawe or jti6tic^ at aJb And 
yet by an iwincicnt ciwtomc of long time observed in thi* 
oiUe of Home, wheu any man im ac*cuaed of truojion, and that 
of diK'ty he inujit appeorv at Uie Lime appointed hiin: tbc^ 
doe notwitK^tanding in the morning Mrade a trompot to bw 
hou*c, to mimmonc him to appcarc: and moreover the 
ludgei vera not wont to eondtmne liim^ bcfunr tiiix c^tv* 
noQT ivu performed: to earefull and iv»pi^tive were our 
prfffwrsfMirs, whefe it touched the life of Rny Homnnr. Now 
CoiuA having tint stirred up tbc people with thcne pcnnra- 
Mona (for be had a maj-velou* lowde voyL^e) he prvferred two 
Uwes.

matter should porteine to the petmlo. AND CAHIR 

Tlic fimt of thcM' ttro Ia^m tlid pUinly ddamc OctAviu^ GRACCIU 
whom Tiberius hU brother hod hy tno propir rlrpoHnl from 
the 'IVibiinshtppr. The sccondc nJso tauchcd l*op:liu!i, who 
hetiig iVirtor, Imd b[inishe(i tiis bmth^r Tlbi^riuA fivrid«» t 
^tthcreuppoQ he dt&ycd not the trioiJ* but willingly c:tilcd 
him Aplfp nut nf I^tp, And toiii--hin^ the tirjit LiW, Cja\i% 
him *cLfc did Afterwards revoke it, dt'cluing unto the pcoDle* 
that he had saved OrtAvkis At the T«(]ije«t of his notluT 
CoTBelio. llio people were vcric glad of it. Mid conHrmcd Com«lU, 
it, hcmoring her no ti^se for rEstiect of her srinnev Uuii «Im) ""othor of 
for ScipicM» sake her father. For al^er^vartiB they cjiaI ber JJ^^^^'^^^^f ' 
uiLo^ in bnufle, aiid set it up with tijia iuacriptiaii : * Cornelia q^^ pcoplo 
the mother of the Gntcchi.^ Many common matter* are cf lUme, 
found written touching ConidlA his motlier, and divquenUy 
pleubded ill h^r bf*halfe, by Caius ag&iiut her fidi'er»&ric«, Aa 
when he s&yd unto one of them i How darcft thou presunie 
to Bpeake evill of Comelin, thut hnd Tibctiun t" hcrioun*.-? 
And the other pftrtie also that sUntJcred her, being jiorcly 
iuspeet«t for a Sodomite: And art thou »o impudent, aavd 
he, to shew thy iace before Cornelia? Ha^t thou brou^lit 
ffxirth children as «he hnth done? And y<?t it \* wed 
knowcn to all men in Homo, that ihc being nut a woman, 
hath lived longer without a man, than thou that art a man. 
Thu« were Ciiius worda sharpc and ftiiipng, and many &*ich 
like arc to l»p gathertd out of hix wrytingw, Fur ^iamor F Other laww 
he made many other lawet aflerw*Lrdoi to Increase the pf^f'rrwl 
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[tfopie* ftuthcirjtie, and TfV ImhaSP the 5eija"te 8 prealne^. _ ,

ORAC'CHI "All lithcT fcttin^ A reasonable price of tho come thftt 
sboiilil 1>c dislribuLcd unto Uic poun^ people. 

An other touching judgt-mcntf wbL-ret>y he did greatly 
nimiah the &ulbonty of the Senate- For before, the 
$»iAtor« were onely ludj^ of all mattan^ the which made 
tiicm ia tic the mure honored arid feorol of the pcopk-, and 
tho Ropume Knights: aud now he joyiied three nuinlfod 
Itomanc Snightl UDto the otticr three hundred St^iator^i 
ant] brought it so to passu, that all mjittc-r» judicial! shouldt- 
be c<iually iudecd, among tbove six hundred nicii. Ailerhc 
had paswd thu law^ it u report^ hf wne v^rie curious in 
observing all other thinges hot thi« one thing irpcdaily : tbitt 
wlit-re ilH other Orators spi'idcing U> tht" fM.'opIe Itiniea tlieio 
towjuda the paLkct' where tho !^enati>n ^ate, and to that 
Aide of the inarLet plncL- which is enlled CVrnkitiiiiu : hi* in 
contnuic muiner when he made his Uratit>n, turned hira 
outvardt?« towanl^ Hie oilier side of tht* market place, and 
aflcr that kept it coost^antly, and never failed. Thus^ by 
a litle tiimiiig and alteiing of hi» tooke only, he removiid a 
fm-at matter. For he so transferred all the p>vernmcnt of 
the eommoEi weaiib from the fttnatc, unto the judgement of 
the people: to teach the Orators by hiH e:cank|j]e, that in 
thdr Orations they nhould behold the people, uot the Senate. 
Cuna No«, the puople roving not only cotiHrmed the law he mode 

toucbiuK the lud^a, Dut geren him also full power and 
ftuthoritip to choose amoage the Bom&ue Kni^nteft iuehe 
iudgc» a» he liked of: he Jbundc thereby he had ab«olut< 
power ill hjs owue hands, imomufibe as the Senatora them 
MJTeedid a^ke counsel I of him. So did he ever gc\-e good 
counMl], And did preferre matters meete for their honor. 
A» omongtat others the Uwe be made touching ccrtame 
wheQ.ti* that Fahius VteepnEtor htui stni out of Snaync : 
wluch wa£ a good and bononibJe acte. He per^waded the 
Senate that the corne might be soMe, and **o to send backe 
neaiuc the money theroF unto the towrc» and dtiea ftona 
whence the eunic- einne: aiul thrrewiUudl to punish Pabius 
for that he made tlic Empire of Rome hatefidl and intoUer- 
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ftlile unto the pravini^fa antl Hubjectea of the asina Tfus 
matter vrmne him great love And commendacion of a]] the 

Sirovincee eubject in Home, Furttierrnunej he mftde lavea 
br the rcBtorinff of the decayod townea, for mending of 
high waves, for tuUding of garacre f^jr urovisjon of tome. 
And to bnng aU thesj^ thin^ to pOMe, ne him self* took« 
apon him the only care and cntcTpriiCj being never wearied 
witli any poines talcen in ordering of so grefit affkirt*. For, 
}ii; foUo^tcd all thoac thinges so eamtatfy and ettcctually, aa 
if be had had btJt one master in hand- insomuch that they 
who moiit hated and f^^arcd him, wotidred most to sec his 
dilij^enoe and t^uicbe dihuatrhe in mattvr^^ T\te tieople also 
Vfondred muche to beholdc him only, seeing alwAics siiche a 
number of laburerv, ortilicen, Amba&sadors,offieet5, souldiers^ 
ond leanicd men, ivhom he coacly satJaGed and diftpntchc^J, 
kf'ping still hi» eatate, and yet using great curtesie and 
cinhtie, entertaining every one of them nrivatelv : so that 
111- made hw arciiEsm to Ije found lyem, that utM he waa « 
stately man, and very crirelL T}iu^ he wanne th<? good will 
uf the coinmon peo|^>le, being moiir popular and faiiilltar Lii 
hia conversation and dcedcs^ then he waa otiicnviw in hia 
Orations. But the greatest painea juid carr he tookc apon 
him vfOAj in R4*eing the high waves mended^ the v^hich h« 
woLilde have a« well done, a« probtablie done. For he would 
cant the cawcieii by the lyne in the softest ^^und in the 
fields, and then wouJde pave them with hard ^tone, and 
cafit a great deale of gravell upon it, which he caused to 
be brought thither. AVhea he found any low or walerie 
plare« which the rivera had eaten into, he raised them up, 
or else made bridges over them, with an even height <H)uaU 
to crither Ride of the cawde : so that all his worke earied a 
goodly leaveEl vrithatl even by the lyne or plummet, which 
was a pleasure to beholde it. Furthermore, lie derided 
these high wayee by mylesi every myle contcining eight 
fiirltmge*, and at every mytea ende he sd up a stcne for a 
Ttiarke. At either end alio of tlicew high wayes tlius paved, 
he set certaine sttmeA of convenient height, a prety way a 
sund«r, to b^tpo the tiavellerv bv to take th*?h hone backed 
agftiiu-, without any helne. 'The people for these things 
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TJBBRIU9 highly praifiinff and extolling him, and being readie to inako 
ANP CAItJfi shew or tlictr love and good >riil to JUm way aioncr of nay ; 

GBACCHl he totd them op^^nly tme d^y :n hi« Oration, that he had a 
rc^uent to niaki; unto them, the which if it would pJcaM 
ihutn to g;raunt him, hv wuulde thltike Xhvy did him a mar- 
velous pleasure: and if they denied him also, lie carvd not 
muchu. Thvn c^vrrir miui unm^i it wiu thr Cfmwjlshippe 
he meot to aake, and that he voulde ttnc to be 'IVibunc and 
CoriKiil together. Dut whvri tlit^ dav came to chouA<- the 
ConnolB, cvrry man h>okitj|( utt^'ntivcly what he would doe; 
they ninrvelHa when tl^ty snye liim conn: (iowiic the fii-yi' of 
Man, and brcuglit Caiue Fanuiufl wiUi hia Erendo, to further 
his ftute for the Consul^hippe. Thertiii he ain^t-d Fatiuiui 
turnc, for he was presently chosen Coniul ; and Cajua GimC' 
chu« wof the Aecoode time choaen Tribune agoiiic, not of his 
owne Bute^ but by the good will of the people. Caiub per- 
ceiving that the Senators were hU open enemiev, and that 
Faimiuft the CohkuI was but a ^laekc? freitiie unto him, ho 
began o^oinc to curnc favor with tl;e common people, and to 
pt^Wre new lawea, settinc forth the lawe of the Colonleit, 
that tliey should send of the poore citiKcns to replenislie the 
cities of Tarentum and (jiptirt, and that tlit*y Khitulil graurt 
all the Latinei the freedom of Rome. The Senate perceiving 
hi« power gn?w greats and that in the ond ho would be so 
strong thftt they coulde not withstande him : they dcviecd a 
ncnv nnd fitrfi-iinge w^y to plucke the peoplt:^ guoJ will from 
Ilim, in grziuntJug tliem things not altoffi»thct vcrv hone*t. 
There was one of the Tribunes a hrolher in ofRee with 
CoitJS, i^led Liviu£ Drusua , a man nohlcly Ijomc, and aa 
wcji hroughl up as nn^^^ieT Roinajw: who for wualUi and 
elccuenee wa» not infi^rior to the greater men of «<tiniQjeion 
in Koine- 'I Tje fchjc fcat Scitiiliirt wmt unto hint, and per- 
iwaded him to ta ke p arte wiUi th t^m flgg in st Caiu-s not t" use 
auyTori^ ot violence gainst tlie jK'upli? to^^ltlistatid Uieni 
in "any thifigrbut contrarjly To gratint them those things 
whtctr"wcrcmorc]hone*&lor thero j^ deny them with lEcir 
U! win, Oiiug offer'ng to plt-H MUn£_tJii '- i ' wiik hi* 
autliorityi y refer red kwea mjithir hoiitn.^ ^roiitable 

to "the eoromon wealth j an.^ igctC -to no othe r ^d«> but 
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contt^diitg with Caius, wbo should most flAtter Ihc people 11HBRIU8 
of thecu Lwo, as jjlaiern do iu their tjonimon pljiieA, lo hlie* AND C'AltJS 
the p<^p)p pastime- VVhcrby the Senate shewed, that they GRACCHI 
did not so mjch mialike Caiu& doiii^, as for the de^in* tbey 
had to overthrow him and his fcreat credit with tlie p«opW. 
For whert^ Ouus j>referr»] but the replirimhing of tiie two 
cities, and desired to «ond the honestest citizens thither: 
thcj objected agiUEi^t him, th^t he did ecrrupt the common 
people. On the other aide nlH> tliiw favored Drusits, who 
prt-icrrcd a law tljat they ahoidd replenish tweNe Colonics. 
Jind «hoi)ld send to every ont- tif them three thowtAnde of 
the poorest citijcen*. And where tbey hated Coiua for Ih&t 
he had charged the nonre ritivi^ns with ati nnniutl rent for 
the Undp that were cevided unto them : XJviiia i& contrary 
ntaner did plnue tliem by didbtirdenirr^ them of thnt rent 
and puymont. Lotting them hnve the landti ^^tfree. Furth^r- 
mon* lUMt, witere Cniuri did any^er llie fieople, hit^tiM^ hr gnve 
uU the Lutine* the fredoin of Home to f^vi: their vcycet in 
cljuoaiii]^ of Magistrates as fn?ely aa tlie riaturul) RoitiHiitna : 
when DruBus on thother ^ide hAd preferred a Jaw that 
thencefoorth no H^Hnane should whip any Roiihiirr of the 
Latinet with rods to t!ie warr<M, tliey hie*! the Uw, and 
pflal it- Livius also iii every law he put forth, laid in all his hUiut 
orations, that he did it by the coumrll nf the Senate, who ^*"'!J^, 
wcr« very carefull for the profit of the people ; and ihlf wb» jl^^^pi"^^ 
All the t^ood he did in hh olfiee unto the common wenlth, {j;e Sc^nii^. 
For by hia meanes the peopic wn^ better pleased with the 
SenAtK and where they did Iwfore hate al) the noble* men of 
the Senate, LiritiB tooVe away that malice, when the people 
Wfcw that all thit he propoimdi^d^ wa* for Ihe prefi-niit'iit nrd 
benefit of the common wealth, with the consent and further- 
nuiicv of Uie Si-nate. The only thing alio that jn^nwaded 
the people to thinke that DnjHUs nrient uprightly, and that 
he only rwpected the profit of the common people wiia: 
that hi never preferreu any law for him selfe, or for hia 
owne benefit. For in the reatonng of these CoEnnint whieh 
ho preferred, he alwaia sent other Com miaa toners, and guve 
them the charge of iU and would nrrrr tinjjer any money 
him Bvlfe : whftpe Ciiiu took« apon him the charge and enrc 
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of fill things him >etfe, nnd spvc-iidly ot the gntitevt mftttera. 
Uiilinm iSm eat oUuer Tribune, iia^uig preferred & Uw for 
the n?c<iifvinc ftnd t^lertiflhinf^ ^r Corthftgr Agoinc with 
people, aic which Scipio had nucd And dc«troviKl: it wiu 
Caiutt happe to be Appointed one of the Conimiscionere tot 
iti Whereupon he tookc ahippc, ftnd sailed into AfHkcr, 
Dri]Aiii4 in thir menm; time taking nrriwion n( hi* nh»rnci', 
did nt much aa niight he to a<-vkc the frxvxir of the common 
petjule, nnil spo<<ijdly by accttftiin|i( FulviuHr who wsa one of 
thc^x^t frenis Caius bid. And whom they had Silso choncn 
CommLisioner with him fur the diviuon of the^e I&niltv 
&moD^ tho cfitizem, whom they sent to rcplmah th««e 
Colonit^a. Thltt FuLvius na^ a seditioiu lii&ei, &ud thrrefot« 
mnn^t!loU3ly hated of the Seimte, iind withall susnected iilfto 
<A Lhcm tJiat tooko parte ftilh liic |>eopic, Umt lit sccrutly 
practiced to make their confederaU of Itfilie to rebel). But 
ret the) hod no evident pronfe of it to jiutific it ttgaiiut 
him, raoro tlien that whieh he him»eLfe did verifie, bicauw 
he semed to be oJferided with the peace and quietneia they 
enjoyed. And this wm od« of the chiefest cause* of Caiua 
overthrow, bicaiiKc^ thnt l\:lviu3 was portcly hated for hi» 
*aktv For wlit-ii Scipin Africaii was faiinti iJead one murniiig 
itx his house, without tuiy matxiiest cauw bow hi.' aliould 
(HJinp to his death so i^odainly: (Ravins that there apiteared 
ccrtainc blinde morkes of fitmicfi on hiA body that haa bene 
^vcii him : oh we hftte dedared st btrge in hift life) the 
nio«t pfule of the suspicion of hia death woa layed to Fulviua, 
bciDg his niortall enemy, ami hicau*e the same day they had 
bCDft at gn^t wordea toffcthcr in the pulpit for orAtiono. 
So WAA Cdiub tiraceliuH alsLj partly miHpecItd for it. How- 
soever it wju, Kueh a honibb mmrder oa this, of bo fuuoui 
ajid wurtJiy a man on tmy was in IU>mr» wok yet notwith* 
utandlnj; never nsveoj^^ ndther aay inquirie mode of It: 
l)icauM; the common people would not suffer the accuaadoii 
to ime forwiird, fearing lenxt CaiuH would be found in faultj 
if the motter ahoLild go forwards Il^it thi? waa a CTC4bt 
whilr hi'fonr. Now Caiiu at that time heiDj( 111 mHck 
about the rcedif3riDg and replcaishmj^ cf the city of C^arthaf^ 
ai^aine, the whieh he nam«^ Iimonia : the voyce goeth that 
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he heA Di&ny ill signea &nd tokens apiwarfd uoto him. For 
the.' itafle of hiB «iisiCDe was broken with a vehement hijut of 
wiiid> and witli Uie forts of Uic etuii^i« beaitr thai held it 
fftflt o» tbi>ther Hide- Tht>re came & rlaw of wizide abo that 
CftHcd nway the 6fk€nrfCi-6 upon tho aultcrt and blew them 
(juile out of tht? circuits which wra* markwl out for the 
compasae of the aiy. Furthermore, the woulvco came Aiid 
took<* nway the riarke« which they had set downp to limito 
the bonds of thdr circuits, «m( cancd him tjuite awaj. 
Thb notwithntKiiding, CitiuK IiavliiL; i)[-<pHti!hed all thinsB 
in the npatc of thrtv store atid ten diiioft, no returned itKon- 
linenUy to Rome, uiitler^Uindiny that Fulviujs woa o|ipre**ied 
by DrusitA, and that those mutters reuuired hi^ presence 
For I^ucius HostiHos hhat was all in all lot the nohflity, fuid 
a. man of pr*^t credit with the Senate, bein^ the ycarc before 
nut by the CoDsutihii>f)e, hy Coitus pmetjac, who caused 
Paiinii.if( to he chosen : he had ^ood hojM> thi^ yeri^ to spec^de, 
for the ereat number of frciida that furthered his sute. So 
that if ne could obtaine it, he vas fully bent to set Cuius 
bcaide the saddle, and the rather, b]eAu»e his edtimacion and 
countenautiee he was wont to have amon^ the people, l>e^ui 
DOW to decay, for that they were ful of sueh dcvifiea a» his 
weret bicause there were divefi others that preferred the 
like to please the people withal, and yet with the Senates 
OTieat good will a[id favor. So C^'iVi tieing returned to 
liomc, he removed from his hou^e, and where before he 
dwelt in mount Falatiiie, he ctiine ntiw to Uike A hoUM* 
under the market place, to ahew him etelfe thcrhy the lowlier 
and more popular, biean»e maiiy of tlie meaner iwrte of 
people dwelt thereabontcs. Then he purposed to goo for- 
ward with the rtst uf Inn hiwiit, and U» niakir Ihi- p<*op!e to 
(^«tablieh them, a great number of people repainng to Home 
out of all part* for the furtliern^ie thereof. llimlM'il the 
Seriate counselled the (^nnsui Fanniun to make proclrunacion, 
that al Uiooe wliich wet? no natural Humane^, mtdcnt aiid 
abiding within the ett>' self of Rom? : that they thould 
depart out of Home. BeaidcA all i\i'i\ there wan a AtnuLmgc 
proelaniadon inade, aiid never weiie before : that none of all 
the frcuda and confcdcrat« of tlic Hotiiuieo, for oertajne dales 
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ithouU] eoiQL' tziLo Rome. But CaiiM on the thother sdr Mt 
Lip bills on CTvry poeti Accunng the Coniul for making 
Ki vickrd ii prorlumftrinn : and further, pminiMd tin? coD- 
fedemtiM of Ramc to aide them, if the>" would reinun*.^ th^re 
a^iiht the Coti^tulft pnx!Uinaciun. But yet he jjcHonncd it 
not. For vhen he ^w one of Fonniuit t^gcAunU any a 
fnrnd of Hijt to priMJU, he held on hi» waj, snd would «ee 
Dothing, neither did he helpe him t either of ]ik(*lrtioocl4> 
bicctuae he fcnred his credit with the pcoplvt which bqvoD to 
decAV. or eUe blc&uxe he vua loth («a he uid) to pirke any 
quarrelJ with hi>i enemies, which M>u|;ht it of him. Further- 
more, he clmiiTiced to fali At vnriai^ev with his brrt,hrvn tlv 
'IVibunts, about this occimion. Tht pcopk were to vet the 
pHAthiie of the sword plaient or feiiften* at the sharp, within 
the vot^- market pluoe, and there were diver* of the offioctv 
thnt tu vee the K|x)rt, did set up amiToldaft ruutide o-fKHit, lu 
lalte money for the Htajiding- Caim commauudod them to 
take tlitrin dowiit.' Hgiuu, bicaunf tlie poore men might ncc 
the itport without nny cost. But not a man of thcni would 
jceltf to iL WiitTtfure he stAid till tlu- ril^jht before the 
paatime should be, and then he tcu^ke all IiIa laborers he had 
under him. and went and overthrew the scartold:* c^trj one 
of tlicin : M» that the next moraing all the market place wss 
clere ior the common people, to sec the pa?ittme at their 
pleiuur«. For this fact of hia, the people thanked him 
marrclouAly, and tookc him for a worthir man. Howbcit 
hiH brethreti tht* Trihun<« were very miirh offended with 
him, and tooke him for a bold preHumptuous man. Tbi« 
f^?eineth to he the chiefe eause why he wiui pitt from lun 
third TVibune^hip, where he hod the mo^t voiccit of hifl aid«: 
bieauae bin colleagues, ti> be revenged of the part he had 
plaied them, of malice and ipi^ht, made faltc report of tbo 
voic». Htjwheit there is no great truth in tlim. It ia 
true that he was very angjy with thii^ repuUe, and it v 
reported he sjMtke Hou^what too prowdly to his enctaie», 
that were mery with the matter, BJid laughed him to *con>e : 
that they laughed a Sardoniana laugh, nut knowing how 
darkely nis deedes had wrapt them m. Furthermore, hi* 
enemies having chosen Opimaus Consul, they began immc-

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difttlv to revoke dir^n of Ctuvia Ibwea: os i^mo^ tbv rcati TIBERIUS 
hla oofnn ftt Carthftge for Uw rwdi(jing of that irity, pn- AND CAIUQ 
curing tnufl all the 'Wiio they could to lui^cr him, binuoc UHAtCHI 
thry might hnvr jimt ocoukiu uf aoger to kil hiTTi. Ctuu^ 
tivith^tAiidiiie; did pfLdcutly birurc it ai the lint: but 
crwArdn hix iWrnlfl^ antl apei^iAlt^ FnlviLih, did rncomtfv 
Ittm ao, that be brjE^tkn e^nc to ^ther men to rosiet tlie 
Cdntul. Atid itb reuorUd alao, tlmt Coniclm hu uiolher did 
help him in it. socreUy hyrini; a ^rcAt oumbFr of atrtLuogvn 
ivbidi 3^he 9eat unto RuiDe, lu if they lind bene nvprm or 
harvest men. And this ia that ahe wf(rt« iccreUv in h^r 
letter, untu ht^r Sonne in ciphcrsL And yet other ^i-ite to the 
contrary, thut fthc vtnt very angry he did attempt tliosc thingii. 
When the dav cnme that tliey nhould procwde ta the re- SrdLUcin bc-

Whore- Antilhui, 
upon they »bn^ him presently in the fidd witJi gnat hotkins T, fifacchuH 
to wrytc with, which tbcy hnd purpondy made for lliat *J^"'^^ 
inU-nL Hereupon the cumnion people werv inarvelouhly 
oftVnded for thiH niurthcr, and the chicfc men of Kith Aide* 
nliio were diTcrsly aHectcd^ For CoiuA wo* very .lory for it, 
ai^d bitterly reproved them that were about him. sayinj;, 
that they had given their enemies the occ^iAion tiicy Looked 
for, to net upon them. Opiniiuft the Conf;u1 in ecmtrary 
moncTt taltinjc this oce&sion, roee apon it. and did >tirre 
lip the people to Ik* revenged. But there fell a shower of 
mine at thot time that parted them. 'ITic nc-il morning 
Uie OiiLHul hfLviiig assembled the SL-imti- by bnaLe of day* 
aa he vra» diBo^tcbing eausca witliin, boinc had taken the 
body of Antj^llluA and laved it linked upon Uie bee re, and 
eo caried it tbroujch the market place (oa it was u^jeed 
upon l>efore amount Ihem) o^id brought it to Llur Senate 
dore : whero th«T b^ui to mftkc great mone and lomon- 
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UdoTi, OjnmtUB kiu»nng llki- inr^nng at it, but jrt hr dni- 
scmUf^'d It, oad termed to wonder «t it, l^licfupon the 
^taUim vfiit out to wr vhat it wa% mid fioding thk 
boerv, in tbe market pUcc, kodic fell a wc«pin|:; for him 

tluit vrv (Ic^ul, otbem cri^l out tlifiL tt wivt il uinniffull grt, 

and in no wb« to be lAi^rcd, But on Xha otlier eid^ tfaii 
did revive the old grudge and loalicc of the pooplc* for tiw 
vid^cdtm of the ambitioui aoble men: who having thorn* 
ftelvu WJbre aUinc Tiberius Gmcdiua t!wt **ui Tribiuatip and 
ttitbin the CapitoU it sclfc, anri had rIbo awt hia bodj' into 
the rii-cr, did now mukc jui hotinrnblc ^how op<'n!v m the 
market place, of the body of a ^ergeauiLt AntUlW (who 
though lie were wrongfuiK tlainc, yi-t bad himaelJi^ gicvcn 
tht*m the cuuv that «l['i? nim^ to do thut tiwy did) and all 
the whole Senate wen abOLtt the bcere to bewailc hb death, 
and to honor the funeralU of a hyerlin^, to make the )>oop1e 
idfio kill him, that wrjq only left the protector and defender 
of ihc fH'Hplc. Aflrr Ibis, tbt-y wrnl nffitnv unto l)ir 
CapitoU, And thc^re inude a decn:v, wberby they gave the 
Cvnvul OpittiiMH extrnordinai^ power aiiii aatlnrriLy, by ab- 
ftoiute pover to provide for tbc safety of the oommon wealth, 
to pmrrvc ihc city, and to Mipprcsac thr tynuu, T1ii» 
decree* being «atab]iahed, the Consul pmently comnmundcd 
the Seiiatora that were preteiit there, to go arme them wlvtn ; 
and appointed the Komn-ne Knight*, that th« next mantinrr 
K-timra every nun should bring two of their men anned witn 
them. Fnlviufi on the other «ide, he prepared his force 
againat them, and aucmbled the conimon people together* 
CaiuK abr(i returning from the market plaee, ntayd nefone 
the image of hi» father, and looked earnestly apon il with- 
oTit evpr a word upraking, only be buret out a weepings and 
fetching A great Mgh^ went bii waVn This made the people 
to pitie him that sa* liim • »t> that tliey lalLed among them 
ftclvca, tliflt they were but beabta and eowordB at such a 
utiaigbt to fonake vt worthy a man. 'nieni|><)n tltey went 
to hid hounc, ttavcd theiv all night and watched before fai« 
gate : jiut ua Uiey dul tliat watched nitb Fulviuit, Uiat |)iiMsi<d 
away the night in f;u»eliiif* and drinking dmnke, eryiog 
out, and making m»yw, Fiilvtu» him lelfe being dronke fiin 
«70 
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f>f oil, who both niake and <Ud many thiii^ karc unmeet^ TIBERIUS 

for Wa calling. For they that wniclied Caius on Uiother AND CAIUa 

side, were very Borowfull, and made no noyse, even as in A GRACCIU 

eiimmon caUmitie of their rontrie, devising with them »lve* 

what would fall oLJt apon it, waking, and sl[?epiiig one aftor 

nn other bj lurnM. When ihe day brake, they »iUi Ftilvius 

did awake him, who dcpt yet floundly for the wine he dranke 

over night, and they armed th^ni stives with the apoiLes of 

the Gauges that hong rounde about hl« house, whom he had 

4>vero^[ne in luttell the aame yaire he wna Consul: and with 

great cries, and thundering thr*-ati, they went to take the 

mount Aventine, But C&iua would uot anne hini strife, but 

Wtint out of hifi hoLise in a long gowne, as if he woude htive 

gore simply into the market place according to hiA wonted 

tnanor, aaving that he earied a ihort dagger at hie ^irdel 

undvT h\A gowne. So aa he waa going oiit of his hoosct his 

irife stayed him at the dore, ana holding him by the one 

haiid, and a litlc child of hia in her other Iiand. she sayd 

lliUR nnto him: 'Alas Caius, thou 'loest not now goe aa Thp worrtt 

' Ihoii vvcrt wont, a Tribune into the market place to spcakc "^ Ueirnji lo 

' to the people, neither to preferie any new lawtis : ntHthrr ? ^j^^" 

* dotsi thou goe unto on honest wArre, that if unfortunately tin^hmt. 
' that flhoitlfle happen to thee that \a common to all men, T 

' might yet at the least monme for thy death with honor. 
' But thou goest to put thy SL-lfe into hloodir tiittchrr* 

* handea, who most crnelly have alaine thy brother Tiberius : 

* and yet thou gijot, a nAited man unarmed!, iuterit1ii>g rather 
' to eufier, then to doe hurt. Besides, thy death can bring 
' DO benefit to the common wealth. For the wuner pnrt 

* hath now the upper hand.eonBideTing that eentence pa8seth 

* by forrc of sword. Had thy brother bene jilainc by hi* 

* «n«infea, before the dtie of N'uniantia : yet had ihey gyven 

* UB hin bodie to have buried him. But Huuh may be my 

* miifnrtunPj that I may prramtly go to pray the river or 

* aca to gcvc me thy bodie, which as thy brotners they have 
' likewise tUrowen into tlie same. Ala», what hope or trust 
' h left lu now, in lawe» or gods* nthcnce they have tlainc 
' Tiberius P' Aa Lieinia waj« making thin pitiefull mone unto 
him, Caiu3 fayer and softly pulled his hand from hor, and 
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I^ft her, gevinp Iwr never a word, but W4*nt on with hU 
frvn^ But abc nMchiog WUr him to tAkc hint by th« 
guwnt^ teW to the gruund, ami Jay flatling tht-rv a grvAt 
while, spoixkiai^ nervr a word; imtUl st ku^ h«r acrraunt* 
tooke her up in a Kwomip^aiid cariod h^r to unto hrr tiruther 
CmiBiia. Now Fulvius^ by the pcrswoKion of Coiis, vrhan all 
their foct-Joii wem lut't : ^nt his youiij^r BO[in« (which vrui 
A prcty iAyer boy) with & Hcxuujds roddc in his hAJid for hia 
bjifi'lii'. 'Ihiit lM>y Irumhly ptraaiiin^ hiA ductie, witli the 
ietkr^ in lii« «><;*, b^rorv tiie Coixftul aod Stoiat^, ofiVed them 
peace;. Hie muat uf theru that were pment thought veritt 
vcl) of tt. Hut Opimiu* made aunswcre saying, that it 
Ivu&mc them not to »cod mesieiagtrs thinking witli fayer 
word*?* to winne the Seuftte : but it was th^itr diieti^ to 
conic them ^Ivc* in penonti, hkc siibjcrbi and od'cjidorv 
tu ttiaki< thi-ir triall, and so lo crave panlon. and to ncvVe 
U* [pacific the wrath of the Senate. Thi^n he comivtAuiidt'd 
the bo^ h(- should not retiirae afnine t» tlitnn, but with thifl 
Gondidon he hod pKactibcd- Caius [ojt it is reported) wag 
rwdy to gt» ftiid d«Ar« Mm aelfe unto the SeTiate- but the 
residue wouJd not euSer hioi tn go, Whcruppoa KuIvJua 
N^nt hJJi Monnc hiLrki.' aj^oint.- uiilo Lheni, to T<|>rAke tor i}u'in 
ttii he httU doue before. But Opiuiius that wili dt^irovu to 
fight> cauHL-d the boy Lo be takeiit uiid euiniuiltetl huii ui 
safa cuntodic, and then went prtsently againxt Fulviun with 
a great iiutnbcr of foutemeti well axnieci, and of Cretan 
archers be4]de«; who with tJieir Rrrowi2« did more trouble 
mid hurt their cnc-niie«, then with any thrn^ clw* tJiat within 
a whik- they all bvgwn to flk*. Fulvius on tliL- olhur liiic fled 
into an ola liottehi)i.iM^ that no body inude reekoniu); of, and 
there iM^ing fiuiitd shortly nflrr, they »lm' him, wrd hit* eldest 
m)9ineH Now for U&iuA, hi; fought not at all, but being mad 
with him Tkelfe, and grieved to see nueh bloodnhed: he got 
him into the temple of DUna, whcro he would have kiUed 
bim wife, hiid not hn vrry gt^od frt-nd* l*«mpoi"Uii onA 
LJdniuti aaved hiin. For both they beju^;; with luin lit that 
lime, tooke hi» »wijtd fioui hinu and eounaelled him to llje. 
It i« reported that then he fell dciwne on hiR kneo^ and 
holding up botli his hands unto the guddewc, he be^H^uglit 
«7S 
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htr thftt U)e ptropic xmghi trnvvr come <>ut of bcmtk^, to 
l>» r&ven^ed of this their ingratitudp und trwuwn. For the 
coramon p<rop]c (or the moat p&rtc of tJicm) ptfiinjy tiJrricd 
tbtir I'oats, when tlif^y h^ani procliiniArioti itinJe, tiuLt all 
men hftii p^trdon ^ntuntcd thorn, that wouldc retunic. 80 
Coiui tltsl ftpoEi \ty fuiJ his enemies rollowed him m> oeere, 
that th&y overtookc bim upon tht wodtien bnd^, whore 
t«o of bLa freiidft Uiat were with bim stayeil, to dcfemle him 
u^unat his foliowcis, and bad bim in the mema time mako 
vfurt for hint nclfe, whilest they fought with them Apoti tbe 
bridff^ : ftud BO tht-y did, and kept Uiem that not a man got 
the hridgc of thera, untili they were both Al/une. No*»c 
thin- was none that rted with Ciiia, btit one of hia men 
calli.-d Philix;ratea; notwithfttandme, everie man did atUl en- 
corage and counad) him, as they do men to winfie a f^me, 
but no mftn vrojjd heipe bim, nor olTer htm any hone, though 
he of\ea reimired it, ln:£ijse he rmwe hh enemies s<i neen' 
unto him. rhis notvithatandirig, by their defence thatM'cre 
iiUine apun the? bridge, he gut gruimJ on them so, that hr 
had lea-^tin? to cn3|]e into a litlcr grove of wodd^ which vox 
ujiibecrateil to the fitnes. Tliere \\t% servniitit PIiiltK^niLL^K 
slue him, and then s\nc him aelfe also^ and fell dead apon 
bim. Other wnte notwithatonding, that both the maistcT 
and »crvaunt vr^re overtaken, and tak<^n alive: and that bin 
servAunt did ttu Btraight iiiibraL-e h!b maiater that nonr of the 
enemies could strike him for all the blowea they S^ve, befiire 
he vaa alainc him 4clfc. So one of the raurtlcrers strake of 
Caiuii Gracchus head to carie to the Conaul. Hovbeit one 
of Upimivis frecdcA exiled Septimulcins, tooke the head from 
tlie «tber by the way, bicat^«^ proeiamaeion was made before 
thcY fought by trompct. that whosootr brought the bcaJes 
of Fulvius and C'aius, thpy should be payed the weight of 
them in gold. Wherefore thia Scptimulems caried Caiiu 
head upon the tt»ppe of hin fjpeure unto OptmiiiK: where- 
up^Kin the ftkaW being brought to wey it, it woa found that 
it wcyed ac^entcene |K>Liiide weight ajid two third jmrtvM of 
a pound, bicause SeptimuleiuK basidea the horrible murder 
he had committed, hud alsu hofpen it with this vilbtniet that 
be bad tivkc-n out bir brainc, and in Uew thereof bud filled 
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his BctiU vith lead. Now the oth«T also thAt brought FuMuh 
hcftdt bicMuc tikcy vcn poorc oncn. tbejr had notbtn^. The 
bodtiM of ^WMC two nirn, Ouiiv Gnvcoiu miuI Fulnvis, and 
of other thdr foltovcvi (whkh were to Xhtt ntunbor of tbnc 
thowHiicf thftt wpTP siftine) wrtie all thrawen into Oic river, 
thetr goods co&frAcntc, and their widowcs forbidden to moome 
fur Uuur di^ath. Furtht^naorv. the> tooke fn^iii LiL^mia 
wife, hcT Joynt«r : but yet they dt?It moK cruelly and beiitll 
wiUi the ytning lioy, Fulviiu aoDne: who hod neither lift 
his hand Oj^iuit thcuit nor wojt in Ui« fight amonj^ thoan' 
but only come to them tu lUAke peace brforr th<^ fouzht, 
whom they kept oa priumor, o&d after the batCdl ended, 
they pat mm to death. But yet that which movt of all 
other grieved the pwiple, was the temple of cono^rJrj the 
which Opimiud caiist'd to be built; for it appcorpd that he 
lx>n«Led, aiid in trioner triurnphHi, thjit he hod ftlaJDe so 
many dtixcn« of Borne. j\nd therefoa' there were that in 
the night wTQte tinder the inscnptiaD of thr trntplr tlit^e 
vefMs: 

A furitKU Hei and f\t\] of b«iuOy ih»n«, 

Thl* tennpU balk, that t)«Mf«tli t-onconleit itamd. 

This <>|>imiu3i wo* the first ruan at Home, that twiner 
Consul, usurped iJic obwlute power of the Dictator : and 
that without Law or justice condemned three thow^tand 
citixcna of itomet boMoes Fulvius Fhtccua. (who Eiad ulso 
bene Conitul^ itnd hftd received the honor of triiimphe] 
and CoiuH Graechu* o youni; man in like cvr, who in vertuc 
Rjid rvpiilAC'ion eLO^IW all tfie men o( hit yearefL lliia 
notwiUiGtandini;, coulde not keepc Upimiuft from thcvcric 
and ejLjrc:iim, For when he wo* snit Amhitwuhir nnLo 
Iui{urtho kin^ of Numidio, he wojk brilied with mouuy: and 
theMt}>un being Hceu4ed, he was mrr«t ^haniefully coiivictedt 
and condemned. Whercfotv he ended his davc* with thtt 
rcprooli and infamy^ hat«^l, oiul intjcked of all the people; 
btcaute at the time of the overthrow he delt boasllv with 
them thot fought for hi* quorrcLL But ^-hortlv after, it 
appeared to tlie world, how mueh thej- himentcil Uie lo^& 
of the two hn^Uiren of tiie Gntcchi, For they mode imogifS 
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and nUtud of Uicm, And ciiiiKd them to be act up id an 
op«ii and ho»ora1>l« place, con§ecratiDg the pTiu^K whrtv 
tncy had bene Aloine : oiid vatmy of them also uluic and 
oflVrtJ ta them, tit th*ir fint tVutes aud flowers, aci-ifnliti]^ 
to the tirae of the y<!re, and went thitfccr to make their 
prayerN on their Lnee»i, as untti Itie tcnipltn of the gn<Ls- 
I'heir mother Cornelia, as writers report, did bcorc this 
calamity with a noble hart: and as for the cliajjueht which 
they built and conficcratcd unto them in the place where 
thejr wen; tl&iiie, ^e ivtid no more, but. that the_y had such 
f^VKs, as they had de*«rved. Afterwardts ahe dwelt con- 
tinually by the mount uf Miai-he, tuid niver chaunged her 
majincr of life, ^hc had m;uiy frendi, and bicuune the nta 
a noble Ladie, and loved ever to xvckonit; airuun^r^ she 
kept a very ffxtd house, and thcr«for« had alwayes ^reat 
rep&ire unto her, of Gra?eian« and learned men: besides, 
there was uo Iting n«r Princ**, hiil both received giftes from 
her, and sent her againc. They that frei^ueutoJ her com- 
pany» delighted iriflr^elnusly to heare her report Ihi* de^lrs 
and maner of her fathtrs life, Scipio ^Vlrican ; but yet thcj 
wondred more, to hejire her U^ll uie actes and deatlt *»f her 
two sonnes, Tiberius and Caiua Gracchi, without slioadinf; 
tcare, or making any ^ew of lameutAcion or griefei no more 
then if the had told ar history unto them that hiul rcqueated 
ber. Iiwomiicli some wrlten* report, that age, or her great 
miifortuTiofl, had overconien and taken her reason and sencc 
from ber, to feele a7iy »orowe. But in decdc they were 
•enadeoe to eay so, not uiidentaudin^^ howe that to he 
Doblie borne, and vertuoiutlie brought up, doth make men 
tcmperatly to di&gest aorow, and that fortune ofteotimra 
overcomes vertue, which re^ardeth honcatic in all re- 
Hpeetes, but yet with any adversity she can not t&ke 
Away the t<-inpcraunce from IhciUt whereby 
they |>acient]y beure iU

FJnt, as touching; the two Gracchi : thdr 
cnciuic* that Tntni hated them, luid iFpokc 
tfir worit tbiy cuuld of thciu. coiila uoJ 
deny but that thc-y were tht K-st f^cvcn 
t^ Ti^ Lie, unci itAW4.>1l taught ftnd hnni^t 
iip> ft-i on)- ftomone^ thjxt were in their tunc- But yet it 
ji|)prArTth, tlial tuitiiiv had the upper bufid tif tliutn, in AgiH 
und CWnvoea* For they )ia\ing bcac very ill broujcbt upt 
l)i>t}i for learningniidgoo<;[ manners f"^ iM'k** whereof the old- 
est mm wciv almonC spoylcd : yet did they notwithxtAndiiwc 
mtikp Uicm tf lvt<i the ilnt masters /tnd irxittnplr n( »obnrtic« 
t^npen^uMce, ftrd ftimpliciti** of Hfe, Fiirthcnnore, the two 
lint hMiHj^ lived in tbat time, wbcri Itomc flori«hffd iDO«t 
ill honor und vertuoLiH dv«Ltree : they wcrv more tlien uham«d 
to fotaake the vcrtucs inherited fnjiu Uieir &uQc«&tcra. Thene 
two Iftj^t itlso bdng home of ffttht'i-n thAt hnd 4 eleAno con- 
traric diApo-iidou, imd Ending their contric altogether with- 
out any order, nnd infeeU»d with di'iwoKilo life: were not 
therefore any whit the more moved with desire to do wclh 
Fi^rthrrmofi-'j lh<- ^{mntenf pmiw ihcy gnve iitito the two 
GrruThi, wiw» Uieir abattiience and integntie from taking ni 
money nil the time they were in oAW, and delt in matters 
of Htate, ever Iteepiojc thdr handcs deone, and tooke not a 
|»«niit wronji^fully fnjm any m^n, WhL're Agixon thntbrr 
fride was offefided if any man praiwd him, for that be tooke 
nothing fnim an other m^n : Mcing that br dlMKihaeMied him 
sclfe of his owiic iroods, and eavc it to hiit citiKenf, whieh 
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(unountcd in i^a^iecoync to the vaJce tffALi hmiJiiri] t&limU. 
Whereby men mny stsely judge, bovt ^cvous a mac \\e 
Uiougbt it ta tdbe any thing wrciigfully from utiv mun: 
spein^ that he thought it a kmde of avarice, la^'fiilly to be 
richer then othera, Fxirthormorc, there wjl* mflrvcloua grcnt 
dilten^no? iu their alicriLCivtis, atid ivnuing of the «tiitL% wbicEi 
they did both preferrc. For the acl*» of the two Hodiiukt* 
were to Tnend high wnyr9, and it* n^ifie and n^plenish 
detayed townes: and the worthiest arte 'i^bcnu* d>d, wta 
the laife Ai^nriAt whieh he hn>iight in for dividing i>r the 
Jmida of th« flOQUnon wealth omonficni the poori' Oitr/ens. 
And the best actc his brother (>aiiu Jil«t i\k]j vvju-l Ihc 
tningliug of the ludges: addhii^ to the thu* hundri.'d 
Senators, three liurniieJ ituicuuie kuightea to be iiidifl'erent 
Iudge£ with them. Wherefi£ AgiK und Cleomcni^ in con- 
trury niaiiner wrre uf apiiiiuti, tliat to rrfonne viiial fniillj^ 
and to redresne th«m by litle luid litle, vfvi (as PEato »ayd) 
to cut of one of the liydrar* head», of the which catiic after- 
ward!^ fvveu in tlit- ]>ruoe: uiid tht^rtfore thtry tcoVif lApoii 
them a cJinunge and innovation, cwtx at once? to roote out 
&II the mischieff of their eontry, (or to speake more triiely* 
to lake Away the disorder which brought in all ticc and 
tnischid* to the conimon weallJi) and no lo reitore the eHie 
of Spartu agaiue to her former anneiL'Jit honoi-able CHtc^te. 
Nowe this may ho said againc; for the govymment of Ihp 
Gmechj : that the chiclcst men ol Koine were ever a^nnt 
their purpofie^. Where, tn that tluit Agip alteimited, and 
CleoncDc^ ended, they had the noblent |m>tind that coMJd 
be, and tJiat was Ihcauiicieut lawe^and orahuinceB of S|jntin, 
toue^iing temjienuie^ and K|ualitie: the Itrvt, iDatituted 
in old tjoie bv Lveur^a?^, the other eonllmiL'd by Apullo. 
Kurthcmnore, by the alteritcinn* of the iimt. Koine btvanie 
no p^cater then it wus before. Wliere, by tKat which 
Cleomenea did, all Gneee in short time ^awc that Sparta 
commaundcd alJ the rest of Fclopnnnejii»« and fought nt 
that time aflidit'Et tlioa^ that were of greate*t power in all 
Gtvce, for the aigntoric thereof. Whereby their ouely marltc 
and purpoBe waa, to Hd all (inrrr ftom thi* warrm of the 
Gauica ond liiyhanftt and to restore it a^nc to the honest 
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goTcrnn»cnt of Uie race tttd Itm of Hcrcolei* 'IVir dmtix«f 
me tliinko, doe rIkw gn^t dtffbnmor of tbelr congOB. Fto 
the Gncdii ftgfataag wilti their owdc Citucui, vert sIudt 
flying. Of Ump two aJao, Agii, Incaifw he vouM put never 
a Cltton to death, vu sU^iic m manner rdmibmlr: aaad 
Ci&yaxDia nii^viii^ mjurir ituodi; Id liut detatce^ tuid wbm 
he hjul no opoTtunitw to doe Itf h* ctowtly kiUed him selfe. 
Ax\d BO iiuj it br Mud on thothiT vidcf that Agts did uercr 
Any QobJc &ct« of A C&ptaim- or bouldier, btcAuw h^ was 
jtlAVrw before he could cuane to it- And for the rirtonc* of 
C]4.vinei>a on tholhcr tide, tony he oppqawi the fccdiiig of 
the valia of Cartho^ where Tiberius won \ht first nwin that 
lit th4^ AAMiilt got lip upon the vtdl, vrbsch tai: nn utruU 
cxploytf : and uie pe«ce vhich be mode olno at the sce|:e of 
Niun&ntta, vh«ri4iv )ir KAved tvenly Uio«iaukd fi^itJn^ men 
of the lionuinob, the which had do meAn«6 otherwbc to mve 
tJu-ir livi^- And (huh aho in tlie re\te uanc vwrtr, aI the 
aeege of NuDuultu^ and Aftenrmrds in SardiniA, did manpr 
ttvhiff futU--fi »f ivjimr: hj Lhat llirre » uu doubt, but if 
tbey bftd not t>eiie al^iiko fto toone as they wcrct they tniffht 
hare licjie compan'd with the eatctllenlcAt OptntE>r» that 
etH^r ver^ in Rome. Again, touchiiw their doiw in «^iviIL

wJM- hv fomr have gi-itteri Uu- upjier hande. Por it rit not 
the parte of a wi«e Fhisition, nor of a good governor of a 
oonmion we&lr to \nc the nrord^ but in great extraunttie, 
vherc there U no other helpc nor remedie : and there lMk«d 
judgement in tbeni lK>th, ^ul »toTfct of all in the ojie, for 
injury i* ever joyn^d with cru«Jtie- The Grawhi on thothor 
side, nether the one nor the other, begun to embrcw their 
bwiik ID the blood of their Citt^eiu. For it b reported. 
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that though they did hiiK Caiua, yet he wouH never defend TIBKRIITS 
him flclfc : and where it wa^ kDotren that ho was very vfklli&Qt AND CAIUS 
in battoll with hiii sword in his hund against the enennie« he GRACCHI 
»hcAvcd him sclfc as cold agmne in the iiprore against his ■*^'* 

Citizens. For he went out of his hoitfle imarnie^U »Jiii fled ,,, p/f. A^^ 
whca he aaw tbeni fight: being more circumspect not to doc ^^'^^i^SES 
hurt, then not to suStr luiy. Therefore they nrv nut to be 
thought coward* for their Hying, but rather mea fearcfull to 
offeaul any nian. For they were ilrivcii, HtJicr tu yiruld to 
them that followed them, or ds if they staytni, to ntnnde to 
their defeiKe^ Licauit they might ketpe tlitiii seKei from 
hurt And where they accuse I'ibvnua for the fault* he Tln« fiiiitt*n<nf 
^aaimitted, the gr^trat that ever he did. wu when he '"^^-^•'■ucthL 
deposed OelaTiuft his colleague from the iSibuneihip, antl 
that he him »elfe made sLite for the second. And aa for 
Cuius, they falsely acxruscil him far tiied<-ath uf Aotyl1iiEi4 the 
Sergeatmti. who in deede was hlayiie uiiknowcn to nim^ and 
to hi« CTeat (jrlefe. Wht^re cieumt!ii^ on Ihotfier side, 
although wc should forget the murder he cominitted upon 
the Ephures, yet he set «1avi^ at libvrtte, und ruled thL* 
kingdom in manner him uelfe alone: but yet for mannera 
take onely he Joyned his owne brother with him, which was 
<»f the Gejfe oame house. And when he hod peruwoded 
Anliidnmus, (who was next hdre to Uie kingdom of the 
otJier royall hotise) to be bold to retume home troni Mtiuena 
unto Spaiia: he fHufferetl him to be alayne, and bicauae lit^ 
did not revenge bis dealb, lie did con^rme their opinion that 
thought he WA* con*eiiting to his death. Lycurgus on tlie 
other KJde^ whoie example he did eounterfeate to foUow«, 
bicauve he did willmgly resignc the kingdom unto his

The which Ciecilitu litle tmdentanding, being ft man very 
nuhe in all hit doiDgt. bath unadviicdiy written ar^l set 
DcmMliivDM furl-h in |)Tinl, a crKn|HiriiKm of DetniHthpnes etoquitiee, with 
*****«d Cicorooa. Biit if it were an earie matter for cvcf>- man to 
know him fielfe, then the godden nerdetl have c^vcn iii ito 
oocnmAundement, nether could men have taid that Itcftne 
from beaten. Rut for my opinion, mr Ihink* fortune even 
from the bejpnnin^ hath framed in tnoner on^ self movid of 
Deaiio«tbcTic:« and Cicero, aiid liatli in Uicir uatures ractoiieil 
■i4Qy of their uualitiea one like to the other : a^ both of 
them to be ambttioun, both of thena to love the libertie of 
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their oontry, ^nd both of them very fcorcf^l in any d&angcr 
of warres. And likewise tJitir fortuneA Ht'tiie to me, to hp 
both much alike, for it ifi hurde to findc two Orator* 
ftgaiii«, that Tietitg ho iiieaneL^ borne ati they, have cx>iuen 
to be of so great power and autbontie M they two, nor 
that have dc&erved thr ll) will of kings aiid iiolile men »n 
itiuch t£ they have donVf nor thai Iiave loel their Daughters^ 
nor that have \wiK baiiikbed their coiitrita, artd that have 
bene restored a^^ainc with honnr, and that a^ine have tied, 
mid hfive bene bbkeci ikgaiiic, nor that h^ve ciidcd their Uves 
with t}Tt lil»ertie of their contry. So that it i» hard to he 
judged, whcthvr nature have mrde them Uktr in oianncrB, 
or ^rtuno in their doinjp, u; if th«y hud both hke eunnitif^ 
workemaisters atrivcd one with the other^ to wbomc ttxey 
should make them beat resemble. But fint of all we must 
wiile of the elder of them two. 

DeinoKthiMies thr rathM" of IhU Omtor Di-mo^thenM, wa* 
oa ThiJopompLiB writi^th, one of the cUiefe men of the citie, 
mid they called him Maehwroprpu!*, to wet<^, a maker of 
sworde blades bicAuse he had a gre&t shoppe vhcre he kept 
n immber ofslaveit to forge thrin. Bub touchnjt' J^sehynr'js 
Uie Orators report of \ii» mother, who saic] that ihc wa^ 
tile Daii^lkliT (*f one Geloii (thtit fleil from AlhetiH heeing 
nccuKd of tTL'ttaon) and of a barborou^ woman that wa« her 
mother: I am not able to my whether it }ie trn^ or devited 
of malice to doc him denpitu. Howsoever it waa^ it h tnie 
that hU father died, leaving him Aevtrri yeare olde, and iefl 
him rcft»onable wel : for hin good« cninc to title lesse then 
the vnlue of Hftccne bili^tiLi, Iluwlxdt hi->v gnrdtatu did hitn 
f;TeAt wTOD^: for they ^tole a f^nxl parte of his ^oodi 
them Aeive^ and did let tlje rent rimiic to naught, a« having 
Utie care of it, for they would rot pttv his tehoolemaiaterjt 
their wa^s. And this wae the cauK that he did not leame 
the liberal] »cienee8 which are usually taught unto honest 
mcii:! aonnes : cmd to further that want also, he was but a 
weakling, and very tender, and therefore his mother would 
not much let him goo to schoolt, netJicr his masters al»o 
dunst keepp him too hnrd to it, bieanse he wag but a nirfcly 
childc at the lirst, and very weakc. j\nd it is rqwrted oUo,

fichoUer«, which waa ten Minos : or rather for that he founde 
IsKUS majmer of apeecbe morv pi\vp{>rr for the anv of Oie 
eloqu«nc& he desired, bicause it wa* tnofo finer, and sutler. 
Vet Herntippii» writeth not wHhf bindings that he had red 
ccrta}'Me bookes^, haxnn^ no nftme of any author, which 
declared that Demosthenes had bene I'lfttoo* *n:holIer, and 
that hy h^iiring of htm, he learnpd to frame his pronundft- 
tion Rtxd eioqueTJce, And he writeth abo of one Ctesibius, 
who reporlcth that Demosthenes hnd seeretly redde I^ocrnt^i 
vorkcs of Rethoriekc, and also Alddamua booke«, by meaner 
of one CalTiaft Svracit.san, and othera. Wln-refore when he 
came out of his warde^hippo, he begat^ne to put hh gardiana 
in sute, find to write oratams and pW« a^in^t them : who 
in cotitraxy manner did ever n&e delayc* and i^xeiises, to lave 
them fteheh fn^»iu giving iin anj accoinpt unto him, of his 
goods and patrimonv left nixn< And thu£, followine tbia 
cxcrcw-* (as* llnicydidea writeth) it prospered so well with

Whereby perceiving how nauch the octiou (to 

wfitj thr comely mnntier and gesture in his omHon) doth 

give grace mid comUnes in his pleading : he thim thought it 

but n triffp, an^ aloKHt nothing to apeake of, to exercine to 

pleade well* unlcs thcrcwithall he doc alno ptudy to have a 

guud pnitiuneiation and gesture. TlwrFUp|Kiit In? built hJni 

m celler under the ground, the which waa whole even in my Dein»thcnci 

time, and he would daily gop downe into it» lo focion his '^l'*^- 

gcirture and pronunciation, and also to exerciw hifi voice, 

mid that with such earnest alTeeiioit, that oftentimes be 

would be there two or thrxv moiietheH one after nn other, 

and did ahave hin heoxle tif purpi>Hr, bicjuiw he durst not goe 

abroade in that Borte, although his will was ^ood. And vet 

he tooke bis tlicame aiid matter to declomc apon, and la 

Eractiae to pleode of the mattera he had had in hande 
efore, or ela upon ocea^iou of Mich taike oa he hod with 
them that came to see him, wJule he kept his house. For 
they were no sooner gone from him, but he went do»-ne into 
hi«j celler, nnd repeated from the first to the last all matter* 
that hftd passed betwcnehjmand hi^friendcain talkc together, 
and allen^ecf also both his owne and their auTiKwent. And if 
pcradventuTc he had bci^c at the heanng of any long matter, 
hr wotdd repcate it by hiai selfc ■ and would finely cowche 
and convey it into jiropper sentences, and tlms chaunge and 
alter every way any itintter thni he bad heard, or talktvl 
with others, Theiiof came the opinion men had of him, 
that be had no very iguicke enpacitie liy itature, and that hii 
eloquence woa not iiaturall, but artificially gotten with ex- 
treame labor. And for proofe hereofj they make th;« pro- 
bable reason, that they ne%^er fjiwe 1X-moitthme« moke any 
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oration on tW dudddn, and that ofUutvm^a whi-n he wqa 
nette io the asMrmblio, th^ people would caJI him by tiU 
ramc, to my his opiniaD touching the nutter of couiucll 
th«D in li&iul: howlietl OiMt he iiertrr n>4« upt^ri Uivtr call, 
unlcA be liad fir«t etudiod tlic m&ttcr well bo vauld apc4Lkc 
n£ So that all the othi-r Onttoni Wduld nrnuy time* give 
hiiD a tawtit« for it : a^ Pylhcoa lunonx otltfri that tawBt- 
ing Ikim ou a tynie, UdcJe lilm, biB rtAhOiui Ha>el1t-s] of IW 
lunpc. Yea, vcplyed Dcmoeth^t^i »hAq>ly agaipc: to u 
tbcrc great JiSi^itnLce, Pj tlu^ju, bctwiit Uiy labor oiid mjue 
bjr laiupeli^ht. And Uim telfe alto ApoakinK to others, 
did not altogi^tlicT daty it, but told thfra plaiiLly, that 
he (lid aot iilwni^ writo at l^rifrth all thut hv would tnpeakc, 
iicthiT did he also oj&r to aponkc, before he hod made 
bri^M of that h^ would speaker U^ sayd finlh^nnoret 
that it WM n token the man loved the people well* that 
he would \iv carpfulJ bt-fonr what hi- wt>uld say ta Lhciu- 
For Lhia prcprativi- (quoth ho) doth «hc»c that ho doth 
honor ana rrveivnoo thein, In c*jntrafy maniK-r aiw, h^ 
that iHisnc^th not how the ooople tako his \rord--i, it is a 
phuru< token that hi? dnpiiu^Ui theJr uuthorltie, aJid that hf 
Wkoth no jfood wiU (if he couid) to use force aj^ainet thcfUt 
mthor t'lw) rt'a*on and ptTuwwion, But yet furthiT to 
cnlarf^ the proofed, that Demos theiioft hixd no hart to muLe 
auy oration on tlie audddn, Ihty dot aUea^^o iXi'trt i-eaaun : 
that Demadcfi many tim*** roue upon the scnUine to maiti- 
tc%'ne Dcmojithent?! rc-Ju>oriif whi-n thr p<-ople utliertvhile did 
rejL<ct him : and tlial IX^oudtbeiies on tlLothiT ^idv did never 
riw to make Domadcs wordi j^ood, whiUi he had «pokoii in 
hitf bohnlfc But now might a man mk« againe : If tX*aioc- 
ihentftt wa0 no timeroua to >|>eako before the people upon 
thp sodftine: what ment /Kschint"* then tn wiy, that he wa^ 
marvelous hoid in hi* words? And how chnunecth it, that 
he rt<lnj{ Lipou the MMJaintr, did Tuvst-iitly aijn^wt^r the Orator 
I'ython Bizanttne in the licld, tnat was very luaty in Bpeoeb* 
(ai^d mii^rli likr a vrhi^ment nnining strrjunL*) against the 
AtJi<mi£UU? And how cbaunued it that Lamocbus AtymD- 
rniau, liaviutf madv an oration in the pr^nt' of rhilip juid 
Alexander, kinin of Moecdon, in the whieh he iipake all the 
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ill he couJd of the Thcbaosr ^^^ ^^ t^^ OlynUiiane, and whcm 

he hftd red and jjroDowDcnJ it iu tJie open ttbafuiblv of the 

Olympiiin j^aincs: Demosthenes apon tHe instuit rutin^ tip 

on tus fetrtct declared^ A9 if he liful red some Iiiatiinc^ and 

poynte^I as it were with hi* fiu^r iinto atl the whole 

oAemnbly, the notuble grcnt acnicc end worthy decdea the 

wblcli the Chiilcidiiuifc hud done in forn>er dnjc*s, for the 

boDciit atid honor of Gnecc. And iti tontmnr m&ner alBO» 

whut mischief and ineonvEnieiice cudc by incnnefi of th? 

fl&ttcrers, timt altogether cave them selves to curry favor 

with the MAeeduniaiiFi F With theso and ttuAi like peniwu- 

idont, Dcmoathenca mode such sturre amongeat the |KK>plc, 

l.hjit tile Omior lAinuihiiN being aiTmid of Uie MHlpiiiii* 

uprore, did aeerctly oouvuy him »elfe out of the awk-mbly. {^^^^Z 

Htil yet to tdJ you what I iliiiike, Demo»theiieft in my 

opinion fodonin^ him eelfe eren from the bc^iiuifnj^, to 

fvllowc Pender i^eppea and example, he thought Uuit for 

other qualities he iiad, they were not bo reqiUBite for him^ 

wid that he would c<ninterfeatc his grovilic and sober 

cotinteniinee, and tti be wi£e, not to spedtke over lif^htly 

to every matter at all odventurea : judging, that by that 

manner of wi§edoin he enme to be great. And like an he 

would not let alippe any good occasion to speake, where it 

miffht be for his credits ao would he iw>t likewise over 

rarely boMrd hi» credit GiX\d ixputacion to the mercy of 

fortune. And to prove this true^ the orations which hr 

made Lippon the hodaint: without prcmedit>icioi] bcfprc, dut^ 

nhewe more t>oUliiea and coura^, then those whieh lie had 

written, and studied long before: if we may beleevc the 

reportii of Eratiwthenes, UemetriuK PhaleriBn, and of the 

otJiLT eomiciaU f oct^. For Eratosthenes sayd, tJmt he woold 

be often earitd away with dtoller and furie. Demetrius also 

Rftvth, that speaking on<* davt* to the people, ht? nware a C^t 

oUiE! tn rymr, fu if \w luid bciu.- |>au»wtl with EMjme divine 

spirit, and sayd, 

Ry «« juid UnA, hy rivcm, ipHnfte*, and PoodH. 

There are also ccrtAine eomicall Poeb that doe call bim 

RopoixTperethra, aa who would say, a gzvat bAbbler that 
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XcakcUi oU thinffcti tbat ccmmoth to bw tovt^^uw cndo. 
niithiT fnock^ nim for too aiucb afTcxTting ft fi^uiv 
lUthoricke ciUlcdi Atitithcton: which if, oppomcion, wil 
Miyiiig, *Sic rcmiit Aiciit trp)V(whidi sd^ificui, lU-Uwkeil 
ttfl he foLUid itj In the UBO of llu« ti^ure Demoethena 
much pleawd liitit sclfc, unles the poet AiitiphaDcs ^pctLkcth 
it of pUfis^in*, dcriiiing tli« counnel he ffAvv the people, not 
t<> iaic LTie Ite of Htiluiiuui uf king l^hiUp, u ut ^ift ; but 
to peceiT*? it a? Ihcir owne rcstorva. And yrt pvory body 
did gniunti that Dvmad<-« of hiji ownc nnbJnkll wit, without 
jLrt(<, vtns iiivinciblLv und that majiy titcm j»p«&kuig upon 
the Bodiunc, ht did utterly overthrow Dcmoathaics long 
Btiidipd rvfwonR, And Arirto. of thp lie nf Chio, hiilh writ- 
tt^n Throphniiitia jiidgc^mont of the Ornton ot' that tixnei 
Who bcin^ nski-d wimt innnt^r of Ornbor he? tlluuttht Deniua* 
thciieB: he aiinswiiTcd, Worthy of this dUt-\ Thca n&^in, 
how \u* thnught of Dt^modt^. : Alwur Ihifi citi*', snid he. 
The «inc rhiiodopher wnti^lh *ibt», that I'olyvuctuH Sphet- 
tin-ii, (uQi- iif tlioie tiint proclised^t tliitt Lime iti the cuiumutj 
wealth) f^vc thU Bciitifoce: tlut Oeino»theiaca in docde wu 
a pn^t Orfttor, but i*hodona tongui; had n sharpiT urder- 
«tAJiding, bicuuFc in fcwi^ wordes^ he comprehcndtKl much 
mjxttrr. And U* tltis piit}>ost, Ihcy aav tlint DuEinsitlii-iieii 
him bvlfi? >(&id alao, that ju oft ai« he saw Fhoetoa |^t up into 
the pulpit for orations to spcdke a^otMat him, he «sa wout 
bo wxy to hiK friondfi : Sec, the axe of my words meth. And 
vet tt in hnrd to jutlge, whether he hpake UmL in nspect of 
nis ton^c, or rather for the ^atlmaeion he ha^t gotten, 
bicau^c of hi* great wiftedocne: thlnkitig (as in deoae it ia 
true) thnt one word only, the twinckling of nti *ye, or a nod 
of hin head of Mich a man (that through his worthinett \s 
attained to that credit) hath more foree to penwode, then 
all the tine rctuoii« and devisca of Itethorickc. Bat now for 
hiHi hodily defccti of nature, Demetriut Phalerian writeth, 
timt he heard Dcmo-ithenes him selfc 9>ay, being very olde, 
that h^ did heipe them by these meanest Firsts tociching 
the stammering of his tongue, whieh was very fati and made 
hiiu t.hfit hi- riiuld not pronounce nil liyllabW* dii^nrtly - be 
did helpe it by putting of litic pybbic >toDC* into hit mouth. 
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vhicb fie founJ upon the sands by the rivers ejde, and id UKM0S> 
pTonouncctl with open moath tli« or&tions ho had without TliKSSS 
txwke. And for nta smcd tuid soft voice, he mside that 
lowdcr, bv ninning up stccpc and high hilK uttering even 
with full iiiTtttb M>[iie oraticns or vrraeH that he hiid without 
booke< And further it ia reported of him, that hu had a 
f^reat looking glaasi.' in hti huuse, ami over siHnding on his 
fectc before it, he would Icamc and exercise him selfe to 
pronounce his omtionN. For proofe hereof it is reported, 
that there came a man unto hiiu on a time, and prayed bis 
hL^lpe In defend hh cause, and tolde him that one bad 
beaten htm i and that Demonthene^ sayd as^ayne unto him, 
I doe not beWve this is true thou ttllest me, for surely tlie 
other did never Ideate the«. The pUyntif th^ thrustin;; 
out his voycealowde, sayde: What, hath he not beaten mcP 
Ves, in d«ede, quoUi Demosthenes Uien: 1 beleev« it now, 
for I heare the voyce of a man that was beaten lu de«de. 
Thus be thought, that the sound of the voyce, the pranun- 
cidtion or gesture in one sort or other, were tMnges of force 
to hdeere or discredit that a man nayth. His countenauuce 
when he pleaded before the people^ did merMiilously please 
the common sorte : bat the noble men, and men of under- 
standing, found it too boAc and meane, a^ Demetrius Pha- 
lerius «Ayde, amonge other*. And Hermippua writeth, that 
one called y&ion, ueeing a^kcd of the auncient Oratc^ns and 
of those of hU tyme, aimnwenxi ' That ('very man that hfld 
scene them, would have wondred with what honor, rcvcr- 
eiiee, nnil modntie, they spake unto tlie fV-ople ^ howheit 
that UecDOftthcncB orations (whoftoever red them) were too 
artifleiall and vehement. And therefore we may easily judge^ 
that the oration* Demosthenes wrote are very Bev^erc and 
iharpe- Thi* notwiUMtanditig, olherwlule lie would give 
many pleasant and witty aunswere apon the aodain. As D«motttli«aM 
when DemiiiJea one Hay wtyd unto him, Demo^thenia will ">Hya"**WT«, 
teach me : after the common proverbt, Th*> kowc will teach 
Minerva, He aimswered rtiaight ag&iue; Tliia Minerva 
not Itm^ since, waa m CoIlvtuB streete, taken in adult«rie. 
A certein theefc aI*o caUcd Chalcu* (aa much to aay, 
ajt of copper) stepping forth to saye somewhat of Demos- 
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theno \nXt fttdng up ft ni|fHU, ftnd thnt li« wroC« ftnd 
sUuUed tJifi ouMt part uf the mj^bt l>y lunpc light : In ilrcde, 
quoth DcmofUintM, I knf^w it j^Hp^c* thee to wv my Umpe 
barDc aII night Attd tlicrj-foru, you, my 1-ord* of Ath«%^ 
mc UiJaktA yotx ilimild iiul wonder to m^ aucti rubWriM ii 
your citiCt cotuidcrini; irc h^vc tbccvos of copper, and the 
wdlefi of oiir houtVE Im' but of rlnvr. We mulci tvH yoM of 
divcn others of hi:* Jikc wittic; and pUoouit auistwvrs but 
thet« tiiAy Hulf^ce for thiv prn^ot : And thenrforf we viU 
prooccdc to ooneidcr further of hi« nature luid condition*; 
by bin jurloiAnil 4ji*rJ<5* in the jiflnir*'** (if t-hr cmnnum vtcnXih. 
Now DdTtusth^nn ^ntt bt^iiiiLiiijr wht'U h« cun« tu d^al« in 
iJu- uilkina uif ILl- itALe^ was in thv Uiuc of Um' yifanx- made; 
nith the rhoci&ns, m hint seJfe reportc-tli : and lu appcarcth 
farthirr in his omLion^ whicb hi; nnulc agiuiiivt PbiUp : of Uie 
which, the laat vpore made aA«r the wane was endtfd> and 
the ^r>t (loc touch hIko »onie paiticntcr doinga of the MUnc 
He nioijtr the umttuD u^iiruit IMiJtcLt. whun h* waa bat 
ycoic old, and wax uf small couuttiuincc and rcp u tndop i&l 
tlie common wealth: the want whereof was tne chiefp«t 
cAMiic (m 1 thinkc) that induced him to take money for the 
injury hi- hiu) duEit- him, and to let bU action fall jigainiit| 
him.

BnL Lnowing that it w&i no «uiall entorpriac, nor that 
couU take dfcct by a man of so Bmall pawcr And authontie 
a^ hEm »e\(ct to ovL-rti^ruw ii man so woatthyi so l>ofriend«d, 
and so doqucDt as Midiiu : he Uicrforc yddct) him M:Ifc unto 
thtHTt that (iid i^|K*Akk* and Tntr^ato for htm. Ntther do I 
thbik UiM the three tho\»mnd Drachmae which he rcccivti 
could bftve bndvItH) Uie bill.fni™ of hi* naliin% if ollierwi**' 
he had iccnc any hope or Ukclihood that ho could have prc- 
DcmntlisuH, vailed ngoiiut him- Now at hia Ant c<iiitmin^ unto the 
»a enmny to common wealth, takioff a noble matter in hand to «pcak 
again^ft rhilip, for Uie defence and nialnli^iuujce of the kwca 
and libertiec of the* GrfectaiiR, wherein lie handled htm nelf 
AO worthely: that in nburt H^ince he wannc him mancluni 
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frunc for fais great cloquoncc fUid plainc iniiimcr of apccch. 
Thcrvby he *bs irrMrvplnutily hnnnml nUn thniiigh nil Gnrcv, 
and grvAtly esteemed with the king of i'crsui: And fhibp 
tiioi wif n\aAe niorf &4x;oiiipt of liJiik, then tif nil th^.' Oniton 
in Ath^A, and his greatest foes which were moat n^iuFt 
him, wt'rc driven tn roEtfnur thnt thry hiul to doi' wil}i 
a famouB mot). For, in the orations which JEmWoxo^ tnd 
llyptridca inadfl to acciue hiin, they vrritc thus of him. 
And therefore I morvcU what Tht^nKiinpiu ncnt, when he 
wrote thiit DenioftLheiica hod ttnuUell, izneunNtant mind, and 
could not long continue with one kind of m«n, nor in one 
mind for matten of irtAtc For in contmry majser, in my 
ju(h^EiuiDt, he continued ooiistant UiJI to the ttid, in one 
9ej£ m&ncT and onier, unto thf; whidi he hud betakcu him 
M^if at thi> bi^iuiing: nnd that not only hr n^^ver chiuingi^d 
ail hi» life time, but to the contrary he lost hit life, bicou^e he 
would he no chaunj^eling. Pur he did not like Ot^ntad*:^ whu 
to eXGTUac \am e^lf for tluit he had oft turned eoatc in mattcm 
of guvcmmeiil, udd, that he wrnt oflentliti^ n|^iiiat hi* own 
EiayinKs, as matters fcl out: hut never a^nat tlic benefit 
of tfie cummnn wealth. And MeJanopus alEO, who was ever 
a^nst CaJJistratue, having hia mouth stopped numy times 
with money, he would up to the pulpit for nratioiiK, and t<^l 
the people,' that in d^vde CalliAtratuft, which mainteineth the 
contrary ophiiuu agaiiutt me, is mine eueuiy, and yet I ytJd 
Ltnto him for this tint*' for, the hcnrtit of the common 
wealth muit cary it. And another aim, Nieodcmua Mea- 
nenian, who being tirst of Cassand«rs «idc, toke part af^er- 
ward* with Dcmctriu4» and then aaid, that he did not tpeakc 
agninsct him wife, but that it wait meete be hhould oln-y hi% 
fliipcriora. Tbey can not detect DcmoBthenea with the like, 
thnt he did evi?r hnlt or yeld, dlher in word or deed : for 
he ever continued Jirmc and e<instant m one mind in hii 
orationsL IriHOtiiuch tltat Pametius the Philcv^ipher nayth, 
that the moat part of ail hi& orotions are grounded upon 
this moxiine nud prirLciple : that for it teTfe, nothing 15 bi he 
taken or aeoeptedf but that which la honest A», tlie oration 
of the crowne, the which be madi; a^inst Aii^tooHtea ; that 
alvo which hc^ made for the franehes bod fnvdom : and in 
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fint, oXi htft onitioiis a^iwt Philip of MAc«don. And in tdl 
thu^e he dot)) not pcnwadc h;« contrj men to talc that 
frhicb U moft pLcuuit, euaeet, or mo^t profitAbk : but ho 
pTDTcth that oflentimca tionettie is t€ be |>rcf«TTi*d ahore 
trnfetit or health. So that, had he in M hi« oratiotiA aiul 
doings, joyned lo hir» honcttic* curtraic, lUiH frAiwkc ^pccchc, 
vnlltAOtiici in w«nv*, and cl^aiie lnLttdi froui briberj*'; he* 
mic^ht dtHCr»cdl> have bciw compan^d, not vrilh Myi\jcle», 
PolTeiictuB, Hyperide* and «ich oth<^r Omtom: but evm 
nitn the hiffbcst, with CtoioiitThucydidc*, and PcricLctt. For 
PhocioTi, whcf t(M>te the wo»t vuy hi gi>v4^nifneiAt of the 
common w<«ith, bicauK he wsa suspected that he tookc port 
with till- M«v\I<)niftt]v : yrt for Tidliiuitncftj wtH-iium nnd 
jiutice. he Vfojt ci vr thoujcht a» honect a maiu oa £phialtv«, 
and Arifttjdes. But 1>emi>Htlienfi4 on thotber mHc (>t8 D^ 
mrtrius jmyth) voji no mim to trust to for wiijT«ft, nether 
lioil be any power to refute gifts and bribes. For, though 
he would never be eomipted with Philip king of MacedoDf 
yet he wqa bribed with gold acd silver tliat was brought 
from the cities of Susa an<l EchfttanA, and was very rvady 
to gtruine atid cxxuuii^nd Llit^ dtr^]c» of their auiic^ritor?, but 
Dot to follow them. l>uely, yet was he the bcmcAteA man 
of ftll otbcT Oraton in hi« time, excepting Phocion. And 
bc^dctt, he did ever Kpeake more boldcly and plaindy to the 
people then any man eb, and would openly contrarv their 
mindei, and sliarpely rq)n>vp the AlheniAn*i?ortheir laultes, 
as apTKOrcth hy hm oratioiiJi. I'heopompuA alvo vrritcth, 
that the |vrop1e 4jii a lime would have hiul liini tf> tti^cuu- a 
man* whome they would iieedes liave condemned. But he 
rpfiiAing to Hon it, tb(* |MHiplr wn- olFemieH^ nnd Hid mutine 
pfiuiwt him. Tbereuppon he ritdnK up, >ayd opi^nty imtd 
tbeiii : My Ltjrtlt* Atzit^iimm, I will alway^a couiiaell ye ti» 
that whicti J thitike be«t for the benefit of the eommou 
wc&lth, (iltliough it lie 'tgniiuit your iniiu)e?i: but faLiely to 
aceuae one, to latialk your minds, tboui^h you eommuund 
me, 1 wil not do it. Furtbeniioi^, that which hi- did dpduftt 
Antiphon, shewetb plainly, timt he »iu no people pleawTf 
and that be did leane more unto the autboritic of the Senate; 
For when Antiphon was quit by the people id ftn <Ui«n)blie 
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of the cilie; PemiMtheiiee notwitbstaniliDg tooke HUbj atid DEMOS- 
callod him ftgaiiie iDti> thcCourt of itic Areopo^UrA, aiid did THENE5 
not posse upon the peoples ill will, but there convinced him 
fur pruniiAiiig Philip cf Miuxdoa to buntc the orAcnall of 
AtheoH: so by sentence of that court he was condemned, 
luid auflVed for it» He did nlso occum the Nunne Thcoridc* 
for many lewd pftrti oommittL-d, lUid rLmongr^t otlietx, for 
tJiAt she tAught sIavca to deceive Uietr mauters: and po fol- 
lowing the matter Against her to death, she was condemned, 
nod dicnited. It is thought alM», that he mode the oration DcnHthcuu 
ApollodoniK Hpaktr agmciHt Ihe Prwlor Timotheus, aiid proved **^''?°'' 
thereby Uiat he vi&s a dellcr to the common wcaIUi, md %o ^J°l,*i^^ 
a naughty n;an - and timt he wrote those aPAHan» aJko inti- ivbidi finite 
tulvd unto Fomiio &nd ^tcoliEums, fur the which he van 
jiutly reproved. For Fomiio pleaded ligaiiint A|iolljuduruH 
with tho omtion which Dcmoethencs beUb had mode for 
him : whidi w^ rven olik^ as if out of one selfc! ctittcm 
ihoppe, he had solde luu enemiv^ sworda one to kil anolhtr. 
Aim fur his kjiov%en orsLLioiis, those which he tutuli.' u^^aijist 
Audrotion, Tiniocratc^ and Aristocrates : he canned thoQ 
to give tlLem unto othera, when he had not yet dcit in 
matters of ttate. For in deede whea he did put them f^rtb, 
he was not puaiiig wvco or dght and twenty ycarc oJde. 
The oration which he made n^nst Anstogiton, and tht< 
other al«o of Uhertie. against Ctciippu?i the ponnc of Oihrimt. 
he spake Uiem, ai he uiith him «elfe, (or a& othen write) 
opciuy unto the people, bicAu^c he intended to mary Chab' 
rias mother. Howlwit he did not, but niarictl n Samian 
wumnc, a.1 Dcmctriua Magne^iua writctli in hia bookc he 
made intituled Srfnon^fna^ and in that he wrote against

by that the one and the other lutve s^yd in their oralioru 
acftinflt the erownef in the whlch^ neth^ th^ one nor tbo 
other doc »ay preci«t]y, that this accuivition proceeded 
to judgement. Hut let other that lytt dedde tni* dottbL 
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Now lidtirr the warre bc^^iie, it wan cvuIi-dL enough, to 
wliich parte Doniofithencis would incLiw id the oommon 
wnitth : for, hi* iToiild r<-TCT Icnvc to rqirovt* juid witlutAnd 
Philijtpcv cioinf^ Thcivfore ha twiajt marv upokm of in 
Pl;ili[>lj(a Court, tlktni any man eU, lie was anit unto him 
tho t»nth potBon wjib nyn* othera in ftml>fliMni«, PhiLippo 
gave them all audience tmc aflcr an other ; howbeit he woa 
moro carefull and circLimsp«ct to ELUtisner DemoftheocA 
oration, thcii all tJie rcat. But othcrviac out of that plotcc, 
he did not D^^mrHthcnrt m> much Tionor, nor gavi?! him «» 
^od cnltrtainmcnl* OB lo his oUi^r comiJitmon*. F(>r Fbilip 
iih^w^ marp kindnes, rtiid ^vp hrtlt^r r^iintpnancr iintn 
^GMbiiien, and rb]l[x:rnt<?i, then unto htm« VVhcrcibrt t-Hcn 
they did highly iirrLUa? Pliiljji, ontl nayil thnt W wa» a well 

rKOD Prince, a fayo' man, and would drinkc freely, oad bo 
iMint in cHRipany : IXimMdlicnm NUiylfd at it, aiul tumrd 
all thoi« thiii^vK to the norat, sayiii^. Umt those i{ualitb» 
wen.' uutluii^ i^ummt^idaljli; itui iiie^t^ fi>r a kliJ^- Fur, tlie 
firzit wa£ a qtialitie rnp^t^ for a pleader, the awond for 4 
woman, and the third for a sponge, lu finr, wam^ faOin^ 
out betwenA tiicm, because Pliilip o( tbi* one aidi' cuuld not 
live in peace» and Uie AUic^aians en the otber aide nm 
Btil tncrnRCHJ and ctirrrd iip by Demc^hfTips daily omtion«. 
WhcreujHnr, the Athrtiianei fimt lent into the IJe of £uhcra» 
(the which by meaneii of oertaine private tyrannt^ that liad 
taken the tov^nc4> became subject a^^ine unto i'bihp) fv>IIow- 
ing a dnriH* nmicBtlu-iiei had pnienvd, and «> vent to 
expulK' the Muctcioniaiu a^aiuc After that al^ he eatued 
them to «end ayde unto the UiKOFitineSi and unti> the Penu- 
thian?!, vnxh whom t'hilip mcule warrc. For he no ppr^nFoded 
thi* Atht!>iiaiiK, Uint Ik- itiadL' tbeni forget the malice ihey 
did beware unto those two n&tioiu, aod the faults whkh cather 
oriHtth ttu d1.i<^i4 hnd tiommittcd ogninait them m tlw warns 
touching llji." rdvUion af their eoiifederiitA : and he caused 
thetu to seud thcru aydir« which kept thcia Srom Philipi furtc 
and power. Furthermore, filing oftcrmdi* imto oil the 
gTvnt citiesi of Gnrcc u AmbaMdor, he^id 9Q oolkitc and 
pefKwad^ th«m, that he broufjht them all In manner to be 
agaioat Fhilip. So that the army which their trib« sbould 
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find ai their common charge, vm fiftccne thowaand foote* 
men, all stmirngt^r^ and two tbo^'xand horsemen, Widc« the 
Citudui of cveiy dtic which should also serve in the warreii 
At their charged and the money leavied for the mftinlenanc« 
of this wttrrc, wuJj very *ril[ing!_v disbursed- Theophmstii* 
wriLt-th, iIlmI it u^ At thut t^iiie tlieir confederate did pn^y 
that tiicy woidd set downc a ccrtalne siiinmc of mone^t 
whith a^vrry citir* j&houtdc pnye : ami thut Crohytus an Orator 
Khoolde mnke aunrfwcr, that the warre hiid no ccrtAinc 
mninlenaiiro : infiTring that the chargeft *jf urarn* whu 
infinite; Now all Grtece bein^ in Anne^i, Attending* what 
hhuuld liApprn, and fdl ihew^ pt^ple nm! citi^■^ h<.'Sng iini(9 
in one Wo^ue together: ^, the Euboeians, the Athenians, 
the CorinthiAns, the Me^rianst the LeucAdiAn^, and tlit? 
CoTcyri»iAn« : the ^reatc«t matter Demo«thenes hnd to do, 
waa to pemrade the Hiehaos alw> to enter into Uiik Icnpic, 
WcAiwe their eontry oonfin^ und border^ with Attica: 
buidtt, their force rmd power vaa of greftt importAnce, for 
that they caried the fame of all Gm'Oi^ at that time, for the 
valiiaiiteal souldiern. But it wa* no trifling matter to winnc 
the ThebRna, and to make them bretke with Philip, who 
but lately before had bound them unto him by many ^cat 

EileAJbiin?!^ whieti be had donr^ to them^ in t}ie warre of the 
'hociAna: besides nl«o that betwist Athens and Thcl>eA, by 
rrajton of vicinities there fell out duOy qimrelU and dehat^^, 
the wljich with every lille thinf^ were soone rcnued. This 
notvithslAndiug^ l'hilt|)j)e lH.-ins prowdr of the vicliirit' he 
had wonne by the eitie of Amphiise, when he came and in* 
vaJcd the crntiy of EIaIiu, and uiui entred into rhoeide: 
th& Athenians were then bo amasi^d with it, that no man 
durst occupie the pulptl for crAtioit«» neither could they tell 
what wav to take. Thus the whole asGenihlie standing in ft 
doubt With great silence, Demosthenes onely stept up, and 
did agayne give thera coun*ell to aeeke to make league and 
alliance with the Thebana : and so did further encoura^ tlie 
people, and put them in gotjd hope, br he was alwnyes wont 
to doc. Then with otiiera he was sent Ambaasfldor unto 
Thebes: and P1ti1]p|)e alM> for hh parte, sent AmlusHndorn 
unto the TlicibAUn, Amyntiui And Clearchus, two gentlemen 
fi:FP ft97 
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Miioodoniaiut, ivad with tbcm, Dftochus, TtionaliHf and Thn- 
8vd»ua, to Auomr and nithfitoniiv thp jMTMTaMOTks i^f the 
AthraiiAn Ambundofv. Themippon ihe Thobani l>c|rjuii]c 
to mJvi»: them tt\t/at for th« l>dtv and la;ird bcrt>nf Uidr uves 
the mbenble frutec &tid colAtnittcfl of warre, their wouD<fo« 
bdnj^ yet grccDc and uikuti^, which lh?y gottc by the 
warrw of iHiocidc. Notwithttmiding, the gt*at ft>ri!e of 
DoDKMtliL-Eitfl eloquence (aa TlieopoiapiKi writcth) did to in- 
flame tlipThpTiPXiiH pnurn^ with a^ro cif honnr, thnt it tnvl* 
undc^r their fcctc all maTmer of coaiiiirruU»n-n, nnd did no 
nivbhe theiu with tlit l^vt^ ^iid tWiv uf hoiievtit^ : ttiat thvy 
out at their hcclcs^ all fearc of dajngirr, ali remembrance of 
plrMxim Tvcvivi-d, luid ftll neuron |«.-rinrftding \hv ointrury. 
ITib aete of an Orator wna of na (fpfiat fi>rcc. Uiat l*hiUppe 
fiirtliwith wnt Aittha^Aadora unto the tirarians to intrrate 
for |wac3(!,iuid all Gnccc wju uptx-, to sccwhnt would hocome 
uf thif* !iturrc_ niUR, iwiL onm tlif r^fibunra «r Athrtu 
ob^vi>d Di>aio«thon88, doin;; nil that he commauDdcd them: 
btiL thr ^Tcniurs alKi of Thebes, aiid vt all the conUy of 
Ba.M>tia bctjdn. Atid the ttiOKmblK* alto of th* eourfcU 
of Thcbca were a.*i wirll covt?rnn! hy liini, tui thv aMcmhlieii 
of Atlinit, bcinjT nlikc beloved both of the one and tite 
other, and having; a like ^othoritic to commaimd both, and 
not iinde*>rvedl\% a* Theojuimpui *aytl>, but bv junt dcucrt. 
Uut aomc Catall doaliiiie, and tlio revolucion ti{ timers bed 
di'Irrmincd tlic thmll code of the lihcrtie of Gnrce at that 
time, deone contxarf to bin purpose and intent There 
vrere nlso niajiy celewtiall Hf^ncri tbut did forpiJi&nre ttXid 
pmgnoaticnte vfiAt onde should i.'nrtiii^ thereof. And amon|te 
trtJiem, Apoljorn Nuune gave these clreAdfiil orarlcs : and thia 
olde prophocit; of tht Sibils was commt^nly M>ng in cverj 
lH>die» mouth:

Men do report that thU Thermodon ia a litlc riirr of oar 
eonlrv of CiueroiKNi, the which falb^ into the ri*-er of

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Cephisua : ho^b^t at this present time Uicrc i« never & 
river nor brook iu all our vonlry, thai 1 know, cbJW 
ITieniioJoii, And I thinkc, that that river wlutU we a%\\ 
now Uiipnion, was in eld tini^ Thcnnodon : for it ninneth 
by the tetnpb of Hercules where the GncctAnn Iav in campc. 
And it iHRv W, that hiuLUM? it was filled wjth deat] bodies, 
Auci thfkt it rfLDiic bloud at \li^ d&y of tlit- battel, it chaungud 
iicr FLiLtne, jind was ^uroamed Hui'inoii, hicaase Htrmti in the 
Grvekc ti^nguc, sigiiiHcth bloud. Yet Duria rt-nteth notwith- 
Htandin^, that thiTiTh(.-rmoduii was no river, but thai evrtatne 
men setting up their teot^ and trenehing it aboutt fouod a 
liUe image of stcme, wbereuppon were engraven tlief« letters, 
whereby it appeareth that it was a man colbd Thermodon, 
wlm caned aci Amazon h^rt lo IiIh armvsT and Lhat for thiA 
itnjLge of Thcrniodon, they doo aing Ruch another oldo oracle 
ua this :

Btit DeniokitheTie* tnisting to the Vftllfnjitnp* 

and power of the Gnecij\a% and being iBArvelously ineoroged 

lo !i;ee «urli a Drreat number of vailiaiit and refloliilL' men, m> 

nilliti^ to Ggnt »ith the eacniy; he bud them be of jfood 

coragr, nrtd not to husse alxiut 4uch oracles, and tci give 

^at to tbofic pronheeieE. And furthermore, he told tticm 

|)btiidy. Lhat hv did miaLruAt the Nimiie f'ythia did \\^m\v 

unto Philip, a^ favoring him, aiid did put the Thcbnne in 

mind of tlu'ir rJi|*Uine Foaniinonda*, and the Athenianii of 

Periel«. and pcn^oded thenif that thoee two fantoui men 

werv nlwaiea of opinion, that such prophecies were no utlier, 

bnt ft fine doke for cowarda, and that tftkiog no hwde to 

them, the)- did diepatdi their matters according to their owne 

diiMTretion. Untd this present lime, Demqitheuo showed 

him selfe altt-rde» aji honest majj ; but when it eame to Uie Dpm<wll«nti 

Imtti*!, he fled like a coward, and did no valliant aete any J^^J^L 

thing aunswetablc to the orations whcicb}' he hnd per»wnded 

the people. For he left hi» rMick, und eowardly mat auay 

bia weapons to ronne the lighter, and waa not asliamed at 
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ftl» tti V\i{i'iA8 uid, of the worels written upon his ihicld tn 

ejclpn [rttrn^ which werr, 'Gooci Fortune." Saw Pliiliu 
i^ins ^lynnc the tnttcU, he vaa at that prefect so joyfull, 
tliat he fell to coRiiTiit many fond pftrt«. For sifter Uc hml 
dronckc well with his fricttds, he went tntc the plAoc where 
thp DTwthrtiw wiLH givrii, nxid tHc-rr in nuieker/ hv}c>u> to 
linit the bcgirnitDg of the doertv which DeBioeth^nct httd 
pracrred^ (by the which, the AtheriiftTi* au-ordingl/ prcK 
olaiined worrcfl aj^nwt him) ricirg And idling viUi hit 
Tpyce, arid daiuiciiig it iit uictvture with hia foote ; 

U«n«thcn«, tho unnc or Dcinaithvnc« Pa&man did pat 
forth thk. 

But afUvwaide bcf:miHn|f to wRxe sober, and loAiing hiA 
droticketitic!!, fuid tliat ho hnd reinentbred hhn rirlfc ivtiat 
daungier be had beuo in : then hJH heara stood bolt uuHj^ht 
upon hia bead, consideniif^ tlie force tmd power cf such 
an Omtor, that in a p«(«e of a dny b^d inforced him to 
hazttrd hh Rcntmc nnd life nt 6 bnttelK Now Dctno^theDci 
&me WEU so ffTt^t, thikt it was carit^d rvtm to the fftat' 
kjag of IVraioen court, who wrote uuto his Iieut--tenant« aad 
govcmon, thnt they should ioedc D^fnofltti^ctJ with monpj', 
and should procure to cntertainc him Above nW the men m 
Gncee^ as he that oould bc*t witbdmw Philip, and trouble 
DcffiKwUwaes him with the warrto and tumults of Grvcc. And tliis vm 
«flrniptod itfU-rwnnlK proved by lettrra found of IJemosthrnr* him 

rflh"kSu? ^^^' ^^^^ "^^^ ^"^^ *" ^^"^F Alexanders huuds in the citie 
<if P<nU. **^ Sardi*, ajjil liy other writHign u\»o of tlie ^^ovenuirs and 
Licu^ti^nftnt« of thL^ kinj; of Persia : in the which were 
tuittied directly th(< exptnw Kiimmes of mimey mhich bad 
bMie Mnt ana given unto him. Now, tlie Grdedans beanj; 
thiu oTcrthrowc-ii by buttel, tlie other Omton. adversanca 
unto IXmoTitiienev in the oominoo wealth, began to act 
apon him, aiid tu prrpun^ to Eux-.uik' bim. Rut the people 
did not oncly cIlvp^ hiin of all the aceueatioiiB objoeted 
a^imt him, but did eoutuiue lo honor hiin more then 
before, and to coll him to aMemblics, oa one that Wed 
the honor and benefit of hia contry. So that when the 
boDM of their contry nwn whfcb were elayne at the batt«U 
WO 
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ci Vhwroaaut were brought to be openly buried nccordmg 
tu Uic ciwtjim : ihr projile gitue him Uir hoimr tti mtiW Iht 
fan«raJ orution m pruieti of the deetd^ and uiadi.* do abew of 
iwrow or priL'fc for tfie hiour Lliev haji rririved ; (a* 'iTipo- 
pompuji witntfsM!Ui» and doth nobly duckrc) but rnthcr in 
cviitr&ry uiimiiL-r ali€wt\l that Lhej did nut repent Ihifm in 
following of hia coimwl, but did honor him that gave it 
Dcmwtnene* then did make the rineiall oration, DutoJ^r* 
wards in nil the decroM he preferred to the pi?opW, he would 
never sulMcHh^ any« to pfcvi-nt the lini^tcr luckc atid nib- 
fortuno of bis nacie, but did posse it under hit frt^ds namc^ 
on« after another, imtilt he grew oorogious ognine, shortly 
ftfter that he undentoode of the deAth of Philip, who voa 
alainc immcdiatly fiftcr the victonc he wonno at Cha-ronca, 
Ard it lu.'irmcth tfiis wo^ the tuouiiiig of thr propht'citr or 
ottucUi in. the two lo&t versc« : 

And he uint winnps, with life wcnp^th not. 

Now Demosthenes hearing of Plulip« death, before ^ 
nc^rts were openly known, to prvvent them, he would put 
the people again into a cood hope of better hieke to come. 
'i'hcrriipoTi he went witn a cheerfijll countcnnnre into the 
a^ctembly of th** eoun«'l. and tohl them thetx*, that lie bail 
hod a certain droftme that promised great good hap, and 
that out of hand unto the Athenianfi: aud immediatly after, 
the meaoiCttffCTs arrived that brought certain nenefl of kifig 
PhilTpff death. Tliereupon the Athejiian^ made s»Ler[fiees nf 
joy to the godded for thit happic newes and appointed a 
crowne unto IVuKanioji that boa slaioe him, Demomthi-'nefi 
&ko camtc abroode in his befit gowne^ and crowned with 
floWi-r>s 9L'veii dayes af^er the death of liiA daughter, oa 
Mwhinm reportcth : who r^oveth htm for it, and uototh 
him Ui l)c a man having title lote or charitic; unto hw owne 
cfaildretL. But in de«<d0 .^schines £elf« de«erveth more blame, 
to have »uch a t^^ndcr womanish hart, aa to beteve. tliat 
wec[3ing, und lamenting, are ti^n of a [gentle and chari- 
tablt- nature, condemning them tliat wiUi pocicncc and con-* 
fltaneie doe passe sway «uch misfoTtimes, But now to the 
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Athc<(iiAtis fi^nlnt;'^ I ciui ndthor thinks- tior say thnt tticj 
did wisclir to fdicv nuch open oigncv of joy, a» to wenrc 
crownct And garlands upon tbeir n^ade, nor alfto to lacnfice 
to the goddc9 for Uk df&th of n l*niKf, that bcharcd him 
M»lfc.' jMi Princely wid curtt««»ly nnto Uu'm in the victiwie* 
lit IumI won of them> For, thoutb in dedc all cruelty he 
aiihjm^t to ihr ri'VPii^jo <*f t.hp ^kIo*«, yvt ib this ftii art t>T a 
vile 4Uid base mindc, to honor a mnji, and while he lived to 
make hiiii f^eir of tlii'tr dtiiTT *^*^'^ '^^^ ^'^^^ '^'^ otlier hath 
«iainc him, they to b<' in suc^ on cxoccdJn^; jolitic vritli&Jla 
And to exncrdc th^ boiidm of modrstie Mt fjurr^ lu to nuD|)r 
iiL maucr wlUt both their fe^-U- upon th€ dciod, imd to ^iii^ 
Auii^.'^ irT victurii.-, as if tLoy them trelvrs had Ix^iie tliv lucii 
that hod valtiantly sUtne nim. In eontniric manner aIno^ I 
pnuNc and coinnieiu] the aiiiKUuidc and wtn^ of Dciaui- 
theucs, that h^ having the tcaniB ftnd laxnentActon of hii 
home troLtble unto women, did him sclfc in the mcone time 
that f^ thought wojf for the bvnvffCe of thL' eotninon ut^tb : 
and in my opiniuu, 1 thinke he did thenin Ukt^ n Pian of 
comge, and worthy to be a governor of a coiT»mon wealth, 
ne^cf to •towpc nor yee!d, but nlwAyw lo be foiind rXMt 
itnd eoiwUint, for llu' Ih-nt-'^t of thi' trtJiTimon wi^nlth, nni-ct'- 
iug ftU bin troubJco, cure*, and afiWtionH, in riapt^t of the 
ftrrvicT nf hia cnntrip, and to kcejje hLi hfinor nrneh morr 
CATcfitlly, then eoaimon nluyere unc to doc, when they play 
liie iiarttH of Kiiign and rrinccN whom we sw neither wetjie 
nor laugh when tlicv list, tlioiiph thoy ho on the «taf^^ : but 
whrn the mntti^r of thi? ]>lfL> fcditth out I(i gevr thein ju'«t 
occunion. But oinittiiiK loose roosons. if thtrv be no reiLtEOU 
{wt in deede Uit-TC k!i nut) to leave and for^ikc a man ni hiit 
Aoraw and trouble, without giving him toriK^ word«» of com- 
fort, and rather to device w>ine matter to o^swagc hi» m^tow* 
and to withdraw his nundt? from that, to thinkc upon some 
p1caaaunt«T thingcs; even a« they ahoold kcepe Kore cyea 
from neeirtff bright anci glaring edtmns in offering thern 
greene end darker. And from whence con u man take 
greater comfort for his troubles and grieves at home^ wheit 
the coiumon wealth doth well : then to joyne their private 
grir-vcE with common joy4-*s to the end, tl;at tiie better may 
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ofaacureond tAk[>mv£iy the vonvf But Uiua farrvl (l]Bf^n^3»e<i 
from ray hiAtorict culorgiiko; this omttcr, bicauij? .{^Iiinca 
Sn hit Orution touchinf^ thia mattirr, di<! move the peoples 
hjirUn loo muche ti> womonirJi eoruw. But now to the rwL 
'Hie cities of GnE<» being Rgaine stirre<i iip by Demosthenes, 
moiAc A new Itiigue Jigaini? together : and the Tbcbans aI»o 
hut'iiig flrrnefl them svUvs by his |>riu'1i>f^f did one i\iiy *et 
upon the garrifton of the MiLa'doiiiaiis within Uwrir trily, and 
«1ue niAny of them. The Athentivni prvparetl nlsn to main- 
tAinc vriLm on the Thobans bebalfe^ ana Ucmosthtmc^ wa^ 
dftylv ftt nil ttie A«4emblie« of coitrtE^ll, in the piiljdU pef- 
6voA\ng tho (jcoplc with hin Unitiom: and he wroto aho 
itiln Asm unl« ttw kitig of PL-rsi«n« I,iriilrniiunU nnd C^n-p- 
tanit«, to make warrv with Ale?cander on their md<.% adlin^ 
him child, and MargiU'A, oa nniche to 4ay, ns fixJe. HiiL 
Afl«r that Aluxondcr having tot all hi* thingn at fXny within 
his n?rdtn«, came him setfc* in person wiUi his annir, and in- 
vaded the contrie of Bwotia ^ thw fell the pride of the 
Athenians greatly, and DmjostheTies also plied the pulpit 
no more as he vra* wont. At length, the poorc 'ITicbimK 
being left unto them selves, forsaken of everie n»an : they 
were compelled them selves nlone to heare the brunti> of 
this warre, and *o came their dty to utter mine and d<s 
ntnicHoii. Thereby the Atlienians twing in a niurvelouM 
fearv and pcrptexitie, did sodainly choose AmbaaaadorH to 
I unlo this voung kiug, aud Demosthenes rhieHy amon^ 
ere: wh{> bemfj affmvtHl of Alexanders furie and wmth, 
durtt not ^>e tn him, hul ivlumed frtnii iiioiiht CvHit-roTi^ 
and gave lip the Amhassadcn Cut Alexander wnt to 8mn- 
ntone the AtJieiiians to wnd unto him ten of their Orators, 
OK Idonienetifi and Durie both doe write: or c^f^ht, ai tlio 
mojtt writeni and bc8t hiatorio^aphcn doc rcporle, which 
wore these: l)emo»tht'ne«, l*olyeuetn», Knhialtra, LyeinpiiR, 
Myroclcs, Damoii, CaUiatliem'*, and CiuiritJemuH. At which 
time* they wryte that IJcmosthrnet told the peopio of Athens, 
the fable of the Bherpe and woulves, how that the woidvcs 
came on a time, and wilW the shei'pe, if they woulde have 
]ieacc with them, to deli^tr them their nuutives that kept 
themT And so he eoni|mm} him n-lfe. and hi^ commuiiEinii 
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DEHO& Umt Unvrllrd fnr thr limrfit at Uip mntn<'^ unto thf* dogm 
TllfiNBS that Iccpc the floclu of tihccpcf and colhng Al^x^wdor^tc 
n'oulfe. And fto forth, wi^d he, like ^a yoM we Uu:ve corne

mth the- dtie of Athens. ThurL-upiion AlcxundtT hc^in^ 
fet^n^, Driimdtrjt Jtrjti Wis frllowti Uirv all Lite i^nny mid 
authontJc, and J)cin<i»thcne« wiu under f(Wt«. In dcv\le 
when Af()K king of I^uctlnonnTi, ciunc with hiK nmiic into 
the fields he be^^ a lltle to row«e him wlfet aird to Ufl up 
hi« head ; but he shninkc choUer ngah^e roaut iftcr, bicaua^ 
the Athenian!! woulde mvt rt*e with tht IjuMnlLtniomAiifl, who 
were overtlirywcn, and Aj^a slaint' in balUll. At that ticic 
was the eaitse ^f the crowno plnuled a^flinrt CtWHiphon, and 
llic pica was written n htlc hc^brc the battcll of Uhfrronca. 
in tlie yt^A'^ whou ChanindHx wax Provoiil of AtlU-ili: hum'btit 
no aerktencc waa ^vcn hut ten ycres after that Ari^tophoii 
Mras ]'ro\vwt- Tliiit wiut sne.h iin npi<n judgi^mmit, and w> 
fiunuus, at nev(?r wa» any* a' well for the K^vut fainv^ of the 
Orat<]r>i that pleadt^l lu eiLiulaeion une of Llie '^Llier, lut alw* 
for thc' wortbinofi of the liid^cK that BOv« sontence thercof : 
who did not teuvr IX-moKtlienu to hia aieniinKt oltiioa^ in 
de«di; Ui«y were of fijcator power then ho, and vcre itlso 
si^pportcil with the favar and ^^ood wilt of the MaccdoniaiiB: 
but they did notwitH^tandbj; «> well <] nit him, that .E^c^hiiKs 
had not BO muciie tu tlw fiE\ parte oS uienH tovccn ajid 
3(H 
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opinionft in hts behdfe. Wherefore iuaaWii^lly «fter 9ctf 
tai» geTcHi he went nut of Athptra far nhainef Hud trnvpllMl 
iato tbe contrio of Ionia, and unto the Rhodes where lie 
did l«Afh? H^thcricke. Sliart.ly H.(^fr^ HHrpfltuH Hying out 
of AUxanJcre vervicct CAmc unto Athcn^^ Ixin^ to b^ cluir^^ 
with ninny fowit? inAtten he hod comnjitteii ity his eict.'eding 
prodi^litte : and aisa bicALise fa« feared Alexanders furie, who 
wai growen severe and cru«ll, unto hit cliit^est serrauiitea. 
He eommict; now Mnongfvt the Athoniaoft, with »tore of 
guld And KiUer, the Omion being greedie uid dcstmus of 
the p>lde and ailvet he had broui^ht: beffunne itrajght to 
Hpiui« for hini, aiid did coimtoIJ the poopic to rcicri\<e luid 

En>t«ct a poor* nuter thnt come to tbecn for mieccur Hut 
Icinohthmcs gavr counaell to the cx>ntrarie, and bad them 
rather drive nim out of the dtie, tmd tak^ h«ed9 tbej 
brought not warm apon their baekca^ for a matter that 
not onely ^'^ Tiot necwixaHe, but furtheniiore meerely im- 
joaL But within fcwc daies tJltt^ inventory being taken of 
all Harpalufl goods^ he perc^iWng that DemnrithL-neA Innlte 
great pleaturc to ace a cuppe of the kings, and <xk&aidcred 
verie curiously the fadon and woiii^iiianshippe unuii it : he 
gave it him in his hajui* to judge what it wcyea l>cm(M- 
theuea [>faiing it, wondered at thr great weight of it, it was 
so h«av;e: ao he a^ked how many pownd weight it weyed. 
HaqiiJiiK snuliag, a^iairvred hitii : It wilJ wey tliee twentJe 
talmtd. So when ni^ht was coni4*t he wnt him the ctippe, 
vith the twfriiic talr-iilvA. Thin IlarpaluH wnj n verie wise 
man, and found straight by Demovthcne* oounlvnaunce that 
he loT«l roone>, and coulde prMCmtly judge his nature, by 
se^Ag hifl pleauunt emtntenaunoe, and hU ryv* vtill tipon 
the cuppe. So DemPHthcneB refused not bis gi^ and being 
QTercomai withall, ai if he had received a gnrrisfln into his 
hoiuc, he tooke Harp^LJuA parte. The next morning, he went 
into the aMcmhli^f of th(< pn>jile, having h)« neirke bound 
up with woUc ai»d mLlea, So M^^a thtj caLbd him by hi* 
name to steppe up into the pulpit, ti> »peak« to the [>eop}e 
M he had none before? he made a agas with hia bead, 
that he had an impedtnuml. tu hia vuyce, and that he txiu\d 
uot Hpeakt.'. But wiae men laughing At his fine excuse, Tolde 
J(:QQ dOfi 
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DEM03- liiiu it waa uo &iti&Dclic that had stopped his wc»ill thnt night» 
THEK£3 w h<^ q-ould mftke thvm bckvc : but it vtuat HftrpaJua u-gdit- 
KVitoJichi? which he find rvcci^cd, Umt luadc lum in th&t c&se. 
Aft*n*ardes whpn the people i[ndei%tooH(> that h^ wim cor- 
ruptcdi Dcmmthcnc^i ^^^g about to excuse him Bclfc, they 
would not ftbide to hcun- him : bttt iimde a noyae aod «ccl»> 
macioQ Ajtainat him. Thcr^uppon there roac up ft pleMftunt 
conceited man, that lavd : \\hy my mniitcrs, do V;^ rcfuftc to 
hcnrc a raoji that h&th * such a golden tongue ? The people 
Uierettmion did immediallv baniAlie HArpalitft. uid letaina 
l4^a»t King Alexander would rt*ijuirf an Aocompt of the gold 
ftiid Mlvi?r whith Uif Oni|i>r>i had mblx-d iiod pilffpd awn^ 
amoriji: th^in; they tnadv very dilij^ait seuivhv and iiiquim 
in every inaiifi huii»<.\ esft]»liiig C^tliek* fiouxe, the mi)ii« of 
ArrcuioAs, whoAC house thvy would have aeoivhed by na 
nicaiioi, bicAUKe he wm but iiewly mivied, and had lii« newc 
apowse in his bouse, oa Hieopocnput wi^teth. Nowe De- 
muftthenc* desiring to iJicwr that he wn^ in fftvilt. preferred 
a decree, that th<? court of the Au'ot>Jigiti?t ihoidd hcaix' thtr 
iftattcn and purinh tticm that were lound fnijltir, and tlierr* 
with&ll Btraij^ht offered him sejfe to be tried, Howb^tt he 
WAA one of the first whom the court condenmrd in the #iiminc 
of fiflio taleiita, and for laclte of pnytnnit, thty put him iu 
prifton : where he eould not endure long, both for tJ^e shame 
of thr m«ftrT for thr which hi* WAn (vmHemijed, *\x alwj for 
hii Mckcly IhiUvh So he hrakt^ pnwn, partely without the 
priv'itif.- <if his tet-pei-H, H[id pirtely alw with llieir eoiiM'tit : 
for they were wiJImg he »«lioi]]d make a sti^apc, Some dtMf 
retx*rt tluil he flitl not fartv fmm th<' citie: where it wm 
told biiu that e^rtaiue of bin eiiemie« foMowud him, where- 
uppon lie wojU liatc IJdden hiu) H^lfe from tlrciu. But 
tnev tbcm ](clvci; tfiriit culled him by hlc namc^ and cfimmin^ 
to him, pniyt-U him to take moJiey cif Uicin, nhidi ttiev hzttt 
brought him from tbeir houses to heipe him in his banish- 
ment: and tiiat therefore tbey ran oner him. Then they 
did comfort him tbe b«*t they could, and pcmwaded him to 
be ofjcood cheercand not to diapai re for the misfortune that 
wtt» comen imto Mm. This did pwree his hart the liKUf 
for sonjw. that he aun^wercd them ; Why, would you not have 
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me be isoric fur itiy miAroriuue, that €ot]ipel]c?th me to for- 
sake Uie citic where iti deedc 1 have bo curtooun cticniic«, 
that it i» liAtiE for mr to Hnde ftiiy nhr-re ho ^oimI flV|Jd^i^ 
So he tooke hin banishment iininanly, and rvmaincd Uic 
most parte of \m banialtmant in Uie citie of M^jnn, or at 
the citie of Ticez^n, whoro oftentimes he uoula coat liis 
eyes towaids the conlrie of Attica, find wft'|>e bitUTly. And 
Home have written certeine words lie s|)iikc, which shewed no 
minde of ^ man of corage, nor were aunswcrable to the nohle 
thinges he was went to per»wnde in his OratioDs. For it is 
reported of him^ that as he went out of Athens^ he looked 
barke agAine, and htilding up his handes to the costeLl, savd 
in this sorte; O Ladic Miiicrvii, l^djc uatronesse of tniA 
ritV- why doest thou delight in three so misehievoiiFi beastef 
the owlc, the dra^gon. ond the ]>et)ple? Betides, he per- 
swaded the young men tliat came to see him^ and that were 
with liim. ncTCT to meddle in matters of state, aasuting 
them, that if they had oflVed him two wayea nt the fhut, 
tile one to goc into the aesembly of the people, to make 
OratiutB in the puljiit, and the othtr to he nut to death 
presently, and that he had knowen aa he did tJic^i, t)ic 
trouhlea a nuui ia i:uiupellcd to suffer that inedleth with the 
afiiiires of the state, the feare, the envie, the aecusocionft, 
and troublcH in the »amc: he would rather have diocien 
th« war to have Kuffered death* So, Demosthenes contiou- 
ing in niit exile, king AEexander dyed, and all Gnrce waa up 
afiaine: insomuch a* L*?mthene? being a man of treat valure, 
had »hut up Antipatcr in the citie of l^mea^and thei-e kepi 
him strnightly hesiegpd. Then Pvlheas and C-allimedon, 
Bumamcd Carnboa, two t)ratorG, s.ni both of them banished 
from Athens, they lonke parte with Antipater. and went 
from tovme to towne with hia Amb^Msadcra and &cndes, 
[irr^wading the Gm^cians nui tn Blurre, neither tn take 
parte with the Athenians, Bvit Dc'raoHthcncs in contrarie 
nmntr, joyning with tlie Arnl>^LssjttloT* at-nt from Atbeim into 
i!\'erie tjuarter, to 9ohdte the citic* of Grwre, to seeke to 
recover their libertie: he did aide them Uic lie»t lie coulde, 
to soUcitA thp GrsMrianf, to take armce wiUi the Atheniana, 
to drive the Macedonians out of Grscoe. And Phylarchuh 
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vriMi^ Uukt ]>iDo«Uicnc« eocounUred with PytlM«i woidcf 
in SD optQ AMcmblic of the jKocile in « orrtAine tomic of 
ArcftdLi- I'^rthGaft having spokvn before bin, hul ttid : Like 
«4 wc presume alir&ieB tliAt taere i> miroe BKkcuetoc: in ibe bouac 
whether ve d^ m* urai mUln brought : to mutt that towiK 
of Dcccnitic be «ickc, irhcrrin the Ambftswdoi^ of Atbco* 
doc G\Wr. Doiiioiitht^iics auiumenHi bini iw&e, turning hit 
compamoii ugoitut him: that iu (i«<dc wty brotight ojmvs 
pDilkc, vht^rcT thcTt* wiu ncTd« to recover b««ith: mkI evm 
•o, the AmbbSHttUoTP of AthcoB were BOkU to hcoJc uwl cure 
them that wort- HU:ke- Th*» jseople at Athem umigrBbuKUng 
what DcQioAthcnc^ h^d done* iticy to ivjoyccd at it* ^bmt 
prpHmtIv ttit>' ga»p onltr iu tbr fifU*-, thu-t hw \mi\%j^itKiii 
vhoM be revoked- H« that pcrswaJtci the dcorri.- of bU 
revocation, wafiealluJ tXrutun. Pa^iimii, ttiat wa^hiHiiqihifw: 
and thereupon the Athcnioiifi ccnthini a jMvy to brine him 
to AUicn.% from the dty of jEginA. So Dcnimthram ticing 
mntTed At the hav«n of Pirwa, tbero voa ticitJier Governor, 
Priest, nor almost any towncs man left in the city, but went 
«lt to the bAvcn to weWmc him home- So that Demftnu* 
Blagucainn wryteth, Hud. DcimmUitiiea thi-n lifting u|i bu 
haadcs unto heaven nayed, that he thought him a^k bappi« 
[or the booor of that joracy, that the rcturtie from m 
bajdahnacnt wu ikire mart bonocabic;, th«n Aldbiadc* ro* 
tume in tlic like caac had bene. For AJcibiadcs vai odled 
home by forcrr mid he wfti sent for with the good will of 
the citiscnM. Thi* notwithntAnditig, Kc remained etill con- 
deTnned fivr hiH line : for by Edit' Iah, tht pt-optr oould^^ not 
di»pcaee withall, nor n>mit it Howbdt they devised a way 
to deceive tbe biwr: fi»r thry hnd n manner to geve eertaino 
money unto them that did prepare ai^d *ette out the aulbir 
of lumtei aaviur, for llie day or Uie MilemniLiL- of Uir naeri- 
fice^ tlie which they did ymrdv ct^lobrat^' unto him : to tbey 
gRV(- him thi; cJiargc Ut make toiK prcpiimcion for the suniflM 
of fifty Ulent* beiiig the itumnie of the fine afoTcaayd 
whcria he won condemned, liowbeit, he did iiot bnig etntiy 
the good h^jn»e of hi& revtitudon to bin oootiy and gooCHi» 
For the aAairca of the Gfkcuuia were immodiatly aftv 
brought to uttn* mine. For the battel! of Cnnon whidi

TliedeAtliof post by the aulter of Neptune, he fel downc, and Reving 
DvaiMtfatDefc ooL' gajpr. ^^"^ "P ^^*^ ^ho^t. Now lourhlng the iJoyMni, 
Anato rcporteth, that he i^ueked nnd drewe it up into his 
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moutlt out of hi» ijuill. aa wc liave s&yd before* BuL oiie 
Pappus, (toiD whom llcrrnippun haa takta his histoHe) 
wrvteth, thftt when he vnu Inyrd on the grpund litfurc the 
aulter, they foimde the bepiionin^ of « k-tt?r which Myd: 
Dt'inoAthencA onto Antipfttcr, but no cnorc. Nowc hia dath 
being thus soddine, tbo l^rm^ivi fiouldiers that wf^re At the 
temple done, reported thot thty aawc him pluclce thf poyson 
which h4? put into hiimoLith^out of ft litli? cloth Ue hA,d, thitik- 
iug to them tiiAt it h»d hcno n pccc of gold he h&d swtLllowtd 
downe. Howbeit a maide af thv house that served Mm, 
bein^ cxAmircd by Arcliiaa <ibout it : tolde him that he hnd 
L-Aried it uboiit hmi a long time, for a pre^ervatife fur hinL 
Kratoathcnca writeth, that he kept thm po^»on bi a Utie 
hotr of giiM miuh- hollow within, Lhc? which hn wanr il\ 
a hr/w:tlet about his arnn?. There an* many wnUw aluo 
that do reporte hln death dlver&lj', hut to rvcile them all it 
were in vaine t Hiving that there wax ono called J>;niocharv« 
(who was Dcmostlic^nes verie frende] vayd^ Uiat \\c dyed not 
so »odaLnty by poyeoc, bot that it wa« the apeciali favor of the 
godk (Lo preserve hitn from the cructtte of the MaceduiLiaiiH) 
that 6o aod.tinty t.oobe him oLit of hift life, and made him 
frric Ml liUe paiite, Demosthenes dved the Mxteeiith dnv 
of Uie monetn Pvnepaion (to wlt^ October) on the which 
day they doc celebrate at Athens the fcaat of Ccrrn, called 
Tesxnophoria, which h the do1efulle»t fcant of all the ycara; 
on the which day also« the women rcrooine all day \ot\gc 
in the t«mple of the goddewe, without meate or driiiko. 
Shortly after, the Athenians to honor him according to his 
deserU-*, did cnut his imAgt? in bnut«e, and vnndf n lawe 
bcaid;.-!^ that the oldest nian of Im houae sbouldc for c\cr 
be lH»pt within th<* pallace, at the charge of the common 
wciUth : and ingraved these verses (d»o apon the hue of his 
image:

some sov thftt he was borne aiKi broiicht 
up ill ft lulln^ sboppc : othcn rcportc tn^t 
he come of TuUiLot Actiuit, who nrbile he 
lined vas honored tmrnig the VoUc«a m king, and made 
v^e fthftrjie and cruetl varre« with th« Honnftnn, But 
roroly it atxiats to mc, that the (imt of that niunc coik-d 
Cieero, wa; ^ome farnout man, and thfit for hU mke his 
offtprin^ cunbiiUAi itill tiiat Humainc, aiid wl^d^ elad to 
koefie it, though maiiy men «omi*d it, bicmisr Cictr in 
English ^ignilicth a richc pcn«Cp That Ciclto bod a thuig Cicrrn. vfay 
Ufpoti the tippe of }u!i noMe, as it had bene a litle warU ucdled, 
muchc like to a richc pcanc, whcrouppon they «iimaxncd Kim 
Cirrni. But this (*ic4-rn, H-hose life we vrriUr of m>w(', nnMy 
aumswered ctfrUine of his frendcs on a Umc.' jir^vitig him 
coun»ell to Lhatingi- hi* ii/une, vfWri he fjrtt maJic "iit<- for 
olBoo, und bcgannc to practice in matters of state: that he 
Moulde eadimmr him sclfc to make the nanic of tlu' Ctccroca 
more noble and famous, then the Scauri, or Catidi. After Cicvro 
that, CicCTo beiuge n)fldc Twawrer in Sirilc, be gmvc an iivm^r, 
oflciiTig of certeiiiL' silver plati' unlo tho ffoddc*, and at 
laitff euf^raved on it hia two firat names, Marciu Tullitis: 
and in pUcr of his third nftmc, h<* plcnHmutly com- 
maundcd the workeman to cut out the fonnc and iadon of 
a riche peawr, Thun mui^hi- they vryle of hiA Dame. Noa'e Oceroei 
for hts Dirth, it was saycd that hie mother waa brought a ^"^■ 
lirdctr of htm without, any painc, thi< tJiint dayc of Tamiarir '. 
on which d^y the Mn^iEitrata and Goveraoum of Koine doc 
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use ftt thJft present, yurcLy to omkc wlemiK* pmyCTi and 
oacjificcs udU» the gDodo^ for Uic bvalth and uroapfrritic of 
the £mp«rour. F^her, it U reporud, thnt th<-rc itppt^uvd 
an image t> his nursi^ that did pn>g:iosrtic*tc unlo her siic 
gmve n chiJde ^itt'kc, which in lime to iH>ine slioolde dot- un-ttt 
f^ud uato aU the Koinaiica.

About Outi time, 

Sylia cftunn^ the floods of one that woa sayd to be dUiue, 

to be aolde by the trier : (beinge trne of the oiitlawes and 

proscHpU-a, to witte, banisht-d by billy's at-tte up on postes) 

CbrjM>gonufi, one of Syllais freed bundemeiiv and in gteat 

ftkrour with hU maister, bought them for the eumme of two 

thows&ndi- Drachines. Therewitliall the soutie and hebc of 

tlie deade pennon cAlled BoaciuiE, b^ng marvelous lie €fr«iidc*d, 

he fJtewed that it woe too shanicfuiJ an abiiae: for hia 

fu|h*'rs pooJ^ amt>utited to the suinmc- of tw» hundred and 

fiAie taientes. Sylla finding him ^wlfc Ihm oi><^n!]e touched 

with publike frande and deceite, for the onely ^^ratifyitige of 

hi« man : be procured Cluysoffonus to accuse nim, that he E«ciait [lut 

hiid kilU-d hifi cvfne father. Ncvr-r tui Orator dvnf. uptake in *a vi,t^. 

Rost'iL:s bohalfe to dcfende his cauac, but slironkt; colour, 

frflrin^ Svllaos rrueltie and Hi?Teritie. IVherefore ponre 

Hoficiufi the younge man,M.^ciDgeeverienian for^ali(> him, had 

no othrr refij^ but to eoe to CicettJ, whonie his rrt-ndcH did 

eounecll and perawado boldly to take upon him the dofonec 

of Rosiz^ius cajj^ : for he shoolile never have a happier 

ocwaiioUT nor no noble a bef^innin^ to bring him «dfe tnto 

ettiiuaeion, aa this. Theivvippon Cii-eitj detenxiliied Lo Uke 

hU causa in harde, and did handcll it so well, that ho 

obt^yncd the thing he sued for: whereby he wannc him 

Sate fame and eredit But vet beiiw aj^yed of SylUes 
:>leasijre, he absented him aelfc from Bonf;c, and went into 
GnecCj gevtnge it out that hi* tiB^'ell was for a dijieiue he 
bad uppon him. In deedt; Cicero wat dogue IcAne, a Utio Gceroa 
enter, and woulde alnoeate late, bienu»« of the eteate wntke- '••^ke man. 
neafic of his stomAckc : but yet he had a gooalowdc voycc, 
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Ihoufili it wua M»icvbftt hftrahe, and liwtccd grw:^ md 
coin^>ikcflic FuitliMmoK he «w » ctfwst and x'cthemcnt 
b hb Ontkm Uui be mouBUd »ti]l with hb voyce ioto the 
hi^hnt tuD«« ^ iriHiRiucht tbftt men v?n» nlTrftjcd it xonldc 
one dMyt put him in huud of bU ttfr. AM^ui Ik ciudc to 
Athent, he v«nt to beftfc Antioctnu of thv citie of At^^loTiA, 
and fcU in greatc Ukinfct with his t^nxt*^^ ton^ic, «aid excellent 
grajer, though uthi-nrm- hr mUlikcd his m:wi< u|))diimik tn 
Pbilompfaje. For Ajitiochud bad then forMketi the opinioos 
of the ikeve Acftdemicke FhiloM^phen, aod thr wrt of the 
Coincndc* : being moved tber^unto, nthn* throo^h the 
nuuiiibiL proofe of thingist, ur by hitoeriaiiie jiii]^ttiuEfut, or 
(as fone my) lor that of an AAbitMOi ov di«mtipii tif^nRt 
the flchollers and fo!lover« of dHnrnM^kiii and I'hilo, he hod 
ivfirovcd the rvsoluciomof the* AcAdt-A;ck«, which b« had of 
loog time defiladed. on*}y to leauc for Ih* tijoftlc parte to the 
Stoicktf* optnioftt, Howebrit C^iccro hftd mcBt niiWtiun uuto 
the Acmlemickes., and did ?itudic thnt srct more then all the 
reat, of purpove, tliat if li« lawe h« Hvn? forbidden to prftc- 
tue in the commoti ircalth at Homo, he wouldc then goo 
to Athens (luiring nil jilnuv nnd (>riit»n& in the common

When ht had ended his 
iWljunmoiit all thiiM- that were [in?wnt wc^- amaKef] to 
hear« him, and evcne man pmis«t him one adter im otber.

■hewc onj f^lad coiintenaunco: and wbcn he had «rujfd, he 
stavnJ a Knntt; vtliilc: otid mjtd never a wordcL Ckvni mb- 
likuig vitn&U, Apoltomue at len;^ nAyod unto him : Aa for 
mc CtccTD, I doc Dot oikcly pnu*c thrc, but more then that, 
I wond^ at the«: ard yet I am loric for poore Gm^^, to

For 
be modd&t t&c Onton that Uinut out tbdr boidct, ukd 
criett in tlirir Omtsoniti wax wont to tav that tbpv vrrrr like 
to tame men, wbo were dni«ii to ryde, bicniue they eoulde 
i>ot goe a f<H>ie ■ Even «o (uiyd he) they cne out* bieause 
thev CAR not ftpcnkc. Truel^ pUuaimt tairntev doo gnu* 
an Onttorf anil Hhewvtb a fine witte: tiut yet Cicvn> nxod 
tiieiti vj cummonly, that they weiv offensive unto roanVf and 
bmuglit biui to be eounted a lualicioLitt »eoEre?r and t^^jigbtfuU 
man. He vflu cbown TWaioivr in the time of d«arth, when 
thrrv wBfi mftt tcaroetk of come at Rome : and the pro- 
nnc« of SHU fell to his latt«. At Ini fint eomming 
tliitber, the SiciltanA mi^iked him ymt iiitidie» IHcauw ht 
eODipcllcd them to wnde come unto Komc: but aA^-r they 
had foundc hi-1 diligenor, justice, and IcnitMr, they honored 
hini above any Governor that ever wtu «ent from Rome, 
Nowc there were divcn young gcnUcmeD of Itome of noble 
housMf who iM-ing aeru*^ for simdrie faults committer) In 
wam.^ against tbeir honor, and uiartiall diAcipUne, hftd ben<* 
«mt hiTielte agnine iiiito Ih*"- Prwtitr of Sieil**? for vihomi* 
Cicero plrWrd, and did \u> exi?e]iently dcfcndc thdr (^j^t^RCf 
tlial they wcrir |innli>i]«l rvtrjr iimn, Tlii-rruijjjoii, think- 
ing well of him «clfe, wJkd his time Gxpiredf he went to 
Rnme, and by tht' way thf nr hapitened a prrty frart unto 
him, Ai ho paued through the contric of Campania, (other- 
vise eallrd the lariJe of lalM>r) he inet bv chaunci^ w^th ont 
of til* chiefwt Komnnes of all hifi frendn. So fallinj^ id 
talkc with him, he a*ktxi him what they aayd of him at 
RoONy and what thuy thought of hib duingc«: imaginiuK 
that ail Rome had henc fidl of the glorie of his name ano 
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deedcs. Uis Ireti^le ftsked him Againc : And where hoot thou 
b^ne Cicero nil this while, that we have not aeene thee at 
Rome? This killed his hart straight, when he aawc that 
the reporte of his name and doioges, entnng into tho dti^* 
of Home tLs into ah infinite soa, woa »o sodom^ly vanquished 
ftwny ugaiiie, without any nther frtrnt- or spea<^k But ftft^r 
that, when he looked into hitn sclte, rmd ^we that in rcfUK>n 
he tooke an inliQite lal>or In hande to att&ine to glorie, 
wherein he eawc no oertoine tndc whereby to attaint unto 
it; it cut of a grtyit parte of the funhidon he had in hU 
head. And yet the great pleasure he tooke to henre hiK 
owne praisct and la he oiennuche geven to drsire iif lumor 
nnd Mtimacion : thoso two thine«s continued with him 
CTcn to hiJ* dying day> oiiH did eftMwrncs make him jiwarve 
from Justice. iTurthtnnore, when he beganne tborowely to 
prtbctiM in the alTaires of the etate, he thought it an ill 
thing that artificvn and craflcs men shoulde hav# nuuiv 
Hortcn of in.<itnjmcntu and loolcs without life, to knrjwc the 
namp^ of everit* one of them, the ploees whi?n? thi?y shoulde 
take tliem, and the use whereto they sbouldc cmpW them; 
And thnt a mAo of knowledge ancl qiuUitic (who doth all 
thingcd with the helpc and service of men) ahouldc be Moth- 
full, aiul eareletute, tv leume to knowe the name? of his 
citizena Therefore he gnvc him aelfe to knowe, not oncly 
mrns names of quahtie, but the streetes also they dwelt In, 
what parte cf the citle soever it was : their goodly houaea xn 
the ecjjitrie, Ihe frendi.^ they made ofj and the neighbour? 
whome they compauied with^ So thol when he went abroade 
int« Italie, wheresoever he became, Cicero eouLde shewe and 
name his ^udei houses. He wob not verie richo, and yet 
he liad enough to serve hi^i tunie: the which niade men 
muse the more at him, and they loved him the better, 
bicauM he tooke no fee nor gifte for his pleading, what 
eauM soever he had In hande, hut then spedallie, when he 
defended a matter Against Verresp This Verres had bene 
Pnrtor of Sicilia, and had eommitled many lewde partes 
there, for the which the Siciliona did accuse him. Cicero 
taking npon bim to defend? their eaiiap, made Verre* to be 
condemned, not by pleading, but in manner without pload- 
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CKTRRO ing, uij in this urte. The Prvtors Iwitig hU Iuc)gn,«ud 
tkvonnf; Vcfret^ hftd mJuJc m m&ny njorncmcRtea utd d^ 
Uvt-^. tliAt Ulft HaiI ilrivLfi tt of to Oi« l&ilv d&^ ofhfSLnD^

11^, who (wi the reportc wnt) bad n vcric ill name for hift 
bcawtic^ And therefore when Venv* one day thouf^t to 
mucke Cicei^o, saying thai, be vas too womanly : His childrea 
(«yd be) are to be reproved of that werotly at home; la. 
tbifl accUMurion, HortrnfliLin Uir Orntor diinvt not directly^ 
defeode ^'erres : but toucbinj^ the coodwntiftdon of hia fin#» 
he wa6 theti contented to aunawere for him. for he bad a 
Sphinx of Yvory fpeven biin by Venw for bin reward, Thtii?- 
uppon Cicero gare him a prctie Rippe by the way ; but 
Horteruius not und^ntamitn^ him, layd be coiildr no ^kill 
of darke apcaichcA. Well, sayj Cicero, yt-l biut thou a Fpbmx 
in tJjy houftr. In the endr Vcttct being c<«u3i-mn«l, flud a 
fine »et(e on bin bcade to the value of sevcnUc five Myria<les 
Ci«ero not with stand inge waa kuspecte^) to be bribed with 
naoncv for ogreein^ to cast him in fo small a (mmmc But 
yet w'Jitn lie ernne to lie vf^diliK, the Sicili&iiH Lo nbew them 
Bvlves UtaokefuH to him. both broaj;ht and ^ent him v\Ahy 
pmentn out of ^dle. Of all that he tooke nothing to hiit 
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uwnc UK, but oncly botowcd their Hberaiitie in bringing CICERO 
downe the prise* of vittella at Home, He hwl a gpodly Cif^vioflii 
houMT within tht- conf nc» of the citie of Arpo!> & farmc al»o tlchtn. 
hy Nu]j)<^, luul Ml other *,bout Uic citie of Pompd; : hut nil 
these wore no great Uiiii,scc3^ Aftcrwardca aUo he htui the 
jovnler of his wift! TerviitiH^ which anioimted lo thu ^unime 
of twelve Myriadc9, and bc^des aL this, there came to htm 
hy inhentaiince, eleven Myriades nf tfirlr IVnjirii, Thvrc- 
uppoD he IJ>'«1 veric honestly and Boberly, without exeeasc, 
witl] hiH familiar fretide^ that love<l him, both Gra-uaim and 
KomAnes, and woulde never ^e to nupper tlU after sunnc 
»ct, not 31) niiithc for any grcnt l>oMiJt^*ir he hud, ha for 
the weakeoeMo of his ^toniake^ Ifjt oChervriee he waa verie 
cunouK,and rarrfull of hia person, and woalde be rubbed and 
noyDted, and he would ui;c alto to wnike a ccrtainc number 
of tumes by pruporcton : and ao exerciain^ hin budie in tbat 
iczVf, ho wa4 never «icke, and besides waa alvayeA veri« 
ffrong and luatie of bodie, able to abide great paino and 
ftorowes whieh he ft;ll into aften>ardn, Ht guvL- hh fathm Cicerrwigrfiat 
chiefe mansion houne to his brother, and went to dwell <tirlffBj« jiad 
him »elfe in the mojnl Palatine ; bieause euehe a» came to "•"'^ 
waitc upon him to doe him honor, ahouldc not take the 
piunea to goe so &rre to lee him. For, h*- had aa many 
m*B dayty at bis gate everie morning, aa either t^VaAaus had 
for hi* wealth, or Pompev for his estimaeion among tbe 
souldiers, both of them being at that time the chicfe*t 
men of Rtjnic. Yt-it fiirlhtTniort', Pomjwys selfe raniv untci 
Cicero, bieauHc hifl OmtioiiH citoode him to great purpose, 
for tliiiien-asc- of his honor and authoritie. Nowvr when Cie«>raeliM«n 
Cicero eame to make Kute to be Pnetor (which ift, to be PrvtAT. 
as an ordinarie judgi-) Uiciugb he had mnny compet llun^ And 
fi'ilawo suter* vilh him, yet was he first chosen alTore them 
all : and he did m> hon^htly iH'have him ^elfe in Ihit office, 
that they did not no muche ae onee susjwet him of hriberit' 
or exlorcion. And for proofe hereof, it is reported, that 
Liriniui Maeer(aman that of him selfe was of great pow<»r, 
and Tct favored and supported bcudea by Crafflus) was ao- 
CUBHI before Cieeru of theft and e^ttordcm in his oiFice: but 
he tiwtinffo muche to hi^t ^uijuoaed credits and to Uic grcatc 
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BUte and Ubour bb frcnd» moJe fur bini, went lioin« to hu 
houw before wDtence pn>o«ed«l u«iiist him (the tudgrv 
being yet to gcvc their opinions) and there spccdcly tnmmed 
liii burtl, and put a i».'wp ffnwni- itppon hix bu^ke,u thovgli 
he bud bene aun^ to lure ghuc qutttc of hia acciuactOllf Ud 
thm rptiinwvl ftgRinf into the marfc^t placr. But Craxmn 
went to mcctc him, and toldc him lU] tbc Ind^ hod 
comlvnuicd bim^ lidniui M*ccr tookc? nichn a gTiePe and 
coQcdt: upon it* that be went home to hi» liouae ag^Ct 
lajrofl ^i1ll dowiti.* on his bedde^ and never rrwe after. T1u» 
judgement wiuit;e Cicero grcatc fAinc, for tbey pra](<ed him 
acetniiii^lv fur Ihe grrnt. jiaIiio hr LiM>ke, to set ju*Ltte duAy 
ffcecut^. An utlier caJli-d &lfio VatuiiaBT (it bock'iii ft^Uow^, 
and one that beiwTcd him w^lfc vtiic uTiic^orcntly to the 
Magiitratea in hu pleading, and besides had a swollen 
necte) came vene nrrnfpmUy one day unto Ciccru being in 
ha Pnetoriall aeat«^ and uked htm a thine <rhich Ckcto 
woulde not graunte him thL*rc, but wouiJc tbjnke of it 
at better leaaure, Thereuppon Vatiniufl tolde him, that h« 
would not be fCTupuloi^M to graunt that, if he were Prtrtor. 
Cicero tumiug to him, aumwi^rcd him araine : No more have 
I (fioyd he) »uche a ^wullen tiecke aa thou baat Towardea 
the pnd« of his ofRce, too or three dayes tiefore his time 
expired, there waa one accused Maiuliuft before him, that 
he abo had robbed the common weulth. TbS* Manilius 
WW verie wtU beloved of tht common people, wlio were 
perewndvd that he was put m sute^ not for »ny U\i\t he 
nad committed, but oneJy to dapight Tompey with* whoac 
familiar frendt- he wwl So he reciuirvil oertiune dayea to 
ftunswere the roatber he was accused of; but Cicero woutde 
gpvp him no furthrr reipit, but to aunswrrp it th^ npxt dnv- 
The people therewith wen- miuTelouRiy ofi'cndcd, btcaunc the 
othtfr Pni-ton in iiiche likt- ai%t% were wont to gere tenne 
dayea respit to othen. The next momini^e when the 
Tribunes bad brought him before the ludgos, and also 
Acciued him nnto them: he bcaought Cicero to hcorc him 
pHcientlie. Cicero made bim aunswerc, timt having- lilw!iye^ 
used as muehe favour and ciirteaie as he pOMiblie mifht by 
Imwe, unto those that were ncct^M'df be thought he shouldc 
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off^r MaTiiliua too great wrong, if he ^houlde not doe th^ 
like to him ^ wherefore, bicauw he bad but one day more 
to pontin^we Prselor in office, h* hod piirpoiely gev<'n him 
th*t d«j" to niftkc hia aunswcre before him. For he thoucht 
that to IvAve hifl accusation to the hf*aring of an otner 
TrvioTt he coulde not h&ve bene thought o- man that had 
Iwme him good will, and ment to plea&urv him. T1i<<kp 
wordes did marvdouslie chaunge tlie pecpl«G opinion and 
affection towarcles him, and everie man speaking well of him, 
ihry prayed him to defend Mamltus cause. He willingly 
gmunted Uiem : and comming from the benchf, Btatid:ng 
at the baire like an Orator to pleade for him, he made a 
notable Ontion, and epake both ooldly and aharpely against 
the chiefe men of the citiej and thoce apectalfie that diij 
envie Pompey. Tliia notwithstanding, when he came to 
fine to be ConGuI, he founde as great favour amonf^^t the 
Nobilitie, as he did with the communaitie. For they did 
further his sute, for the common wealthes sake, upon this 
Qccaaion. The chaunge and elteradon of government the 
which Svlla brought in, was thought fttraunge at the Tint 
among t'he people: but nowe men by proceaae of time being 
uiuhI to it, it waa throughly establish^, and. no man mfa* 
Ukcd it- At that time many men practised to subvert the 
government, not for the benefit of the common w^'alth, but 
to •erve their owne tovetons mindes. For Pompey being 
thrti tn the East parte*;, made warrps with the king* of 
Pontm and Armenin, and had not left sufficient force at 
Home to opprefse these seditioviK persons, that sought iintl ling 
but rebclhon. 'Dicse men had made Lucius Cntilina their Tht coo- 
Cnptninc : a desperate man to attempt any great entrr[in«', 
Btittle, and malicious of nature. He wai accuBe<i before 
(be&ide« many other vile Suites) for delloweriiig uf hift ownc 
daughter, and killinge his brother: and being affirnyed to 
Ik.- put in sute for it, he prayed Sylln to put hi» brother 
amongest the number of the outlawed (or pro«eTipt«c) aa 
if he had bene then alive. These kicked rebclU navingc 
eho*en them auche a Captftine, were «womc and boundc ore 
to an other in thin manner, Thry killed a man, and did 
eat« of hit 6«abe tocetlter, and had beadea corrupied th« 
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mwt pftrt« of all the ycnxik- For Catiline their Captalnc 
xuScrcci cveric iiuu) to take lib plieaaurt, M hi» youUi was 
incline unto: u to biuik«t, to foUo«f hariott^s, aiui gav» 
thim money Urgclic to Wtoirc iu thc»c «a^c cipcncrn. 
Furtfeonnore all Timicaa bcganne to Hr^ and Ihv ntott 
parte of Goulc also, Ipoz bttwCDC Uie ALpca and Itolie. 

rifliftgt for the in^qjolitic of the good« of uic iiUuibitauritc*, 
For the Doblr men, &rxJ of grvatat canwCf had spcMt all 
their lBD<Je» in pk^eiaud fouitator Ja buildtngaandeookiaoai 
»orL44, wlkiHi thrjr huilt at thrir owne chitrgr, Ui ciirncr 
favour with thv commoD pcoplt^, thctt they mifchl obtAinc 
the cliieAr officer ; so tliat Iherebj* they btuitiie iftrit poore, 
and their f^oodce ^vc^o in the hande* of mcone men and 
wnjtdiw. Thus the state of Rocnc stoodc in gtvmJi hnTiird 
of uprore, the which any man mi)ci^t eiwely liave proturtd, 
that dufit liAVf? Lakci) uppon him uiijr ch&ngt^ or alli^rattuii 
of j^vtfmment, there w-fw then siiclic diviMott noion^ thi^iii 
in the «tatc, Caliliac notvvitlt^tAiiding, to provide him of 
A strong huUwArkv to pronecutc bii intent, can>e to «ue to 
be ConsuU hoplnj;; that he abould be chonen i*ith Caiud 
Antonius, a man that of him «elfe was apt tietthor to do« 
any great good, ncir much hurt, nnd yet that eould be a 
f^reat ftn-ngth and aide unto him that woulde atteu^pt auj 
thing. Dircrs noble arid v'im men foreseeing tbat, did pro- 
ciiri' ('icrriJ to cue for ihe <*on.mlnhipjjp, Tht poiipir nc* 
eepted liim, and rejected Catiline Antonins and Ciecro 
thereiippon were ereated Consuls, although that Cicero of 
all the Rutera for the Consulship vros but only a Knightea 
umnt, and not Uip %tmnt: uf a Smator of Itorie. Nowe, 
thmifch the ccfnimon people underetoode not the secret 
proj^iM^ fttjd nUAiitri;; of Cntiliiii-: yd nl Lht.' Wgiurdng of 
(.ict^ojt^ C^tiFulRhippo, Uierc fell out ^tvnt trouble and con- 
tendon lit the common wtiiUth, For Ibey of tlie one side, 
whom Sylla had by hii ordinaunecs deposed from their 
diffnitio and offices in Rome (who wirre no Auiall niejt, 
neither fewt hi number) K^^uine to ereejw into the peop)«a 
good will, tilicagirg ta&ay true and just reasonB offoniat the 
tvrftntiirall power of Sylk; howeWit spoken in ill time.wht^n 
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it wiu out of timu to jiiftke any chnun^ or altondon in tJio ('ICBRO 

cummou wcolLb. The Tnt>uiicn gh tlit? uLlicr lidi: prvferred 

lawet and ordiaauncea to fiirtiier thi* devise. They preferrod A Uw pn^ 

the lowc to chooflc the UecemTiri, with eotcrftinc power oiul '^"*^„^j 

nuthoritit' through all ItiJie and Syria, imd aUo tnraiig)i fill ,^t,th[>rlty uf 

the trontritfi anJ provincva wlijch Pt>nipcy Iiad iic*iy ctm- the DBooni' 

qiierpd to the Kinpiii? nf Rome: to fell, rtnd rrlcw;*' nil the virL 

tiindcA l>c|oiiging to the state of lloinc, to iicciwc mxty miui 

whomt-' ihcy thought ^ood, to lunikhc any man, tu nsLore 

tlic Colonies vrjth people, to take what money tiioy vouldo 

out of the tuensunc, to leavie m&n of warr?, and to km^pt- 

them in pay at Long a* they thought good. For thiEt grtftt 

aaJ ahsonttt power of the Deteniviri, thtrc were uiativ ititii 

of great acooniijt that favored this law, but Antoniu* cnirHy, 

being colleague and ft^lJowe Consul with Cicero, for be had 

gocid hope to be choBen one of Ihwe ten CommisMouew : 

and furlDeruiore, it waa tliouf^bt that be wan privic unto 

Cfttilinvs coaspincie, and that ho mitUked it not, bccjuutc 

he wa* »o nijchc in dct. And thi* wns it thai the nt»hle 

men mo&t feare^l of ull other thing«>!L Thereuppon Cieero, 

to provide Ctni to tircvciit this daitnger, grauntcd hiiii the 

Erovinre of the rpalmfl of Mftcrdon : and the province of 
lauie being offered unto him twlfe, he refused it. By this 
good tamet he waune AntoniiTB Like a hiered pUver, mAking 
him to promise him that he would asnst and aide him for 
the ticncfit of the common wealth, and that he woidd nty 
no more, then he Ahuulde wiU him- When hi* had brought 
him to this, and ha<) nixiTie him to bin mirule : be then 
bcgonne to be the bolder, and more stowtly to rwi»t them 
that wvrv aulhom of tliii innovation and mn* lnwen. Cicenj 
therefore in open Senate, did one day sharply reprove, aud 
niTey against thi& law of the Decemviri, which the Tribuiws 
would nave eytabliiihed. But thereby he did #o terrilie; the 
authum llirieuf, tliat there wan not one man durst apeakt 
Jigainat him. This notwithiUniiinc, the Tnbun<« aft^^r- 
wardes attempted once A^riine (o have it lo pa»c, ami 
appointed the Coiisula to appears Uefure the |ieopIe. How- 
beit Ctccro being nothing abaalied at it, be commaunded 
the Senate in follow him. So he dul not only nverthrow 
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OCtaO thb bv <ir the OeocuTiri, wfakb tbe l^ibuM did un-ftm : 
Qaiff^bf Ui but fvrtfconMm tb^ wtiv vttvriy aboonf^vd sad out ot 
hope to briiw anjr of tbeu tii«tfm to pa«« ther intended^ 
he Atrooke tam fo de«d with his elot^uFOM. ^or Ctero 
oDdr of ftll rani in Itont nude tbc HotDADC* ktto*, bow 
macbc doaucoce dotb ^rw «iul br«vti6« that vbidt b 
bocmtt «Dd boir umoot^t Tig;ht Aod justice af^t ^^^^mp' 
doqiH^tlv VFt forth- And mln how ttut n oma that wiB 
be counted B wife Gorcntor of a coanun vcalc, ■bcmld 
alwajv in hb doingn nth«r p wfc iTg proCt, than to 
Meke to currb favor ^ith the cMankon ptepkt jvt ao to 
mr hi* wnrdvf that thr thing whidi m pnmtabtr, may not 
be abo ttpplcajort. And to prove bb nrtcte and plcMamt 
tuagne, niav be oll^apHi that wliidi be did tn the tlaw <tf 
bis CoDRiUup, toucbi^ the phdng of men at ti» Tbaatir 
to M tb« paxtimca. Per bdon, tbc knigfaU of Honv 
did dt fflingied one vith another amonftst tb« commott 
people, and tookc tbeir place a» they came. 1*be fint that 
tnaoo the difference betwcne them, vat * Marcu* Otho, at 
that time Pnrtor : who made a lav, hy the which be at>* 
pojikted weraU i«ate< foe tlie knij^bts, where tliiey might 
uota thenoeforth we the pastimes. Hie people tooke thb 
grievouityt ■■ a thing dnne to divoiintenance thrro t ijtto- 
much that Otba comming afterwarda into the lliemter, all 
the common people fel a vhntlin^ at him, to shame him 
withaL The kniebt« abo in contmriwiK' made him roomc 
fnpU, araofigvt than, with great ebppfng of hands, in tokm of 

honor. Tboevitb the f)eoiib fcl] a vhistliiv lowder then 
befbfv^ and the IcDigbta in like nunncr to dapping of thetr 
bandcsi and no grew to voidc« one with another t that all 
tht- Tlieali-T was titnik^it in uprorc wilh it CiwTu und<rr^ 
staodinj; It, went thither hns selfe, and cftlJinf; the people 
to the temple of the goddow Brllcnu, be therr to iJuupelf 
itpTDTcd tneni, and therewith to penwaded them, that re- 
tinniiig pRMntly to the Theater, they did then wiJcome 
and riixi^ Otbo with cbpoiiv of their handctt, and coa- 
tcaded with the knights which of them should doe bim 
greateat honor. But now againe, the rebells of CatQiaef 
coiupimeae (vbo were prctily cooled at tbc tint for the frare 
906 
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they stood^ iu) b^&n to be liutle aeunc, amd to g&thcr 
logeLher, bolddy incomgiiig one nnotlieT to broachc th^ 
practise, before Pompcy rctumcd, who wm Myd to be on 
th« WA)' towardrt Rome with hitf urmyt^. Hut besides them, 
tho4e sonldicra that had served htrfore in the warres imder 
Svlla, being di?ipeTai-d uppe uiid dowTie Ib^ly (but M>eciHlly 
Xm best suuldiere unoof; them dweLiing in the gooa tovnea 
of ThiiEcan) did ttirre up Catiline to hasten the enterprise, 
penwodini; them Aclves thftt they should once againe have 
goods enough at tiand, to spci^le and rajisacke ftt tJieir 
pleaeure. Tliese aouldiera having one ManliuB to their 
CaptAii:ie, that had bome office in the tield uiidrr Syllat cnn- 
spyred with Catilin, sind catne to itom<^ to aMi&t him in hie 
auU : who purposed once agatnc to dctnaund the Conaulship, 
being determined at the election to kill Cia-ro, io the tuiniilt 
ondliurly burly. The goddc^ &Iao did plajoly oliewe by 
earthqtiahes, lightning an3 thundrr, and l>y virion of apirit* 
that did appcam, the ijecrct practice and ixmspiracic : be^dcs 
also, there fell out mftnif*»t conjediire* and proofe* by men 
that came to reveale them, howbcit they had not power 
sufficient to cncownler bo noble a man, and of great power 
e« Catilin waa. Cicero therefore deferring the day of elec- 
tion, called C^tilin into the Senate^ and Uiere did examine 
him of that whieh was reported of him, Catiline ^uppo^ing 
there werv many in the Senate that had good wills to rebellj 
and also bieuiute he would ehewc him Ed£ reudy unto them 
that we^e of his C4>ns])inv;ie : he gave Cicero a gentle uitnsner, 
and said thus. What doe I offend, sayd he, if that beeing 
two bodies in this towtie, Uie one Icaoe and weake, and 
throu^y rotten, and haUi a head : and the other being 
great, atrong, and of power, having no head, J due ^ive it 
one? meaning under this darku aunnwer, to Bigntfic the 
peopk and ScnaU, This auniwer being made, Cit^ro was 
more attVayd then before, innomucb that he put on a brigan- 
tinc for the Wctie of his bodv, and wa* accompanied with 
the ehiefest men of Rome, nna a ffreat nuntlwr of yoimge 
men beaidea, going with him from m» bouse unto the 6elde 
of Mans where the electfons were made : and had of purpose 
left open hits joickct Iimc at the chollcr, that hii briganmic 
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be had on might be Mcac, tbcrrbv to Jet cterjr mim 
Mw hhn, knuv th« dauDger be wm In. 'Brtry cdao niitUk«d 
it what ihty mw it^ tt&cTcaiiie about him to defend him. if 
%ny ciffrrrct tn «tsavLr btm. But U «d cmnc? to puar^ thftt 
by vojocA of the p(x>pk« CattJin was a^ine rejected irom 
tbe CoOAUlthip^ and SylTnnLin And MiinmR ehoin] CoiMl*" 
Hbortir after thitt dccticn, the souJdicn of Htusem bdi _ 
joyiied^ vbie}i sbuulfl bure come to CjitihnT nn^ ihi^ d«y 
AppojDtod bdng at handc to broacbe tbi-jr entcrpn^e : &bout 
midniglit tbon? oinic Ihrrc of tho ehiefivt mm of Rome to 
Ciocfrooji huu3k;fMArcu«Cfnswu,MArciuMarcelluft, ATidi^pio, 
M^'tL-Hufl) and kiiifiLiny at hh f^te. eallrtl bis porter, And' 
Iwid him wake hJa Tiiaitter pivwritly, and t^Jl him how tbi 
tbrre wen- nt tbe gntr {a Hpcnkc^ with him, about a matter 
of importxLncv. At nipht afltrr nupp^r, CraMU* port«r brought 
hi« luaifitcr a |3acket of Icttcn, dcbvcred him or a fltraunf^er 
titikttflwrtt, whceh wrre directed unto diven prntons, amonj^e 
tbe tthicb one of Ibem had no name atiWribeti, but wiw 
ODvlv diroeted imto CYa»ta» him itfU. 'ilie ciT^ci uf bin 
latter waa, tbat there should bo a f^rvat alaugbter In Home 
Iliads by (jitilin, and tbnrefi^rp he pntyrd him that bt' trould 
deport otrt of Uonie to save bim adfc. CnuEHis baring red 
bin ownp letter, vould not opeo tbe rett, but ureni fiirthwitb 
unto Cic^To, partly for fcare of thtf^ daLiDecr, and partly al»o 
Ui i^vvn' bim M'lfe f}f ilitr Hittpitjim tbrv liid "f htm fur ihr 
Cmndahit) that vas betu^ixt him and Catiline. Cicero coun> 
«llmg with them vhut wju to be dtmc, tbf itert nmroiiig^pi 
meaiblt.'d Uie Senate very cardy, and oaryinft tbe letton 
witb him, be did deliver Ibem acoordiiig to tbeir din»:tioji, 
and eommaundod th«y should rc«d th^ra out alovde. All 
tbeac letter*, and every one of tbcm i>artiai)crly> did bewray 
the coupirade. Furlliermort. Quititu* Arriut. a man of 
authoriti^, and that !i&d bene IVa-tor, toUiv openly tbe 
ftouMic-rs and mm of w*m' thut vrtTy leavjtvt in 'niUMan. 
And it WIU1 repoHcci olio, that Manliiia wk* in the fielde 
wiU) a great rumbn' of souldien about the citii^ of Thmam, 
mpiag dai ly to beare newea of Mvac chaungc at Koco& All 
then- tbingfv Mue tbrnitghly c o mid Lnid , a drcTM> pnm«d by 
the Senate, that tbcv should refcrre the cnrc of the common 
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wealth unto Llie CousuIa, to Ujend timi with abnolute authu- 
ritii> they miffht (ns well as they couJd) provide for the 
NifctiL- tmd jircnurvatiotL thereof Such m&iuier of drcree 
and authoring, waB not oflen fteene concludL^ of iii the 
Sonfitc, hut in lime of pnrscnt foare and dauiictfr. Now 
Cicc-ro huviiig Uuk iU)»ilute j>owcr> he referred lUl forreint; 
matters to Quinttu MctcUiu charj;;?, aiid did him Hclf take 
ijppon him the care and povprnment of all civill fiifayreft 
within UoiDC. On Uic day tttnc when he vrent up And 
downe the lowne, li« hail sueh n tn^wpe of meu aflrr him, 
that whon he came through tlio ^at market place, lie 
almost HlleJ it with hiis tniyiu' that lottowed Kijii, 'llieiv- 
uppon Catiliite would do linger delay time, but roaolvcd to 
ffot? him selfe uiitij Maiiltua whert' tlieir aniiie lay. But 
Wore he departed, he had drawen inti> his oonfedcracie one 
MartiuftT and another cjdlrd CeUicgus, whoinc he cinajiiduui]ed 
betimefi in the Qioroing to soe to Ciceroeu liovi^ with short 
daggers to kil him, prctcnainz to come to oalitte him, and 
to give hiru a good morcjw. Bui there was a nuble woman 
of Ilome, called FuUnn. who went over night unto Cieero, 
and bad him beware of that Ceth^gua, who in deeds eamc 
the ncKt morning bctime* imto him : but being denied to 
hct let in^ he began to chafe tLnd niile before the ij;ate. This 
mode him the more to be dUAuected. In tliend Cicero com- 
mirfr out of his hoii^, eallcd the Smate to the temple of 
[iipi'ter Strttor* (as much to say, n stayer) which i^tandcth 
at llie upper end of the htdy nlrevLe lu lh<rv gcx- to the 
Monnt Palatine. There waa Catiline with others, on though 
he ment to 4;leere Wiw m'Uc of tlic Mwjiition that went of 
him : howbeit there wua not a Senator tfut would nit dovne 
hy hiuL but tliey did ^11 ribe fium the l>eriL'lje where Odiline 
hftd taken hi* plAee. And further, when he be^^n to apeidce, 
he eould have no nudienee for the great hovm^ they ma<le 
a^^ainst him. So at Length Cicero ro^, and eommuundtxl 
him to avoid out of Borne: raying, that there luust uetxlea 
\ie a separaeion of walIeK betwe«nr them two^ coosiderinf; 
that the one used but word», and the other Force of armcv. 
Catiline thereiinponimroediatly df^iarting the eitfe with three 
hundred nrmca micu, wc» do sooner out of the precinct of 
5: IT SX& 
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the wail<s» but he made hi^ ScrgrAontit auy axcii utd buaddls 
of roditca licfcm' liim, lui if hi- IwA hwae n. Cuouul Lftwfulljr 
cr»tcd, And did dtsplav Kb emirnea of wairei and «o went 
in tbifl Qrd«T to seekv Mtmlius. Whi:!! thc^' wcrv ju^cd, he 
hid not much low th<^ twenty tbowuuid men togvtlivrt 
with Hit which hi? wi^iit 1u jinuzLisu \lie luwriK* tu rebelL 
Now« opon varre 1>e«iDj* thjfl procUimod. Antoniiis, Ckencft 
coUi^nge ami fellowr Coiihu], iraji limt agninKt him to fight 
with him. In the mt.*Anc ipAce, Cornelius Lontulua iunuunMJ 
Sura (a cuui of a noble h^nue. but of a wickvd dittpodtiou* and 
that for hit lU life wae put of the SeriAtc) a$u?mbl«d All the 
rcat which were of G«tlm«» onupimcic and thftt remained 
b^iind bim in Romt.\ nnd bad them be fifTraid of Df 
He was thai Proctor the accotid time, aa the nia&Dcr ia wbcii! 
any man come« to rvfvivpr againe the dipiitie of k Sotialor 
which h^ had font. It is reported that thti stiroame of Sura 
wit8 given bim ujmn this ocea^ioiL He bein^ TreaMirvr In 
Syllacfl Dtctatorsnip> did fondly v^Mtc And conAURne a mar* 
vploi» Hiimme of mon^-y of thi* cnmmnn Irvaaiitt*. Syllfl hdnjj 
oficodcd with him for it. imd dcmaunditig nn aecotnpt of htm 
befoiv the S[?nale ^ lu* earelevly juid ei^itfinjitiioiitly <<1epped 
forth, saying he eould make him do other aeeompti out 
shewed him the eidfi'of his l^^gactiw ehiMn*n doe, when they 
make* A tiultat tcnnyEi. And tkcreof it came that tVDTi 
tliat Uiey ealled hini Sum, blia-CiHi? Stira in I^luj nli^tifieth, 
the cAlfe of the ieppe. Another lime alto beiiip accu«^ for 
a h-wdi? jiart ht! had cummitled, lie hrilHit mime (if tlic li 
with money, and beiti^ oiielv i]mt by two vuvecs mure whTdi^ 
he bad in hia favor, hi sayd be bod loat hni money he limd 
ffiren to one of those two ludgoc, bieAU(^ it wof. enough fnr 
nim to be cleered by one voio; more. This oiAn bang of 
1hii4 disposition, wan flr^t of all InoenBed by Catiline^ and 
In.'vtiy marred by <xTtaine wiurdi acd FaL^e prognosticators 
fhht htui mcHrki^l him with a vaine hopi^ i.ingntg vmr» unto 
hitn which they had fayred ftnd deviled, and false prophceitt 
aUn, whieh they bare him in hande they had taJcen out of 
l^ybrllei bookes of propheeic, which sayd : tii«t tbere ahould 
ntignr three Cumelii at lUimr, of the which, two had si* 
roi^r fulfilled the prophecic, Cinna And Sylla, and for the 
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third, fortune layd it upon him, And Uicrcforc had him goe 
thorow withfltl. And not to dreune it out )o»ing oportumtie 
tM Catiline had done, Now this Lcmtulu« undcrtooke do 
fimall entt^rprise, but had an intent with him ta kil all the 
whole Senate, and as many other Citizens as they could 
murther, and to set fire of Rome, ispanng iLone but Foinpeys 
lonni^ whomc they would reterve for plcd^»^ to moke Uieir 
peace &lterwan]i with Tompey. For the rumor was very 
groat and certcin aUo, thftt he returned from very great 
warm ajid conquests vrliich he had made in the East 
eontryes. So they layed a plat to put their treason in 
extfcutiotii iu one of the nights of Satume6rcA±tp*i. FurLht-T, 
they had broijght tfaxe and brimstone, and & gr^at number 
of armors and weapons into Ceth^ui houite. Be«ideft all 
thla provision, they bad appoyntea a huudied men in an 
hundred part<t of^thc cibc, to the ende that fire being 
niyi;ed m many plac^ at one tyme. it chould tht sooner 
ronnc through the whole citie. Other men also were ap- 
poynted to ^itoppe the pyp^s and wuUr ^^iiduh^ wlueh 
brought water to Rome, and to ktU those also tha.t came 
for water to quench the fire. Id all this aturre, by ehaunc« 
there were two Ambassadors of the Ailobrogcs, whose contry 
at that tyme did much mislike of the Raniajif«, and were 
unwilltcg to be .^^ubji^ct unto them- I^ntulus thought these 
men very fit innlnimenls to cause all Gaule to rebel). Then?- 
uppon practising with them* he wanne them to be of their 
eoiispimcie, mid g^v*^ them letters direeinl to the eouriKcl] 
of their eontrje, and in tiiem did promise them fredom. He 
rteut otJier letters also unto Catihn, and pcrswaded him to 
proclaimo lihertie to all bondmen, and to come with all the 
hpeede he could In Rome: and sent with thent one Til-us of 
the citie of Crotona, to cary tfiesc letters. But aU their 
councils and purpt»se* (like foi»le* that never mrt together 
but at fea^te*, dnnckmg dronckc with light women) were 
easily found out by Ctcexo: who had a carefull eye upon 
them, and very wisely and dlacreetely saw« thorow them. 
For he had appovnted men out of the citic to spie their 
doings, which foflowed them to 4ee what they intended. 
Furthermore he «pake secretly with some he trusted, (the 
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othcTK ^io tooki.' to bo oT thi; coiU|^ndie) uid I 
im thiit Lentuliii» and CcUicpiA had pnctJaed with tte 
jCmbBJttadort of the Allobrof^ luad drav^p tb«ni iiilo thnr 
Tba ogo- conapiracic. At Icn^h he watched thcna one night so imt^ 
vplnUiiuii rowly^ UiAt hr UH>ke tfiL- Amluiicttdon, ktuI Titux Crotoniaa 
upprehotidHL ^^g, ^^jg letters he caritJ. by helpc of Ihtf AitibftSftadOT^ of 
the Ailolimgi'K, which hnd v^rrtly irifomri^l him of nil 
bcfort. The next morning by brcokv of day* Ciixto ojactu- 
blt*d the SenaU.* in the t«uii>W of Conoorilc', and Lherv o^enl^ 
red thd l^t«r»t luid heard tho evidence of the vnt&cwcs* 
Purthrr, thc*rv wta tmv luniux Sj-I1iuiiu n SenAtor th«t gave 
in ovideiKt, tJiat ttomo hvtml Ci>tbcf?u» nuy they should kill 
thrvL' CoiLHuU, biid fijurr l^raloiiL Vitat » Senator tdnOf and, 
thai bnd bene Conn u I, told c in mnnn«r tho (e]f»ttm« tAlf*i 
Aod iUun* Sulpitiuhn Vnvliir, that wiu fttnt into Otln^Uti 
lioujte, r«portL>t! Umt he had found threat ittora of d^rtSf 
armur* cU^gen and flwordca new raadc. Ld»tly, tbe S«iule 
havinj^ promned Titut Crotouian h& thould haw do hurt, tO' 
ho would tell wlmt he knew of this consjnnicir : Lmtiduil 
thereby wa-s convinced, and driven to ^ve upp« Jiis office of 
Pnt^tur before the Senate, and chAun^nug hia P^^iple gunn^ 
to lake another meetc for bU miEcrnbJe atate. This beinf; 
done, Lentulus eaid bu eouborta were comniitted to wordc. 
lo the PnptoTv hani;€«. Now growing tovanU evemrig, the 

EDoplc waiting about the place where the Senate vra» oamih*, 
h'd^ Cicercj at l^nf^Ui caitie out, and told thrm what 
hod done wiUiin. Thortnppon he *(ls convcwl by nil the 
peojdf unto a fricnJiis bcuse of bi^ hanl by: for Ihat hia 
ownc houw WD* occupied by the Ijtdics ot' the citic, who 
werv buKy sivleinnly celebiating n wx^rut taerifici' in the homir 
of tbe goddeeee, called of the Romanes the i^ood goddcwc, 
and of i\w GnrcioTA Gyniccia, to wit ft*<iimine: unto hi 
thiii ye^rvly i&acri^ce i% done at the Consuls houfto, by ths^ 
wife or iiioUier of the Consid then being, the Vi-^wtal Numicvj 
beittc; present at it. Now Cicero liein^ coiuen into hit 
neigriboLir* hou»c, bcgrnine to bcthinke hiui wliat coune 
he were bc'At to take in thin mAtt<TT. For, to punich tho 
o9cnderi with aevcntici accordinjc to their de»erts, be wot 
afnid to do it : l>oth Irieaufir^ be wa« of a cart«ou« Datura^ u 
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ttUo for tliAt he would not ^eeoa^ to be ^kd to have occadon CCCBKO 

to abew hu abholuti^ ()OKi;r &ud auUiariLii.', to punish (as he 

miy:ht) with ripour, Citiwru thnt were of the nobleat houM* 

«f the citic, und that hud IjcmJcb intuiv fneiida. Aad con- 

triLriwue aJso, being reinisse in bo wAJgtitie a matter as this, 

he wad afTrftid of tlie daunger that might eoflue of their 

raiUiieSr mi?;trii«tii3g that if he should punish them vritb 

leeae thtn death, they would not amend for iU imagining 

thpy were well rid of their trouble, but woidd rather become 

more boEd and desperate then ever they were: adding more- 

ov<-r the fttvng and spight of a newe malice unto tht*ir 

4u:cu«tomed wichednefi. bLsi<k-s that he him sclfe ehould be 

thought A r(nrard and tymerous mfln, whei'eaa Ihcy had 

already not much better opinion of him, Cicero beinf; 

perplexed thus with these dnubbi^ ther« uppeared a Dtr&cle 

to the Ladies, doini* snerifiec at home in his rouao. For the 

fire limt wn> thou,^nt to he cleane out upon the aulhT wherv 

tbL'j had BttcritiCfd, there aoduiiiely toki' out of the inibent of 

the ryend or l>arkeit which they had burnt, a great bri^^Iit 

flame, which amaeed oil the other Ladies. Howbcit tii« 

Vv^IaII Nunne« willed TerenUa (Ciceroes wife) lo go ^trAight 

unto her hu^bfLtid, and to bid bim not to be aflraid to vie- 

cute Uiat boldly which he had coiuideied of, for th^ beiielit 

of the common wealth : and that the ^oddesse had rained 

thii great flame, to »hevre him that he ahould have great 

hoDor by doing of it. Terentia, that was no timeroua hot 

faint h&rted woman, but very ambitious, and furthennorc 

luul gotten more knowledge from her huiband of the afrayrci 

of the state, then otherwise she bad acquainted him with her 

hdUKewiv^ry lU the hoiiw, aw Cii-ero Iiim Nelfe r^purtetli: ^he 

went to inaHc report tho'eof unto him, and pm>cd him to doc 

pxci'iitiim of tbrjH- meu, Tlie like did i^uintus Cu-em bis 

brother, and ttl«> PubliuB Nigidiua, hia friend and fellow 

student nith iiini in rhiloM>phie, and whot^e counsi'll atfio 

Cicero followed much in the ;^vemmcnt of the common 

wealth. The uext moniing, tW matter being pruiKmuJeJ 

to the arbitremont of the Senate, how th»e mrili^factors .Syti„tnia 4^n- 

should be punished: Syllanus bcinr; n^ked hi« opinion IJrst, tvUfAnrihA 

tidA that tficy Khuuld be put in pntwn, and frunt thence to eoii«pir«u>T^ 
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flufler executioii. Othm l]kevi» th&t futlo'wed him, were 
all of that mindc^ but Coluc Caauv, that nftcrwardit cuno to 
he DicUtur, and w Uiai but * young tnna^ cuiil t)tfgtui to 
cumo furwArd, biit yet euch a oae^ a^oy his behavior and 
the hope he hftdi tookc such A coiin^, that aftcrvAitif he 
brout^ht tlic oo[niiit>[i w««ith of Rome into an Ab«oliit« 
Moiianhie. Fur ut that tiow. C&cero had ^^cmciit sus- 
picions of Cirwir, but no nppAnmt proofir to convince hiio. 
And some aav» that it van bn>ii^nt so ncarc, a* he vas 
alciiBt c-ciivtctvd, but yet unvt-d him trlfr. OUur write to 
tlie contrary, that Cicero wittiugty diwcnbled* that he cither 
hcsLrd nr knew any NigiivK irhich wrrr tnld hlfn ngnintt (?««nr, 
bcin^ a^lrrud in dcvdc of hu frjendi and estimation. For it 
WFLH A L'lernr i^a>it-, that if thi'y Il^I a(.vu?*ed C-itrHir with Ihi* 
rest, he undoMbtedly had sooner «avcd oil their tivn, th«Q 
he should. liRVc lost hw uwne. Sowc when CnKnr oune 
to deliver bis opinion t^tichLns the punithinent of theN« 
pritvunera : he &toodc up and Aayac* that Jie did uat tlihiVv it 
fiood to pat them to dcAth, bvit to oonftK^ite their t*ood^: 
and HA for their pei^oUK, that they should licntow thom in 

fruoti, torne in one place, M>me in another, in luch elUca cf 
tA]y,a£ pleafied Cicero bestt untill the warre of Catilin were 
Ctidod. ThiH sentence htnng very mild, and the author 
thereof marvelous eloi^tient to make it good: Cicero him 
self added thereunto a eounterpenAe, inclTiiing unto either oi 
both the opinions, portly allowing the first, and partly olao 
the opinion of Ca*juir, Hh frienilv thinking that CtFom 
opinion woa the ftofcat for Cicero, bicauoe thereb)' he Hbould 
deserve lewe blame for that'-'he had not put the prisoners 
to death : they followed rather the accond> Wbcrruppon 
Hyllnnif^ iJk» m^inteil Lliut he tiad i^kiTn^ and expounded 
lufi opinion : sayin^^ that when he spoke Uiey ehould he 
put to dctttli, be m?nt nothing ko, Uit tiiou({ht the hist 
puninihmi.*nt a Senator of Rome could have, wojt the prinon* 
But the iint tliai controried tliU oi>tni(7n, wax Catulus 
Luctatius, and after him Cato, who witb vehement wordes 
enforced Ceian su^pitiont and jhirthcnnore 5Ued all the 
Senate with wrath and eora^: to that even upon thd 
inatont it was decreed by moet vovces, t!uit they nhould 
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6\iffcr death. But C:es&r fttcpt up a^n, And spake lu^iutfc 
the cdiififictttioii of theii gooes, mialiking tluit tbejr mjuuIiI 
reject the ecnUest port of hii opinion, and thnt coctroriww* 
they &}iouId sticke utitu ilie B^'eorest oneXy : howberL bicaLiw 
tbe greatest number prcvAJled AgaJtitit him, he called the 
Tribtm« to ayde hi oi, to the endc they aliould ^vithstoiid it ; 
hut they would ffive no care utito him. Cicero thereupon 
yelding of hitn stif^ did remit the con^saition of their goods, 
And w«Dt with the Senste to fetche the priflon^n: who were 
not all in one house^ but every Pnetor hod one of them. 
So lie went first to take C. Ijentulua, who wbs in the Mount 
Palatine, and brought him through the holy strcote and 
th** market place, acrompRnied with the chlpf?*-t men of 
the citie, who compassed hini round about, and gnrdcd hi? 

Ik^noii. The people seeing thAf, qtiuked uitd trenibkd with 
e^r^, pasaed bVf and $avd never a word : and apcdally the 
yoimge men, who thought it had bene wJini* jiolemnc misleric 
for tlie health of their contry, that woe ac accompanied with 
the thiefe MagJaLrate, and the noble men of the citie, with 
terror and feare. So when he bod p&sB«d tlirougl^ the 
market pJnx'e, and was come tt> the prison, he delivered 
LentuluA into the handee of the hmipnan, and commaunded 
him tc doe execution. Aflerwardes ah»o Ceth^us, and then 
all the rest one after another, whome he brought to the 
prison him seLfe, and caajsed them to he executed. Farther- 
more, fteeing divers of their accomplices in a trowpe together 
in the market place, who knewe nothing what he had done, 
and watched onely till night were come, supposing then to 
take ttway their companions by force from tne place where 
they were, thinking they were yet alive ^ be turned unto 
them, and spake alowd. They fivcd, Thb it a phraae of 
fipeeche whten the H^imanes use Knmetyme, when thpy wHl 
hnely convey the hardnes of the speechc, to sny He h dead. 
When night was t-onien^ and that he wa? going homeward^ 
OS he came tiirough the market place, the people did waytc 
upon him no more with silence as before, but witli grrat 
djes of hb proiac, and clapping of handcs in every place he 
went* and trailed him Savior^ and second fownder of Borne. 
Besides oil this, at €very mouB dore then? were lynckp^ and 
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torciticH ljf;htc(l, that it wu w li^ht ia tlie ttr««te«, as ai 
not>iii; dttjoi. The very wumcn uao did put lifihU out 
the toppp* of t^cir houK« to dor him honor, una a1m> to )ico 
him no robly brought home, with »uch a long trajnc of the 
chirfisl men of the citit^, (of the wliich niAny of thvtn had 
ended eivat worrci for the which they had triumphed^ And 
had ontn^rd ruuLv f'iiiuiu^ cruni^uulA ia thr ]%ii)|iirr uf 
Kome, hcjtli by h«l And iojid) confetfiing betwoiic them 
i^hvi one to atiothLTt thftt thf )tonkiLue« wt^re ^re&tly bound 
to miLny C&ptoincib and gcncroU* of iirmicA in their tioic^ for 
the vorulcTfuU richd, :ipcivlrat euid uictciimt uf tlidr power 
which thev had wonn^: howt>eit that they were to thftnkc 
Cicero oikcly, for their health nnd pr<v(ervfttioQ, having sAvtA 
th*-*m ffDiri so ^reiLt mid txln-mi- n dimii^T, Not for thut 
tht-y ilujunht it BO wotidcrfull a» atte to have atriken de«d 
the pnterprise of thr conRpimtorK, and rJbo to have ptini^hed 
the o^cD^Jcn by death : but bicAUfc the con»piracic of C&tiliii 
bf*Lug to jp^t find dautigerous an lii»iin«e1lori mm ever wu 
any* he had quenched iC '^d pluckt it up by the rootet, 
with *H) «mnU hnrti and withniit immrp. trouble, or nctijftU 
wditioiii J'oFj the mort piurt of tn^m that were gathcRxl 
logi*tlic*r aLH>ii L CaLiliiif, when tliey hi'iird OiaL l^nUiIiisi mid 
ailUic rent were put to death* thoy presently foroooko hira : 
Knd (jitiliRp him v^lfi- nlta fighting ii iMtlrll with Ih^-rn he 
hod about him, agniiiHt Antontus the otiicr Connul with 
Cicero, he waa alayiie iii iht riehle,aud ail Lia armic defented. 
Thi# notwitJihtftndin^, there were mnny that apake ill of 
Ciccm for thi^ IjirLr, and merit to mnkc him n'^rnt it, 
havjiig for Uitfir hemlea Ctetar, (vho wa* alr«ldy chocc^n 
IH^tor for Uit- yuarc to eomv) Metelius and tietdia, whii 
«hould aUcj be chotwn 'rHbunct. '^'hey, no soone ai they 
were ehoAcn TrihutioK would not once AUiTcr Cicero to fpeftW 
to the people, notwithatandinj; that he was yet in hit officA^ 
of Consul for certains dayes. And furthermore, to let him 
that, he nhonld not ijKMke unto tJir proplr, they did s^t 
thr;r henchcft upon the pulpit for oraboiu, which they r«lt 
at Rone, RMtro : and woidd never fiiiffVr hun to tet foote in 
it, but oDcly to rcsienc hit oE!iec, and that douc, to come 
downc Bgaine iminediatly. He gmuoted thereunto, Asd 
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went up to the pulpit upon that cimdition. So nJcDce 
htiing mfldi? him, he madt^ bh olhe, not like imto other 
ConatjU othes when they tvsignc thcii' office in like manner, 
but stremigej and never heara of before : swearing, that he 
hi%d saved the citie of Homeland preserved all ma contry 
and thi; Enipirv of Rome from utttr niitie and destruction. 
Ail the people that wero present, coolirmed it, &nd hw^^te 
the like othe. Wherewithal! CfFsar and the other Tnbimes 
his enemiea were so offended with him, that they deritfcd to 
bivede him wime uevr atiitre find tmuhle: ftjid atiRiii^;^t 
others, they made n decree, that I'ctirrpey fthould be «enl for 
with hifl ttiTiiy to bridJc the tyntiiny of Cierro, Cflt**, (whn 
ol that time was also Tnbunc) did him great pIoiBtire in 
the furtherance of the intuition wt^lth, opposing hitit neUe 
n^nat all their practiecH, with the HJce authoritie and 
power that they had, being a Tribune &nd brother with 
them, find of betti'r estiniation then they^ So that he did 
not (f lie Iv easily brc&kc a11 their devises, uut ulso in a goodly 
oration lie mode in ^ full asaembty of the people, he £a 
highly pTai&ed and extolled Cicervies Consulship unto them, 
and the thinges he did in htti otfjce i that they gave him the 
^reateat honotH that ever were decreed or graunted unto 
any man living. For by deeree of the people he was eallod, 
father of the contry, a» Cato him aclfe bad called him in hi* 
oration : the which name was never given to any man. but 
ondy unto him. and also he bare greater flwayc in Home at 
that tiene^ than any man beside him. Thh notwitlixtfinding, 
he made him selfe cnvyed tind mislikcd cf many men, not 
for any ill acte he did^ or ment to doe : but onely bicause he 
did loo much boast of him sclfe. For he never was in any 
amemHy of people, Senate, or judgement, but every mann 
head mu full atifl to hearc the sound of Cntului^ anS Lon- 
tiiltia brought in for sportc, and filling Llie lN>Like» and 
workva be compiled bcaidee full of his ownc prnysca: the 
which made bis Hweete and pleaAant stile, tedious, and 
troublceom to thoae that hearil them, a< though thi£ mig- 
forlimv ever follo««l him to lake away bis excellent grace. 
But nowe, though ht had this worme of ambition, and 
e>lr«iije <;ovetoua d«»i/e of honor in hi* head, yet did he 
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nnt mixi'iiir or rnvy uny ttihcn gU^ry, but would \ery fpoicklyl 
pr&JKC excellent nxva^ aa wtll thoM that bad bene bcA)ffi^ 
nim, UK thottif thjit were in hit tiiiH\ And ihin i^>pcan;th 
plaiiiJy in hU vrhtin|fti. They haw written ako certaiM 
notable iiord» he Hpakc of ^naic atindcnt men in dde tiuci 
fu of AriatoUe: tli&t he was likf a goldvo Howini; riv«r: 
and of riato, Uiat if lupit^r him wife would vpcftiic, he 
would ip.?ake Uke him : and of ThcophntatuH, \\v was vout' 
lu tflJl him hifi delight : ajid uf DfrnuaLlit^ito omli^jns whca 
one aaked him on a tinio vhich of them he \ik^ ht^ : The 
longest unidc he. There be diver* writer* alio, who to 
sJa-wt- that th«y vorv great foUowcrt of Deniotth^nea, doe 
foUowe CiocriK'd •ayinj^ in a c^rt&iiie cpUUc he wrote unto 
nno of hi« frii-nrU, wht^rrbi h(* wiid thnt I Vmni^thriMv licjit 
in some of hia orationfti but yet thev forget to tcl how 
highly lie praised liim in that iitai-e^ antl that he enlleth tha 
oration* which hr wrote against Antoniiw (in the which he 
tookc grent iiaintTn, ntui xtii^Iit-d niiirv llic^i jdl Uie rt^t) 
Phihppiari.4 : to follcwe tho^e which Deinoathcnea wrote 
agiiinst Philip king of Maceduit, F«rtJietniore, Ui^e waa 
li^t a faiDout man in nli hi^ tymc, «ithcr in eloquence, or 
in teaming, whtwc fame he hjvth not mmmendcd in wril 
or otherwise ill honorable ajwech of him. For he obt«jai 
ofCdrsar, wbm he had thel^niuin: v( llume m hb hajideai 
that Cratippui thv feripatcticke I^ilosophvr w«4 made 
Citizen of Itome. Further, he procured th^t by decree of 
the court of the AreopaiptHi, he wa« intreat^d to ivtzisinft 
at AthcuA, to teach and instruct the youUi there: for tliat 
hr ysiit u grrnt hontjr and firnnmrnt mito thi*ir dty. I'hrrft 
Are extitnt abo of Clixroro epiAtk^ utito Hcrodei, and othcn 
unto hta sonne^ willirg him to follow Cratjppiu in hh fitudie 
and knowledge, itic wrote an other Letter alfio uitto Uorj^aa 
the Rrthoritian, and forbad him hit mnnen coriptLnv ' bi- 
GAOAC he undiTidood lie ittti»ed him to dronkennca, and to 
other great lii^honestie. Of all hia eptstlen hr- i*rote in 
Grcckc, there is bat that onoly wntter in cholJcr, and 
nncitlirr whiidi hi: wfute unto Pf-'lcipn Byvantine. And for 
thAt he wrote to Gorgtos, he liad ^^^at reason to be offcndtd 
with bini, and to tawnt him in hift letter: bkcau»« (as it 
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seemed) he was a maD of very Uvde life aod convcnintian. 
But in contrary manner, writing na lie did to Pelop*, (icdiiig 
him selfe greved with him, for th&t he vta negligtnt in 
procuring the Byjcantines to ordcinc some publiKr- Jionors 
11) his behatfe ! U:at me thinV^s proce^ed of overmuch 
ambition^ the which )n many things made him too much 
fiirget ihe ptLti of an honest man, and onejy bii^aji^^ he 
would be commt^ndcd for hi8 eloquence. When he had on a 
tiTTie pleailed Munathis cause befure ihe lodges, who ihurtly 
ofter accLised Sahinua & friend of hia: it ia reported that he- 
VEH so angry with him, that he told him, Wliat Munatiiia, 
hurt thou lorgotton that thou vert discharged the laj:t day 
uf Lhine at^uhnti^n, not for thine innocency, but for a tiUKti! 
1 CAst before the liidgee eiea, that made them th^y eould 
not discemc the fruilt? An other tyme also, having mien)y 
prays**! Marcus Crafflus in the pulpit, with good audience 
of tlie people: ahortljr after he spake to the coiUraxy, alt 
the eviU he could of him, in the same plae«. Why, how 
now, sayde Crasaufi: didest thou not thy oelfe highly prayoc 
me ia tliia plaee, the last day? I ean not deny it, layd 
Cic«ro : but in decdc I tookt an HI matti^r in hand to ihewe 
mine eloquence. An other time Craasus ehaunced to wy 
in an open a^aemhly, that none of all the Crafsi of hia 
house that ever lived alkove li. yeares: and af\erwardK 
agUDt repenting him selfe, he called it in againe, and 
■ay<le. Sure 1 knewe not what I did, when I sayd so. Cicero 
auiiAwercd him agatne : Thou knewe^t well enough the people 
werv glad to heare it, and therefore ^pakeat it to please 
them. Another time Cra^su^ liking the opinion of tbc 
Stoii:k.t? Philovophers. that sayd the wtfie man wiu ever riche : 
Cicero aunewercd him, and bod him eonrdder whether they 
ment not thereby, that tlie wise mao had all thiogea. 
CtftsaUB covetouanea wag defamed of every man. Of Crasetis 
Boniit^oQc^ of them diii much resenibk AcUus, and therefoTe 
hb mother had an lU name by him : one daye this sonne of 
CrsMUi made an oiation before the Senate, which divers of 
them commended very muche. So, Cicero beeing asked how 
he likcti it: Me tliinlce«,NLydehe, it in •Actiu* of Cnuaua. 
About this trine, Crawu* being ready to take hfa jnmey 
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into i^ym, be dctarcd to Uarc Cicero hU frirnd, rather th^n 
hut enemy. Tlicrvfiirv uoc uiglit tiiiLkiiit; muchc of hhn, 
he t«UIo CieCffO that he would come nud fiunpe with him. 
Cicero wyde he should W wpIcoidp, Stwrilj' aflct u^mtr 
of hi« ^endes told hini of Vatlniui, faow ht was dcwroiu to 
In- m^tde fritudea HJtti hiiu. for he waa iiift ^nciuy. What, 
qtioth CicfTO, Mid will h« «om« to supprr too? Thu» h* 
used CrAfdiJX Now this Vitiniu« having & awoUen ncckc, 
one du}'« pti^adiTtr^ befori^ CiciTo: he colled him the swr>[]eii 
Ontoi. Another t^iue whi-n he hc&rd say that be wa« 
dMul, itnd thfti thftt h^ was nlive ngnirte: A vctigirano' oti 
him, B(»rd« he, thnt h&th lyed so iihamcfuUv. Another 
t^e when CfieBfir bad mode a Eawe for the deciding of thr 
laudd of Campania unto the souldiorB: divert of the Scoato 
wrn* angry with him for it, and Jimong other, Lijciun 
GcUtui (n very oldc man) said, he would aevvr graunt it 
whUe he lived. Ciceru plea^^uutly auntwered agnine, AUa, 
tarj rx litlc, the eood oldc man will not troLiblc you long. 
AnoLhc^r Lyme tr^ere wan one Ot^ttviio^ siipfiosed Lo he 
an ^African borne. He when Cicero on a time pleaded 
a nmtter. Kaide that Iil* hennl him not : Cleero prf^wntJy 
aiinswercd him ogmnc. And yet hat&t thou a holo bored 
IhfiiuL'h tlutic cure. Another tinie M^MliiJ^ Ncpoa txild 
hiiiij Uiat he hud overthrowcn moo men by his witiuSf Ihen 
hi" had saved by \m tluiiueute. I ^^raunt said Cicero, ft>r 
in doede I have mor« faitn, tboD oloquenoe in me. So wm 
Uiere ah^ n vounge man that ww^ jLU«|H^ed to luLve piiYMioed 
hi» father wiXh a tartc, that booated he would revile Acero : 
1 hiiH rather have that of Lhei^, i^Liutli Cicero, then thy iartc. 
Publiu^ S^ictiuG also having a mntter before the [udgv*, 
enU-rttyncd Cicexo. with other of hin CounsclZcn^ but yet be 
wrnid aprvike all him selfe, aiid give none of the Orntora 
leave to my any thing. h\ the ende^ when tbcy nawe plftiDcljr 
that tfie fnd^^ wuirld diiieharge bim^ being nauly to give 
sentence: Cicero saldc unto him, Beiturre thee hardily to 
dny for 1*j morro^e Sexlirw thou "^halt l)e a priiHlo mnn. 
Another, one ruhliuji Scotta, who would fa)-tic have l»eiM 
thouifhL a wi'^e T^awyer, and yet hml litlr wiUt and under- 
Ktan^ing : Cicero appealed to him ea a witucs iu ft matter^ 
940 
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And being examined, he aunavcred he kncwc nothing of it. 
Cicero replied to him ogaine: Thcni thinkait ptrnulvtiiLure 
Owy oske thee touching: the law, Aftolnc, MeU-llns Nopoi, 
hi ft «^rt\ine diitputacinn he hftd with Cictn>, did rMiny 
tim^ repcatc. Who jr thy father? (.ioero minswered him 
againe?: Tlxy tnuthtr hnih nifule this nupfltion harder 
for thee to aunsw^r. This N^pwt mother wae reported 
to be n light houAewife, and he oa cuttle wilted and 
unecinstnnt. For he being Tribune, left in a geere the exei^ 
cine of hie otTico, luid wtnl inio Syria to Pompey, upon no 
€>cc&Aion: and n» fondly againc he returaod uience, upon 
a nodaine. His Scliooleniaister Philagcr alw being dead, 
he btiried him very honcfclh', and 4^t acrowe of *toii« upon 
the tonpo of Uh toiube- Cicero finding; it, toldc him, Thon 
luutt done very vilely ^ for thy Maister hath tniight t)t4H* 
rather to iWc, then to fipcakt*. Another time Appiu^t CEodiua 
pWading a matter, saide in his pr^ambte that Ins frieride had 
ejvme»tly roqiieatod him to emptoyc all liis knowledge, dill- 
gvnce^ and fail.h upon this matter. O gndde*, snidi- Cia-nt, 
and hast thou shewed thy seift^ so barde horted to thy friende, 
that tboii ha&t perfcinnod none ofaU these he r^jiieslcHl theeP 
Nowc to use those fine lawntsand ^rd* to hie enemies, it waa 
* parte of a good Oratfir : but ao eoinmonly to ginle every 
man to make the people kughe, that wftiinc him j^reate ill 
will of manVt ax ttliail appeare hy Konie exajtiplc^x I will L^ll 
you. Marcus AauiniLJs had two sonne« in lawe^ who were 
both lianifthed : C»cero therefore called him Adraal:L]& LiiciLis 
Cotta by chauut-f aJbo was Censor At timt tynu', when Cicero 
stied U> be Conaul i a:id beeing ther< at the daye of the clcc- 
liun, he was a tbynt^ am) wan driven to drtnke. But while 
he dranke, all hiit friendes itoode about him, and after he had 
dmnkp, he «»ide milo them : It i» well done of je» aayd^ he, 
to be attrayod least tho Ccnaor shoulde be angry with me, 
hieanse I ilrinki- wafer- for It wm reported the CmMir loved 
wine weli- Another lyine (^'icero meeting one Voconiua, with 
thrrr finvlf Ihingbtera of hiA with him, hi^ cryed out alowd : 

Til us mac hath jrotten chlldron m devpiglt of Phobtuk 

It w&i tliuught in Rome that Marcus Gclliua was not Iximc 
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of free pAitnU by faUur tmd mothcrr, who ren^finf cMikitic 
lt<tti?n onr ilnyc in U» S^^nvti- frtr lo*il*?t Cicrro H^yde 
unto them that vcn about him. Wonder not at it* quoth 
he, for thi« itiaii bath herm' a crvrr in hi?! i^Avn. FniiKtiM* 
tbc Mnoc of SvIU Dictator at Unmo, which «ctt« uppc billcia 
utillnuiu^ di^tr?! Rumntit^ niAktiig iL lawtfull for luiy nion 
to kill th^m without dnun^-r where they foonde them : this 
lEutn nftor hr hnd sfimt thr moxtc parte of hu ^thi-m giHxIii, 
vu $Q iore in dvbt, thut he wax advcn to icll hit houahold 
•tufe. bj btUcs aetU tip on et«Q' poate. Gcero ahen he 
Okvc ihrtnj Y^a raary sairlc he, thm^ biUecplcaae mt* 1v>ttprt 
thcD thiHC which hit fnthcr scttc uppc^ Inoe tawntc^ atmJ 
comincm quippea withoiU purpose, made dtvera men to maJiiv 
hhn. The ffTvat ill will that Clodiui baic him, bcgaime 
uppon thin ufH^anion. CSodiim wa» at a doI>Il< houKc, a yoongv* 
man, and very wiJde and iosolcnL He bein^ in love with 
PoiBpna Conn irifei foonde the meann necretJy to (E*^te 
into Vtcntm hou^ apparcltcd hkc a youn^ nnfpng wcnclu% 
biniiiM- rtn th*t ilaye \hv JAdyn of Hamr cid lolc-mnly 
oclebnito a secret ^aorifioe in Cntar'i bouse^ vhich ia not 
lawefulL ftkr men to bo pree^t at. So there vas do ran 
tiure hut ClodiuA, who thought he thnutdc not hare bene 
knoven, hacmac he wu but a Touagc umn witK4>ut any hcare 
on his face, aod that by this meonee he mif^t come to 
Povpeia amonrot the other women. 11c bmng gotbai 
nita tfak great noute by night, not knowing the rooroeH and 
dumber^ m it ; there vaa one of Cenar) mother* ma^dca of 
her fhaniW oiltod Aurclia, who twing hivn wandnng op 
and downe the hotute in thu >orie, niJicd him what hv wa«, 
and bov they called him- So belDfi forced to aunswer, he 
•aide be lought for Aura, one of Pompcias maide*. llx 
mude penvivnd itraighi it wxh no wovraui* Ttucv, and Ihrrv^ 
withal jcave a pvat fthrichc^ and called the o^et women; 
the which dkl vee the ^le«^ fjut ahut,and then soudit 
cocDcr up and downc^ »> that at loojcth they fotiiw bim 
the niaiiin t^hmaV-r, with whfim he c%ine in^ Hb olfi»de 
was ttrai|£ht bIow«u abroad in the dtie, whercunpon Omat 
put hiA aife away : and one of the Tribuocs alto accuacd 
tlodiuii and burdened him that he had prophaned the holy 
MA 
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ocreitiomes of the ^ficnliccs. Cicero at that time wjxa yet 
hb friend, beeinff one that had vct^ friendly done far him 
at all timc«f aod Dad ever Accompanied him to gaidc him, if 
Any luaR would buve ofleml him injurie in i\w hufiie tiinc 
of tho conflpiraciu of Catiiint\ Clodius stuwtly denied the 
ni&tter be was barden<'d wiUi, and ottiiie that h« waa not in 
Home at that time, but farre from thence, Ijowbelt Cicero 
gave evidence against him, and depo^, that the selfe some 
daye he cana^* home to hia house unto him, to gpeake witfa him 
about certainc mattera. This in decde wa» true, thotigh it 
Hvmeth Cicero gave not this eridenoe so muche for the 
iruthcA »ak€, &M to please \m vnfu ToreotiOi; for she hated 
Clodins to the dcathe, bJcavise of his sister Clodia that 
would have maricd Cicero, and did secretly practise tJie 
laariage by oee Tulllus, who was Cit^eru?^ very frinide, atid 
bicausc he rcpayTcd veiy often to thia Clocua that dwelt 
hiirde hj f^cero, Terentia beganne to »usj)tct him. Terentia 
bcL'ing a crueli woiruui, and wearine ber huftbandeE breecbei : 
allurvd Clclto to bi^ttc uppuii Clodiua iti hia adveniitte, and 
to witrkcsee ngayii^t hint, as many other honest men of the 
citir also did: some that he voa perjured, otheri^ that he 
committed a thowsande lewde partes* that he brybed the 
pcupte with mone/, that he hod totifted and deHowred uioiiy 
women- LucuUus alno brought forthe certayne Maydenfi 
which deposed that CIodiuA hod ddlowrcd the yoimgc«t 
of hU owni- BJsten, she beeing id hou«e with luin, and 
maryed. And there went out a ^atc rumor aldo, that he 
knewe his two other sisters, of the which the* one wftt called 
Tcrcntio,* and maried unto king Martius: and the other 
CWim, wbome Metellua Celer hod m&ried^ artd whom thi^y 
commonly called Quadrantaria: bicau^c one of her Jfam- 
moiirs sent her a purse ful of ipiaitrjrii^ (which ar^ litle 
pccces of copper money) in atead of silver^ Ctodiui was 
lUundertd more bv her, then witli any of thp olhdr two. 
Notwithstanding, tic people were very much offended with 
them, that gave evidence agaiJisL him, and accused him- 
I'he ludgcs being offrayed of it, got a great number of 
armed meu about theui, at the d»Y of his judgeaieuU fur 
the tafetie of their persorfi : and in the tables where they 
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wn>U their fcntiMscOt their lettcn for the mot-t ^tai were 
cotiJii«edly Bvt dovrne. This notwithatitndiiiig, it wm found 
th&t he WM quit bv Uie grc&tcfit uumher : and it wa^ 
Imported <lUo that fiime c>f th^^m wcr« olosr Iktfd, CatuliM 
therefore meeting witii ^omc of tlictti goin^ hocne^ «fter 
they luut given th^Jr sentence, io\d them ■ frun^ty jr« had 
good rcft>OTi to be ncU gardcd for your s&fctic, for you were 
afirud your motivj xhould havL* bene tiikrn from rou» whicb 
you tooke for bnb<^ And Cicero aayd unto CfodiuA, who 
reproved him that his «itiif« was nut true he ^ve lufalnHt 
htm: CioAno contrary, quoth Cieero, for five and tucntyof 
the Tudgi^ hitvi* brieverl me, Itt-L-irig mi miuiy thivL Unxc txm* 
deianvd thee, and the thirty would not bde«ve thee, for they 
would uot ^.j^iit tliLv bvfurv tli«y had fiugL-nxl irum^y. Not- 
withfitandingt in this judctment Cncar oever gave Vvidaiee 
ci^ain«t Clodius: and ania moreorer, that he did not thtnk 
hla wife- hud committed aay adultt^ry, howbeit that he had 
put hvt away, bii:aiiai' \k would Ihtit CtcMin wife slkoodd 
not only be clean f^^J(n any diRbonMty, but aUo vojd of all 
lUftoitioo- Clodiu* being quit of this occuwititin liftd trouble, 
ana havijifj uLio fouud meaneB to ha cboieo Tribuiw: he 
bc^anne atr&iKiit to persecute CioerOf chaunxin^ all thiikgesy 
and stirring up all inannrr of peop1«i agaiiut him. Firat be 
w«nt)c the good wiU of the commoa peoplr by devising uf 
newe U«ei wWch he preferred, for their btnefet and eom- 
moditit.' : to both the Coii*uU he graunted great aucl h.ree 

frovinoc* : unto I'Uo, Ma«don, amd to Gabimui. Syria. 
Ic made alfto tnany poore men free Citizens, and hod 
always about him a givnt nuoiber of vlavfs Rnncd- At 
tJiAt present tvme there were three notable men in Rome, 
wr)iirh rAried all tlio ^wayr : CntniTA, that Ehewed hhn srlfe 
an open cnemje unto Ctccro: Fompcy the other, made 
nuicire both of tlie one and thi.- other ; t)i^ tbinl wax Ca^ov, 
who waA prepared for hi« jorney into Gaule wiUi an anni& 
Cicero diu leane unto him, [tUnttgh he kiu-we him no fast 
frJCttdc of bu, and that he miatrudted htm for nuitter* pavt 
in ralilinei cunKpirane) and prayed lum Uiat he might gne 
to the wafT'ei with ]iim, aa one of his Lietietenantf- Cmar 
gnuinted him. Tberruppnn Oodius perceiving that by 
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tli» lUFftiies liL' got liLin out of the dAungtr of hia office irf CICERO 
Tribunefihip for that ^varc, be made niycr wontWr witJi 
liim {as tliuugh he mcnt tu tvcouuiIc him aclft- unto Iniii) 
ard tolJi.' him that he had CAtt»e rather to thitibt- ill of 
Tcrcntifu for that he hod done iLgo-in^t him, then of hiru 
»elf<, ami alw*^es i^ptiko very oiirt^ouslv of Him as occAdon 
fell outf and say<\t he did tliinkc notliitig m hJui* nether 
had any mfllioe to him, howhHt it did a litle grieve him, 
that Ijcing n. friend* he wn* oflbrcd unkindncs by hi* fncodp 
These ¥.weet^ word»« made Cirerti no more rtlTraieJ, «o thnt 
he ^ve up his Lieu etc uftneie unto C-a^ar, luiii bt'f^annc aj^aine 
fa [jlejule tis he did beforiL Ca?^r toi>kr tU\t. in %Mvn diii- 
dairii^, thnt he harclencd Clodiut the more o^amttt him, nad 
Uaides, nifule PomjJey hia entmie. And CitJMir him wlfp 
ivIm> euyd before all the people, that hv thought Cieero luul 
put LeI]tll1u}^Cethegus1 and the rtht, nnjiwtly to fh^th, and 
contnu-y ti) Uwe, without la*Ml IrvaU and eonOemnation. 
And thta w&a the fault for tlie wliidi Cteera vim, o^icnly 
ai^ciisi^d, Th^Tcuppon (^icero teeing him selfe nccusod for Ctterci 
this f:kcte, he chauiiged the ^i»oa1] gnwne he woje, wni put fccuiwd of 
on a mourning gowne : nnd ao BulTE^ring \m heard and hearc ^^'^™- 
of his head to growe without anv coemitig, he went lu Uirii 
hilmhle manner, and «ied to the people. But Clodiiis was 
ever about him in every plaec and sbvcte he wcnt^ having 
a «k;ht of rakkaHs and knaves with him thiki ■fbH.mi* fully 
moelccd him for tliat he had chaim^ed hi» ^wdc aiid coun- 
U'tinEier in tliat mrt, and tiftfjitim™ tln-y en^t durt and 
Htonoft at liiiii, breaking his taike and reuuesta he mode unto 
the peo[jk\ TlitA notwJtl»»tandin^, all the krighU of Rfnrie Hie Ini^htA 
did in manner ehatiu^^ their govno with hiin for eompanie, ^^ Knmv 
lUid of tlitin Uirre were i:<ii]miunlT fwfnly IhowMind vnun^e '""* ^'!!!f* 
ff«nt1emeu of nohli; hou^> whicii followed him wili their (Jrtn«fil»f(.r 
heare alxiut their ean>, and were nuten to the people for C'icorooa mIe^, 
him. Furthermore, the Senate ajccetnbled to decree that the 
people should maurne in bWk^, tm m a eomiiiun calamitic: 
Dtit the C<in8u1» were against it. And Clodiue on thothcr 
Mde was with a bnnd of armed men ahoot the Senate, »o 
that many of the St-natorv nuine out of the ^'iiat^ crying, 
and tc-uring thdr dothca for oorow, Howbcit these men 
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seeing oil that, wen nothing ilie more moreJ wiUi piiv Mid 
fth)Lm«: but dtlier Cicero nitiat needc* Alwcat him 9Pm,or 
cl» dctcmiuie to fight with CJo<liu«. Then vent Cicero to 
intn-At Pomp^- to tiytlc him : htit he ttWnt«l hliii wife of 
pLirpo«« cut of Uio i-itioi hicAUBO he would not be uitrcAtc<lt 
und Iftyr ^t rm* «r hii hoim*^ in thp rontt^, nrarr unln the 
citic of Aliui^ So he tirst of edl .tent i'i:«> liut soiirc in I&we 
Liiitif hiiii Lu iiiLrpHtt- him, &jk1 nflerwxnles wtnil him M^ftr >□ 
peraon to bimn tiiit Ponripey becin^ toldc tlwl he vas come, 
bid not the hnrtc to luifer him to eome to htm, to looke 
him in the focu : for he had bvue pit id) ihomt^ to hftve 
refused the ivuuest of mj wuiiLy a mail, who had before 
th«^cd him Eiiche pleasure, and nUo dent and fJLVdc to muj 
thiTigca in hli fnvor. llowbtit I'lmipc/ being tbc aonnc ui 
tawe of Cie«ar, did unfortunately (at hi« re<|u«t) forrak^ 
him at hit neede, unto whome he wu bowndc for »o duuij 
intiniti* ph'juure^ u he liad reeejvi*d of lum atarv ■ «id 
tbereftjrc *hfn \k hivirde -wye he umic to him, he we:it out 
ut hii bu^Le^jitennd w^iiUte uot fl|}eiLke with lum. So Cicero 
seeing him ttlfc botr^ycci of Kim, and i^ohv having no other 
refuge to whnmi* he might rejuiyre untot hr put liJm atelfo 
into the hondeft of the two Consuls. Of them two, Gubiniua 
wax ever eniell, and chiirh'^lie unto him. But I'isD on 
tiiothCT *ide updkc alwav« \cry cviiiixmsly unto him, turd 
pmifrd him to Hl»stnl Iditi selfe for a iynn; aud U> give 
pUee a litle to Clodiu;^ fkuie, and paeiently to b«<are Ibe 
chftunge of the t}Hie: for in so doing, h<- might r<«ne 
ftgaync another tjnie to be tiit pii^K-rviT of bin catitry, trbieh 
woa no«te fur hia sake in tumult otid »edjtioii.

«aoo0e tlic which Lucullun ^avr him ndvinc to tary, aiid 
snyd Uiat hi^ ihould be the ^trooper Bitt all the mt went 
of contfar^ opinion, and would Imvc him to get him away 
with ipeeae ^ for tHr |>cflj>k- woidd shortly vvithc for him 
agftVQC, when they h^ui once bene beaten wtth Clodii.iri furi^: 
uid^follV' Cin^ro liked best to followe this coimAell. \Vhen>* 
nppoti l^avioc; had a stattJC of Minerva a long tymc in hb 
house, thr wnieh hv grcjitly revrrenL-ni ■ hi? enried litr him 
aclfct ard gave her to the CapitoU with this inscription ;

Wlu^n it «ia>( knowCTi in 
Home' Umt he wiw ncddc, t'lodius <lid urt^cntly biiwshc him 
hy iKtrPTf iif Ihi- |j«)[j1i% nn^l i-jiumhT hillr* iif iTihiLition tn !»■' 
tti^iW uppi-N that DO man alioulU ttcoretlr rec«iT« htm withiD 
five hmiared tayltA cotopaMv of Italy- Ilowbcit divers men 
rcvcrcitdng Cigcto, mode no rcckonin|f of that inhil^tioD : 
l>Lit when ihty hod uaed hirn with all nmnntr of curlrsi<^ 
po«i4ible, tbcy did conduct him bonidee at hi» departure, 
?Aving one citic oncly in Luke, cnAkd »t tbat tynic Hip- 
pijniutn, and nowe Vibone: urhen* a Sieiliari c^Ued Vibiui, 
(untu wiionie Citcro bcfortr hfid dont many pleasurea, and 
fipoeiAUv anionic othrn^ had made him Mainter of the 
workcii in the ycurc that he wan Consul) would not once 
fvc4.'Vve him iriLii bin boine^ hut proniii^ him hi? woufdv 
appoynt him a plac€ in the contry that he might goc unto. 
And Caius Viigihiis also, at. that tvnit* Pnrtor and gnvrmor 
of Siciie, who before had shewed him scUV his very grwitc 
frit^ncie : wrote then itnto hinj. that ho shoidde not euine 
noare unto Siciie. This grieved hin to the harte. There< 
u[)ipon he went direrlly unlo the rttie of Brnndusiumt and 
there imbarked to passe over the sea unto Dvrrachium, and 
at the f][>t hud wmde at will ; but when he vas iii the 
mayne seA, the winde turned, and brought him bncke apayne 
to the pUce from wlicnce he cairic. Btit aAer thabt he 
hoysed «ay]e a^vtitr, and the ivporto w^rntf that at hib 
arryvall at Dyrrachium when hv toake lande, tht earth 
ihooke under him, and th(* ««i ^ave iMcke t/^^-hir* 
Whereby the Sootbewivm cnlcrpreted, that lii» exile 
ihoalde not ^w l^inpe. bieauae both the ooe and the other 
was a token of ehatingt\ Vet Cieero, notwithstanding 
that mmiy ihl'ti ennn' Xa «*** him for t}ie giHidwtkl Ihi-y 
bore liiiii. and tJiat the eitiea of Gr«-*ce contended who 
fihmdde most honor him, he wiv* A]wayi?H wdde, and eouhl not 
be meric, but cotft hb ere* Ktill towardcit Italy, iw poNtioncd 
rem doe towanliH the wotiieii tlifv Uwe : rthewitig him 
favnte hart^. and tookc thie adversitie morv basely, 
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then v'u look«<l for of one so wt^ll ttudi^Mi and Icvuii^ aj 
hc» And yti he ofWntiintft praicd Jii* £ri<Midft, not to call 
him Orator, but rntltcr P[iUo*ophrr ; wyinc, thnt Phili»*ci|ihJp 
VM bU diicfo^t prufc^BLiun. und ttuit for hn clo^uciici^ h« dkl 
Tu>liiMi*It,but nft H lEectii^Ar}' iiLUruinent tu one that pk-ackth 
ill the common wealth. But glory* and opinioD, Knth grcftt 
jH>wrr to Uk(- niJiiu n^uxiti fnitn him,fvm like a cidleff iVum 
thviniodBof th^m tliftt are codiiuwi plcttdertt in mittt^rfof 
utAtc, ftijd to make thorn fivlc tlic M^lfr lUinitT iwA»i»n.-« thjit 
comtnon people doe, by tUylv frt(|LU^tinjc tlunr eompanit; : 
uidri Ibcj' Uke ifivat h«^dc of tlieiii, luid Umt tlwy oinw to 
practice in the common wcflltli with this r*w>!uto mmdc, to 
have to doc with the lite mflttfnt that the commoti iKoplc 
hftvc, but uot to ehtflUAl^ tht-Tu ^Ivta with the like pA««iionfl 
ajid uioodca, by thi: vvbich (heir inattcr» doe tiK*. Nowc 
ClofltuH wm; not eont^rnlrd thnt he hiid honiiihed Clei^> out 
or ItalVi l>ut further lie burrt all hia hciusen in tlic contry, 
ftju] his liotjsi^ hI^ei in It^iiiie hUt^diii)^ in iTk* mftrkt-t pUei^, »f 
the "N^hich he built a temple of hbertie, and eaiJucil his gimda 
ta he nolde by tlie eryer : isu \hi\f the cryer vnn iicTiipii'd id\ 
dayc long crying the f/pttodi to be sold, and na muii oiferod 
to buve any of them. The cJiiefe^L iiie[* of the citit Ix'^it- 
ning to bt* Afrayd of thete ^-i^lent parb:, and having th« 
Gominon imink' riL hi^n^miimumlcinenl^ whom he had mnite 
very bold ana insolent : lie h<*jj|iuini> ti> itivev aptinat Pomp^y, 
a^id fpake til of hijt doin^i in thL' time of m warre^ tlie 
which every man eh but him «elf did eommend. Fi>mpcy 
then wtu very angry ^ith him indfe that lie liad tut forMxa 
Cjcem, and n^-p^tnj him of it, und bv hi* friended pnicured 
ail the mcmics he could ttJ call him oome agninc from hU 
buiishmmt- Clodius was affainst it all hv could- Tlie 
Scoatc notwithstanding with one Ml consent ordcyned, that 
nothing should !>€.' i't.1^dd]kh«*<f fnv the ennimon weJuUi, Iwfore 
CicL^rca?! banitihincTit were tint repealed. l..cntu]us wtu &t 
that tyme Consul, and there grewe «ueh an uprore and 
rtunv apon it, that some of the Trihijnes were hurt in Iht 
market, ptatf. and Quintut Cicient (Ihi? brcither of Cieero) 
wan ilaync and hiddL-ii under tbo deadc bodies. Tben the 
pt\>pTif Kgannc to ehauiiice Uieir minder. And Aiiuim Z^Iilo^ 
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one of the Tribunes, was thu first man that durst venter 
upon Cludiuj, end bnnge bim hy forty U» Iw tryed bt-fore 
the ludgca. Pompcy htm eclfc also having gotten a ^^ivat 
number of mca alKiut liiiii, a^wcll t>f tLt; citir of Roiiicr as of 
other townes udjoywin;; to it, b^in^ BtnJnf>lv f;arJi-d with 
[httn : he caiac out of ills houst:, and compelit^d Clodiub to 
^t })im out of the markrt place, and then called tht^ iieople 
to give their vovcei> for the calling home simyne of Cicero. 
It is report«>d triat th^ people never passed thiugo with ao 
gnat good will, nor so wholv toget^^* <^ the retumc of 
Cicero, And tlie Awiato for their partes also, in the behalfe 
of Cicero. ord<;>Tit^ that the cities which liad honored and 
received Cicero in hii* exile, shoiilde Up greativ cmnmonded : 
and that his houses ivhich Clodius had ovcrthrovcn and 
ru9H-*d, khuuld be retdiGed at the eliarcre of the i.'Cftiirinon 
wealth. So Cicero rctLimcd the sixtentn moneth after hU 
bani«hEiient» and tlic Iowills and dties he came b^t ^hirwed 
them selves w joyfidl of his returne, that nil maimer of men 
went to meete aod honor hiui^ with fao i^reai love atid ulTec- 
tioi], that Cieei-nes reporte thereof afterwardeeeaine in dt?ed« 
^Jiod of Ihe very truth as it wa*. For he sayde, that Italy 
brought him into Rome upon their «hou! den. Inuimueh an 
, CrasHU,^ him selfe^ nho before hia bani»hment wh.h hi» enemJe, 
vent then with very ffmd will unto him, and became hlA 
fHcndc^ saying : that he did it for the love of hi« sonne, who 
loved Cieero with all hi* h^ut- No^e Ci^^sro bedng rctamcd, 
hi-- fuund a tymc when Clodios waa out of the dtic, and went 
with a gpntH com|iami* of hi* frinndes nnto the Capitoll, and 
there tookc awuy tlie tul>lc», and brake Ihem, in the which 
Oodhui had written all hi»i uctefi that he had pruueit am) 
done in the tymc of hi» IVibunc^hip. Cloditifi would aAer- 
wnrd<« have aceifited {licvra for it- but Cirero aiin^wpred 
him, that ho wai not lawfully created 'l^ribmic, bicaune he 
was of the Patricians, aitd thrrt-forc all that he h^ul done in 
his 'rrihiincfthip wn* voydc, and of none effect. Therewith 
CnUi wax oiTemied. utid ptpuke againxt him, not for that lie 
liked any of Clodiua doin^; (but to the uontrory, utterly 
mbliLed all that he did) but bicau^ be thought it out of 
all r8Mon, that the Senate thoulde cancell alithote thini^Bi 
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irhi^ he hud done and ]irti/Kd in hi« 'L'nbuncehip, and 
«jM-(riiilIv, tiicauEfe Ainongenl tlie nnt IIiaL uu£ tli^re wiiich hi- 
liiiii deUc hnd done in the lie of Cypnis, nnd iri the dttc 
of llyKftittiEJin, 1L-mj|i|kLHt thc*rv grvwr iconic nUfiongeiwia 
Ix-'twist Cicrro and Cfito, tlic whicli iiotwitliaUudinR brake 
iiut out to open uiitiitie: but oindy tt> an abstinence of 
th^fr wnntcti Kuniliftritio, j^nd acccsa? one to Another. Shortly 
[tftrr^ Mil» slue ClodEui. Milu bwJii^ ncciiittnl of murder, 
jjmyed Cicoro to pkfldt* hU cftU4i>. Th^ Senate fearing; that 
thi* flccijwilion of Milo^ (who vtm « hArdic mnn. and of 
ciunlitic besides) wouMt" niovL- nonic sedition und uprore In 
thedtit: they ^avc camiQJsBJon to Pon^pev to »co justice 
^erirtfd aswell in thifi C!oii}ie» Aa in ether oftrncTK^ thut thn 
citic might be quiet, and judgement nl^t executed with 
ft&fetit'. Thereuppon Pothik^ tne ni^tit liefcirv tooke tiie 
hitfhefit plocea of the marKct place, Iiv hi^ soiildicr^ that 
wrn> ;inned, whomi^ h*^ ptetwl tlitrvanc^iit- Mil<» figuring 
tiiat Ciwpo wouldL- bee u-Jlraied to ace suchc ft mtiiiber of 
Imnieiit men alK)ut htniT beting no usuall nmller, astd that 
it mijfht peradponturo hinder him to plondc hia cfiu»e well : 
ho prnyr^d him he wciuldc come hctyTnm in tho miTniing in 
hiK litter into the market place, and thert* to lUyu the 
CEimmiii^ of the Tud^?s« till Lne pliice vtere full. Fur Cicirro 
nft8 not oiiHy fcnrvfiill in WfiiTf^s, but timEToim aIim> in pleAd- 
ing- For in dcr<lr lie ni'vt-r h^gannc to upwtkc, but it w*» 
in foBTv : fltid vhon liii elo^utuce wofl come to the beat 
proofc And perfection, he never lefl his trcmbLin;; aud 
ttmeronjmn;, Initomueh that pltttdirtg a ease for Mutius 
Mura^nn (Accused by (.'-uto,) irtrivinK to cvceU llorten^iui, 
whose pleading tcu v^ry well thouiclit of ^ he tooke do rest 
all Di^bt, and whnt through watching, and tbc trouble of 
hu mmde he whs mti wry well, %a ihni he wn* not so writ 
liked for liiii pleudinjif* uj* HorlfjwiiiH. So, going to defend 
Miloc-4 cause, when be eame out of his litter, and ^awe 
Tompcry «(^t nloft ok if he had bernc^ in a campe, and the 
market pIjLte njiii|)n»?«'d nboiil. willi nnneil iiimi, gUnlering 
in every eomer : it eo aniftted him, that he eould scnnt 
facion Kim wife to »,pefllir, aII the partis of liini did m> 
(juake and tremble, ttnd his voycc eould not come to him. 
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But Milo on tlic othi^r bide stoode boldly hy him zicUc, 
withnut »Tiy feare at all of th^ jiujgemeiit of hii cauae^ 
nether did he let his hccrc growc, jw other men accused did ; 
ntlher dicl he weare uny mouniing gowne, the winch waa (m 
it ecemed) oiie of tile chieffflt eauHcs thnt condemned him. 
Yet m&ny htid ji|mti()n tViHt thin tiirierouMi^s ikfCk'erik CAme 
rather of tKc good^iJI he Imuv unto his fncads, then of any 
t'uwardly miaae of him selfe. He was also clutMrn one of 
the Priestee of the Soothesayens which they call Aug^rcs, 
in the roonjif of P. Cnuuub tlic younger, who wfts &tayue in 
th^ R^Eilme of Pjirtltiu. Afterwurdc^T the province of Cilicia 
beiilg&ppoyuted tu hiHi, with an armjeo/ twelvt- tliowwuid 
feotemen, and two thowsand five hundred horsemen, h« 
tooke the »cb to goe thither. So »hen he was arrivrd there, 
h^ brou^it Cappadoeia a^yue into the snbj^Uon wd 
obedience of kiug Ariobarzanes aeconliug to hi» conimiwioti 
and eommanrdeinent given by the Scnutct moreover, Imth 
there and elaewbcre he tooko as excellent good oixler ai 
could lie devised, in reducing of thiiige* to cjnielnes, with- 
out warrcs. FiirUiennore, Kiiiling tiiat Uil^ Ciliciaris were 
grouri*n soirjewhnt stovt and unruly, hy the overthrowe the 
Romanes hod of the Parthianu, and by reason of the Hung 
and rebellion in S^ria: he brought them unto rvaiton by 
gentle perswnsionii, and never received giftcfl that were sent 
bitii, no not fnwn Kiugeji and Priiieii*. Furlhennore, ht did 
disburden the provinces of the feairteH and baciekets thev 
were wont tx> niaki-- other go*erni>r» Iwfoic liiio. f>n the 
other side also, he ivoulde ever have the company of good 
and learned men at his table, and nouJd um: Uiem well, 
without cunositie and electee- He had never porter to bin 
gate, nor wa» »ccne by any man in bi» bed : for he would 
alwaycs Hie at Uiif breake of deye, and would wulke or 
atande before liib dore. He would turteoualv receive all 
th*Tn that came to wJute and visite him, i'lirthw thev 
report of him, that he never cau&ed ainn to be bcntcn with 
rodde«. nor to teare his owiie gamienls. In hiit anger he 
never reviled any mani nctJic*r did di^pightfully 9ct line 
ujKiri any mans heade. Finding many Ihinges alsii belonging 
to the cominou wcaitht whjtii piivatc mm luid stoUcn and 
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Imbeci^l^ to their owne uae; h( Testorod them aga)i^e tinto 
the cities, w henrbv they grcvc vtry richc uid ivmLt^e: mad yet 
dul hf uivc thrir honor luiil credit tlut hud t^krn thrrn nway, 
mid did tht'Di no other liurtv, but oritly eonatTuvned tliem to 
rPHti.irv thui wftich wn* iitt^ ci^nmjcm wr^ltlu^ Mi^ imuu* a 
title i^iiTTr aIw>, and dnivc nwnj the thccvf^ that, kept nbout 
tilt' M»u[ilii\iit: AtimnuN, fur the whidi fj(|dtivt.e liif xiixUVivn 
ealled hini luapcrAtor, to sayv^ chicfe Citpt^ino. Abcmt that 
tymr then' wiwaji Orator rafW Oceiliiis "Ho »nittt unto hjm 
from Kontc, to pntvc* hitii to >,cnde liini ^oniu* Leoprnlt, or 
Paiithem imt of CiliciJi. hicauw \iv wouidc ahewe tbe |>*oj 
anno jmstjine with them, f'ieero Iktjl^o^ of hU doangM, 
wrote to bioi AgAvne, thnt there were no more I^coperda in 
Cilieiu, but that Ui«y wvtv all flirdde into Cajtul for anger, 
that Hccinff aU thingc-4 qinct in CLIicifti they hod leiUjrc now 
to huntff them. So whi:-ri he ri'tunitxl tawanles Romr. fVom 
the churge oT hU fco^x'nuiK-iit, he i^cimo by Khodea: and 
vtajned a few? dayps At Atheiw, with pivat di'light, to re»i 
member how plfvuauntlv be lived there bcf<m\ at what tii 
hv libidied thrriv Th]lhi.*rainir to him tlie ehiL'ft.-«t InifTted'J 
mcni <]f Uic citie, and \ub frcnd«« also, mtJi whom he wm nc- 
i|uaiiited At hifi fint Ix-inj^ there. In ^tw, fwvin;^ recwived 
ful the honomhle entertdnntent it: Grwct^ thnt eotiKI be: 
he ri'ttinii-d uiilu RiiiiiL", ivhtrc nt his arrivnll lie fiitind grmt 
fiioLioiiH ki&dl«d, the v'hieh m^n taw plainly would ;^we 
in Hir ende to t^ivi!! wnnv. Thervuppun the SctjaIc Iwvitijf 
decTM-d that he lihoiiLd outer hi tnuinptiie into the dtie: ht 
nuiiAwemi, tliat he would vttihcr (all parties agrevtl) follair 
Cjvanrs cociiv in triumphp. So he travdW verie eameatly 
Ixtwcne Po[Dpcy and CirHor, eftM>oiie.i wryting unto Cicftar, 
nrd ftlso -ipeakiTi^ unto Pompey that tea* ptvweitt, iwlcintf all 
Ihc meiu^t^i he coiilde, to lahe up the quarrcll and nmU&iii^ 
betwpict them two. But it wim *ti im^Hmible ii matter^ that 
there wtw no apceche of agreement woolde tjike place. S(> 
Pi>i]]^>ey luurin^ tIkAt <^H«ar wh8 not farre from Rome, hfi 
duTBt jxo icnger abide in Home, but fled with divers of the 

rntest men in Rmne. Cieeru wuuld nat folUiwe him when 
ded, und tli«r«fore men thouifht he would Utko parte 
tritli Cffifi&r : Uit thU is certJUiir, tiint be wii» in a man'eloui 
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perplrsntii^, ftud oould not eisdy dct^rrmiiic whjit way to CICERO 
tftkc. WhcTCLippon be wrot« in hh E\nf<iAU: What way 
»Jit>ulJ I tAkc? rompoy hnth the junU-r nnd honiulcr c&Ofic CicvruoA 
i>r warix'. but Cn-sur cixti lirtter exi-tutc. nnJ proviiit for w'JfJ**'' 
htm eelfo an^l hh frt-nclts with bett<»r wfetie: sti that I hflve Jt^P^^*""* 
mcnnpA enowe to flic, bill none to wliomc I miglkt rcpftirc. 
In all this stunv, thciv w[W ono of Cirwiw frcndts cJiEletl 
'IVcbatiu*, which wroto a letter unto Cicero, and told him 
th^t CB-snr wished him in any rtxa*^ to mmc tn him, Rnd to 
run with him the hope And fortxmp hr undrriooke: but if 
he extrurted him M-lfe U\ liin h^, tlut Ihi'n hr <<Wi1d gtt 
him into Grwcc, And there to be qnict from thorn both, 
Ciivra rnKTM^Iing that CR^nr wroti* mil tti him him wlfi% 
ftuuBwenHl iu mirct, that h*^ wouM doc nothing un*orlUi« 
of hit acti.i( all utf *\ny^ nf hiK lif^ thitherto : and to thf« 
dicct he wn>tc in his Ictteir. Now CiCHnr hHng pone into Ci^crvfCMl 
Spttyiie, Cicero jmlwirkcd imTiiedinhly to go to PoDipey. So untoPomjwy. 
wnen hfl came wnlo hJm, every man waa v^r? ;^ad of his 
comming. but Oato, Ilowtx-it Cato wcrctly rrpmvcfi him 
for comminc unto rompey^ sAyinct that for him rc}fc hv 
Imd bene ttittiout all honc^Uc- nt Umt Umc to Wt fofvikdi 
that parte, the which he hiLd nlwayt^ taken And followed 
troin the bcginnini^ of hi» fr^l pmctisc in the cnmmon 
ui'iJUi : but for bim on thothcr title, that it hTul hvac 
better for tht j^afctie of hi-i contrie, nod chiefly for all his 
rrrndp*], that he had bene a newter to hoth» and mci fn have 
tjikcn thingci a^ they had foDcn out : and that he bod iio 
inojier of raivin nor instant vRUst- to make bim to become 
C»sAr« oQcmie, and by comming thither to put him Aclfc 
inht mi gn-nt pi*rill. Titese jjLT*»n,^ion» nf CtiUt nVE'rf.hrr-wi- 
i\\] Ciccroce: pur|>tim? and dt-tcnni notion, bwid&s Ih^t Pompey 
liiiik selfe did luA. eniphne hiai in ajiy matU'r of nei'vice or 
importance. But herco*^ bim wife wa* more in fault Uk-d 
Pumiwy, bicau«r he ci>nf(*«»rd ti|>cnl\ Umt he did rei>ent bim 
lie wiu come thith<^. FLirtlRriEiorc, be scorned and oiftdAined 
fdl Pomjjeys prepariwions lUid coitniicll^f the which in dccdc 
made him to Ix? ba<l in gcalousic and mu-picion. Also he 
would rvcr be Hearing and gybing at tbose thai tooke 
Pompev» parte, though he had no li^t him «elfe to l>e mL-ric. 
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Tic wouM aIikj gov up lutd <lc}>vjic the cuinpi: very tiod odJ 
li^vy^ but y«t he voiilde i>v«t tiAve orio ffi*aat or other ta 
iiidkv men lough, Although they had iw litlc lUAt to be Dicric 
^ ho : And HLTn-1y, it itinlt dof* 110 htirt^ tu t^ill lume af thra| 
ti> mindc m Uiirt pJaco. Doniititu beifig vmi: dcdrou* 

Ereferre ft ^ntli^nmn t« have rhar^E nf nu*f), to rocoimnfTidp 
lEn^hcnayd he v^oaud hotirat, wise, ojidsobt^r mail' Wh^^rvW 
Cict'Cti pme[it1v AiiHU'^red : Why doeitt thou not Lt-pe Kita 
then to bring up thy childrcnr' An other time when tboy 
oommcTidod nimiidi^wirs Le*ljiftn, (tliftt wiw iitrni<tc-r of ■Jl' 
the artifctTs of tUv cnn^pu) bicautic? hv Uatl natAbtii; ooiik«j 
rorttnl llir llliuJmiiH ivhi^[i thi*V lizul retr^^iifd ^ f^vaXt la 
of their liftvy; Spp, *nyd t^krro, nhftt ft tjoodly thine it tt 
to hftvr n Grrciftii, mttt^r of nrtiliccni in tiic mmpc '.

Cicero WW* not by n^aAon of his Mckuieaac : rom|H?j- bciiic' 
flod, and *"*t» nt tliat limr Rt Dvrrftehium, wher* he had 
gathcn^ n f^rcat nutiibcr of men cf warrc, Aiid had olio pre- 
jurvd a ^reat navie: h^ prayed Cieew to Uke cbt^ of afl 
thiH ttrnwt Jfi it pcrtcyned unto him, having: bene ('onsuL 
ricrro i]u\ not ordy rrfuM' it* buh a1«i toTiIe thrm hp would 
meddle no more with tbitf wnrre. But UiiJt wa» enough to

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have made Lliu bene )t|junc: for tfic younger Pompey and CICKRO 
his frcndes oaJUxt him tmitor, and drtwt- tlit-ir (hordes upon 
him to kill hhu, which Hi^y JiaJ dotn\ fmd not Colo aUppetl 
ItptwcdG them and him, At\d yrt hiid he muchv a. doe to Uive 
him, and to convcv hini aafcJy out of the cniupc. When 
niceru vaine to Bruiidu^iiiiii, lie stayL-d Ihc-ii* it cirrtuincr time 
tbr Cfesan» coiiiiiiuig, who uuiie hut alowly, by itjimjji of hia 
tnubles he hod in Asih, a?< nI«o ill jKgy|it, HnwWit nrwrft 
bcii)^ brouf^ht [tt fcngth thatCasorwaJSfurivitl nt Tarcntum, 
mii! tliat he camt- by ImtuIc unto BrunduHiinii : Cii^m de- 
pixrted thence to pw m^^cto liim, not mintrui^tinfj that Ca»ar 
woaMf not paiiJon him, but mthi'T b«^ing ii-shunitd to conic 
to his t^n^iiiio b(.'irij(^ a. ctriiqu<-rorf bi^tbrc.' sucrh u immbtT of 
men M he htuJ uUjuI hirn. Wl ht- ivii:? u(>t foivt-J tu dov 
or kpeake miy thinj;; unaecmcly to hiB cnlling, For CWiuLr 
vedng him coniiiiing towarde* him farre iji^fure the rcul thnt 
cnm& with him : he lighted tVom hin horeo And imbmcvd 
him, mid w/dkrd a grwit way n footc with him.«til tntkiii^ 
with him uuly, lUtd cvit iiftt-r lie did him atvnt honor aiid 
made much uf him. Insomuche u Cicero fiaving wntlm a 
tmokr* ill praiso of CaIo : Csraar on the other fiide ^'rote an 
other. And pmiscd the etoqucncc ^nd life of Cicero, match- 
ing It with tJie life of Penclcs, and ThiTAnn-ncs. (Mreroe* 
bcoki- was intituled Cato^ aiid (.'a-nuni bciokc called Anticatot 
t» mnrh to sny, as Agaim^t Catfl. Thi'y si\y furih^^p^ that 
(^uintns Liganuit twing nreiinrd lo hnvt bf:t;c m the licld 
rt^HiJiht Cri'Vir^ C^tivrn iiniki' iiiiim hini U> defi.'nd hU L'AtiHc- : 
juid that C^R^iar sayd imto hi» frendeb at>oift him. What hurte 
la it fi>r UK tc) liearr (!i(^ri> Kprake^ whtinit^ wc havt* nnt hf^Til 
of lonff lime? For othL-rwim* Lif^dnui! (in mv opinion) 
fttandetn alreudy a eondrniiied man, fur I know Itim to hv 
a vile man, and mint* ensmie. Dut vhm CiccfO had b«^gonno 'Vh« fon» «f 
hi& Oration, hr moved Cawir marrtlously, he had m nrert.c lit*""*" *i'»- 
a graee, and Buche foree in hiij word*: that it in ivportwl |*t^^'ioJ!iJ'*'* 
C'namr ehaunged diver* colour^ and shewed plainly by hia Cmnr 
countetiantt*, that there was a mArvelou* alteriwrirtfi in Ji)l 
the partcB of him. For, in theiid when tht Oratoi- cAme to 
toncne the battell of Pharsalia, then wa* Cw*Ar to fronhlpd, 
that hi& bodie shooke withalbi^nd bc«idc», ocrtainc hooker 
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he li&<l, fA\ out of liiA hando^ and h« was driven nf^iut 
hi^ will t« *ot ligiuiuA ftt lil»(*rtif. AftcTWurilc*, when the 
common wealth of Rome vamc to be a hiiigdom, Cicero 
IctLTinji; t» [iradiF-ir ^ly vmrv in tl;e »tjitt% her >^Te lum sclfc 
to readc PhiloMiphi** lo the ymmp ir*^ that camtf- ta ht*iv 
him: by whmc «cct-uc unto him (hicmivc they wen- the 
chicfctt of tli« uobilitie hi Roiul>) lie oune agamt* to tH>Arp 
ad £rcat »way arid authuritic iii Roiuc^ lu c^-cr he hiul donir 
bc^rtT, HiK ttudii? niid t-ndrvoar wosl, t" wrytc* nuiLten of 
PhiloHOpbit' diiLlojcuc wiM-v und to tr«nftUt«^ out of Gncke 
into Latin, Uking }>ayiie8 to briiij; all the Gntke vonlcs 
which ntv prvi^HT unto logickc and iinturail cnustci, unto 
Latin.

came Iwu-ke ngnineinto Italic, she never siicwtd any fipxrkeof 
love or good will tnwarrft* him. l''orvben*'verc&tne toBrun- 
duMjjm tohim, where he rv*mcyncd a long time : nnd vor*c then 
Umtj liiH (JaiightiT }iaviiig the liurt to tjike so long u jomi-y in 
baud to goc tohiiu^Bhe neitJier gavo her company tocomiuct 
her, nnr nioTiej or other furniture cnnvpniwit for her, but no 
handled the matter, that Cicero at his rcturac to itomc 
fotjiide hare walles in hi::^ hou^ic nml notliing in it, und vet 
l^nutly brought in dt-t beaidv^. And tiiese were the honet^test 
causes allt:tigt-d for their divorw'. But besides tliat Ten-ntia 
dcnycd all thi^iic. Citx-ru him solfb gave her a good ocgosioti 
to deerc her srlfe, bieao&e he shortly afUr umried a young ri^romarfi 
m^idfrnj \i^lT\ff fallen in fancie with Wr (a* Ter<iilia eayd) " y^^^ff 
for hiT hrtiwlic : oi\ us TynJ hi* survauiil nnile, for ncr 'i^*^''*'''' 
rieht-i. to Uiioide that with her goods he uiiglit pay his dets. 
For she wa^ vtriy rich, and Ciurro uIao waa appointed her 
gardijtn, «hc being left sole heire. Now-, bieauiw he ooght 
a imu"rdoufl sumnie of iiiotiey, hid parent^ and irend^ did 
(.^imBell him to mary thh young maiden, notwithstanding 
he w(i« too olde for her, bicnu:^ that with her goodc^ he 
might sfltisfie hi* creditors. But Antoniiis Ap<<jiLing of tin* 
inurifige of Ctc^ro^ in his aun^wizni and Orations be made 
Ugainst the Fhilippian^^ ^ he doth re|)rovr him for that he 
put awav hi* wife, with wbome hp wa.* growcn oJde, being 
nn-'rit? wiLli him by tlie wiiy for that he hiul bene an idle 
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CICERO rnAMy And nvvvt went IVom thu smoke of hU chimii^, nor 
had bciic a1>roju[c ia the irarru in anj wrvicn of hi> contrie 
or cotmnoti wealth. Shortly after that he had maHed hj« 
sccoiul wifct hU daughter dvod in labor of child, in Lontulus 
hcHisc, whoti* urt'ijrdc' wifo she- wa*, IwDff U^ffirr inan^l unto 
PiKH ^ho was hc-r fint hLisluuid, So tW Phila^tophcr^ and 
1«Mrbed men mm** of alT aUI^ to comfort hhti : but he tooke 
hfT «lr4Llh so wipnwfiiliy, thftt he put away his wcond wift-, 
bii^LiHc.' h* tluiugfit sh(- dill n-jtij'tv al the diwth of hU 
daughter. And thub muche tout^hiUR tlie statt* and tn^ublca 
of his hoHw, Novn" titiirhiiig Uu- ctwRpiraciL' a^twt Ctt-stir, 
he ^^tbs licit imule privio to it^ idthouxh nt^ "niu one of Krutiu 
){reat«ir rrL'iiili^, mid timl ll ^rirvrtl hlu% to set? thiit>{i-s in 
that slftt<» tln-y wpre brouj:;ht unto, and albeit also he vi JBht-d 
for tho tinic- put, a^t much jl( aiiy olht-r* ittaii did. But in 
diyxlt- tbt* cfjuspirutor* were affmyed of hi* iiaturo. that 
lacked Ijaniiiicftic: and of his ag*, the whicli ofttntimra 
nuikotli the BtowtcKt and moEt hardi<?«t natiirm, faint liart^ 
and cowonlly. Notwjth?<tnnding, the conupjracif bdng cxe- 
ciittvl by Bi'crtLis jLiid CAs^iij^t^ C'letart frvndt-c lx.*ing ffauai 
toi^-thtrr,c^cfiij mail wiu dfrayod that the citie voulacajpuni 
ffJl tTJt" eivill wiirTDt And Antomim aUn, vho was Consul 
at that time, did a-ucmhie the Senate, and mode some .ipeacho 
ajid motion then to draw thingn againe unto quletne^ But 
Cicero havinff usrd divcw jwiriwa^ions fit for the time, in the 
em! hf mfJiiiJ tlur Si-nnle to ilrerre (fnlhiwing th** £»xample 
of th« Athenian?}) a fj^cntTall ohUvioQ of tbin^^ done agaiDsf 
('n'SHr, nstt\ lo HMtignc (into Ilnitutt and Ca^iu some f^vem< 
mentci of province*, Howhnit nothing ww eonehidwi : for 
the ih-t>ple of Uiera scKts were siirir, when Uu-y naiwe Cir^rs 
bodie brouplit through the tnaHcet place. And when An- 
toniuA aim aid shew them hi« gowtii* all bebloodinJ, cLit, and 
thnut Ihrouflih with snurdei: then thoy were hko mftdde 
mt'n f<^r mi^r, and sou);ht k\> aiid ilowni' l.lie markrf nhice 
if they collide meeti^ with any of them that had slaine him ; 
and taking fire brands in thfir handi^, they laniie to thtir 
hoiucK to »et thetn a fire. But the cunspimlor* Jmrin^ pi*-. 
Totted this daun^er, *aved them»elT<«: and fearinj; tliat ij' 
thc-v tanc^ at Hoinvj thrv should have manv such alwomi 
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Uiev foTfiookc tho cJtitf- Tliea ADtctniua bt^i to looke CICERO 
oJon, and became fearL-full iv aU men, &fe LLou^li he inent ko 
makv him mAfe king: l^ut yd nio«t of all icnto Cicero, nhovc 
aII othen. For Autvnijs pt-rccivin^ ihtd Cicvtti l?rKan Prlvjiic 
ngnine lo ji^ci-efine in crP(1itATid aiithoritie, and knowing tlwit Kr"'*fl« 
he was Unitm very frtnd ; he did Riialtkc to ace him come *^o||j^^ 
neere Lini. &n6 besides, there- uu!& ut thut Lime «onie gittJoutSe „,^ Cicero, 
bctwext them, for Ihe (iivcnsiLie and dilteraHce of their 
miuitten; nrd dupoKidciiiK. Cirero Wing nffrAVed of thin^ 
wtm fir^t ofiJl in minde to govrith Dolabclln,to hU province 
of S/ria, «AL onL' of hin LieuteiiaiinU. But they Omt w^re 
Appointed to bo CohhuIh th*.'- next \xare foLlowhif- ikfler Ad- 
UiniUK, two ntibUr diiiwns, and Clci"rfn'*gr<«t frrrnU, Hirriiin, 
And Fanwi: Hicy inti-eatcd him n«t to forsake Ujcm, under- 
taking that thi-y i»'uuh) pliieke duwne tliin (rvL-r ^n.'nL iHiwer 
of AntoniuH, so h(^ would remftinc with them. Hut Cicero^ 
neither Wleving nor altogcthL-r i]ii--ktriti^ting Lheni, fonmoki* 
Dolat>ella, and proaiived Himufi aiid Pausa, tlmt he would 
apend the Aoiunu-r at AtlicnA, and that he would rvtumc 
agnine in Home m> 8oon«- an they were cntrod into their 
Ccmaulship. With thu detcnminntion C'iccro tookc »tft iUonc» Cie^To Milirih 
to goe iutu Grspce. But aft it cliauiic^^th oftentimes there bitoGmwF. 
WW bonie lot that kopt him he conld not saiJot and newcA 
came tn him daily from Rome^ na fhn nwrnor is, that 
Ant«>RtU5 woH wonderfijUy ch^unged, and that nowc he did 
nothing Rny nKirt- without the aiithonti*^ and cnnsent of the 
Senate, ana that there lacked no thing hut hi« pereon, to 
moke all thing! welh Ttien Cieen> rundt-mning hi* diutnrdly 
feare, rvtiinied foorthwith to Rome, not ticing deceived m 
Ww first hope. For there eAirie viichi^ a number rif people 
out to mcctc him, that he eouldc doc nothing all day long, 
but Lake thL-in \iy the huiidea, and imhrnce tliem ^ who to 
honor him, eam^ to meeU him at the gat<* of the citie, as 
aEm) by the wity In hriii^ hrm to hiH hoUHiv Tlie ni-xL inoi'n- 
ing AiltoniiiK aaitmbled tJie Senate, and (railed for Cieero hy 
lutnie, Cicero refused to goe, ainl kept hi» hodde, fayning 
that he wa« werie with hin jomi^ and paines he had taken 
the day beforc: but in dmie, Lne cauttt why ht- wtmt not* 
waa.f for feare and cijspieion of an ambu^he that wa.4 laved 
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far bin by tlic wfty, if he had gone, lu he was Informed bjr 
otie of hu ^x-rie gmvi frvndt. Antoitius wa> mar^louidv 
oUt'itded that Hm liki wrongfully Aix-uae him, for lajriii|f of 
Any ambii^i for him: nnd th4'rifan npnt souldirm td hb 
house, And comniaimtlcxi them to bring him by ForcTf or cbc 
to Artte bit boiue a lir^. After that time, Cicero and he 
YtcTC alwnycs at jarrc. hut yet coldly fnou£:h, one of then 
taking Tu-vilc of All uthi-r: untill tbnt ihe yoiina Ctvsnr 
returning from the citii^ of ApollouU. eatae »$ lawful! hciR 
unto luliuB C-gnar Dictator, aird hjul ei>ntrnHan with Anto- 
niup tor the Jiummc nf two thowsandc fivp hundrrd MyriAc1««, 
t-lir which Aiilfmiiis kenl in bU haml<w ki( hh fnlhcr?! goixJi^ 
Then>iTppon, Philip wno hftd uoftriod th* mother of this 
ymjiig rafri^r, Aiid MnrcclhiK, who hrul aIm* niAnf^H bw n»tcf, 
went with y****"!!; Cjwor uiito Ciccro» and tliew 4gre«I 
together, tlittt Cuvro iJiouM htljJC young Cett&x with the 
favour of hii AiithoriHi*, nnil clotiucnec^ ftn wHl towArdcf th« 
Sciuite, M nl»f> to the jK-oplr: Atid thnt CsTMir in recoi»- 
pcncc fif hi* gooj n-ill tJioali ^tiuidc* by Ciocno, with hk 
raoDey arul ?ioutd]cr8. lor Uiif» voiiii>* cVmit, hoJ tn&ny of 
bift fiithcn old sAnldierK uhtnit him, thnt hiul M^n-ini under 
him. Now there wtia jtn other t^AWK thitt miufe Cieero glad 
toinibmct* tbt- friHtdKhipiK.' nf thin youii^ Cjtsftrf ajid that 
wa» thia. Whiicsl Pompcy and li*Ii"s Ciewr wtrc olive, and 
in gooil niw-: Citi-m (IrcmnnI inu* ni^j^ht thut thf Smatom 
Konnw were chilled into thir Capitol, bicauM* luptter bnti 
Appointi?J to FnUew tlic'iri him, that rrni- dnv ^^hoijlil c^irrii* to 
b« Lord and kin^ of Uomt?, and that the KijimnncE being 
drximu* to M^ vhu it !<hWd he» mxine nil niila the temple : 
and that fdl the children likewise wore waiting th«T» in 
theii goodly garded gowncn of purple, untill that »odaiii1y 
the dtiTvt of th*^ ti'niple werv open, and lh«l Uiat *1 th^ 
diildreii rone onu- afttr ni; uthtr, and went aiid ijaaschI 
by the image of liipiti^r, who looked upon them all, and 
sent them di*eontCTilctl, saving thin ywing Cffsar, unto 
whom be put foortb hia hand as be passed by, and Wkyd : 
Mv Lorde* of Home, this childc is he tnat ^all end all your 
dvil) WftTTTK, when hv einnmrt.h t-ri be Ixird of Hom^H S^me 
miVt that Cicero hod tlutf vidon in Iua dmunc, and that be 
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unried in guad meniorj tlie looke of this child, howbeil thiit 
be kiii^w him not: and that tho next mioming he wertt of 

Surpiisf* into thu tiehle of Mara, where thc'sc yoiHjg Ixiyra 
id exercise them seivw, who, wlien h** carne lliilht-r, had 
broken up from plui^irg, and ivere going home, and tliat 
amoiigeat them be first saw him whom he bod dreamed of, 
and Knew liioi verie well, and muALUg nt htm the more, 
Ewkod him wliosc sonae hff was. The boy aunswervd, that 
Jxe vfas the flomie of one OctAviiu, [a moii otherwiae of no 
mmtt calling) nnd of Aecia, the sister of lulms Ciesar r who 
nnvtng no ehilde, mudc him his hcirc by his last will and 
t^vtament, and left him nil h\» lander and pixies. Aft^r 
Uiat Umc, it ia reported^ that Cieero was tcHc glfut to spovkc 
tn him when he met with him, and that the boy nW) likctl 
CiccTovs frcnJshippe, oud making of him : for by good bappc 
the boy was bonie the ^tame yi'^re that Cicii^ro »&s Conoid. 
And these he the redfionA alienj^ed, why Cicero did fe\or 
tliin yoijtie CtESAr. IJut in trotl:, first of all the grcn.t 
malice he bare unto Antoniiis, and secondly his nriturc that 
wad dJLiLitlous of honor, WL-re (in my opinion) Uil- chiefest 
cttUKs why be became youn^ Oeson frend : knowing that 
Uit force and power of bis Bouldiens would greatly stTrngtheu 
his authonty and countenance in monedgine the atTaires of 
Uie state, besides that the young man coolde Hatter him so 
well, that he called him father. Byt Brutus \mn2 uffendtd 
with him for it, in his EpIatcUs he wrote mito Atticuri, he 
sharply reproveth Cicero, saying, that for feare of Antonina 
he Aattorcd thin yo\mg Coaar: whereby it appeared, he did 
not HO much seeke for tlie iitkrrtie of KoTue^ hh he did prn* 
cure him seJfe a loving and gentle moistor. Iliis notwith- 
Ktandtiig, Brutus brought witli him Ciceroes sonne that 
»tuiiied I'hilofophie at Athens^, and gave him charge of men 
truder him, and tniployed hlin in great aHairet. wherein he 
flhcwcd him sclfe verie forward, and valliant Now Ciceroes 
nnthoritie and power grew agnine to be so great in Rcnne, 
OA ever it was befot*. For he did what bo thought good, 
and Ao\exed Antoniu», that lie drave him out of the citie. 
and lent the two Consuls Hirrius and ranui agatni^t htm, to 
fight witli him : and cauaed the Senate also to dccnH.\ that 
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youiti Cnuir should hAvc »cTfi[«aunta to cone roddcs and 
iLXt^ Lefurv luiii, mill all otlu^r t'oniitun* fur a Pnttur, 6a a 
DiAD that 6gbt«th for bi« contry. AfUr thftt Antoniua h«d

Then joyQing hi« onnie with thcint, he devided the limptrc 
of R4mir with tliem. a» if it lind bene lanJti tt-ll lit euumion 
bvtwece them: and besides tliat, there wa« a bill made of 
two hundr^l mrn and upwards whom they had appointed 
to be cLaino.

So, thi?y caused 

them selves to be eonve\ed thither in two litters, botli of 

them 1>diig bu wcake witfi hotow and ^efe« that they could 

not otherwise have gone their wayes. Aa they were on their 

wayc, both their litters F^hjg a* neerc to ecb other m they 

could, they bcwniled their miserable eatatt?: but Quintus 

chiefly, who tookc it mott griewoualy- For, rcmcmbdng 

that he tooke ro money with him when he came from hi« 

houAc, and that Cieero hh brother also bad vcrie litlc for

tttnighthowe U* raulvc^jind HHhuuly dinuii^u^ hia miode: 
be wouhlo nci^dn bo caiied backe againc to the »oa, wiierv 
he continurd nil night marvelous mmwfiilL, and full of 
tiioughtik For out while he was in miiide to goe wcretly 
unto OctaviuB CmMrH huusv, and to kill him aeifc by the 
hearth of hid chimney, to make tho furio* cf hell to re^<cn^ 
hiji blood : but being oilraJed to be lolotepti-d hy the way, 
arid cruellv handled, ht tunivd from that detemaiftatioiL 
Then failing into other uruidvbcd dctcnuinatioDa» bdn^ 
pcqtlexcd AK he wae, he put him wife iiigninp into hU *er* 
vauntefl hnnd«5, to Ik; conveyed by ka to on oUiti phue^ 
ealled •Capites.

But m tlie un'ane time cJLine tin* intirderers oppoiiiled to 
kiiJ liiui, Hr-roEinius ft CcDturion, and Poplius LfttiA^ Tribune 
of the sou]dierfi (to wit, Colondi of a thowHnn<le ni«Tk, "'hose 
cause Cicero hod once pleaded before the liidges, when he 
was oocus^ for the murth^r of Ids owne father) having 
«ou!dicrs attending upon them. So Ciceroca gate h?iug 
»hi.it, they entred tm' (iou»e by fnrw, ard missinc hitn^ they 
oflktd tJiCm of tlic hous<^ what woa become of nini. They 
aun^wered, they could not lell. Howbeit there was a young 
boy in the houjtc called rhiloiogus, a fliavc infnuiehiacd by 
Quintu!! Cierm, wham TuUiui Cit-ero Imd bruusht up In tw 
LaHo tongue, and hod taught him the liberall sciences: be 
told this IKreiinius that his servaimtes caj-icd him in a 
littn' townrdfi the «ea, through di^ke niurowc Lanes, fhadowed 
wilb vodde on either side. FopiUus Lhe Colonel! btking 
sottie Bouldiere with him, nmne about on Uic outsider of the 
lanoi to take him at fii* coniming out of them : ai^d Hereu' 
ntas on thother side entred the ioncs. Ciecro hearing him 
coinmitig, commaunded his men to set downe Lis litter, and 
taking bis beard in his left hande, as hia manner was, be 
stoirtly looked the murderers in the facts, hi& bcadL- and 
Iwanllwing all white, and his f^oe leane and wrincklcd, for 
the extretvme eorowcs he hnd taken; divers of them that 
were bv, belde their handes before their eyes, wbilest HcRui- 
nius did cruelly murdET him. So Ciecro being three score 
and four* yeares of age, thrust his iieck« out of the UttiT, 
and had his head cut of by ^Vntonius conimaun dement, and 
hix luuids also, which wrote the Onitiona (ealled the PhiHp- 
pians) against him. For so did Cicero rail the Orations he 
wrote against him. for the maJiee he luire him : ivnd iliy yet 
continue the same name untili this present time. When 
thc«c poore diMntmbred memlx^rs were brought to Home, 
Antonius by chaunee woa bueily occupied at that time about 
the election of ccrtaine ofTicers : who when he heard of them 
and saw them, he mtrd out niowde that now all his out- 
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Iftwric* and prchAcHptionf were exocuUd : anti th«roiippon 
coiELinnundcti htei hcnd luid hia h&nds aht>ijld Htrnight be aid 
up over the puJpit for Omt>i>iu, In the pla«e c$l\ed Boitrm. 
'Lnhi WAS a fc&rc-fall and horrible ^ight luito the Roaume*, 
who thoiwht thin- aw not Ctccroes fuci?^ but ah imAge of 
AiitoniuB Ttfir &mf dippoMcion : who among »o many wicked

Siiinc birtt:(jr|o^r»iib*rs due Ihu* rpjHirle JL But 
T)'ro whL> waa a slave infranchiiod hy Ci<^ro, made no men* 
cion *if the treawn of tliit riiiloWiis, Ifiwix^it I undcr- 
fttoodc that Cttwr AuguKtuA, lonj^ titne after that, went one 
day to MX one of bia Nt^pbi^wm, who bad a Ux^ke in bin 
hando of Ctcj^roes : and bo fearing l«ut his Unde woulde be 
Siimc to Jinde that bookc in bia Imndcs, thought to hJdc it 
tinoor hb gowtie, Cftutr M.W it, iind tooke it from him, ia\d 
ttd the mcvt parte of it lUuidiag, and tb;-<tt dcliwu'd it to 
the yoiinj^ boy, and eayd unto bim : }lv wila a vnse man 
in dccde, my chtlde^ and Icned hU contne well After he 
ha^I ildine Antonliu, Mng Consul : he ninde C1c«roes 9orm^ 
his colleague and fellow Consul with him.

And thea-fort <*f Dcinoatheiit*. tliert wau no speeirh^ 
ftfti'F be WW p>ue : b»it fnr t'icero, nil th*' -Senate chaim|^eid 
their A|iparell into blocJce, oncl drtcrmined Uuit tbcy «ould 
piwce no itt-^-'r-rtj by ttieii- ftuthoritle. before Cieeroea baniah- 
ment was n^voked by the people, in deedc Cicero idlchr 

ried hi4 time of luirtiK]inii^nt,iind did nothing idl the while 
WA.1 in Muct-don: and one of thi^ diii^fe^t acta that I)e- 
ino!ctUen»4 did, in h\\ the time tiiat he delt in the a^&ires of 
the common wealth, wa;: in hin banishment- For he wer^t 
rmto ovcry rily, nnd did iL*aUl thi? AmhnMjulur* of Ihr 
GnecianSf and r*fu*ed the Amba«adorii of the Macwioniaiuc 
Tn the v»hieh he iihewe<l him wife a hettiT citizen, tlien eiLhfr 
370 
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Thi^niiiLcKrln, ur AldlitiuW, in Uieir like furLuiit ami cxilt^ 
So wht'H lie *as colled honiOt and return^, h« r«U afraine to 
his old trailc which Uc prnctisi-d lK*fiin% /ind wn» ever ngainKt 
AntipAtcr, imd the M^iovdonJAiiit^ Where Luelius in open 
Senate ahnqilj to^ke ujj Cicero, for liml he witc atiU and 
teyd nothing, when thnt OctftHiii Cff-wir thp ypung man 
m&de mticion sgainrt the Uw, that he might »uc tor the 
ConfulehipiM^, and being a& \i>ung, that he had never a 
heare on Kia face. And UruttiA »elfc aUo doth greatly 
reprove (Cicero in Km IcttcrHj for thnt he hiid nniinlnhu-iL nml 
^noiJiiAhed, a more grievous and greutu* Urunuie^ tlivii that 
whieh they hnd |iitt driviie, And Iwit of all, lie thioketh 
the death "of Cicero most piticfiill, to sec an olde man caricd 
up Riid downe, (with temW K>ve of hii MTviLuntes) neekiiig 
All the waics that mij^ht be to flie death, which did not 
Jong prevent \uk natiirall coiirM- : and hi tlxc I'lKlr, olde as he 
wnw, to Pee his head so pitietullv cut of, Whereiti Deniiw- 
thriir'!!. Ihough lit? VL'i^Edi^l A litlc, hitreatln^ him tli^tt vanic 
to take him : yet for that he had prepared the povwin long 
before, thfit lje liad kept it long* and al^o used it n* he 
did, he can not but Ijc tnarvdouidy commended for it For 
aith the god Neptune denyed hint tlie benefit of hift sanc- 
tuarie, he l»etooke him to a greaterj and that wm 
death : whereby he uivcil him hcUc oat of the 
vouldiert bander of the tyran. ^nd also Acomed 
the bloody cnicttic of Antipatcf. 
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THE LIFE OF DEMETRIUS 

HO (ir^t likened nrU to our scncc*, acmctb 
t>i hu\e rE^[)ect(r(i «np'ci^illy tliAl one? pn>« 
paty of thtm both, in rvwivinjt objects 
of a)ntrac^' i|r.rfility : for, iii tbe Mfc and 
end of their opcTAcion, thcrv f* R"^t 
tliJTcrunoe. Tlic! ncnvni rcocivt: mcifTt^r- 
«ntly, without discretion and judf^vmentt 
white ftnd blacks, swcetc and «owcr> Aof 
ftTid hftrd : for tbuir offiot' it only to ndznit Eheir 9t^ 
objfcb, iujd to cariu anii rvft-rrc Uie jiui^rvinfut thereof 
the ooniQioD solute. But art» bi?[n^ the perfection of rcasonp* 
rtf««iv€ and allow thoK thinp oncly which make for their 
ouCTadon, r^rding and ^achuiiig tht contmrie^ Thoue 
chiHlv, and for use: thother by i& vay, and with int^Hit to 
avoyd^ them. So Phinicke dcalplh with diwiwcs Miisiicke 
with diwi>Hc*, to thcnd to remove Ihcm, and workc their 
contmni'* : and the great Laiiies of aU otlier iirtts, Trm|>pi 
aunc«-, juAticc, and wisdom, doc not only cx>nfiidvr hjocntiiN' 
upri^htnrii, nnd pmfit : hot examine wfthnll, the natiiro mixA 
cnecic% of Icwdncs, corruptioD, and damojcc. And inno' 
(rencir» which vaimleLh hrr waiit tif tX|)triej«i? iti umlut? 
practiAce ; men call simpliHtic, njid i^^orAuncc of thin;>», 
Themnn^of that Imt iicci.'^xaHc imd good to Ix- kiicnmi. And Ihi-ri-iViro 
ihn !ipnrt;iriii Uh- uitncicut IjiCfdieMicrjiiaiis io lh«ir soWnm*^ fiMUt** forcvd 
^'"•^°*''"^^ tJjeii- llolvb Uitr bondmen, to uvcrciuit^e tht-m whtM with

not much praise them for hiiniAnihr or wiAodom^ tliat 
corrupt and spcile one man, by f-xanipli* of him, to r*>rr(*<;t 
ami rrclaiine an other: yet (aa'l htipe) it ahall rot he rcprc* 
hi^inded in hip, if amongftit th*- rr«t I pirt in one or two pafor 
of «ucho,rui living in great pLico and acccmot, have incrcaacd 
their fame with ijifaniy, Wlikh in truth, I ilae not, to 
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plraac (iihJ draw on the rrmlci with vnricty of report : but lu 
Iiampniju Uiu Thcban MuutiEUi abeivocl bU scbollcrt, botli 
thcHic that sLrakt & cltAUc stroke, with. Do fto, aiid sucb as 
tumbled it, with, 1)n nnt h)^ nnd Anttj^rmidnia thought mm 
nhouifl like better, nni) with ^^rcatcr deurc ccititend for ikill, 
if tlii?y hiitrd mid diMi-mt-d tintuimble iii>t<^s: Ht> tliinke f, 
«rr tihali be the forwarder in rcodirg Mid following the f;ood, 
jf w? knoiv the hvcK, iitul ■«■ tlir lii-foniiity of thr witJirih 
ThiJi trcnty contt-iiicth the tivua of Dcrnvtriust vLimiLmod 
thi- Fortgainer, aiiil M. Anlmiy th<? Triumvir, and gri*at 
oiEamplc« to coriinnc the sflyinR of Plato : Thn.t from prcat 
iiirnds, both great verLues mxd grcnl vici's da piTjcrdf. 'HifV 
were both giwu over to women and vrine, both ^alliaut and 
liborul, botli sumptuoiia And high minded, fortune sened 
them both alike, not only in th« i:o\xrsa of their Mvca, in 
ottt-iuptiijg great matters aonitimcs witJi good, iionitimts 
Willi ill «tLece»se, in getting and losing things of groat con- 
aeqticnee, overthrowtng both when they feared not» mrtonng 
bot}i when tb^v liopt^d not. But aJflo In their t^ndi;- th^re 
wai no great (fiiltrL-riec, tlione brought to hia death by his 
mortal enemiPS, and tht? other* fortune not Fnuch unlike. 
But now to our hintona AntiffonuA hud two Hortncs by his 
wife Stratoniet\ tlie daughter of CurrHruH: Lh** om< of thetn 
he named Ucmetrios, axtd tho other I'hihp, after hid fatheri 
name. Thus fnm^ the imist wrytprs due ngret* howlieit 
some holdu opmicn, that Dt'mtftriuh wub not the jHrnne of 
Aiiligi'iitis buL IiIh Ne[ihewi% lint bieniiM.' bis fnUit-r dyed 
leaving him n childe, and that his mother wfts straight 
niarii^l agiune unto Antigunus : Lhereuj>|H>n cnme therenortc 
that ho vas Antigonu^ eonn«. HowRoov^r it was, Pnilip, 
Uiat wa& not much vounger then DciactriuA, dyed. Now for 
1)t>mctrii]i^ tliouffh ii<^ waa a vcrit ^^gg^ man, nc waji nothing 
Mi high as his father^ but yet so paaHing aiirl wondcrfull 
fayer, that no painti*r eoiild po»ibly draw hifl picture and 
countcrfcat to hi» likene«. For they mw a »wecte counten- 
Anei^, miied with a kiiide of gravetle in his fitci', a ftwrv 
with curtcftie, and an incomparable Princely maieAiie acconi' 
pani^ with n lively Njiirii a:td yniilh, and iiih wit and 
manners were sudi, that tbev wan both fcarcfull, and 
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pl«asauut uiito men thnt fn^quontcJ him. For as he ww 
mcMt pIcoMUint in oompimy haviiij^ l<-A«itiv, niul ihuhI girvrn 
to btuilurtingf plcAMubt life, Mid moiv WAntonly f^vcn to 
foUuw Ally liist and plt^usuro, Ihiui unv king tlint ttct wki: 
y«t w&A h« nlwnvrp very carcfull and aili^ent in dicpatching 
mattcrf of imporbuicc. And therefore he marvi-luibly cum- 
mvndcd, ami also todevourwl to follow Dionvsius (ft* miich 
to aav, aj9 Bacdius) above all the othi?r Roddc^u he that 
bad bene a v^isc iu\d valliaiit Captainc* in warre, aad that in 
pence iiireitt4^ and lucd alJ the plounJrc that mi^ht be. He 
niarveloiuly lov*d and reverenci-d his fatiicr, and ft Moomctb 
that the dutiofulim he nhovrcd unto hi« mother, woh m«irc to 
di-urh'ir^' t.h*? (inr nlWicJicr /lud diilie ai a 9orne, tlian 
oLbcrvi'iEH.' to I'liti-rtoine hL* fiither, for feorc of hn power, or 
hnpe to tx^ hiH hriiu. And for prviofe herwff wr rvad, that 
one day fty ht; came home from nunting, hQ went uiito hia 
father Anlii^oiiaH, roJiuc audicnee lo ecrtainc AmbaAsa* 
dors Sind after he had don^ hia dij&tie la him. and kUmed 
\nat : he sate downc by him even aa lie came frimi hunting, 
hjivtnjx hiH dnrtcf; in-hU han(lc,whteh hcoariod outahtintiD^ 
with htm, Tlvea Autij^otiui talliiLg the AruliAVAdort alowdtf 
as they went their way. having; roeeivod Ui«r annswcre : My 
Lordfl, aayd he, you shall coiie home this rvnortv of tny 
tonne oncT me, he wSbi<^we« I pray you, how vc live one nitn 
an other. As meaning to snewe thereliv, thit the agrve- 
mmt brtwi*xt thr fnthcr ani the £nDne togethtTt is a ^roat 
»afe1ir to the affaire* of a kiTig, a.i al»o a manifest ptoofc iif 
hi» Ltri-iiliiti' so i^ealoiiB in a king to have? a eomrwuicnij 
be^ide^ the liato and miatmst it should breedi-. So Umt tite 
^\t1nt PHnrj' airl miist aiiticiLTitfst of ttll the Riieeeston of 
AJexonder, hotuted tliat he sloodt^ not in fcan of his aonac; 
but did auffer him to aitle by hint, having n dnrt in hit 
band. So wa« thiA liousc oqcIt of all other the Muccdonimi 
king», leitit dcfilnl v/Wh mic\k viltanic, many aucceMiani 
after: and to coiife*«e a trotli, in alJ Antieonu* ra«c thm 
Vitus not one, but Phiiip oudy, that ^Itie lus ow»e sntim^. 
ilut wc have many examples of dircn cither houwis of ktnj^ca, 
that have put their aonncM, wites, and mothers to dc^Ui; 
and for their brethn^n, it woji an ordinarie thinir witli Ihcm 
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to kill tbem, and never stickc at it. For like iw Geometri- 
daxis would have nu-n gmunt them certAJnc projx)«iciona 
which tlxey utippotte without proofe : oven ea w&a thi;* holden 
for a g:c-n<:nU] mie, to kill their brctbrvn, for tJic fAfetic of 
their t*ttatr. But forthcr, to slirwe you numr j>Uintv Ihnt 
Dcitictnua w/u of a noble and curtcdun naturv, jiiij tlmt he 
fJ<»Rr<ilv \ovM hift frendwt wi* niay ftllcfl^p- thi*; pTfimiili-. 
Mithndatc^ the Kfiinc of Ariobftnaine*, wa.i hif fnniinnr 
frend tmd comparmm (fur ttit'V wen- IkjUi in injitit-r of mi 
ftf:*) and he commonly followed Anti|CODu« courte, and never 
I>ntcti»ed any vjlljuiie or trvH»on to him, TiHthcr wan he 
thought such (X man : yet Antigonufi did s<>miwh«vt su^peet 
liiiiE, nicau^ uf Ti dn^rmie he hcuL )le thuLt^lit lliAl t>eiJ]L; 
in a f^no*liy (j^oat (i^ldt?, be fowed of these firrnpinpes of gvild, 
and that of that jveede, firat <^f nil enmc up goodly whcatc 
whieh had e^n^ of gold : howbeit tliut shortly after retum- 
iQj; that way a^aine, fae found nuthin^ but the straw, and 
the cares of the whtvtt^' cut of> And that he being angrie 
and verie sorie for it, lome tolde him timt Mitiiridate* 
had cut of thf^se goUU^i eorei of wheate^ and hjtd cariKl 
tliem with hiw into the reaJrrie of I'ont^ iViitigoiut« bein^^ 
ni!U"velo*ly trotihled with this df^ftme, after he had made 
htt Sonne awcare unto him that he would make no mun 
alive privy to that he ivould tell hhn : he told him all his 
drcfunc what he had dreamed, and therewith that he woa 
dvtrrniLiun] to put thi-i young m^oi MithndiitfH Ui diulh. 
DenielriuA wtxs marveloun Rory fur it, and therefore the 
tieit morni[t^, thin youhj^ iu>l>le Trince going ju he woa 
wont to pasRe the time away with MithndateK, he durst 
not by word t)f moutli utter that he knew, bicauae of hi» 
othv: howbeitt taking him aeide from his other famiUif^rB. 
when they were both together by them iwlvc«, he wrote on 
Uie ground with the end of his darU Mithrl<IjiU-» lokin^ on 
Lini: Flit Mithndatea. Mithridatca found atrai^ht *hat 
he ment, and tied the ^^ry same ni^t into Tappitdocia: 
and ahortly after it was his dostinie to fultili Antigonu^t 
dreamo. For h^ eonouer>?d many goodly contries and it 
wft) he onclv that citablislicd the house of the kingdom of 
I'oTit, the wliieh tlie IloinaneK ufLerwutcles ui-erlhrvvte, jtUmt 
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the eight succcsaioiL hj thnc exaniplrf wc mciy ceaalj ocmh 
jn'hin- Dm* gorxl nflt.urr nnd <*iirtj'sic of Di'nu'tnuK. Vor likp 
ad tliE^ duncjitcB (occnrding to Erogiciioclcii opinion) ore ever 
at * f Irift^ togf Uier, hut ^peoinlly ihoBi.* IhaL aiv ncamt eftdie 
to other: even »o, thouj;h all tho nuccraMm of Alc^nndtr 
wirrealointiiiunU WHrnn LtiffvLtitT, vt-t vfiiA iLmkiik^I, kiuillnlt 
fuid nio4t cniell betveoe tnem which bordefvd no&i^t unto 
cchc other, jind that hy being neare neighbour*, liad alwaica 
coowJon of hraulc trj^ctht^r, ajs fdl out at that tinit? betwme 
jVritiffonua aiid rtulomy. ll^la AiJliKf^nus lay niuat com- 
mnnly in lh*> eontry of Thrypin: who having intollig«ikce 
thnt holom^ wn» gODc intf* ('yprus «i<l th^t he orcmoine 
ail Syrinf wintitoguy forcre, or f&ier meanes al] the tovrncA 
and cities Aubj<:ct unto thL<m: he acot his soime Demetrtua 
thelhtr. Iv'Ping nt that time htil two and ttK-nly voATrc oi 
0^4^, ATui ft wad the tintt timi^ tliat cvct h« iookc ch&rj^ it* 
[;oi^erf[ll to hU futher, in irjitJtT^*if ^^at. iin[i(>rUhee. Bui he 
being a VDung raiuiy n^nd that had no fkil] of vcnrrc:;, fighting 
4 halielf wiUi itn oMl- Aotddivr (tnuned up in llie db«di)1ine 
of warrvA under Alexander the i^reaX^ And that througli him, 
and ilk hih nan»e> hail fought many gicat batteU) wan aoone 
ovcrthrowciifitnd hiR armie put tomjcht,hy thociticof Gaka. 
At whidi ovt-rthrutt were alayni." iive thowu-ud dicd, luid 
fdmoiit oi^ht Ihow^and taken: and bosiiiefti Dttoetnus loot 
hit tenti and puvilioius, hia cold luid vilrcr, and to be shortt 
all lib whole earlage. Bui Ptolomy »ent him all hU thlngva 
n^aine, and !ii» fritnda also that were t&ken after tlje battcU, 
witJi grc^t curtpouft wonlvs: tliat he would not *iffht with 
Uiem for all thiugcB lo^jt-ttier, hut iirely for honor, and 
Euijirre. Deuji-tniiH r»wiin^ them ftt hih handeriL, iK-wmght 
the pods that he mieht not long live a debtor uiilo Ftolonay 
f(»r thin great iMirlj-^le, Injl (hnl In- tnight tpiirkly riMiuTlc it 
with the bke o^aiiic. Now Dcmttriu* tooke not Uii> over- 
throw lilce ay^^ung tnajit though it waa hi« fir»t iM»uldierfarc : 
hut lik^^ an olde and Viin\: Coptaine, that hod abidden many 
ovcfftJirDwi?!, he u-vd ^'reat dlU^nco 1u ^Ihrr men a^iune, 
V> m&ke new annom, and to kn^po tho citiM and contnc» iq 
his banda under olxidiciicc, and did tndnc and exercue hb 
iDuldjon ID Anocv, wlicme be had iratbcred tofrithcr. Anti- 
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j^nuft h&viii^ newes vf tljc overthwjwe of Lie waae Demetnus, DEMETRrUS 
said no more, but that Ptolomv hud overcomen bcflrciles men : 
otiil tlia^t iLfherwurdi^ he shuulLl iiglib vith be^tnled lui^n. But 
now, bicfluse he would not discorn^ hi» Houni- liltofrether, 
who craved loa/c once againe to fi^ht a bftttcll with Ptolmnv : 
he gTttunted him. So, shortly after came t.illcR, l*tolomv« 
general], with a gre&t puyaart ormtc, to diivL^ him dtogctncr 
out of SyriiL For they made no great accompt of DeTi]<:<tritii, 
bicauK he bad bene one* ovcrthrowcn before, llowbcit 
DetnetHu* stalp ajion ]«n»^ gave him elini^j^L' nti thf toflninf*, 
and nmdc him so afiraid^ tiiflt he tookc both the Cfim|>c, and 
the ^ftncrnll, with ^«ven Ihowaund prisont-rh lH.-Hide9, and 
wanne a marvelous treasure of money : which mndr him 
» glad ntiuit not so muth for the gaine he should }mvi- hy 
It, aa for tho oportunitie he had thereby to come out of 
Ptolomyes det, nothing n^anliiu? the trewure nor the honor 
he hml ^ttcn by this vietonp, but onely the benefit of hi* 
n--fiiEtbi11 of Ptoloiuyea eurteMe towarJea Inm. Bat yet he 
din nothing of his owne bead, liefon^ he h^d written to hii 
father; and then receiving full graunt and coinmis^^on from 
him to diqiose of all tlungs a^ he tliou^t good, he sent 
hru:keC\\\&t uiito l^tolomy, and al his otlier frieads besides, 
with great and rich gifts which he bountifully bestowed 
on them. This misfortune and ovcrthrovr did utterly put 
Ptolomv out of all Syria, and brought Antigonus alao from 
the citlc of CeWncs, for the cxeccding joy he had of thia 
vietorie, us aUo for the gpejtt driir^ he hiiu t« see bin sonne, 
A^CT that, he »cnt DcmctnitB into Arabia, egainiit a peojtle 
(.ulled the Nabathjeians, to ainriiter them : hut there he was 
ia grpat daimgcr and diatresae in the deeerta for lackc of 
iratpf, hnwlM-it he neier shewed any signe that he wiu 
afraid, Tlierehy he »o astonied the barbarmtfi people, that 
he had ley^urt' emmgh to rctyrc with aafctie, and with & 
great booty of a thowsanU eiuuelb, wl«ch he brought away 
with him. About that time Seleucus (whoine Aotigonus 
had driven from Babylon) returning thitha* awne, he came 
and conquered it without other avde then of him selfr: and 
went w)tn a grvut onnle against tW people and nationa eon- 
fining upon the lnduui»> and the provinces odjoyning unto

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mount ("jLUuihti.K, Ut a>iH[uer Uieiii. Tlien^u|j]K)U DemiHritia 
liopjnj? to And M^aopotkinia witbout Any f^ard or dofgnct, 
toJiUiily jMuuL'd LJVi?T tli<.' rWcr of KLiplirntct, nnd atnjc utl* 
looki'd foT unto Bab^tou, aud tbcru cistrvst^d thv carmou

For it ii)>pr4Uii?d that he had talEen all thp contry from 
tickuciu, leaving him nothing in it, by xpoiJing and forrag- 
ili^ all iUi\i wi« iJuTP. At his rrtunii- hu]ia% iitwr* wtrnf 
bruu^iit hiiii that Ptoiomy lay at the bcor^ of Iho cilie of 
lfrtlycnnk*iA*ii« : Avht-n-up]K;n hu drew thilhi'r with »i>c<de to 
moke luni roive the se^fe, and therehv «ttvcd the ctty from 
hiui. Now, hicauaL' by liua eitibfytt" Luty wiuiiic givat fmizt-, 
both of them, (Aati^nus and Dfmetnue^ fell into a loar- 
vcLoLis dtain.^ to Act a11 Grtcctr at libfitie, tJie which l^olomy 
and Ciuuatidcr kept in fiervitudi? atid bandage. Sever king 
tuuke iu hfljidv n more boiKirabk- nor juater warrc £Uid enter* 
prioi*, then that was. For, what pow^r or richc* he eonU 
eathcr t<jgctbcr> in opprcsung of tnc barbaroua people : hu 
DcstowM it all in restoHug the Gra^cianv to their lEbertW, 
and onely to winne fame and honor by it. So, they being in 
eonAultoeion what way to take, to bring their purpoAo and 
desire to poistte, and having taken order to begin firat at 
At)a-nH- one of AntlguiiuB chiefi^t fnt^iidn ti1>out biin, told 
him thnt ho should take the dtJe, and place a good eairifioii 
Uwre (or tJu-ttJ Bselvts, if thiry i^mld <rtU'-e wliuir it: fur, tAid 
Ins it will be a good bridge to paeae further into all Gncce. 
Antigonus would not harkeii to thAt* but said, that the ]ov« 
and good will of men was a «urer bridge, and that the eiti« 
of Athena was am a bmcon Lo all the [and, Uie iihicli wtjuld 
immedintly make UU doings shuio through the world, aa « 
crcMct light, upon the toppc of a kepe or watchc towtr. 
Tbiu Db-mctriuM hoyted iuyle, having live thowwand ailvcr 
talcut«, and a JIceLe of two hundred aud tfUe layle, aikI 
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i»TW towartfm thp dlifof Atlipntr in thp which Dpmptriiw 
FhA!i>nan was govetiior in the bcKoifc of CAssnrdcr, and Icopt 
A ^rpRt strong pnrrifiOTi ther^ «ilhi[\ tW hnveii Atid rawtrll 
of Munichc^ He had an excellent pood winde lo furtlior 
his jomey, mi that with his good foivsi^^lif and sjieede he 
made, he nmvod in Ihe ba\tn of Firaeu, Uie five and twenty 
da.y cf the mmiirtli Tliaigelion, (now caWtd Afajre] before 
flny man kn^w of hU ooniminfT, ^fow whon this HeeXe was 
within a kenmng of the citie, and lesse, that they might 
cAfiity »ec them from thence t every man prejmred him eelfe 
to receive them, taking them to he Ptofomyeii shippe*. 
But in finc*j the Cnptaines and governors understanding; too 
late who they were, did what thev tould to J]el|>t them 
aelvM? but tnpy \Fefv all in hurly fiurly, a^ men eompelled 
to fight out of order, to beepe their enemies from land- 
ing, and to repulse them, comiidrg so «odain1y upon tiiein* 
Uemctriug hAVins* found the barre of tl>c haven open, laimehed 
in preiientiy. Then In^itig romrn to thr view of thrm /Jl, 
and Rtantling upon the hatelieA of his galltjy, he mciJe sii^iea 
with his hand that he prayed hilence. The tuuiuZt Iwing 
|>adfled, he proclaymed ftJowd hy ono of his Hcmulde, that 
niff fnlher had sent him in haj)]jy hiiwi-r to deHvcr thr 
Athenians from a]) their fmmBonft. and to reatote them 
figarne to tlieir auneient hbertie and frtedam, to eDJ<iye 
their lawoft nnd mmdent iz^ovemment of their forefather*. 
After the proclftmocion mfl^le. all the common people straight 
threwe dowiie their weapons and targets at their feete^ to 
clappe their handci with great showle* of joy ; prayinc him 
to Wd, rau\ cnWtTtg him mowde their Savior, and lienefnetor 
Now for them that were with Uemctriua Phalenan. they 
rU thnoght good to let the atronpr in, although he per- 
formed not that he promised, Anrl ahn «ent AmlmsBadorB 
tuilu him to treate of peace. Demetrius ri-tvivni tfjeio v4Ty 
cnrteoa?ly> nnd wnt with them for pledge, ore of the dearest 
frienda hiK father hail, Arislodemus MilesiAn, Ftrrtlirmiorr, 
he was not earelcs of the henltb And safety of Demetrius 
l^ialerian, who, by reuon of the chaunge and alteradon of 
thn poverament of the common wealth at Athen»T ^toodc 
m*>rc m fcare of tl»e people of Atlitrna, tha^i of hb enemies 
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Thcn-forv Demetriuft regarding the fame Mid vcrtuc of the 
mun, cAutcd hint to bo conveyed (ncmrding to fats desire) 
imto Thcbe-s iriti) goiid aiiJ axiflidf^til sa/c tonducl. And 
for Dcmotriu* him sclfp, Kithougfa he "w Trn- dmrotu lo 
MX the dtic, he uidc he would not come into iU before he 
luul first rt!iton-^iI It uiito hi^r auucient libertie and freedom^ 
and (U*o driven away tlic ffarruon thence : and thrrcuppoci 
hp rftftt tmir.hi^s muTicI Ji.h<nil thi' nuiU'll of Miin>ch]A. In 
Uic mvAnc oousrm bicuanc- he wuuJd not be icllc, be Itoyaed 
■avlet and eoa^^ttrd towards the eitie of Megara, within the 
vbich CsuuLDdcr oieo kept a strong ^arriKon, Dcmetnus 
Ini^lv fiillivwing thtui-* nmlU-rt, wvut lutvrrlLhu] Unit Cratr- 
dpolit, flumamed Polypcrchon^ (wlio had bene Alexanders 
wife) a Ifldy uf puHsin^ fame and bvauty, and lay at that 
time in the citic of I'atroji, woidd he glad to %ve him: h« 
Icaviiu; hiH uniiie Hilhin Uie tetiitorie uf the MeKori&us, 
tOoWo Iflts jorney presently imto her, with a few of hi« lifl^toBt 
umcd men, and yet he atde fiom them, and made hi* tent 
to be set up a j^d way from them, bicause this LAdle 
might not be iccne when she came unto hioL Sonie of his 
cnemfps havln^f piv«ent intelligence thereof cam? And drt 
upon him bci'orr he kocw it. Dcmctrio* wiu» no !"rarcd» that 
be huj] tio further levKitri'^ hut to ciuti. on ill favur^ eJoke 
about him, the tJr^t tliat c^me to hfuid. and diaguiaia^ him 
M'lfr to file fur iifr, and i?:icaj>ed very hjirdlVi tlint be vna not 
thotitefully token of h\s enemies for htji inoontinenciix But 
though they iiiLHM.-d him, they tuoke hi^ tent^ and all Kb 
money in it* Aftc-r tbaU tJic citie of Me;;ara wns token and 
won fniiu CiuuciTidcnt tiicii, whciv Dt^mr-LniiA iv^uldien woukl 
have Mu:ked eiII : howbeit the At1ieiiiiUi» uiado humble inter- 
ci-taiou for Ihetii, tlukt tbty mi^ht iiut be »|juylud. XVait^ 
trimB thereuppon^afWhe baddhvcn out Cfuwndcrv gnrnsoiif 
be lenLutvd :t o^ne to licr former libertie. In dmng 
that, hi> called to mind the Philosopher Stilpo, a famoun 
man in Mcgfu-a, though he lived a quiet and contemplative 
life. Hp Bent for bJni, luid ntk.i\i him if ortv of hU micci bftd 
taken any thin^ of hii. Stilpo aunttwerec] him. tbey bad 
not : For, qiiotb he, I sawe no man that tooke mv learaira 
from mc. This notwitbjtanding, aU the slavca of Uie citK 
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wrrr in manner curJecl tiway\ AnctTi^ tiiDP, Demetrius 
making much of him, as he vas going his way uid^ unto 
hini : Wrll, SlIl|>o, 1 leave you your citie free, ft Id truer 
Idnj^, quotb be, for tbod bast \^ ua never a alavQ, 
Shortly nfUr, he rrluriit^l n^diie unto Atbeiis, and layde 
aeoge to the casteil of Murichla, tb« which hv tookCf wid 
drave oiit the gammon, lutd afUiw^rda roMrJ it to the 
around. Aiier thjit, through the intreatie and enmest 
ot^rc of the Athcninria, who prayed him to come oi^d 
refreeh him »el£e in thdr dtic : he made his entry into it, 
nnd CAU^ aIJ the people to as»einblc. and then restored 
unto them their Auncient lawes and lilwrtie of their contry, 
promiiiug thtui bcBidcs, that lie wouUl procure his father 
tr» nende thf^ni a hundred and tiftye thawsand hu8f^bolU of 
^hcatc, oitd OS much woodc imd tymlicr aa should scrvf to 
makt' thi^iia hutidrvd and flt^iei^uilies. Thus, Uie Atiienians 
through Dcmetrii^s meaner, recovered the Dcmocratia /^oin, 
(to wit, Ihctr |M>puL^ govemnieut) iifleent yeart-* afWr they 
had lofit it, and lived all tJie time bctwenc their lu^e and 
reatituciun from Uie warre aiUcd Ijtmintua warre, and tiie 
Imttell thnt W4i» fougbt by the citie of Cranon, in the state 
of Ollgarcliia, to wit. Hinder Uie government of a fewe sover- 
non in sights but in truth a JVlonardiii^or kinj^ome, bicauat* 
tbey were under the government of otie taan Demetrius 
PholoTian, that bad abH>lute authonti^ over them. But by 
thiA meanea they made their savior and preserver of thcjr 
contry, Demelriua (who seemed to have obteined *uch honor 
and glory thi\>u^b hi» goodraes and libcralitic) hateful a:id 
odiutis to all in^n, for the overgreot and unmeaHiirab!^ hnnom 
wbioh the)' gave him. for firat of all, tficy called Anti- 
gontMflnd Demctriua kings, who before tliat time had alwaye« 
retiued the name, and the which, (among all other princely 
lumoni and prenigatives graunted) ihey that hud dpvid«l 
betwene them the Empire of Philip and Aleitauder, durat 
ne>tT oncp preaunie to ohalenge, nor to take up|xiii them. 
80 unto them only they gave the etyle and nameA of the 
goddea HaviurH, and tookc away their v^ately Maior, wlaintt' 
they called Eponymos, bicanae they aid «hew the yeajes of 
oMe time, by the names of them that bad bene Maiora, 
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S FHfih(^^moIx^ in at<*d tli**r*^f Ui<-y otvleyncd In the c^itnMll 
of Uic cUie, Uiftt llu^rc uliciild jtartly be choKR tmt by 
vo)'ee( of tiir punp!**^ whnm thi^v fi1ioiil'<i nam^ thp Priert of 
their Saviors, vho?>e name they jinoiild write and Auboicnbc in 
all piiblike grftuiiU Aritl cov^rifliits, ttiihewp the v^^uv: and 
besides all this, that thcv ^iiouJd cAuae their pictures to bt 
dmwim in tbr vi-vle or hnly Imrmrr, in the which wrrv >et 
out tijc ima^ of tht-'ir irodde*, tbt- pntroncn and prot«ctore 
of their ciijt\ Atu! furthennore thi-y illd consfrmte the 
plACv, where Oomctriuv firrt cam^ out m hi« cochc, ami there 
did Hcrt up Oil iLuJtirr, find calle<l it Dcmctriiui aLiItrrixinitning 
out of bts eoche: And vnto their tribes they sdded two 
other, tlie AntigoJiidc? nnd the DenietnAc^es. Their great 
eouHAcU lit Iftrffe whk'ti they er^at^l yeardy of five hundred 
men, was then first of ftll brought Into sUe hLtndmi. bicaiiM? 
«very trihe must tie*"de* fumishe of them selvea, fifty coun- 
nellcr*. Unt yet the strmmp:^ octe, and mort new found 
invcmlion of flattery, wm that of Strstocltt, (bebig Iho 
ci>in[noR flatterer and people pfeaser) who put forth UiU 
decree, by the whieh it was nrdr-rni»d • that those whome the 
common vrenlth ^ho|l]d teend unto Antigonun nnd IVmrtriua, 
ftTinuld in «tea:1 of Amba4yHd4ir4 t>e enlletl 11ux>rl, us muth to 
»y, as ministers of tlie saenfieea. For so were they calJcd, 
VRome tlic'v M-iit t(i Dftphiii tr) A}»11n l^-thews or \mto 
Elide, to Jupiter Olyinpios, at the common and solcmnc 
r«tuts of al] Gratx-t to doe tlie ordinary Haerllietra and olila* 
tions for the health nnd nn^trvntion of the cities. This 
Stmtoelei in alt thhigi^ Ak ww n dcRpentle tnrni, and one 
that had alwaycs led a wieked and dissolute hr« : and (or his 
shameles balancv, he twemeci wlioly to follow tlje «tep|>eH or 
CleonK foole hardincv, and o!de in^oleneie, which (when he 
lived) be shewed unto t)ie people. He ojienly kept a harlot 
in his houj^ cftllod Phylnnon. One day she having IxH^t 
for hij* siipprr, heoitn hcfuie* and nctlea commonly eaten, 
he uiyd unto ber: \V)iv, bow ni>wP thou hunt l»oiight me 
nente?! which we tofi^e like bAli», that have to doc in the 
eomninn Wi'ulth, AimthiT titne when the nrmie of the 
Athcninnji was overUiroweu by aca, by the lie of Atnorgos: 
he would needed pre^^nt the newe4 of this oTerlhrawe, and

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cau]4^ tliroLigli the stri-«^te of Ci^rauictJs, crowned mthj^ATlnmlfi DKMKTRjrs 

of JlL}^ti7i, lu if Ur- Athenians had wonnc the Imttcll ; nud 

W(U also the author of a decnw, whtTt>hy tht-y did aacrtfice 

unto the godda, to give thetn tlimikta fur Uai.- vktoric: ai;d 

mefite wa» given amongst every tribe, in token of cnrnmon 

joy. But shortly 4;ft*T the Messengers arrived, which brought 

report of the shipwrackc and overthrowe. The people were 

ill fU) uprore witW. luid sent for StratocJca in a marvelous 

mge. But he with a face of br&»se oiiuc imto thrm, nnd 

niTogaiitly defended the |icoplai ill will, find nn^ly told 

thrm : Well, hikI wh&t hitrt hnve I done yoi), if I huve made 

you mcry tliese two dayea r' Such was ^tratoclcs impudcncic 

iind nuhnefl. But, as the Poet AriKbiphjuii<n luiytli : 

But whutt«r mitten were th»t luno in hjuid, 
Tbwj firo Uwt wutetli liUtJi by Kd uid UuJ. 

Foi there was another that pa^c<i Stmtoelc* in knAveric, 
Who proeiired a derrev, that lu oftt^n as DemelrtLU cume 
Into tnc citie of Atht^iiA, he should bt' retcived with at! 
ceremonies and like snlemmtie, m they u«c in tlie fe&fitH of 
Ceres and Bacchus ; and further that they shotild ^vc unto 
Mill that did eicell all the rest in sump tit oiianea and riche*, 
at »ueh time aa IX-mctriua made liia entry into tlu< citie, to 
innch money out of the couiuion treasure, H>i rihuiild viene to 
make an ini^^ or other otFnng^ whicli should tfc eoniweratcd 
U> tht tcnjpleH iu uieujufie uf his liht^nlitte. Ami l^^l of Thf^moii^thof 
all, thoy chflungcd the name of the moncth Munichion (to MuTiyph^on 
wit the rii4*neth of Linuary) and calletl it nciutlrion : and ^Ji^^^j^'p^^l^ 
the laat day of the moneth which they caUed before the Jf^^J,* f„, ,|„, 
new and old moone, they then called it the Denietriade ; In^mi-af 
and the (etust^s of Bueehua al*o callvd then Dionyda, they nffaittrinB 
|>naently named Demetria, But tiie goddcs by diver* sigiiea "*■"*■ 
and tokens shewed plainly, th»t they were offended wJth Won<l«rv, 
thc«c chautige» and fdtcracions* For the holy banner in the 
which (fl«M>rding to the order set dowpe) they had payntod 
the images of Anti^nua^ aud Demetnua, wiUi the pictures 
of fupiter and Mtnerva: jis they cArii'd it a pnx^Bsion 
throujjch the streetv Ceranteutf, it wa:t tome a nonder in the 
luidtlL'st by a tempest uf ^viiide. Aiu} furLliermun-, abuut 
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the outt^ra which were cct op in the hoiwr of Dcmctriua a^id 
Antignriuft, tlit-re* grev a gr^Ht ijf^e of honlockv, the whjdi 
otherwise waa uitpofaiblc to f^irc there. On tbe feart (iaj 
*l:*o of llncdtiiKt t!ic>' wrrr cnjiijM^Ucsl to k^rc t!ie pntii|>e or 
procdMion for thr\t dave, it woa such oil extrcame hard froit 
out of (ill seaaoii: and l>e«idefi, th^rv felt tmch % inyll deire 
ftnd jmAt fnnt upon it, th^t not oncly their nn^ nnd olives 
woe killed vri1.li it, but aIh> the tnntt pnrt of the wheate 
blnJuf which weri> Tt<rw1y kpivnj; up. And therefore th9 
VovX niil]|ipidoft (&n crtmie of the AfoTct&yd Slnttoda) In 
one: of hill comcdiec writcth ci?rtaine wrta n^ngt him to 
UusdTcct:

This I^Uipfidc^ vrti* very well beloved of king Lvumachm, 

inxomticli that for hii uiki^ iht; king hnd done mviv pletuura 

to the common wealth of Athena, For he loveo him so 

dearlj« that na ofl^n a» he uw him, or met uHth hSin At the 

bcf>;innin^ of «iy warrc, or mnttcr of j-rcat importune*^ : he 

wiw nf opinion that Uv brought htm good hirke. For fu 

deed he aid not so much L-stwrno him for the cxccltcncic of 

bifl arte, but he was much more to he bL^lovird ari<{ tatiEmrdi 

for hit vertiiouc and bonat condicionA. lie wa« no trouble- 

8oin man. netlier was be infected with tlie Bne-nes«e of court, 

fit he shewed one day when the kins made much of him. 

and ^ving him good countcnnncc micTunto him : Wliat irjlt 

thou hfivr mi' give thee of my things Philippidec? Even 

what it ehftll pLadC tlicc, O kinjt, so it he none of thy »e*Tcts. 

kiaTLYZ"^^ Thiiii m"rh wr thought g^ind to »_pe«kr of him in byUdkc, 

chufl, m.i d^^ hirauK nn honcat player of conicdic-Ji, ahould tufttehe with n 

■irinj^ tiiliture shumi'lea and impudent Orator of tJie petiple. But yet th^e 

hiAHn;r*t4. waA another Democtidcs, of tile villap^ of 5ph«-ttui that 

drcAmfd f>ut « oinrr ntjuinigrr kind of honor, lonrhfup ihe 

oon»eemti{>n of their tari^etti^ which tJiey dwiicntcd to the 

tnnple of AjKillo in l>elj>ho, thAt iH Ut hnv^ that Ihtv nlioald 

goe and asko the omele of Demetnujt. But I wil ^ww yott 
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ih* xiny pfiVct and forme of the law a« it wa* sc-t downc. 
In good hover : the people ordeyne that he should be chosen 
one of the Citizt^ns of Athem, vhich ahnJl j^oo imto oup 
e&vjor: and after that lie hath dono due sacnfic^ unto him* 
hi' shal aske Demetriut our sfiviiir, ftfler what sort the people 
ehnll witii grctttcst hclinia imd dcvolicBt, without delay* 
mftke <^oni*?cration of their hoh'e^t ^flfl and offerings r and 
iiccording to the onicle it ^hcdl pkose him to ^vc tbcm, the 
pivpW shftJ diiely eKPCuU- it, Thu*, laying upnn Dtiaetrius 
flj thtttc foolish "raoekeriest who besidta was no great wise 
tntHi, thi*y mftde him a very foole. Demetriiw Iteiiig at 
thnt time at leisure in Atheoe, he married a widow callnl 
Eurydkf, which camp of that noble and aunn^nt liouie uf 
MiltJIidee, and had bene married before imto one Opiieltas 
Prince of the Cyrmians^ oiid that afler hi^ drath rvtiimed 
againe to AtbetiK. Tha Atheiuaim were v«ry glad of this 
inanriage. and thought it the greateit honor Uiat came to 
thrtr citic^ supposing he hnd done it for their sakes. Ifow- 
hcit he was 50one wijnne to be married, for he had iruuiy 
ivivoSf but amongest theni all, he \o\vd Fhila bi^sl, anti gavi^ 
her ruofll honor aiid prehemiiit^ntc abovij them all : pMirly 
for the refipecf of her father AntipaU^r, and partlv «!«> f^r 
that 3he hod bene Ht^t loaned unto CratcniJt, wnome the 
Miu^edontan» lov«l bi^t when he UvlhI, an<i itioat lamented 
after hi« death, above all the other succeAaora of jUcxandcr. 
His fnthcr I Hup^Hise made him U> marry hrr by toTC*\ 
although in decde her yeorcs was net meete for him: for 
he wna marvelous yimng, and fJie very oMlv And when 
IJcmetrius «E^mcd not to be conU^nteii withaLI, hia latbcc 
rowned him votUy m tlie ^ire with thm naytng: 
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But flo much did Demetrius honor lii» wife FhiJa, and all 

hia othpr wivr« he marrird^ that he wuh not luhampd to 
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UHMffnUUd Wpp A Dumber tt( CiirtifMnfl, iLnd nthpr rnvnn vr'i\v% hraidrt; 
$o that h^ onclj of oU oUicr kin^ in hit Utact v'u most 
detecUKl vith Uiiti t^iv of Itdii^n^. ^Vlitle tJiese thm^ 
paawd on ID Uiis eort, ho v&a coimnaucpdcd by hit fjftthfir, 
U» %ht vith IHijliJiuy Tor tlii: IU>«ilnic of CjpruK, So tlwre 
wad no rcn)«<iie but he muAt Du.-dGa obey him, ^thoufflt 
uUu^iwiAe he WW very wry \u leave the -n»m iie had 
b^oiUM^ to ttt th(^ GrrociAn» &t Jibcrtio, the ^hich bad 
bmc farre monr hoiuimblc And fAniouji. ilowbelt, befcm 
he <U^>fut«d from Athem, he mat imto Qeonidti FtolofDyc* 
f^cncrkil, that kept the dtks of Corintlie tod Sicyooc'to 
olfct him mouthy if he wouIJ «cttc thoi^ oiticc at libertie. 
But Cleotttdca would not b<r delt wiLhali that wav. Thcre- 
iDpon DemetrtUB itnii^Iit wav tooke wn, and laj'led with 
all bis artaic towardA (^ypniK, where at his timt commiDg he 
overcame MeueUviK Plulomyet bmUitr. But nhortly altera 
Ptolomr went tJiither in person with & RT^at annic t>oth by 
SciR ana tnrii)» ftnd thrir pwuird U-twixt tbnn tirix^- thrvftt* 
Dii^ And prowde vordet to cchc uth^. For Ptolomy tent 
iu Dt-metnujt U> bid hitii Uj d(?|»ift if hv wtrt? ttm% itctarv 
all hi« annie camo toother : which would troad him luidvr 
th^r fcotr, and marchi* upon hi!« bcllic, if he tancd their 
comminf;. Ut^tnctnuK on the other fide aettt him vord, that 

hv would dew liim tllis fjivur to let hiui escape, if he would 

sweatv Aod pruini»« unto him tt> withdmwo hit ^axruoEtt 
which he had in the citic* of Corintbc, and Sydooc So the 
cxp«ctado0 of tliib hatt«ll made tbaie two Priccci not onely 
vet7 penaivc to fight one with the otlier, but alao all tlie 
otlvTT 1j>rdt, l^ncY% and ktnf^- hirauite the tuccevM thereof 
was unccrtjuuts which of them two nhuuld prcYailc. But 
eveiy man judged this^ t^nt which of them obteyned tfae 
victoriCt he should not only be Lord of the Hcalme of 
Cvprii* arid Syrin, but UierrwiLh aWt of miitiT power then 
aQ the rcet. Ptolomy in penou with £itic sayle bcgannc to 
Towe ftgainiit bi» enemie I>cinetriu»a and coiumauiuied hfa 
brothcrr Menelauit that when he tawe them ^t grappled m 
fivhl togtdla'T, heiihuuld lauadie out of tlie havrn of Sala- 
nSutt, imd ffive chaii^ upon the rereward of Dcmetjfua 
ehbppc*, to orcakc thw onlar, with tJkc three score gaUiM 
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he hBci in cliftr^ DemetrJus on the other tide prtparvd DKUJCimiFS 

tenne fallies Against these three soore, thinking them cnowc 

to chutce up uie haven mouth being hut norrowe, io that 

none of the ^lies that were within could come out; and 

furthermore, ne dispented hi* armie by Und upon thr fore* 

buid poynta vliich rcochc into tlic eco, swU went h:m Aclfa 

into the itiftine sea with nync score gsllips, Jind gaie Kwrh n 

fierce charge iqjon Ptolomy^ that he valUanliy iniwie him tiic 

Who when he ^we his armie broken, fled «» speedily ta lie 

could with eight ^idlica ooeLy: for all the rc«t wore dthcr 

broken or suncke in Oght, uid tlioie eight onely eacApodt 

hc^RtdcG three score And tenne which verc lAlcen, &fid all uictr 

:iimlditn« in them. AnJ uh for hlft cariitget hia tr&ltie, hu 

frie[kdfl, hia officers, and houshold servfiunta, hid wivm, his 

gold fuid Bilvcr, his armor, engines of batteries and nil *uch 

other warlike funiituro and munition as was conveyed abourd 

hi» carecta and gi'eat shippcs riding at anker: of all these 

things nothing escaped D^metriu«hflmd«,but all waa brought 

into nis campc. Amon^ thoac Apoylc:» ideto wa» taken that 

fAroousCurti^nLiuma, who at the firit had her nain^ unely,

111113 this amhition t^ jeloiwe snd etnulatinn, wrnt 
from m&n to man to all Alcxnndcrs aucceMours. Vox Lvfti- 
machiiB then also beganne to weare the riiml^Azne^ and like- 
wise SdeucuA^ 08 oflen q£ he tjtske with the Gro:cinrs : for 
before that tyme, he delt in matlera with the bnrluuuiiH 
people as a king, hiit Cansimdor, though others wtqIc them 
se\\e& kingea, he unely RuhBtribed after his wonted uiiutni^r- 
Now this woB not onely an iQcroase cf ft ticwc navnv, or 
chnunging of apporell, but it wu such &n honor, as it lyfl 
up their hartes^ and madu them stand upon them fte)v«i: 
and b^aidn it bo framMl their tiiaiiner of life and <xjnvcr>a- 
tion with men, that thev greve more prowd and ntately, 
then erer they were bcf^ire: like urlo common plnyen* of 
traj^ies, who apparollin^ them solves to playe thdr partes 
upon the stAge, doe chaunge their gate* their countcnauncct 
Lhdr voyce, their manner rf sitting at the table, and thair 
taiko also, tio tliat aftcrw/irda tbcy grew more cruell in 
comntaur^ding their Htihjprti^t wh^n th^y hai rtnce taken 
away the viser and diaaimnlation of their abwhitc power, 
which twfore maile thi-m furrr- more Iciwjy and gmtle hi 
many matters unto them. And all this came through one 
vile flatterer, that brought »ueh a wonderfuM chatmge in 
the worldo. Antigonu« therefore puffed np with the glory 
of (he victctrie of his winnt- Dtnii^triufl, Pur th<? eonijuest 
of Cyprus; he dctemtined forthwith to set upon Ptolomy- 
Him wife led the annu- by land, having hia *oTmcDfmi'lrius 
atlli rowing by the shore ndu witli a r^reat fleete of jhipiK's, 
But one of his iamilher;! called Meain». being a^leqre Imd 
a vinon one night that toLd him, what should be the rnrlt" 
and !tuccc«sc of thi^ jorncy- I Ic thought he save Antigoniu 
ronn« with all hia annie who should have thf> upper hande, 
and that at the i'lr&t he rannc vritb tfix-at force and swiftjies : 
bill that afl<TwaMi^ his tlrength and hrrnth fiayW him «> 
much, that vt'hcn he should retume, he had scant any poube 
or breath, and with mueh adoe rptynxl agayne. Ana even 
to it chaunced imto him. For Antigonua by land, wai 
cftAomieA in great daimger^ anil TVmetnu» also by nea was 
often in haiard to leave the coast, and by storms and 
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wvnther to he caat into fUcc%, ^hrrc viftA ucUirr httvcs, 

bAviiig ]<i«t A great numlKT of hiv tli^ppc*. he was dnvcn 
to rtturnc witlioul tiny ullempt givwL No»v AnUgonui 
wa0 itt that tymc litlc JctM< tben foura score yc«rG oidei 
bilt Trt hbi faXit^ wul rurpulmt iKxlrc vju niarr ounitimimi 
to Kim Uicf; bi» ycju'ctt: therefore be^inj; growcD unmecte 
for wnrTOit he u^i^ii hlb BLiiirit.* in his fitter. Wbo for UiaI 
Iw WM fortunAt^, lu aIki fikilfull througb tbc cxpcrioiof 
br bjul gfitU-n, iVtd wtKely govemc Lhc wuightirsL oiAtten, 
Hu ftttber b^iHes did not puae for hie voutlifull p4rt«i^ 
lavuliv fxpencts, mid oommoQ dronlumiie* nc gaTc him wdk 
unto. For in tvnic of peace, he wtm given over to all thicw* 
vicot -. but ID t/roc of warre, he waa &» jH>ber and oontiiiciiti 
AS Uty niftn so bomc by iftture. And thervfoiv it is 
porbedt tbfttLAmia bccing mruiifcatly knowcn to be Mv 
overbfn],one dtiyv vhvnhevfHA comv from hunting, bc 
(ob bia manner wa»] to kiue hu father: &nd tbat AuUj^ 
smjling upon him mydc. What, bovrc now Sonni%doest 
thmkc thou Art kimmg of Lamia? Another ^mc J)emctniit 
wiui Riiuiv (layea togeLlier drinking Hnd ryoUng, luid miwe 
not Ilia father: And tlicn to excuse him aclfc unto hitn^ bft, 
toUir him br bful goltrn ft rcwicic Ui*Lt niRdr hini kcc|>e h] 
charabcr, that hi.- could not cntnc to liim. ^o I beard oaydo 
AnliguiiuH: but *vaa it uf Thaaub or Chiou, that reniuc? be 
epaku it, bicau»9 that in «itli«r of tho«« t'o Hands, there 
n-crc excellent goal wino.. Anothi'r tyme Demetrius mmi 
hh fath«r worde that ht was not well, TTiereuppon Anti' 
gonuA went to »cc hirrji and comming thith«r, he mctte tt 
tuyer youngL* boye ui hii doorc. So he went uppc to his 
chamber, and stittinjc duHoe by his bcdds Bidv^ he tookc him 
by the hande in fc^le his poulso. DeuietriiDi ttild? hitn that his 
fever hod left him but a litlt before; E knovc it well, iajde 
Antigoiiua: ibr I mett« the younge hove ev«n at thedoorDL, 
ab I eaiiw in. So Antiaonua did gently b&are with his 
f*ult*'S, in tviju'cte of hiii many other Vi*rUi«i hp hjid, 
vovce goclh thut the Scythjnim, wlicn they ore dicspoied 
dnfiki^ilrmike li>getlier, due divtni tjmes Lxaji^^t t lie airy nmt 
q( their bowes, m though that wouldc wire to kocvc tbc 
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shtngth of their courage and hArdiiicM, which othmrisc the 

KV^uauntnei of the wine woulde t^lce fhim them. But 
t^uietriud g&ve him t«Ue to odc thioj^ at one aolfc tycax. 
Sometynie to tnke hiii pli'fliurt% Himrtymir lodwji* in mft.tt«» 
of WAight, ond in all cxtn^amitiv he ever ufiod but one of 
tliem, Hod woitlile Mi'V^T myntfle the one witli thi* olhirr: 
&nd ^ct thi« notwtthstAndmg he wiia no Ichic politikc and 
circumsucct. to ptvpiin.- nil timiLiit^r of uiuuitiuii for Wfurt^t. 
For w be wuB a vim CAptAinc to loade ao armic, ^ ^vaa he 
&Jho ^try carefjll to nroviUe all thtngeK moete for their funii* 
turei ruid woutde rotricr hnve too muche, then too litle. Hut 
ahiivr ull, he c^xcmled in luznptjotifi builcJin^ of -JiiiTjiLfi. ami 
fr&minj^ of aII sort^ of ^ngin&i of bntt^ne, omd specially 
for the dcltght he tooke to invent and devise them. For 
he hftd «ut «xceIU'nt natumll vntte to dtv\$e BUcbe vorlceft, 
AS on rofide l>y vitte and faaade, and did not bestowe hi* 
witte ftnd invention in hiindie craflies^ m trifeling toyM and 
babies 1 01 niAny other kinoes that have fivcn tnc^m stoWcA 
to pla^re OT1 £iit^ft, othen to pavrte and ofawe^ and others 
;djjo to Tunicrs iTttftL\ As Af^rop\i» kingc of Maccdon, who 
delighted to make fine tohtu^ and prrty^ lampffKn And 
Attalui, ^umomed Fhilometor (to oa^e, as lover of hia 
mottiier) that woult^e plante and sette Phivicall hcrbea, ai 
HoU^borum, Lingewort, or Boatoa footc : Hyo«cvnftmum, 
Henbane, CicuU, HctiiWke, Aeonifunt, Lioardhimir cir 
Woolftbaine, mid Dor^einum: for the which we have no 
EogliFihe worde: aH tliese would he m\ him selfe wrtli hifi 
own<; bandes in the j^ardcinB of his palLaice, ojid also j*Athcr 
tfiein in tyinc of Uie yeare, to knowc the vertt^e and jxiwcr of 
thcHL jU Anaces, the kin^ of Parthiflr that boairted th«y 
euuUie them ftelvcA make their arrowc heacies 'uiti sharpen 
them. But the artiHcers worka which Dtmetriiw practined, 
shewed that th*:y came from a kin^- For hia manner of 
workeroanshippe had a certen grefltnm in it, the which even 
with the AUtt<'ltic and finenes of hit worker shewed the 
trymroe handcEing of the vrorkernan: ho thitt tliey appeared 
not onely worthye the undcntandniff and riciKs of a king, 
hut al«n the forging and making by the hands of a grrnt 
king. For hu fricndes did not ondy wonder at their grcatncc, 
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but liin vt-ry ciiL-uni-s cJwi tttre (IcUghtrd wiUi Uuj beauUtf of 
them. And tKU is more tni«!, then mcvto to b« spoken: 
the ciicniiw rauW Init marvch irbrn lh«/ wwe bU gBUio 
rowing iklongiatt tlic uomtt^, with fiftE*e.-iK- or nxte^tic bauk«K 
of mcsi: auU hift engimti uf Lttltcrw which \}ity c&llcd 
£l0|>o]is (to sfty*, wiginw to Uke citi<s) hvtc h ipi?cUclc of 
ffrefttAdmtrAtion unto thonc? wbomc he bcnecgcd^Asthc events 
following did throaglily witneiie. For LynmAchus vho of 
aJl other king* did taaiicc Ucoiftniia mo»ti oommiDf to 
nuM" Ihr ftvg^- from tho cititf of Soli in CIlidA, tht- vhlL-lt 
Dtmt^Uiiis bt'ait(£i*d : hv svni uuto him to pray him lo U'l 
him nee hi* ni^JiifH uf ]mU(.Ti^, and hi* gftUin rowing uppon 
the 4«i. IX^mptriuft gmuntinc him, Lymioftchuii returned »itb 
wunJrrfull mlinimliuii. Tlii? Hhudiiuin nisu hiiving long tlmt 
defended hla ico|;L-, At t}ic hut metdv poaoc with him^ &nd 
jirftycd him to ItAve tomr one of his «-iigino« witli iht^n* fof 
A perpctiuJl tcsUnioni^.' und rcoitmhnuicv both of hi< powCT% 
BjiJ idfu of ilmit uirAge &nd valliruiUictw The cause yrhj 
Dvaii-tnuA made warrr with the Rhodinns "^ bicaiwe they 
wcxc coufcdcnta with kiit^ IHolouiy . he broLigbt ^^inat 
th^nr widlci tht; gnmtect engine he \iAd, the footc wtu;roof 
v/tm like ft tyle. inorv long tli<m broiule, and at the bA«r 
OR dtbcr tick^ it wa^ eyght and fortie CLibitn longe, and 
three *coie wid six<r liighc, riaing ^tiil narrow even to 
the vory top: to that the upfh>r partes w<*x* n«rrovcr 
then Iho nether, and witliin it wen many p^cty coomea 
aiici piaevj^ eonveipd f(ir Hnuldirrv. 1'lie forrjmrt of it wqm 
cwai towards the cnetnie, uud every rooroc or pfirtiticii had 
windowtt, out of the ^hidi thify 1)eTtti.»wed all Lind of shot, 
bicnu&e they were full of anned meUt Jij^hting with all mKc* 
»f H'1-n.poEjK. But nowr, bic^uu* it waji kii w<'11 fmineH and 
count erpualed, Umt il >javu no way^ nor reold of ether «idc( 
whuh way Aoever they removixl it, but tliat it pttoiNk f&si 
and upright upon her Ibundaeion, makinf^ a terrible noyse 
and flownde: that mode the worke oai wondrrfuU tobi-hold, 
as it wad ft marvelout pleasure for meo to see it In thia 
wane were brought unto Ueuietriua two notable aruion 
»e\'ii]g fortie pownd a |>c*'ce, and mad? by one Zexlnn on 
oj-Liiorer: who to ahewe tJie liordnea and goodlira of the 
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tciDpcr, BuJt'crcd them to be proved and shot at at m «corc 
pu*i*ii, wiih t,h(- cngmi<K nf their ImLtcni-: oiid lUWit thr 
armora wre shot at, and hit, yet were tliey never peorscd, 
■nd Init ondy a litle race or skn?tch swjic, a» It werv of a 
bodkin or pcitknifr, nnd hud no more hurtc Uemetrius 
alwaym wnrv i>iie- of thi^tii an these? wAireiL, and Alcitiius 
Albani&n ^e other, the utronf^t and Vftlljantest man he 
hyid in all hijs bofiit, and thftt onely coried a complete 
arnaour wcjiDg >ixe wore powndv^ where all oUier souldiert4 
wai^ none above thive tKx>re- Thid Alcimus tvas sla^uc at 
HhodeH t'ftlliflntly fiphtinp bv thp Thealor, In this sec^ 
the UhodianH did vaJtinntJv dcfcndc them wlvcn, that Dc- 
melnus could doe no itete worthy memorie. This notwith- 
standing, although he 8awc he could not prcvailc, but \ohc 
h\% tytae^ yet wna he the oiflfp olKtlnntely ln'ut iigiijiut tlnun, 
to tw even with them : bicauJte they hod toJum a ohippc of Jus, 
in tbe which hh nifi? Phila h^d M-nt unto him ccrtaiiie b4L.nf{- 
iii£fK of tapcetricf linnm, ftpparoll, and letters and bicftuK[- 
tliejr had M'nt tliein nil utitii Pudcrmy, asponiie an tlu'V had 
tjikea them. But thcn-in they did not fellow tile lionest 
curtesie nf the Atht- iti&iiFi : who liaving intcfccptcil t^rtwnc 
currei^ of Icin^ Phibp^ thnt mruic wnrre against them, they 
opened oU ills Irttem they carted, and red them, saving 
onelj^ hia wif^ OlvmpiaeB letters she Bcnt him, the which they 
Mvt unto king Phihp sealed, s« thev were when they received 
them. Niiwi! though this pixrt did mtieb grcve and i>freud 
him, yet he cotild ncit finde in his hart to Herve tJiem in that 
wiTte, when h^ might have done it not longe nfler. Kor 
by chauncc at that tymc, Protogenra an excellent payntcr, 
iKime in the city of Oiiinus, did paynt them the drauglit of 
the citJe of lalysiia. DemctriuA found thtR tabic in a houw 
in the suburtwj: of the citie, being alnicnt rude*!. 'Hit 
Kiiodians thcrciippon sending a Horauld unto him, to be- 
seeche hhn to npiire the defacing irf i^i goodly a work : he 
rrtiimod them nunawor, that he woiild mth^r euiier his fathers 
imn,ees to lie blunt, then so ex^^dlcnt and (xtssing a worke as 
that to be loftto^ and brou^it to notldnc. For it is reported, 
that Frotogcncd via bv\tn vcom drawing of the i^Ame: and

1'ectJOQ: Cini iLfti^r he hiui driven tJicm out of the eontty, 
le rendned the fort^ againL* uiito the Atlicuiiui^k TJiercforc 
thoo|;h it Keptnvd the Atheniiuis hod b^or? t>e«toved to 
their uttcnnosit power all kindi of hononf that coidd be 
offered him, every man fltriving for life to prefim^ the luunf^: 
vet they found otit new deviaeb to fLitt<.'r and plettnc him. 
For thi-y ortirynwl that the place h^^hJnd the temple of 
Miiicr^'tt, calletf IVrthenori (na *ho would niv, the temple of 
tliiT virgin) should he prntarui for his house to lye iu : And 
they Aayd, that the godoeMe Minerva did lodge' him with 
tier. But to Miy truely, hf. vrns Um um^tuut i\ ^hcrAt, to thinke 
that a Tiiaydeti goddecseo would l>e content iw «nouldc Ive with 
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her. Aim) yet his fnthcT Antigonun jierccixing thftt tbey 
had lodged his eoime Philip on a time in a hou£«, where 
there were three youag^ women, he sajde nothing to Philip 
him i^lfe, but before him he sent for the harbinger, ana 
Miydc imto hira : Wilt thou not remove my sonne out of 
this straiglit lodging, ami pnmde him of a better? Aiid 
Detnotriu»« that snould have reverenced the goddesae Min- 
i>ryitj tljoughjfor no other "re»|>ect5 but bieiinse he cslled ber 
hit eldest si^cr, (for so he woulde ahe shoulde he culled) he 
defiled sll the <:a«tell where nas the temple nf th«*e holy 
V3i^iif«, with horrible luid AlMminable insolcnciee, t>otn 
towiinU )cinnge hoyi'% a? huiirnt ticju*e*, nn al^o imlt* ynunge 
^vitmen of the citie. So tliat thU plaee seemed to bo most 
pure Olid holy, at such time aa lie lave ivith hi» oomnkon 
CurtUona, CbryGis, Lauiio, Demo, and Antievra. It shall 
not be greatly for tlie honor of the citie of Athena, U> tell 

Cicuiarly all the abhominable imrtes he committed there, 
Dcmoclcs vcrtuc and honcsiic dc*crvcth moHhye and 
eondigiti' remenibranee. This DemorUs wash voiiTige boye 
that had no h«are on his fate, of whoM.- beauta' Demetrius 
being informed by the surname he bnd, w eommonly called 
thn>ugh the citic, Dcmocles the fnyer: he nought divcra 
waies to inhne hiiDf both by fayer iiiiriLnert^ lar^ pramrBses 
and giftcs, and also vith thrcatea besides. But when he 
tnw no iTiun could bringe liim to the bent of his bowr^ nnd 
that the younj^* boye in the endc aeeiiisj him so importunate 
uiriiti him, rnnie nn more to the <:umntozi plueen of txerelne 
where other children used to recreate them selves, And that 
to avoidc the eonimou stooves, he went to Wfifh him Jtelfc 
in anotlier secret stoove: Demetrius watching hia time and 
hover of going thithir, f^llo^'ol him, and got in to him 
being nlone. The boy seing htm selfe sdotie and that he 
could not resist Demctniis, tooke of the cover of the kctle 
or chawdrnn whero the water was boyling, lUid leaping into 
it, dro'ffncd him selfc. Tniely he wm imworthy of so Ument* 
able an ende, but yet he iJiewed a noble hart, worthy of hfi 
bcnutie and oontry. But he did Jiot aa another called Clcar- 
notus, the Konn^ of Cleomedon, who brmjght lettet^i from 
IX*metrius directed to the people, whereby, through Dcme- 
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tHufl mUrrranon and in^i]^ h» EitlMTK IW of fifty teknU 
ill the whkh be ^a^ CDndmmcd (and for ooRpaymcnt re- 
ifwJtinI prisonFr) was d^rrtrJjr nnuittnl luiil fiv^^'rfu But 
by U^ aciCf ho Dot oAelylfllMci«d and di^Miior>l liiB sd^ 
but slw troubled nil tbc dtic. Fiv the people Uicnamon 
rrloiiinf! Ocoincdon of hl» fine, but thicrmtn they omm h 
decTve Hut iBO CiU«m iboukl tbeDoeSorUi Wn^ any nwe 
letters froTD llcniotriuf. But >ft«nnj«li, aDd«ntaii£iiff that 
DcTOctnu* was BiAnrdoiuly offended vith thix dccrer : thry 
did not ooely revofc^ their first decree, but they did alft> put 
aomc of thctn to dcntlu which were Uic pcocurcn and authon 
of the deciMr, and others abo they banshed. And furtlwr 
tfa^ oukIc a ia.^*:^ thnt the people of Athena ahould account 
all relie<KiH to Uir gmts and jiHt umtn Tnen, vhatsoer^r It 
pictcd Dcpctrin* to order ojk] appoynt At that tine 
there wsm aae of the diieff-^t men of tlie dtle, thnt aaide 
Stratocka waA a mad man to prcforro luch loattctib In 
devde, quoth Dcoiocharca ninuunnl Larunian, he were a 
ni«d man if he wore othcrwwe : and hv fpokc it, bftoatuc thk 
Stntodea bod many ^reat pintsurui at TWnie-triuft haDda for 
thif fiatterio; HoWbnt Dotnochan^ Wi<i|* aocuwd and oon- 
domOBd upon tlxw wurdcs he waji Iktni^hod Athens^ Siw 
after what *ort« the Atheniaxw wed them sdvcai who sociatd 
to be dclivrrrd from the f^ajriaon they hod belbret ami to 
bo ff^tonxl unto their tovmcr tibcrtW and froedom. From 
tboKv Demctriua went into Pclopoaincnu, and iK^tw an 
enemie of hh dnrit tAiy hi^ eomminfCt but all fled txloTe 
him, Aitd Icf^ him thrir caxUfa and tovneiL Thus Dcnietnm 
wan uEiLu liiai s-lfi.- all the cntttiy catted AcU% and all 
Af'^tadkt ti^^nc tii^ citic of Maotinm : and for the ffuaune 
of an hnndrrd tiuvntt ginti amnnf^ them, he delieered the 
dtica of Ar^^os, Sicyonc, and of 0)nnthc, from the ganiAoni 
thai hm amomrest tbeoi. About that tymr tcW out the 
mat bmt of Iimo in Argoe, called Henea. Thcix^orc 
Oenxtrius, to lionor thu fmtr nith the Grecdani, narri^ 
Dddamia (the Dau^chtrr of vEackkv, kii^^ of the Moloeaiaiiftf 
aud mater of lVThuA)aiiid pertwadttil the SiL'viKiuu« U> Iravp 
th«r cHic, and to oonie and buildv in ad other f^oodtv place 
aeare unto It, where they no« doc dwdl ; and so vitu the 
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place And ntiuicion, he chaunged aU> the navw of the dtte. DEMETOICd 
For in strf^firT*? nf ?icyoii>?, he fnajio it to hi' rflllpd llcme- 
trimlc. 'L'htn at a generail assembly of the ?Ttatcsof Gnccc, 
wlibl] v/as. Vvyti Ut the straiglit of Pt^lujjoiizicHL]!!, oUI^hI 
Lithnios: Demetriiu was chosen Licactcaftut cc-n<-'rall of alt Ovaioiriut 
thv: GiTBcians a* riiili|> arid AlexondE^r, (huth liiiig* q( thmttn^nt- 
MaaoJon) had bene before him, untt* whom he? did not only ^^Ji^ 
compare him selfir« but thought Tiim svKe ^eaU^r Llieii the^, 
biraiffte fortune siniled on him, and for that be had ho ^ood 
»ui:ue»!ae in ail hiA afFayren. Whereas Alc^xa^ider did ut^ver 
talcc' a^ay Uie title and name of king, from any other kingv : 
nether did ever coll him aclfc king of kinc». «JthoLigh he had 
^ven unto di\€ra of iheva tin? name ^uid power of a king. 
And in contrary manner alao, lX?mt*triuh laujjlu'd Uit-m U> 
Wome which caIW any nthrr Trirnv's, king^, hut his father 
ftud him fcltc. Moreover he tookc great plcajiiirc to hcarc Dvnwb'iwi 
KU ilnttireis, whij Win^ at bjinketU filled for nine iti |"rid». 
drinke to king Domotrius, and then to Scloucus mniHU'rof 
ihi* ElepbanU, to Ptnlomy Admimlf to LyMniEidiUM koepiT 
of the treasure, and to Aguthoclc^ Sicilian, governor of the 
Ilis. All tlie kingn. but T^hyBimachufi, laughed at thtse toye^ 
when they norc reported to them : but Ly«iinnehiifi was very 
Anerys und thoujTht great &konic tliat Demetnus should 
reckon him a ^eldmj^, for that it was an old custom com- 
munly to ^ive an Kut'Uuke tlie charge of keeiJicig the trea- 
mrsL So LymmachuE of all other Pnnces aid oe»re him 
Rioat mnljce, and bicauAc he would finely tawnt him fjr that 
he ever kept Lamia his Curtisftn vith him : Until this piv- 
sent timct Mid hei I never Aaw harlot play in a txfigrdy 
ht'fon*, Di-mptriii* imiKwrred him againe. that his hnrlot 
vfoa chaster, then Pc-ntiopi.' hia vifc. So Demetrius depart- 
ing for that time nut of Peloptmnf^biiK, tnoke his jorney 
towardA Athens, and wrote before to the Athcrdans, that 
when he came Uufher he would be received Into (he fmter- 
nitie of the holy mysterie*, and that he ment they should 
*hi*w hmi at one *tlfe time, all that wa* to be wcne^even 
from the lerut ta the Iiij>;heflt Beeret* of their ci-rcjrtonieAi 
called KuupLieejt, bicaLine Ihey mrule the brethren of tile 
frftteitiitio Aee thorn Ions time aft^r that th«y had tienc lint 
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!/fl rtctitnl luUt the Inscr cercmouiet: Iko whidi was uot 
lawfull thpn» oeithcr wiw ctpt hrtird of before. For tli««« 
Mimlkr miKlcncs iu oldc Uifii? wrrr odcbraUti in \he manih 
of Ncvi^niber, and the i^jhtor in th« montli of Auj^ust : and 
bi.'«idr it wai not Uwfull to rolcbr&tc or luc these ctrci 
within the *pttci> of « yeinr one of tbothn*. WhMl 
Icttcm were openlv r*?*!, no man durst apuke afpunat them, 
but Pythodonw the JVient, who cflried the torche lij;ht«d 
whcD they shewed thctt mi.itcric*. Howbdt hi* word* prc- 
taHhI not, for hy tlie d^bc of StntoclM it vrmt viinc'itA al 
tm asii*mh\y of ttic cltie^ that tlie moDth of M^n:h m the 
whii'li ihvy verv at that tiirr, Hhoiilr) t>« ended And repute 
Nuvt'inlier, And so^ va they could best hdpc it by their 
Old t[ia.Lir tees of the titie. they tljd a'tinve Deinrlrms luta Uic 
fraternitie of the mistericB : tLHd afterwards Acaine^ tliia selfe 
month of March whidi thry lind frui^tnted into November, 
bt'camc sodftiuly Au^Bt: aiid m tht- tcJf swne v«tre wiu, 
celebmted the i^tljer i.-i'remoitic of thefve gtvnl ni t ntcf nuti- 
whflwby Demetriu* wm Admitted to wo the nnoat «traif*ht«fit 
Pliill]>^>idvti and »ecrcbc9t ceremonies. Therefore Philippidc^ Ihtr Poet 
YvrNm HifhitHt iiiveyinz affubut tbe ftaeriWfftf, and impietic of rcliei« 
^^* U.* pi^|i|,a„eJ by Stratoclw. inade thwe vme* of bitii :

But yet of all the* insolent parts done nt that tfano in 
AthcxiAi (although many were eotrimlU^xit none of all the 
rriit greitd iht- Athi-niatH miiri*, tht'n this did : that IVme* 
trios commaiuidi.^ them they riiould prc5cntly tumi*h him 
with twi.> hundnit] and fifty t^dentfc The ta^Atioii of this 
paymmt vra:t very harde unto them, both tor tbc ahortnc* of 
Uw tinitf apiKjynled lliein, as nWt for th(* imposKihilitfe of 
aboLting auy part of it Wli^n he had swaie oil this 
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of money laid on a h^apo Ij^fore him, he commaund^d it 
should be given to liamia« and Ainong his other Curtieana, 
lo buy them aope. Tht- sluiint' tlic Athenians rcccii't^d by 
thi» gift, grevcd them more, tbtm the losiie of Uictr money : 
jirifl the words he npake to the gn^at cojiLenij>t of them 
aJitl their citic, did more trouble them, then tnc payment 
thry made- Somr sfiy ncitwiUisbrnJing^ l.hnt Ds^metriiis did 
not alone use th^? AtueniaiiB Gius nhatnefidiy, but tht Tli*s- 
jtalians alao in the s?une manner. But |iaMiiiig ihiH over: 
Lamia of her selfe, And through her owtie eountenonee, did 
grt a gi'eat suniiue of muney together of divers posons for 
one Slipper bhe made luito Demetrius, the pr*>pamtion 
whereof vsa of »ueh eveeeding charge, that Lyoe^ boine in 
the [Ic of Somos, did set downe tJie order thereof in writing. 
And therefore a certain Poet no Iciic plcasmjlly, then truely, 
e^Lled thin Lamia^ I£1epoli»: to wete, an engine to take 
cities. And Dcmocharcs also borne in the citie of Soli, 
ejdW Demetniis a fahle, hjtause ho had I^unia ever with 
him : OS in the fubka whieh oldi: women tell litle children, 
there U ever lightly a Lamis, i« much to wy, as & witehe, 
or sorcereaac. So that the great credit and authoritic this 
Lumia had, and the luv*^ whii^h Dumftriiw hare her: did 
not onely cause liia wivcB euapect and envy him. bvit mudc 
him hated rUo of all hi» friends at:d famiAieni. And thei^ 
fore certen gentlemen ^hom DemetriiLn acnt in unboiaadc 
unto ktiig Ly^imachuii, he talking famillierly wilh Ih^m, imi\ 
pattlDg the time away, shewed them great woun<U of the 
clantJi of ft lyim ujxm hi* arme^. and leggi:*, ti-lUng iheni 
n|iu> how he was forced to fight with the Ivon, when through 
king Alotandem fury hi; was ahut up in hiA dcmic with him : 
ihey smiling to heare him, told him that the kint? their 
muster had also ccrteine marke» and bytings on hiA n^ke^, 
of a vile beast called Lamia^ And to say truelv, it wa* a 
wonderfuU thing, that marrT,ing (aa he did) his wife Plula *o 
much against his will, hieause flhe waA too oide for him : 
bow he was so ravished with Lanjin, and did so coDfltantly 
love ber so long together, considering that stie was aUo very 
old, and put the beat. Therefore Iknio, sumamed Mania* 
(iw much to my^ the mad woman) plewiantly aunawered 
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Oom^Huv, Bfildiig her ono nifflkt vh^n lAmiA had pliiifd on 
the diTtc aU supper time, what ahc thought of Lnmin^ An 
oI(i womnn, O King, oitoth slw. Anothrr Hmc whvn frute 
vfiu Btirved in, &ftcr thv boni was takt-n rjp: iW you my 
sfiid IVuiptriuj", how nmny pn."ty fiite l*nA4-ke« I>Lmi8 HcndoUi 
mc? My mother, fLunnvcred lA^-mo n^nc, ^ili twnd yon 
tnut then Uieat, if yuu pl^flM^ In Ijre wilii her. It is ri-'portiaJ 
of thU LAmin, th^t ahe overthreiv Bocehoria jtidc^m«iit in 
n mfttUr. In .^gypt there wiw n yaimg innji thai hud n 
tnArvebiui tuicit^ unlo a famous CurtiHui, called Thonk: 
ttho did ankc him auchc a ^rvftl ttuuitiii; of iui>ut-\v to \jc «nth 
her, that it Wfu impt^hli* for him to ^vp it her. At 
length. thi» amoroici youth hccitig »o dcrpc in iovtr with hcTt

Elcaiant mocke or other, shewing u cert^ne trust lie had tn 
ini ^e!ff, and a contempt 'if lii>i entinie: then they tawe 
him oflenttnica alone-, ana venc pensive, without ever a word 
tn any man. Onr day he called all hi» urniit- togelhcT, and 
presented hia itoniic imto the souldiers, rveom mending him 
imto them, as hi« heire and Kucee»i^or, ru)d talknl with him 
alone in hit tent- Whereat men marvelled the more, hicAusc 
that he never unttl Ijefiai; to [in|>arte Ut any man ther *t'trrta 
of his GOiinfl«ll and dotermin^tioEi, no not to lii» owne nonne, 
but did all things of him M^lfe ; and then comDiatinded that 
thinf^ openly to be done, which he had lecrctly purposed. 
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For proofc hereof it u «aid, Ucmdriufl b«iiuc but lb youDg 
m^uij jLikrd him (mi ft tiuir tvhirn the mnip^ iWild rrmovc :

urd foii^ht it out 8o vAltiaittty on his side, that he tftxr- 
Llijxwc hia enemies, and put thmi to tlighl. Uul tutt fundly 
following thu ehoia- of them that deddc, nnd out of time : he 
innrrcd oll^ and r/aa Uie uccaAtou of the Xoax of hU vietorie. 
For whtn he rctnm<*d from the chos^. he could not joyne 
againe uitli their footcmcn, bicau^c th*.^ lillephantft wer« 
bctwcnc both. Thi-u Si'li-i.it'us pen^tiviug Antigoniui batt«U 
tru naked of hor^eukcn, [ic did not prettfiitiy ^et upon thcm« 
hut turned «t onr Milr ih Ihoiij^ nr VpouIop environ them 
behindci and made them affra)'ed ; yet nukipg head oa he 
WDiiM char^ tliem, only to ^ve them i«Miiv to aimc on 
thdr aide, a* thry did. For the most part*- of Antigonus 
hoait did foruiLr liini^ and yi-cldnl unto hih rncmi^: and 
the rwt of tht*ui BeJ every man. And wheii a grcut trowpe 
af mc-n lo}ttUii'r wt-iil »"ith giL-ot futit to K^vc duir^ on 
that flidc where Anti^nuH wa«: one of them that were 
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about him, iwyd imto him : Youi grace hnd nccdc take hccdc, 
for ih&uf nien come to charge us. Hu Aunnworvd agjLin«: 
But hownhooJd Ihvy know me? And if ihvy did, my aoime 
DemetHiu will come and he\pe me^ Tfiiii van hk Ijut hop«, 
and Gtill he looked <'Vcnc- wa\ if he cuiuld icc hit vonne 
t^}utta'ing to^vflrds hlni : untill nt leuij^th lie wtizf «liLiue with 
nrrowci, daiiSt &nd pikcfl.

kinf^doine amf>ng th?m. &iia ^verte man had hi» part of all 
the province and oiiitnea which Antigonus kirpt, adding 
that tinto their other dommiomt which tlicy possc^t^ aiTorc. 
Nowf Dernetnua flying with oil poaaihlf »peed« that might 
hp, with Hv^ thowsknd foot«nen and foure thowaand hoT«i>' 
mci], he cot ti the citie of Kphnuji: whcri' cvenc tuo-n 
ttiitirxitiva, that bdng neetiic- of uioti«<v H>f ho- wai, hi.< would 
not spare the temple of Diana h\ Kplxcaus, but would rifle 
all the gold and fiilv^r in it. And in eontrarit rianer also, 
UcnietriuA being aUrayed of his sixildicni, lca.^t they would 
■poyU- it ngainvt hi» will i he sodaiiily d^partwi theneo, and 
soyW towardes Gra?ce. putting hia grpatcat coiifidenee and 
amanee in the Atheninnn, hicaune he had lef^ his wife Dei- 
dantid at Athcnt, with shipper And soiue motley, RuppOAing 
\ir Cfjuld gur no whetlier Willi l>ett<L*r wifety In his adver- 
eitie, then to Athene, of who»e good wills he th*>upht him 
wlf« fumjm). Whfrefikre when Ajnliuskadors of the Athen- 
ians came unto him, and found him not farre from the Ilea 
Cvi:tadeH, as lie sailed wJlh great »pe«de towarde^i Attiea, and 
that they had rieelnred imto him, he sJ>t>uld forhcnre to come 
unto their citie, hieAUse the people had mnjle an ordinance 
to AutTer no nioe king* to oome int'* Athpnsi, and that they 
had sent Deidamin hi* wife honomhiie oeeompanied unto the

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DBMBTAinS wh«n he okvcc that (cmariuie to «xp«ctiidon) tbe AthAiUM 
bnd ileL-eiviM] ruid laili^d lilm its Lta gEcAtol Qcedc^ ftJod thii 
ID hii ftdvcriitic he foimd their former fhtidihippc counter- 
fcnte, juid jJtiigrthi-T disaauhlcxl. Wht-rrhv unjit plainly 
app«aretJi, Uiat th* mat UDCurltfine ftiid dec^vL^blo iirof^ of 
pixrplctf gtHxl wills ftiid citieH towArdvs Kiuga and I'nacc*, 
arc the immcHurAblc And cxtrcamt^ honom they doe unto 
tiwm. For tiith it ia w>, that tht- tmcth &ad CL'rtauitj of 
honor proceedeth from th*? ifood will of tho*^ thftt givr itt 
thi' fcfljx' which the common people commorly stand in of 
tht^ potter uf kirtgH, in Kuffid^iit ciius4- for thfriu to tiiALruttt 
thnt Uic people doe it not with good wjU and from their 
tinrtis anriKifl^-ring th^t for fparr they dew the* vrlfir tmntt 
tiling, which they vriLI albo doc for love. Thcrvforv gfikT« 
ai]d wia^ I'riiict^ nhould not ptune !U> mudi for the ima^a 
and ^itatiii^i thcv «ct up for tbcm, or the tables or divuw 
Eioricm they doc dccrrr uriLo tlien; : ss to repaid their omi^ 
trorkt^a anj diMiv^, and wvyin^ tliom truely, m> to beleve 
aiid receive their hoiiura for trao, or otherwise to reject and 
misUvBi thom, «« thinj^ done by coBipnljdon. For com- 
monly it IK tJutt which Riakcth the praple to hale kinn the 
ULorL-, uli^ii they doe accept these imme^urable and rs.* 
trcaEiic honor* done unto them, but tiio»< sortea chiefly hate 
them moHt, that iigiumt their wilU luv forved to doe tkttis 
thoHe honoRL Dt-tm-t-nu-i seeing then how iniurioLinly tbe 
Ath^manH hnd utue^ him, and at that time not Knowing how 
to he revenged tif them : he modestly wnt unto than only 
to make hU eont plain ti(, and to (k'uiauiid hit ]t}i]|i|M-«, among 
the which was that RftUty <^f aixt^eiio banckcfl of overs. l"bc 
which nWii he lino nn^'ivi-d, he hnywd Mttle immediAtW 
towdrd^ Uie strcii^ht of relotionneftiiR, and there foimd all 
tiling U> goe rtgainht him. For in evfrv plan- nheTe he IumI 
left any garrison, the Capt&uie« th^t had the <liargc of them* 
eitiier ytx'Ided tJirai up, or clxe revoltol, aod Icpt then 
affaiiut him. Therfor^ leAving Fyrrhm hU Lkutenaunt In 
Gnece, lie tooke »e& agaiiie, aiid flailed towardft Cberroiuui^ 
and there witli the misehievefi he did> ami with tbo epoilit ht 

Eot in king l.ysimaehus IiukI, hejwyed hU iDCiii aikI CDricbi ~ 
U army, the which iiecan a^ne to incittM^ and to 
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dreadfuJ] to his encoiia. But now for L^ainutcbuvt the 
other kings mnd^ no great «C(M>]ii|it of him, neither did tJiey 
Hturre to geve him oiJc-, bicauHc he was nothing inferior unto 
Bcmetriiis t and for thftt he wils of greater power and po«- 
Acrwions then them sclvca, they therefore were the more 
urtVayed of hitii. Stiorliy after, Seleuciis 3ent unto Deiiit-- 
triua, to nx]uiL<c his daughter Stratoiiiec in maria^o, not' 
withiiUiiuling that be tiad u suiine iilrFodie called AritioL'hus, 
bv hia vrifc Ajmma a Fcrdor. Huwbvit hi? thought that 
his aJfflirtv ami ^reulne^ of hf^ imitate and kingdotii^ vms able 
enough to mnintcinc in«Lny successors After hiniH And fur- 
themjore, be cotuidcml witii him &elfe that lie should have 
neede of Demetnus fillvanee, bicaust> he huw LyHinmehiist 
him Mrlfe mitclie «ith uue of Ttol^mvea daugbter», aod his 
«onn^ Aifatfioclts with bin othi^r dmifjhter, Ofmetriua see^ 
h:g this ^od fcirtmie uftered biin Wvond all hope, presently 
tookc his dangbter with him, Rnd mailed with nu hu ahippc^ 
directly towards S>Ti A, In th*^ which voyage' He wELsconatraincd 
of neoesaitie to lande iomeluoe*, fuad kpecially in CilieSa, tlie 
whidi I'listATchus IYk brother of Caasaiider kept at that tiiue, 
being geven him by the olber kings fnr bin jiftrle and jiorcion 
of the apoyle of Antigonus, after he wo5 o^e^t.h^owcn- This 
I'lUtarchus thinking that IlL-metrius !hinIiHl nut to refn-*h 
bin) selfe, but to torrage and &poylc: bicaiifte be wooldc 
romplAliie of Seleutriis fur the allyanee he made with thf*ir 
common enemie, without the consent and privitie of nil the 
other Kings and Prlncefi confederatA. ht went purpofscly unto 
his brother CGseaiidcr. Di?mctrii»a having intelligence thereof* 
Aculainly invaded the liuidf and sjioyled as farre a* ihir dtit' 
of Cvndes nnd c&i'i^'d away (wliii-h he had ieavW) twizlvc 
hiiutlred taleittt-a, whitb lie found yet left of hu fatlit-m 
trcAxurv : and then with all the f^peedc he coidd potsHbIc he 
returned to hia »hippej«ancl hoyied wy^e. Shortly after, his 
wife Pbila also eaine unto him, So Seleuci^B received them 
fdl neeiv imto the citic ofOrowUK, and there their meeting 
wan I'rinevly, wtthont H4>riJw or %j*<pitrion fmo of the other. 
y\nX of all ^eleucuA did feoat Demetrius in hh tent, in the 
ini^hiest of hiri ounpe: and aArrHjirdA Demi^trius feasled him 
ogainc in his gollevi v4tb thivtcciie bonkesof owcrs. Thus 
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tbey pwed ntny d«j« togttW, feacting and n-Jojdlig 
c^bc wilh other. bciEijt utttrmed« ajlj bftrmg no K>uldJcn to 
vnitr upon Uwm ; untill st l«*>fft^ Sdmcun viLh hi« «rtiv 
tit/tttontce departed, tad lookc hia war with fn^sat parape 
lowrtira the citH- of AaluMrbe. Now«» far UnnetnuSi, ke 
k«pt the province of Cilicia, and Mot h» wift Pfaib unto 
lier bmthrr Ca«uuidcr, to Aunavvre tlir cuanlnnbt and acv 
aamdoMB of PluUnfauB a^cauut hin. Id tw aeme ticko 
DddaaiiA hi» «ifr d<inrtrd out of Gnrac to coina unto 
htm : vho after <hc haa mnaioed vitb hicn a few dajc«, dvod 
of a MckifBCMb AAerwardo DtioetriuB comainy agakK id 
favor with PtoKomy, by SekucuM h» «oni» io taama maaiMi: 
he mancil hU daiuhte Ptolemndc Hitbefimlo Seloioui 
u»rd Di'metritu vne ctirt«ous1y : but aftenvaidi he |w«7«d 
him tu JdiTcr hna Cilida apuacv for a mnne of nuney 
tbAt he affmd hunt but Dnnetritu |rljdnly dctiyed him, 
Hicu did !^«lcuroi jli^w a cnncU aiid tyrmmicaJI oovc^out' 
DCBie: C[)c ill anffer.and with tirrce thrvaU and eountmaufic* 
hpc aikcd him the cibn of Tf , And i^idoa. Uvt ^orviti me 
Ihinki-t hi- Lvki^d hoiMstiL' and dvtULy: tut though hi> that 
had under hi^ ob^dkoue eoA Aibj«crtioi> aJl that wUch lay 
betwfxt the Indiaju^, aiui the wa of Syria, vaa Id sitdw 
iKcda and porcrtie; that for two eitiei oDcty, be ihouJde 
drive hi* bther id law from him. who bad susteined no 
hard and bitter chaun^. Biit thereby he rif^hUr coofinned 
PUtocA Ktying- that he that wil) be riche in decde, must 
euJt-^^vr bmi kelfe not to intrreiue hb richct, but rather to 
dipoiaiab hia covetousDesu Tor he ahaJl ncr^r he but a 
bagger, and needie, whofte covetoia dtmo hath no «nd«-, 
Tm notwUkntAndin^, iX^niethuft yeddcd not for fcare, but 
protrided to repJenish the dtica with good ganlMMiM to ket.^ 
them againrt him : fiaying. that Utoiich he had bene OTvr> 
CDine ten thnwwuide 1tini*« rruin* tti Fvltell^ yrt it flhould 
never vadw into hU hi*iui tbat he shouldc be contented, aod 
Ihinke him M'Xfv bapjiir to buy St'li'iicus aUyanee to dderr. 
On tbother nde, bvinj; ndrerti^ed that one Lncham having 
iipi«i iv|H>rtuiiiUe when tliE? ALhnitmiK wim< in dvitl warrm 
otie a^fiin^t the other, and that he had ovcrconien them, and 
did t>TaDmad1y usume the goranmciit : he theu per^wjiJed

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htm vclfc that hu might nucly wiiinr it ngnbi£^, if hv ounc 
thitlicr upon the aodiiiiic, Tncreuppoti he croncd the; acua 
vith ft great fleete of ehipp^, without any daunger : but he 
hui ^uch A ercAt stonnc mid U^mpc^t upoD the coast of 
Atticiv, that ne lost the imHil |»rlL< of hU ihi;j[*!t, luiU a 
great tLumb^'f of his mvu bonidn. Hut for Imn f*«^Ik he Hcatxd, 
und bogan to ulaLo n litlr* wnrre with, tile jVtht'm^nK, Vrt. 
pcrcoiving that he did tio good there, Itut lost h^^ time : he 
bent ftoine of hit* tneii lu Lather r number of »hij>|)en ii^fiiitie 
tofothcr, and he him selic in th« mciuio time wont into 
l*elo{]onni?gm, to \n,yi* «ogt* to th<^ i:!tie of !MeiiAciiA> where 
hi* iJ*'«ou was in jjreikt*? daungLT, For tiahtinji hard by the 
whIIt h(^ hfid such A bluwtr wttli a ilart. UiAt it liit Iiiiu full 
in the mouthj and rnnne through Iiik chockiv Not«ith- 
standing tliis. ufler he was healed of tliat wourd, he brought 
into his subjection againe* certaine tovmea that liad rvb^llod 
agninat hiuip Aftev that* he rcttJiiked againe into AttJcAt 
and taok^i> the citieft of Fl^'izshi, ami uf Rhitmntu: and then 
spoylcd ail the coulne, and toukc a abippc ^itraixUt witli 
come, and hong up thv iiiarehaiint that on^ht it. and the 
mai^ter nf the i^hippe that broLieht it.

nundrDd BAilc: they wcyed their ancker*, and fled presently. 
Thta Ijit^mn-K foncooke the t'Wy, arui *errptly saved him 
wUi^ Nowc the Athenians, who before had eommnunded 
vippon painc of Henthf that tin man should nrnki* (lov motion 
to the counsell, to treate of any peace wiUi Dcmetnus: they 
did Lhioi upon lAclian'H flyiogf proently uj>en Ua- gates urxt 
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unto ]Xin(.-tnLt> cEunpc, and ?ient Ambnaudount unto Idm, not 
[oi^iking (or itny jmu^o or peftce, but bicauie necevitie dnve 
them to it. Dunne thi« 00 hajd imd atreJ^bt«acgo,tLcro fell 
out DiiLu^' ^ruTidtTfuIl and utiitmige things: but among othrr*, 
Uii« one h of vpcdiUJ note. It is Tcpcrtcxl that the &tbcr 
ATui tiie jjnnnp idttitit^ m Iheir hmiw, void* of aII bone of 
life: thrrv fell a dmd rattc before Ihcm from tb*' toppc 
uf Lbr biiuae, niid UmL tlit? fitUit-r niul mtiiiL- fjitifhl wbo 
fthould bav(? it t^i rAtv.

Vor he did not fadon hk 
Imtion witn a baatio uj]|uic voyce, neithor did he ow any 
Abarjx? «r hitttrT woi-dcn: but. uui^ly afUy be bad curtonwly 
told them thoir fkulU and diRci]rt<«ie tovnrde him, he aayd 
he for^vt? thriTij and tlial hr wuuld (x? thdr ftinjdc amine : 
and furtht-niiore, he e«u«ed leiine niillionB of bvehdb of 
wheats to be gcven unto them, and Atabliahed such Govei^ 
nofA tbtfiv, as the people vr^iiiUlitH] not of. Tlien Daiaocln 
Ihc Orator, seeing tliat tht- pcoplt- jjhvc out gnyvt ^hov^^c* of 
joy ill the praisi? of IVmetriiiJi, and that the Orator* daj;JT 
contended m the pidpit for OrationK, who should cxcecde 
oth^r in preferring newe lionun f«r Dtrmetriu*: he eauMcl an 
order to be made, that the havena of Hrviu and Munychia 
hhuidd ^ic put into DemrlriLH hAndes, to iihc* at hi>i pleaAuTv. 
Tbw being stabbsbcd bv ^'oycea of the people, Demctnufl 
of hhf Dwne private nulnuritie liiJ p1iLL:e n ^rvAti.' ^ferriiuin 
within the forte calltd MuheuiV) bicauK the people fibould 
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tvbell no inorr Agninst him, tior divrrt him frnm his oLhrr 
«ntvrpHAe<, Tlitw when he had txkvn Athens, he u-t-nt to 
ivt iinim Ui4* Ltu:ei]jniiuni&iiFi. DuL Arvhidntmis king of 
LftccdJcrooTif came PLf^iwt him wi^ ft puiMUit nrmic, whoin 
he disicunifrtnl in iMttcH, and }>ut to (fight, by tlic citie of 
MantfneA, Afber that \iv invtulMl Lucoriia with aJl his 
ftrmi^ ftiid made- no iTtrodr to thr citie of S|mdiv, inhere 
[|« Ottoe iigfciinz ov*-rthrtA' tht- iAct\ln?m onions in set hatteU, 
tookc five huiiiired of them prisoners* and slue two Hundred; 
irwamuoh that cvtrj' man thought he might even thcr goc 
io Spartn without any daung^ to take it, the which had 
never yet twite taken aflbrie by any. But there was nevi-r 
kinc that had bo often aiid dodame chaungcs of fortune 
VM T)emetTiu%, nor that in othrr nlHures wjis ever joo r^m 
litk* Bnd then great: so tioJuinty downe^ and up ogaine: 
M) weake, ami straight so 6tron|^. And therefore it ia re- 
ported, tJmt in hit erwt advi^reitics when fortune turned 
w) contrarie neaitLst nJtn, he wiu wunt to ciie out uppon 
'uno, that which j'Efichyius spe&keth in a place:

Thii notwithAtandinff, fortune played with liim, m the 
wicked voman Archilochiift epcakcth of* who^

And In tha other £re lioctov. 

For takui^ Iiim aivay, and (an it were) the citiB of Sputft 
aim out of hiifc haiulcH by thtrw druidfuU newes, crcn wfacil 
he wo^ certaiue to have won it : fthe pi'eacntly offered birn 
hopes of other ereat aud ueM thingcs t>>' thi« occaniou ful- 
bwin^. AAer &c deAth of CviuidcT, PhUlp who wa« thtt 
fi.FFF ioe 
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cUcdt of all hi*i otbcr »on&cSi ftod left bis bciiv aikI succcasor 
in ih^ kingvloinp nf MRcrdnn : br frtgnod iwi l^ng timr mnpr 
the Uoccoooiuift but dceaixd joooe oiler his father wat 
dead. Tlie two othef bivthKfi alto fell At givftt varuikce, 
And tt-ftires toecthfr : 90 that the one coJlpd Antipat^ir, due 
Itm oifftic mothrr Hwaalanicft : mid tht- Mht-r dicing Al«x- 
ftnder, c&Uod in t» aide him Doim-triu*, aiul PyTrhufl^ ihe one 
out of the realme of Epirua^ and tiio otlii-r oat of iVlopoD- 
ncauL Fyrrliuf cvunc fint beforv iJcmetriuK, ami kept a 
;;ra&t parte of Macx-don for reconipeiKr ij( Ilia pa^o, com- 
minz to aide bini nt hifi d««irv : »o that he became a dreadful 
neighbour unto Alcstandcr him »lfc, that had sent fm- him 
into hit caatde. Furthermore, when ht wa* adi'ertlaed that 
Ucmetnu» did prcftently upon the reeeite of hi» letters, set 
fonr^ird wiih a.ll hii annii' to eome to fticie him : the vounz 
Fnnce Atnuuidtr, vr^^i Iwiav at tnuche more amaxed and 
liflVnyed, for the xreat estate aitd ettiniaeion v( TtemviniuL, 
So he *Fcnt to him notwithaUitriitg, and rvcciTcd him at a 
plttct.- cnllei] DiTioE), a;id Ifmrc im1inu.-i*f] mul wt^h^nn^ him. 
But immediaUv after, he told him tliat hin uffiurcn wenc 
nowc in 40 gfiul state, that praised lie Lite goddes he fchoultl 
not now necde hi» prcK^ec to Aide him. After these words 
the i>ne Ijegoii t» mbitru^t Uir other.

with him into the h&U, and to taiie thcrv till be roac fhun 
the tiiMr. By Ihia mrnnea the mm whnmc AlrXAtider had 
appointed to assault him, they dunft not, bein^ ailrayxd of 
uie great traine he had brou^it with liirn. FiLrthrrmore, 
Dometriuf £aining that be ww not weU at cuw at that tiioe 
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to mako merie, h« wvi)t inimcijfatly out of the hidl, and tiia UKHirrKIU] 
ncit raommg dctcnnincd to deport, niaking him hdrrc 
tliaf. he had certAiiif' nrwpt brougbl him af ^wat import' 
aunce : and pmycd Alirxurtdcr to j»irdun bim^ \hi\i tic could 
lit) Itng^r keeptf hmi (!um|JMTiJt\ mr tliAt he wuh driven of 
ti«cc3sitic to depaxt from him, aniJ that An other tiiuo they 
woulde mc^tc ttrgrthcr, with hotter leji^nre and lilHMtie. 
Ale^cAndcr wa* vctie glad to boc that D&mrtnuA wciit hti 
way out of Maci-ilixi not tiffcndeJ, but of hin o^ne ;cixx) 
will: whercuppon he brought him into Thessaly, find when 
tliey we;? come tu Uie citie cf Lnrisia. Uiey began AgiviiLc to 
f«aat one an other, to intrappe eehe other : the which offered 
DometriiiK occuion to b^vc Akiandcr in his hiuid, aa he 
wtmld with lUTu stJfft For Ahmwider of purpoav would not 
have his gard about him. feannjc least Uicrehv he ahould 
teaeb Demetrius rIro In nUnd npon his jjnrd. 'Om* Alex- 
ander turned his pmeti.te for an other, u|>nn him ncJfe : far 
lie was iiettrmiru.ll nol to tirfTer DeiitetriiiH to •m|>e hii 
h^indc^, if he ot^cc aj^ninc eamc within daiui^r- So Alex- 
ander being bidden to HUpper tii DcmrtriLiJ^ lie vnmt iicrord-' 
ingly. DcmetriuA rifting fmni the horde in the middcst of 
vupper, AJe^uuider roue alwi, hehtg aHVaved of that Htraiinge 
niAniK^r, and followed him footc by foolc to the vorie dorc, 
11ien Demetriuis myti but to biK wjuilem ut the gnte. Kill 
him thfit foUoweth mo. With Uiose word^u he went out of 
tiie dom, and AlL-iLaiiJcr that followed him wa^Alaine ju tlie IVm^triuf 
place, and ccrtaifLo of hi* evnitkm(<ti with him which came l^'lj'ib Al 
to rr»cuc }nm : of Uie which, one of them as Uicy killed him *,''|,^^J ^,^ 
sayd, that Deinetritu had prevented them but one day. All OuMUjdvr, 
that nighty [tu it is no other likely) wa^ full of uprorc and 
tumults Howbeit, the* next tnomintf the Mm^edunjunn biing 
muLr%'c[ou»Jy troubled and ai&ayed of Demotnu:} great power, 
when thpy «iw that no mnn came to a*«nile th^-m, Init thu-t 
IJemctriuH in conttnne mancr sent unto them to tell them 
that he would s|>eake with them, and deliver them reason 
for that hey had oodc : tlien they all began to be boldc n^ni?, 
and willingly giive bim uudieoce.

unto Dumctnitt metvtic: who putting gmt ganiaoiis lAtn 
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the dties, and havinj^ Icfkvicd a grcjit >ununc of tnuuty of UKMlfTUlL' 
the province, left Uicin Hierooymuit the JiirtorioiCTaphcr, his llieronTmuB 
Li^utenwit and Governor there. So it ftppefti¥<i that he *^* hirton<>- 
uaed them very curtcoualy, *nd did them muny plcftsiirc*, SJJ^JJf^ 
and specially utito PmA, For wfifu Lt' liml luken him i.4^„h>niin> 
piiaoiicr, he did hiia no hurt* but rec^^ived him very curie- 
cimly, and n^vd him vA\: and furthermore, hp mode him 
I'oicinArchu!), (to vrit, campe mtutitcr} in the city of ThcHpis. 
Sbijrtiv nfUr these things were tliua hrought to p&Aw^ king 
LyoimachiiA by cha^inc-c was takcD by a.n othvr bai-borou« 
Prince tftlit*il !)i>Mnichete*. ITiereuiwti, IX^mctriiis, t*t t*ikc 
Buch a noble oocuion olFtvd Inm, went v ith a great ormv to 
la^-ade Lhif cotitrv of I'hiai^iat sujiposing be abould Jiiid no 
man to withatande him, but that he might conqu^rr it at his 
pleoAiire. llonl^eit, fo sooiie as DemeUiua backc •waj> himcclt 
tlie BoeotiMis iwoltod aj^ine Irom him, aud therwitHhEdl 
ncwcA wab brought him, that LyMtn&chua was dcliviL'ii.-d out 
of prison. Then he returned txtcke with all spefxir, marvoU 
oualy ofFendcd with the Uccoti^uiB^ whom he found already 
discomfited in battel), by his soiuie Antifionus &itd weiit 
af^nc to lay aiej^ to the citic of Thcbos (>cui^ the chicfc 
dty of al that pmvinre of Ito-^otiA- But at that present 
time, Pyrrhus came and forrajc^^d all Thcwidy, and cntrcd 
even to Iht- '^Imi^lit of Tlitrmupyle^it Tlier^fore D^-meLriuB 
waa constrained to leave his vonne to continewc the ^icgc 
lit Thebes, whitest be biro jielfe went, ngHinst. PyrrhtJH, who 
fiodoiniy rotumed AgruBO into hia reaUno. So Dcmctriun 
left tj^n t)iow8Ri>d footemeit, and a thowsand horEeineii in 
ThrswUy to dt^fend the eontry, and returned with the rett of 
his army to win Thebes, ThertOjMJn he brought hi;* great 
engine of batterie called Etepolii^, ap;aiup«t the wall, an you 
have lieard befoie, the wliich waA thrust forwazJ by IJtW aitd 
htle, with gtvat labor, by reason of the w^ght and hoavmeft 
of it: ao l£at it eould pcont be driven forward two furlong* 
in two month*. But th^ Bceotiiai« and the TEiebana did 
vnlliantly defend them »clvc»: and Demetnu»of a maliLioua 
mindc and dcnre of revenife. (more oftner then nt'cdefull, or 
to any purpose) com)>dled liia men to go to the ajoault^ and 
Co hazard them v)t« : so that there were daily a gr«nt 
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number of tbcDi tUinc- Antigcmitt his soom« percciviii^ it: 
Alu, Mtld h«, "hy doe v« thLj» luffcf our mm to bo uAine 
Mid CA»t away to do purpose? Wherefore DanetriiM 
imfi^ly Aunnwrnd htm AgRin* : Wbfit oradot thou to c^x^f 
U there »ny *cornc to Ijc dUtnUltcd to tba»c that are dciui f 
But nutwttlittiiiiiiiiif^^ btraiue men ihi^uU oot thinks he lUU 
mcnt to put others in dauiim, and dunt not irent^r him 
Wflfr: hfloiight with them, till At tPTi^th he vtuf^ot thrmi^ 
the ftccke with a iheupc anxiw head, that ww nhot at htaa 
from the walL Wlu-ruwithftH ht^ fell icn- skk4>, bdt yet 
ratted not his nr^* nor rrnnovcd hi« campe, but took^^ tht ^ 
eitic nf Tbrhr?( ng^UTir hy n>.-uLuli : the iHiich bHnj^ noi lcK]|f 
bvtore &j^iii> n-plcnislitti »ith people, wa« in ten ytttcta 
spou.'

Xh& extraancft puni«km«nt th« vaDqukbed could 
through tho jVit wratfa and an^er of tnc cooquf ror- How- 
boit mcT Demetritu had put thirtene of thc>m to death, 
banuhtd «onie: he pardoned oM the ict About that t 
ttU out tlw celebration of the fea^t caJh*d Pythil^ in the 
honotir of Apollo: and bicauM the ^tolians kqJt all the 
high way^ to bring tbimi unto the ntv of I>r]phi<4 in the 
which of oJde tiriL< they did uac to celebrate uioac Kports 
aforeiaidt he caimt'd th^m tn h*^ kept and BolemDi«ed at 
Athens a« in a piaec where thin god in reason fihoi^ld be beat 
hcmnrcd and rnvrpiirfd, biemiwTii- wua pntmn^.' of the dtla^ 
and for that tfie Atheniuu maintained that he wm their 
proffenitor. Prom thence hf* ivbimed into Macedon, and 
Knowing that it wa« againut his natun to hw idclly, and in 

Jf*ra% iind Hfitig on thi? uUirr (tide aImi Umt Ihu MjLCvdcmiitru 
id him more iiervice, and were more obedient to him in 
wnnvs and that in time of peace they grew Aeditiousi AU] 
of vanity and quarrdl: he went to make warre with the 
jfitotiann, and after he liad Hj>oQrd and dctitroycd their 
eontTy, he left Pantauchu» hia Lieutentnt there, with a 
gnfat part of bu army- Demetrius him »clfc went in the 
me&iM time with the rett of his army ui^riit Prrrhua: 
I^rrrhu* abo againat him, but they miaacxi of meeting 
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witli otfjcr. Whetvijpo[» DenactnuA pft»Ml rurther laito 
the realms of Epirud, the which he* irpoil^d ttnd fcrroj^^ 
P^rrhus on tEia other nidc went oil to tttirc thiit he met vith 
FnntAitchtu. DenietHuB Licut^'nant, with Mrhom he foopht a 
hottelJ, atid cAuie to the iword with him : ao thiit he did 
Imlh hurt him, ami wiu aUo hurt hy him. But in the end 
Pj^rrfaua htui the upper hund, he put Fuit^uchus to Hight* 
and sTue a ffreat number of hh men, ard tooke five thowtand 
nnrtoncTs: the which waa the cliicf overthrow of UemctriLia 
For PvirhuK wan not the Maeeiionidoi ill will no imieh for 
the miechieAei und hurta he hod done unto them, an he j^ot 
him i^lfe j^^t fame and rvitowjfi^ with thenK t>f€aii»e him 
iidfc alone had with hii^ awne hfknd" done all the noble 
evplojb of warriT in tliat jurnt'v; fnr the which, he wtut 
afterwatdea had In f^reat e«tiiiiaeion amon^ tlie Mncedoniana^ 
Nowe ninny of thi-m Ijcf^An to *fty, that he wn» tUv only Vme 
of alt other*, in whom the lively image of tlie hardinet ana 
vall]&ntm?i of AleXfUidcr the j^i'^Ai wai lo he aeene : mid that 
all the rest, (but spoeiftlly DemetriuT-) did hut eountcrfcato 
hii* grarctie and Princely countennuncc, like players upon 
a ctage that woitld eounterfeatc hia countt!nauneo and gesture. 
And to Bay truly, tlierc wan much fiuencn and cunosity 
about Demctriiis, to make him a plaviuj^ stocke in common 

eiy«* For some say, that he did not only wwire n ^rcat 
t with his diadeflme upon his head, and "-us upiMirdled in 
purple gortuea imbrodcred with i^ld : but also that lie did 
inie to weare cv^rtfline wollen ahooee on hi* feete dii^ in 
purple colour, not woven, but facioncd together like a felt, 
luid ^ilt upon it. Anil furthernion-. he had long Iwfore 
cau&ed a cloke to be rnadL< of a raar^'eloiia rieli and tumptnoua 

pwce of worki- Fur n|ion it wstn ilrawt^n III*- llziirr of the 
world, with ntnrte?! and crrclea of heoven, the which wa* not 
throuj^dy fiitlnlied by Lhe chaunge of liin fijrtiui4?, So, th«?re 
W1L9 nevt^r kin^* of Maccdon after him that durst wcartf it : 
albeit there were many peowde and arrognnt kinEn that 
Miicced«d him. Now the Mac^doniapB were not oudy «ory, 
and offended to >ee suehe things, aft they were not wont to 
he acquainted withall : but th^' mneh more miisliksd thti: 
cirriouH mnuer of life, and specially bicauac he wnw ill to come 
« : GGG 4LT 
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DEMETRICS to, Aiid worw to be spoken vitfa. For hv gaw i>o audicacc, 
or if he did, he wiu vcrv rough, uid vovild K^iurplv Uki* tlivin 
uii Uiat had to do wiUi IjicL Aft. he kept tlic Aiiib&^sKlors 
ofth^r Atli«iiiftnBtw9yere4. and woidd ««* tWinnnftuiwi-Te: 
ftnd vet mftdc u though he lovcii thvm licttcr, thca &dy oUicr 
pifo^lo of Graxv. Ariotlifr time aIh> tiE^ wo^ olTetidt^ blcauw 
the Laced nrxiiom AH* had aetit but ont m&n only AmbaESiMior 
unto him, taking it th&t they had done it in despite of Him. 
And 3,0 did tlic AmboAiidor of the LAccdttuioniAtis an^vctv 
him very g&ll[inUy» nft^'r tht 1.^iC4Jninii miuitr Ft^r whm 
iX'm«tnii» (i«k«d [)ini, Hov diAUDo^th it that tb«^ Laccd/c- 
mocimn^ d<i Ai-mt hitt i»ir mun unto irr P No mnrr hiit oi>c, 
Kuid h(.'f ii king^j ui]t;> one. On a time he came abroeui moT« 
plainly luid populaHikp. tiion liv wu wotit to Jo : whereby 
Qc put thcf people in j;ood hope tliat they might tM 
euclicrr spcnJcc witii him, and th&L he would nion; cuttiruuaty 
b^an tlitir complainti^ lltereupou many came, and pot 
lap their humble supplicacions And bilU of petidon imto 
him. He received them, nnd put Ihctii up In the lappc 
of hia dokc. The poorc aulcm wca- gW of Uiat, tM 
waited upon him at his be«lc«, hopinj; thev should quickely 
be <it»patched : but vrhcii he vra» upon tnc bridge of the 
river of AxtUH^ he oprnod \i\% clokr, nnd ea«t them n)l into 
Ihc rircT. This went to the harts of the Mocedoninns, who 
then thoDffht they were no ninre governed by a ting, but 
opptCBBod hy a tvran: nrd it grieved them so much more, 
bieaive thry did \t-t ivmptnhi-r (either for that tlicy had 
ewne them selves,' or otJicrwiat heard their forefathers aay) 
hove ciirteoiiA kin>; Philip wa« in aJl sueh matters and ho«e 
that one day m he pcnted through tbo ftrectfi. a pomv old 
wuiijaii [Juckt \i\in hy the p>wiir, and eftsmmra humhily 
be«ou|>ht him to hv&Te her^ but he aunswered her he wab 
not (hen At Iciwure- Wherriippon the poore woniAU plaijtly 
cried out to him, Lcavi! then to be? ain^^ ThiK word «o 
tietUeil liiiu, ajid he tooke such a conceit of it, that he 
returned presently to his pallaee, and aetcinj^ aU other 
innttcrs a part, di^ nothing eUc many daye^ but garc bim 
selfe to heare all sutea, and b^an with thii^ poorc oldc 
uoDiui. For tridv nothinff bcoommetli a Pnnce btit«:r, then

And 
Dcmctriits Itciastt^d tfml he ontl » fiaiiii' hiilI title cotitniri^ 
unto lupitcr« v'hom they called foheus, or Polioucbos, mg- 
lliMng protectiir ajid pn-server of critieK: «Jid Ihtit he wa* 
allied i'oliorcetcs, a Kortgaincr. Tbua the ill \vi%s taken for 
the Kood, ami vlw jjref^rred for verLoe - bicAiiAe hv could 
not diftccnie the truth from falsehod, which ttitncd hi* inju»- 
ticL* U) glory, and intEiuity to liuoiir. Dut tiow tu retumc 
where we left : Demetrius fell luto a f^reat And dftunf^roua 
akkt'iirii ill tlir citie of IVlla, djriaj; which time he alinoit 
lost ftll Macwion, by a Rodaine invasion Pyrrhun nudc^ who 
in nuin<T mde it all cjvcr, and come ai farre us ihv dty of 
Edena. Howb^t no ttone a« he re«over«l health nf^aiD, hft 
eaaely drave hiui out* and aflmrard« made peacr witli him, 
bicausi^ be would not (if;hting with him (whopi bt Bhoiild 
have daily 'xt hii Jorcw slil jkirmiBbinj; HoiuLime here, aom- 
time there) lose the oportunity, and weaken bJm w'lfr tn 
bring that to ptwic which be had determined. For he had 
no Mnall raalters in hU hi^ul, luil thought to recover all the 
rcalmcB lib faliier had : and lieaide^, the prvparadon he 
made wa» nu htwi* niifllHent, thr^n the piirfMJn- of such an 
imagination r<x)itired. tor be had leavied and aa^embled an 
annv iif n huiidrei.) ihowAand fuolemeu, loektug but two 
thoweand : and unto them h« had a)to well neere twelve 
thowwnd horfKiuciti and had iK^itidi-K gotten abtwe 6ve hun- 
dred ahippvs to^i^'tber, wlueh wi;re built part in the haven 
of Pira.'UM, part at Coriiith, part ii^ tho! city of Chalda, and 
part about IVIla, lie him iclfe in person wtnt through 
their workeboim'5, and *hev*td the nrtiHters how they should 
make them, and did lielp to dtvi-ie them ■: so that fi-ery 
man wondrcd not oncly at his intinitc preparacion, but at 
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tlie grcsti>cft and lAiinptuouHicK of bii works^ For at that 
Uow tberc was no amn living Utat w^ ^aw a gatly of 
fifWne or stxt«ene hanka of ower^ But thiK ii trtit^ that 
Aflcrwardcfl rtolomy. [*urnaincd Philopator, built a tfaJJjr of 
forty bonkd of owcrt, the wblob ww two hundred fouir 
w;orc cubit* long, ztnd fruin Uie kvclc in height to the top 
of Iho p<iopr, ciglit and f«rlv cubit* : i*nd to look*^ to thi; 
tackle and guide her, rcquii'a^ fourc bundrvJ tiutriik«t?, and 
foiin- tliowFUiiid u'flttT men to rov tier, and Iicbid^-M all tWt 
8bc could yet cAry above the hatches, vrl ocn- thrvc ttio«- 
uuid Aghttng mtMi. Howlif-it tliii gnHy never aervt^ tu 
otbor purpose but for diow, imd wm like to a houw that 
utrveir iiturrt^d : and it viAfc iit^ver tvinoved out of the place 
where it WJL« built but with marvelou* a do^ and gnit 
daungcr, more Lu uxnkc nini wondt^r at it« thcQ for Ujr 
aervjce or commodity it eould be imploywl unto. But now, 
the hcawty of Demctriut shippcji did nnthbie bJTidtT their 
«wiftnctt aud goodncn for fighl, ocitliet did the hiip'Oe* of 
tUdr building Ukv away the use of tlieni, but their awifl- 
neue nnd ntxnb1m<'fi dowrvod mon- rommt-ridncion, theo 
tlif^ir sunipluoiirtrtc'a nnd .^itatolincs. ThuB lu iKtA (^eX power 
and pcvjirtrhciou was tu hand, living 'iurb an nt'vw king (jrforv 
(&in<^ t»e time of iVJexaiidor the great) hail anicniblt'il a 
gnviti^r to invndi^ Asia ; th^w t)\Ttv kingn, Plolouiy, StWo- 
ciuft and Lyvimtichusf did all jovnc together against him, 
AiirT afteruardtrs alKi, lUvy M-iit AiulM^Aodoni imto PvirbiA 
in the name of them all, to draw bim to their iide^ aOuring 
him to come iiiUi Mact-ibiti, pn-i trading lum not to rcpoMr 
any trttit ii] thi> po&cc Dc^mctriiiB had made with him, to 
make acconipt uf it Oft a ^ud aikd Mur peace : for, the)' aaid 
that Ik'melriuA did not give hitn ptcdgv that be would wver 
make »arrc vrith him* but rather flrat tooke oportunity him 
self t*> niftkp warre with whom he thought good Pyrrhtw 
eonsidcnng »n much, and finding their words true: tlwrv 
roie a tiharp^^ utid cruell uarro on every side against TVm^ 
tnuA, who traeted time, and stayed yet to begin. For at 
unr wifi' time, Ptolomy with a gn'at fifrfp of *hiiJ(»e!i cniiie 
dowue into Gnccc, and made nil Grnxi: revolt irota hiiu : 
arid LyHimm^hub altM) on Ttinu-'iaeH Hide, and Fyrrhu» upon 
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the borders ^f Ej>JruA, oonflntftg witb the iY«liiic of MaccdoD, PBMl 
Uiey centred with u ;rn>al army, juac! apolit-d iknd Jia^kwt vl! tu 
they went Tiicrt'upou Dcuictriu* leaving lib aomie Anti- 

Suniu in Grirce, hv retumrd with all pwHibl^ «p(*ede into 
lACC(ii>ii, io gpc lintt again»t Ljraiiii/tchuit. Rut as he va* 
Eir«^nrinc to so ftWoftt liini, neiv«s v/ere broir^lit hfm tbttt 
*yrrhu» hiid turr-adj' token the citic of Berrha-a, Thi» ncvrca 
Litriii^ bk»WL-n nbriiad nnicngr^t tbc- Mjirvdonmrw^ all Demo- 
triuB d(>iti^ wtrc turai-<l topnic^ tjrvc}'. Yar nil bin aunpc 
vrikA straigbl fitll of U-J4re*i Add (^i.>iiiiilAiiiLK. and hw men 
hcffxn openly to nhcw tbeir anger against him, npcakiog aIJ 
Lbe ill tney could of liim : ko IbaL they nuuld titry no \etigrr, 
but ever\ one prayed leavo to depart, pfvt^ndin^ to looke 
to Lbeir busine* nt homtj, but in trutli Io po nnd ywld iJiem 
■clvefc unto Ly^i much IIS. WhertfoTv iJotnetriu* tliojgbt it 
btfbt for him tu gtt liiiQ hs farre froiu Lyiiiiiut.huj aa be could, 
aiul to Iwnd nil biJi army n^ami^t )*yrrniJH : bitmow tbe other 
w&A their eontry man, an<l familiarly knoneti nmong the moAt 
of thtn), for that tbcy bail cervod togetlier under Alexander 
the KTcati and tliat aa be thought, uie Matedunianfi would 
iK>t prefcrre I*)TThii)i a fltrftiinjr?r> bc-rorp bin. lint them 
hU iudgemetkt tailed him. Vor ra M>onc a* IVrrhiin had 
pitui^ hilt L'HinjH- bard by biin, tht- Maeedouiaiit thiit liad 
ever loved vMliaiitnc*, and had of aneieut time mtecnied 
bhn xvorlhirr to Itc king, that wnK the IhtkI ^mildier and 
vallianteit iu the (teld, und fnrthemiore bad bc^ard Uie report 
of his great clemeney and eurle^y be bad shewed to Llit* 
prisoner* he bad taken : thry bavinj- had good will of lonj; 
time ihoLtgbt hut^:cKMl oceauilon to fnrwkke lii^niHniis, juwl tn DrmeUiu* 
yeeid them ncUe^ unto Pyrrbue, or to any otbc-r prinee *""** ^^^ 
wbatwwTcr he were. Thcu they w-cretly Ugan to fttcale "^,*^Jti'"^ 
auay one after an vlber, \y\ sinal eompaiiics at the fir*t : but Pvrrhtih 
aiterwardb tlierc rooe i>ucl] a general tumult against bim 
throufcbotit all the eanipe, that some of them were ko dmpemt 
to go Into hill tent Ui bid him Hie, and sa\c himaelfe, bJciiUJte 
th^ Maeei:1onianfi were too weary witb tigbtini; for bis eiirio- 
aity, Aftd yet IJcmt'tri^ift found these word.» more gcntk. 
and mndext, in n^iK^et of the vib* nrul eniel wonU which 
othem gave" him. bo he went into bid tent, joid ca^t a blbick 
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DEMmuOS clok« ftbout his tkecy in sUaJ of hu rich and stately dok* 
^-A» vont to wcarc : not liki* unto a Icing, but like « commt 
pUycT wh^n the' play it done, nnd then tfcn^tlv slalt? itw^y- 
When tliis waa kiiowfn in tlic cuupe, iiihiiy uf liis Ai-uSiiic^n 
mn to hi« tmt to rifle it, and vrvn mun tookc snoh hold erf 
it to hure hist part, that thcv tare it in pccc*, and drew thdr 
swords to Ught for It But ^yrrhiiEtfoaimfng in the middnt 
of the tumult, pftcificd this slurry, and presently without 
hlow pv('n, wan jil ntnu-triuii i-Ampi*: wnt\ afltTwarda he 
di.-videu tho n^almc of Macodon with L^>imachu«( in fht 
which TVmetnuM Iidd miietly raig;nrd iin: 4]ia(v of seven 
ycrcs. Now Demetrius being thiw mincrably ovcrthrxiwcn. 
and lunitti vat of all bin rralmr; W flttl unl*> the city of 
CM8andria» lliere be found his wife Phila, who tooke it 
rnarv**toix)i heavily, and could not mIikK* to wc him a^ainr 
A private moji, drivrn cut of hU kin^om, and the moit 
[uiBrmlvlt^ kiuic that evw was of all uU;cr, Wietdbre in- 
Ipfldinp no moTv to follow vaine hope, and detwttng th* 
fortune of hrr htitlMiid : she being more constant in cjJamity 
Phila, D&ine- tlii^n in proKpt-rity, kiHed her %^\{e with poUon ibe tix>ke. 
\riiiM wife DemeUiua went from thence into Grzece, purpo&ing tw giither 
toRTther the n?*it of hi» nhipwrack^ : aiKl tbure lusembi^ all 
hi^ ( aptAinri^ and frend* that he had. So it accmcth to m<t 
the euiitpurivoii Thfeia^laiis iciuki-'th of hta fortune. In oue of 
tlie tfagcJic* of SLiphocko, i'l these \trHca:

The conipuH^n iniji;ht I tay much better be applied unto 
Diriuetriuii furtuEie, to hiiL rWni^ &nd ffilling. and to Im 
overthrowo and T«li?fe n^ain^^^ ior when every man thought 
hU force and power utterly ovcrtlirowcn, then began he to 
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rifle afcaino by repAin of souldier^ which by Utlc and litle UEMKIRIW 

canio onto him, and stnueht rcvircrd him with good hope. 

This w(u the ^ret time UiAt hv wiu ever ^wnc meanely 

&|)p0TvUcd, like A private man up aiid tjowne the couUjr, 

without some *hewe or t^hetm or a kinc. And tliere wm 

one that seeing hJm in thi^ estate at ThclK*, plcAULOntly 

applied the^ VL-ruii vf EuripJd^ uitto liirii :

Now when he beeiuiEic to havv aome ho|>e ogaine, Ahd wa« IriipplnoK, 
(&s it ^^re) entred into the great high way of kiiiges« and 
hod gotten Aouldiers aboLrt him, whieh mnde a bodic and 
ihew of rciyall power: he restorvd the Thebiuis their libcrtic 
and govemmeut agalae. But the Atiictii&na onee more 
revolted fWim him, and did rei^oke the dignitie and IVie«t- 
hoodc of Diphilua, who hnd bene that yeaxt cTcntcd IVicat 
of the savioiirHf in steade of the Govemoiir, which Uiey 
called in old timo Eponymos, a« wc have told you before: 
And mo^le a Inwe, Ihat mint thenti'fiJorth the mind r lit and 
eomraon GovemoTs of their eibe should be restored Agnine 
bo their auneient mB.nner : and they sent also into MaeedFJH 
unto king Pyrrhu4, rather to terrihc Demotriua (whomc they 
»awe bc^nne to riHe ngRine) thai for any hope they had he 
woulde come and heipe them- Howebeit Demctnui came 
against them if JUi greal foriOi and did &traig}itly biniie^ the 
citie of Athensv Then the Athenians sent Crates the Philo- VntM tfc#" 
sophef to him, A rajui of great estimation and authorities j'li^*''*!!*^ 
who BO handled hini, partely by intreaUe, and partely also ^^j^^n^frwo 
through hu wise perswaMoua and eotiuAcila he gave him for ifemctiiu* 
hie profit: thatlJemetriiiA pre^ntly rnised thesiege. Wher- *ipgft 
fore, alter he had fipithered t^etlier ao many fihippen as wrre 
left him, and had imbarked twelve thow^nde footetnen, and 
a small mnnber of hoi^cmon : he presently tooke sea. and 
wailed toward* A-ii*, nuMining to bJce the- provioet-* of Caria 
ajid Lydia from LyHimuehiu, and to make them to rebel) 
Bgaiii&t him. Thtre Huryditrc, niftter to his wife l^ila, 
received him bv the citic of Milctunt, having with her one 
of Ftolomyev daughters und hen, adleil Pbilemvidi-, the 
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which hiul bpnr- nfforr nHinnml to Kim }rv Sclnicus uiciuwi>. 
So he tiurind I'tolcmicjdc there, with thv 0<mk1 viU and 
coiUHint uf liB^ uiutlitn EurviliF^- After lii« manAgr he 
pretMitlj went into the ticla a^iK, and did set ibr«udc» 
to winnc hmicr ciUc*, wlitrtK>f iniuij williiwlv receiitxi him. 
njid othcrft hv took* by ftwe. Auioof^flt t£«in h« took^ thr 
city of Sart]j»t wlii'thcr (Amr clivers CaptiUDc^ unXo him of 
king L^'iinicu^huit who ynrldcd them «cIt««, juid brought him 
a greatL- numhrr of men, and niuchc money bcMdcs* Uut 
Dvmctdiis rpcciviD^ itdvertiA^ment thftt A^thocl^, I.y^f* 
mochu* sonnc^ followed him vtth a grcut amtc: he wtnt 
theniv into Phrygta^ mnking ikrt^auiit, luid »l*o hi?p{tig, tliat 
if he coLildc wiiuii^ Annciiia, he inij;;tit efi«ety iiiiii;e Media 
rthHl, nnd Ihpn ihftt. h^ wonid^ ■«■ if hr rnii1iT(> ronijiir-r Otr 
hljch provinces nf Aaia, where ho might ha^e muny placi-s of 
rvfit^v if fortune turned uj^innt him. A^alfunW follawin] 
him verie ncere. And yet sklnnishiiiff divcre tinier with him, 
DriDetnuK jlIwav hod the Ixrlter: hovr1>cr[t Ag«thix-lci did 
eut of hift vitldJfc from him e^-eriv wa}'o aadliept him «t 
Buche a sti&i^hL. thftt \m men Auni no iiiorr stray from tiit 
CAtnp9 to farrago : wherpfore. they Ruat«vn«d pvato want of 
vitirllji, and tiicn iK'gnmie his nten to W AfFmyed, and to 
mbtJiut that be would nmk^ them follow^ him into Anticnia 
and Media. The famine dayty itiercojed more and more in 
hifi amiic, and it chauncenl licsidcR, that miiaing hit w«i 
and failing ^^ p^ ^^ forde well n* lie passed over the 
river nf Lycuft, the fiiri* and foree of the river c«Hed hh mm 
dnwnr the etrcamc, and dion-ncd ft furcate number nf them: 
iLtiil yet notwithstanding!' lhi"*e grwitr trouhl***, fhcy raoclccd 
bim bcbidoH. For one wrote at the entries and (.^omminff in 
to hw tCTit, th*' firrt verse of the tragedie of {Jjliffwr Colo- 
man^ wrjtten hy Sophocles, chaunging ondy some word ; 

Th<Ji^ imjv« tjfdM uud liTiml Atitij^DnnK, 
To whAt ■ pAinl hA*t Ihau nnv c»rl0d ut } 

But in the end, the plngtii* hrgmn a]*o in the middei>t of 
thU famine, (a comtnon thing, and almost a nintter of nece^ 
gltke, it should ho be) bic.^ti^e thAt men being driven to 
nccdc and nccc»itie, doc frame them selves to catc all that 
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come* U» hfuxtc: whcrtiipon he was driven to bring baclcc DBMETBr 
Xhtxe few men tliAt remainod, hftving lost of a!) »orte« (ff*^ 
raid bad) not. ao fcve fta ci^^ht Ihow^Aod fuUy toUL When 
he came into tho provitif** or Trtmus, he rnminnitndL^I hift 
men in i^a c4Wc to mctidle with itny tlung, hicttUffc tlii^ coElric 
waa mih^eci iintu kJii^ ScleticitH, whom he vodi) in no vfiH- 
difpIcMc. But when he sawc it ws» impOMiblc to rtity hin l>omei 
mvu being duw brovj^ht, to nuc-b pxln-mttie .-iiui nt-eclF% and 
tliat Agatnoclea hoA bard up tfai* stmij^hU and pftAfiagea of 
mount TaJiriw agftinM him: lie wri»t(* a litter imtoScleuettH, 
first dedaritifi his miserable etntc and hard fortune, und then 
presenting hi* hmiible petition and rei|U(*5t oiilo bim, play- 
ing him to tAke pitie upon his frpnd, whom ^pitefull fortime 
hihd thrower into snch mi^rie ami uvlnmitict that couldc not 
but move hU greatest enemies to have compSMion of him, 
'XlKse letters somewhat boflened Selcucus hnft, tnsomuciie 
that be wrote tn his Governor and I jcTitrnnutitess of tliose 
partes^ to furnish DeiHEtrius pcrsnn with all thingcs necde- 
rull for a Prinees bourns aTid vitlelk yutlieit.^rjt to nmintfline 
hia men. But one Patroclca, a grave wise man acrounlcd, 
and Seleucus raithi\ill frend aJsOj came to tell litm, tbsl the 
charge toentertatne Demetrius soutdters, woanut Uiegreatest 
fault hi' made therin, and niont to l>e aecomptei) of: biit 
thftt he did not wisciv looke into hit affiUTe*!, to fuffer Deme- 
trius to remaine in his «mtry, t'onsidering tlmt. he lual alway 
bene a more fierce and venturou:! Frinee then any otht-r, to 
dttequise nay mattt-i?? of great ii]i|>orUiuji<x\ and none he waa 
brought to nuch dispairc and extn-mitie, that he hnd framed 
}u» men which were but rnidtc eowardea (eontrarie to their 
nature) to be mo^t desperat oud bardie hi f^re&teat daunf^iTTt 
Selcueufl being moved with tlieae pcrAwsoions, prewntly tookc 
hi* jomey into Cilieia with n great urmie. Demelriu-i l>eing 
utonied with thiA Aodaiue ebAUtipe* &nd dreuduij; so groat 
W) armie, Rot blm to the btrouge^t pUces of mount Taiinm, 
Thai be sent unto Sclcuciw, tirst of all to pmy him to niiffcr 
him to conauer certjunr barbarotis people Uiereabrxiteft, who 
lived Acoorain^ to tbeir owne Inwes, &nd never bad king : to 
th(^<T that be might vet thpn* with ^afetie end the nsi i>f 
hb life and exile, libiytnG; at length in wime pUtce where bo 
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DBMETfinTS might be nfe, Seoondly \f that liked him not, then that it 
woulde yet pteue him to vHtell hia mMi for thp wmtiT tinw 
odcITi in the wunc plA« where they were, tutd Di>t to be » 
hard hflrt<*<l iu\Uj bim m to drjvi* him thoice, tjurking all 
needcfull thinj^es and fto to put him ict^^ the mouth of hia 
mofit rnirll «nd nicirtiil) mipmie«. Rtit S^lrnciiK inUinutiii^ 
hifi dcraaiindcKT »nt unto htm tlut he shoulde winter if be 
thou^iL f^uutlt twu nuuiietbi^ hut no niont, Ux the amine of 
CtiaoQiBti «> he f^vc him tbc ^efc«t of hi« frcn<l^ for 
Dctage*: bowbdt in the* mnfme time he »t(»ppal up all tlie 
wAjeaand paswiLgM f^in^ from thtnee ktto Syri^ Dem^ 
tnas Qowc »mng }iim vdfc kept in of td] *A6n, like a bcuit 
to he taken in the lov)c : he wiw driven to tmtt to hit owtie 
*trertgth. Tlicicuppcii he ovcmumctlicct^ntry th«re*bmjle«. 
mid AS ofti?n m. it wtt« his ehaimee to Itave ttny skirmish or 
conflict with Sefcucnt, he hod <;ver the bett<^r of him : oad 
fiometline kIbo when Un*y dnive the arriH^d eartft* with sith« 
oi^tLJiiit him. ho ov^rcAnw lhem« and put tlic rest to Aij^t. 
Then he dnivr* thi*m «wny Ihut kfpt thr tnppn of the mnan- 
taincjs And hod Iwinvd the pfi«uice« to kcpc him that he 
vhouM ncii fiK iTilo Syria, and hi kcjit Uirm him teHv. In 
fine, findiu;; hie mcn« harU« lift up ft^caiiH-, and ptftily cn- 
comgrd : bin IiatI idw grewe ao bi|c^, that h^ det^miined to 
Ctght n hattc^ll with Scleiicits and to tet aK at inxc nnd neven. 
So thai SdeutuH witH iki A Ktraij^hl wiUi him nt'lfe, and wi«t 
not what to doe. For he hfld returned back? the nyde which 
l^ytimnrJiUA m-nt untn bim« bJcntiiv he viu AifrAvi^ of him, 
and mititrnvted him. On tliother vide aJto be diirtt not fight 
with Dcm«triu» alone, heina ttfl'rayed to *ealcr him adfc 
with A despemte mtui : And aUo mijitntetinff muche hi« itneon- 
abwt fortime, the which hA\ing brought him to great extre* 
mitie, raise^i bivn up Af(aine to grvat proftjK'ntie. But In the 
moanc fl|mce DcmHriaa fell into a jfreatMckL'nes6e> the which 
bn>ii);ht hi* bodiL- vrrv wcnkc and Inw. and had almost utttrly 
overt)irowc-ii hift &}{iur^. For hin Kouldien*. some of IhcxD 
yeelded them s^Uen lo bin enemies and »ther> ?ita1e awajr 
without leave, and wejit where tlicv listed. Afterwardra wfaai 
bt liad banlty n:iTovt<n<d hix hmfth, and within fiirty iijtvr« 
spACC va« pretily ^rowen to ntrength ogoiDc: witli thoAc /ew 
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Booldicra that rewAincct wiUi him» ht seemed to htA mtmic^^ 
thnt he would ^^ and invAdt? CUicIit. But thcrii liudoiuly 
in tKc ni^t mthout sowndi:tg Kay trumpt-t. he rvm<iv«<l 
his oaiiipo, and weoit another wftv: and hfiTing pw»t»d over 
mount AmAEUs, he spoyled all Inc contry under it, ju tnrrc 
as thv n'gion of Cyrn^tica. But SeTt-iieu* fallowed him, 
and cADifwd Iwird by him. ThertvnJi>oa Ui-inetriuB aodaiiilj 
armeH hm men, axici went out hy inght ti> iuj^lijU S*'lrurtis 
and to take him Jtlc^tng vrhen ho mi^etruHtt^] nothing. ik^Uiat 
SeleiicuH k.iiew nothing tjf hlpt Mtealihg on hrm but lati- enoui^h, 
until that ccrtaino traitors of IJemotrius camw thM tied 
Ix^firt'i Himt qiuL'kly to iidvLTtLAi- him fiiiilhig hi[u 'Lvk-v|H', 
ftnd brought him nevys of thf dttiing^r he waa Uh Thm 
Se1eucu» m a uia^e aiiJ tearv withall, gat up, and Aovndcd 
the alarom : and as he wits putting oo n:G hofc iind makini^ 
him Kiidy hvcryvd out, (speaking to his friends and tknitlU^ 
about him) We liave now & cruell and fUuugfrous beast to 
dcule with. Demetrius on the other aide perceiving by the 
greut ftturn* and noyse he hcrurd in Ihe erR'tuies ennipe, that 
hia cnt<^rprifie was djacT>vcred : he rctyrcd agaiiii vith specie, 
and the next morning by breaVc of dfty^ Seleiicus wpnt and 
offrcd him battel!, Douctnujt prcpotL-d him sdfc tojoyne 
with him, and hnving giv«i one of Din faithfull frinides the 
leading of ohl- of the wings of tiit* annie, him sotfc led the 
othpr, find overthrew wime of his enenue* <in his sidi-. Rut 
Sc^lcucus in the middeit of Uw batleU byiiled from hi^ boroe, 
jLtul t&Liiig hiH hc'ltnet froiu bifi huul, ht^ tooki.' a targiet uu 
hiR anno, and went to the first mnckcs of hi* annie^ to 
mnke him ^elfe knowt^n vinto Demctriu.i men: perswoding 
them to yeeld them selves unto him> and to acknowledge 
hi the end, that lie had so long time deferred to ^vc them 
hnttell, rather to save them* then to spurt !>emetnuM. De- 
metrius souldiers hearing him say so, thtv did liiin humble 
reverence, and acknowledging him for their king, they all 
ycelded unto him. Demetrius having sundry timea before 
proved so many chaunges nnd overthrow« of fortune, think' 
ing yet to scape thu Ifut also, and to pas»e it over : he fled 
unto the gatei; Amanides, which an? cfrtjune strBigbt* of 
the mount AcnanuM. "I'hcre he foundc eertaine btle thickc 
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DKMPCTlUL'ft gnives, itherv Ue tXvtprnnuf'i] io Kfny nil night with ct^-tAtnc 
)CctjU(jmeu of Im h()ijt«, and a fevc otiici of bis boubhold 
aervAunU aiiiI ol11<vrt uhicli liiul followed bim: n>eMiing» if 
hccouU pobiibli.^ tn take hi^ w/iy toirardithectttcof Caimus, 
t(j giic: Ui tiiut BCA ctNt^Lr liupiiig ti> hitkn* of hisi jJup|K3 tlR^rr. 
But when it voa toldu him tio bud no tiUoUb iior provuion 
left ouAy to serve him Uiat d^y : bv bt-can then to devise 
«omL* otJi«r Wfty. At lengthy one of hii fiunillicr friends 
Soeagenca uldi^ unto hitn, that bfid foun buodreJ pMCcn 
of goldtfAbniit hJni in bu^rdoll So hopinj^ that with the 
mme moner ht* mi^ht J^ic to the :va, they tookc: tKcir way 
by iii^it uin^L-tK\ to tlu.' top^- i>r thv moimbditt. But 
vrhcn they pcrcciv^^ that the CQcmics kept watch there, aod 
thiit ibciv wpTv grmt !iti}iv of Jtrrx hnnl by thi^m : tlicy llim 
dittpoircd to paww any furtbcr, btud tbc-y aboiUd b« sf^roe. 
So they rrtiinit*d to tlii» wife muiic pince from whence llwy 
cvunc, not idl of tht-ro. for i,ome of thtrm fled i vuaiiiKT bod 
Uiry Uuit n.-iii.iyiicil ftltif luiy life in tiit-'iu a-t Iwforc. Scs 
one aiuoiig thi^ re^t tooko Lipon him, to t^y^ that then* vas 
uo other way Uj Hcapi\ but lo put Demctnus into Sctvucia 
bimdrt. Du^metriu* thervwitliall drew out lun (word, Abd 
woidd hiiw xlnii3e liiui atlfe : hut biA friends about him 
would Eot «itl1i?r him, but penwaded him to y^ld him selfe 
unto Sclciiciis Thcrciipjxin Iip wml unto Sclcuai*, to tell 
him llmt he ydd«l )iini furlf*- unto him. SolviKUB «-a* bo 
jf>yfLUI of tbe ncwc», that h<r »ayd it na;t Dot Dcmctiiutt 
good fortune thiii uvL^d binii but his nvn« : who besldet 
many other huppy jjcood tumca she bod done him, gmvt: him 
y4^t Mi liotiorab!** occA>>ion aikd ^^ootl hK|)|>^, oa to nifike tJw 
world to ktiowc his elemcncic and eiutt^^ie, IlKTtfuppon 
immrdiuUy ht t-.^ilErd for bi-n olIic»-f> of [luuxhubl, and mm- 
miLtinded them to «ot up hh richest paviliun, and to prepare 
all LfiiiE*>i'3< irii'ctr to nxx'ivr him lionorfth}y, Thiin? itjui oinf 
Appnlonides a i^vTilkmaii iu Scliruciu Court, who nomotiaic 
liad t>ciie very bmilHcr with Uemctf iua ; bliu Seltucu^ urnt 
immediAlty unto TVmetnitfi, to will hiin to b<* of cood diere, 
and not to he affrnyd to come to the king hia Matstvr, for 
hi' should find him his very jifood frieiid. So «oane ^ tho

three yeares toeelli*T. by ea:te, j^iMfutenffi, ami droriltenries 
fv'H m'k« of a dii»ea^ whereof hf dyc<), ivhcn ht: wa£ fouiv 
Aiid fiftye yearv old, Therrforc wiw Selt^ucu^ girvitly blainwJ, 
and h(< him ^elfe altso did mticb rvpert him that he co ftiiR' 
^jc!t:t«d him ait he did, iind that h« i»Uo»«d uot Drauncheti<s 
curtesie, a barbarous man iKirns in Thracia, vho had no 
royally and curtcou^y intrrAt,L'd I^im&clms, whom hc^ had 
taken prlaoner in the warrea. But v^t tbviv wan )toii:io 
trag;icBJl pompe in t)ic oixter of his firDcmll, For his botiii^ 
Antij^orui undcntanding that thtv brought him the ajthes 
of hin bodic» he tooke sea with all his ahipiien, and went to 
meete them, to receive them in the lies: and when he Imd 
received them, he set up the funerall pot of colde (in the 
which were his embrr*) uppon Ihe poon*" of hi« Admirall 
galley, ^, all the riticM mid towncn whereby they po^^d, 
nr barV-red. ntiuie of ih-*!" did iHit garlands of JTuwtrs about 
the pot, othiT« also ecnl a number of men tbethi^r in moum< 
ing apruuvll, Ut ncmmuaxiy ntit] hrmnr t1«r cHmvijyc, Xn Ihr 
very aolemnitie of hid funcrallAH hx tliu Hort saylt^d all the 
H^hde flccte towanU the citir of Connthe, the pot being 
plaindyiteme fanvof, standing on the toppcof the Admiral] 
galley: all thr pliu'r alHmt it bein^ hajip.-d about, tvtth 
purpU, and over it, the diademo or myall Iwuid, and about 
it aho were j^oodly yoonge men armed* which wciv &» 
Pen^iont^n to Di^metriUE. Furlhertiiore. XenopWitu* the 
famouaeat Mu&ttiou iu that Uoie, being Act nard bv it, 
played a fiweete and lamentable songe cm the flute, where- 
witnall the orc^ keeping stroke and meajiurc, the Hovnd did 
meete with a gallant grace, as in a convove where tlie 
mourners ^o<^ knoi;ke their brea^tes, at the loote of every 
versp. But that whirh mo^t mjidr the p<*op!c of Connthe
